May  it  please  your  Excellency ; 

We  the  Members  of  Her  Majesty's  Legislative  Council,  in  General  Assembly  convened,  tender  our 
thanks  to  your  Excellency  for  your  Speech  at  the  opening  of  the  present  Session.  We  heartily  join  with 
your  Excellency  in  your  congratulations  on  the  birth  of  an  Heiress  Presumptive  to  the  British  Throne — 
an  event  which  has  filled  all  hearts,  throughout  every  portion  of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  with  confi- 
dence and  joy,  and  called  forth  feelings  of  the  warmest  and  most  devoted  loyalty  to  Her  Majesty,  and 
attachment  to  Her  Royal  Consort,  and  which  has  tended  to  alleviate  the  anxious  solicitude  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's devoted  people^  and  afforded  them  a  well-grounded  hope  of  the  continuation  of  those  advantages 
which  have  ever  been  enjoyed  by  the  whole  Empire,  under  the  rule  of  that  illustrious  family  from  which 
our  most  gracious  Queen  is  descended. 

We  fully  concur  with  your  Excellency  in  the  paramount  importance  of  Education,  founded  on  a  sound 
Md  proper  basis,  and  that,  in  whatever  community  such  a  system  prevails,  the  result  is  always  visible  in 
the  industry,  order,  and  obedience  to  the  laws,  which  that  community  invariably  exhibits.  We  beg  to 
assure  your  Excellency,  that  this  important  question  shall  receive  our  fullest  consideration,  and  that  we 
will  readily  unite  in  giving  our  support  to  such  a  measure  as  may  be  deemed  best  calculated  to  advance 
the  cause  of  Education  in  the  Colony. 

The  interests  of  Agriculture  (as  so  justly  observed  by  your  Excellency)  are  intimately  and  inseparably 
connected  with  the  future  destinies  of  this  Colony,  and  the  welfere  of  the  great  majority  of  its  inhabi- 
tants ;  and  as  Legislative  aid  may  be  most  beneficially  applied  in  the  development  of  the  resources  of 
the  soil,  we  will  cordially  co-operate  in  any  measure  towards  the  attainment  of  that  most  desirable  ob- 
ject ;  at  the  same  time,  we  recognise  with  gratitude  the  blessing  which  Divine  Providence  has  again 
been  pleased  to  vouchsafe  to  the  labours  of  the  Agricultural  inhabitants  of  this  fertile  Island,  in  the  late 
abundant  harvest. 

It  is  with  peculiar  satisfaction  we  learn  from  your  Excellency  that  the  Revenue  still  continues  to  ex- 
hibit such  flattering  prospects,  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  increase  of  the  preceding  year.

carry  out  the  benevolent  and  liberal  views  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  entering  into  Contracts  for 
the  erection  of  a  Building,  which  humanity  and  the  public  welfare  imperatively  demand* 

Tour  Sxoelleney  may  rely  on  our  best  attention  being  given  to  such  other  matters  as  your  Excellency 
may  be  pleased  to  lay  before  us,  and  on  the  adoption  of  every  measure  conducive  to  the  general  interests 
of  this  IslaxUI.

6,  intituled  **  An  Act  to  continue  an  Act  made  and  passed  in 
the  Sixth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  for  regulating 
the  measurement  of  Ton  Timber,  Boards,  and  all  other  kinds  of  Lumber/'  has  either 
expired,  or  will  expire  some  time  during  the  present  Session.

The  Order  of  the  Day  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill,  intituled  '*  An  Act  to  autho- 
rize the  Crown  to  purchase  the  Lands,  and  to  regulate  the  Settlement  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  thi8  Island,  and  to  repeal  certain  sections  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Seventh  year  of  the 
Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  ''  An  Act  for  levying  an  Assessmebt  on  all  Lands 
in  this  Island" — being  read, 

The  said  Bill  was  accordingly  read  a  second  time. 

On  motion,  the  House  was  adjourned  during  pleasure,  and  put  into  a  Committee  on  the 
said  Bill.  After  some  time,  the  House  was  resumed,  afid  Mr.  Goodman  i^eported,  that  the 
Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  that  they  had  come  to  a  certain  Resolution, 
which  they  recommend  to  the  adoption  of  the  House ;  and  the  said  Resolution  was  read^ 
and  is  as  follows: 

Whereas  a  Bill,  similar  in  its  title  and  enactments  to  the  Bill  now  before  this  House^ 
intituled  ^*  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Crown  to  Purchase  the  Lands,  and  to  regulate  the 
Settlement  of  the  Inhabitants  cf  this  Island,  and  to  repeal  certain  Sections  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Seventh  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  for  levy- 
ing an  Assessment  on  all  Lands  in  this  Island/'  was  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Assembly 
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to  this  House,  during  the  last  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  which  was  rejected  by 
this  House,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  several  Resolutions  adopted  thereon  by  this 
House,  and  which  are  as  follow: 

Resolvedj  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Documents  sent  up  from  the  House  of 
Assembly,  in  accordance  with  the  Message  from  the  Council,  desiring  to  be  furnished  with  copies  of  the 
evidence  or  documents  on  which  the  Bill  to  authorize  the  Crown  to  purchase  the  Lands,  and  to  regulate 
the  Setdement  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,  and  to  repeal  certain  section&of  an  Act,  intituled  *  An 
Act  for  levying  an  Assessment  on  all  Lands  in  this  Island' — and  which  Documents,  with  the  said  Bill, 
have  been  referred  for  the  consideration  of  this  Committee,  are  wholly  irrelevant  to  the  subject  matter  of 
the  said  BUI,  the  object  of  which  appears  to  this  Committee  to  be  the  feinvestment  in  the  Crown,  by 
Toluntary  sate,  of  the  Lands  in  this  Colony. 

Ruolvedf  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  any  equitable  arrangement,  by  volmitary  sale, 
on  the  part  of  the  Proprietors,  by  which  the  Crown  can  be  re-invested  with  the  said  Lands,  so  as  to 
euUe  the  Crown  to  sell  the  same,  at  a  reasonable  rate,  to  actual  occupiers,  would  tend  greatly  to  increase 
the  settlement  of  this  Colony,  and  advance  its  prosperity,  and  would  be  considered  as  a  boon>  calling  for 
the  utmost  extent  of  gratitude  from  its  inhabitants. 

Btiolvedy  That  although  this  Committee  thus  &r  reccgnise  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  they  cannot  con- 
€vin  its  ckkaiis;  and,  in  fact,  they  deem  any  enactment  on  the  subject,  not  only  premature,  but  inei- 
pedient  and  unnecessary,  until  the  consent  of  the  Crown  and  the  Proprietors  to  the  measure  contempla- 
ted by  the  said  Bill  shall  be  first  obtained. 

Bisobfed,  That  although  this  Committee  cannot  reconnnend  the  House  to  jam  the  said  BtB,  they 
would,  however,  suggest  to  the  House  the  propriety  of  joining  the  House  of  Assembly  in  an  Address  to 
the  Throne — should  that  House  deem  such  a  course  of  procedure  advisable — praying  Her  Majesty  to 
take  the  measure  contemplated  by  the  Bill  into  Her  favorable  consideration,  and  to  grant  the  means  for 
effecting  the  purchase  of  the  said  Lands,  provided  the  Proprietors  shall  be  found  willing  to  dispose  of 
the  same. 

And  whereas  this  House,  by  the  Third  of  the  said  ResolutioES,  declared  that  any  enact* 
ment  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  said  Bill,  was  ^'  liot  ouly  premature,  but  inexpedient 
''  and  unnecessary^  until  the  consent  of  the  Crown  and  the  Proprietors  to  the  measure 
"  contemplated  by  the  said  Bill  should  be  first  obtais^d;''  at  the  same  time,  thi&  House, 
in  and  by  tfce  last  of  the  said  Resolutions^  expressed  a  readiness  to  join,  the  House  of 
Assembly  in  an  Address  to  the  Throne^  to  pray  Her  Majiesty  ta  take  the  measure  con<- 
teinplatad  by  the  said  Bill  into  Her  favorable  consideration^  and  to  grani:  tbe  meaas  frcMaa 
the  Imperial  Revenue  necessary  to  eflfectuate  the  object  of  the  said  Bill — which  suggesr* 
tioD  was  not  concurred  in  by  the  House  of  Assembly — on  tbe  contrary,  that  House,  as 
appears  from  their  Journals,  addressed  Her  Majesty,  complainmg  of  tbe  rejection  of  the 
said  Bill  by  this  House,  and  transmitted  therewith  a  copy  of  the  said  BitI,  and  praying  that 
Her  Majesty  would  be  gracKMisly  pleased  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  such  a  principle, 
Of  a  similar  iDeasive  as  that  contained  in  the  said  Bill. 

And  whereas  no  recommendation  for  the  adoption  of  such  a  principle,  or  of  a  similar 
measure  as  that  contained  in  the  said  Bill,  has  been  signified  by  Her  Majesty,  either  to 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  House  of  Assembly,  or  this  House,  in  compliance  with 
the  prayer  of  tbe  said  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly — and  although  this  Committee 
regrets,  that  in  replying  to  the  said  Address,  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies  should  have  abstained  from  expressing,  officially,  any  opinion  on  the

Bill:  And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Committee,  that  the  reasons  assigDed  for  the  rejec- 
tion of  a  similar  Bill  in  the  last  Session,  apply  with  equal,  if  not  greater  effect,  for  adopting 
a  similar  course  with  regard  to  the  Bill  now  before  this  Committee.

Whereas,  during  the  last  Session  of  this  House,  it  was  unanimously  Resolved,  that  any 
equitable  arrangement,  by  voluntary  sale,  on  the  part  of  the  Proprietors  of  Lands  in  this 
Colony,  by  which  the  Crown  could  be  re-invested  with  the  said  Land,  so  as  to  enable 
the  Crown  to  sell  the  same  at  a  reasonable  rate  to  actual  occupiers,  would  tend  greatly  to 
increase  the  settlement  of  this  Colony,  and  advance  its  prosperity,  and  would  be  considered 
as  a  boon,  calling  for  the  utmost  extent  of  gratitude  from  its  inhabitants:  And  whereas 
this  House  did  thus  far  recognise  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  intituled  ''  An  Act  to  autho- 
rise the  Crown  to  purchase  the  Lands,  and  to  regulate  the  Settlement  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Island,  and  to  repeal  certain  sections  of  an  Act,  intituled  An  Act  for  levying  an 
Assessment  on  all  Lands  in  this  Island'' — yet  it  stated  it  could  not  concur  in  its  detaib: 
And  whereas,  in  and  by  the  Despatch  of  Lord  John  Russell,  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies,  bearing  date  the  Twenty-second  day  of  September  last,  His  Lord- 
ship states — that  Her  Majesty  learns  with  regret,  that  the  question  of  lands  in  this  Island 
continues  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  Colony,  and  that  it  now  assumes  the  character 
of  a  public  question,  and  as  such  must  be  treated — that  it  is  Her  Majesty's  desire  to  re- 
move every  just  cause  of  complaint,  in  all  parts  of  Her  Dominions,  and  trusts  that  means 
may  be  found  to  determine  a  question  which  has,  for  so  long  a  period,  agitated  the  Colony: 
And  whereas  such  Despatch  implies  that  Her  Majesty  is  desirous  that  such  measures 
should  be  adopted  as  would  create  peace  and  prosperity  among  the  people  of  this  Colony: 
And  whereas  the  passing  of  the  said  Bill,  so  entitled  as  aforesaid,  with  such  necessary 
amendments  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  this  House,  would  satisfy  the  people  of  this  Colony, 
and  the  purchasing  of  the  lands  by  the  Crown  would  suppress  that  agitation,  which,  it  is

TO  THE  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY. 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign; 

We  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  Prince 

Edward  Island,  in  Colonial  Parliament  assembled,  b^  leave  to  approach  your  Majesty's  Throne  and 
Person,  and  most  humbly  to  represent: — 

That  the  Lands  of  this  Colony  were  originally  granted  in  lai^  tracts,  of  twenty  thousand  acres  each 
to  private  individuals,  the  greater  part  of  which  still  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Descendants  or  Assignees 
of  SQcb  Grantees,  the  majority  of  the  actual  settlers  on  such  Lands  holding  as  tenants,  and  not  in  fee  sim- 
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Thatif  by  the  purchase  of  these  Lands  from  the  Proprietors,  they  were  again  re-invested  in  the  Crown, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  regranted  in  small  tracts  to  the  tenantry  and  settlers  thereon,  it  would  be  hailed 
by  the  inhabitants  of  this  Island  as  the  greatest  boon  which  your  Majesty  could  bestow  upon  them,  and 
would,  as  your  Petitioners  conceive,  be  productive  of  great  and  permanent  benefits  to  the  Colony. 

The  Council  and  are  at  the  same  time  aware  that  this  most  desirable  object  cannot  be 

attained  without  the  advance,  in  the  first  instance,  of  a  much  larger  sum  of  money  than  the  Legislature 
of  this  Colony  can  command,  nor  without  the  free  and  voluntary  consent  of  the  several  Proprietors  to 
dispose  of  their  Lands,  being  first  obtained. 

The  Council  and  therefore  most  humbly  pray,  that  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously 

pleased  to  fkke  the  premises  into  your  favorable  consideration,  and  cause  a  negotiation  to  be  entered 
into  with  the  several  ProprietcH^  of  Land  in  this  Island,  to  ascertain  the  prices  at  which  they  would  res- 
pectively agree  to  dispose  of  the  whole  of  their  Lands  in  this  Island,  together  with  the  arrears  of  rent 
now  due  thereon,  with  a  view  to  their  being  reinvested  in  the  Crown,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  in 
the  event  of  such  proprietors  being  willing  to  accept  a  reasonable  price  for  the  same,  then  that  your 
Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  order  that  the  funds  necessary  for  making  such  purchase  be,  in  the 
first  instance,  advanced  from  the  Imperial  Revenue,  until  such  advance  can  be  reimbursed  to  it  by  the 
sale  of  such  lands.    The  Council  and  at  the  same  time  pledge  themselves  (in  the  event  of  such 

purchase  being  made),  to  make  such  Legislative  enactments  as  will  tend  most  speedily  to  eflfect  a  re-sale 
of  the  lands,  and  thereby  reimburse  the  advances  which  the  Imperial  Government  may  have  to  make  in 
purchasing  the  same.

Mr.  Brecken,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into,  and  report  upon  the  pre- 
sent practice  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  as  regards  the  right  or  claim  of  the  House  of 
Lords  to  originate  Bills  containing  Penalties  or  Forfeitures,  presented  to  the  House  a 
Report,  which  he  read  in  his  place,  and  is  as  follows,  viz: 

Your  Committee  appointed  by  this  House,  by  Resolution,  to  inquire  into  the  present 
practice  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  as  regards  the  right  or  claim  of  the  House  of  Lords 
in  originating  Bills  containing  Penalties  or  Forfeitures,  or  in  altering  or  varying  the  same, 
having  carefully  examined  several  volumes  of  the  late  Journals  of  the  House  of  Lords,  do 
report  as  follows: 

That  the  Bill,  intituled  ^  An  Act  for  regulating  Schools  of  Anatomy/  passed  in  the 
Third  year  of  the  late  King  William  the  Fourth,  per  Lord's  Journals,  Vol.  64,  page  395, 
was  amended  by  the  Lords,  by  inserting  the  following  clause: — 

Pr.  12,  L.  99 — ^Leave  out  from  "  person"  to  "  and,"  in  Press  13,  line  17,  and  insert  "  offending 
against  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  England  or  Ireland,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of  mis- 
demeanor, and  being  duly  convicted  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  Imprisonment,  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing three  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Fifty  Pounds,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which 
he  shall  be  tried;  and  any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  Scotland,  shall,  upon 
being  duly  convicted  of  such  offence,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Fifty  Pounds,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  he  shall  be 
tried." 

And  which  clause  was  agreed  to  by  the  Commons. 

Also,  that  the  Bill,  intituled  '  An  Act  for  the  better  regulation  of  Chimney  Sweepers, 
and  their  Apprentices,'  passed  in  the  Fifth  year  of  the  late  King  William  the  Fourth, 
per  Lords  Journals,  Vol.  66,  page  817  and  818,  containing  several  clauses  imposing 
Penalties,  and  directing  their  modes  of  recovery,  which  clause  is  as  follows: — 

Qmue  (F.) — ^And  be  it  further  enacted,  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  such  Master  or  Mis- 
tre»  sbaD  misuse,  or  evil  treat  his  or  her  Apprentice,  or  if  the  said  Apprentice  shall  have  any  just  cause 
to  eomphin  of  the  forfeiture  or  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants,  provisos  or  agreements  to  be  expressed 
and  ooDtained  in  such  Indenture,  made  and  written  out  according  to  the  form  in  the  Schedule  hereunto 
aimexed,  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  such  Master  or  Mistress,  then  and  in  such  case  such  Master  or  Mis- 
tnas  being  convicted  thereof,  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  eveiy  such 
oftooe  any  gum  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds,  nor  less  than  Forty  Shillings.

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L.  VU. — After  '^  least,"  insert  "  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  by  the  owner  of  such  Chimney  or  Flue,  of 
the  Slim  of  One  hundred  Pounds,  to  be  recovered,  with  full  costs  of  suit,  by  any  person  who  shall  sue  for 
the  same  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Courts  of  Record  at  Westminster."  , 

Also,  that  the  Bill,  intituled  *  An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Loan  Societies 
in  Ireland,'  passed  in  the  Seventh  year  of  the  Reign  of  the  late  King  William  the  Fourth, 
per  Lord's  Journals,  Vol.  68,  page  734,  contains  the  following  amendment  by  the  Lords, 
which  imposes  not  only  a  penalty,  but  also  appropriates  it: — 

L.  26 — ^Leave  out  from  "  Borrower"  to  "  and,"  in  press  15,  line  15,  and  insert  "  from  such  Loan 
Fund  Society;  and  in  case  any  such  Clerk,  Officer  or  Servant  shall  offend  herein,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  Twenty  Pounds,  to  be  recovered  by  the  Treasurer  or  Clerk  for  the  time  being,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  herein-before  provided  for  the  recovery  of  any  Loan  granted  by  such  Society;  the  said 
penalty,  when  recovered,  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  such  Society .''

tion  of  the  Justices  by  whom  he  shall  be  convicted,  may  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  Imrd  labour,  for 
any  time  not  more  than  One  calendar  month. 

CXause  C. — And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Constable  appointed  under  this  Act,  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
resign  fab  office,  or  to  withdraw  himself  from  the  duties  thereof,  unless  expressly  allowed  so  to  do  in 
writing  by  the  Chief  Constable,  or  Superintendent,  under  whom  he  may  be  placed;  or  unless  he  shall  give 
to  such  Chief  Constable  or  Superintendent,  One  calendar  month's  notice  of  his  intention;  and  every 
CoDstable  who  shall  so  resign  or  withdraw  himself,  without  such  leave  or  notice,  shall  be  liable,  on  being 
convicted  thereof,  before  any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County,  to  forfeit  all  arrears  of  pay  then 
doe  to  him,  or  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  Five  Pounds. 

Tour  Committee  further  report,  that  in  their  searches  they  have  found  numerous  in- 
stances of  Penalties  being  originated  in  the  House  of  Lords,  but  do  not  deem  it  requisite 
to  report  such  instances  specifically,  conceiving  the  references  above  made  to  be  sufficient.

1.  BECAUSE;  This  Bill  authorizes  two  thirds  of  the  Inhabitants  of  any  School  District,  to  assess  the 
remaining  one  third  for  the  support  of  a  School  therein,  '^  according  to  the  number  of  their  children  and 
ability  in  circumstances" — of  which  ability,  the  said  two  thirds  of  the  Inhabitants,  by  the  said  Bill,  are  to 
be  the  Judges — this  power  of  assessment,  we  conceive,  to  combine  a  power  of  levying  both  a  Property 
and  Income  Tax,  and  to  be  (particularly  in  the  latter  case)  repugnant  to  the  feelings  and  unsuited  to 
the  circumstances,  of  the  people  of  this  Colony;  and  also  to  be  the  introduction  of  a  principle  of  direct 
taxation,  novel  in  this  Colony,  and  which  may  hereafter  be  drawn  into  a  precedent  for  further  carrying 
out  such  a  principle  for  other  purposes. 

2.  Because,  This  Bill  enables  two  thirds  of  the  Inhabitants  of  any  District  to  assess  the  remaining 
one  third,  for  the  support  of  a  Schoolmaster  of  the  highest  Class,  although  they  may  be  desirous  of 
employing  one  of  the  lowest  Class,  as  more  suited  to  their  pecuniary  means,  and  which  is,  in  efTect,  put- 
ting it  in  the  power  of  the  richer  and  more  influential  Inhabitants  of  any  District  to  compel  the  poorer 
Inhabitants  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  a  system  of  Education,  opposed  alike  both  to  their  wishes  and 

circumstances.

3.  Because,  By  this  Bill,  parents  of  femalQ  children  may  be  assessed  for  such  children,  towards  the 
support  of  Distriet  Schools,  at  which  children  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  taught,  although  such  parents  under 
the  restraint  of  proper  fedings  and  principles,  may  not  permit  their  female  children  to  attend  sucli 
Schools;  and  because,  even  if  the  principle  of  assessment,  in  such  cases,  could  be  defended,  yet  inas- 
much as  parents  of  fenude  children  are  liable  under  this  Bill,  to  be  assessed  for  the  support  of  Schools, 
in  which  the  Latin  language  and  other  higher  branches  of  education  may  be  taught,  not  in  general 
deemed  necessary  for  females,  we  conceive  the  provisions  of  the  said  Bill,  in  this  respect,  to  be  arbitrary 
and  oppressive. 

4.  Because,  This  Bill  reduces  the  present  government  allowance^  to  Schoolmasters,  the  evident  ten- 
dency of  which,  in  our  opinion,  must  be  to  lower  the  character  of  Schoolmasters  in  this  Colony,  and  ulti- 
mately to  introduce  therein,  persons  of  inferior  attainments  for  such  situations.

''  And  whereas  great  mischief  and  inconvenience  may  result  from  permitting  persons  wrongfully  in 
possession  of  parts  of  the  said  Reserves,  to  hold  the  same  against  the  Proprietor,  Lessor  or  Ovmer  of 
the  Lands  adjacent  to,  and  in  the  rear  thereof,*  notwithstanding  such  persons  may  be  liable  to  be  eject-

Jiesoived^  T!iat  the  said  Bill  do  pass. 

Ordered,  l^at  the  said  Bill  be  sent  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly. 

By  leave  of  the  House  the  following  Resolution  was  inserted  on  the  Journals,  as  ex- 
pressing the  reasons  of  the  Members  who  have  signed  the  same,  for  givmg  their  assent  to 
the  said  Bill:--  ' 

WnsBSAa  in  the  Aj^opviation  Kll  passed  hj  the  Uota^  of  Assemblyi  and  now  before  this  House,  the 
sum  of  £30  is  voted  to  each  Member  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  £60  to  the  Speaker,  for  his  pay 
during  the  present  Session,  independent  of  travelling  expenses,  and  which  sums  will  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  between  £700  and  £800:  Ahd  whereiad  in  our  <^inion  the  svinem  of  permitting  Members 
of  the  House  t)f  Assembly  to  appropriate  to  tlDemselves  %o  large  a  sum  for  their  pay,  is  cakubted  to  lower 
the  oharacler  and  respecJ^JtMlity  of  that  bo^y,  by  kidaoipg  unfit  and  imqiiiEdified  peisotaS,  who  may  be 
actuated  less  by  the  desire  of  being  useful  to  the  country,  than  by  the  prospect  of  emolument,  to  cJbtwi 
seats:  And  whereas  we  feel  deeply  sensible  of  the  til  consequences  attending  the  allowance  of  pay  to  the 
Members  of  the  Assembly,  especially  on  considering  the  fact  that  the  respective  Assemblies  of  the 
neighbouring  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  each  of  which,  with  an  infinitely  greater 
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amoant  of  bunness  to  transact,  met  about  tbe  same  time  as  the  Assembly  of  this  Island^  and,  having  des- 
patched thai  business,  have  been  some  weeks  since  prorogued:  We  cannot  resist  the  conclusion,  that 
the  present  Session,  during  which  only  Fourteen  Bills  have  been  passed,  has  been  pfotracted  far  beyond 
what  the  business  of  the  country  required,  and  thereby  not  only  does  the  appropriation  to  the  Members 
tbenuelves  amount  to  a  most  unreasonable  sum,  but  the  other  expenses  attending  the  sitting' of  the  House 
hafe  been  swelled  to  an  enormous  amount. 

But  because  no  notice  has  heretofore  been  given  of  an  intention  to  object  to  the  pay  of  the  Members 
of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  as  the  withholdmg  any  portion  thereof  without  such  notice  might  occasion 
inconvenience  to  some  of  them,  we  have  been  induced  to  give  our  assent  to  this  item  in  the  present  Bill^ 
at  the  same  time  expressing  our  strong  disapprobation  of  the  system;  and  our  determination  to  resist  so 
unnecessarily  large  an  expenditure  of  the  public  money  for  the  future.

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  prepare  an  Index  to  the  Journals  of  this  House 
of  tbe  present  Session^  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  sum  of  £7  10s.  for  preparing  the  same. 

Mr.  Breeken  presented  the  following  Address  to  his  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor: 

To  His  Excellency  Sir  Chablbs  Augustus  Fitz  Rot,  Ejiight  of  the  Royal  H|inoverian  Guelphic  Order, 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  in  and  over  Her  Majesty's  Island  Prince 
Edward,  and  the  Territories  thereunto  belonging,  Chancellor,  Vice  Admiral  and  Ordinary 
of  the  same,  &c.  &c.  &c« 

May  it  please  your  Excellency; 

The  legislative  Council  having  voted  an  humble  Address  to  Her  Majesty,,  praying  di&t  Her  Majesty 
win  be  pleased  to  cause  a  negotiation  to  be  entered  into  with  the  Proprietors  of  Land  in  this  Colony, 
rapecdblly  request  that  your  Excellency  wiQ  be  pleased*  to  forward-  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
Ud  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne. 

On  motion^  the  said  Address  was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
Orderedj  That  Mr.  Breeken^   Mr.  MaedonaMf  Mf .  Macintoshj  Mr.  HoU  and  Mr. 
Kmng:  be  a  Committee  to  wait  upon  His  Etcellencf  wifh  the  said  Address^ 
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On  motioB,  the  following  Resolutions  were  agreed  to: — 

Resolved,  That  the  mode  adopted  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  disagreeing  to  the  amendments  made 
by  the  Legislative  Council,  to  the  Bill  intituled  ^  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Fishery  Reserves  ia 
this  Island,'  by  rejecting  the  Bill,  without  previously  desiring  a  Conference  with  the  Council,  to  signify 
their  disagreement  to  the  said  amendments,  is  contrary  to  Parliamentary  practice,  the  regular  course 
being,  under  such  circumstances,  to  desire  a  conference  with  the  Council,  and  therein  to  state  that  they 
had  disagreed  to  the  amendments  made  by  the  Council  to  the  said  Bill,  and  then  to  have  returned  the 
Bill  to  the  Committee  of  the  Council,  to  afford  the  Council  an  opportunity  of  considering  whether  they 
would  adhere  to  their  amendments,  and  if  not,  whether  they  would  agree  to  the  Bill  in  its  original  form, 
as  sent  up  by  the  House  of  Assembly. 

Resolved,  That  the  course  pursued  by  the  House  of  Assembly  in  this  matter,  is  not  only  wholly  un- 
parliamentary, but  an  infringement  upon  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  goes  to  preclude 
the  Council  from  ever  venturing  to  make  amendments  to  any  Bill,  originating  in  the  House  of  Assembly; 
and,  if  persisted  m  by  the  Assembly,  must  have  the  effect  of  obliging  the  Council  either  to  agree  to 
measures,  the  details  of  which  might  be  highly  objectionable,  or  to  reject  them  altogether;  when,  by 
altering  and  amending  such  measures,  they  may  be  made  beneficial  to  the  Colony. 

Mr.  BreckeUy  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor,  praying  that  His  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  forward  the  Address  of 
this^  House  to  Her  Majesty,  on  the  subject  of  the  purchase  of  the  Lands  of  this  Colony, 
reported  that  they  had  waited  on  his  Excellency,  who  was  pleased  to  say  that  he  would 
attend  to  the  request  of  the  House. 

• 

On  motion,  the  House  was  adjourned  during  pleasure,  and  put  into  a  Committee  on  the 
further  consideration  of  the  State  of  the  Colony.  After  some  time,  the  House  was  re- 
sumed, and  Mr.  Macdonald  reported,  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  certain  Resolu- 
tions, which  he  read  in  his  place,  and  were  afterwards  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  are  as  fol- 
low, viz: — 

WHEREAS  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  Session  of  1840,  passed  certain  Resolutions,  reflecting 
upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  particularly  in  the  Second  and  Third  of  the  said  Reso- 
lutions, which  are  as  follow  : 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  on  many  occasioDs,  in  past  times,  and 
more  especially  for  the  last  eight  years,  the  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  on  different  occasions, 
have  represented  the  injustice  done  to  the  Agriculturists,  by  the  Grantees  of  Townships,  and  that  in  every 
instance,  except  in  1803,  their  representations  have  been  opposed  by  a  majority  of  the  Council. 

S.  Resolved  That  the  change  which  in  1839  was  made  in  the  construction  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
has  been  productive  of  additional  evil:  and  that,  as  no  prosperity  nor  peace  can  be  expected  in  this  Island 
till  an  amelioration  on  the  tenure  of  Land  be  effected,  and  no  House  of  Assembly,  elected  by  the  anbiassed 
suffrages  of  the  people,  ca«  refrain  from  endeavouring  to  effect  that  most  important  object;  so,  whoever 
looks  to  the  individuals  composing  the  Council,  must  see  that  on  this  important  subject  the  majority  of  them 
have  an  interest  contrary  to  and  subversive  of  the  general  interests  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Colony,  by 
their  being  proprietors,  land  agents,  connections  of  such  land  agents,  or  persons,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Committee,  warmly  biassed  in  favour  of  the  proprietors,  and  that  the  House  of  Assembly  cannot,  in  conse- 
quence thereof,  have  any  confidence  in  the  Legislative  Council,  so  long  as  it  shall  remain  so  constructed. 

And  whereas  the  Legislative  Council  in  reply  to  the  said  Resolutions  of  the  Assembly,  stated — 

That  it  was  a  matter  of  notoriety,  gathered  from  the  Public  Prints  and  other  sources,  that  the  said 
majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly  had  attained  their  present  position  in  that  House,  by  deluding  the 
Tenantry  of  this  Colony  into  a  belief,  that,  if  elected  as  their  Kepresentatives,  they  would  relieve  them 
from  the  payment  of  Rents,  and  obtain  for  them  Grants  from  the  Crown,  confirming  them  in  their  several 
possessions;  and  that  this  system  of  delusion  had  been  practised  by  the  leaders  of  the  said  majority,  for 
several  years  past,  whereby  the  Tenantry  had  been  encouraged  to  withhold  the  payment  of  their  Rents, 
until,  in  numerous  instances^  they  had  incurred  arrears  which  their   utmost  exertions  never  could  enable 
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them  to  discharge ;  and  that  the  leaders  of  the  aaid  majority,  fiading  that  they  could  not  carry  out  their  delusive 
promises,  attempted  to  relieve  themselves  from  the  just  odium  of  their  Constituents,  hy  representing  the 
Legislative  Council  and  the  Executive  Government  as  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  Feople,  an  imputa- 
tion no  less  unjust  than  untrue,  the  sympathies  ofhoth  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Executive  Govern-^ 
ment  having  been  invariably  evinced  in  favour  of  the  true  interests  of  the  People  of  this  Colony,  at  the  same 
time  that  they  had  endeavoured  to  awaken  the  Tenantry  to  the  ruin  which  would  inevitably  follow  their 
faUd  delastoo. 

And  Whereas  the  House  of  Assennbly,  in  another  series  of  Resolutions  passed  on  the  22d  and  23d 
instant,  declared  that  the  said  Resolution  of  the  Legislative  Council,  ^^  is  in  all  its  bearings  highly  in- 
salting." 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Council  disckim  all  intention  of  acting  discourteously  in  any  manner 
towards  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  the  said  Resolution,  otherwise  than  by  a  desire  to  defend  thein- 
selres  from  the  unjust  and  unfounded  charges  made  against  them  by  the  House  of  Assenil^Iy. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  said  series  of  their  Resolutions,  have  entirely  failed 
to  impugn  the  correctness  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  said  Resolution  of  the  Council,  by  attempting  to 
shift  from  themselves  to  a  former  House  of  Assembly,  the  odium  of  encouraging  the  Tenantry  of  this 
Colony,  to  withhold  the  payment  of  their  Rents,  for  that  in  no  proceedings  of  any  former  House  of 
Assembly,  can  the  slightest  encouragement  be  found  to  induce  the  Tenantry  to  believe  that  they  could 
by  any  measure,  relieve  them  from  the  payment  of  their  Rents,  but  that  the  whole  odium  and  responsi- 
bility of  such  encouragement  are  solely  chargeable  upon  the  leaders  of  the  majority  of  the  present  House 
of  Assembly,  and  that  the  Address  to  the  King,  which  is  contained  in  the  Journals  of  the  Assembly  of 
1829,  to  which  the  present  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly  refer,  to  bear  them  out  in  such  attempt, 
had  no  tendency  to  induce  the  Tenantry  to  withhold  the  payment  of  their  Rents,  the  simple  object  of 
that  Address,  having  been  merely  to  relieve  the  Tenantry  from  the  payment  of  a  large  arrear  of  Quit 
Rent  due  to  the  Crown,  and  at  that  time,  threatened  to  be  enforced. 

Resolved,  That  the  imputation  contained  in  the  Eleventh  of  the  said  series  of  Resolutions,  passed  by 
the  House  of  Assembly,  charing  the  Legislative  Council  to  be    '^  operated  on  by  self  interest,''   to  the 
prejudice  of  the  interests  of  the  Agriculturists  of  this  Colony,  is  grossly  untrue,  inasmuch  as  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  have,  on  all  occasions,  earnestly  advocated  those  measures  which  tended  to  the  true  interest*; 
of  the  people,  and  have  only  rejected  those  wild  and  unconstitutional  measures  which  attacked  the  sacred 
rights  of  property,  or  invaded  the  prerogative  of  the  Crown;  whilst  on  the  other  hand,  the  Legislative 
Council  have  originated  many  Bills,  particularly   during    the   present   Session,  most    useful    to    the 
cooununity,   which   have   been    rejected   by    the   House   of  Assembly,    viz:    "  A  Bill    relating    to 
the    Limitation    of   Personal    Actions,"    rendering   the    Law    similar  to  that  prevailing  in  England, 
and  in   the  neighbouring  Colonies.      '^  A  Bill  to  regulate  and  declare  the    qualifications  of  Jurors,'^ 
which   by  tlie  existing    Laws  are  totally  undefined.    "  A  Bill  to  compel  Constables   to  serve,"    the 
necessity  of  which    was    suggested    in    a    Presentment  of  a  Grand  Jury  of  King's  County,  and 
reoommended  to  both  Houses,  by  Message  from  the  Lieutenant  Governor,     *'  A  Bill  to  amend  the  Act 
passed  in  the  Seventh  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,   intituled  A  n 
Act  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  the  Admission  of  Barristers,  Attomies  and  Solicitors,  and  to  regulate 
the  admission  of  Advocates  and  Proctors  in  the  Courts  of  Vice  Admiralty  and  Court  of  Probate  in  this 
Island'^ — ^the  object  of  which  Bill  was  to  promote  the  respectability  of  the  ]^ar,  in  unison  with  the  Acts 
and  regulations  on  that  subject  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies.     ^'  A  Bill  against  Forestallers  and  Regra- 
tws,"  similar  to  the  Laws  prevaiting  in  all  populous  places,  for  the  prevention  of  such  abuses,  and  which 
is  much  called  for,  in  consequence  of  complaints  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  capital  of  this  Colony. 
"  A  Bill  to  establish  Criminal  Sessions  in  Queen's  County" — a  measure  recommended  by  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice, which  was  intended  for,  and  would  have  relieved  the  Supreme  Court  of  Queen's  County  from  the 
trial  of  Petty  offences,  the  delay  consequent  upon  whish  is  productive  of  the  greatest  injustice  and  in- 
coDvenience  to  all  Civil  suitors  in  that  Court,  whose  causes  are  deferred  from  term  to  term,  to  afford 
time  for  the  trial  of  those  offences. 

And  in  further  proof  of  the  desire  of  the  Legislative  Council  to  meet  the  views  of  the  House  of 
AssemUy,  the  Council,  in  giving  their  reasons  for  rejecting  the  Bill  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly, 
on  the  subject  of  the  purchase  of  the  Lands,  in  the  Session  of  1840,  expressed  their  readiness  to  join  the 
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House  of  Assembly,  in  an  Address  to  the  Throne,  praying  Her  Majesty  to  take  the  measure  contem- 
plated by  the  Bill  into  Her  fiivoraUe  consideration,  and  to  grant  the  means  for  effecting  the  purchase  of 
the  said  Lands,  provided  the  Proprietors  should  be  found  willing  to  dispose  of  the  same;  and  when  in 
this  present  Session,  the  House  of  Assembly  sent  up  tot  the  Council  a  similar  Bill,  the  Coundl upon  again 
rejecting  it,  prepared  an  Address  to  the  Throne,  praying  Her  Majesty  to  order  a  negotiation  to  be  en- 
tered into  with  the  Proprietors,  to  ascertain  the  prices  at  which  they  would  respectively  agree  to  dispose 
of  the  whole  of  their  Lands  in  this  Island,  together  with  the  arrears  of  Rent  now  due  thereon,  with  a 
view  to  their  being  re-invested  in  the  Crown,  for  the  purpose  of  being  re^granted  in  onall  tracts  to  the 
Tenantry  and  Settlers  thereon;  and  in  the  event  of  the  Proprietors  being  willing  to  accept  a  reasonable 
price  for  the  same,  that  Her  Majesty  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  order  that  the  funds  necessary  for 
making  such  purchase,  should  be  in  the  first  instance  advanced  from  the  Imperial  Revenue — and  sent 
the  same  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  with  a  request  that  the  Assembly  would  join  them  in  the  said 
Address;  but  to  the  great  surprise  and  disappointment  of  the  Council,  the  House  of  Assembly  refused 
their  concurrence  thereto,  because  it  did  not  go  to  the  extreme  and  unconstitutional  length  of  praying 
that  a  particular  price  should  be  fixed  for  the  lands,  and  the  Proprietors  thereof  arbitrarily  compelled  to 
receive  it,  although  they  must  have  been  well  aware,  that  such  an  extravagant  request  could  not  receive 
the  sanction  of  the  Imperial  Government,  thereby  evincing  the  insincerity  of  their  professions,  and  shew- 
ing in  the  plainest  manner,  a  manifest  disposition  to  keep  up  a  system  of  agitation,  for  the  sole  purfiose 
of  retaining  their  own  popularity,  at  the  expense  of  the  deluded  tenantry. 

Resolved^  That  the  construction  of  the  Legislative  Council,  differs  materially  from  that  of  the  year 
1834,  alluded  to  in  the  Twelfth  of  the  said  series  of  Resolutions,  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  in- 
asmuch as  it  is  asserted  in  the  Address  of  the  Assembly,  of  the  year  1834,  to  the  King,  (miscalled  a 
Resolution,)  that  out  of  the  nine  Members  composing  the  Council,  six  of  them  held  situations  of  emolu- 
ment at  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown,  whilst  of  the  present  Legislative  Council,  composed  of  twelve  Mem- 
bers, three  only  hold  ofiices  under  the  Crown,  and  but  two  of  which  are  offices  of  emolument, 
and  there  are  only  two  Proprietors,  and  two  agents  of  Proprietors  in  the  L^slative  Council,  one  of 
the  latter,  having  been  appointed  subsequent  to  the  Session  of  1840. 

Resolvedy  That  the  complaint  against  the  Legislative  Council,  for  the  rejection  of  the  Bill,  intituled 
'<  An  Act  to  provide  right  of  access  to  one  Public  Road,  to  individuals  occupying  Land,  from  which 
there  is  no  such  access,"  is  wholly  unfounded,  the  provisions  of  that  Bill,  being  based  on  the  most  ab- 
surd and  inequitable  principles,  inasmuch  as  it  went  to  compel  not  only  the  Proprietors,  but  also  the 
Heirs  and  Assigns  of  Proprietors,  who  at  a  lemote  period,  had  disposed  of  wilderness  lands  in  the 
rear  of  farms  now  under  cultivation,  at  merely  nominal  prices,  to  bear  the  expense  of  making  roads  to 
communicate  with  such  wilderness  lands,  and  which  expense,  in  numerous  cases,  would  far  exceed  the 
original  sum  paid  for  the  land  itself. 

Resolvedy  That  although  the  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  have  thought  fit  in  their  Resolu- 
tions passed  this  Session,  by  absurd  deductions  of  what  they  term  "  connection,"  said  by  them  to  exist- 
between  some  of  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  individually  named,  and  by  charges  of  ^^  ig- 
norance" against  others,  also  individually  named,  as  to  the  true  '^  history  of  this  Colony,  and  of  the  toil, 
labours^  hardships  and  privations  of  its  Inhabitants,"  to  draw  inferences  from  such  supposed  ^'connection" 
and  '^  ignorance,"  false  in  themselves,  and  personally  offen»ve  to  those  Members  of  the  Council,  thus 
affording  a  sufficient  excusd  to  the  Council^  if  so  inclined,  for  adopting  a  similar  course ;  yet  the 
Council  do  not  deem  those  charges  worthy  of  any  very  grave  refutation,  because  it  is  notorious,  that 
by  far  the  greater  majority  of  the  Members  of  the  Assembly,  are  ignorant  and  illiterate  men,  having  but 
a  trifling  stake  in  the  country,  and  possessed  of  no  influence*  whatever  in  society,  beyond  that  based 
on  their  advocacy  of  the  question  of  Escheat,  by  which  alone,  they  have  been  enabl^  to  attain  their 
present  position  as  Representatives,  and  on  the  keeping  alive  of  which  que9tion  their  continuance  as 
Representatives  depends;  while  the  fact  of  the  greater  portion  of  them  being  Tenants,  and  in  many 
instances,  largely  in  arrear  of  Rent,  clearly  shows  that  they  are  interested  not  only  in  keeping  up  the 
excitement,  on  which  their  ephemeral  influence  depends,  but  that  they  have  a  direct  personal  interest 
in  the  success  of  any  attack  on  the  property  of  their  Landlords,  aad  who  are  therefore  in  no  way  scru- 
pulous in  creating  charges  against,  and  imputing  unworthy  motives  to  the  Coundl,  who  have  endea- 
voured to  control  and  check  their  extravagant  and  unconstitutional  proceedings. 
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And  whereas  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  the  Third  of  certain  other  Resolutions  passed  on  the  27th 
instant,  state  that  the  Council  have  repeaUdly  rejected  several*  Bills  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly, 
among  others,  one  for  relieving  Tenants  from  bearing  the  entire  burthen  of  Land  Assessment;  and  the 
Bill  for  the  relief  of  the  American  Loyalists  and  Disbanded  Soldiers;  and  have  by  their  amendments  to 
the  Fishery  Reserves  Bill,  for  this  and  the  two  previous  Sessions,  gone  contrary  to  the  evident  meaning  of 
Lord  Glenelg's  Despatch:  And  whereas  the  first  mentioned  Bill  was  sent  up  from  the  Assembly  but 
(mce^  and  that  in  the  Session  of  1840,  and  the  provisions  of  the  said  Bill  went  to  make  void  the  covenants 
cont^ned  in  the  Leases  in  this  Colony,  which  are  generally  of  long  duration,  by  releasing  the  Tenant 
from  the  payment  of  the  present,  and  all  future  land  aasessmenJt,  which,  as  the  land  becomes  more 
•valuable,  might  be  assessed  at  a  sum  far  exceeding  the  rent  reserved  by  the  Landlord:  And  the  Bill  for 
the  relieif  of  the  American  Loyalists  and  Disbanded  Soldiers,  was  rejected  by  this  House,  in  the  Session 
of  1840,  in  consequence  of  a  Despatch  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  laid  before  this 
House,  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  again  in  the  present  Session  on  the  same 
grounds,  and  the  course  adopted  by  this  House  in  this  respect,  was  further  approved  by 
another  Despatch  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  laid  before  this  House 
by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  a  few  days  subsequently  to  the  rejection  of 
tlie  said  Bill  in  this  Session:  And  the  Bill  for  the  regulation  of  the  Fishery  Reserves  of  this 
Island,  in  the  Sessions  of  1839,  1840,  and  this  present  Session,  was  amended  in  this  House,  and  with 
said  amendments  sent  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly  for  their  concurrence,  but  which  amendments 
were  in  each  Session  by  them  disagreed  to,  and  the  Bill  itself  thrown  out,  without  previously  desiring  a 
Conference  with  this  House,  to  signify  their  disagreement  to  such  amendments,  contrary  to  Parliamen- 
tary practice,  the  regular  course  being,  under  such  circumstances,  to  have  desired  a  Conference  with  this 
House,  and  therein  to  have  stated  that  they  had  disagreed  to  the  said  amendments,  and  then  to  have 
returned  the  Bill  to  the  Committee  of  this  House^  in  order  to  afford  this  House  an  opportunity  of  con- 
sidering whether  they  would  adhere  to  their  amendments,  or  whether  they  would  agree  to  the  Bill  in  its 
ori^nal  form,  as  sent  up  by  the  House  of  Assembly:  Therefore^  Resolved^  That  in  the  rejection 
of  the  two  first  mentioned  Bills,  this  House  exercised  a  proper  and  sound  discretion;  and  with  regard 
to  the  Fishery  Reserves'  Bill,  this  House  was  precluded  from  exercising  any  discretion  whatever  by  the 
unparliamentary  proceeding  adopted  by  the  House  of  Assembly;  and  as  to  that  part  of  the  Resolution 
wUch  expresses  a  doubt  whether  the  Legislative  Council  would  concur  "  in  any  Address  making  any 
close  approach  to  any  real  redress  of  grievances:'' 

Resdvedf  That  the  Resolution  itself  clearly  shows  how  impossible  it  would  be  to  concur  in  an 
address  framed  in  accordance  with  such  Resolution,  implying  as  it  does,  that  the  address  and  repre- 
sentations of  the  House  of  Assembly  are  exaggerated,  a  course  of  proceeding  to  which  this  House  can 
never  be  parties,  it  being  in  their  opinion  highly  derogatory  to  any  Legislative  body  to  misstate  or 
exa^erate  facts,  in  making  representations  to  the  Imperial  Government,  which  should  contain  nothing 
but  absolute  truth. 

On  motion.  Ordered,  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  be  agreed  to. 
Dissentient — Mr.  Young. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Resolutions  he  printed  in  the  Royal  Gazette  tmd  Colonial 
Herald^  Newspapers,  and  that  they  be  continued  so  long  asthe^esolutionsof  theHouse 
of  Assembly  shall  be  continued  in  those  Papers;  and  that  the  Printer  to  this  House  be 
directed  to  furnish  Four  hundred  copies  thereof. 

On  motion,  the  following  Resolution  was  agreed  to: 

Whereas  the  House  of  Assembly  have  passed  several  Resolutions^  one  of  which  in  particular,  attri- 
butes improper  and  unworthy  motives  to  this  House,  with  regard  to  various  parts  of  its  proceedings  this 
Session,  and  also,  unjustly  reflects  upon  individual  members  thereof;  and  it  appearing  that  the  House  of 
Assembly,  not  content  with  circulating  these  misrepresentations  in  this  Colony,  intend,  through  the 
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luedium  of  some  Agent  of  their  own,  elected  by  them  for  this  purpose,  in  the  House  of  Commons  of 
Great  Britain,  to  represent  the  said  Resolutions,  as  containing  a  true  statement  of  the  Public  affaii^  of 
this  Colony. 

Therefore^  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  correspond  during  the  recess  of  this 
House,  with  Her  Majesty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  through  His  Excel- 
lency the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  also  to  correspond  with  any  member  or  members  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament,  in  order  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  and  the  Imi)erial  Parliament  may  be  truly  informed 
of  the  state  of  the  Public  affairs  of  this  Colony,  and  the  character  of  this  House,  vindicated  from  the* 
misrepresentations  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ;  said  Committee  to  have  power  of  access  to  the  records 
and  Papers  of  this  House,  and  to  report  their  proceedings  to  this  House  in  its  next  Session. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  intituled  ^^  An  Act  tx)  suspend 
for  a  limited  period^  in  regard  to  certain  Townships,  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
Fourth  year  of  His  late  Majesty's  Reign,  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  Boundary 
Lines  of  Counties  and  Townships,  and  parts  of  Townships,  and  for  other  purposes," 
being  read — 

On  motion,  that  the  said  Bill  be  read  a  second  time,  it  was  moved,  as  an  amendment^ 
that  the  said  Bill  be  read  a  second  time  this  day  three  months.

An  Aet  to  enable  the  Government  to  ascertain  the  Population  of  this  Colony,  and  to 
obtain  other  Statistical  information  therein  mentioned. 

After  which,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  addressed  his  Excellency  as 
fol  lows: — 

May  it  please  your  Excellency ; 

'^  I  have  to  present  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty's  faithful  Comooons,  the  several  Bills  of 
aid  granted  this  Session  to  Her  Majesty,  and  to  request  your  Excellency's  assent  to  the 
same.  The  Bill  for  the  encouragement  of  Education,  will  bring  education  within  the  reach 
of  all  classes  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  Island.  The  Revenue  Bill,  we  trust,  will 
meet  the  expenditure;  and  the  Bill  of  Appropriation  has  been  framed  with  the  greatest 
care  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  Colony ;  and  provision  is  also  made  for  Paupers  and 
Insane  persons." 

An  Act  relating  to  Schools  and  for  the  encouragement  of  Education. 

An  Act  further  to  continue  for  One  Year  the  Act  for  granting  a  Bounty  on  Vessels 
engaged  in  the  Fisheries  of  this  Island. 

An  Act  to  continue  for  a  limited  period,  an  Act  passed  in  the  Seventh  year  of  the  Reign 
of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  **  An  Act  for  more  effectually 
preventing  the  spreading  of  Infectious  Distempers  within  this  Island." 

An  Act  further  to  continue  for  One  Year,  and  further  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the 
Seventh  Year  of  His  late  Majesty's  Reign,  for  raising  a  Revenue  in  this  Island. 

An  Act  for  appropriating  certain  Moneys  therein  mentioned,  for  the  Service  of  the  Year 
of  our  Liord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one.'' 

To  each  of  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased,  in  Her  Majesty's  name,  to  signify  his 
assent. 

And  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to  both  Houses: 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Crentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Councii; 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

I  am  at  length  enabled  to  release  you  from  your  L^slative  duties,  after  this  unusually  long  and  pro- 
tracted Sesiion.  I  tmst  that  the  few  measures  which  have  been  matured  may  prove  advantageous  to  the 
mierests  of  the  Island. 
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Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ;  - 

I  thank  you  for  the  Supplies  granted  to  Her  Majesty,  which  shall  be  strictly  appHed  to  the  various 
services  for  which  they  have  been  voted.  At  the  same  time,  I  must  express  my  deep  regret  that  the 
benevolent  intentions  of  Our  Most  Gracious  Sovereign  in  offering  such  liberal  means  for  erecting  ^'  an 
Asylum  for  Insane  persons,  and  other  objects  of  Charity/'  have  been  frustrated  by  your  refusal  to  com- 
ply with  the  terms  of  the  Despatch  from  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  on  that 
subject. 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

Upon  your  return  to  your  several  Districts,  I  trust  that  you  will  impress  upon  the  minds  of  those  with 
whom  you  may  have  influence,  that  obedience  to  the  Laws,  and  the  preservation  of  the  public  peaco 
and  good  order,  are  the  first  duties  which  every  loyal  subject  owes  to  the  Crown,  and  to  the  community 
in  which  he  lives. 

After  which,  the  President  of  the  Council  said — 

It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor^  that  this 
General  Assembly  be  prorogued  until  Wednesday,  the  Seventh  day  of  July  next;  and 
this  General  Assembly  is  accordingly  prorogued  until  Wednesday  the  Seventh  day  of 
July  next.

Sut — ^I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch,  Number  8,  of  the  6th  of 
April  last,  transmitting  a  copy  of  an  Address  presented  to  you  by  the  Legislative  Council  of  Prince  Edward 
^snd,  accompanied  by  a  Report  of  the  Committee  of  that  House  respecting  the  Acts  Numbers  495  and 
^n,  for  regulating  the  Jails  of  the  Island,  and  praying  these  Acts  may  receive  the  confirmation  of  Her 
%rty  in  Coundl. 

I  have  carefuQy  examined  these  Documents,  and  I  am  willing  to  defer  to  the  opinion  of  the  local 
^ialatuieon  this  subject,  and  not  to  insist  on  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons,  as 
coauDttoicated  in  my  Despatch  of  the  25th  of  November  last  I  would,  however,  recommend  to  the 
^seodcm  of  the  Council  the  propriety  of  confining  all  Female  Prisoners  in  Charlottetown  Prison,  where 
*^  is  a  Matron;  and  further,  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  regular  religious  instruction 
''>  all  the  Prisoners. 

I  enclose  an  Order  passed  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  on  the  15th  instant,  leaving  the  two  Acts 
^  question  to  their  operation.

Her  Privy  Council,  to  approve  the  said  Report:  Whereof  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being  of  Her  Majesty's  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  and  all  other  persons 
whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

Sir, 
Your  Despatch  of  the  10th  June  last,   No.  20,  with  the   series  of  Acts,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
Prince  Edward   Island,   have   been  received  at  this  Department,   and  having  engaged  the  attention  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government,  I  proceed  to  convey  to  you  the  result  of  their  deliberations  on  this  subject. 

The  Act  numbered  in  the  records  of  this  Office,  530,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  now  in 
force  regulating  Apprentices,"  although  obviously  designed  to  remedy  a  real  grievance,  might,  I  fear,  in 
its  present  state,  give  occasion  to  abuses  still  more  serious.  It  is  very  fit  that  the  children  of  destitute 
paupers  should  be  taught  some  business,  by  which  they  can  become  useful  members  of  society;  and  with 
this  view  it  is  fit  that  such  children  should  be  placed  out  as  Apprentices,  with  persons  who  are  at  once 
willing  to  undertake,  and  proper  to  receive  the  charge  of  them.  But  in  a  country  where  there  is  a  scan- 
ty population,  and  a  great  demand  for  manual  labour,  such  apprenticeships — especially  in  the  case  of 
Children  who  have  passed  the  age  of  puberty — ^wiH  often  be  regarded  by  the  Master,  as  a  valuable  in- 
terest, and  great  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  their  being  contracted,  without  the  consent,  either  of 
the  parent  or  the  child,  except  on  an  evident  and  well  established  necessity.  Now,  in  this  Act,  I  find  no 
such  precaution.  On  the  contrary,  a  youth  of  fourteen  may  be  apprenticed  till  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
by  any  two  Justices,  on  proof  by  a  single  witness,  or  by  the  certificate  of  eight  householders,  that   the 
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pavents  of  the  proposed  Apprentice,  have  been  in  the  habit  of  soliciting  alms,  or  of  receiving  alms,  or 
allowances,  from  any  charitable  association;  and  that  they  had  no  other  means  for  their  necessary  and 
permanent  support.  This  is>  in  effect,  to  declare  that  every  person  who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  receiv- 
iiiralms,  must  submit  to  the  penahy  of  having  their  children  apprenticed  till  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
because  it  may  be  generally  affirmed  of  all  such  persons,  that  they  have  no  means  of  permanent  support. 

Independently  of  the  individual  distress,  which  the  strict  execution  of  such  a  law  might  occasion,  it 
miirht  also  tend  to  increase  the  amount  of  pauperism.  A  young  man,  from  his  sixteenth  to  his  twenty- 
lirst  year,  would  usually  contribute  largely  to  the  support  of  his  parents,  if  permitted  to  labour  on  his  own 

account. 

Without  his  aid  they  might  be  compelled,  however  reluctantly,  to  prolong  their  demands  on  the  funds 
(»f  the  charitable.  Further,  although  the  living  on  alms,  systematically,  may,  in  the  case  of  able  bodied 
people,  be  generally  regarded,  and  j^s  conclusive  indication  of  dislike  to  labour,  and  of  bad  character. 
Vet.  even  in  the  case  of  able  bodied,  such  assistance  may  sometimes  be  indispensable;  and  in  other  cases, 
it  does  not  raise  even  the  presumption  of  misconduct. 

The  habitual  receipt  of  alms  is  not  the  proper  criterion  of  culpable  pauperism,  nor  is  it  desirable  that 
the  law  should  impede  the  judicious  exercise  of  alms  giving,  whether  public  or  private. 

The  receipt  of  alms  in  order  to  escape  from  the  duty  of  honest  industry,  is  the  practice  against  which 
»uch  laws  should  be  directed,  and  even  when  such  abuse  arises,  the  object  of  the  law  should  be  to  stimu- 
late the  activity  of  the  pauper  and  his  family,  a^esult  which  the  proposed  apprenticeships  would  rather 
discourage  and  prevent.  This  Act  will  therefore  require  the  revision  of  the  Legislature,  and  in  the  mean 
time,  Her  Majesty's  decision  on  it  will  be  suspended. 

The  Act  numbered  in  the  records  of  this  Office,  540,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  appointment 
of  Coroners  in  King's  and  Prince  Counties,"  is  suspended  for  the  signification  of  Her  Majesty's  pleasure. 

It  appears  objectionable  on  two  grounds,  first,  because  it  deprives  the*  existing  Coroner  of  part  of  the 
lawful  emoluments  of  his  office,  without  any  compensation;  and  secondly,  because  the  appointment  of 
trie  new  Coroner  is  given  not  to  the  Queen,  nor  even  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  but  to  that  officer, 
Hith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council. 

Slight  as  may  be  the  importance  of  these  objections,  in  the  particular  case,  the  precedents  established 
t>y  these  enactments,  and  the  principles  involved  in  them,  are  of  general  application.  This  law  must  also 
inerefore  be  remitted  to  the  Legislature  for  amendment. 

The  Act  No.  542,  in  the  records  of  this  Office,  and  intituled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  erection  of  a 
Building  near  Charlotte  town,  as  an  Asylum  for  Insane  persons,  and  other  objects  of  Charity,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  future  maintenance  of  the  same,"  places  the  Lunatic  Asylum  under  the  care  of  Ten  Trus- 
tees, ail  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  the  Chief  Justice,  must  be  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  Six 
M  whom  must  be  Members  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  selected  by  that  body.  To  these  Trustees  are 
committed  various  administrative  powers.  Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  be  parties  to  encroach- 
rntnls  of  this  kind,  on  the  rules  which  should  separate  from  each  other,  the  functions  of  the  Executive 
'iovemment  and  those  of  the  Legislative  bodies.  Society  at  large  is  without  any  real  and  etibctive  secu- 
r.ry  for  the  right  discharge  of  administrative  duties,  especially  when  connected  with  a  pecuniary  trubt, 
viiiCQsuch  duties  and  trusts  are  assumed  by  the  Members  of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Royal  Assent  will,  therefore,  not  be  given  to  this  Act,  unless  the  management  of  this  Asylum  bv 
transferred  by  a  supplementary  Act  from  the  Legislative  bodies  to  the  Executive  Government  of  the 
Mand. 

I  subjoin  a  list  of  the  Numbers  and  Titles  of  the  various  other  Acts  transmitted  with  your  Despatch  of 
the  10th  June,  which  have  been  left  to  their  operation  by  the  accompanying  order  of  Her  Majesty  in 
CooQcil. 
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Such  of  the  Acts  of  the  last  Session  as  are  neither  noticed  in  the  preceding  remarks,  nor  comprised 
111  tho  subjoined  List,  are  under  the  consideration  of  other  Departments  of  Her  Majesty's  Government, 
Mild  until  these  reports  shall  have  been  made,  Her  Majesty's  decision  on  them  must  be  postponed.

I  have  to  acknowlege  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch,  No.  13,  of  the  5th  of  May,  in  which  your  trans- 
mit an  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  to  the  Queen,  praying  Her  Majesty 
to  recommend  the  adoption,  by  the  Colonial  Legislature,  of  a  Bill  for  the  disposal  of  the  Lands,  similar 
ill  principle  to  that  which  was  rejected  last  Session  by  the  Legislative  Council.  I  have  also  received  tiie 
Resolutions  of  the  Assembly  complaining  of  the  construction  of  the  Legislative  and  Executive  Councils, 
toirether  with  the  counter  Resolutions  of  the  Legislative  Council  to  that  complaint. 

Having  laid  before  the  Queer#the  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  Her  Majesty  has  commanded 
me  to  instruct  you  to  acquaint  the  House  that  she  learns  with  regret  that  the  question  of  the  Lands  in 
Prince  Edward  Island,  continues  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  Colony.  Although  this  question  originates 
in  motives  of  private  interest,  shared  equally  by  Landlords  and  Tenants,  it  assumes,  in  effect,  the  charac- 
ter of  a  public  question,  and  as  such  must  be  treated.  It  is  Her  Majesty's  earnest  desire  to  remove  every 
JMst  cause  of  complaint  in  all  parts  of  Her  Dominions;  Her  Majesty  has  been  accordingly  pleased  to  de- 
sire me  to  enter  into  communication  with  the  resident  Proprietors  in  this  country,  with  a  view  to  learn 
whether,  by  any  further  proposition  on  their  part,  means  may  be  found  to  determine  a  question  which  has 
tor  so  long  a  period  agitated  the  Colony. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  several  Resolutions  which  accompanied  your  Despatch,  it  is  my 
duty  to  declare  that  I  do  not  see  that  adequate  reasons  exist  for  the  immediate  reconstruction  of  the 
'  Councils.  The  materi^il  charge  against  these  Bodies,  is,  that  they  have  an  interest  inimical  to  the  gene- 
ral interests  of  the  Inhabitants,  in  consequence  of  their  alleged  connection  with  the  Proprietors  of  the 
Lands.  It  is  stated  in  answer  to  that  charge,  that  of  the  Ten  persons  composing  the  Legislative  Council, 
Two  only  are  Proprietors,  whilst  a  third  is  agent  for  a  Proprietor,  the  remainder  being  wholly  unconnec- 
ted with  the  Proprietors.  In  the  Executive  Council  you  inform  me  that  there  is  no  Proprietor  at  all  in 
the  Board,  and  only  three  Agents  of  Proprietors,  holding  less  than  three  Townships.  The  allegations  of 
undue  weight  in  the  Councils,  in  favour  of  the  landed  Proprietors,  thus  appears  to  me  not  to  be  sustain- 
ed. On  that  ground,  therefore,  I  would  not  desire  that  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  either  of  the 
(^ouncils.

I  have  received  your  Despatch,  No.  16,  of  the  5th  May,  forwarding  an  Address  of  the  House  of  As- 
sembly of  Prince  Edward  Island,  praying  that  the  Steam  Vessels  employed  in  carrying  the  Mails  between 
Pictou  and  Quebec,  naight  be  allowed  to  touch  at  Charlotte  town. 

I  referred  your  Despatch  for  the  consideration  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  who  in- 
formed me  that  the  Contractor  for  this  service  declined  acceding  to  this  proposal,  but  would  be  willing 
to  provide  a  separate  steamer  for  a  moderate  sum.  Conceiving  that  the  Assembly  would  be  disposed  to 
defray  the  expense  out  of  the  local  revenue,  I  requested  their  Lordships  to  ascertain  from  Mr.  Cunard 
tlie  probable  cost  of  that  Vessel,  and  he  has  stated  his  readiness  to  provide  one  at  the  rate  of  £1800  per 
annum. 

I  enclose,  herewith,  copies  of  the  correspondence  which  has  passed  between  the  Treasury  and  my 
deportment  on  the  subject,  in  order  that  you  may  be  enabled  to  bring  the  question  under  tlie  considera- 
tion of  the  Legislature  at  its  next  meeting.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15th  instant,  with  the  documents 
that  accompanied  it.  I  should  be  most  anxious  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  r^iret  that  it  is  not  in  my  power  in  this  instance  to  do 
so.  The  Steamship  between  Pictou  and  Quebec,  will  have  ample  occupation  in  conveying  the  Mails 
twice  a  Month  between  these  places. 

It  is  true  that  Prince  Edward  Island  is  the  only  Government  left  out  in  the  recent  arrangements,  New- 
foundland being  now  provided  for;  but  if  a  Steamboat  were  established  to  run  twice  a  week  between 
Pictou  and  Charlottetown,  to  convey  the  English  and  Provincial  Mails,  it  would  suit  the  Post  Office 
and  serve  the  interest  of  the  Isfamd  much  better,  than  having  the  Quebec  Steamboat  to  call  at  Charlotte- 
town,  the  labuQid  Mail  for  Quebec  wotrid  always  be  put  on  board  at  Pictou.

!  have  the  honor  to  return  the  Dispatch  from  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  to  the 
C<Joaial  Office,  with  copy  of  an  Address  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  praying  that  the  Mail  Steameris 
may  call  at  Charlottetown  in  that  Island,  which  was  transmitted  for  my  opinion  in  Mr.  Gordon's  letter  of 
Uthof  June  last;  and  I  beg  to  enclose  copy  of  the  report  furnished  by  the  Deputy  Postmaster  General 
of  Canada,  who  was  called  upon  for  any  observations  he  might  have  to  make  with  respect  to  this  appli- 
cation. 

In  this  letter  your  Lordship  will  perceive  there  exists  very  strong  objections  to  granting  the  boon  which 
is  desired,  inasmuch  as  the  proposed  deviation  from  the  proper  course  between  Pictou  and  duebec 
would  cause,  under  any  circumstances,  a  delay  from  13  to  24  hours  to  the  Canadian  Mails;  and,  owing 
to  there  being  no  lights  upon  the  coast,  in  the  event  of  the  packets  arriving  after  sun  set,  a  still  longer 
detention  would  take  place,  as  it  would  npt  be  practicable  to  enter  the  harbour  until  daylight  the  next 
RKvming. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  cannot  recommend  your  Lordships  to  comply  with  the  request  contained 
in  this  despatch.

I  have  the  noaor  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  the  24th  June^  transmitting  copy  of  a  letter  from  tlie 
Under  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasinry,  enclosing  a  Despatch  from 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Prince  £dwar4  Island,  recommending  that  the  Mail  Steamers  between  Pic- 
tou and  Quebec  may  call  at  Charlottetown,  in  that  IskiBdy  ia  their  voyages  lo  and  from  Quebec,  and 
desiring  my  rep(Mrt  thereon,  as  soon  as  possible. 

Immediately  on  the  receipt  <tf  your  let;ter  I  had  a  ooarversation:  on  the  subject  to  which  it  relates  with 
Captain  Douglas,  who  commands  the  Steam  Paek^t  Unicom^  now  plying  between  Quebec  and 
Nova  Scotia,  and  who  ia  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  navigation  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Captain 
Doug^  infonns  me  that  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island  labour  under  an  error  in  sup- 
posing (bb  stated  in  their  Address  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor)  that  the  port  of  Charlottetown  lies  not 
more  thaa  from  fifteen  lo  twenty  miles  off  the  direct  route  between  Pictou  and  Quebec,  but  alleges  that 
the  actul  deviation  from  the  course  up  he  should  pursue,  round  the  East  end  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
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would  lengthen  his  voyage  considerably.  Apart,  howerer,  from  the  reason  just  assigned,  Captain  Doug- 
las |piys,  that  a  more  formidable  obstacle  to  visiting  Charlottetown  exists  in  the  fact  of  there  being  no 
lii^hts  on  the  coast,  and  the  consequent  impossibility  of  his  entering  the  harbour  should  be  arrive  at  the 
Island  after  daylight.  I  cannot  abstain  from  adding,  that  Captain  Douglas's  arguments,  more  especially 
the  last,  appear  to  mc  to  be  very  strong  and  convincing;  considerable  time,  probably,  on  an  average, 
from  twelve  to  eighteen,  or  even  twenty-four  hours,  would  be  consumed  by  him  in  visiting  Charlottetown; 
and  1  really  think,  besides,  that  as  Pictou  is  but  about  sixty  miles  from  that  place,  the  Island  can  very  well 
avail  itself  of  the  post  advantages  connected  with  the  Atlantic  Steamers,  by  means  of  the  ordinary  Mail 
Boat  which  plies  between  Charlottetown  and  Pictou. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  his  letter,  states,  that  hitf  Island  is  the  only 
(lovernment  omitted  in'the  provision  made  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  of  inter-steam-communica- 
tion. His  Excellency  appears  to  be  under  the  impression  that  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  is  to  be 
visited  by  the  Packets;  but  this,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  is  not  the  fact.  Pictou  is  in  Nova  Scotia,  and 
New  Brunswick  has  no  advantage  in  the  new  arrangement  beyond  Prince  Edward  Island.  Newfound- 
land is  another  Government  in  British  North  America,  not  visited  by  the  Steam  Packets.

The  Proprietors  of  the  Steamboat  Pocahontas,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  tender  her  services  to  the 
Government  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  the  Mails  between  Pictou  and  Char- 
lottetown, as  follows,  viz: 

The  Pocahontas  will  carry  the  Mails  twice  or  three  times  in  each  week,  for  one,  two  or  three  years,  on 
said  route,  from  the  opening  of  the  navigation  until  its  close,  for  Four  hundred  Pounds,  Halifax  currency, 
per  annum,  for  two  trips  a  week,  or  Five  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  same  currency,  per  annum,  for  thrt^e 
trips  a  week. 

In  case  the  tender  for  three  trips  a  week  should  be  preferred,  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  Government 
of  Prince  Edward  Island  to  direct  one  of  said  three  trips  to  be  run  between  Pictou  and  Georgetown.  The 
Proprietors  will,  of  course,  bind  themselves  to  keep  the  Boat,  during  her  engagement,  in  an  efficient 

state. 

If  a  Contract  for  two  trips  be  preferred,  in  that  case,  the  Boat  must  not  be  long  detained  at  Charlotte^* 
town — at  no  time  over  Six  hours,  between  the  hours  of  6  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.;  but  if  taken  for  three  trips, 
the  Master  of  the  Boat  will  be  directed  to  comply  at  all  times  with  such  instructions  as  he  may  receive  a.t 
(charlottetown,  respecting  the  time  of  his  delay  at  and  departure  therefrom. 

A  definite  reply  to  this  Tender  is  solicited  as  early  as  possibie  in  February,  as,  should  it  not  be  accept- 
(h1,  the  Proprietors  will,  after  that  month,  provide  other  emptoyment  for  the  Boat.

My  attention  has  lately  been  called  by  the  Governor  General  of  British  North  America,  to  the  amount 
of  the  Salary  which  you  receive  as  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  to  the  necessity 
^  augmenting  it  to  enable  you  to  defray  the  unavoidable  expenses  which  your  official  station  entails 
opoo  yott. 

On  referring  to  the  Records  of  this  Department,  I  find  that  the  Salary  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
vas,  in  the  year  1825,  raised  from  £800  to  £1000  sterling,  per  annum.  At  this  amount  it  has  remain- 
ed to  the  present  time;  while  the  great  increase  which  has  since  taken  place  in  the  population  of  the 
hkndf  must  have  subjected  the  head  of  the  local  society  to  a  scale  of  expenditure  far  exceeding  his 
official  income,  and  which  is  likely  to  be  still  further  enhanced,  by  the  facilities  afibrded  by  Steam 
Xavigation  to  persons  desirous  of  settling  in  the  Colony,  or  passing  to  other  parts  of  North  America. 
UDder  these  circumstances,  I  agree  with  Lord  Sydenham,  that  an  addition  ought  to  be  made  to  your 
Salaij;  and  I  think  that  a  net  income  of  £200i0  Sterling,  without  any  Fees  or  travelling  allowance, 
would  not  be  more  than  is  required  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  your  office  as  Representative  of  the 
Sovereign. 

Ab  the  Imperial  Parliament  would  not  consent  to  bear  any  additional  expense,  on  account  of  Prince 
Uwdid  Island,  the  necessary  funds  for  this  purpose  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  Colonial  Legislature. 
Considering  that  the  Revenue  and  Commerce  of  the  Island  have  greatly  increased,  and  that  it  is  now  the 
only  Colony  in  North  America^  with  the  exception  of  Bermuda,  which  does  not  pay  for  the  expenses  of 
its  dYil  Government — although  Her  Majesty's  Government,  so  far  back  as  1825,  considered  that  the 
funis  of  the  Colony  were  capable  of  bearing  those  charges — I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Legislature  may 
^  &irly  called  on  to  contribute  such  a  sum  as,  in  addition  to  the  Parliamentary  Grant,  may  enable  the 
Lieotenant  Governor  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  his  ofiice,  without  trenching  on  his  private  resources. 

1  have  acccMfdingly  to  convey  to  you  Her  Majesty's  gracious  permission  to  propose  to  the  Colonial 
liCgislatttre,  at  its  next  meeting,  that  the  sum  of  £1000  Sterling,  per  annum,  should  in  future  be  paid 
^  the  funds  of  the  Island,  towards  the  support  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Vott  are  at  liberty  to  communicate  a  copy  of  this  Despatch  to  the  Council  and  Assembly.

Report  of  the  Visiter  of  the  District  Schools^  for  the  year  ending  January  2Sthj  1841. 

To  THE  Members  op  the  Bo4E0  op  Education. 
Gentlemen; 

The  importance  of  Eduoatioti  to  Society,  and  its  influence  upon  the  destinies  of  man^  are  so  well  es- 
tablished and  so  universally  admitted  by  persons  of  every  station,  party  and  persuasion,  while  so  much 
has  been  said  and  written  upon  the  subject  by  men  distinguished  alike  for  genius,  acquirements,  and 
enthusiastic  devotion  to  the  cause,  that  it  will  be  considered  superfluous  in  me  to  occupy  any  portion  of 
the  limited  space  assigned  me,  in  attempting  to  elucidate  a  subject  already  rendered  sufficiently  clear,  or 
to  discuss  a  question  which  no  one  controverts. 

But  Education  being  a  matter  universally  admitted  and  received,  as  undoubted  and  uncontrovertable, 
is  often,  for  that  very  reason,  never  examined,  and  consequently  never  understood,  either  as  regards  its 
necessity  and  importance,  the  mode  and  the  means  of  acquiring  it,  dnd  the  necessary  provision  for  its 
diffusion  and  support. 

In  further  considering  thb  subject,  I  shall  dwell  but  briefly  upon  the  first  point,  viz.  its  importance  and 
necessity,  and  confine  my  observations  principally  (as  lying  more  immediately  within  my  province)  to  the 
consideration  of  the  mode,  the  means  of  acquiring  Education,  and  the  necessary  provision  for  its  diiTu* 
sion  and  support,  as  applicable  to  the  exigencies  of  the  Island. 

Before  proceeding,  however,  I  woutd*merely  remark,  that  if  education  be  of  necessity  and  importance 
to  the  individual,  what  must  it  be  to  the  community  of  which  he  is  a  member  ?  for  all  experience  has 
shewn,  how  great  .an  enemy  ignorance  is  to  morality,  and  that  education  is  the  best  guarantee  for  the 
loyalty,  order  and  submission  of  a  people  to  the  Laws.  It  is  sufficient  only  to  contrast  those  countries  of 
the  old  world  in  which  education  has  been  most  cultivated,  with  the  condition  of  those  where  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  mass  of  the  people  has  been  neglected,  or  to  compare  the  Northern  States  of  America  with 
the  Southern,  or  as  still  more  striking,  with  the  Southern  Republics;  and  prejudiced  indeed  must  he  be, 
or  m^tally  blind,  upon  whose  conviction  the  necessity  of  popular  education  to  the  welfare  of  every 
community  is  not  indelibly  impressed* 

In  diree^g  your  attention  to  the  state  of  Education  in  the  Colony,  the  principal  considerations  and 
inquiries  which  present  themselves,  are — ^first,  to  what  extent  the  provision-  for  its  diflusion  and  support 
has  been  proportionate  to  the  wimts  of  the  population;  and,  secondly,  how  fiur  the  system  and  practice 
thereof  have  been  hitherto  rendered  efficient. 

That  the  supply  has  not  been  commensurate  with  the  requirements  of  the  country  is  evident,  when 
we  contrast  the  number  of  children  reoeivLog  the  elements  of  Education  on  the  Island,  with  the  number 
of  those  virithin  the  educational  age,  who  do  not  attend  any  school.  According  to  the  accompanying 
return,  the  number  of  our  publie  Common  Schools  at  this  moment  receivii^  Legislative  aid,  is  in  all 
Eighty-one,  teaching  three  thousand  and  sixty  children.  Add  to  this  the  Central  Academy,  St.  An- 
drew's College,  and  .the  National  School,  numbering  together  65  pupils  more;  and  the  number  of  public 
and  private  schools  together,  not  taking  the  benefit  of  the  Act,  will  be  found,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain, 
not  to  exceed  twenty-one;  giving  about  450  more,  and  making,  altogether,  an  aggregate  of  3575  of  the 
youth  of  both  sexes  at  this  moment  receiving  the  benefit  of  Education  on  the  Island. 

The  number  of  children  who  do  not  attend  any  school  may  be  easily  ascertained,  by  looking  at  the 
population  returns  of  the  youth  within  the  educational  age.  The  juvenile  educational  age  is  from  rax  tc 
fourteen;  so  that  every  child  between  six  and  fourteen  ought  to  be  at  school,  to  ensure  universal  juvenile 
educati<Hi.  The  entire  population  of  the  Island  at  the  last  census  taken  in  1833,  was  found  to  be  32,298; 
of  which  16,307  were  under  16  years  of  age.    Assuming  the  proportion  between  these  last,  and  those 
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inthin  the  educational  age  at  about  one-half,  or  eight  thousand,  and  without  taking  into  account  the  in- 
crease of  population  since  1833,  we  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  there  are  no  fewer  than  4425  children 
whoHy  neglected  in  their  education;  proving  from  data  which  I  think  will  be  found  correct,  that  we  are 
not  even  a  half  educated  people. 

In  every  scheme  for  the  encouragement  of  Education,  two  objects  should  be  kept  steadily  in  view; 
fint,  the  improvement  of  the  system  and  practice  of  instruction;  secondly,  the  establishment  of  Schools 
where  they  are  wanted.  But  whence  the  requisite  funds  are  to  proceed  for  a  scheme  commensurate  with 
the  wants  of  the  respective  classes  of  the  population,  thinly  scattered  over  an  extent  of  country,  and  how 
they  are  to  be  applied,  so  as  to  satisfy  the  opinions  and  demands  of  all  parties,  are  questions  which  in- 
vdve  many  difficulties. 

From  the  educational  destitution  shewn  above,  from  the  increasing  wants  of  the  population,  and  the 
inadequacy  of  the  present  system  to  meet  those  wants,  I  am  persuaded  (and  I  do  not  stand  alone  in  hold- 
ing this  opinion)  that  urgent  necessity  exists  for  a  more  certain  and  permanent  mode  of  supporting  com- 
mon schools;  and  unless  the  Legislature  lend  its  aid  to  so  important  a  measure,  I  see  no  sure  prospect  of 
instruction  for  the  poor  and  new  settlements;  nor  of  any  adequate  remuneration  for  that  laborious  but  ill 
requited  class  of  persons  who  are  devoting  their  time  and  abilities  to  the  improvement  of  the  rising  gene- 
ration. 

The  principal  defects  of  the  present  School  system,  which  the  duties  of  my  office  have  affi>rded  nie 
opportunities  of  closely  observing,  and  the  difficulties  and  embarrassments  with  which  our  schools  are 
encompassed,  I  shall  endeavour  briefly  to  point  out,  and  moreover  hazard  an  opinion  as  to  the  amend- 
ments requisite  to  render  the  system  more  beneficial  and  efficient,  in  the  humble  hope,  that  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  may  prove  in  some  d^ree  serviceable  to  your  Board,  in  devising  and  recommending  a 
measure  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  Education  on  the  Island — an  object  which  your  conneo 
tion  with  and  oversight  of  the  Education  of  the  country,  and  your  consequent  intimate  acquaintance 
with  its  state,  so  eminendy  qualify  yoii  to  accomplish. 

The  existing  School  Law  is  founded  upon  the  principle  of  voluntary  subscription,  aided  by  Legisla- 
tive grants;  but  every  day's  experience  proves  how  feeble  and  limited  this  scheme  is  in  its  influence  and 
effects;  and  I  may  be  indulged  with  a  short  specification  of  the  principal  defects  of  the  system,  in  order 
to  test  the  suitableness  of  the  remedy  I  would  propose.  The  principal  defects  inherent  in  the  voluntary 
system  are,  that  notwithstanding  the  liberal  increase  of  bounty,  which  under  each  new  Act  is  granted 
from  the  public  chest,  so  far  from  extending  the  blessings  of  Education  to  the  poor  and  thinly  settled 
DistiictB  of  the  Island,  it  has  not  even  been  adequate  to  the  continuous  support  of  Schools  in  settlements 
compaiatively  densely  peopled  and  wealthy;  and  as  a  necessary  consequence,  men  of  talent  and  respec- 
tability have  no  inducement  to  devote  themselves  to  the  instruction  of  youth  as  a  permanent  profession, 
when  the  system  offers  neither  adequate  pecuniary  remuneration  nor  permanency  of  employment.  Joined 
to  this,  it  possesses  no  power  to  stimulate  the  ignorant  or  careless  to  procure  the  blessings  oi  education 
for  thcdr  children,  while  it  fails  in  affording  any  advantage  to  the  poor  man,  however  anxious,  his  means 
being  ofteo  inadequate  to  pay  for  instruction,  and  his  independence  of  spirit  forbidding  him  to  accept  it 
as  charity.  As  a  consequence  of  this  system,  too,  teachers,  even  in  large  and  thriving  settlements,  are 
obliged  to  move  about  from  house  to  hou^e  for  board  and  accommodation,  and  being  ever  from  home, 
and  strangers,  are  too  oftea  driven  to  seek  a  temporary  hoone  in  the  haunts  of  dissipation  and  intemper- 


ate some  of  the  principal  defects  of  the  voluntary  system;  and  after  bestowing  serious  attention 
upott  the  question,  the  conviction  forces  itself  upon  me,  that  the  best  remedy,  the  most  efficient,  simpU; 
and  onifonn  mode  of  supporting  common  elementary  schools,  is  by  legal,  general  and  equitable  assess- 
ment. And  1  am  moreover  persuaded  that  the  majority  of  persons  vvfao  have  seriously  considered  the 
nsatler  have  arrived  at  the  same  cono)ttsi(m» 

I  woold  oMMider  itnnwarrantably  presumptuous  in  me  to  propose  a  scheme  of  innoTation  upon  an  old 
aad  long  esuMished  if  stem,  involving  interests  of  sndi  paramount  importance  to  society,  had  I  not  ha;i 
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sufficient  experience  of  its  inefficiency,  and  ray  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  a  reform,  strengthened  by 
the  opinion  of  enlightened  friends,  as  well  as  by  the  practice  in  other  countries  with  the  progress  of  whose 
society  we  have  kept  pace  in  other  respects. 

I  have  no  doubt  of  my  views  being  opposed  in  different  quarters — ^there  are  many  among  our  popula- 
tion who,  in  spite  of  its  defects,  cling  to  the  old  system  still,  from  nothing  more  than  an  indefinable  ter- 
ror of  taxation. 

I  shall  now  consider  a  few  of  the  more  obvious  advantages  of  the  assessment  scheme.  The  principle 
of  assessment  would  make  the  burden  fall  equally  upon  all,  by  obliging  every  one  to  contribute  towards 
the  support  of  Education,  while  under  the  present  system  there  are  many  who  give  nothing,  and  more 
who  do  not  give  as  much  as  they  ought;  this  mode  would  provide  funds  for  adequately  remunerating 
duly  qualified  teachers,  and  for  providing  necessary  books,  as  well  as  for  the  erection  of  School-houses, 
where  requisite,  under  such  restrictions  as  would  prevent  them  multiplying  to  an  unnecessary  degree. 
The  careless  and  the  indifferent,  too,  who  neither  send  so  many  of  their  children  to  school  as  they  ought, 
and  are  careless  about  the  regular  attendance  of  those  they  do  send,  would  be  found  among  the  most 
solicitous  to  have  the  worth  of  their  money,  when  they  should  find  that  whether  they  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  educating  their  children  or  not,  they  would  have  to  pay  as  if  they  did. 

This  mode  would  also  enable  the  poor  man  to  send  all  his  children  to  school,  and  he  would  acquire 
an  equal  right  to  all  the  advantages  which  the  school  could  hold  out,  by  paying  as  well  as  his  richer 
neighbour,  according  to  his  ability.  Finally,  the  paying  of  the  teacher  in  produce,  and  the  boarding 
from  house  to  house,  would  be  entirely  abolished. 

A  general  rate  for  the  Island,  or  a  rate  for  each  County,  thrown  into  a  common  fund,  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  the  most  equitable  mode  of  provision  and  appropriation;  this  would  provide  the  means  of 
education  for  poor  equally  with  rich  settlements;  this  would  equalize  the  burden  and  lighten  the  pressure 
where  it  could  most  easily  be  borne.  The  rate  could  be  collected  by  a  proper  officer,  whose  duty  it 
would  be  to  pay  their  salaries  at  stated  periods  to  the  teachers. 

But  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  enter  further  into  the  details  of  this  proposed  scheme,  which  could  be 
easily  adjusted  were  the  principle  once  adopted;  nor  to  enumerate  the  various  other  minor  defects  which 
are  engrafted  on  the  present  system — these  have  been  already  adverted  to,  from  time  to  time,  in  my  for- 
mer Reports.  But  I  cannot  conclude  these  remarks,  without  expressing  my  hope  that  the  friends  of 
education,  who  may  approve  of  my  views  on  this  all  important  subject — and  I  am  convinced  there  are 
many  such — will  enlist  their  talents  and  their  influence  in  the  cause,  and  arouse  and  urge  public  attention 
to  the  obvious  advantages  of  a  system  upon  which  I  have  left  much  unsaid,  and  which  only  my  limited 
space  precludes  me  from  further  considering,  as  well  as  some  of  the  most  plausible  or  cogent  objections 
which  niight  be  offered  to  its  introduction. 

In  conclusion,  I  trust  that  it  will  be  admitted  that  this  scheme — the  advantages  of  which  I  have  thus 
briefly  and  feebly  pointed  out— if  adopted  and  carried  out,  will  give  a  stability  and  permanency  to  our 
educational  institutions,  unattiunable  by  the  present  system.  By  increasing  the  emolument  and  promot- 
ing the  comfort  and  respectability  of  teachers,  it  will,  of  necessity,  raise  the  standard  and  status  of  the 
teaching  profession;  it  will  introduce  a  body  of  well  educated  and  reasonable  and  reasoning  men,  both 
from  native  and  foreign  sources,  who  will  have  far  higher  claims  on  the  community  than  many  of  the 
present  class,  some  of  whom  are  unfit  for  their  duties,  and  all  of  them  inadequately  rewarded  for  per- 
forming them.  Indeed,  the  wonder  is,  that  we  have  so  many  teachers  of  ability  and  respectability 
amongst  us;  for  it  is  scarcely  to  be  expected,  and,  were  it  not  for  the  overwhekningly  panunount  interests 
concerned,  I  would  say  scarcely  to  be  desired,  that  men  of  education,  and  talent  and  refinement,  should 
devote  their  lives  to  a  profession  so  poorly  rewarded. 

And  here  1  cannot  forbear  drawing  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  another  consideration,  which  I 
trust  will  have  its  due  weight  with  those  whom  no  other  argument  will  sway.  Since  commencing  to  pen 
these  remarks,  I  find  (and  the  coincidence  is  gratifying  to  me)  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Nova 
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Scotia,  in  his  speech  at  the  opening  of  the  Legislature  of  that  Province,  has  recommended  the  amend- 
ment of  their  Educational  System,  and  expresses  his  ^'  belief  that  any  Legislative  Act  in  reference  to  it, 
to  be  satisfactory  in  its  operation,  must  be  based  on  the  principle  of  general  assessment."  There  is  every 
probability  of  such  an  Act  being  passed,  and  the  consequence  will  then  be,  unless  we  improve  our  sys- 
tem, to  drain  off  our  best  teachers  to  the  sister  Province,  where  they  will  find  a  more  eligible  opening  for 
their  talents.  It  is  to  be  trusted  then,  that  these  and  other  considerations  will  have  their  due  influence 
with  those  whose  province  it  is  to  ameliorate  our  institutions;  for  I  hope  I  have  rendered  it  sufficiently 
clear  that  the  assessment  scheme  is  the  only  one  which  will  realize  at  once  the  two  leading  objects  pro- 
posed above,  which  all  emendators  of  education  should  keep  in  view,  viz:  the  improvement  of  the  sys- 
tem and  practice  of  teaching,  and  the  planting  of  Schools  wherever  they  are  wanted.  And  should  we 
effect  all  this,  to  us  would  then  belong  the  distinguished  honor  of  being  the  first  among  these  Provinces 
to  carry  out  that  great  first  principle  of  political  morality  established  and  acted  upon  by  several  ^f  the 
European  continefntal  States,  "  that  every  Government  is  bound  to  take  care  that  the  whole  body  /  *he 
people  shall  be  educated." 

But  in  the  event  of  the  further  continuance  of  the  present  imperfect  and  inadequate  mode  of  voluntary 
contribution,  I  would  beg  to  suggest  one  or  two  amendments,  which  would  aid,  in  my  opinion,  in  render- 
ing it  more  ample  and  beneficial.  Many  flourishing  districts  in  the  Island,  able  to  maintain  a  respectable 
school,  may  be  found,  whose  inhabitants  from  various  causes,  are  so  much  disunited  as  to  be  unable  to 
agree  in  making  choice  of  a  teacher  in  whom  they  may  all  confide.  This  want  of  co-operation  is  fre- 
quently the  cause  of  their  having  no  School,  or  a  very  inferior  one;  and  it  frequently  happens  that  the 
most  flourishing  school  is  suddenly  broken  up  by  the  withdrawal  of  one  or  more  of  the  subscribers,  from 
unreasonable  prejudice,  or  mere  caprice;  and  this  state  must  continue  to  produce  its  baneful  and  inju- 
rious effects,  until  a  majority  of  the  supporters  of  a  school  shall  be  legally  empowered  to  assess,  in  just 
proportions,  every  family  witliin  the  sphere  of  such  school,  that  unwarrantably  withholds  its  support. 

There  are  also  several  small  and  isolated  settlements,  and  some  of  them  long  settled  too,  the  inhabi- 
tants of  which  cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  as  respects  the  requisite  number  of  scholars,  and 
some  of  them  as  regards  the  necessary  provision;  these  places,  from  their  peculiar  geographical  position, 
ccffiibined  with  other  causes,  have  no  immediate  prospect  of  any  accession  to  their  population,  and  are  at 
such  a  distance  from  other  districts,  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  participating  in  the  benefits  of  their 
schools;  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  making  an  exception  in  such  cases,  by  allowing  these  settle- 
ments to  draw  a  share  of  the  bounty,  provided  they  should  satisfy  a  duly  qualified  teacher  in  respect  to 
salary,  and  provide  a  public  school-house,  and  raise  a  definite  number  of  scholars  (say  12  to  15^  to  pre- 
vent one  mere  family  obtaining  any  part  of  the  public  money  for  the  support  of  a  private  tutor.  But 
should  it  be  deemed  inexpedient  to  make  an  exception  in  the  case  which  I  have  adduced,  it  would  prove 
of  no  small  benefit  to  conterminous  districts,  poor  and  thinly  settled,  and  unable  each  to  support  a 
teacher,  to  allow  them  to  avail  themselves  alternately  of  the  services  of  the  same  schoolmaster,  as  has 
sometimes  been  found  necessary  even  in  older  countries. 

I  would  also  propose  for  your  consideration  the  expediency  of  licensing  an  intermediate  class  of  teach- 
ers, who,  in  addition  to  the  qualifications  requisite  in  teachers  of  the  present  lower  class,  should  be  found 
competent  to  teach  Geography  as  well  as  Mensuration,  Land  Surveying  and  Navigation,  branches  of 
practical  Mathematics,  which  are  so  beneficial  to  the  inhabitants  of  a  commercial  and  agricultural  com- 
munity; and  ofcourse  to  raise  the  Legislative  allowance  for  such  class,  proportionably;  this  would  be  in 
fact  restoring  the  second  class  of  the  late  Act,  which  the  present  law  has  amalgamated  with  the  first  or  lower 
<*}ass;  this  would  be  but  an  act  of  justice  to  many  among  our  most  efllicient  schoolmasters,  who  are  now 
placed  on  a  level  with  the  fag-end  of  the  profession;  and  it  would  raise  their  emoluments  and  atatus,  and 
act  as  a  stimulus  to  others,  by  holding  out  prospects  of  preferment  which  seldom  fail  in  having  a  favour- 
able influence  upon  the  energies  of  teachers. 

There  are  other  points  connected  with  the  disabiUties  of  teachers,  particularly  the  disadvantages  under 
which  they  labouTi  and  the  loss  many  of  them  incur,  in  consequence  of  the  mode  in  which  they  are  re- 
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quired  to  draw  their  Legislative  grant;  as  well  as  the  increasing  degree  of  inconvenience  to  which  the 
Secretary  of  your  Board  is  put,  in  his  solicitude  to  prevent  much  trouble  and  expense  to  teachers,  by 
forwarding  their  papers  and  certificates  through  the  necessary  stages.  Kut  having  in  a  recent  examina- 
tion, before  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  expressed  my  opinion  on  this  head,  as  to  the  neces- 
sary amendments,  as  well  as  to  the  changes  necessary  for  the  more  complete  organization  of  your  Board, 
it  will  not  be  requisite  to  urge  them  in  this  place. 

I  should  not  consider  my  duty  sufficiently  discharged  were  I  to  forbear  urging  upon  the  attention  of 
your  Board,  in  the  strongest  manner,  a  matter  of  momentous  interest  to  the  community  at  large.  No 
greater  obstacle  to  the  advancement  of  education  exists,  timn  the  deficiency  of  suitable  school  books;  not 
only  the  deficiency,  but  the  heterogeneous  mixture  of  books  in  Schools,  with  the  almost  total  want  of 
apparatus,  as  models,  maps,  &c.  are  circumstances  which  set  all  classification  at  defiance,  and  present  <i 
serious  obstacle  to  the  successful  introduction  of  any  improved  mode  of  education.  Books,  not  only  of 
inferior  character,  but  books  also  containing  gross  error,  in  matters  of  fact,  and  not  unfrequently  perni- 
cious opinions  on  the  subjects  of  morality  and  religion,  are  found  in  the  hands  of  children,  and  fix  such 
impressions  on  their  tender  and  susceptible  minds,  as  may  never  afterwards  be  entirely  eradicated.  How 
tkrgent  then  is  the  necessity  that  District  Schools  be  bound  by  Law  to  the  use  of  such  Books  as  arc  or 
may  be  adopted  and  recommended  by  your  Board,  and  to  such  only.  The  benefit  would  be  further  en- 
hanced, were  the  Government,  in  the  first  instance,  to  advance  the  books  to  the  teachers  or  trustees,  to 
be  repaid  within  a  limited  reasonable  time. 

It  will  now  be  expected  by  your  Board  that  I  should  be  enabled  to  communicate  to  what  extent  a 
uniform  system  of  instruction  has  obtained  in  our  schools,  the  accomplishment  of  which  desideratum  I 
considered  to  be  implied  in  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Visiter.  The  necessity  of  establishing  some  uniform 
mode  of  imparting  instruction,  will,  I  think,  be  hardly  contested,  when  it  is  seen  how  frequently  children 
changing  their  residence  or  teacher,  are  retarded  in  their  progress;  having  often  to  unlearn  with  a  new 
teacher  what  it  has  cost  time,  trouble  and  expense  to  learn,  and  are  again  set  to  acquire,  what  a  subse- 
quent instructor  may  condemn  as  of  no  value.  In  turning  to  the  most  expedient  means  of  accomplish- 
ing this  end,  I  did  not  judge  it  necessary  to  adopt  any  particular  system,  far  less  did  I  attempt  to  origi- 
nate a  new  one;  but  I  concluded  that  general  system  to  be  the  best,  which  is  best  suited  to  the  age,  the 
capacity,  and  the  disposition  of  the  pupil,  which  is  most  calculated  for  exciting  and  sustaining  the  atten- 
tion, and  for  the  gradual,  yet  speedy,  develojiment  of  the  mental  faculties  and  moral  feelings  of  th^ 
children. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  intellectual  culture  must  have  been  an  object,  either  more  or  less, 
with  intelligent  teachers  at  all  times,  as  far  as  their  several  abilities  and  opportunities  enabled  them ;  but 
it  is  equally  certain  that  it  was  a  principle,  until  of  late  years,  not  generally  acted  upon.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  mental  powers  was  left  to  time,  or  accident,  and  the  rote  system  only  carried  on,  which  was 
fitted  to  exercise  the  memory  only,  and  not  the  jvdgment.  Within  the  last  half  century,  however,  edu- 
cation has  partaken  of  the  onward  march  of  improvement,  and  different  systems  have  arisen,  in  most  of 
which  mental  culture  occupies  a  more  or  less  prominent  place. 

The  incorporation  of  what  is  most  valuable  in  each  of  these  would  naturally  result  in  the  formation  ef 
such  a  one  as  I  have  endeavoured  to  define,  and  speared  to  me  to  be  what  is  intended  in  that  which  is 
called  the  training  system.  But  finding  that  I  was  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  its  theoretical  details, 
and  still  less  with  the  practical  ones,  to  be  qualified  to  determine  how  far  the  attempt  to  establish  that 
system  had  been  successful,  I  proceeded  to  Halifax,  N.  S.,  in  the  summer  of  1839,  for  the  purpose  of 
observing  the  nature  and  operation,  and  enquiring  into  the  results  of  the  training  system  carried  on 
in  the  Acadian  School  of  that  town.  This  Institution  has  been  turned  into  a  Normal  Seminary,  for  the 
education  of  children,  as  well  as  the  training  of  teachers,  under  the  superintendance  of  a  gentleman  lately 
from  Britain.  I  was  politely  admitted  to  view  this  Seminary,  and  allowed  every  facility  during  my  limit- 
ed stay  for  observing  the  mode  adopted  both  in  communicating  and  receiving  instruction.    The  exhi- 
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bition  of  this  system  (the  details  of  which  would  be  unsuitable  here)  more  than  realized  the  originaf 
ideas  I  had  partly  formed  as  to  the  best  mode  of  Education;  and  proved  the  Normal  system  to  be  a  suo 
{^cssful  attempt  at  a  simple,  uniform  and  judicious  incorporation  of  the  chief  excellencies  of  each  systehi 
of  instruction,  whether  native  or  foreign;  and  I  have  further  to  record  my  settled  conviction,  that  any 
educational  scheme,  to  be  fully  efficacious  and  successful  in  its  operations  and  results,  must  make  pro- 
vision for  affording  a  professional  education  to  Schoolmasters.  It  would  be  only  necessary,  simply  to 
open  a  Normal  Class  for  the  purpose,  in  one  of  our  best  Seminaries,  where  intending  teachers  would  be 
speedily  initiated  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  their  profession. 

This  previous  training  will  at  once  insure  the  establishment  of  a  general  uniform  mode  of  instruction; 
for  experience  has  convinced  me  how  faint,  if  not  altogether  hopeless,  is  die  expectation  of  fully  attain- 
ing that  desirable  end  as  at  present  circumstanced,  when  we  consider,  along  with  other  disadvantages, 
the  defective  education  of  many  of  our  teachers,  and  their  diversity  in  point  of  attainments,  habits  and 
prejudices. 

But  in  attempting  to  modify  difficulties  which  could  not  be  wholly  overcome  or  removed,  and  to  fix 
and  carry  out  as  far  as  practicable,  this  uniformity  of  mode  on  the  principles  above  laid  down,  I  consider 
it  necessary  to  give  an  outline  of  the  course  I  judged  proper  to  pursue.  I  encouraged  the  teacher  not  to 
depend  so  much  on  any  novelty  or  peculiarity  of  external  arrangement,  as  upon  his  own  endeavours  to 
keep  steadily  in  view  those  simple  and  obvious  principles  which  nature  herself  must  have  dictated  to 
every  teacher  previous  to  more  artificial  contrivances.  I  was  careful  not  to  trammel  him  by  too  minute 
a  system  of  martinet  regulations.  Beyond  general  instructions  I  left  a  good  deal  to  his  own  taste,  judp^- 
mentaud  discretion.  This  plan  I  found  to  work  well,  as  it  leaves  a  good  teacher  freedom  and  scope  for 
accommodating  himself  to  circumstances,  and  bringing  into  full  play  his  own  particular  excellencies. 
Where  a  radical  defect  exists  in  the  teacher's  own  education — where  a  right  spirit  and  good  sense  'aw 
wanting,  I  found  that  no  formal  enactments,  however  precise,  will  render  his  school  efficient. 


When  the  teacher  is,  again,  a  man  of  energy  and  uprightness,  he  will  carry  on  his  work  more  heartily 
and  successfully,  if  beyond  the  mere  communication  to  him  of  your  ends  and  principles,  you  leave  him, 
as  to  the  details  of  means  and  methods,  pretty  much  at  liberty. 

I  may  no  doubt  differ  in  opinion  with  some  enlightened  friends  of  education  as  to  the  soundness  of 
th^e  views,  and  the  fitness  of  these  rules;  but  I  can  only  adduce  my  own  experience  as  well  as  the  con- 
earring  testimony  of  many  teachers,  in  proof  of  their  efficacy  to  establish  and  sustain  in  wholesome  ope- 
ration (all  obstacles  being  removed)  a  general  uniform  system  of  sound  elementary  instruction. 

It  remains  now  only  to  submit  to  your  Board,  a  detailed  view  of  the  state  of  each  particular  District 
Scbool,  and  the  exent  of  improvement  manifested  throughout  the  preceding  year.  In  describing  these 
Schools  in  their  several  degrees  of  merit,  I  have  endeavoured,  with  the  freedom  and  impartiality  which 
^hoald  belong  to  my  office,  to  point  outlK>th  their  excellencies  and  defects.  There  are  some  of  them 
capable  of  affording  the  very  best  description  of  elementary  education;  and  I  must  acknowlege  myself 
indebted  to  several  of  their  teachers  for  many  valuable  hints.  I  must  also  observe,  that  I  have  generally 
remarked  that  the  Schools  in  which  the  branches  were  most  numerous  were  those  in  which  all  the  branches 
were  most  effectually  taught;  which  must  happen  from  the  circumstance  that  those  who  can  teach  best^ 
naturally  have  the  strongest  promptings  to  teach  all  they  know;  and  they  know  more  than  others,  be- 
they  have  a  stronger  sense  of  the  requireiaents  of  their  vocation. 
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Gharlottetown,  Walter  Phelan,  Teacher.  This  is  entitled  to  the  name  of  the  District  School  of 
(/harlottetown,  in  consequence  of  its  being  the  oldest  established  common  School  under  the  Act.  It 
jiumbers  43  scholars  on  the  Roll,  33  of  whom  appeared  at  the  examination.  These  all  learn  the  infe- 
rior branches.  Several  excelled  particularly  in  spelling;  none  are  much  advanced  in  arithmetic  or  writ- 
ing, although  the  improvement  on  the  whole  is  as  much  as  could  be  expected  for  the  time. 

Cape  Bear,  Lot  64,  John  Stewart,  Teacher.  Thisr  School,  numbering  31  scholars,  has  been  recently 
opened  in  this  place.  This  is  quite  a  juvenile  School,  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  commencea 
learning  the  Alphabet  with  the  present  Teacher,  and  within  Six  months  could  read  the  scriptures  with 
much  facility.  The  judicious  method  followed  by  the  teacher,  and  his  attention  to  his  charge,  are  ap- 
j>arent  in  the  progress  the  scholars  have  in  most  cases  made  within  so  short  a  period,  notwithstandiig 
that  the  attendance  on  the  Schools  has  here,  as  in  too  many  instances  in  other  settlements,  been  inegu- 
lar.     The  School-house  is  new,  and  with  some  additions  would  be  sufficient. 

Belle  Creek,  Lot  62,  William  Lamont,  Teacher.  This  School  was  opened  in  the  month  of  July 
last,  under  the  present  teacher,  and  numbers  44  scholars.  Although  I  found  none  here  much  advanced, 
the  progress  made  from  time  to  time  appeared  satisfactory.  The  greater  number  read  the  New  Testa- 
ment and  Spelling  Book.  There  are  a  few  writers  who  have  yet  made  little  proficiency,  and  only  two 
in  the  primary  rules  of  Arithmetic.  The  school-house  is  of  too  small  dimensions  for  the  number  of  chil- 
dren usually  attending. 

The  District  School  of  Pinette,  under  the  tuition  of  the  Rev.  John  McLennan,   numbers  30  scholars, 
average  attendance.     The  course  of  instruction  in   this  School  embraces  the  ordinary  and   most  useful 
branches  of  a  general  English  Education,  in  addition  to  the  Latin  language.     The  successful   results  of 
Mr.  M'Lennan's  laborious  avocation  are  evinced  in  the  proficiency  attained  by  those  children  whose  at- 
tgpidance  has  been  in  any  way  regular;  the  pupils  in   the   higher  Latin  class  translate  with  facility  the 
<^Tu$sics  of  that  language,  and  display  an  accurate  and  extensive  knowledge  of  the  construction  thereof. 
The  beneficial  effects  of  the  judicious  method  followed  out  here  of  thoroughly  grounding  the  learners  in 
the  rudiments  of  the  respective  branches,  is  also  deserving  of  notice.     Without  this  no  real  proficiency 
ran  be  attained,  and  although  in  the  first  instance  apparently  retarding,  seldom   fails  in  rendering  the 
subsequent  progress  •f  the  scholar  easy.     The  reading  department  particularly,  has  that  primary  impor- 
tance assigned  it  in  this  School  of  which  it  is  deserving,  and  great  pains  are  taken  to  make  the  children 
ac(}uire  a  correct  pronunciation,  tone,  and  accurate  knowledge  of  orthography,  in  opposition  to  the  prac- 
tice of  too  many  instructors  of  youth,  who  overlook  these  details  as  of  minor  consideration.     The  Rev. 
gentleman  has  now  upwards  of  two  years,  at  considerable  sacrifice,  devoted  his  time  and  attention  almost 
gratuitously  to  the  intellectual  and  moral  improvement  of  the  youth  of  this  District  of  his  Parish. 

The  Flat  River  District  School  is  taught  this  year  by  Thomas  Munro.  Was  examined  in  November 
last,  only  two  days  after  being  opened,  and  but  few  of  the  children  having  assembled,  no  report  could 
yet  be  consequently  made  of  the  state  of  the  School,  or  of  the  efiiciency  or  method  of  the  teacher.  The 
School  had  been  vacant  for  about  half  a  year  prior  to  the  present  teacher's  succeeding  to  the  charge. 
Under  the  last  from  forty  to  fifty  scholars  usually  attended.  And  it  must  be  observed  that  the  house  is 
too  small  to  accommodate  with  ease  or  convenience  that  number. 

lielfast,  John  M'Sween,  Teacher.  This  School  opened  in  March  last,  under  thid  teacher,  and  num- 
bering 40  scholars,  all  of  whom  were  present  at  the  first  examination,  is  conducted  with  much  ability. 
Tlie  method  and  diligence  of  the  teacher  are  entitled  to  much  praise.  The  course  of  instruction  cm- 
braces  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

Point  Prim,  Donald  Murchison,  Teacher.  This  School  numbers  47  scholars,  all  of  whom  were 
present  when  examined;  on  one  occasion.    This  School  ia  on  the  increase  in  number,  and  the  unprove-

ment  of  the  children  continues  to  be  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  It  must  be  remarked  that  many  defects 
were  apparent  in  the  reading  of  the  scholars;  it  must  be  regretted  that  they  are  not  more  generally  pro- 
ficient in  this  branch,  more  especially  as  their  attainments  in  English  Grammar,  Book-keeping  and 
Arithmetic,  entitle  many  of  them  to  unqualified  praise.  Several  of  the  more  advanced  in  these  branches 
can  bear  comparison  with  the  pupils  of  any  School  in  the  Colony.  The  School-house  here  also  is  much 
out  of  repair. 

Orwell  Cove,  Donald  Graham,  Teacher.  On  the  teacher's  list  are  26  scholars — ^not  more  than  20 
attended  at  any  examination.  When  this  School  was  opened,  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  the  greater 
number  commenced  in  the  Alphabet,  and  now  read  with  facility  the  Introduction  to  the  English  Reader; 
a  class  of  seven  have  acquired  a  considerable  knowledge  of  English  Grammar,  and  several  are  also  well 
advanced  in  arithmetic  and  writing.  The  attention  of  the  scholars  is  much  directed  to  the  meaning  of 
what  they  read. 

Murray  Harbour  Road,  Mubdoch  M'Kenzie,  Teacher.  This  is  a  large  School,  numbering  60  scho- 
lars— average  attendance  45.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  writing,  and  in  the  primary  rules  of  arith- 
metic, the  greater  part  are  engaged  in  learning  to  read,  and  have  made  fair  improvement,  considering 
the  irregular  attendance.     One  only  had  made  any  progress  in  English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic. 

Nine  Mile  Creek,  Lot  65,  Donald  M'Leod,  Teacher.  This  School  has  been  opened  about  a  year, 
ander  the  present  teacher,  and  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition — the  attendance  is  forty.  A  class  of  9 
bave  acquired  a  very  correct  knowledge  of  English  Grammar,  and  a  large  proportion  are  advanced  to  the 
English  Reader,  in  which  they  read  with  much  fluency.  In  arithmetic  and  writing,  the  improvement  has 
been  equally  satisfactory.  The  large  and  commodious  School-house  raised  in  this  District  reflects  much 
credit  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  settlement. 

The  Lot  30  (South  Shore)  School,  is  still  taught  by  Ewen  Lamont. — On  the  list  43  scholars,  upwards 
of  30  were  present  at  the  different  examinations,  and  showed  very  satisfactory  improvement  during  the 
last  year;  several  are  learning  with  rapidity  the  elements  of  Grammar.  In  writing  and  arithmetic  %e 
improvement  has  been  as  great  as  could  be  expected;  a  class  of  12  are  learning  to  read  the  Gaelic  lan- 
guage; by  which  I  found  their  progress  in  English,  and  their  knowlegde  of  that  language,  to  be  much 
facilitated,  by  comparing  and  translating,  they  are  enabled  to  comprehend  many  words  and  phrases  in 
English,  when  explained  in  Gaelic,  (which  is  the  vernacular  of  all  these  children),  and  are  thus  enabled 
to  make  rapid  progress  in  the  acquisition  of  botli  languages.  It  were  to  be  wished  that  Gaelic  teachers, 
in  Scottish  setUements,  would  more  generally  follow  such  an  example,  when  it  has  been  demonstrated 
bow  powerful  an  auxiliary  a  knowledge  of  the  Gaelic  language  is  to  the  study  of  the  English.  The 
School-house  here  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  commodious  on  the  Island. 

Lot  65,  Long  Creek,  Donald  Shaw,  Teacher.  This  School  was  opened  in  July  last,  and  numbers 
38  on  the  list,  of  which  30  is  the  average  attendance.  This  number  was  present  at  the  late  examina- 
tion, and  were  found  to  be  very  inadequately  supplied  with  Books;  notwithstanding  this,  and  with  the 
disadvantage  of  irregular  attendance,  the  state  of  the  School  exceeded  my  expectations,  and  gave  evi- 
dence of  the  faithfulness  as  well  as  the  eflSciency  of  the  teacher  in  his  charge;  in  addition  to  several  who 
write,  a  few  are  learning  the  primary  rules  of  arithmetic. 

At  the  bead  of  Elliot  River,  Lot  65,  a  School  was  opened  in  October  last — Donald  Livingston, 
Teacher — ^number  attending,  23  scholars.  With  a  few  exceptions,  these  scholars  may  be  said  to  have 
comnoenced  in  the  first  stage  with  this  teacher;  a  class  learning  the  Alphabet  in  October,  can  now  read 
the  Scriptures  with  considerable  fluency;  two  or  three  are  making  satisfactory  progress  in  English  Gram- 
mar; none  are  yet  advanced  in  arithmetic  and  writing. 

The  Dog  River  District  School  is  still  taught  by  Malcolm  Darkach — average  daily  attendance,  40. 
Although  several  of  the  most  advanced  have  been  removed  during  the  past  year,  the  state  of  the  School 
is,  notwithstanding,  gratifying;  the  rapid  progress  made  in  reading,  particularly,  is  equalled  by  few  scho- 
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lars  on  the  Island;  along  with  the  acquisition  of  the  mere  mechanical  art  of  reading,  the  attention  is  direct- 
ed to  the  meaning  of  what  is  read.  The  proficiency  this  year  in  Grammar  and  Arithmetic  has  been  sa- 
tisfactory— ^in  writing  alone  the  improvement  has  not  been  equal. 

Sable  District  School;  Archibald  M'Kinnon,  Teacher.  The  number  attending  this  School  is  52. 
A  second  school  having  been  lately  opened  in  the  vicinity,  several  scholars  have  been  withdrawn,  which 
accounts  for  the  decrease  in  number.  The  branches  taught  are  English  Grammar,  Book-keeping,  and 
Arithmetic,  in  all  of  which  there  appeared  a  steady  improvement  during  last  year.  Some  fair  specimens 
of  writing  were  also  exhibited;  and  what  is  deserving  of  remark,  is  the  fluency  and  correctness  with 
which  some  children  of  a  very  tender  age  read,  and  their  accurate  &nd  extensive  knowledge  of  the 
nature  and  meaning  of  what  they  read,  comprising  some  of  the  most  difficult  lessons  in  the  higher  Eng- 
lish Class  Books. 

New  London  Point,  Lot  21,  District  School;  John  Arbuckle,  TeacRer.     This  School  numbers  25 
Scholars  on  the  list;  20  were  present  at  the  two  different  examinations,  in   the  months  of  August  and 
December  last,  held  in  the  presence  of  several  of  the  School-Trustees  and  Parents  of  the  children.  That 
Mr.  Arbuckle  sustained  the  high  reputation  which  he  has  always  borne  as  a  successful  teacher,  is  a  com- 
mendation which  falls  short  of  the  many  proofs  of  his  unconquerable  perseverance,  assiduity  and  skill  in 
his  present  School.     His  is  not  merely  the  praise  of  art,  and  insinuation  and  general  success  in  impart- 
ing instruction,  but  the  enthusiasm  of  a  man  determined  to  make  scholars,  by  arousing  the  sluggishness 
of  the  dull,  by  rendering  knowledge  attractive  to  the  indifferent,  and  by  urging  on  the  rapidity  of  the  apt. 
Of  those  present,  five  were  reading  the  English  Reader,  seven  the  Introduction,  the  remaining  eight  the 
Scriptures  and  Spelling-book.     The  display  of  minute  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  substance  of 
their  daily  lessons  made  by  almost  all  the  scholars,  was  in  the  highest  degree  gratifying ;  their   facility  in 
reading  and  accuracy  in  spelling  exceeded  expectation,  considering  the  shortness  of  the  time  since  the 
opening  of  the  School.     And  although  it  was  expected  that  some  of  the  classes  at  English  Grammar  would 
h^fve  exhibited  a  more  extensive  acquaintance  with  its  elements,  and  have  manifested  greater   readiness 
in  some  instances  in  correcting  the  errors  of  Syntax,  and  applying  the  rules,  than  they  did — whatever  dis- 
appointment might  have  been  felt  on  this  head,  was  more  than  amply  compensated  by  the  uncommon 
and  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  meaning  and  derivation  of  words  shewn  by  some  of  the  pupils.  This 
part  of  the  examination  clearly  demonstrated  the  superior  advantage  of  tracing  the  English  language  to 
its  source  by  a  study  of  the  prefixes,  roots,  and  affixes,  over  the  common  method  of  burdening  the  me- 
mory with  the  mere  Dictionary  definition  of  words;  several  of  the  neighbouring  Schoolmasters  attended 
the  last  examination,  and  expressed  their  sense  of  the  pleasure  they  experienced,  as  well  as  the  instruction 
they  derived,  from  the  insight  obtained  into  the  prominent  and  beneficial  system  of  tuition  carried  out  in 
this  School.     The  new  School-house  erected  in  this  district  is  comfortable  and  suflicient. 

At  New  London  Capes,  Park  Corner,  a  School  has  been  opened  last  summer,  taught  by  John 
M'Lauchlan.  Although  this  teacher  is  yet  but  a  novice  in  the  profession,  his  diligence  and  close  atten- 
tion to  his  duties  thus  far  appear  to  be  surpassed  by  few.  The  School  numbers  30.  The  result  of  two 
different  examinations  proved  that  rapid  progress  was  made  by  the  children  who  commenced  in  their  first 
stage,  especially  with  the  present  teacher.  A  class  of  scholars  (some  not  above  eight  years  of  age)  who 
did  not  know  the  Alphabet  in  June  last,  can  now  read  the  Introduction  to  the  English  Reader  with  faci- 
lity. With  what  eflliciency  the  higher  branches  are  likely  to  be  taught  at  this  School,  time  can  alone 
determine.    The  School-house  here  is  also  of  sufiicient  dimensions. 

At  New  London  Ponds,  a  School  was  opened  in  November  last;  William  Arbuckle,  Teacher.  On 
the  list  are  20  scholars,  14  of  whom  were  present  when  examined,  about  a  month  subsequent  to  tlie 
opening  of  the  School.  The  method  and  zeal  of  the  teacher  thus  far,  appear  likely  soon  to  place  his 
School  in  favourable  comparison  with  some  of  those  of  his  more  experienced  and  elder  neighbours.  This 
School-house  is  neat  and  comfortable. 
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Cavendish,  Donald  Livingston,  Teaoher.  This  School  numbers  30  scholars,  many  of  whom  are 
well  advanced  in  the  higher  parts  of  English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic;  very  satisfactory  progrei^s  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year  by  many  in  reading  and  writing,  affording  proof  of  the  zeal  and  labour 
of  the  teacher.     An  excellent  and  commodious  School-house  has  been  lately  erected  here. 

St.  Peter's  Road,  Lot  34,  Robert  Robertson,  Teacher.  About  36  scholars  attended  generally  dur* 
in^the  different  examinations  of  this  School  in  the  past  year,  although  45  are  entered  on  the  teacher's 
roll.  The  course  of  instruction  pursued  comprises  reading,  writing,  English  Grammar,  arithmetic,  book- 
keeping and  mathematics.  The  class  at  grammar  parsed  the  lessons  correctly,  besides  manifesting  very 
considerable  readiness  in  correcting  the  errors  of  syntax,  and  applying  the  rules.  In  the  arithmetical 
department  an  equally  creditable  appearance  was  made;  it  was  not  merely  u  quickness  in  obtaining  the 
answers,  which  has  been  often  evinced  in  other  Schools,  accompanied  with  little  or  no  acquaintance  with 
the  raHonak  of  the  question,  but  a  facility  for  explaining  and  assigning  reasons  for  every  part  of  a  given 
process.  Several  specimens  of  correct  and  good  writing  were  shown.  The  School  altogether  in  its  ar- 
rangements reflects  high  credit  on  Mr.  Robertson,  who  sustains  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  most 
successful  teachers  in  the  Colony.  The  School-house  is  too  small  to  accommodate  without  inconvc- 
Dience,  the  scholars,  when  there  happens  to  be  anything  like  a  full  attendance. 

Covebead  School,  E.  J.  M'Cormack,  Teacher.  An  increase  has  taken  place  during  the  last  year  in 
the  number  attending  this  School;  41  are  on  the  teacher's  list.  The  greater  proportion  of  these  children 
commenced  in  their  first  stage  with  Mr.  M'Cormack,  and  have  already  attained  a  very  respectable  profi- 
ciency in  the  most  useful  elementary  branches  of  education,  notwithsta.nding  the  want  of  books  which 
prevails  in  the  School,  and  acts  as  a  continual  drawback  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  teacher.  Another 
disadvantage  to  both  master  and  scholars,  is  the  bad  repair  in  which  the  School-house  is  kept.  The  inat- 
tention of  the  settlers  not  only  here,  but  in  two  many  districts,  to  this  essential  matter,  cannot  be  too 
much  reprehended. 

Little  York  School,  Allan  Stewart,  Teacher,  numbers  27  scholars.  Notwithstanding  the  irretrular 
attendance  apparent  throughout  the  year,  and  which  causes  the  improvement  to  be  consequently  limited, 
when  compared  with  other  Schools,  the  general  state  of  the  School,  and  the  approved  method  of  the 
teacher,  bore  testimony  to  his  diligence  while  in  attendance.  It  appeared  by  the  books  that  four  were 
considerably  advanced  in  arithmetic,  although  none  happened  to  be  present  at  any  examination.  Some 
fair  specimens  of  writing  were  shewn,  and  those  in  the  higher  class  read  and  spelled  with  much  correct- 
cess.     A  class  had  made  some  progress  in  English  Grammar. 

York  River,  Bee-hive  School,  Charles  Macdonell,  Teacher.  The  number  of  scholars  attending 
this  School,  according  to  the  teacher's  roll,  is  31,  28  of  whom  were  present  on  the  last  occasion  of  being 
examioed.  This  may  be  considered  as  almost  an  infant  school,  the  scholars  whose  attainments  had  been 
^Teatest  having  withdrawn;  those  left  are,  with  few  exceptions,  in  the  first  stages  of  instruction,  althougli 
in  the  different  branches  taught  the  improvement  was  as  great  as  could  have  been  expected.  It  is  to  he 
regretted  that  aeveral  families  in  the  vicinity,  at  variance  with  the  teacher,  should  be  deprived  of  the  ad- 
vantage arising  firom  the  School  altogether;  so  far  as  his  character  and  conduct  are  free  from  reproach,  all 
that  can  reasonably  be  expected  in  his  case  is,  that  he  should  be  diligent  and  faithful  in  teaching  Aich 
branches  as  lie  within  the  sphere  of  his  own  attainments.  The  order  and  discipline  which  appeared  to 
reign  in  this  School,  are  highly  commendable,  the  different  classes  ordering  their  movements  with  mili- 
tary precision. 

Lot  33,  Lytchett  Mills,  Alexander  M*Cabe,  Teacher.  The  average  attendance  on  this  School  is 
%.  A  considerable  degree  of  improvement  was  visible  in  the  state  of  this  School  over  the  preceding 
tear,  among  the  junior  scholars  particularly.  The  elder  ones,  in  several  cases,  did  not  show  thi&  same 
good  proficiency;  the  broken  attendance  on  the  school  has,  no  doubt,  caused  this  backwardness. 
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.  Charlottetown  Royalty,  Archibald  Mackenzie,  Teacher.  This  School  numbers  40  scholars;  dar- 
ing the  two  years -that  the  School  has  been  in  operation  in  this  district,  opportunities  have  been  afforded 
at  the  different  examinations  of  observing  the  beneficial  effects  of  Mr.  Mackenzie's  method  of  teaching, 
in  exciting  and  sustaining  ttie  attention,  and  developing  the  mental  faculties  of  the  children  committed 
to  his  charge.  In  the  various  departments  of  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  English  grammar,  the 
scholars  displayed  much  skill  and  proficiency,  and  particularly  in  writing;  the  8pecimen3  shewn  by  some 
of  the  pupils  would  challenge  competition  with  those  of  any  seminary  in  this  Island. 

Fullarton's  Marsh,  Lot  48,  P.  B.  Doyle,  Teacher.  26  scholars  attended  the  different  examinations  of 
this  School;  the  teacher's  list  aumbers  40.  This  district  having  been  without  a  School  for  some  years, 
a  large  propqr^i^n  of  the  children  were  consequently  backward  in  their  education;  an  improvement  is 
now  gradually  taking  place  in  the  general  state  of  the  school.  A  class  of  13  are  advanced  to  the  Eng- 
lish Reader,  and  although  all  did  not  read  with  correctness,  a  spirit  of  emulation  appeared  in  general, 
which  in  time  must  produce  its  good  effects;  several  have  made  very  creditable  improvement  in  writing 
in  a  short  period;  and  Mr.  Doyle  has  proved  himself  to  be  a  successful  teacher  of  arithmetic. 

In  this  District,  towards  Johnston's  River,  is  a  School  taught  by  Donald  Lamont;  on  the  list  35,  27 
of  whom  attended  the  last  examination.  This  can  scarcely  claim  any  other  name  than  an  infant  School, 
H  few  only  being  in  the  first  stages  of  writing  and  arithmetic;  with  the  exception  of  threes  all  read  either 
the  Scriptures  or  the  Spelling  book.  In  this  Settlement,  as  in  the  Jast  named,  the  School-house  is  not 
of  sufficient  dimensions. 

Lot  48,  Cross  Roads,  John  Butler,  Teacher.  From  the  large  number  attending  this  School,  (50), 
from  the  broken  attendance,  and  from  the  fact  of  several  having  been  withdrawn  since  last  year,  the 
improvement  this  year  did  not  appear  as  great  as  was  remarked  at  former  periods.  The  method  follow- 
ed by  the  teacher  is,  nevertheless,  highly  commendable.  Some  of  the  more  advanced  scholars  have  at- 
tained a  remarkable  proficiency  in  arithmetic;  some  of  the  branches  in  mathematics  and  book-keeping 
are  also  taught  with  success,  as  well  as  English  Grammar. 

Lot  49,  Back  Settlement.  A  School  has  been  recently  opened  here,  taught  by  James  M'Kenna, 
numbering  about  30  scholars,  whose  j)rogress  throughout  the  year  has  been  upon  the  whole  highly  satis- 
factory, although  none  are  yet  much  advanced.  A  new  and  commodious  School-house  has  lately  been 
erected. 

Fort  Augustus.  The  School  at  this  place  has  been  taught  for  the  last  half  year  by  Michael  Byrne. 
The  improvement  shewn  is  yet  but  very  slight;  indeed  it  would  be  surprising  were  it  otherwise,  as  thq 
School-house  is  insufficient,  and,  in  the  winter  season,  very  uncomfortable,  and  the  children,  moreover, 
very  inadequately  supplied  with  proper  books. 

• 

Crapaud,  George  Btnon,  Teacher.  The  improvement  in  the  state  of  this  School,  which  numbers 
48,  has  been  highly  satisfactory  this  year;  by  a  clear  and  comprehensive  list  which  the  teacher  furnishes 
at  each  examination,  the  true  state  of  the  School  is  seen  at  a  glance,  the  days  each  scholar  has  been  pre- 
sent, as  well  as  absent,  throughout  the  year;  this  enables  all  to  know  whether  the  progress  has  been  com- 
mensurate with  the  attendance.  The  teacher  is  entitled  to  praise,  for  the  interest  he  evinces  in  the 
moral  as  well  as  the  intellectual  improvement  of  his  pupils.  This  School  makes  the  Bible  the  founda- 
tion of  its  utility.  The  teacher  has  not  given  in  to  the  morbid  sensibility  which  fears  profisme  fsuuili- 
arity  as  the  result  to  the  youthful  mind,  of  daily  contact  with  the  sacred  volume.  The  display  of  minute 
and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  substance  of  the  portions  of  Scripture  daily  read,  made  by  many  of 
the  Scholars,  was  highly  gratifying.  An  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  classes  learning  granrmiar  and 
the  higher  rules  of  arithmetic. 

The  School  on  the  South  Shore,  Lot  65,  taught  by  Archibald  Mackeill,  is  vacant.    The  teacher 
is  now  stationed  at  Vernon  River. 
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The  School  at  Brackley  Point  Road  Settlement  is  taught  by  Donald  Lamont,  formerly  of  Elliot  JRiveri 
who  has  only  a  few  days  succeeded  the  teacher  of  the  last  year. 
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Princetown  Royalty,'  Central  School,  is  at  present  taught  by  John  Sinclair,  who  has  lately  succeeded 
to  the  charge.  This  teacher  has  not  been  stationed  here  sufficiently  long  to  have  produced  any  sensible 
alteration  or  improvement  in  the  state  of  tRe  School,  which  was  examined  in  December  last,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Trustees.  To  form  an  opinion  from  the  exhibition  then  made,  it  appeared  to  be  a  prominent 
pari  of  the  system  to  urge  the  pupils  onward  without  any  irksome  drudgery  or  painful  restraint;  to  a 
School  such  a  course  must  be  so  obviously  beneficial  as  to  preclude  the  necessity  of  any  comment,  so 
long  as  the  method  is  not  subversive  of  public  order  and  discipline;  but  I  must  say  that  it  requires  no 
little  vigilance  and  activity  in  a  teacher  to  prevent  its  running  into  extremes,  and  to  enable  him  to  main* 
tain  that  subordination  so  essentially  necessary  in  every  Seminary,  and  without  which  the  best  method  in 
ocher  respects  must  prove  unavailing.     23  were  in  attendance  at  the  examination. 

The  Royalty  Lower  School  continues  to  be  taught  by  Alexander  Rae.  35  scholars  is  the  average 
munber  attending.  An  examination  took  place  in  August  last,  in  presence  of  the  Trustees,  when  the 
children  in  general  acquitted  themselves  with  much  credit  in  reading,  arithmetic,  grammar  and  geogra- 
phy, which  comprises  the  course  of  instruction  in  this  School.  Several  fair  specimens  of  writing  were 
also  shewn.  Although  none  can  be  said  to  have  attained  any  great  proficiency  in  these  branches,  yet  all 
seemed  to  possess  an  accurate  knowledge  so  far  as  they  had  advanced,  as  was  evinced  by  their  tenacity 
of  memory  on  several  points,  notwitlistanding  the  long  annual  vocations  peculiar  to  tliis  School,  as  well  as 
the  irregular  attendance  of  the  Scholars,  in  common  with  most  others.  In  short,  the  state  of  the  School 
proved  the  excellence  of  Mr.  Rae's  method,  and  his  rare  skill  and  ability  in  applying  it  for  the  instruction 
of  his  pupib. 

Damley,  John  Le  Page,  Teacher.  This  school  numbers  37,  and  has  been  taught  by  the  present 
teacher  about  a  year.  -  At  the  last  examination,  which  took  place  in  December,  in  presence  of  the  trus- 
tees and  parents,  it  was  evident  that  a  considerable  degree  of  improvement  had  taken  place  in  most  of 
the  branches  taught  throughout  the  year;  particularly  a  class  at  grammar  manifested  very  considerable 
readiness  in  correctin^^  the  errors  of  syntax.  In  the  arithmetical  department,  a  creditable  appearance 
was  also  made;  the  only  falling  off  in  the  general  proficiency  was  the  reading — ^the  low  tone  of  voice  in 
iriuch  several  of  the  higher  classes  read  caused  somewhat  of  disappointment,  and  was  calculated  to  make 
an  unfavourable  impression  upon  those  who  might  not  think  of  making  some  allowance  for  the  timidity 
of  children  often  at  an  exhibition  of  this  kind.  In  every  other  point  connected  with  their  reading — ^in 
spelling — (Vefinition  of  words — and  in  minute  acquaintance  with  the  substance  of  their  lessons,  the  scho*' 
lais  gave  proofs  of  their  own  diligence  and  industry,  and  of  the  attention  of  the  teacher.  There  are 
tsveral  correct  writers  among  the  elder  scholars  only. 

Lot  18,  Oyster  Cove,  Edward  T.  Blanch  abb.  Teacher.  The  average  daily  attendance  on  this 
School  is  28,  out  of  44  upon  the  teacher's  roll;  the  general  improvement  appears  but  slight  this  year;  the 
attendance  by  the  teacher's  Journal  seems  to  have  been  extremely  irregular;  this  no  doubt  accounts  for 
tiie  backwardness  of  so  many  of  the  scholars — ^several  having  been  absent  half  the  year.  Although  thur 
ii  a  School  of  the  higher  class  under  the  Act,  none  of  the  pupils  have  yet  availed  themselves  of  the  ad* 
natages  it  holds  out  by  the  study  of  Latin  or  even  English  Grammar;  in  one  instance  only  Geometry  is 
taught.    The  School-house  is  one  of  the  best  in  this  County. 

Lot  16,  John  M'Kinnon,  Teacher.  This  School  has  been  established  several  years  under  the  pre- 
ttat  teacher,  and  is  attended  by  30  scholars.    In  this  School  the  system  is  followed,  which  cannot  be 
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Um>  highly  appiioeiated)  o(  bloivinig  to.  a  ceiitain  extent  a  Scriptural  education  with,  the  usual  ooune  of 
secular  instruction.  The  Bible  is  made  a  regular  aud  daily  school  book,  and.  the  Catecliism  a  regojac 
and  daily  exercise — Mr.  M'Kinnon  differing  from  the  mistaken  views  of  those  who  hold  that  the  duty  of 
a  teacher  is  circumscribed  by  a  mere  scholarship  of  letters;  as  if  any  scheme  for  the  improvement  of 
character  and  the  cultivation  of  the  mind  were  complete,  which  would  embrace  a  mere  education  of  let<^ 
ters,  without  an  education  of  principle  also* 

4i^tLotl9,  New  Annan  Mills,  a  School  was  established  last  year;  George  H.  Knilands,  Teacher. 
Ck)  the  roll  are  50  scholars.  With  a  large  average  daily  attendance,  and  a  scanty  supply  of  books,  the. 
improvement  that  has  tak<^a  place  in  the  general  state  of  the  School  since  its  commencement,  reflect* 
credit  qpon  the  industry  of  the  teacher,  when  it  is  taken  into  account  that  the  children  of  many  families 
attend,  in  rotation^  and  sometimes  several  attend  together  at  one  and  the  same  time,  tq  make  up  the  lost 
tijne  of  one;  although  iQmany  places,  from  the  condition  of  the  settlers,  this.practice  cannot  be  avoided, 
nothing  tends  more  to  retard  the  School,  and  is  a  continual  drawback  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  teacher. 
T\}e  greater  proportion,  of  the  children  have  entered  as  beginners.  The  mere  primary  and  elementary, 
books  of  reading  are  used;  no  progress  worthy  of  notice  has  yet  been  made  in  arithmetic  or  writing. 

Ellis  River,  J.  Rotnane,  Teacher,  I  could  not  ascertain  that  any  sensible  improvement  had  taken  place 
ia  t)ie  conditioii  of  t^is  School  during  the  past  year;  this  appeared  to.be  owing. to  several  causes.  Anum- 
b^  of  the  elder  children  of  the  former  year  had  been  withdrawn,  and  their  room  supplied  by  others;  this,. 
joined  to. the  broken  attendance  and  scarcity  of  books,  may  account  in  a  great  measure  for  the  compara- 
ti^.nonrimproveipent  of  the  School.     The  attendance  appears,  to  be  an  average  of  30  daily. 

Lot  13,  Port  Hill;  Thomas  Key,  Teacher.  This  School,  after  a  vacancy  of  some  duration,  was  rc- 
opeqed'in  April  I?uit;  there  has  been  yet  no  time  to  be  productive  of  much  improvement;  the  only  part 
Reserving  notice  was  a  class  of  8  children,  from  5  to  6  years  old,  who  commenced  the  Alphabet  in  April, 
and  were  reading  the  New  Testament  in  December.  In  addition  to  the  32  who  attended  in  the  day,  a 
night  school,  numbering  25,  has  been  opened,  which  promises  to  prove  of  much  utility  and  benefit  to 
the  youth  of  the  District,  in  imparting  instruction  in  the  higher  and  most  useful  branches  of  an  English 

New  Bideforc);  This  School,  after  some  vacancy,  is  now  taught  by  A.  C.  Beceford;  having  been 
biit  a  fow  months  in  operation,  time  must  determine  to  what  degree  of  merit  it  shall  be  entitled.  When 
visited  in  December,  21  attended,  which  is  about  the  average  number. 

%  Qascumpec,  J^me^  Qillbnpbr,  Teacher*     At  the  last  examination  of  this  School,  there  were  25  pre- 
8^i4^— ti^  greatest  number. attending  is  38;  with  the  exception  of  one  in  English  Grammar,  and  a  few  in. 
^nthniQtic  and  the  Ei^lish  Reader,  the  great  proportion  are  not  advanced  beyond  the  primary  elemen- 
tf^y« books.    The  judicious  method  of  instruction,  aiid.the  discipline  enforced  in  this  School^  entitle  tlie 
T.  to  the  highest  praise* 


Bedcque,  J.  B.  Newcobib,  Teacher.  The  School  of  this  District  had  been  little  more  than. three 
months  opened,  when  examined  in  December.  That  being  the  first  examination,  ho  accurate  opinion 
oould  with  certainty  be  formed  of  the  state  of  improvement  to  which  the  School  was  likely  to  arrive  un- 
der' the.[vesent  teacher.  It  must  however  be  remarked,  that  few  of  our  conomon  Schools  present  the . 
ssne  advantages  to  an  enterprising  and  zealous. teacher  for  facilitating  the  improvement  of  his  pupib. 
Along  .with,  the  limited  number  of  23. scholars,  who  from  their  near  vicinity  to  the  School,  and  other  oon- 
sidwations,  may  be^presumed  to  attend  regularly,  the  greater  part  of  them  appear  to  be  adequaielyvsupt 
plied  with  book  and  other  necessaries;  these  opportunities,- joined  with  the  aptness  and  quioknesB  of  ap^ 
prehension  displayed  heretofore  under  other  teacheroby  the  childien  of  this  Disferict- in  general,  arestiffit 
ci^ji^  tQJustUy  a  confident  expectation  of  seeing  a  creditable,  progress  made  at  the  year's  end,  when  the 
'SRg^flWn^fi/toQ,  that .owwijrQf  the. children  h^.Y!54>as;wd, at  School  hie fore^^i^  taken  into  account. 
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Upper  Bedecpie,  Robert  Swalc,  Teacher.  This  Scl^ool  has  c4iemi<  a  very  ei«ditid^le  iMJ^rol^Sttieikt 
ntoe  hst  year,  and  Mr.  Smairs  attention*  is  highly  exemplary.  The  number  attending  is  twenty-roar,  of 
whom  one  has  made  considerable  progress*  in  Trigonometry  and  Nisiyigation,  and  ttVo  in  English^  Gritm- 
ntr;  a  few  excel  in  Arithmetie;.  ene  boy  in  particular,  by  the  rapidity  and  accuracy  of  his  ^culations^ 
gnea.  pleasing  evidence  of  his  own  talent,  as  well  as  of  the  method  of  the  teacher.  A  very  neat  and 
comfortable  Schooi^ouse  has  been  erected:,  which  reflects  credit  on  the  settlement. 

Lower  Bedeque,  Allait  M'Phcc,  Teacher. — A  new  School  has  been  recently  established  in  this  8islk 
tleoia&t^.and  had  been  in  operation  but  a  few  weeks  under  the  present  teacher,  prior  to  being  visited  in 
tlkSDionth  of  December.  The  improvement  of  the  School,  and  the  result  of  the  teacher's  method  and 
labours,  must  therefore  form  the  subject  of  a  future  report.  I  found  thirty  scholars  in  attendance,,  in  a> 
commodious  and  well  finished  School-house. 

Bedeque  Road)  LotSTi^  Gha&les  R.  Stuart,  Teacher.  Although  this  School  numbers  31  scholarsr 
on  the  Hat,  iVom  the  few  that  were  present  at  the  two.  diflerent  examinations  held  since  last  year>  the 
gpoeial  stale  of  the  School  could  not  with  any  degree  of  correctness  be  ascertained;  this  is  the  more  to 
be  regretted,  as  the  school  has  been  in  operation  some  length  of  time,  and  some  improvement  of  conse* 
quenceought  now  to  be  looked  for.  At  a  late  subsequent  visit,  the  school  was  found  closed,  but  it  was 
oaly  temporary,  the  teacher  having  since,  as  T  am  informed,  resumed  his  vocation;  a  neat  and  sufficient 
School'house  has  been  newly  erected. 

Cape  Traverse,  Donald  Mackinnon,  Teaioher.  A t  tlie  several  examinations  of  this  School*  through* 
oat  the  ycair,  the  average  attendance  was  found  to  be  about  twenty;  the  attendance  has  been  in  many 
instances  irregular,  and  has  very  much  retarded  the  progress  ofr  the  pupils  this  year.  In  addition  to  the 
ordinary  elementary  branches,  a  class  of  five  learn  English  Grammar,  but  have  not  yet  attained  a  correct 
or  extensive. knowledge  thereof.    The  greatest  degrecof  improvement  was  seen  in  the  junior  reading 


Tryon,  Jambs  Bolupitt,  Teaeher.  This  SchocJ  has  been  several  years  taught  by  this  teacher,  and 
tlie  r^ult  is,  that  the  pupils,  although  not  far  advanced  in  the  higher  branches^  are  yet,  so  far  as  could 
he  gathered  from  two  examinations,  well  grounded  in  their  respectivo  parts.  In  reading,  the  fluency, 
carrectness  of  pronunciation,  and  attention  to  punctuation^  which  was  displayed  by  several,  and  some  too 
of  a  lender  age,  was  peculiarly  gratifying,  while  the  acquaintance  shewn  by  them  with  the  substance  of 
their  lemons,  proved  the  advantage  of  the  explanatory  methodin  giving  exercise  to  the  faculties,  and  in 
exdting  the  attention  of  the  pupils.  Writing  is  successfully  taugh^^  and  in  a  few  instances,  arithmetic. 
The  Scbool-hoiiae  is  very/  inadequate  in  dimensions^^he  number  on  the  roll  is  fifty^eight^ 
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Savage  Harbour,  Daniel  Scott,  Teacher.  The  number  attending  on  this  School  is  35;  thirty  were 
present  at  the  different  examinations.  This  Settlement  has  had  the  advantage  of  the  present  teacher 
several  years,  and  many  of  the  children  are  consequendy  well  advanced.  A  new  and  comfortable  School 
boose  has  been  erected.  r 

The  St  Peter's  School  is  still  tanght  by  Philip  Bambrick,  and  shews  a  list  of  36  scholars,  34  of  whom 
attended  the  last  examination;  a  few. are  advanced  as  far  as  English  Grammar  and  geography,  and  al^ 
though  the  improvement  was  not  so  satisfactory  in  reading,  which  is  no  doubt  from  the  want  of  adequate 
bocdu,  several  displayed  an  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  common  rules  of  arithmetic;  none  have 
made  much  progress  in  writing  yet. 
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Georgetown  Road,  Lot  66^  Edward  Shea,  Teacher.  This  School  was  opened  last  summer;  when 
visited  in  June  last,  27  scholars  were  in  attendance,  but,  with  few  exceptions,  were  all  in  the  first  stages 
of  their  learning.     A  neat  School-house  has  been  erected  at  this  station. 

Murray  Harbour,  John  McNeill,  Teacher.  This  School  numbers  36  scholars.  iThe  progress  upon 
the  whole  appeared  at  the  last  examination  to  have  been  as  great  as  could  have  been  looked  for,  consi- 
dering the  time  taught;  and  I  look  with  confidence  to  considerable  proficiency  before  long,  as  tho 
teacher's  attention  appears  exemplary.     A  new  School-house  was  erected  at  this  station  last  summer. 

In  Georgetown,  a  School  of  the  higher  class  has  been  lately  established,  but  was  not  opened  when 
visiting  that  quarter  last.  A  spacious,  neat  and  well  finished  school-house  has  been  erected,  in  size  and 
finish  equal  to  any  in  the  Island. 

Lot  51,  Georgetown  Road,  Nathaniel  Maclaren,  Teacher.  I  found  the  state  of  this  School  upon 
the  whole  to  be  deserving  of  any  equally  favourable  report  with  that  made  last  year.  Few  children  in 
tlie  country  of  the  same  age  show  such  a  proficiency  as  these  in  general,  in  the  correctness  of  their  read- 
ing, their  knowledge  of  grammar,  and  their  readiness  and  accuracy  of  calculation  in  the  higher  rules  of 
arithmetic.     The  average  attendance  is  30. 

Brudenell  River,  John  McNeill,  Teacher.  The  attendance  on  this  School  averages  from  30  to  40 
scholars,  who  have  made  respectable  progress  this  year.  The  zeal  which  they  display  in  acquiring  in- 
struction, in  which  their  parents  participate,  and  eagerly  afford  them  every  advantage  within  their  means, 
and  withal,  their  general  punctuality  in  attendance,  are  entitled  to  much  commendation.  The  course  of 
instruction,  in  addition  to  the  prhnary  branches,  embraces  English  grammar,  geography  and  mathematics. 
At  the  last  examination  it  was  remarked,  that  in  the  writing  department  alone  the  improvement  was  tm- 
equal,  and  not  so  satisfactory  as  in  the  other  branches. 

The  foregoing  presents  a  list  of  Fifty-eight  Schools,  examined  by  me  at  various  times  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  shewing  an  increase  of  eight  over  the  last  year.  There  are  several  stations  where  Schools 
were  in  operation  last  year,  which  are  vacant  at  present,  but  more  have  been  established  and  put  into 
operation  during  the  preceding  twelve  months  than  in  any  former  period  of  the  same  extent.  A  few 
other  Schools  under  the  Act  are  not  mentioned  above;  two  or  three  in  consequence  of  the  teachers  hav- 
ing changed  their  stations  in  the  interval  of  my  visit,  without  having  notified  me  of  the  fact;  and  more 
whose  teachers  have  been  licensed  since  concluding  my  last  visit.  I  must  take  this  opportunity  of  re- 
questing all  teachers  who  change  and  re-open  in  other  districts,  to  notify  me  without  delay  of  such  re- 
moval. In  conclusion,  I  am  happy  to  add,  that  I  found  no  Schools  so  much  neglected  this  year,  or 
otherwise  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  Act,  as  to  call  for  the  interference  of  your  Board,  or  render  it 
neoessary  for  me  to  recommend  the  Legislative  allowance  being  withheld.  In  two  instances,  at  Lots  7 
and  14,  were  complaints  preferred  against  the  teachers;  but  on  holding  meetings  of  the  trustees  and 
subscribers,  and  investigating  the  charges,  they  could  not  be  substantiated  to  such  a  degree  as  to  autho- 
rize, me  to  repor*  the  cases  to  your  Board.

Whereas  the  Governor  of  Her  Majesty's  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  with  the  Council  and  Assembly 
of  the  said  Island,  did,  in  the  Month  of  April,  1840,  pass  Five  Acts,  which  have  been  transmitted,  inti- 
tuled as  follows,  viz: 

No.  529. — ^An  Act  for  appropriating  certain  Monies  therein  mentioned,  for  the  Service  of  the  Year  of 
Oar  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty. 

No.  532. — An  Act  to  continue  for  One  year  the  Act  intituled  '^  An  Act  for  granting  a  Bounty  on 
Tesseb  engaged  in  the  Fisheries  of  this  Islands" 

No.  536. — ^An  Act  to  authorize  the  Sale  in  certain  cases  of  Vessels,  Boats,  Goods,  Wares  and  Mer- 
chandize, and  other  things  seized  as  forfeited  under  any  Revenue  Law  of  this  Colony. 

No.  541. — An  Act  to  facilitate  the  intercourse  between  this  Island  and  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick. 

No.  543. — An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  relating  to  Merchant  Seamen. 

And  whereas  the  said  Act  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's  most 
Honorable  Privy  Council,  appointed  for  the  consideration  of  all  matters  relating  to  Trade  and  Foreign 
Plantations,  and  the  said  Committee  have  reported  as  their  opinion  to  Her  Majesty,  that  the  said  Acts 
should  be  left  to  their  operation:  Her  Majesty  was  thereupon  this  day  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Her  Privy  Council,  to  approve  the  said  Report:  Whereof  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being  of  Her  Majesty's  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  and  all  other  persons 
whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

The  Jurors  for  Our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  upon  their  Oaths,  present — ^That  much  difficulty  and 
inconvenience  has  frequently  arisen  uom  persons  refusing  to  serve,  who  have  been  nominated  by  the 
Court  as  Constables.  That  there  does  not  exist  any  Colonial  Statute  enabling  Magistrates,  in  a  sdm- 
nary  manner  to  compel  the  party  to  act;  and  the  only  method  of  proceeding  against  them  is  by  the  tedi- 
ous and  expensive  mode  of  indictment  at  the  ensuing  terms  of  the  Courts. 

That  in  consequence,  in  one  or  two  instances  in  particular,  a  whole  district  has  been  left  without  a 
Constable,  or  perhaps  having  only  one,  where  two  or  three  were  requisite. 
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The  Jurors  do  therefore  present,  that  it  would  be  for  the  furtherance  of  the  ends  of  justice  if  the 
Legislature  was,  by  enactment,  to  provide  a  summary  way  of  compelling  persons  to  serve,  who  may  be 
appointed  Constables  by  the  Court.

Chief  Justice's  Chambers,  27th  March,  1841. 

I  have  attentively  perused  the  Bill,  intituled  *'  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  Juries,''  submitted  by 
order  ol  the  L^i^bitive  Coaaeil,  with  a  ieqiiest  for  my  opinion  whether  taty  necessity  exists  to  alter  the 
present  system  under  which  Petit  Jurors  are  summoned,  or  the  practice  under  whieh  the  Foreman  of  llie 
Grand  Jury  is  appointed  in  this  ColQ0y--^aad  if  such  necessity  does  ezisti,  whether  the  BiU  coBlaina  ade- 
quate provisioQS  for  that  purpose.. 

I  cQutesB  I  am  at  a  loss,  to  conceive  asy  suhstaatial  reason  why  the  present  mode  of  cetuming  Juries 
sbottI4  be  akered.  |t  is  the  aysteip.  which  has  ever  prevailed  under  the  British  Constitutbo,  and  appears 
tf>  m^  pcotepted  by  %fi  sufficieut  guards  taensur^  the  return  of  impartial  Juries,  a&  the  imperfection  of  all 
l]^m^,  inatitutionS'  will  permit*  The  pjpqHMiesd  mode  may  have  its.  advantages^  but  it  is  quite  novel  to 
190,  and  UAlil  apled  upon,  can,  I  think,  scarcely  be  correctly  estimated  in  all  iis  bearinga.  As  ao  case 
has  ever  come  to  my  knowledge  requiring  Oi  departure  from  the  present  system^  I  am  unwilling,  for  the 
me^e  sake.of  chunge,  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  adoption  of  what  appears  to  me  an  experi- 
ment of,  at  the  least,  doubtful  import. 

As  regards  the  proposed  alteration  in  nominating  the  Foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury,  I  see  no  objection 
whatever  to  allowing  the  Grand  Jury  to  choose  their  own  Foreman,  if  it  should  be  thought  more  advisa- 
ble to  do  so.  But  in  that  case  I  think  the  Court  ought  not.  to  interfere  with  their  choice,  lest  a  difference 
of  opinion  might  produce  unseemly  collision  between  the  Court  and  the  Grand  Jury,  which  should  al- 
ways, if  possible,  be  avoided.  The  appointment  of  the  Foreman  ought  therefore,  I  think,  either  to  rest 
whoRy  with  the  Court,  as  is  now  practised,  or  wholly  with  the  Grand  Jury  themselves.

Q.  1 .  Hovr  long  have  you  been  acting  as  a  Land  Surveyori 
A*    More  than  Ten  years. 

2,    Have  you  been  employed  in  any  Survey  for  Government  ? 
A.    Yei»  different  Surveys. 

<).    Did  you  Survey  any  Townships  to  the  North  of  Lots  Ten  and  Eleven  ? 
A.    VeS)  for  private  individuals,  parts  of  different  Townships. 

4.  Did  you  Survey  any  whole  Township  ? 

A.    Yes,  I  surveyed  the  whole  of  Township  Seven,  for  the  Montgomerys  and  Stewarts. 

5.  Did  you  lay  off  any  line  of  Road  to  the  North  of  Townships  Ten  and  Eleven  ? 

ii  I  laid  off  by  order  of  the  Government  the  line  dividing  Townships  Seven  and  Etgbt-^-runnin^ 
the  same  from  the  South  Shore,  on  the  Straits  of  Northumberland,  to  the  Road  commonly  called  the 
Great  Western  Road. 

6.  Have  you  kept  a  Record  of  your  measurement  ? 
A.    Yes,  but  I  have  not  got  it  with  me. 

7.  Did  yon  run  any  other  line  of  Road  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  fan  a  line  of  road  from  Hill's  MiHs  across  the  intervening  Lots,  and  entering  a  conj^idcra- 
ble  distance  into  Lot  One.  I  also  run,  but  not  for  a  road,  the  line  bounding  Lots  Seven  and  £ight,  ih 
the  rear  extending  from  shore  to  shore. 

8.  From  what  source  did  you  derive  your  information  as  to  the  Points  of  conuiiehcement,  the  direc- 
tioB  and  length  of  such  lines  ? 

A.    I  veoeived  instructions,  and  I  tlunk  a  Plan  was  given  me  at  the  Surveyor  Geilerars  Office. 

9.  Did  the  instructions  in  general  specify  the  length  of  such  Township  Lines  ? 
A*    Yes,  in  regard  to  the  Lines  bounding  Lots  7  and  8.

10.  Then  when  you  run  across  from  Shore  to  Shore  there,  did  the  actual  length  agrieej  exceed,  or 
£iil  short  of  the  described  length  ? 

A.  The  Line  bounding  the  rear  of  Lots  Seven  and  Eight,  I  think,  father  exceeded'  th^  des<f!ribed 
ieagthf  by  several  chains.    I  think  moro  than  twenty-five. 

"^  11.  Did  you  never,,  either  for  the  (government,  or  for  individuals,  or  by  direction  of  the  Comttiission- 
CIS,  or  by  combinatiDn  of  Itnes^-  run  for  one  or  all  such  employers,  across  the  Island  in  that  quarteri  fi^m 
tbe  Sond^  to  the  North  Shoves  ? 

A.  The  CoramissioneM'  estaUished  <be  point  of  comtnenocment  of  the  Line  dividing  Lot  6,  from  t»^s 
10  and  9,  which  was  on  the  West  shore  of  Foxley  Cove,  and  I  run  said  Line  until  it  intersected  to^  the 
Southwanl  of  Lot  %  die  Lwe  bounding  Lots  7  and  8,  in  the  rear. 

12:  Did  the  Conmussionerff  appoint  yon  to*  nm  a  certato  length^  in*  that  direction  j  or  did  the)  appcant 
yon  ta  nm  nntil  yon  should  strike  such  rear  line,  vrithout  any  reference  to  length  ? 
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A.    They  gave  me  instructions  as  to  precise  length. 

13.     Did  such  length  exactly  strike,  exceed,  or  fall  short  of  said  run  line  ? 

A.  The  length  in  their  instructions  would  have  exceeded  by  a  few  chains,  that  is,  would  have  carried 
me  about  four  or  five  chains  into  Lot  8.  I  have  to  remark,  that  the  directions  given  me  by  the  Com- 
missioners did  not  terminate  at  the  point  of  division  of  Lots  7  and  8,  but  to  the  Southward  of  that. 

11.     How  far  do  you  think  to  the  Southward  ? 

A.  Not  having  my  notes,  I  cannot  say  exactly;  but  should  think  a  pretty  considerable  distance. 

1 5.  Did  you  ever  run  any  Lines  of  Lot  6  ? 

A.    I  have  been  employed  to  run  parts  of  the  side  lines,  but  not  any  distance. 

16.  Then  if  Lot  6  be  moved  to  the  Southward  of  what  you  had  reason  to  suppose  when  you  pro- 
longed between  it  and  Lot  9,  the  line  which  you  had  continued  between  Lots  7  and  8,  what  effect 
would  that  produce  on  the  parallel  of  Lot  5  ? 

The  answer  to  this  was  of  such  length,  and  had  so  much  reference  to  the  different  lines  of  different 
Lots,  that  it  seemed  difficult  to  make  it  intelligible  in  writing;  but  the  undoubted  impression  on  the 
minds  of  the  Committeemen  was,  that  the  Lots  parallel  to  Lot  6,  says  Lots  5,  4,  3  and  2,  would  thereby 
be  affected. 

J  7.  What  is  the  length  from  that  point  where  the  Southern  Boundary  Line  of  Lot  6,  as  set  by  the 
Commissioners,  strikes  the  Line  bounding  Lot  8  in  the  rear,  continued  from  the  point  of  striking  along 
tJie  rear  of  Lot  7,  North  to  the  Shore  ? 

A,     Not  having  my  notes,  I  cannot  exactly  tell;  but  I  believe  it  exceeds  seven  miles. 

18.  Can  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee,  furnish  from  your  field  book  the  length  of  line 
required  in  the  last  question  ? 

A,  Yes.  By  chaining  from  the  corner  of  Lot  7,  to  the  point  where  the  Commissioners  struck  the 
rear  of  Lot  8.  I  know  I  have  in  my  field  book  the  chaining  of  the  rear  of  Lot  7.*^  In  order  to  explain 
myself  more  fully,  I  have  to  state  that  the  continuation  of  the  North  shore  of  the  Line  dividing  Lots  7 
and  8,  would  not  fetch  me  to  Foxley  Cove;  but  to  the  North  of  it,  and  that  the  starting  point  assigned 
by  the  Commissioners  was  in  Foxley  Cove. 

19.  Then  Lot  6,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners,  is  to  the  Southward  of  Lot  6,  as  laid  down 
ill  the  plan  before  witness  ? 

A.  Of  course,  and  the  parallel  Lot  5,  must  follow  to  the  Southward.  Where  I  drawing  a  Plan  of 
WiQ  Island,  if  I  moved  Lot  6  to  the  Southward  of  where  it  appears  to  be,  the  other  Lot  should  follow  of 
course.

Mr.  W.  CuUen,  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Assembly; 
Sir, 

As  directed  by  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly — A.  Rae,  Esq.  Chairman — ^I  send  you  the  fol- 
lowing Report  of  my  Account  as  Surveyor: — ^From  the  South  Boundary  Line  of  Lot  6,  as  established 
by  the  Commissioners,  North,  to  the  Line  dividing  Lots  7  and  8,  is  a  distance  of  two  miles  and  twelve 
chains;  and  from  said  Line  dividing  Lots  7  and  8,  as  established  by  the  Commissioners,  North  to  the 
Sea-shore,  is  a  line  run  by  me  for  the  East  Boundary  Line  of  Lot  7,  is  a  distance  of  Six  nriiles  fifty-seven 
chains. 

From  the  Line  dividing  Lots  9  and  10,  as  established  by  the  Commissioners,  West  to  a  line  run  by  nse^ 
supposed  to  be  the  Line  dividing  Lots  8  and  9,  is  a  distance  of  about  four  miles  and  seventy  chains.

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Jamu  Stewart,  Land  Surveyor,  called  in  and  examined. 

Examined  in  1840. 

Q.    HaTe  yoa  been  at  Lennox  or  Indian  Island  ? 

A.    No,  never  was  on  shore. 

Q.    When  you  were  sworn  in,  what  instructions  were  given  you  ? 

A.    The  Oath  of  office  was,  that  I  was  to  do  my  duty  according  to  Law,  without  favour,  fear  or 

afiection. 

Q.    As  to  returning  plans,  what  instructions  were  given  you  ? 

A.  The  instructions  as  to  returning  Plans,  were  given  verbally — ^I  was  sworn  by  Mr.  Haviland — ^the 
verbal  instructions  were  by  the  Surveyor  General — as  to  any  Survey,  or  any  amount  of  Survey  that  ex- 
ceeded Five  hundred  acres  of  Land,  that  a  copy  of  the  same  should  be  lodged  in  the  Surveyor  General's 
Office — I  was  instructed  thus  by  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Wright.  This  was  to  be  done  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  the  Proprietor  of  the  land;  and  as  they  seldom  sanctioned  any  portion  of  a  Township  by 
agreeing  to  pay  for  it,  therefore  I  in  such  cases  did  not  do  it. 

Q.  In  point  of  fact,  have  you  had  occasion  to  examine  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor  General,  the 
Retams  of  Surveys  made  by  other  Deputy  Surveyors;  and  in  regard  to  sections  of  Townships  surveyed 
by  them,  have  they  generally  returned  same,  or  copies  of  the  same,  to  the  Office  of  the  Surveyor 
Geoeral? 

A,    I  cannot  answer  that  question,  not  having  sufficient  acquaintance  with  the  office. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  seen  aey  Return,  by  any  other  Deputy  Land  Surveyor,  of  a  Survey  of  from  500 
to  5000  acres  in  that  office  ? 

A,    Tes,  I  have  seen  Returns  of  half  and  quarter  Townships. 

Q.    Of  any  quantity  under  2000  acres  ? 

A.    No,  I  don't  know  that  I  did,  unless  returned  by  myself,  so  far  as  I  remember. 

Q.  When  you  went  to  Survey  a  Township,  where  did  you  take  the  information  necessary  for  that 
purpose? 

A.    Commenced  from  the  stakes,  as  pointed  out  by  the  old  residenters. 

Q.    From  what  did  you  take  the  measures  of  the  Townships  and  the  Boundaries  ? 

A.    I  measured  from  stake  to  stake,  and  it  did  not  matter  to  me  whether  that  line  ran  two  miles  or 

'  a 

four  miles;  I  did  not  look  to  the  measurements  as  stated  in  any  description,  but  I  went  to  the  old  Boun- 
dary marks,  pointed  out  by  the  inhabitants,  and  measured  from  stake  to  stake,  and  it  mattered  not  to 
me  what  the  line  was  in  actual  measure. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  measures  of  such  Townships,  from  the  old  plan  of  th^  Island,  in  the  Surveyor 
Genend's  Office  ? 

A.  There  is  a  Book  in  the  Office  which  shews  the  dimensions  of  each  Township,  North  and  South, 
East  and  West,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Q.  Did  you  make  that  Book  an  authority,  so  as  to  give  the  Township  you  were  about  to  Survey  a 
certain  length  and  breadth  ? 

ii.    I  did,  so  far  as  it  regards  to  the  depth  of  the  Lot  from  the  Shore  to  the  rear. 

Q.  Is  it  customary  in  Surveying  a  Township  to  include  Rivers  and  Lakes,  that  is,  are  such  Rivers 
and  Lakes  considered  to  make  up  part  of  the  20,000  acres  ? 

A.    Yes. 
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Q.  When  the  new  County  Lines  were  ran  out,  haTe  the  Commiflsioners  taken  the  old  County  Lines, 
or  the  new  County  Lines,  as  the  Boundary  Lines  of  Townships  East  and  West,  North  and  South  ? 

A.  By  Law  the  County  Line  must  be  the  Boundary  of  the  Township,  as  a  Township.  A  Township 
cannot  be  part  in  one  County,  and  part  in  another. 

Q.  If  you  were  to  Survey  a  piece  of  land  of  exact  rectilinear  boundaries,  would  you  think  that  tiie 
terms  ''  little  more  or  less"  were  necessary  to  make  a  complete  desoriplion  or  des^^lure  of  tiie  quan- 
tity? 

A.  By  no  means.  It  would  only  be  necessary  if  one  or  more  of  the  Boundaries  were  irregular,  as 
the  Sea  shore,  or  a  River  or  a  Lake.

ExaminatioQ  of  the  Hon.  George  Wbight,    and  William  Cuhdall,  Ei^.   touchio^  the 

Boundary  Act. 

The  Hon,  George  Wright^  examined. 

Q.  Have  yoii  re^d  the  Bill,  intituled  '^  An  Act  to  suspend  for  a  Ihnited  period  an  Act  passed  in  the 
Fourth  year  of  His  late  Majesty's  Reign,  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  Boundairy  Lines  of  Coun- 
ties and  Townships,  and  parts  of  Townships,  and  for  other  purposes  ?'' 

A.    I  have. 

Q.  Are  you  aware  that  such  Bill  is  intended  to  suspend  the  Acts  in  force  in  this  Colony,  whereby 
Boundary  Lines  of  Townships  are  determined  ? 

A.    I  am. 

Q.  Are  you  of  opinion  that  any  necessity  exists  for  suspending  the  said  Acts,  and  if  so,  what  are 
your  reasons  for  forming  such  opinion  ? 

A.  Here  is  no  necessity  for  suspending  the  Act,  as  the  Bill  as  worked  well  generally  throughout 
the  Island,  as  regards  the  establisfaing  of  Township  Boundaries,  with  the  exception  of  the  Northern  part 
of  Prince  County,  where  there  is  a  considerable  deficiency  of  land,  from  the  quantity  which  appears  laid 
down  in  the  original  plan.  (Plan  produced  to  show  the  deficiency  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  Northern 
part  of  Prince  County.) 

Q.    Will  you  point  out  on  the  plan  produced  where  the  particular  deficiency  exists  ? 

A.    The  deficiency  principally  exists  on  the  Western  Shore  of  Townships  Numbers  Two  and  Three. 

Q.    What  is  the  cause  of  such  deficiency  ? 

A.  The  cause  is  from  the  fact  of  a  Shore  being  laid  down  to  the  extent  of  two  and  a  half  miles, 
which  is  not  in  existence,  and  which  there  is  no  account  of  in  the  original  Field  Book,  nor  in  my  pos- 
session, from  which  the  original  plan  was  protracted. 

Q.    Are  there  any  other  causes  for  such  deficiency  than  those  you  have  stated  ? 

A,  I  have  reason  to  belieye  that  there  are  other  parts  of  the  original  Plan  of  that  part  of  the  Island 
which  are  incorrect,  in  consequence  of  the  discrepancy  before  mentioned. 

Q.  Might  not  such  deficiency  arise  from  they  conveyance  of  the  Meridians  varying,  and  from  the 
difference  of  the  variations,  by  the  magnetic  needle,  between  Charlottetown  and  Lot  3  ? 

A,  Not  at  all.  The  difference  of  variation  having  been  fully  allowed  from  the  time  the  originai  Sur- 
vey was  taken,  up  to  the  present  time. 

Q.    Is  the  original  Field  Book  of  Lot  3  still  in  existence — if  so,  how  does  it  agree  vrith  the  old  Map  ? 

A.  The  original  Field  Book  is  now  in  my  possession.  I  obtained  it  amongst  my  Father's  papers, 
(the  former  Surveyor  General  of  this  Island,  who  made  the  original  Survey  ot  that  part  of  the  Island), 
and  there  are  two  and  a  half  miles  of  coast  <m  the  Western  side  of  Prince  County,  embracing  parts  of 
Lote  2  and  8,  laid*down  in  the  original  Fkn,  which  does  notappofur  in  the  Fidd  Book. 

Q.  Does  this  fiict  just  stated  by  you,  convince  yo«  that  the  Surfey,  as  noticed  ia  the  Fiold  Bodsi,  is 
eorrect,  and  that  the  deficiency  arises  between  the  Field  Book  and  the  Fhin^  fr<Mn  an  error  in  prptracting 
the  original  Plan? 

A.  A  Survey  of  the  Shore,  from  the  line  between  Lots  5  and  7,  to  Lot  I,  under  the  direction  of  the 
tommisrioners,  by  the  authority  of  the  Boundary  Act,  was  n;iade  iq  the  winter  of  1840,  whidi  Survey 
corresponded  with  the  Field  Book  alluded  to. 
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Q.  Have  the  Boundaries  of  Lots  2  and  3,  and  3  and  4,  East  side  of  the  Island,  been  established  by 
you  ? 

A.     Yes,  they  have. 

Q.  Could  the  deficiency  in  Townships  Numbers  2  and  3,  be  made  up,  without  materially  altering 
the  boundaries  of  the  adjoining  Townships  ? 

A.  They  could  not.  The  plan  produced  shews  the  increased  confusion  that  would  take  place  in  any 
attempt  to  make  up  the  deficiency  from  other  Townships. 

Q.     Would  the  suspension  of  the  Boundary  Acts,  in  your  opinion,  work  injury  to  any  cla^  of  persons? 
A.     It  would  prevent  the  legal  establishment  of  any  lines  of  Townships,  not  yet  ascertained. 

Q.  Would  you  recommend  that  any  alteration  be  now  made  in  the  Boundary  Act,  with  regard  to 
the  said  Townships  ? 

A.     No. 

WiUiam  Cundall,  Esq.  examined. 

Q.  Have  you  read  the  Bill,  intituled  '^  An  Act  to  suspend  for  a  limited  period,  an  Act  passed  in  the 
Fourth  year  of  His  late  Majesty's  Reign,  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  Boundary  Lines  of  Coun- 
ties and  Townships,  and  parts  of  Townships,  and  for  other  purposes?'* 

A.    I  have. 

Q.  Are  you  aware  that  such  Bill  is  intended  to  suspend  the  Acts  in  force  in  this  Colony,  wliercby 
Boundary  Lines  of  Townships  are  determined  ?  « 

A.    I  am. 

Q.  Are  you  of  opinion  that  any  necessity  exists  for  suspending  the  said  Acts,  and  if  so,  what  are 
your  reasons  for  forming  such  opinion  ? 

A.     I  concur  with  the  Surveyor  General  in  his  answer  to  this  query,  as  fjeu"  as  the  working  of  the  Act 

goes.     I  think  at  present  their  exists  a  necessity  for  suspending  the  Act,  so  far  as  regards  the  North 
Western  part  of  Prince  County,  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency  referred  to  by  the  Surveyor  General. 

Q.     How  would  the  suspension  remedy  that  deficiency  ? 

A.    The  suspension  of  the  Act  would  not  remedy  the  deficiency — an  amendment  might. 

Q.     In  what  way  would  you  propose  to  amend  it? 

A.  I  think  if  power  were  given  to  the  Commissioners  to  dispense  with  the  Seventh  Section  of  the 
Boundary  Act,  in  cases  analagous  t^the  present — ^that  is,  where  there  is  a  discrepancy  to  a  considerable 
extent  between  the  actual  Survey,  and  the  original  plan,  it  might  have  the  desired  effect. 

Q.     Are  you  aware  that  the  lines  of  Lots  3  and  4,  and  Lots  5  and  7,  have  been  established  ? 

A.  I  am  aware  that  the  line  between  Lots  3  and  4,  on  the  East  side,  and  the  line  between  Lots  5 
and  7,  on  the  West  side,  have  been  established  under  the  Boundary  Act. 

Q.  Would  not  your  proposed  amendment  alter  the  present  Boundaries  of  Townships  ? 

A.  I  do  nolthink  it  would.    It  would  alter  the  Western  Boundary  of  Lot  5  in  this  case. 

Q.  Will  you  point  out  on  the  Plan  produced  where  the  particular  deficiency  exists  ? 

A.  I  can.    Part  of  Townships  Numbers  2  and  3,  apparently. 

Q.  What  is  the  cause  of  such  deficiency  ? 

A.  The  insertion  of  the  representation  of  a  certain  Coast  which  dofcs  not  exist  on  the  original  plan, 

Q.  Are  there  any  other  causes  for  such  deficiency,  than  those  you  have  stated  ? 

A*  Not  that  I  am  aware  of.

1  have  received  and  laid  before  the  Queen,  the  Address  enclosed  in  your  Despatch  No.  14,  of  the 
5th  of  May,  1840,  from  the  Legislative  Council  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  compbining  of  the  system 
ptirsued  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  appropriating  the  supplies  granted  to  the  Crown. 

Having  laid  this  Address  before  the  Queen,  I  have  received  Her  Majesty's  commands  to  instruct  you 
to  return  the  following  answer  to  the  Legislative  Council: — 

The  practice  of  sending  up  the  Appropriations  for  the  current  year  in  the  same  Bill,  having  prevailed 
in  Prince  Edward  Island  for  upwards  of  Fifteen  Years,  without,  as  it  is  asserted  in  the  Protest  of  the 
three  Members  of  the  Council,  which  you  have  transmitted,  having  produced  any  very  evil  consequences 
to  the  Public  Service,  the  Queen  does  not  perceive  what  is  the  immediate  motive  for  the  present  com- 
pbiot.  It  is  of  such  importance  to  the  Colony,  to  avoid  disunion  between  the  branches  of  the  L^isla- 
tufe,  that  Her  Majesty  would  regard  with  great  ck>ncem,  the  addition  of  any  fresh  element  of  agitation. 
Should,  however,  the  Council  still  persist  after  this  answer,  in  their  wish  for  an  alteration  in  the  mode  of 
considering  the  appropriation  Bills,  Her  Majesty  would  not  oppose  their  desire  on  the  subject;  and  in 
that  case  you  will  consider  yourself  authorized  to  recoounend  to  the  Assembly,  the  adoption  of  the  prac- 
^{MiTsoed  in  New  Brunswick,  as  most  suitable  to  their  situation,  although  not  conformable  to  the 
principles  in  force  in  this  country.

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

It  is  my  peculiar  province  and  happiness  to  open  this  Session,  by  congratulating  you  upon  the  birth 
of  a  Prince,  Heir  apparent  to  the  Throne  of  the  British  Empire ;  and  also  upon  the  perfect  restoration 
of  Her  Majesty  to  health ;  these  are  blessings  which  will  call  forth  the  expression  of  your  profound 
thankfulness  to  the  Almightly,  and  of  your  warmest  loyalty  towards  our  gracious  and  excellent  Sovereign. 

Amongst  the  subjects  of  public  interest  which  will  claim  your  consideration,  I  have  especially  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  Education  Bill,  which  expires  this  Session ;  it  is  as  unnecessary  for  me  to 
descant  upon  the  important  influence  which  instruction  has  upon  society,  as  it  is  for  me  to  point  out  how 
truly  it  becomes  the  duty  of  those  who  possess  education  to  assist  in  its  extension ;  deception,  bigotry, 
and  crime  diminish  under  its  increase.  I  also  recommend  to  your  examination  the  system  by  which  the 
Central  Academy  is  governed,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  whether  by  alteration  in  that  Institution,  it 
might  not  gain  a  higher  position  in  the  public  estimation. 

The  replies  which  have  been  received  from  Her  Majesty,  to  your  several  Addresses  of  the  last 
Session,  will  be  laid  before  you  ;  I  shall  also  take  occasion  to  submit  other  matters,  as  the  may  arise,  by 
Message. 

Mr.  Speaker y  and  Gentlemen  oftlu  House  of  Assembly ; 

The  Public  Accounts,  and  Estimates  for  the  current  year,  will  be  placed  before  you,  and  I  rely  upon 
your  voting  the  necessary  supplies. 

I  must  direct  your  attention  to  the  danger  to  which  the  Records,  and  other  documents  relating  to 
this  Colony  are  exposed  for  want  of  proper  buildings,  wherein  they  can  be  lodged  in  safety,  to  construct 
which,  it  appears,  an  additional  grant  is  necessary ;  this  subject  merits  your  earliest  consideration. 

The  prosperity  of  this  Colony  being  mainly  dependent  upon  Agriculture,  I  would  place  that  pursuit 
before  your  notice.  I  therefore  recommend  the  consideration  of  measures  tending  to  draw  the  chief 
efforts  of  the  inhabitants  towards  the  reclamation  of  the  forest  lands,  and  although  I  doubt  the  soundness 
of  that  policy  which  encourages  one  line  of  industry  at  the  expense,  of  others,  yet  I  would  suggest  the 
advantage  of  offering  encouragement  to  the  importation  by  private  individuals  of  improved  breeds  of 
farming  stock,  and  seeds  employed  in  husbandry,  by  admitting  them  free  of  duty. 

I  have  to  place  again  before  you  the  subject  of  the  proposed  Asylum  for  ^^  Insane  persons  and 
other  objects  of  charity."  I  trust  this  measure  so  long  contemplated  will  be  now  completed,  for  I  will 
not  believe  it  possible  that  you  will  continue  to  withhold  so  necessary  a  shelter  from  this  afllicted  class 
of  our  fellow  creatures,  towards  which  our  Gracious  Sovereign  has  so  readily  and  largely  contributed, 
upon  the  ground  only  that  the  "  Curatorial  powers"  claimed  by  you  over  the  projected  institution  have 
not  been  acceded  to ;  more  especially  when  this  claim  is  declared  by  Her  Majesty's  goyernment,  to  be 
an  '^  encroachment"  upon  the  rules  which  should  separate  from  each  other,  the  functions  of  the 
Executive  government,  and  those  of  the  Legislative  bodies,  and  to  which,  you  have  already  been 
informed  Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  be  parties. 

Although  in  the  last  Session  you  considered  the  distressed  condition  of  these  sufferers,  and  g^ranted 
a  sum  of  money  towards  their  support,  yet  as  you  have  no  guarantee  whatever  for  the  proper  application 
of  this  money,  they  have  been  doubtfully  provided  for. 
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By  the  Census  just  completed,  I  am  informed  that  there  are  on  this  Island  seventy-eight  Insano 
nirty  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  twenty-nine  Blind  persons  :  a  statement  that  I  feel  confident,  will  accelerate 
ihe  consideration  of  this  question. 

Mr.  President  y  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council; 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

As  my  chief  desire  is  the  prosperity  of  this  Island,  so  I  gladly  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  of 
earnestly  assuring  you  that  I  shall  at  all  times  be  ready  to  concur  with  you  in  all  measures  appearing 
practically  conducive  to  that  end. 

The  House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  retire  soon 

after. 

Prayers  were  then  read.

Governor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day.

TO  THE  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY. 

May  it  please  your  Majesty  ; 

We  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Island 
Prince  Edward,  in  Colonial  Parliament  assembled,  beg  to  approach  your  Throne  with  the  humble  request, 
that  you  will  cause  to  be  taken  into  consideration  the  situation  of  this  Island,  in  relation  to  its  Agriculture. 

Dependent,  in  common  with  our  fellow  subjects  in  this  Colony,  exclusively  on  the  cultivation  of  the 
soil  for  our  maintenance,  without  a  sufficient  market  for  our  surplus  produce,  we  can  never  hope  to 
attain  any  thing  like  prosperity;  and  we  feel  that  whilst  we  import  British  manufactures  to  a  large  amount, 
tiiat  if  the  Ports  of  Great  Britain  were  open  to  the  importation  of  our  Corn,  unrestricted  by  any  Duties, 
that  our  condition  would  be  so  much  ameliorated,  that  the  unemployed  population  of  the  Mother  Country 
^ould  find  their  way  to  this  and  the  neighboiuing  Colonies,  in  numbers  affording  relief  to  the  Agricul^- 
taral  and  other  districts  of  Great  Britain,  of  a  value  quite  commensurate  with  any  loss  that,  by  possibility, 
might  be  sustained  by  the  competition  in  the  home  market  of  Corn,  the  produce  of  these  Colonies;  and 
thus  a  reciprocal  advantage  might  be  derived  to  both  Great  Britain  and  this  Colony. 

Relying  on  your  Majesty's  known  solicitude  for  all  parts  of  your  Empire,  we  beg  to  lay  this  our  prayer 
at  the  foot  of  your  august  Throne,  on  the  granting  of  which  our  prosperity  so  much  depends — and  we 
shall,  as  in  duty  bound,  ever  pray.

The  House  of  Assembly  disagree  to  the  amendment  made  by  the  Legislative  Council 
to  the  Bill  intituled  "  An  Act  further  to  explain  and  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the  Third 
Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  *  An  Act  to 
consolidate,  amend,  and  reduce  into  one  Act,  the  several  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
relating  to  Trespasses,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,'  "  for  the  following 
reasons: — 

Because  they  consider  it  highly  expedient  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  redress 
of  petty  Trespasses,  by  a  more  expeditious  and  less  expensive  process  than  is  now  afforded 
in  the  Supreme  Courts  of  Law,  from  the  limited  construction  which  those  Courts  have 
hitherto  put  upon  the  13th  Section  of  the  Trespass  Act,  of  the  3d  Will.  4,  cap.  27.  And 
in  order  to  remove  all  doubt  in  future  as  to  the  nature  of  the  injuries  which  that  section 
purports  to  remedy,  as  well  as  to  render  it  as  remedial  as  possible  in  its  operations,  they 
hold  it  necessary  that  the  objects  of  the  amendments  should  expressly  appear  on  the  face  of 
the  Bill;  and  its  preamble,  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  they  still  consider  as 
best  adapted  for  this  purpose;  the  preamble  offered  by  the  Legislative  Council  not  pointing 
out  the  particular  construction  of  the  section  on  which  the  doubts  subsist,  unless  the  bare 
infereDce  which  arises  from  the  statement  of  its  seeming  ''  an  incongruity  at  Law  to  punish 
criminally  a  Civil  offence,"  which  inference,  unchecked  by  any  other  part  of  the  Council's 
amendments,  appears  equally  as  much,  if  not  more  likely,  to  create  a  supposition  that  the 
ofifences  mentioned  in  the  said  13th  Section  are  considered  at  present  all  civil  offences,  or 
injuries  in  their  nature,  and  the  punishment  awarded  for  them  in  all  respects  calculated  for 
offences  criminal  in  their  nature. 

Because,  by  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Council,  no  remedy  is  given  for  an  injury  to 
personal  property. 

Because,  by  such  amendment  also  the  party  grieved  by  a  civil  injury  would  be  deprived 
of  the  power  of  arresting  the  offender  in  the  very  act  of  trespass,  and  of  taking  him  at  once 
before  a  Justice,  as  he  is  now,  and  would  still  be,  by  the  amendment  of  the  House  of 
Assembly^  permitted  to  do  by  the  salutary  provision  of  the  15th  Section  of  the  principal 
Act. 
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The  House  of  Assembly  further  consider  that  two  sections  of  the  Law,  so  similar  both 
in  their  language  and  in  the  mode  of  proceeding  under  them,  but  requiring  such  a  cautious 
line  of  distinction  in  adjudicating  on  the  different  offences  within  their  respective  meaning, 
would  be  too  likely  to  lead  to  confusion  in  the  mind  of  the  Magistrate;  and  a  conviction 
under  the  one  for  offences,  rendered  by  the  Council's  amendments  exclusively  within  the 
meaning  of  the  other,  would  be  too  frequently  the  result,  particularly  as  the  Magistrate, 
before  he  issued  a  Summons,  would  have  no  other  guide  than  the  exparte  statement  of  the 
complainant  to  enable  him  to  decide  whether  be  ought  to  proceed  as  against  a  civil  or  a 
criminal  offender.

We  your  Majesty's  loyal  and  dutiful  subjects  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  your  Majesty's 
Island  Prince  Edward,  in  Colonial  Parliament  convened,  having  had  under  our  consideration  a  Despatch 
of  LordGlenelg,  your  Majesty's  late  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  dated  Downing  Street,  3d 
Deoember,  1838,  stating  tliat  your  Majesty  will  be  prepared  to  take  into  your  favourable  consideration, 
any  Joint  Address  which  may  be  presented  to  Your  Majesty,  by  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  speci- 
fying the  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  Moneys  arising  from  the  Sale  of  the  School  Lands,  under 
the  Provincial  Act  of  5th  Will.

We  b^  further  to  state  to  Your  Majesty,  that  there  are  at  present  121  District  Schools,  besides  two 
Educational  establishments,  in  this  Island,  receiving  an  annual  bounty  from  the  public  funds  of  the 
Colony,  in  which  Schools,  provision  is  made  by  Law  for  the  gratuitous  instruction  of  upwards  of  484 
children;  and  that  the  grants  of  public  money  from  the  Treasury  of  this  Island,  in  aid  of  such  Schools 
and  establishments,  for  the  past  yesLr.*^ mount  to  a  sum  equal  to  full  one  tenth  part  of  the  intire  Revenue 
of  this  Island,  which  we^  trust  youjt*  ?^ty  will  receive  as  a  pledge  of  our  earnest  desire  to  extend  the 
blessings  of  Education  amongst  af^^'^  ^  of  the  community,  and  as  the  best  guarantee  that  we  can  offer 
for  the  proper  application  of  the  sc&w  .J^ool  monies. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Majesty  to  direct  that  the  said  Monies  may  be  invested  in  the  Public

TO  THE  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY. 

May  it  please  Your  Majesty; 

We  Your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  in  General  Assembly  convened,  beg  to  lay  at  the  Foot  of  the  Throne,  our  humble  Peti- 
tion, that  you  will  cause,  by  Your  Royal  Authority,  the  Port  of  Cbarlottetown,  tn  this  Island,  to  be  de- 
clared a  Free  Warehousing  Port. 

We  believe  that  there  are  few  or  no  Colonies  under  Your  Majesty's  Dominions,  to  whom  the  enjoy- 
ment of  this  privilege  has  not  J>een  long  ago  extended;  and  in  the  case  of  Charlottetown,  which  is  the 
Capital  of  the  Island  Prince  Edward,  we  feel  assured,  that  the  want  of  this  privilege  obliges  your  Majes- 
ty's subjects  of  this  Island,  instead  of  trading  direct  with  those  Countries,  with  whom  it  would  be  pro- 
fitable to  exchange  commodities,  to  apply  to  Halifax,  and  other  places  having  Bonding  Warehouses,  for 
the  supply  of  their  necessities,  the  effect  of  which,  on  your  Majest3r's  said  subjects,  is,  that  in  addition  to 
the  price  of  the  article  as  imported  direct,  they  have  to  pay  the  profit  of  the  Merchant  w)^o  conducts  the 
transit  or  efitrepot  trade ;  whereas,  the  granting  by  your  Majesty  of  our  humble  Petition,  would  induce 
u  direct  trade  to  very  great  advantage,  inasmuch  as  it  would  not  only  lessen  the  prices  ojf  imported  arti- 
(:les  to  the  consumer,  but  would  open  a  new  market  for  our  Agricultural  Produce,  of  which  we  stand  in 
j^Tcat  need. 

On  motion,  the  said  Address  was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

On  motion,  the  following  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  vras 
agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed.

May  rr  please  your  Excellency, 

The  Legislative  Council  having  agreed  to  an  Address  to  the  Queen,  to  confer  upon  Charlottetown  the 
privilege  of  a  Free  Warehousing  Port,  request  that  your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  forward  the  same, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  at  the  Foot  of  the  Throne;  and  also,  that  Your  Excelleney  wiK  be  pleased 
to  recommend  its  prayer  to  the  favourable  considenition  of  Her  Majesty. 

Orderedy  That  Mr.  Roll  and  Mr.  SunU^ey  be  a  Gammittee  to  wait  upon  His 
Excellency  with  the  said  Address. 
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Mr.  Youngs  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  Reasons  to  be  offered  to  the 
House  of  Assembly,  at  a  Conference,  for  insisting  on  the  Amendments  made  by  this  House 
to  the  Bill  intituled  ^'  An  Act  further  to  amend  the  several  Acts  therein  mentioned,  rela- 
ting to  the  appointment  of  Sheriffs,and  to  regulate  the  Fees  to  be  taken  by  them  in  certain 
cases,"  presented  to  the  House  the  Report  of  said  Committee,  which^  on  motion,  was 
agreed  to,  and  the  same  was  read,  and  is  as  follows: — 

Because  the  evil  which  the  Act  of  26th  Geo.  3d,  cap.  15,  was  passed  to  remedy,  cannot 
by  any  possibility  grow  up  to  any  extent  under  the  present  practice  in  this  Colony,  of  con- 
tinuing the  same  person  from  year  to  year  as  Sheriff,  the  oflSce  of  Provost  Marshal  was  a 
Patent  oflSce,  held  under  the  Crown;  and  if  an  OflScer  became  "  extortion&te  or  oppres- 
sive" io  bis  office,  great  difficulty  might  arise  in  procuring  the  removal  of  such  an  officer; 
whereas  under  the  present  system,  the  appointment  of  Sheriffs  being  virtually  an  annual 
appointment,  in  the  event  of  any  Sheriff  becoming  *'  extortionate  or  oppressive,'^  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  Executive  to  refrain  from  re-appointing  him,  or  even  to  supersede  him  at  any 
lime  during  the  year  of  his  Shrievalty- 

Because,  until  the  local  circumstances  of  this  Colony  shall  more  nearly  assimilate  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  Mother  country,  the  rules  prohibiting  the  appointment  of  the 
Sheriffs  for  consecutive  years  in  force  there,  cannot  be  carried  out  beneficially  for  the  pub- 
lic interests  in  this  Colony ;  and  the  adoption  of  the  practice  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies 
of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  in  continuing  the  same  Sheriff  in  office  during  good 
behaviour  for  several  years,  seems  well  adapted  to  procure  and  retain  the  services  of  per- 
sons as  Sheriffs,  qualified  from  character,  education,  and  practical  experience  to  fulfil  the 
duties  of  theu'  office. 

Because  the  Legislative  Council  cannot  conceive  that  the  practice  of  continuing  the 
same  person  as  Sheriff  from  year  to  year,  has  a  direct,  or  any  tendency  to  expose  the  Colony 
to  the  same  evils,  as  stated  likely  to  flow  from  the  office  of  Provost  Marshal,  for  the  reasons 
hereinbefore  first  mentioned ;  neither  can  the  CtMucil  conceive  how  such  practice  can  be 
used  in  a  great,  or  in  any  measiire,  to  defeat  the  freedom  of  Elections,  any  more  than  if  the 
Sheriff  was  annually  changed,  as  it  appears  to  the  Council  that  the  Laws  regulating  Elec- 
tions, in  force  in  this  Colony,  are  sufiTiciently  stringent  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of 
any  such  undue  or  improper  interference  by  any  Sheriff  at  any  Election;  but  if  the  Assem- 
bly should  be  of  opinion  that  the  Election  Laws  require  amendment  or  alteration,  with  a 
new  to  this  particular  point,  the  Council  will  be  willing  to  give  due  weight  to  any  mea- 
sure that  may  emanate  from  the  Assembly,  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  any  such  occur- 
rence.

Whereas  in  a  Petition  from  the  House  of  Assembly  qf  this  Island^  adopted  in  this  present  S<&mon, 
^  which  is  to  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  off  Great  Britain,  it  is  stated  that  this  House  en- 
:•  rtaios  different  views  as  to  the  intept  and  meaniiig  of/certain  resv^ryatioof  io  the  oxiginal  .giant  of  Lfind 
^*  ihe  Grantees  of  the  Crown,  which  reservations  concern  Fishery  .Reserves;  ai^d  likewise  diffiprent^vie^ws 
^^  to  the  iotent  and  meaning  of  certain  Despatches  received  from  the  Queen's  Ministers/  on  the  s^ibject 
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of  Fishery  Reserves;  and  in  the  said  Petition  the  Legislative  Council  are  further  represented  as  having  been 
unable  to  agree  with  the  House  of  Assembly  in  some  principal  sections  of  the  Bill  respecting  Fishery 
Reserves,  which  passed  the  House  of  Assembly,  ''  though  repeated  Conferences  and  communications 
have  been  held  between  the  two  bodies  during  the  three  previous  Sessions." 

Resolved^  That  after  a  search  of  the  Journals  of  both  Houses  for  the  years  1839,  1840,  and  1841, 
it  appears  to  this  House  that  no  Conference  has  been  at  pnj  time  held  or  asked  for,  between  the  two 
Houses,  on  the  subject  of  the  Fishery  Reserves.

May  it  please  your  Excellency; 

The  House  of  Assembly  have  voted  the  supplies  necessary  for  the  public  Service,  and 
for  the  erection  of  a  Province  Building,  and  have  made  provis^n  for  the  maintenance  of 
an  Asylum  for  Insane  persons,  and  other  objects  of  Charity,  and  have  also  granted  a  sum 
to  enable  this  Colony  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  Steam  Navigation.  Those  neces- 
sary grants  will,  no  doubt,  trench  upon  the  disposable  resources  of  the  Colony,  and  the 
House  of  Assembly,  to  uphold  public  credit,  granted  a  duty  of  Eight  Pence  per  galloiv 
upon  Spirits  Distilled  in  this  Island;  but  I  regret  to  inform  your  Excellency,  this  was  in- 
tercepted by  the  Council.     I  beg  to  present  to  your  Excellency  the  following  Bills: —

dents by  Fire,  and  the  Improvement  of  Property  in  Georgetown. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Letting  of  Stalls  in  Charlottetown  Market  Hbuse,   and   for 
other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Issue  of  a  Copper  Coinage  in  this  Colony,  and  to  prohibit  the 
circulation  of  Base  Coppers. 

An  Act  to  amend  and  continue  for  a  limited  period  the  Act  intituled  **  An  Act  for  the 
regulation  of  the  Public  Wharf  of  Chartotte^own.'^ 

An  Act  to  create  a  Fund  for  tiefraying  the  Ejppense  of  ^^oviding  Medical  assistance  for 
Sick  Emigrants,  and  of  enabling  Indigent  persons  of  that  description  toproceed  to  the  place 
of  their  destination. 

An  Act  to  repeal  part  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  Third  year  of  Her^present 
Majesty's  Reign,  to  autWize  the  ejection  "of  a  Btiilding  liter  Chartettetown,   asiSiti  A«y- 
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urn  for  Insane  persons,  and  other  objects  of  Charity,  and  to  provide  for  the  future  mainte- 
nance of  the  same,  and  to  substitute  other  provisions  in  lieu  thereof. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  superintend  the  Erection  of 
a  Colonial  Building  in  CharJottetown,  and  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  therein  men- 
tioned. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  this  Island  to  pay  off  Treasury  Warrants  to  the 
amount  of  Four  Thousand  Pounds,  out  of  the  Land  Assessment  Moneys  now  in   the 

Treasury. 

An  Act  for  the  Increase  of  the  Revenue  of  this  Island. 

An  Act  for  appropriating  certain  Moni3ys  therein  mentioned,  for  the  Scrtice  of  the 
Year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two. 

To  each  of  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased,  in  Her  Majesty's  name,    to  signify  his 

assent. 

And  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to  both  Houses: 

Mr.  Presidency  and  HonorcAle  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 
Mr.  Speaker y  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

The  business  of  the  Session  having  teraiinated,  I  take  the  earliest  moment  to  relieve  you  from 
yoar  attendance  here  ;  and  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  best  acknowledgments 
for  the  great  consideration  which  you  have  given  to  my  several  suggestions,  offered  upon  my  first 
meeting  you. 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly, 

In  thanking  you  for  the  Supplies  which  you  have  voted  for  the  purposes  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment in  this  Colony,  I  must  especially  notice  the  liberality  vnth  which  you  have  also  voted  large  sums 
respectively  for  the  erection  of  Public  Offices,  a  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  towards  the  permanent  establish- 
meift  of  a  Steam  Boat,  for  the  use  of  this  Island.  This  display  of  your  feeling  will  contribute  to  the 
^^biljty  of  our  relations  generally,  because,  in  the  face  of  a  decreased  Revenue,  your  knowledge  of  the 
fesoarces  and  confidence  in  the  advancing  prosperity  of  the  Colony  justifies  your  expenditure. 

It  was  my  sincere  wish,  and  I  will  add,  expectation,  to  have  concluded  my  observations  upon  the 
proceedings  of  the  Session  with  expressions  of  thankfulness  and  approbation  only ;  but  by  the  Resolutions 
Passed  in  your  House  on  the  12th  inst.,  and  by  the  Addresses  founded  thereon,  I  am  imperatively  called 
Qpon  to  remark,  that  after  the  decided  manner  in  which  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  spoken  upon 
the  subject  involved  in  those  Resolutions,  it  is  impossible  to'  imagine  that  your  adoption  of  them  can  be 
otherwise  than  injurious  to  this  Colony.  I  feel  however  confident  that  the  Population  of  this  Island  will 
not  disregard  tlieir  true  interests,  for  the  visionary  propositions  and  disquietude  contained  in  the  question 
of  Escheat. 
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Mr.  PresiderUy  and  Honorable  Oenilemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houee  of  Assembly ; 

Previously  to  your  separation  I  would  express  my  regret  that  you  have  not  been  able  to  agree  to  any 
measure  tending  towards  the  better  management  of  the  Central  Academy,  an  Institution  which  ought  tu 
have,  in  conjunction  with  other  Scholastic  Establishments,  an  important  influence  upon  Society  throughout 
the  Colony. 

After  which,  the  President  of  the  Council  said — 

It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  that  this  Gene- 
ral Assembly  be  prorogued  until  Wednesday,  the  Sixth  day  of  July  next ;  and  this  Gene- 
ral Assembly  is  accordingly  prorogued  until  Wednesday  the  Sixth  day  of  July  next.

FiasT. — ^That  the  original  terms  of  settlement  were  impraetioaUe,  and  that  any  Escheat  at  the  present 
^h  on  the  ground  of  the  failure  to  fulfil  such  conditions,  would  be  unjust. 

SfcoTOLT. — ^That  Her  Miyesty's  •Government  consider  it  right  to  state  that  the  Crown  has  not  at  its 
N»»l,  any  funds  out  of  which  the  lands  could  be  purchased  by  the  Crown,  to  be  afterwards  sold  or 
l^ted  to  the  tenants. 

Thirdly. — That  the  terms  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  R.  Young,  or  terms  equivalent  to  those,  seem  to  have 
^  acceded  to  by  the  great  majority  of  Proprietors. 

FocBTHLY. — That  under  these  circumstances,  the  best  course  which  Her  Majesty  can  recommend  is^ 
w  the  Assembly  and  Council  shonld  turn  their  attention  to  the  improvement  of  the  resources,  and  the 
Nnageaient  of  the  growing  wealth  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  leave  to  the  gradual  operation  of 
k  fhesettfonieiit  of  a  queftkm  which  ofibrs  no  sound  footitig  for  diteot  Icgidaiion.

And  whereas  the  said  Acts  have  been  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's  Most 
Honorable  Privy  Council,  appointed  for  the  consideration  of  all  matters  relating  to  Trade  and  Foreign 
Plantations,  and  the  said  Committee  have  reported  as  their  opinion  to  Her  Majesty,  that  the  said  Acts 
should  be  left  to  their  operation:  Her  Majesty  was  thereupon  this  day  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  oi 
Her  Privy  Council,  to  approve  the  said  Report:  Whereof  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being  of  Her  Majesty's  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  and  all  other  persons  whom 
it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

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Report  of  the  Visitor  of  District  Schools^  for  the  Year  ending  February  Sth,  1842. 

To  THE  Members  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Gentlemen; 

The  lapse  of  another  year  imposes   upon  me  once   more  the  duty  of  laying  before  your  Board  my 
Annual  Report,  on  the  state  and  advancement  of  Education  in  the  Colony. 

That  there  is  no  matter  acknowledged  to  be  of  greatei  importance  to  the  human  family,  than  the 
Education  of  the  young,  is  evident  from  the  large  share  of  public  attention  which  the  subject  of  elemen- 
tary or  common  school  education  engages  at  the  present  moment  in  all  parts  of  the  civilized  world. 
No  subject  has  of  late  years  excited  a  deeper  interest  than  this,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  amid 
other  questions  of  vital  import  to  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  the  subject  of  education  is  not  forgotten 
or  neglected  among  ourselves,  but,  that  on  the  contrary,  much  of  the  public  attention  is  directed,  and  n 
considerable  share  of  the  public  funds  applied  to  this  all-important  purpose,  and  that  the  consideration 
of  the  Legislature  itself  is  now  bestowed  upon  its  encouragement  and  extension  as  a  primary  object  of 
paramount  public  importance.  To  aU,  and  more  especially  those  to  whom  the  Law  has  committed  the 
control  and  supervision  of  our  Educational  Institutions,  the  progress  which  moral  and  intellectual  educa- 
tion, despite  several  adverse  and  discouraging  influences,  continues  to  make  among  our  population,  can- 
not &il  of  affording  abundant  gratification.  That  imperfect  and  inadequate  views  upon  the  subject  of 
Education  should  prevail  among  a  population  brought  together  from  distant  and  unconnected  places,  and 
with  dissimilar  habits  and  modes  both  of  thought  and  action,  however  much  to  be  regretted,  can  be  no 
matter  of  surprise,  and  assuredly  no  ground  of  reproach.  But  that  such  erroneous  and  inadequate  views 
can  be  proven  to  be  steadily,  if  not  rapidly  giving  way,  before  the  advance  of  more  enlightened  opinions 
which  bid  fair  eventually  to  dissipate  the  prejudices  of  bye-gone  times,  that  brighter  prospects  should  be 
opening;  the  reflection  that  in  short  a  still  greater  diffusion  of  intelligence  may  be  anticipated  from  what 
has  alr^Bidy  been  achieved,  must  be  cheering  to  every  one  interested  in  the  least  degree  in  the  welfare  of 
his  country. 

It  is  almost  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that  the  happy  effects  of  this  more  general  difiusion  of  informa- 
tion, are  every  where  visible  in  the  industry,  and  the  enterprising  character  of  the  inhabitants,  in  the  en- 
largement and  improvement  of  their  agricultural  operations,  in  the  extension  of  their  commerce,  and  in 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  community.  Our  fellow  Colonists  appear  now  to  be  more  generally  sensible 
that  the  employment  of  their  industry,  the  reward  of  their  enterprise,  and  the  full  developement  of  the 
important  natural  advantages  with  which  a  bounteous  Providence  has  endowed  Prince  Edward  Island, 
must  ever  be  in  proportion  to  the  means  (iffbrdedfor  the  developement  of  their  intelligence. 

The  best  evidence  of  the  growing  desire  of  our  population  for  instruction,  and  their  appreciation  of  its 
value  will  be  found  in  the  increasing  facilities  and  means  of  education.    To  advert  to  our  District  Schools, 
which  are  one  of  the  first  great  means  of  imprijving  the  population,  we  shall  find  an   increase  in   their 
number  in  a  much  higher  ratio  than  the  increase  of  population.     According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Census 
taken  during  the  summer  of  last  year,  the  whole  population  of  the  Island  will  be  found  to  have  increased 
nearly  46  per  cent,  in  eight  years.     The  increase  in  th^  number  of  Schools  in  the  same  period  is  above 
63  per  cent.    In  1833  the  number  of  Schools  was  74:  at  the  present  moment  the  total  number  is  121. 
Bat  while  the  Schools  have  increased  in  this  ratio,  the  number  of  children  attending  them  has,  in  the  same 
period,  been  more  than  doubled.    In  illustration  of  the  preceding  remarks,  and  also  for  the  sake  of  con 
venient  refereace,  I  beg  to  subjoin  the  folbwing  table,  which  gives  a  view  also  of  the  proportion  of  chil- 
dren receiving  daily  School  instruction  to  the  whole  inhabitants. 
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Of  these  104  are  Licensed,  and  five  are  female  Schools. 


The  total  number  of  children  of  both  sexes  then,  receiving  daily  School  instruction  is  4356,  giving  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  781.    Notwithstanding  this  progression,  about  one  half  of  the  youth 
of  the  Island  may  still  be  considered  as  being  left  without  education.     The  number  of  youth  under  the 
age  of  Sixteen,  on  the  Island,  is  22,766 ;  deducting  from  this  amount,  those  under  Six  and  over  Four- 
teen years  of  age,  the  proportion  of  which  to  the  whole  number  may  be  feirly  estimated  at  neaar  a  half, 
we  shall  have  in  round  numbers  10,000  children  within  the  juvenile  educational  age   fit  for  attending 
Schools.    Cutting  off  from  this  last  sum,  the  number  of  children  receiving  private  instruction^  and  who 
cannot  exceed  five  hundred,  there  will  still  remain  9,500  children  to  supply  with  instruction,  of  whom 
more  than  one  half,  as  is  obvious  from  the  preceding  summation,  will  appear  to  be  left  in  a  condition  of 
complete  ignorance.     It  is  however  fair  to  remember  that  many  of  those  within  the  educational  age,  al- 
though not  at  present  in  actual  attendance,  have  been  at  School  some  part  of  their  lives.     In   a  great 
many  instances  parents  can  afford  only  to  send  their  children  to  School  alternate  years  or  quarters.    A 
degree  of  instruction,  however,  so  limited,  so  meagre,  is  nearly  equivalent  to  none  whatever.     The  num- 
ber of  children  who  frequent  Sunday-schools  too  is  not  taken  into  account  in  the  above  computation;  for 
these  schools  eminently  useful  as  they  are  in  imparting  religious  knowledge,  cannot  be  ranked  in  the 
list  of  educational  establishments,  taking  this  phrase  in  its  proper  meaning;  and  it  would  be  more  incorrect 
still  to  comprise  their  pupils  in  the  total  number  of  children  receiving  instruction  on  the  Island,  seeing 
that  the  majority  of  these  pupils  are  also  attendants  in  daily  schools,  and  would  thus  be  twice  enumerated 
in  the  samctable. 

Presuming  that  the  foregoing  information  relatiw  to  our  School  Statistics  will  be  deemed  sufficient 
for  the  present,  by  your  Board,  I  proceed  to  consider  the  system  of  public  instruction  under  which  these 
Schools  are  established,  as  well  as  the  process  of  elementary  education  pursued  in  them. 

The  existing  "  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  Education,"  is  based  on  the  principle  of  voluntary  con- 
tribution, aided  by  partial  assessment  and  Legislative  Grants.  The  average  amount  paid  by  each  School 
District  towards  the  support  of  its  Teacher,  is  as  nearly  as  I  can  ascertain,  about  £40  per  annum,  in- 
cluding Board  and  Lodging;  add  to  this  the  Provincial  allowance  which  will  average  £10  to  each  school; 
(the  additional  £5  to  the  higher  class  schools  being  counterbalanced  by  the  reduced  sum  paid  towards 
ilie  support  of  the  Acadian  and  inferior  Schools  ini  the  poorer  Settlements,  and  which  are  included  in  the 
above  enumeration),  it  will  appear  that  the  proportion  of  the  Teacher's  salary  defrayed  by  Government 
is  a  fifth,  or  that  for  every  four  pounds  paid  by  the  Inhabitants,  one  pound  is  paid  from  the  public 
revenue. 

The  well  known  defects  of  our  school  system,  which  from  time  to  time  I  have  brought  under  your 
notice,  still  appear  in  too  many  parts  of  the  Island,  such»as  insufficient  or  incommodious  school-houses, 
the  deficiency  of  desks,  benches,  and  other  school  apparatus,  the  want  of  suitable  books,  and  occasionally 
of  duly  qualified  school-masters,  and  the  scanty  remuneration  of  meritorious  teachers. 

In  accordance  with  your  understood  wishes,  I  have  in  former  Reports  reiterated  the  fact  f)S  the  exis- 
tence of  these  defects,  and  the  indispensable  necessity  of  a  reform;  and  I  should  be  much  more  happy  to 
listen  to  the  strictures,  or  benefit  by  the  suggestions  of  other  more  experienced  friends  of  educatioD,  than 
submit  for  the  amendment  of  the  system  any  project  of  my  own.  As  it  may  be  expected^  however,  that 
I  should  offer  some  further  remarks  upon  this  subject,  as  lying  within  my  province,  I  proceed  briefly  to 
observe,  in  taking  up  the  above  defects  seriatim,  that  no  district  should  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the 
public  bounty  where  the  school  building  is  limited  to  the  mere  letter  of  the  Act  Although  several  com- 
fortable and  commodious  houses  have  been  lately  erected,  too  many  are  yet  very  insufficient,  and  with 
nothing  to  entitle  them  to  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  except  their  containing  within  four  bare 
walls  the  prescribed  area.    It  is  indispensable  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Master,  the  improvement  of  his 
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pupils,  and  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  both,  that  proper  furnitare  be  provided,  convenient  seats,  desks, 
*  &c.,  and  that  a  proper  supply  of  light,  fresh  air,  fuel,  and  ^varmth  be  attended  to;  these  are  all  matters 
to  which  trustees  should  give  constant  and  particular  attention. 

It  would  be  much  more  beneficial  were  depots  established  in  remote  and  destitute  parts,  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  those  elementary  books,  for  the  purchase  of  which  One  hundred  Pounds  was  granted  to  the 
Secretary  of  your  Board  in  the  Session  of  1837.  Such  books  to  be  approved  of  by  your  Board,  and  to 
i)c  distributed  under  the  directions  of  the  School-trastees  of  those  districts. 

In  considering  the  disadvantages  cpnnected  Willi,  and  arising  from  the  last  named  defects,  I  would  beg 
to  observe  that  I  need  not  enlarge  upon  the  importance  of  an  Institution  for  the  preparation  of  teachers, 
or  the  defect  of  that  system  by  which  a  teacher  must  work  out  a  plan  of  his  own,  and  acquire  experience 
at  the  cost  of  the  pupils  committed  lo  his  care.  Let  there  be  really  one  superior  school  in  each  county, 
from  which  the  future  teachers  of  the  Island  shall  be  drafted,  and  where  before  being  licensed  to  teach, 
ihey  must  spend  some  time  in  supplying  the  deficiences  of  their  own  education,  and  in  familiarizing 
themselves  with  the  practice  oTcpmmunicating  knowledge  in  the  most  dexterous  manner.  Should  a 
well  endowed  school  in  each  County  be  considered  by  some,  too  extravagant  an  establishment,  it  is  evi- 
dent, that  one  Central  Seminary  ought  at  least  to  be  sustained,  if  the  country  would  rear  its  own  im- 
provers, and  possess  witHin  itself  a  source  for  the  constant  Supply  of  its  own  increasing  wants.  A  regu- 
lation such  as  this,  in  my  opinion,  would  do  much  to  enforce  the  amendment  of  the  system;  it  would  in 
the  first  place  improve  the  quality  of  generalx  education,  and  we  might  then  have  reason  to  hope,  that  on 
the  true  mercantile 'pirinciple,  the  increase  in  the  value  of  the  vrticle  would  command  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  price,  and  not  the  teacher  merely,  but  the  country  would  then  reap  the  benefit. 

The  necessity  'tliere  exists  of  holding  out  higher  encouragement  to  teachers  of  character  and  ability,  is 
so  evident  as  to  preclude  the  necessity  of  my  enforcing  it  by  a  single  Word.  The  inadequate  mainte- 
nance, and  consequent  poverty  of  teachers,  is  evidently  incompatible  with  that  moral  influence  which  a 
schoolmaster  ought  to  possess  over  his  pupils,  and  with  the  high  degree  of  respect  with  which  he  ought 
!o  be  regaifded  by  their  parents. 

The  life  of  every  system  of  education,  is  its  provision  for  a  constant  supply  of  good  teachers;  and  ex* 
perience  has  proved,  that  this  is  the  part  most  diflScult  to  deal  with,  and  upon  which  the  greatest  differ-- 
CDce  of  opinion  exists;  to  say  more  on  this  head  would  be  superfluous;  ifny  views  and  suggestions  on  the 
subject  are  already  before  you. 

In  order  to  afford  all  possible  encouragement  to  tneritorious  teachers,  it  woold  be  advisable  to  fix  a  gra- 
duated scale  in  the  emolument  of  the  first  class  of  English  instructors,  and  a  competition  to  take  place 
for  the  best  endowed  School.  Teachers  would  thus  undergo  a  special  examination  for  a  particular 
school,  and  each  would  obtain  a  higher  or  lower  School,  according  as  his  merits  would  be  found  to  de^ 
serve.  A  regulation  like  this,  holding  out  prospects  of  preferment  and  reward  of  merit,  could  not  fail  in 
having  a  favourable  effect  upon  the  efforts  of  teachers. 

It  would  be  premature  to  expect  yet  the  full  developemeiit  of  a  measure  such  as  the  present  School 
Act,  which  has  been  in  existence  only  since  April  last.  I  cannot  therefore  be  prepared  to  draw  any  in-^ 
ferences  from  its  brief  operation,  or  report  how  far  its  provisions  are  likely  to  be  attended  with  salutary 
effects. .  Time,  however,  will  soon  test  its  efficacy,  its  merits  or  demerits,  and  pr6ve  to  what  extent  it  is 
calculated  to  meet  the  increasing  exigencies  of  the  country,  I  may  be  allowed  to  state,  however,  that 
the  operation  of  the  provision  relating  to  assessment  to  which  I  have  directed  particular  attention,  has  not 
in  any  instance  which  came  within  my  knowledge,  been  attended  with  oppressive  or  injurious  effects;  on 
the  contrary,  I  ascribe  much  of  the  increase  in  the  schools,  and  the  school  attendance  of  the  past  year, 
over  any  of  the  preceding,  to  that  regulation  which  empowers  two  thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  in  a 
^ven  district,  to  assess  the  .residue  who  might  withhold  their  support.  I  did  not  find,  however,  that  the 
teacher  in  any  instance  has  reaped  the  benefit  of  this  provision,  by  the  augmentation  of  his  salary.  His 
salary  has  remained  •stationary,  while  the  advantage  bias  accrued  to  the  inhabitants  whose  individual  bur^ 
dens  have  been  diminished,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  realized  to  the  common  fund  by  the  imposition 
of  the  assessmelit.  The  teacher  thus  derives  from  the  Statute,  no  equivalent  for  the  loss  to  which  he 
iuts  been  subjected  by  the  reduction  oi  his  small  Letgislative  allowance.  In  some  f^y/  instances,  be  mejr 
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be  compensated  by  the  gratuitous  liberality  of  his  subscribers,  or  in  a  few  cases  where  the  interest  of  the 
inhabitants  may  prompt  them  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  order  to  retain  an  approved  school-master  in  « 
their  service. 

In  directing  your  attention  also  to  the  course  of  education  or  process  of  instruction,  I  have  to  remark, 
that  although  a  high  d^ree  of  improvement  has  been  manifest  in  various  of  our  District  Schools,  since  the 
period  of  my  last  Report — ^yet  I  have  found  since  then,  no  such  material  alteration  in  their  general  state 
— nothing  so  new  or  striking  in  the  prevailing  mode  of  instruction  pursued — ^no  such  marked  extension 
in  the  range  of  elementary  education  in  these  Schools,  as  to  furnish  me  with  any  information,  particularly 
interesting  or  important  to  communicate  on  these  heads.  On  this  account,  you  will  not,  I  venture  to  pre- 
sume, consider  it  necessary  for  me  to  enter  into  further  detail  at  this  time,  more  especially  when  you  will 
remember  the  last  Report  I  made  to  your  Board,  of  the  Schools  in  their  several  degrees  of  merit — the 
minute  description  I  then  gave  of  the  state  of  each  School,  and  the  general  proficiency  of  the  respective 
scholars,  &c.  To  furnish  you  with  similar  details  now,  would  only  be  travelling,  in  a  great  measure,  over 
the  ground  explored  then.  This  too,  I  deem  the  less  necessary,  as  the  Schools  opened  in  the  present  year 
do  not  appear  to  be  of  a  superior  description,  nor  the  attainments  of  the  teachers  in  the  aggregate,  of  a 
higher  order  than  those  previously  established.  Indeed,  if  I  may  be  allowed  an  opinion,  I  would  say, 
that  in  general  they  are  inferior  this  year.  To  this,  however,  there  are  some  striking  exceptions:  among 
which  I  cannot  but  allude  to  the  fact  that  of  the  six  second  or  higher  class  Schools  now  open  on  the 
Island,  three  of  their  teachers  have  received  licenses  of  qualification  during  the  past  year.* 

As  there  may  be  something  new,  however,  to  communicate  on  the  subject  above  alluded  to,  I  hope 
again  to  report  to  you  at  the  expiration  of  my  term  of  office  in  May  next,  on  the  state  and  degree  of  im« 
provement  of  each  particular  school.  But  to  return  to  the  consideration  of  the  system  and  course  of 
education.  It  is  evident  that  the  great  object  of  the  law  is  the  education,  in  the  common  branches  of 
secular  knowledge,,of  every  child  in  the  Island.  It  is  certain  too,  that  our  Schools  are  not  viewed  as  a 
means  of  conveying  useful  knowledge  only,  but  as  powerful  auxiliaries  in  the  improvement  of  morals. 

To  this  end  it  is  wisely  provided  that  none  but  persons  of  good  moral  character  and  conduct  should  be 
entrusted  with  the  education  of  youth,  or  at  least  participate  in  the  public  grant.  For  obvious  reasons, 
however,  the  law  has  not  introduced  any  regularly  organized  system  of  instruction  in  the  Christian  Reli* 
gion  into  the  Schools,  nor  has  it  imposed  any  obligation  on  the  Masters  to  teach  the  doctrines  of  parti* 
cular  sects.  As  a  consequence,  therefore,  there  has  hitherto  hardly  existed  a  single  school  in  which  the 
Master  has  given  a  properly  regulated  religious  education.  Religious  instruction  in  our  Schools  has  gone 
no  further  than  to  impress  upon  the  memory  of  the  children,  and  make  them  repeat  the  questions  and 
answers  in  some  Catechism. 

Although  this  part  of  instruction  is  not  exacted,  by  law,  of  the  Schoolmaster,   yet  I  am  happy  to  add, 
that  in  several  instances,  Teachers  have  acted  upon  the  principle,  that  moral  and  religious  instruction  is 
the  most  essential  part — ^the  great  groundwork  of  education;  and  have  made  it  a  primary  object  and  duty 
to  impress  religious  principles  upon  the  youthful  and  yet  uncontaminated  mind.     This  training  I  found 
to  be  more  generally  practised  by  those  teachers  who  have  immigrated  from  Britain  of  late  years.     Edu- 
cation is  indeed  of  litde  value  unless  based  upon  the  Scriptures.    All  persons  of  whatever  denomination, 
however  widely  they  may  differ  upon  particular  doctrinal  points,  can  entertain  but  one  desire  to  afibrd 
and  but  one  opinion  of  the  necessity  of  early  education  to  be  extended,  alike  to  the  rich  and  the   poor. 
It  would  therefore  be  a  matter  of  deep  regret  should  any  religious  differences  arise  to  impede  or  frustraite 
so  desirable  and  beneficial  an  object.     All  objections  proceeding  from  a  difference  of  creeds  might  be 
obviated  or  removed  perhaps  in  mixed  Schools,  by  providing  that  the  great  general  truths  of  Christianity 
in  which  all  sects  agree,  should  at  least  be  inculcated.     And  those  great  truths,  without  which  all  otber 
knowledge  would  be  vanity,  should  form  as  necessary  a  part  of  the  routine  of  every  District  School 
the  Multiplication  Table  or  the  Alphabet  itself. 

With  regard  to  the  course  and  the  amount  of  education  afforded,  I  have  to  observe  that  the  branoli< 
taught  in  all  our  Schools  are  of  a  simple  elementary  character.     Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Book- 
keeping, English  Grammar ;  in  a  few  instances  Geography  and  some  branches  of  practical  Mathematios 
and  the  rudiments  of  classical  learning  in  the  Schools  of  Pinette  and  New  London  Point  only.     1*h^ 
progress  made  towards  the  establishment  of  a  general  uniform  system  of  instiuction  for  the  go?eniix&^x)| 

*  One  of  the  last  licensed,  Mr.  Donald  Li vingstoni  whose  laudable  pursuit  of  learning,  and  efforts  at  self-improveiKi^ixt. 
are  deserving  of  aotice^  is  a  nativei  and  a  proof  of  what  application  and  steady  perse verance,  with  but  few  oppoituolt^es 
can  effect. 
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of  our  Schools,  and  the  obstacles  and  embarrassments  which  have  hitherto  beset,  and  still  stand  opposed 
to  the  extension  of  this  desideratum,  will  be  found  detailed  at  such  length  in  my  last  Report,  as  to  relieve 
me  from  the  necessity  of  making  further  allusion  to  it  here. 

In  the  preceding  table  I  have  given  the  total  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes  attending  school.     Althougli 
unable,  from  the  absence  of  certain  documents,  at  present,  to  show  the  relative   number  of  the  two 
receiving  instruction ;  yet  it  is  well  known  that  the   female  proportion  falls  far  short  of  the  other  sex  in 
this  respect.     The  range  of  female  education  is   lamentably  limited  among  us.     Very  erroneous  and 
imperfect  views  on  this   subject  prevail  in  many  quarters.     It  is  unnecessary  for  me   to  take  up  any 
portion  of  my  limited  space  in  insisting  on  the  great  importance  of  female  education,  in  attempting  to 
proFe  how  powerfully  the  influence  of  woman  operates  on  all  the  relations  of  life,  or  in   saying   that   it 
has  been  acknowledged  in  all  enlightened  communities  in  ancient  as  well  as   in  modern    times,  that 
woman  should  be  as  prospectively  educated  with  a  view  to  the  right  discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  social 
life,  as  man  is  with  a  view  to  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  operative  or  commercial  life.     The 
mother  in  the  domestic  circle  has  been  compared  to  the  schoolmaster  in  the  school.     If  it  be  true  that 
the  education  of  most  importance  is  that  received  in  childhood,  that  education  belongs  incontestibly  to 
woman.     How  important  is  it  then  that  woman  should  be  well  educated  ?     The  most  civilized  nations 
of  antiquity,  the   Heathen,   Greeks  and  Romans  were  more  sensible  of  the  high  importance  of  female 
education  than  some  Christian  communities.     Why,  enquired  a  Persian  Ambassador  <'  are  women  held 
in  such   high  estimation  in  Lacedemon,"   because,  replied  an  accomplished  queen  of  that  country  ; 
"  they  alone  are  competent  to  form  men.'*     "  What  do  we  want  in  France,"  demanded  Napoleon,  "  to 
insure  to  our  children  the  best  possible  education  ? "     '^  We  want,   Sire,"  was  the  reply  worthy  of  the 
celebrated   Madam  Campan,  ^^  we  want  educated  mothers."     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  enlightened 
views  on  this  subject  will  make  more  progress  among  our  population — and  also,  that  in  every  settlement 
where  practicable,  the  inhabitants  will  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  which  the  Statute  holds  out  by 
making  such  provision  as  will  be  a  sufficient  inducement  to  females,  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  impor- 
tant office  of  teacher. 

Hitherto,  the  benefits  of  Education  have  been  participated,  in  either  more  or  less  by  some  of  all  classes 
and  conditions  of  the  population,  excepting  the  benighted  remnant  of  that  once   numerous,  but  now, 
feeble  race — ^the  Aborigines  of  this  Island,  who  continue  to  rove  along  tiie  shores,  once  their  own  undis- 
puted possession — ^in  search  of  a  scanty  and  precarious  subsistence,  unaided  by  the  lights  of  Education, 
and  uncheered  by  its  rewards.     A  solitary  exception  to  this  people's  m^Iect  of  Education,  is  an  instance 
of  an  Indian  boy  of  13  years  of  age,  who  has  been  receiving  instruction  during  the  last  three  years,  in 
diflerent  setdements  around  Richmond  Bay,  according  as  the  migratory  habits  of  the  family  led  them  to 
the  vicinity  of  a  School.     Notwithstanding  this  desultory  attendance  and  frequent  changing,  the  profi- 
ciency made  by  this  boy — whose  name  is  Martin  Francis — proves,  that  he  is  not  inferior  to  other  chil- 
dren in  quickness  of  apprehension,  and  capacity  to  learn.     He  can  read  the  English  reader  with  fluency, 
is  well  versed  in  the  principal  Rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  a  specimen  of  his  writing  I  herewith  enclose. 
There  is  a  peculiar  interest  attached  to  this  boy,  from  the  circumstance  of  his  devoting  his  leisure  hours 
to  the  instruction  of  the  other  children  of  his  tribe.     It  is  difficult  to   foretell   the   influence  which  this 
youth's  precept  and  example  may  yet  exert  over  the  fortunes  of  his  race.     I  do  not  know  a  more  inter- 
esting object  for  the  exercise  of  public  generosity,  and  I  trust  the  benevolent  will  aid  and  encourage  him 
in  the  path  of  improvement. 

To  complete  my  survey  of  the  field  of  Education,  I  may  be  allowed,  in  connection  with  the  subject,  to 
allude  to  the  recent  establishment  and  multiplication  of  literary  and  scientific  institutions  for  the  mental 
//nprovement  of  our  adult  as  well  as  youthful  population.  Charlottetown  has  its  Mechanics'  Institute, 
Pablic  Libraries  and  Debating  Societies;  Georgetown  Mechanics'  Institute;  Princetown,  Cavendish, 
Barnley,  Port  Hill,  Bedeque  and  Tryon,  their  Literary  Associations,  Subscription  Libraries  and  mutual- 
instroction  Societies  or  Debating  clubs,  respectively.  The  inhabitants  of  Murray  Harbour,  Lot  63,  have 
also  made  some  progress  towards  the  establishment  of  a  Public  Library — all  evidences  of  a  growing  taste 
for  intellectual  and  refined  pleasures.  The  Highland  Society  too,  anxious  to  promote  this  cause,  has  ap-« 
propriateda  portion  of  its  funds  for  the  education  of  orphan  children,  and  for  the  purchase  of  prizes  to 
be  distributed  among  the  most  deserving  pupils  throughout  the  Schools  of  the  Island. 


But  while  so  much  has  been  accomplished,  let  us  not  forget  how  great  a  moral  waste  remains  yet  to 
be  reclaimed — how  much  remains  yet  to  be  done  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  our  educational 
system.  Many  of  the  Districts  indeed  are  but  poor  and  recently  settled,  and  it  would  be  in  vain  to  ex^ 
pect  in  such  situations  all  the  institutions  and  advantages  of  older  communities;  but  with  our  available 
means  and  opportunities,  comparatively  limited  though  tbey  be,  much  more  can  be  done  than  has  hith- 
erto been  effected.  Before  this  can  be  accomplished  every  member  of  Society  must  deeply  feel  his  own 
individual  responsibility  in  the  matter,  and  instead  of  trusting  to  the  efforts  or  relying  upon  the  assist** 
ance  of  others,  consider  himself  imperatively  bound  to  use  hisx)wn  exertions,  and  enlist  his  utmost  infiu'- 
ence  in  the  cause.  Much  may,  doubtless,  be  expected  from  the  Legisflature.  The  head  ofthe  Colonial 
Government  has  already  given  aproof  of  his  solicitude  to  encourage  Education,  by  ofHcially  declaring  its 
extension  to  be  a  primary  pubfic  duty.  But  the  principal  burden  of  Education  must  still  be  borne  by 
parents.  It  would  require  the  greater  part  of  the  Revenve  to  educate  the  whole.  Let  the  words  of  that 
sagacious  and  talented  statesman  Lord  Brougham,  be  borne  in  mind,  ^^  that  the  efforts  ofthe  people  are 
still  wanting  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  Education,  and  Parliament  will  render  no  substantial  assist*- 
ance,  until  the  people  themselves  take  the  matter  inliand  with  energy  and  spirit,  and  the  determination 
to  do  something." 

On  the  other  hand,  it  would  be  unwise  in  any  Government  to  rely  upon  individual  efforts.  It  should 
provide  tp  its  utmost  means,  for  the  support  of  Education;  because,  unlike  the  desire  for  the  other  wants 
and  necessaries  of  life,  a  demand  for  Education  pre-supposes  a  considerable  degree  of  intelligence  and 
knowledge,  much  higher  than  can  be  reasonably  expected,  except  in  instances  where  the  parent  himself 
has  been  well  educated* 

It  is  ats  unnecessary,  as  it^ould  be  foreign,  to  the  nature  of  a  mere  RepcM't,  for  me  to  expatiate  upon 
the  inestimable  value  "of  Education,  but  it  may  not  perhaps  be  irrelevant  to  seize  this  opportunity  of  draw- 
ing attention  to  the  fact  that  we  need  not  travel  beyond  our  own  bounds  for  illustration  of  the  truth  of 
this  position.  In  the  existing  condition  of  the  people,  in  the  present  situation  and  aspect  of  the  country 
— we  shall  find  abundant  and  striking  proofs  of  it.  Contrast  for  a  moment  the  state  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  at  this  day,  with  its  condition  a  littlff.more  than  a  century  ago,  when  the  wild  Indian  only  lingered 
on  the  banks  of  its  beautiful  streams,  or  glided  with  his  light  canoe  over  the  blue  waters  ofthe  surround- 
ing gulph,  which  now  bears  upon  its  bosom  to  our  shores  the  stately  barque,  freighted  with  the  products 
of  every  clime  to  add  to  our  luxuries,  or  to  minister  to  our  comforts. 

Instead  of  the  unproductive  wilderness,  where  wild  beasts  then  ranged  at  pleasure,  may  now  be  seeu 
smiling  fields,  laden  with  their  yearly  golden  harvests — the  forest  which  the  voice  of  religion  now  makes 
vocal  with  her  song  of  praise,  re-echoed  then  only  the  war^-whoop  of  the  imvage.  And  such  changes 
have  been  effected  by  a  people  superior  only  by  education  to  the  Aboriginal  inhabitants. 

It  is  to  be  trusted  then,  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  ignorance  shall  be  held  by  all  to  be  a  greater 
affliction  far  than  poverty.  When  all  sliall  appreciate  the  value  of  education,  and  seek  it  in  earnest  for 
their  children,  when  our  youthful  population  shall  have  a  lair  start  in  the  race  of  life  with  the  youth  of 
the  sister  Provinces,  when  they  shall  all  inherit  that  richest  legacy,  a  good  education,  that  wealth  which 
if  they  secure,  will  secure  to  them  that  happiness  and  prosperity  at  home,  and  that  respect  abroad,  which 
will  alwayshe  accorded  to  an  intelligent  and  high  principled  people. 

It  is  also  ardently  to  be  hoped,  that  those  whose  province  it  is  to  ameliorate  and  extend  our  educa'- 
tional  institutions,  will  ever  be  sensible  that  by  promoting  this  great  cause,  they  will  promote  the  highest 
interests  of  their  country,  and  that  while  knowing  our  system  of  Public  Instruction  to  have  already  pro- 
duced salutary  results — they  will  doubtless  direct  their  attention  to  consider  the  prudent  amelioration  of 
which  it  is  susceptible,  ami  make  still  greater  efforts  for  its  extension  and  support

the  7tb  day  of  August,  1842,  a  Member  of  this  House  and  desires  to  be  admitted. 

Ordered^  TbatMr^  Macintosh  and  Mr.  Fouii^  be  a  Committee  to  attend  Mr.  Hensley, 
ind  see  him  qualified* 

The  President  also  acquainted  the  House  that  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
governor  had  provisionally  appointed  William  Walter  Irving,  Ej^quire>  by  Warrant 
taring  date  the  27th  day  of  October,  1848>  a  Member  of  this  Hova^,  and  desires  to  be 
dmitted. 

Ordered,  That  Mt.  Macintosh  and  Mr.  Young  be  a  Committee  to  attend  Mr.  Irving^ 
Ad  see  him  quali^d* 
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Mr.  Youngs  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  attend  Mr.  Hensley  and  see  bim  qoalified, 
reported,  that  they  had,  according  to  order,  attended  Mr.  Hensley,  who  took  the  Oaths 

in  presence  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor.

The  Honorable  Mr.  Hensley  was  then  introduced  between  Mr.  Macintosh  and  Mr* 
Young,  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Young  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  attend  Mr.  irmng,  and  see  him  qua- 
lified, reported  that  they  had,  according  to  order,  attended  Mr.  Irving^  who  took  the 
Oaths  in  presence  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Irving  was  then  introduced  between  Mr.  Macintosh  and  Mr. 
Young,  and  took  his  seat.

The  President  also  acquainted  the  House,  that  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor had  been  pleased,  by  Commission  bearing  date  the  24th  of  November,  1842,  to  ap- 
point Henry  Palmer^  Esquire,  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod  and  Sergeant  at  Arms,  in  tb^ 
room  of  George  Wright,  Esquire,  resigned. 

The  House  adjourned  during  pleasure. 

After  some  time,  the  House  formed, 

« 

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and 
being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod,  received  His  Excellency's  com- 
mands to  inform  the  House  of  Assembly,  that  it  is  His  Excellency's  pleasure  that  they 
do  attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber  instanter;  and  the  Members  present  having  ap- 
peared at  the  Bar,  the  President  of  the  Council  addressed  them  as  follows  : 

Grmtlem EN, — ^I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  acquaint  you,  that 
His  Excellency  does  not  intend  to  declare  the  cause  of  calling  this  General  Assembly,  until  there  be 
^  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  therefore  you  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  are  to 
repair  to  the  place  where  the  House  of  Assembly  usually  meet,  and  there  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
fit  person  to  be  your  Speaker,  whom  you  are  to  present  to  His  Excellency  here  immediately  for  his 
approbation. 

'  The  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  then  withdrew,  and  in  a  short  time  return- 
ed, when  the  Honorable  Joseph  Pope  addressed  His  Excellency,  and  stated,  that 
2tgreeably  to  His.  Excellency's  commands,  the  House  of  Assembly  had  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a  Speaker,  and  that  their  choice  had  fallen  upon  him  : — 

The  President  of  the  Council  then  replied—^ 

Honorable  Joseph  Pope, 

lam  comman<jledby  Hvi  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  acquaint  you  that  he  bath  so  good 
an  opinion  of  your  integrity,  diligence  and  sufficiency  for  executing  the  important  office  to  which  you 
have  been  elected,  that  His  Excellency  is  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  choice  which  the  House  of  Assem* 
bty  hav^  made,  and  doth  allow  and  confirm  you  to  be  their  Speaker. 
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The  Speaker  then  addressed  His  Excellency  as  follows  : 

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 
As  you  haTe  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  choice  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  appointing  me  to 
be  their  Speaker,  it  now  becomes  my  duty  as  such,  to  request  of  your  Excellency  as  the  privilege  of 
ilie  House,  tliat  the  Members  thereof  may  be  freed  from  arrest ;  that  they  may  have  freedom  of  speech 
in  their  debates,  and  have  free  access  to  your  Excellency  on  all  occasions,  and  1  do  also  in  their  name 
and  behalf,  claim  all  their  ancient  rights  and  privileges. 

Then  the  President  of  the  Council  replied  in  the  follov^ing  words — 

}IIt.  Speaki^r, 
I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  say,  that  His  Excellency  being  fully 
assured  of  the  prudence,  loyalty,  and  good  affection  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  most  willingly  grants  to 
them  all  their  privileges,  conformably  to  ancient  usage,  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  Her  Majesty's  In- 
structions* 

His  Excellency  was  then  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech  ; — 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Cwncil : 
Mr.  Speaker y  and  Gentlemen  qf  the  Rouse  of  Assembly : 

I  have  a  sincere  gratification  in  again  meeting  the  Houses  of  LiCgislature,  fully  convinced  that  they  will 
zealously  unite  with  me  for  the  great  object  of  advancing  the  general  interests  of  this  Island,  I  avail  my- 
self of  this  occasion  to  assure  you  that  I  shall  warmly  support  all  measures  based  upon  the  constitutional 
principles  of  the  Empire ;  and  I  ardently  offer  to  your  notice  the  infinite  importance  ^of  using  every 
endeavor  to  promote  the  diffusion  of  Religious  and  Civil  Instruction  amongst  the  poorer  classes. 

I  wish  to  bring  before  your  attention  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Repairs  of  the  Roads  and  Bridges  in 
ihis  Colony  ;  with  a  most  liberal  expenditure  annually  upon  them,  they  do  not  seem  to  be  in  that  good 
condition  which  the  people  have  a  right  to  expect,  and, so  especially  necessary  to  the  pursuits  of  the 
Agriculturists,  to  whose  industry  and  welfare  this  Colony  must  look  for  its  advancement.  I  hold  this 
subject  to  be  worthy  of  your  careful  examination  in  all  its  relations. 

I  think  the  public  would  derive  a  benefit,  from  a  Revision  of  the  Laws  regulating  the  Small  Debt 
Courts* 

I  would  also  surest  the  advantage  of  assimilating  the  Laws  between  Debtor  and  Creditor,  as  far  as 
circaiostajices  will  permit^  to  tliose  in  force  in  Great  Britain. 

The  facility  with  which  Marriage  Licences  can  be  legally  obtained,  has  led  to  some  extremely  improper 
practice,  and  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  ask  your  consideration  of  the  laws  upon  this  subject. 

The  operation  of  the  Assault  and  Battery  Court  seems  not  sufficiently  efficacious ;  some  offenders 
iave  escaped  punishment,  solely  from  the  delays  necessarily  occurring  under  the  construction  of  this 
Court.     I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  more  summary  method  of  adjudicating  the  minor  cases  of  offence. 

f  had  belied  to  have  been  in  possession  of  such  information  as  would  have  enabled  me  to  have  placed 
iefore  yonr  notice,  the  possible  advantage  of  giving  encouragement  to  a  Fishery,  proposed  to  be  estab- 
isLed  upon  a  large  scale  in  this  Island';  and  although  events,  of  I  trust  only  a  temporary  nature,  have 
ftterfered  to  prevent  me;  yet  I  feel  that  I  may  express  the  anxiety  which  I  entertain  upon  this  subject, 
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fully  satisfied  that  the  Colony  in  general,  bat  the  Agricultural  interest  in  particular,  will  derive  incalculable 
benefit  from  such  an  Establishment.  I  would  here  call  your  attention  to  the  well-founded  complaints 
which  are  annually  made  by  the  Inhabitants,  of  the  encroachments  upon  our  shores,  by  tfie  American 
fishing  vessels,  in  the  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  devise  some  efiectual  means  of  compelling  them  to 
regard  the  limits  laid  down  by  the  Treaty. 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  : 
The  Public  Accounts  shall  be  laid  before  you  without  delay. 

In  the  Impost  Duties  a  deficiency  will  be  found,  but  by  no  means  so  extensive  as  migbt  reasonably 
have  been  expected  under  the  recent  general  depression  of  Trade ;  in  the  Imperial  Duties  there  will 
however,  be  found  an  increase,  nearly,  if  not  quite  equal,  to  the  loss  upon  the  Impost  Duties,  independently 
of  any  Duties  that  may  arise  from  goods  now  in  the  Bonded  Warehouse. 

I 

The  Imperial  Government  having,  with  an  enlightened  liberality  and  consideration  of  the  Colonies, 
materially  altered  the  Duties  upon  Foreign  Articles,  (the  papers  relating  to  which,  shall  at  an  ^iriy 
moment,  be  laid  before  you,)  it  will  be  necessary  to  reconsider  the  Revenue  Laws  of  this  Colony. 

I  rely  with  confidence  upon  you  for  the  Supplies  necessary  for  the  Public  Service. 

Amongst  other  papers  which  I  shall  lay  before  you,  there  will  be  some  relating  to  a  circumstance  that 
occurred  about  the  termination  of  the  last  Session,  involving  the  confidence  that  should  exist  between  the 
Executive  and  the  House  of  Assembly :  this  subject  will,  I  am  satisfied^  receive  every  proper  allention. 


Mr.  Presideniy  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislatwe  Council : 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly : 

Be  pleased  to  accept  the  assurance  of  the  confidence  I  place  .in  the  deliberation  which  you  may  feel 
k  right  to  extend  to  my  suggestions,  and  other  communications,  which  it  will  be  expedient  to  make  by 
means  of  Message,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  also  beliieve  me  to  be  most  anxious  to  co-operate  with  you 
for  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony. 

The  Speech  being  ended,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  having  witbdrawD,  His  Excel- 
lency was  pleased  to  retire. 

Prayers  were  then  read* 

The  President  reported  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  being  read  by  the  Cferk, 

Resolved,  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  'Lieutenant 
Governor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House,  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Matdonali^  Mr.  Dalrymple,  Mr.  Solicitor  General,  be  a  Com-^ 
mittee  pursuant  to  the  above  Resolution. 

On  motion^  Ordered,  that  Mr.  Macnutt^  Mr.  Young  and  Mr^  Irving  be  a  Com* 
mittee  to  revise  the  Journals  of  this  House  each  day. 
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On  motion,  Ordered,  that  Mr.  Solicitor  General^  and  Mr.  Holl  be  a  Committee  to 
examine  into  and  report  upon  such  Laws  as  are  near  expiring. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  the  Journals  of  this  House  be  printed  daily,   and  that  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty  copies  thereof  be  furnished. 

Adjourned  until  Twelve  o'clock  to-morrow.

We  fully  concur  with  your  Excellency  in  the  great  importance  of  the  diffusion  of  Civil  and  Religious 
Instruction  among  the  poorer  classas ;  and  we  beg  leave  to  aisuire  your  Excdleocy,  that  no  endeavours 
shall  be  wanting  on  our  part  to  promote  so  desirable  an  object* 

We  quite  agree  with  your  Excellency  in  thinking  that,  with  the  large  sums  annually  expended  upon  the 
Roads  and  Bridges,  the  public  have  a  right  to  expect  them' to  be  in  a  much  more  efficient  state  than  they 
generally  are.  Deeply  sensible  of  the  immense  importance  of  this  subject,  especially  to  the  Agricul- 
turists,  to  whose  industry  (its  jurtly  remarked  by  yoin:  Excellency,)  this  Colony  must  look  for  its 
advancement;  your  fix<}ollency^may  miy  on  this  subject  receiving  our  most  attentive  conikfenitioD,  and 
on  our  giving  our  support  to  such  measures  as  may  tend  to  introduce  a  better  system. 

The  expediency  of' relrffiing.  the  Laws  regulating  the  Small  Debt  Coitrts  shall  receive  our  most  mature 
deliberation.  The  assimilpttion  of  the  Laws  (as  far  as  circumstances  will  permit,)  to  those  of  the  Mother 
Country,  must  ever  be  a  desideratum  in  Colonial  Legislation. 

The  enactment  of  such  Laws  as  will  prevent  abuse  by  the  facility  with  which  Marriage  Licences  may  be 
obtained,  shall,  in  accordance  with  your  Excellency's  sUggeition,  leceive  oar  fulfest  cdnstderalioiie 

Our  attention  shall  be  given  to  the  making  of  such  amendments  of  the  Laws  regulating  the  Assault 
and  Battery  Court  as  will  render  that  Court  more  efficacious  in  the  punishment  of  offenders* 
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The  establishment  of  a  Fishery  upon  an  extensive  scale,  while  it  would  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to 
the  agricultural  interests  of  this  Island,  would  develop  a  long  neglected  source  of  great  and  permanent 
H'eaith;  and  while  in  the  anxiety  expressed  by  your  Excellency  on  this  subject  we  bail  a  renewed  token 
of  the  warm  interest  you  take  in  all  measures  tending  to  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony,  over  which 
you  have  been  called  to  preside,  we  sincerely  join  with  your  Excellency  in  hoping  that  the  events  which 
at  present  seem  to  interfere  with  the  progress  of  the  Establishment  alluded  to,  may  be  only  temporary  in 
their  nature.  Deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  Fishery,  as  a  field  for  the  exercise  of  the 
industry  of  our  population^  and  the  enterprise  of  the  capitalist,  and  aware  that  the  complaints  made  by 
the  inhabitants,  of  the  encroachinents  by  the  Americans,  are  well  founded,  your  Excellency  may  rely  on 
our  earnest  endeavours  to  devise  some  effectual  means  of  compelling  them  to  regard  the  limits  laid 
down  by  the  treaty. 

Fully  persuaded  of  your  Excellency's  anxious 'desire  to  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony,  mc 
assure  your  Excellency  that  all  other  matters  which  your  Excellency  may  be  pleased  to  lay  before  us 
shall  receive  our  best  attention.

lour  Committee,  who  have  been  appointed  to  search  for  precedents,  for  the  purpose  of 
scertaintng  the  power  of  this  House,  to  adjourn  to  a  period  beyond  the  day  next  succeeding 
Q  adjournment)  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  4-^ 
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That  ill  "Chitty  on  Prerogatvies,"  page  71,  It  is  laid  down,  "The  two  Houses  of  Parliament, 
respectively,  possess  the  exclusive  power  of  adjourning  themeslves,  nor  can  the  King  exercise  it ;  and  au 
adjournment  of  6ne  House  is  not,  if  so  facto,  an  adjofirnmei&t  of  the  other.  It  appears,  however,  to 
have  been  usual,  when  the  King  has  signified  his  pleasure  thaC  both,  or  either  of  the  Houses,  should 
adjourn  themselves  to  a  certain  day,  to  obey  the  King's  pleasure,  so  signified,  and  to  adjourn 
accbrdirigly.  Otherwise,  besides  the  indecorum  of  a  refusal,  a  prorogiation  would  assuredly  follow ; 
which,  as  it  terminates  the  Session,  would  occasion  great  inconvenience  to  public  and  private  1>usiness. 
An  adjournment  may  be  made  by  the  Houses  not  only  from  day  to  day,  but  for  a  fortnight,  or  a  longer 
period,  as  is  usually  done  at  Christmas  or  Easter,  or  upon  other  particular  occasions ;  but  the  King 
may^  by  Proclamation,  call  them  tc^ether  at  the  end  of  fourteen  days  from  the  date  thereof,  notwith- 
standing  any  previous  adjournment  to  a  longer  and  more  distant  day." 

And  that  in  the  first  volume  of  "  Blackstone's  Commentaries,"  chapter  2d,  page  185,  the  same 
doctrine  is  laid  down  as  follows;  viz :  "An  adjournment  is  no  more  than  a  continuance  of  the  Session 
from  one  day  to  another,  as  the  word  itself  signifies ;  and  this  is  done  by  the  authority  of  each  House 
seperately  every  day ;  and  sometimes  for  a  fortnight  or  a  month  together,  as  at  Christmas  or  Easter,  or 
upon  other  particular  occasions.  But  the  adjournment  of  one  House  is  no  adjournment  of  the  other. 
It  hath  also  been  usual,  when  His  Majesty  hath  signified  his  pleasure,  that  both  or  either  of  the 
Houses  should  adjourn  themselves  to  a  certain  day,  to  obey  the  King's  pleasure  so  signified,  and  to 
adjourn  accordingly.  -  Otherwise  besides  the  indecorum  of  a  refusal,  a  Prorogation  would  assuredly 
follow  ;  which  would  often  be  very  inconvenient  to  both  public  and  private  business.  For  Prorogation 
puts  an  end  to  the  Session,  and  then  such  bills  as  are  only  begun  and  not  perfected,  must  be  resumed 
de  novo  (if  at  all)  in  a  subsequent  session:  whereas  after  an  adjournment,  all  things  continue  in  the 
same  state  as  at  the  time  of  the  adjournment  made,  and  may  be  proceeded  on  without  any  fresh 
commencement." 

That  on  searching  the  Lord's  Journals,  your  Committee  find  repeatedly  the  House  of  Lords  adjourn 
without  any  authority  from  the  CrOwn,  namely,  from  the  2d  to  the  5th  July,  1830, — from  the  26th  July 
to  the  29th  July,  1830, — from  the  23d  December  1830,  to  the  3d  February  1831;  and  that  it  seems  the 
constant  practice  in  the  House  of  Lords,  to  adjourn  from  Friday  to  Monday. 

That  on  searching  the  Journals  of  the  Legislative  Councils  respectively,  in  Canada,  New  Brunswick 
and  Nova  Scotia,  your  Committee  find  it  to  be  the  practice  of  these  Councils,  to  adjourn  from  Friday 
to  Monday,  without  the  leave  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

That  in  searching  the  Royal  Instructions,  your  Committee  find  nothing  to  prevent  this  House  from 
ojljourning  to  a  period  beyond  the  day  next  succeeding  an  adjournment,  or  for  a  longer  period. 

From  these  data  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  this  House  has  the  power  to  adjourn  to  a  period

Because  in  some  cases  there  is  no  visible  boundary  dividing  the  Water  Lots  from  the  Town  Lot 
and  that  the  Debtor  employed  in  the  Town  Lots,  might  unconsciously  enter  some  of  the  Water  Lots,  a 
thereby  subject  his  bail  to  pay  the  debt. 

Because  in  the  absence  of  a  Bankrupt  Law,  the  privilege  of  living  unmolested  on  the  Limits,  mav  c 
able  some  Debtors  not  only  to  earn  their  livelihood,  but  to  save  as  much  as  to  discharge  their  debts. 

Because  by  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Imperial  Legislature,  it  would  appear  that  they  ha 
mitigated  the  rigour  of  imprisonment  for  debt,  and  in   some  instances  have  altogether  superseded  it.

The  Legislative  Council  insist  on  their  amendnents,  to  the  Bill,  intituled  ^'An  Act  to  continue  t 
Act  relating  to  the  Limits  and  Rules  of  Jails  in  the  several  Counties  in  this  Island,'* — ^for  the  foUowi 
reasons,  viz : 
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Because  the  Legislative  Council  conceive  that  the  legitimate  objects  of  Jail  Limits  is,  to  afford  air 
and  exercise  to  persons  confined  for  debt — which  object  the  Council  consider,  will  be  fully  attained 
br  confining  the  limits  to  the  Towns  and  Royalties — they  being  sufficiently  extensive  for  that  purpose* 
The  extension  of  the  Limits  to  places  where  persons  may  obtain  employment,  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Council,  important,  as,  by  the  Act  for  the  relief  of  Insolvent  Debtors,  a  person  not  having  pro- 
perty may  compel  his  Creditor  to  pay  the  maintenance  allowed  by  such  Act,  or  otherwise  obtain  his 
discharge ;  and  if  such  person  has  property  which  he  withholds  from  his  Creditor,  the  Council  think  he 
Itasnorightto  complain  if  he  suffer  some  inconvenience  in  consequence  of  his  dishonesty,  in  endeavourir^g 
to  deprive  his  Creditor  of  such  property. 

Because,  by  extending  the  Limits  to  the  Wharves  and  Water  Lots  persons  residing  in  the  Towns  will 
suffer  no  inconvenience  from  being  imprisoned,  inasmuch  as  their  ordinary  business  will  not  be  thereby 
interfered  with  ; '  and  it  is  notorious  that  many  persons  have  avoided  the  payment  of  their  just  debts  in 
consequence  of  the  said  Limits  bein^  so  extended ;  and  such  extension  virtually  does  away  with  impri- 
K)Dment  for  debt,  as  to  persons  residing  in  the  Towns,  but  leaves  persons  residing  in  the  country  liable 
to  all  its  inconveniences. 

Because  the  Limits  of  the  Water  Lots,  are  not  visible,  some  extending  to  the  Channel,  and  some  a 
Tcry  small  distance  from  the  shores — in  consequence  of  which  persons  confined  are  much  more  likely 
to  commit  involuntary  breaches  of  their  Bonds,  than  if  the  Limits  were  confined,  accordiqg  to  «the 
amendments  made  by  the  Council,  to  the  Towns  and  Royalties — the  boundaries  of  which  are,  in  gene- 
ral, much  more  clearly  defined. 

The  Council  do  not  conceive  that  the  recent  English  Acts,  abolishing  imprisonment  for  Debt,  mate- 
rially bear  upon  the  present  question,  inasmuch  as  those  Acts  contain  provisions  for  the  protection  of 
tiie  Creditor  against  fraudulent  Debtors,  which  are  not  in  force  in,  and  cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council,  be  made  applicable  to  this  country. 

The  Council  conceive  that  much  inconvenience  has  already  resulted  from  the  extension  of  the  Limits  ; 
^ing  folly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that,  many  persons  possessing  means  sufficient  for  the  discbarge 
^  their  debts,  have  thereby  evaded  the  payment  of  them.

Because,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  an  Executor  should  not  be  compelled  under  any 
circamstances,  to  give  a  Bond  with  Sureties  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  trusts  reposed 
in  iim,  as  is  required  by  the  thirty-second  Section  of  the  Bill.  As  an  Executor  is  placed 
in  an  entirely  different  situation  from  an  Administrator,  because  he  is  appointed  by  the 
Testator  himself,  and  is  one  in  whom  he  reposes  the  most  unbounded  confidence;  whereas 
an  Administrator  is  generally  a  stranger  to  the  Intestate,  and  frequently  seeks  the  office 
from  interested  motives. 

And  Because,  I  am  further  of  opinion,  that  the  Bill  gives  too  much  power  to  the 
Surrogate  in  t^e  following  instance;  namely,  where  an  Executor  or  Administrator  should 
neglect <or  refuse  to  account,  the  Surrogate  is  then  impowered  to  imprison  such  Executor  or 
Administrator,  whereas  in  my  opinion,  it  should  be  enacted  by  the  Bill,  that  a  fine  in  the 
first  instance  should  be  named  by  the  Surrogate,  and  should  not  exceed  a  certain  sum,  or  a 
certain  per  centage,  to  be  recovered  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of  this  Island,  and 
then,  if  the  Executor  or  Administrator  should  still  continue  to  neglect  or  refuse  to 
account,  the  Surrogate  might  in  such  case,  have  the  power  to  imprison,  in  order  to  inforccf 
his  decrees.     With  these  exceptions  I  am  in  favour  of  the  BiU.

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Shores  of  this  Island,  by  American  Fishing  Vessels,  made'  a  Report,  which  h^  read  in  his 
place,  and  is  as  follows: — 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  refered  that  part  of  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  relates  to  the 
encroachments  upon  our  shores  by  the   American  fishing  Vessels,   report,  that  they  have  maturely 
considered  this  important  subject,  and  have  endeavoured  to  devise  some  practicable  scheme,  by  which 
this  growing  evil  may  be  remedied.    That  your  Committee  would  premise  with  the  hope,  that  such  a 
branch  of  industry  as  that  of  the  Fisheries  will  attract  more  attention  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Island, 
than  it  has  hitherto  received,  and  that  they  will   embark  in  it  with  that  energy,  talent,  and  capital, 
necessary  to  insure  success  in  the  undertaking.    That  your  Committee  consider  the  Fisheries  to  be  an 
inexhaustible  mine  of  wealth,  kindly  furnished  by  providence  for  the  wants  of  our  population,  and  they 
view  with  dissatisfaction,  those  encroachments,  which  the  Americans  are  constantly  making  upon  our 
shores,   in  direct  violation  of  the  Treaty  of  1818,     That  from   information,  which  your  Committee 
have  collected,  they  find,  that  the  Americans  are  constantiy  in  the  habit  of  fishing  within  the  prescribed 
distance  as  defined  by  the  Convention  of  1818,  of  drying  the  fish  so  caught  upon  our  shores,  and  of 
running  into  our  harbours,  bays,  and  creeks,  whenever  it  suits  their  convenience ;  and  your  Committee 
very  much  fear,  that  they  are  generally  encouraged  so  to  do  by  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,  from  the 
benefits  which  they  suppose  they  derive,  by  an  intercourse  with  the  Americans  in  a  contraband  trade, 
and  in  bartering  Island  produce  for  American  manufactures  ;  and  that  this  is  mainly  the  cause  why 
complaints  have  not  been  more  frequenUy  and  officially  made. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Ship  of  War,  graciously  sent  by  the  Home  Government 
every  Season,  for  the  purpose  of  cruising  round  our  Coast  to  protect  the  fisheries,  is  wholly  mefiective,  as 
it  is  too  laige  a  Vessel  to  pursue  the  Americans  into  our  smaller  bays,  rivers,  and  creeks,  and  in  tlie 
next  place,  it  is  so  lofty,  that  the  Americans  can  perceive  its  approach  from  a  considerable  distance,  and 
escape  before  the  Ship  of  War  can  come  near  them.  Your  Committee  ate  of  opinion,  that  an  armed 
Steamer,  drawing  but  little  water,  would  be  much  more  effective  in  protecting  our  Fisheries  from  the 
encroachments  of  the  Americans,  than  a  Ship  of  War,  as  the  Steamer  could  run  into  the  smaUer  bays, 
rivers,  and  creeks  of  our  shores,  and  seize  American  Veesels,  if  the  crews  thereof  are  acting  contrary  to, 
and  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  Treaty.  And  a  Steamer,  from  the  rapidity  with  which  it  generally 
goes  through  the  water,  would  be  enabled  to  overtake  the  American  Vessels,  and  come  upon  them  with 
scarcely  any  warning. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend,  that  an  Address  be  prepared  by  this  House,  to  Her 
Gracious  Majesty  The  Queen,  setting  fortii  the  foregoing  facts,  and  humbly  praying  that  HerJ  Majesty 
would  be  pleased  to  order,  that  an  armed  Steamer,  drawing  but  little  water,  be  placed  upon  tiiis  station 
instead  of  the  Ship  of  War,  that  has  hitiierto  been  sent  to  us  to  protect  our  Fisheries,  and  keep  oflF  the 
Americans,— and  that  the  House  of  Assembly  be  requested  to  join  in  the  said  Address,  and  also  that  an 
Address  be  prepared  and  presented  to  His  Excellency  tiie  Lieutenant  Governor,  soliciting  His  Excellen«y 
to  be  pleased  to  transmit  the  said  Address  to  Her  Majesty,  and  to  give  its  prayer  his  powerful 
recommendation.

Your  Comooiittee,  to  whom  was  refered  that  part  of  His  Excellency's  opening  Speech,  which  relates 
to  the  diffusion  of  Religious  and  Civil  Instruction  amongst  the  poorer  classes,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  carefully  examined  the  Visitor's  Report  upon  the  state  of  Education  in  this  Island,  and  such 
other  documents  as  appeared  likely  to  offer  information  upon  this  yery  important  and  interesting  subject ; 
and  whilst  they  are  gratified  in  observing  that  some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  that 
gratification  is  much  alloyed  with  the  prospect  of  the  great  task  that  still  remains  unaccomplished. 

It  will  appear  from  the  examination  of  the  accompanying  tabular  statement,  that  a  large  portion  of 
those  who  are  at  the  proper  age  for  receiving  instruction,  are  destitute  of  its  advantages;  and  by  thb 
Visitor's  Report,  it  appears  that  a  considerable  part  of  those  who  are  admitted  to  the  privilege,  enjoy  it 
in  an  unsatisfactory  and  inefficient  manner. 

Your  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  difHculty  which  attaches  to  the  attempt  to  diffuse  through  wild 
and  thinly-peopled  districts,  in  a  somewhat  inclement  climate,  a  well  disciplined  and  sound  system  of 
mstruction,  and  they  willingly  render  justice  to  the  laudable  exertions  which  have  been  made  for  its 
promotion.  But  the  difficulty  of  the  enterprise  when  considered,  with  referenced  to  its  all  important 
consequences,  should  rather  excite  our  ardor  for  its  achievement,  than  be  permitted  to  slacken  our  efforts  : 
and  your  Committee  deeply  impressed  with  the  great  responsibility  which  attends  the  neglect  on  the  part 
of  Crov^emment,  of  providing  a  proper  Education  for  the  people,  cannot  but  express  a  hope  that  on  the 
expiration  of  the  present  Act  in  1844 — ^the  whole  subject  of  Education  will  receive  the  solemn  consider- 
ttion  of  the  Legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  its  improvement  and  invigoration. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  belief,  that  by  improving  education  and  extending  its  limits, 
we  shall  most  wisely  prepare  for  the  general  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  community,  and  at  the 
fflme  time  most  conscientiously  discharge  the  duty  which  is  enforced  upon  all,  as  a  private,  public  and 
leiigioos  obligation.

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Mr.  Koutig*,  from  the  joint  Comtnittee  of  the  Council  and  Assembly,  appointed  to  pre- 
pare an  Address  to  Her  Majesty,  praying  that  Her  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased 
to  order  that  an  Armed  Steamer,  drawing  but  little  water,  may  be  placed  on  this  station, 
to  protect  the  Fisheries  on  the  coast  of  this  Island  from  encroachments  by  American  Fish- 
ing Vessels,  presented  to  the  House  the  draught  of  an  Address,  as  prepared  by  the  Joint 
Committee,  and  the  same  was  read  and  agreed  to,  and  is  as  foUoweth : — 

TO  THE  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  IvlAJESTY. 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign ; 

We  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  in  General  Assembly  convened,  humbly  approach  the  Throne  with  sentiments  of  the 
most  sincere  and  affectionate  attachment  to  your  Majesty's  person  and  Government. 

We  beg  leave  to  state  to  your  Majesty  that  encroachments  upon  the  Shores  of  this  Island  by  Ame- 
rican Fishermen  have  been  brought  to  our  notice  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  his 
opening  Speech  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  Session  ;  that  we  have  given  this  important  sub* 
ject  due  consideration,  and,  from  information  that  we  have  collected,  we  find  that  the  Americans  are 
constantly  in  the  habit  of  fishing  within  the  prescribed  distance,  as  defined  by  the  convention  of  1818^ 
of  running  into  our  Harbours,  Bays  and  Creeks,  whenever  it  suits  their  convenience,  to  procure  bait,  and 
of  thus  seizing  the  opportunity  to  carry  on  a  contraband  trade  with  the  inhabitants  of  this  Island. 

That  the  Ship  of  War  graciously  sent  by  your  Majesty  every  season  for  the  purpose  of  cruising  round 
our  coast,  to  protect  the  Fisheries,  is  ineffective,  inasmuch  as  it  cruises  to  visit  the  several  Fishing  Sta- 
tions round  the  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  for  which  it  is  better  adapted  than  for  the  shallow 
waters  around  this  Island,  and  the  American  Fishermen  take  advantage  of  the  distance  of  the  Ship  of 
War  to  continue  their  encroachments. 

That  an  armed  Steamer,  drawing  but  little  water,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  and  Assembly, 
be  much  more  effective  in  protecting  our  Fisheries  from  the  encroachments  of  the  Americans  than  a 
Ship  of  War,  as  the  Steamer  could  take  advantage  of  the  light  winds  and  calms  so  friequent  during  the 
fishing  season,  and  could  run  into  the  smaller  Bays,  Rivers  and  Creeks  of  our  shores,  and  seize  American 
Vessels,  if  the  crews  thereof  are  acting  contrary  to  a^d  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  Convention. 

We  therefore  humbly  pray  that  your  Majesty  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  order  that  an  armed 
Steamer,  drawing  but  little  water,  be  placed  upon  this  station  every  reason,  to  protect  our  Fisheries 
from  the  encroachments  of  the  Americans. 

And  as  in  duty  bound,  we  shall  ever  pray. 

Mr.  Youngs  from  the  same  Committee,  reported  the  draught  of  a  Joint  Address  of  the 
Council  and  Assembly  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  praying  that  he  veill

The  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Asserttbly  having  given  that  part  of  your  Excellency's  opening 
Speech,  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  Session,  which  relates  to  the  encroachments  of  the  Ame- 
ricans upon  our  Shores,  every  consideration,  have  adopted  a  Joint  Address  to  the  QrUeen,  upon  this 
important  subject,  praying  that  an  armed  Steamer,  drawing  but  little  water,  be  placed  upon  this  station 
every  Season,  to  protect  our  Fisheries  from  the  encroachlhents  of  the  Americans ;  and  we  respectfully 
request  that  your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  forward  the  same^  so  that  it  may  be  laid  at  the  foot  of 
the  Throne ;  and  also  that  your  Excellency  will  be  further  pleased  to  give  the  prayer  of  this  Address 
your  powerful  recommendation.

from  the  labours  of  the  two  under  Masters,  to  allow^  the  Head  Master  as  much  as  £150, 
iQ  addition  to  his  salary  of  £150,  as  fixed  by  the  Bill,  is  an  arrangement  ill  calcu^ 
lated  to  encourage  the  under  Masters  to  a  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  would 
make  such  a  disproportion  of  the  salaries,  that  no  competent  person^  would  be  likely  to 
undertake  the  duties  assigned  to*  the  under  Masters — Which  the  House  of  Assembly 
consider  the  most  arduous  to  be  performed.  The  House  of  Assembly  more  particularly 
consider  that  the  Tuition-money  could  not  be  better  divided  than  by  the  Trustees,  in 
vhose  direction  the  Bill,  as  agreed  to  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  has  placed  its  appor- 
tionment.''

Thar  the  general  embarrassments  and  coinroercial  distress  which  have  existed  in  Great 

Britain  for  the  last  two  years,  have  occasioned  the  almost  total  destruction  of  our  trade 

riih  the  Mother  Country,  which  consisted  chiefly  in  the  export  of  shipping  and  lumber, 

nnd  from  which  source  a  portion  of  our  supplies  of  specie  has  been  derived;  these  circum- 

Mances,  together  with  the  failure  of  our  accustomed  markets  for  agricultural  produce  in 

:he  neighbouring  Provinces,  arising  from  similar  causes  existing  there,  have  so  far  affected 

ihe  agriculturists  of  the  Colony  as  to  render  the  payment  of  their  rents  in  cash  a  measure 

if  extreme  difficulty  and  almost  impossibility.     That  owing  to  the  foregoing  circumstances,* 

ind  from  other  causes  which  have  unhappily  existed  in  this  Colony,  but  to  which  it  is  unne- 

r.essaiy  further  to  advert,  the  Tenantry  ha\e  become  embarrassed  by  a  large  accumulation  of 

arrears  of  rent — the  existence  of  which  must  necessarily  operate  as  a  serious  check  to 

ijture  improvement,  and  is  alike  injurious  to  the  interest  of  Landlord  and  Tenant.     That, 

rem  the  positive  declarations  of  the  Imperial  Government  hitherto  expressed  in  despatches 
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laid  before  the  Legislature  of  this  Colony,  and  particularly  in  the  late  despatch  received 
from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Stanley,  dated  14th  July,  1842,  relating  to  the  tenure 
of  land  in  this  Colony,  and  in  answer  to  the  Address  of  the  late  House  of  Assembly  to  Her 
Majesty  and  the  Imperial  Parliament,  it  appears  that  tier  iVlajesty's  Governroeat  has 
declined  any  further  interference,  by  the  sanction  of  any  enactment,  between  Landlord 
find  Tenant;  therefore,  that  the  House  of  Assembly  can  no  longer  extend  to  the  Tenantry 
of  the  Colony  any  hope  of  relieving  them,  by  enactment,  from  the  obligations  of  their 
leases;  but,  nevertheless,  this  Committee  is  (jeeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  the  necessity 
that  now  devolves  on  the  Proprietors  in  the  present  embarrassed  state  of  the  Tenantry, 
of  remitting  such  portion  of  the  arrears  of  rent  as  the  situation  and  conduct  of  individuals 
may  warrant,  and  accepting  for  the  future  their  rents  in  the  marketable  productions  of  the 
soil  at  the  market  price  :  Resolved,  therefore,  That  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that 
the  existence  of  evils  so  generally  felt  fully  warrants  this  House  in  earnestly  appealing  to^ 
and  soliciting  the  powerful  interference  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  as  mediators 
between  the  Proprietors  and  their  Tenantry  in  this  Island,  with  a  view  of  inducing  the 
former  to  remit  such  portion  of  the  arrears  of  rent  now  due  as  will  encourage  the  Tenams 
in  their  efforts  to  discharge  the  legal  demands  of  the  Landlords,  and  to  urge  on  them  the 
necessity  of  adopting  such  arrangements  as  will  enable  the  Tenantry  to  pay  their  rents 
for  the  future  in  the  marketable  productions  of  the  soil,  at  the  market  price — an  arrange- 
ment that  we  fully  believe  would  be  equally  advantageous  and  beneficial  to  both  parties, 
and  would  lay  the  foundation  of  a  better  state  of  feeling  than  now  exists — and  without 
which,  this  Colony  cannot  be  expected  to  prosper.

Dissentient. — Because  Sheriffs,  on  the  sale  of  lands  alleged  to  be  in  arrear  for  taxes, 
kve  been  in  the  habit  of  selling  one  or  two  hundred  Acres  for  all  the  tax,  (frequently  a 
considerable  sum)  in  arrear  on  the  Township — the  portion  sold,  not  being  designated  at 
tie  time  of  sale,  but  left  to  the  election  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  Sheriffs  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  executing  a  Deed  of  any  parqel  of  land,  of  which  the  purchaser  chooses 
to  give  a  description,'  of  such  De^d  remaining  secret  and  unknown  to  the  individual,  whose 
land  may  be  affected  thereby. 

Because  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  number  of  those  secret  Deeds  now  lying  dor- 
iDdDt  in  the  County  or  the  amount  of  property  which  will  be  affected  by  them  when  conllir- 
med  by  the  proposed  Bill. 

Because  the  proposed  Bill  goes  to  Confirm  sales  made  many  years  since,  under  which 
the  lands  of  one  individual  have  been  in  many  cases  sold  not  only  for  the  tax  in  arrear  upon 
^e  parcel  so  sold,  but  also  for  that  due  upon  many  other  thousands  of  acres  for  which  the 
parcel  so  sold  was  not  liable,  and  because  the  individual,  who  may  have  been  so  unfortu- 
nate as  to  have  his  lands  selected,  might,  if  aware  of  the  fact  at  the  time  of  sale,  have  ob- 
tained contribution  from  other  proprietors  on  the  Township,  whose  arrears  had  been 
paid  out  of  his  land,  but,  in  consequence  of  the  time  which  has  elapsed,  and  his  having  no 
notice  that  his  lands  were  affected  by  such  Deed,  it  may  now  be  impossible  for  such  person^, 
through  the  death,  absence,  or  other  circumstances  of  such  other  defaulters  to  obtain 
compensation. 

Because  Lands  affected  by  such  secret  deeds  may  have  been  subsequently  sold  to  bona 
Wlc  purchasers,  without  any  notice  thereof,  and  the  proposed  Bill  will,  by  confirming 
R»ch  Deeds,  deprive  such  bona  fide  purchasers  of  their  property,  which  is  most  unreason-* 
d>le  and  unjust,  it  being  but  right  that  where  there  are  two  innocent  parties,  he  who  has 
pt  the  legal  title,  should  be  safe.

louse  an  Address  as  prepared  by  the  Joint  Committee,  and  the  same  was  read,  and  is 
8  followeth  : 

TO  THE  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY. 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign ; 
We  your  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
iColoaial  Parliament  assembled,  beg  leave  to  approach  the  Throne  with  sentiments  of  .-devoted  loyalty 
^  attachment  to  your  Majesty's  sacred  Person  and  Government  We  respectfully  submit  to  your, 
Itiostf  j  as  9ub}ect0  deeply  affecting  the  interests  of  this  Colony,^  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  settled 
i^s  therein  are  held  underlease  at  rents  payable  in  cash  to  absentee  Proprietors  ;  and  that  the  annual 
^ooni  thereof  drawn  from  the  Island  must  of  necessity  operate  as  a  serious  drawback  on  its  prosperity. 
That  the  general  embarrassment  and  eommercial  distre{^s  which  have  existed  in  Great  Britain  for  the 
Rtiro  years  have  occasioned  the  almost  total  destruction  of  our  trade  with  the  Mother  Country,  which 
Bailed  chiefly  in  Che  export  of  shipping  and  lumber,  and  from  which  source  a  portion  of  our  supplies 
K  been  deriy^. 
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That  these  circumstances,  together  with  the  failure  of  our  accustomed  markets  for  agricuhural  produce 
in  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  arising  from  similar  causes  existing  there,  have  so  far  affected  the  agricul- 
turists of  this  Island,  as  to  render  the  payment  of  their  rents  in  cash  a  measure  of  extreme  difficulty, 
and  almost  impossibility. 

That  owing  to  the  foregoing  circumstances,  and  from  other  causes  which  have  unhappily  existed  in 
'this  Colony,  but  to  which  it  is  unnecessary  further  to  advert,  the  tenantry  have  become  embarrassed  by 
a  largo  accumulation  of  arrears  of  rent,  the  existence  of  which  must  necessarily  operate  as  a  serious  check 
to  future  improvement,  and  is  alike  injurious  to  the  interests  of  landlord  and  tenant. 

That  from  the  positive  declarations  hitherto  expressed  by  your  Majesty,  as  communicated  in  ceriain 
despatches  by  your  Majesty's  Secretaries  of  State  for  the  Colonial  Department;  and  laid  before  the 
Legislature  of  this  Colony — the  last  being  the  despatch  received  from  Lord  Stanley,  bearing  date  the 
14th  day  of  July,  1842,  relating  to  the  tenure  of  Land  in  this  Colony,  and  in  answer  to  the  Address  of 
the  late  House  of  Assembly  to  your  Majesty  and  to  the  Imperial  Parliament — it  would  appear  that  your 
Majesty  has  declined  further  interference,  by  the  sanction  of  any  Legislative  enactment  between  landlord 
and  tenant ;  from  which  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  can  no  longer  extend  to  the  tenantry  of 
the  Colony  an)  hope  of  relieving  them  by  enactment  from  the  obligations  of  their  leases ;  but,  nevertheless. 
being  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  the  necessity  that  now  devolves  on  the  proprietors  of  land,  in 
the  present  embarrassed  state  of  the  tenantry,   of  remitting  such  portion  of  the  arrears  of  rent  as  the 
situation  and  conduct  of  individuals  may  demand,  and  accepting  for  the  future  their  rents  in  the  market- 
able  productions  of  the  soil  at  the  market  price,  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  earnestly  appeal 
to  your  Majesty,  and  humbly  pray  that  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  use  such  mediatioD 
as  may  induce  the  proprietors  to  remit  to  their  tenantry  such  portion  of  the  arrears  of  rent  now  due  as 
may  encourage  the  tenants  in  their  efforts  to  discharge  the  legal  demands  of  the  landlords ;  and  to  urge 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  adopting  such  arrangements  as  will  enable  the  tenantry  to  pay  their  rents  for 
the  future  in  the  marketable  productions  of  the  soil,  at  the  market  prices — an  arrangement  which  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  fully  believe  would  be  equally  advantageous  and  beneficial  to  both 
parties,  and  would  lay  the  foundation  of  a  better  state  of  feeling  than  now  exists  between  the  proprietors 
and  their  tenants,  and  without  which  this  Colony  cannot  be  expected  to  prosper. 

On  motion,  The  said  Address  was  agreed  to  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Young,  from  the  joint  Committee  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  appointed  to  pre- 
pare an  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  praying  that  he  will  be 
pleased  to  forward  the  foregoing  Address  to  Her  Majesty,  with  bis  favorable  recommend 
dation,  presented  the  draft  of  an  Address,  as  prepared  by  the  joint  Committee,  and  the 
same  wns  read,  and  is  as  followeth  :

Township  Lands  therein,  humbly  request  that  your  Excellency  will  be  plased  to  transmit  the  sa 
Address,  so  that  the  same  may  be  laid  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne ;  and  that  your  Excellency  will  furih 
be  pleased  to  give  its  prayer  your  powerful  recommendation. 

On  motion.  The  said  Address  was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

.  On  motion,  Ordered,  That  a  Commit  tee  be  appointed  to  join  a  Committee  of  the  Houi 
of  Assembly  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  with  the  said  Address. 

Ordered,  That  the  same  Committee  who  prepared  the  Address  be  a  Committee  on  tl 
part  of  this  House  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  with  the  same. 
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Ordered,  That  the  said  Resolution  be  communicated  by  Message  to  the  House  of 
Assembly. 

A  Message  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  Mr.  Coles  : — 

Mr.  President  ; 

The  House  of  Assembly  desire  a  Conference  with  the  Legislative  Council,  on  the  subject 
natter  of  the  amendments  made  to  the  Bill  intituled  **  An  Act  to  confirm  the  Titles  to 
Lands  purchased  under  the  several  Acts  for  raising  an  Assessment  on  Lands  in  this 
Island,"  and  have  appointed  Mr.  Coles,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Palmer,  Mr.  Longworth,  and 
Mr.  Cambridge,  a  Committee  to  manage  the  said  Conference. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  a  Conference  be  agreed  to,  as  is  desired  by  the  House  of 
Assembly. 

Ordered,  that  Mr.  Solicitor  General  and  Mr.  Hensley,  be  a  Committee  to  manage  the 
said  Conference,  to  meet  in  the  Committee  Room  instanter. 

Ordered,  That  a  Message  be  sent  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  acquainting  them 

therewith. 

And  the  names  of  the  Managers  being  called  over,  they  went  to  the  Conference,  and 
being  returned,  they  reported  that  they  had  met  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  House 
ofAssembly,  who  had  delivered  to  them  the  said  Bill,  and  a  Paper  containing  as  follows: 

'^  Because  there  may  be  cases  where  cultivated  or  settled  tracts  of  land  have  been  sold 
by  ihe  Sheriff,  and  described  by  certain  bounds  at  the  time  of  sale;  and  there  are  no  doubt 
casts  where  a  purchaser  at  a  Sheriff's  sale,  not  being  able  to  find  wilderness  land,  has 
•afterwards  selected  default  land,  which  may  have  been  wholly  or  in  part  improved, — 
There  are  also  frequently  cases  where  a  person,  having  omitted  to  pay  his  land  tax  on 
improved  land,  has  purchased  it,  or  procured  it  to  be  purchased  in,  for  his  own  benefit,  and 
tbe  better  security  of  his  title;  in  all  of  which  cases  it  would  be  a  hardship  for  a  purchaser, 
hanog  relied  on  the  sufficiency  of  the  law,  to  lose  his  purchase  money;  while  it  may  be 
supposed  that  any  of  the  improved  land  so  sold,  if  of  extraordinary  value,  would  have 
been  redeemed  by  the  owner  in  due  time. 

'' Because  there  does  not  appear  to  the  House  of  Assembly  any  necessity  to  give  an 

I  additional  two  years)  or  to  add  to  the  time  for  the  equity  of  redemption  already  provided 

for  by  law,  which  the  amendment  of  the  Legislative  Council  proposes  to  do,  not  only  as 

to  wilderness  land,  but  even  to  land  improved  by  the  purchaser;  in  all  of  which  cases  the 

equity  of  redemption  might  be  liable  to  be  prolonged  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

"Because  the  publication  of  an  advertisement  in  three  different  Newspapers,  in  each 
probably  eight  times,  being  twenty-four  publications  in  the  whole,  would  create  an 
ttpense  which  should  not  be  imposed  on  a  purchaser;  nor  is  it  a  notice  which  a  person  in 
(ierault  of  payment  of  his  assessment  could  reasonably  expect  to  be  entitled  to,  over  and 
«bove  those  fornaal  notices  already  prescribed  by  law,  and  given  by  the  Treasurer  in  the 
piblic  Newspapers,  and  by  Proclamation  in  the  Supreme  Court;  as  well  also  as  the  usual 
Siberiff's  notices  before  he  sells  the  land. 

**  Because  the  House  of  Assembly  is  of  opinion,  that  where  a  purchaser  of  land  under 
^e  Assessment  Act  has  been  obliged  to  commence  an  action  to  obtain  possession  of  it,  he 
^Id  not  on  that  account  be  excluded  from  the  benefit  of  the  Bill,  any  more  than  another 
^ohas  not  used  the  same  diligence."

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On  motion.  Ordered,  That  this  House  do  insist  on  their  amendments  made  to  the  Bill 
intituled  ^'  An  Act  to  confirm  the  Titles  to  Lands  purchased  undertbe  several  Acts  for 
raising  an  Assessment  on  Lands  in  this  Island. 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  *be  appointed  to  draw  up  Reasons  for  insisting  on  the  said 
amendments,  to  be  offered  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  at  a  Conference  on  the  said  amend- 
ments. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Young  and  Mr.  Hensley  be  a  Committee  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Young  from  the  Committee,  appointed  to  draw  up  reasons  for  insisting  on  the  sale 
amendments,  presented  to  the  House  the  Report  of  said  Committee,  which  he  read  in  hi: 
place,  and  is  as  followeth  :

On  motion,  Ordered,  That  a  further  Conference  be  desired  with  the  House  of  Assembly 
on  the  subject  matter  of  the  last  Conference. 

Ordered,  That  the  same  Committee  who  managed  the  last  Conference  thereon,  be  a 
Committee  to  manage  this  further  Conference  to  meet  in  the  Committee  Room  instanter. 

A  Message  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  Mr.  Cambridge : — 
Mr.  President; 

The  House  of  Assembly  do  agree  to  a  further  Conference,  as  is  desired  by  the  Legis- 
lative Council,  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  last  Conference,  and  have  appointed  the  same 
Committee  who  managed  the  last  Conference,  a  Committee  to  manage  this  further 
Conference. 

And  the  names  of  the  Managers  being  called  over,  they  went  to  the  Conference,  and 
being  returned  they  reported,  that  they  had  complied  with  the  instructions  given  them 
by  this  House.

An  Act  to  prevent  the  going  at  large  of  Swine  and  Geese  at  all  seasons,  and  of  Horses 
at  certain  seasons,  in  the  Square  and  Streets  of  Georgetown. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  relating  to  Distress  for  Rent,  and  to  regulate  the  practice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  cases  of  Replevin. 

An  Act  relating  to  Landlord  and  Tenant. 

An  Act  in  further  amendment  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Tenth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King 
George  the  Fourth,  intituled  Jn  Jet  to  regulate  the  laying  out  and  altering  of  High- 
ways and  to  provide  a  mode  of  obtaining  Compensation  for  those  who  may  thereby  be 
injured,  and  to  cause  those  who  are  benefited  thereby  to  contribute  towards  their  for- 
mation. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  issue  de  novo  of  certain  Writs,  under  the  Road  Compensation 

Acts,  in  certain  cases. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Summary  Trial  of  Small  Debts,  and  to  regulate  proceedings 

in  cases  of  Summary  Capias. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Marriage  Law. 

An  Act  to  enable  Married  Women  to  convey  Freehold  Property  to  which  they  may 
be  entitled  in  their  own  right. 

An  Act  to  repeal  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  Twenty-first  year  of  the  Reign  of 
King  George  the  Third,  intituled  Jin  Jet  relating  to  Wills,  Legacies  and  Executors^ 
and  f&i'  the  settlement  and  distribution  of  the  Estates  of  Intestates y  and  to  make  other 
provisions  in  lieu  thereof. 

An  Act  to  prevent  trespassing  on  the  Common  of  Georgetown. 

After  which,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  addressed  His  Excellency  as 
followeth: — 

May  it  please  your  Excellency  ; 

In  presenting  the  several^  Bills  of  aid  and  supply  for  the  service  of  the  current  year,  I  have,  as  the  or- 
gan of  the  House  of  Assembly,  to  express  to  your  Excellency  their  full  confidence  that  the  sums  granted 
for  the  many  important  objects  to  which  they  are  appropriated,  will  be  faithfully  and  economically  ex- 
pended. 

The  House  of  Assembly  have  to  express  their  deep  regret»'that  two  Bills  passed  by  the  House  during 
the  present  Session,  of  great  importance  to  the  Colony,  relating  to  the  titles  to  lands  sold  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  non-payment  of  Land  Assessment,  have  not  been  concurred  in  by  the  Legislative  Council, 
whereby  the  Revenue  of  this  Colony  will  be  seriously  affected,  and  the  good  faith  of  the  Government 
called  in  question.  This  circumstance  will^  at  a  future  session,  call  for  the  special  consideration  of  the 
House. 

I  have  now,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  her  Majesty's  loyal  and  dutiful  subjects,  the  Commons  of 
Prince  Edward  Island,  the  honor  to  present  for  your  Excellency's  acceptance  the  following  Bills: — 

An  Act  for  the  increase  of  the  Revenue  of  this  Island. 

An  Act  to  amend  and  explain  an  Act  passed  in  this  present  Session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, intituled  Jin  Jlct  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  Statute 
Labour^  and  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys  on  the  Highways. 
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An  Act  to  alter  and  amend  the  Act  for  the  establishment  of  an  Academy  in  Charlotte- 
town. 

An  Act  for  appropriating  certain  Moneys  therein  mentioned,  for  the  service  of  the  year 
of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  Forty-three. 

To  each  of  which  his  Excellency  was  pleased,  in  the  Queen's  name,  tog-ive  his  assent. 

And  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make   the  following  Speech  to  both  Houses  : 

Mr.  PreHdent,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  : 
Mr.  Speaker y  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly : 

By  your  zealous  exertions,  I  am  now  enabled  to  relieve  you  from  the  prosecution  of  farther  business ; 
but  I  caunot  do  so  without  first  offering  my  warmest  thanks  for  the  deep  interest  you  have  displayed  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Colony,  by  your  cajreful  revision  of  many  laws  of  great  importance,  as  well  as  by  the 
enactment  of  others  which  circumstances  have  recommended. 

Mr.  Speaker i  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  : 

I  thank  you  for  the  supplies  granted  to  Her  Majesty  for  the  use  of  this  Colony,  the  application  of  which 
will  be  in  strict  conformity  to  your  wishes.  I  cannot  but  cherish  the  exi)ectation  of  an  increasing  revenue 
under  the  alterations  which  you  have  made  in  the  Tariff,  with  apparently  so  much  judgment. 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council: 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly: 

I  regret  to  observe  that  a  riotous  disposition  has  discovered  itself  in  the  Eastern  part  of  King's 
County  ;  active  measures  have  been  adopted,  quiet  has  been  restored,  and  many  of  the  rioters  are  under 
recognizance  to  appear  for  trial :  I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  remark,  that  although  your  Legislative 
labours  are,  for  a  time,  to  be  suspended,  yet  I  would  earnestly  impress  the  remembrance  of  other 
duties  which  belong  to  your  influential  stations,  and  there  is  not  one  of  greater  magnitude,  or  of  more 
vital  importance,  than  that  of  leading  the  minds  of  the  people  to  the  consideration  of  obedience  to  the 
laws^  both  in  a  Religious  and  moral  sense,  and  to  the  wretched  state  of  that  society  where  this  is  des- 
pised or  even  forgotten. 

Those  who  endeavour  to  promote  such  a  state  of  society,  and  who  by  artfully  inflaming  the  minds 
of  the  people,  betray  them  into  turbulence  and  crime,  incur  a  dreadful  responsibility,  and  are  the  wilful 
enemies  of  God  and  man ;  but  to  you,  Honorable  Gentlemen,  and  Gentlemen,  I  confidently  look 
for  the  exercise  of  a  sound  knowledge,  and  that  guided  by  your  Christian  feelings,  you  will  in  your 
intercourse  with  the  inhabitants,  strive  to  convince  them  that  by  violence  and  insubordination  they 
retard  their  own  prosperity,  and  aid  the  designs  of  men,  who  for  selfish  purposes  are  misleading  them  ; 
and  also  that  it  is  an  imperative  duty  to  obey  the  laws  under  which  they  have  placed  themselves,  laws 
that  will  be  defended  with  vigour  and  administered  with  impartiality.

I  have  received  your  Despalch,  No.  48,  of  the  13th  of  August,  explaining  the  nature  of  the  Public  Foods 
of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  which  the  Colonial  Legislature  wished  the  proceeds  of  the  Sale  of  School  Lands  to 
be  invested. 

The  proposal  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  appears  to  be,  to  buy  up  with  this  m6ney  certain  ootstandiog 
Treasury  Warrants — to  grant  others  to  the  same  amount — and  to  apply  the  annual  Interest  upon  them  to  par- 
poses  of  Education. 

If  my  interpretation  of  their  meaning  be  cor rect---al though  I  do  not  myself  clearly  see  the  advantages  to 
be  derived  from  the  measure — it  does  not  appear  to  he  open  to  any  valid  objection. 

Assuming,  therefore,  that  the  security  is  sufficient,  I  have  advised  Her  Majesty  to  comply  with  the  Addrrs5 
of  the  Council  and  Assembly  on  the  subject ;  and  Her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  command  me  to  instruct 
you  to  signify  to  those  bodies  Her  assent  to  the  proposed  investment  of  this  money.

Sir; 

I  have  had  under  my  constderaiimi  in  Act,  No.  568,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
April  last,  and  transmitted  in  your  Despalch,  No.  35,  of  the  30th  of  last  May,  entitle4  *'  An  Act  to  create  a  tui 
for  defraying  the  expense  of  providing  Medical   Assistance  for  sick  Emigrants,  and  of  enabliog  indigent  p^ 
sons  of  that  description  to  proceed  to  the  place  of  their  destination.'' 

The  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  the  most  part,  coincide  with  ^t^hose  of  the  Emigrant  Tax  Act,  which  has  Utj 
come  into  operation  in  Canada:  but  there  are  certain  dil'tinctions  between  the  two  measures,  to  which  I  hiir^ 
direct  your  attention. 
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In  the  first  place,  the  penalty  upon  infringing  the  Law  is  not  in  every  case  the  same ;  and  what  is  of  more  im- 
portance, the  Act  excludes  from  the  benefit  of  the  relief  fund  single  men,  and  married  couples  without  families, 
VI bo  are  DOt  sick  ;  whereas  the  Canada  Act — more  correctly,  as  I  conceive — ^makes  no  such  distinction. 

The  tax  is  there  paid  by  all  Emigrants,  indiscriminately;  and  all  who  can  prove  themselves  to  be  in  a  state 
of  destitution  seem  to  have  a  fair  claim  for  assistance,  out  of  the  fund  proceeding  from  the  tax. 

I  ha?e,  therefore,  to  direct  you  to  communicate  to  the  Legislature  my  opinion,  that  should  circumstances  re- 
quire a  revision  of  the  Act  before  its  appointed  termination,  viz :  1st  May,  1845,  which  the  passing  of  the 
new  Imperial  Passengers'  Act  may  render  necessary,  it  might,  perhaps,  be  desirable  that  this  portion  of  the  en- 
actmeot  should  be  re-considered — advantage  being  taken  of  such  experience  as  may  thfen  have  been  had  of  its 
operation. 

The  remaicing  point,  on  which  there  is  some .  difference  between  the  Act  now  under  consideration  and  that 
vhich  has  been  passed  in  Canada,  is  in  the  persons  by  whom  and  under  whose  authority  the  fund  is  to  be  ad- 
ministered. By  the  Canada  Act,  the  money  levied  under  its  provisions  is  to  be  applied  by  Officers  appointed 
brthe  Governor  (who,  I  apprehend,  will  be  paid),  and  under  Regulations  established  by  the  Governor.  By  the 
present  Act,  the  money  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Governor  to  the  local  Boards  of  Health,  and  to  be  expended  under 
(heir  direction.  Upon  referring  to  the  several  Acts  under  which  these  Boards  have  been  established,  I  find 
•hat  they  are  nominated  by  the  Governor,  but  that  there  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  members  of  which  each  may 
consist,  and  that,  apparently,  they  are  not  paid.  I  think,  therefore,  that  some  caution  will  be  necessary  in 
securing  the  proper  and  discreet  application  of  the  funds,  and  that  it  would  be  proper  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
iiC^islamre  to  this  subject. 

I  would,  moreover,  suggest,  that  in  as  much  as  the  money,  by  the  present  Act,  to  be  first  paid  into  the  Pub- 
lic Treasury,  and  afterwards  paid  out  by  the  Governor  to  the  local  Boards,  it  would  be  desirable  that  it  should 
not  be  so  paid  out,  unless  upon  such  conditions,  in  regard  to  its  application,  as  you,  or  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
3orfor  the  time  being,  may  think  proper  to  impose. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  acquaint  you,  that,  concurring  generally  in  the  purpose  and  provisions  of  this  Act, 
•he  Order  of  Her  Majesty  inCdunctl,  leaving  it  to  its  operation,  will  be  forwarded  to  you  by  the  next  opportunity.

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despateh,  No.  35,  of  the  30th  May,  transmitting  Twenty-four  Acts, 
pt^d  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,   during  the  recent  Session. 

1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you,  an  Order  passed  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  on  the  11th  inst.,  leaving 
Sixteen  of  this  series  to  their  operation — an  Order  passed  on  the  same  day  especially  confirming  the  Act,  No. 
^,  authorising  the  erection  of  an  Asylum  for  Insane  persons,  which  had  been  amended  by  one  of  the  above 
ratntioncd  scries.  The  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  683  and  4,  are  still  under  the  consideration  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government. 

The  Act  No.  583,  abridges  the  time  of  study  required  for  admission  to  the  practice  of  the  Law,  in  favor  of  all 
Pttsons  being  Natives  of  the  Colony,  or  resident  therein  for  two  years,  who  have  "  duly  obtained  a  Degree  from 
!  u?  College  entitled  to  grant  the  same." 

■  1  suppose  the  real  meaning  to  be,  to  limit  this  advantage  to  British  subjects,  and  to  graduates  of  Colleges 
I  Tallin  thedueen's  Dominions.  But  the  words  of  the  Act  would  justify,  and  probably  require,  a  larger  con< 
^Knction— opening  the  door  to  Aliens  as  well  as  Denizens,  and  to  graduates  in  Foreign  as  well  as  in  British 
I  Colleges. 

(Voa  will  take  such  measures  as  may  appear  to  you  best  calculated  for  bringing  under  the  consideration  of 
^^Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  the  .propriety  of  amending  the  Act  in  this  respect.  Until  I  shall  be 
^prised  of  the  reaolt,  Her  Majesty's  decision  on  the  Act  will  be  suspended. 
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The  Act  No.  5S4,  amending  the  former  Act  relating  to  the  laying  out  and  altering  the  Highways,  &c.,  is  i 
Law  of  great  importance,  especially  to  the  Absentee  Proprietors  of  Land  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  Having  re- 
ferred to  the  correspondence  which  passed  on  the  subject,  when  the  former  Act,  which  this  one  amends,  was 
under  consideration,  I  see  no  reason  to  object  to  the  present  Law.  But  I  think  it  right  that  those  proprietors 
who  are  interested  in  this  measure,  and  may  have  been  absent  from  the  Island  during  the  time  it  was  under 
discussion  by  the  Legislature,  should  have  an  opportunity  of  making  any  observations  upon  it  which  they  mav 
desire  to  offer.  Her  Majesty  in  Council  will,  therefore,  not  be  advised  to  take  any  decision  on  this  Act  until 
the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  1st  instant,  in  order  to  give  time  for  the  receipt  of  any  such  remonstrances 

Although  the  enclosed  Order  in  Council   leaves  to   its  operation  the   Act  No.  586,  explaining  the  former 

Election  La\\  of  the  Island,  I  must  observe,  that  in  effect  it  alters  the   Elective  Franchise,  and  therefore  shouiJ 

not  have  been  passed  without  a  suspending  Clause.     I  do  not  object  to  the   alterations,  but  I  think  it  right  to 

maintain  the  principle,  and  therefore  I  must  request  that  you  will,  in   future,  adhere  to  the  Royal  Instruction?

1  transmit  to  you  herewith  an  Act  of  Parliament,  5  and  6  Victoria,  cap.  49,  which  received  the  assent  ot 

^  Crown  on  the   16th  ultimo,  entitled  '<  An   Act  to  amend  the   Laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  Trade  of  the 

"*  Briii^h  Possessions  abroad,^'  and  I  have  to  request,  that  you  will  take  the  first  opportunity  of  communicating 

^nes  of  this  Act  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  of  Canada. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  having  undertaken,  soon  after  their  accession  to  office,  the  revision  of  the  Laws 
^y  which  the  commerce  of  the  United  Kingdom  is  governed,  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  consider  with  equal 
'•i'^  ibe  Regulations  bearing  upon  the  trade  of  the  Colonies,  and  having  in  view  the  experience  which  has 
K>'<v  o€en  obtained  of  the  Legislation  promoted  by  the  late  Mr.  Huskisson,  and  some  of  his  successors  in  office, 
sJ  being  satisfied  with  its  results,  their  object  has  been  to  give  fuller  effect  to  the  spirit  in  which  that  Legisia- 
^  was  conceived.  They  have  applied  themselves,  theiefore,  to  remove  restrictions  upon  Colonial  industry, 
>brin7  the  provisions  of  the  Imperial  Law  more  and  more  into  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Declaratory 
^  of  1778,  and  to  aflford  new  practical  recognitions  of  the  principle  of  equality  and  impartiality  in  the  dealings 
^tJie  Imperial  Legisiature  with  the  Colonial  Possessions  of  the  Crown. 

Tbe  Act  now  sent  to  you  is  the  fruit  of  these  endeavours,  and  I  trust  that  the  Legislature,  and  the  Inhabi- 
iBts  of  Canada,  will  find  in  it  enactments  calculated  to  be  of  essential  advantage  to  their  commercei  and  to  af- 
^  them  relief  as  con'snmers  of  imported  Goods. 

I  do  not  propose  to  recapitulate  the  substance  of  the  Act  in  all  its  provisions,  but  I  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
^,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  repeal  of  the  Duties  under  the  Acts  4th  Geo.  3d,  cap.  15,  5th  Geo.  3d  cap.  52,  14th 
^  %1,  cap.  88,  OQ    Pimento,  Molasses,  Wines  and  Spirits  respectively. 

1  trust  that  in  the  repeal  of  these  duties  the  Legislature  will  perceive  and  appreciate  the  desire  of  Her  Ma- 
Kj's  Government  to  maintain  the  principle  of  the  Declaratory  Act  already  alluded  to,  and  to  confine  the 
^iffieotsof  the  Imperial  Legislature,  even  as  respects  the  imposition  of  Import  duties,  within  the  narrowest 
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limits  whioh  are  compatible  with  the  due  regulation  of  the  commercial  interest  of  the  Empire  at  large,  lam 
desirous  also  to  bring  under  your  notice  a  comparison  of  the  table  of  prohibitions,  duties  and  exemptions,  in  the 
4th  and  7th  Sections,  with  those  of  the  Possessions'  Act,  applying  to  the  like  Articles. 

You  will  observe,  that  the  ad'Valorcn\  duties  on  Foreign  glass  and  silk   manufactures  are  reduced  fronr20 
and  30  per  cenL  re»pectivelj,  to  15  percent;  those  on  Foreign  linen,  leather,  and  paper  manufactures,  and  on 
clocks  and  watches,  from  30  to  7   per  cent ;  those  on  Foreign  cotton  manufactures,    tobacco  and  soap,  from 
20  to  7  per  cent;  and  those  on  unenumerated  articles,  from  15  to  4  per  cent.,  whilst  salt  fish,  of  foreign  taking 
or  curing,  instead  of  being  prohibited,  is  admitted  at  a  duty  of  2s.  per  cwt.,  Foreign  Oil,  Blubber,  Fins  and  Skina, 
also  prohibited  under  the  previous   Act,   are  admitted  on  a  duty  of  15  per  cent,  ad-valorem;  Cocoa  that  was 
charged   5s.  per  cent,  is  admitted  at    Is.,   and  the  prohibitions  and  restrictions  which  were  applied  to  the  im' 
portation  of  Tea,  otherwise  than  from  the  United  Kingdom,  or  from  British  Possessions,  or  under  certain  speci- 
fied conditions;  are  exchanged  for  a  duty  Id.  per  lb. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  are  sensible  that  objections  may  be  raised  in  Canada  and  New  Brunswick  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  in  reference  to  the  important  article  of  Foreign  lumber,  as  tending  to  injure  them,  in 
supplying  the  West  Indies  with  one  of  their  staple  exports.  Her  Majesty's  Government  earnestly  trust  that  such  may 
not  be  the  unfavorable  result  of  the  recent  legislation.  Having  regard  to  the  fact,  that  the  United  States  are 
themselves  compelled  to  resort  largely  to  the  British  Provinces  for  a  supply  of  Wood,  it  is  not  hazarding  to) 
much  to  state,  that  the  exemption  of  Foreign  lumber  from  duty  does  not  appear  likely  to  injure  the  BiiUdii 
North  American  Trade  in  this  article   with  the  West  Indies. 

The  duties  of  5s.  per  barrel  upon  Foreign  wheat  fiour,  and  12s.  per  cwt.  on  Foreign  salted  or  cured  meat,  \vh\cV 
were  imposed  by  the  Possessions'  Act,  were  attended  with  this  peculiarity,  that  they  did  not  extend  to  Canada 
where  wheat  flour  and  salted  provisions  were  altogether  exempt  from  duty.  The  object  of  granting  this  exemp 
tion  to  Canada,  was  to  draw  this  species  of  produce  from  the  North  Western  States  of  the  Union  down  the  Hive 
St.  Lawrence  to  the  Atlantic ;  but  these  articles  being  imported  into  Canada,  not  for  her  own  consumption,  bv 
for  re-exportation  to  the  West  Indian  and  other  Colonial  Markets  ;  the  effect  was,  to  give  Canada  the  benefit  of 
transit  trade,  at  the  expense  of  those  Colonies.  These  duties  are  now  reduced  to  2s.  per  barrel,  in  the  cn«e  i 
wheat  Flour,  and  to  3s.  per  cwt.,  in  the  case  of  meat;  and  to  correct  the  unfair  operation  of  the  Law  which 
have  described,  the  reduced  duties  are  extended  to  Canada  equally  with  other  Colonies,  whilst,  at  the  sameiia) 
in  the  new  measures  for  the  regulation  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom,  important  advantages  have  bee 
given  to  the  salted  provisions  of  Canada,  in  the  markets  at  home — which,  it  is  hoped,  will  fully  counterbalan 
any    supposed  disadvantages    arising   from  the  other  change. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  desire  to  observe,  that  under  the  37th  and  38th  clauses  of  the  British  Possessioi 
Act,  3  and  4  Will.  4,  cap.  59,  which  are  unrepealed  by  the  Act  of  this  Session,  any  articles  may  be  entered 
any  frontier  Port  of  Canada,  without  payment  of  duty,  and  may  be  delivered,  to  be  passed  on  to  one  off 
Warehousing  Ports  under  Bond,  for  the  due  arrival  and  Warehousing  of  such  Goods  at  such  port.  The  exist! 
exemptions  would  relieve  parties  from  the  observance  of  these  regulations,  and  from  any  charges  attendiucr  tk 
fulfilment,  in  respect  to  the  articles  to  which  they  apply. 

Her  Majesty's  Government,  however,  question  whether  those  exemptions  ought  not  to  be  extended  to  other 
tides  besides  flour  and  salt  meat,  and  they  think  that  if  the  St.  Lawrence  is  really  to  compete  with  the  F 
Canal,  the  freedom  which  it  offers  should  extend  to  all  articles  embraced  by  the  Export  Trade  of  the  A^rico 
ral   States  of  the  West,   and  not  merely  to  a  selection  from  any  of  them. 

If,  therefore,  it  should  appear  of  more  importance  to  the  inhabitants  of  Canada  to  retain,  or  to  receive 
extend,  the  power  of  transmitting  the  produce  of  the  United  States,  without  the  restrictions  of  the  Bond  \ 
required,  down  the  St.  Lawrence,  than  to  enjoy  the  privilege  of  exporting  their  own  produce  to  other  Bn 
Colonies,  with  such  advantage  as  the  differential  duties  imposed  under  the  new  Act  may  afford  them, 
Majesty's  Government  have  no  desire  to  place  the  commerce  of  Canada,  by  Imperial  legislation,  under  res 
tions,  further  than  as  they  are  required  by  due  regard  to  the  equal  rights  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  other  po! 
sions  of  the  Crown,  and  therefore  they  would  readily  consider  the  expediency  of  proposing  to  Parliament  u 
move  the  duties  now  laid  on  the  introduction  of  flour,  salted  meat,  and  any  other  article  of  AgricoUur^l  moi 
into  Canada;  at  the  same  time,  however,  placing  the  same  articles  when  exported  from  Canada  to  other  Cole 
upon  the  footing  with  respect  to  duty,  of  foreign  produce  at  the  Custom  Houses  of  those  Colonies,  and  rcqu 
proof  of  their  Canadian  origin,  as  a  condition  of  their  privileged  admission  into  this  Country. 
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Ikr  Majesty's  Government  are  most  willing,  independently  of  the  suggestion  which  has  been  just  made, 
(ocntcrlain  any  plan  for  giving  further  facilities  to  the  transit  of  the  produce  of  the  United  Slates  by  way  of  the 
Si.  LiwrencBf  in  case  it  should^  be  considered  that  a  system  of  branding  packages,  or  any  other  mode  would 
:)c  more  simple  and  satisfactory,  for  the  purposes  of  Commerce,  than  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
[meal  Uw.  It  is  necessary  that  I  should  here  advert  on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  to  the  state  of 
me  duties  on  the  impottation  of  refined  Sugar,  into  Canada  as  they  will  stand  under  the  new  Law,  and  the  Act 
[i2Sied  by  the  Provincial  Legislature  in  its  last  Session  for  consolidating  the  duties  on  Customs. 

This  latter  Act  imposes  a  duty  of  2d.  per  lb.  on  all  refined  sugar  imported  into  the  Province,  the  eflfect  of 
nlitch  iTJIl  be,  to  absorb  altogether  the  Impost  laid  by  the  Possessions  Act  of  the  3d  and  4th  William  4th. 
u;ion  Foreign  refined  sugar,  and   to  place  it  upon  an  equal  footing  with  sugar  refined  in  England.

From  a  general  f'eview  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  which  I  am  considering,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  atten- 
t'on  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  Parliament,  has  been  directed,  not  only  to  the  relaxation  of  restrictions, 
!>JUlso  to  the  removal  of  such  indulgences  and  exemptions,  in  favour  of  some  Colonies,  as  rendered  the  law 
nnjQst  in  its  bearings  upon  others. 

Bat  whilst  Her   Majesty's  Government  have  been  anxious  to  correct  every  thing  that  was  unequal  in  the 
^l^raiion  of  the  law,  and  to  do  what  in  them  lay,  to  relieve  the  Colonists  from  burthensome  imposts,  they  are 
«nrethat  coa«derations  a^art  from  any  obligations  imposed  by  Act  of  Parliament  may  make  it  in  some  in- 
<inces  impossible  for  the  Colonies  to  profit  by  the  relief  proposed  for  them.    In  particular  Colonies,  the  revenue 
tierifed  from  acme  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the  Possessions'  Act,  or  from  duties  of  similar  amount,  otherwise 
i'n})os>ed,  may  be  indispensable,  as  ways  and  means  for  carrying  on  the  public  service.

1  hive,  therefore,  to  request,  that  you  will  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  of  Canada  to  the  fiscal  bear- 
Qzaof  the  present  Act,  and  acquaint  them,  that  in  thus  confining  the  operation  of  the  Imperial  Law  to  a  nar- 
i^er  ran<re,  and  enlarging  the  sphere  of  Colonial  Legislation  in  matters  of  Commerce,  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ft^r.;  are  asured  that  the  local  authorities  will  bring  to  that  legislation  a  judgment    at  once  enlightened  by  local 
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knowledge,  and  guided  by  a  just  sense  of  what  is  due  to  public  credit  and  to  the  maintenance  of  a  proper  ptovi 
sion  for  the  irantsof  the  public  service.  In  inviting  the  attention  of  the  Colonial  Jjegislature  to  this  important 
subject,  jou  will  bring  i^der  their  especial  notice  the  principle  involved  in  the  10th  Section  of  tho  pieaeni 
Act;  bjr  which  you  will  observe,  that  the  duties  thereby  imposed  are  differential  duties,  in  favour  of  the  produce 
and  Manufactures  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  its  Possessions;  and  that  while  the  Colonial  Legislatures  iie 
left  at  liberty  to  fix,  subject  to  Her  Majesty's  approval,  such  rates  of  duty  on  all  Imports  as  they  may  thiok 
necessary  for  purposes  of  Revenue,  the  eflTect  of  the  Section  above  referred  to  is  to  maintain  discrimiaaUDg 
duties  in  all  cases,  at  least  equal  to  the  duties  imposed  by  this  Act.

I  have  had  under  consideration  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  the  monih  0I 
April  last,  No.  567,  for  the  increase  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Island,  upon  which  I  have  to  offer  the  followro^ 
observations,  for  your  information  and  guidance. 

The  3d  Section  of  this  Act  is  at  variance  with  the  Colonial  Customs  Statute  passed  in  #e  last  Session  o| 
Parliament,  inasmuch  as  it  exempts  from  Colonial  Duty  Foreign  Sugar  and  Rum,  charged  with  Imperii)  Dot)] 
and  would  thus  neutralize  the  differential  duty  upon  the  Foreign  Article  imposed  by  that  Statute. 

This  objection  is  not  of  much  importance,  in  reference  to  the  particular  Act  now  under  ooopideraiioi 
which  terminates  in  less  than  a  month  after  the  Imperial  Statute  is  to  take  effect  in  the  Colonj  ;  but  in  ib 
event  of  its  being  re^nacted,  in  any  future  Revenue  Act  I  should  be  compelled,  in  consequence  of  its  incoosil 
tency  with  the  Imperial  Statute,  to  advise  Her  Majesty  to  disallow  it. 

With  respect  to  the  Duties  imposed  by  this  Act,  they  call  for  no  remark  ;  but  the  Act  contains  ezemptioi 
from  Duty  which  are  open  to  objection. 

The  first  exemption  in  the  SKM  Section  applies  to  Spirits  manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom,  which  tki 
are  to  have  an  advantage,  not  only  against  Foreign  Spirits  beyond  that  which  is  secured  by  the  Coloniel  Custora 
Statute,  but  also  as  against  British  Colonial  Spirits. 

The  second  exemption,  in  the  36th  Section,  applies  to  Salt,  Lime,  Wines,  Spirits,  Tea,  Tobacco,  end  sei 
ral  other  Articles,  if  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom,  and  thus,  in  effect,  creates  a  diffiirential  I>utf,  not  01 
as  against  Foreign  Articles  imported  from  R>reign  Countries,  but  in  favour  of  some  Foreign  Aniclea  ii 
ported  from  the  United  Kingdom,  as  against  the  like  British  Oolonial  Articles  imported  from  tbe  Colonies. 

I  notice  these  exemptions  as  objectionable,  not  in  reference  to  the  eiiating  duties  un^er  the  Poaoesnioot  A 
but  in  reference  to  the  new  Duties  which  will  come  into  force  on  the  6th  of  April  nexti  and  in  the  hope  that  I 
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next  Reveoue  Act  which  will  be  framed  with  a  fall  knowledge  of  the  proyisions  of  the  Colonial  Customs' 
Statute,  and  the  views  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  as  to  differential  Duties,  may  impose  Duties  upon  commo- 
dities for  the  purposes  of  Revenue  only,  and  without  reference  to  the  origin  or  place  of  export  of  such  com- 
modities.

I  have  to  acquaint  you  that  this  Act  appears  to  be  open  to  the  objection  that  it  de? olves  on  the  Colonial  Au- 
thorities the  prerogative  of  the  Crown,  in  respect  to  giving  currency  to  a  Coinage,  and  determining  the  device  of 
that  Coinage  without  any  necessity  for  such  delegation  of  power ;  and  it  contains  no  provision  for  iodemni* 
fying  holders  of  the  inferior  coin, '(which  has  been  current  by  law  or  custom)  for  the  loss  which  would  fall  prin- 
cipally on  the  more  indigent  portion  of  the  community,  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  base  Copper  Coin  from  circu^ 
lation. 

I  have  to  desire  you  to  bring  these  objections  under  the  notice  of  your  Executive  Council,  and  when  they 

shall  have  furnished  you  with  a  report,  to  communicate  that  report  to  me,  accompanied  by  your  own  opinion  on 

the  subject.

SCHOOL  VISITER'S  REPORT  FOR  1842. 

3b  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Educaiion : 
Gentlemen ; 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Report^  the  state  and  prospects  of  elementary  education  onthr 
Island,  if  not  so  far  advanced  and  promising  as  those  of  older  and  more  favoured  countries,  have  vet 
become  so  important  and  interesting,  as  to  demand  and  attract  a  considerable  share  of  public  attention : 
and  the  advances  and  improvements  hitherto  effected,  inspire  the  hope,  that  year  by  year,  the  Schools  of 
our  country  will  become  more  and  more  efficient  instruments  in  rearing  a  virtuous  and  intelligent  gene- 
ration. Happily  it  is  not  necessary  at  the  present  day,  to  dwell  upon  the  advantages  of  providing  for  the 
people,  abundant  means  of  instruction.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  none  will  deny,  that  were  all  the 
Youth  of  the  country  brought  under  the  influence  of  a  sufficient  and  wholesome  education,  the 
whole  character  of  the  population  would  be  speedily  elevated,  and  their  outward  comfort  would  keep 
pace  with  their  intellectual  progress. 

In  proceeding  to  state  all  the  Educational  Statistics  that  have  come  under  my  notice  during  the  past 
year,  it  will  appear  that  all  the  Schools  now  maintained  upon  allowances  from  the  Public  Revenue  are 
in  number  112,  affording  instruction  to  4630  pupils  ;  giving  an  increase  over  the  past  year  of  8  Schools 
and  274  Scholars. 

Of  these  Schools,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  appended  'summary,  that  44  are  situated  in  Qupen's,  41  in 
Prince,  and  27  in  King's  Counties. 

It  will  be  remembered  from  ample  data  furnished  by  the  Census  taken  in  1841,  it  was  computed  by 
me  in  my  Report  of  last  year  that  about  one  fifth  of  the  population  are  between  the  ages  of  six  and  four- 
teen, the  juvenile  educational  age.  Now,  only  one  in  nine  of  the  Community  attends  School — falling  yet  far 
short  of  the  proportion  that  ought,  on  the  most  moderate  calculation  to  attend  School  to  insure  the  educa-^ 
tion  of  all.  , 

It  is  believed,  and  the  fact  has  been  generally  assumed  in  the  Statistics  of  education,  that  childreri 
even  of  the  poorest  classes,  to  receive  the  requisite  instruction,  ought  to  be  in  constant  attendance  a 
School,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen.  This  state  of  matters,  however,  has  not  been  reali^et 
among  us  ;  and  it  is  not  uncommon  that  the  little  education  ever  given,  is  hurried  over  in  infancy,  in  orde 
that  the  school  may  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  domestic  avocations — the  culture  of  the  mind  will 
the  labours  of  the  hand-^the  preparation  for  the  future,  with  the  necessities  and  exigencies  for  the  present 
All  the  instruction,  therefore,  that  very  many  receive,  terminates  before  they  have  reached  their  ninth 
tenth,  or  eleventh  year.  The  fact  then  is  established,  that  a  very  large  amount  of  population  has  no 
the  benefit  of  School  instruction  for  such  a  length  of  time,  as  is  requisite  to  ensure  to  them  the  educatioj 
and  the  discipline  which  it  is  necessary  they  should  possess. 

It  is  not  only,  however,  the  want  of  a  sufficient  provision  of  the  means  of  education  on  the  Island,  (j 
the  insufficient  resort  to  those  that  have  been  provided,  that  calls  for  the  immediate  attention  of  tiJ 
Government  and  the  Legislature;  not  less  worthy  of  their  attention  is  the  still  defective  quality  of  t 
instruction  which,  in  not  a  few  instances  is  given  by  the  means  that  have  been  provided.  To  deiiy  ho 
ever,  that  great  and  important  improvements  in  this  latter  particular  have  taken  place  of  late  year 
would  be  to  oppose  the  experience  and  testimony  of  all  who  have  directed  any  attention  to  the  sul 
ject,  as  well  as  an  act  of  injustice  to  many  able  teachers^  Who  for  years  have  striven  incessantly  in 
spirit  of  duty  and  emulation  to  raise  the  standard  of  education  in  their  several  localities.  The  stri< 
examination  too,  which  candidates  for  schools  now  undergo,  as  to  their  character  and  attainments  befoi 
your  Board,  powerfully  and  materially  contributes  to  this  educational  reform. 

But  the  existing  defects  of  elementary  education  which  claim  attention,  consist  in  the  very  imperf( 
manner  in  Which  even  the  art  of  reading  is  often  acquired— in  the  neglect,  by   many,  of  all  instruction 
writing,  and  the  common  rules  of  arithmetic — in  the  little  exercise  of  the  minds  of  the  pupils  upon  t 
sense  of  what  they  read — in  the  insufficient  teaching  of  the  truths  bf  Religion-^^-and  in  the  useofsui 
methods  in  the  Schools  as  can  have  no  favourable  influence  on  the  improvement  or  general  habits  oft! 
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pupib.  If  there  ii  a  necessity,  therefore,  for  canning  elementary  edtication  into  diitlricts  where  the  Mb* 
bhnce  of  it  does  not  exist,  it  is  almost  equally  necessary  to  carry  it  to  other  places  where  it  doeis  ejtist, 
bat  under  sach  defects  as  those  here  described. 

The  very  small  proportion  of  pupils  who  prosecute  the  study  of  the  higher  branches  of  education  ib  bur 

schools  will  also  be  seen  in  the  sequel.    Every  day's  experience,  however,  strengthens  the  convictioh,  thiit 

if  ODoe  elementary  educatioi)  is  raised  to  what  it  ought  to  be,,  this  shall  have  taken  place  by  means  which 

wiD  extend  a  favourable  influence  towards  the  higher  education,  and  lead  to  its  more  general  pursuit. 

These  means  will  be  found  in  the  more  general  and  more  libeml  endowments  of  the  district  schools. 

This  will  present  inducements  to  many  who^^are  capable  of  more  than  elementary  teaching,  and  in  this 

,  manner,  not  only  wiB  a  set  of  teachers  be  found  qualified  to  instruct  in  the  higher  branches,  but  the  dil^po^ 

*,  litbn  to  take  these  higher  branches  will  spread  largely  among  the  people  ;  for  a  good  elementary  educli« 

I  tnn,  imparted  with  the  vigour  which  t()e  best  methods  require,  and  received  with  the  avidity  which 

Jibrays  reciprocates  an  energetic  mode  of  teaching,  will  inspire  both  the  pupils  and  the  parents  with  the 

I  desire  of  advancing  to  something  of  a  higher  description. 

I  It  must  he  confessed,  that  many  settlements  suffer  this  educational  destitution,  Without  sufBcienUy 
f  ererting  themselves  to  call  into  action  all  the  latent  means  on  the  spot,  which  might  supply  the  want  or 
I  ecHi tribute  to  do  so.  This  is  the  natural  source  of  remedy,  and  until  it  has  been  exhausted,  there  is  no 
|call  either  on  charity  or  policy  to  offer  any  other.  The  want  must  sometimes  be  ascribed  simply  to  indifier- 
ice  on  the  part  of  the  people.  In  so  far  as  that  disposition  may  be  the  effect  of  a  depressed,  and  in  some 
LDces  a  rude  state  of  life,  it  cannot  of  course  be  removed  or  remedied  by  any  power  which  the  exist* 
law  cronfers.  But  where  it  is  traceable  to  other  causes,  some  influence  may  be  brought  to  bear  upon 
bj  which  it  maybe  at  least  diminished.  Much  maybe  done  by  pastoml  admonition,  and  much  by  the 
ioce  of  Teachers  in  the  vicinity  fitted  to  command  attention  to  what  they  profess  ;  when  both  of 
means  have  been  occasionally  employed,  they  have  not  failed  in  having  much  of  the  desired 
^t.  Something,  too,  might  be  expected  of  individuals  interested  in  the  locality,  and  able  to  provide 
its  proper  education,  when  the  people  themselves  are  not  in  a  capacity  to  do  iso ;  but  it  is  remaricable 
»w  few  are  the  instances  of  this  inode  of  benevolence  in  Prince  Edward  Island. 
Prom  the  foregoing,  then,  the  fact  will  be  apparent  to  your  Board  and  the  public,  that  the  educational 
its  of  the  country  are  very  far  from  having  been  adequately  met.  .  But  from  what  source  the  funds 
the  porpose  of  meeting  these  wants  shall  be  derived,  is  a  qu^tion  for  the  consideration  of  our  Colonial 
tent  {  may,  however,  be  allowed  to  add,  that  there  are  two  in  particular  that  offer  themselves  to 
additional  grant  from  the  public  funds,  or  a  general  assessment  of  the  respective  townships 


I  shall  merely  add,  with  reference  to  the  second  source  of  provision  here  alluded  to,  viz.  Assessment, 
pablic  opinion  is  divided  on  tlie  question,  whether  the  maintenance  of  schools  should  fall  on  the  land- 
interest  throughout  the  country,  iii  proportion  to  their  estates  or  rentals ;  or,  whether  it  would  be 
ecfoitable  that  any  assessment  for  educational  purposes  should  extend  to  the  other  kinds  of  realprb^ 
Saffice  it  to  say,  that  these  two  sources  are  the  obvious  resources  against  the  existing  evils  cf  an 
ifficient  provision  for  elementary  education  throughout  the  country.  Which  of  them  may  be  employed 
readily,  most  acceptably,  and  with  the  best  effect,  is  a  question  which  must  be  left  to  the  determi*- 
ioo  6f  the  Colonial  Legislature.    But  whatever  scheme  may  be  adopted,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Legis- 

alone  can  effectively  impart  that  support  to  the  schools  which  they  plainly  appear  to  need. 

It  is  desirable,  however,  that  these  additional  grants,  if  made,  should  take  effect  principally  in  the  poorest 

icta  of  the  country,  where  the  people  are  unaUe  to  raise  among  themselves  that  proportibn  of  the 

itenance  of  a  teacher  which  the  regulations  of  the  existing  law  require,  as  conditional  to  any  grant 

made  ;  and  the  people  thus  circumstanced  are  unwilling  to  build  where  there  is  no  prospect  of  an 

ite  support  for  the  teacher,  and  consequently  no  assurance  of  a  school  being  kept  up  even  after 

boSding  has  been  provided. 

Them  are  sufllcient  grounds  for  further  Legislative  interference  in  a  prevailing  desire  throughout  the 

tony  to  possess  a  certain  measure  of  instruction,  and  an  inability  to  obtaih  it  without  aid.      Such  aid 

ise  the  establishment  of  schoob  in  poor  localities,  where  they  are  urgently  needed,  and  will  sustain 

already  in  existence,  but  maintained  with  difficulty  on  account  of  the  paucity  or  poverty  of  the  scbo- 

:  by  making  an  advance  on  the  slender  salaries  of  teachers,  it  will  secure  for  the  localities  in  which  they 

(Placed,  the  benefit  of  their  services,  and  will  encourage  and  stimulate  them  in  the  performance  of  their 

though  interesting  dtities,  and  at  the  sa^  time,  will  raise  and  perpetuate  a  class  of  teachers  Whose 
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qualifications  may  be  adapted  to  the  more  advanced  state^  which  education  in  loany  parts  of  the  adjacent 
British  Provinces  is  now  rapidly  approaching. 

Under  the  following  general  heads,  a  view  is  given  of  the  state  and  system  of  education  in  the  Island. 
From  the  uniformity  of  plan  in  tuition,  which  has  for  some  time  past  been  obtaining  among  the 
schools,  the  same  general  remarks  under  the  following  heads  will,  with  little  variation,  apply  to  each 
and  all,  and  in  those  instances  where  such  general  remarks  are  not  applicable^  ihe  exceptions  will  be 
found  duly  noticed  in  the  sequel. 

School- ACCOMMODATION. — Nothing  strikes  the  eye  of  the  observer  in  traversing  the  Island  more  than  the 
improvements  which  have  lately  taken  place  in  school-accommodations ;  although  too  many  schools  are  yet 
sadly  deficient  and  inconveniently  small,  more  commodious  school-houses  have  been  built,  and  others  put 
into  good  repair,  during  the  last,  than  in  any  former  year.  Although  improvements  have  taken  place  in 
the  exterior  of  several  of  these  edifices,  and  a  larger  space  afforded  within  for  the  exercise,  of  the  dasses, 
I  regret  to  haye  it  to  state,  that,  among  all  the  schools  of  the  Colony,  there  are  not  more  than  a  dozen 
instances  in  which  the  school  houses  are  well  furnished  with  benches  and  desks,  or  sufiiciently  lighted 
heated,  and  ventilated.  Apart  from  any  consideration  for  the  comfort  of  the  teacher,  it  is  a  matter  of 
surprise,  that  parents  should  not  display  more  solicitude  than  they  do,  in  many  instances,  for  the  health  of 
their  children  by  their  attention  to  those  matters  ;  none  can  be  ignorant  of  the  serious  injuries  cbiklren 
sustain,  from  being  shut  up  seven  or  eight  hours  daily  in  close,  damp,  ilkventilated  buildings,  in  conse- 
quence of  which,  their  lungs  are  surcharged  with  a  poison  which^  in  the  end,  must  produce  consumption 
and  death. 

Attendance  at  Schools. — The  children  generally  enter  school  between  seven  and  eight  years  of 
age,  and  seldom  remain  after  thirteen  or  fourteen.  About  thirteen  out  of  twenty,  on  an  average,  attend 
the  whole  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  usual  vacations.  The  attendance  is  most  irregular  from  May 
to  October,  when  the  children  assist  at  home  in  agricultural  and  other  occupations..  Each  teacher 
is  required  to  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  children,  the  number  of  days  each  has  been 
absent  and  in  attendance,  their  state  of  improvement  on  entering  school,  the  branches  learning,  and  their 
progress  in  each  stage  ;  these  rolls  are  exhibited  at  each  visitation,  the  state  of  the  school  easily  and 
satisfactorily  ascertained,  and  it  is  thus  found,  whether  the  proficiency  of  the  pupils  in  the  interim  has 
been  commensurate  with  their  attendance  and  other  advantages :  some  teachers  also  make  it  an  invari- 
able rule,  which  all  might  imitate  with  benefit,  to  call  frequently  at  the  residence  of  the  children,  to 
enquire  into  their  behaviour  at  home,  the  causes  of  absence,  &.c. 

Fees  and  otheh  Emoluments. — ^It  has  never  been  the  practice  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  paj 
schoolmasters  in  advance.  Teachers  are  of  opinion,  that  were  school-fees  paid  in  advance,  it  would 
very  probably  be  much  in  favor  of  the  regular  attendance  of  the  children.  A  change  ought  at  least  to 
take  place  in  the  prevalent  mode  of  annual  payments,  and  all  teachers  paid  in  quarterly  instalments. 
The  fees  per  quarter,  or  the  common  branches  of  an  English  education,  average  from  seven  shillings  and 
sixpence  to  ten  shillings  per  quarter.  It  is  provided  by  law  that  four  children  shall  be  admitted  to 
gratuitous  instruction  in  each  licensed  school ;  but  a  comparatively  small  number  avail  themselves  of  this 
privilege.  The  total  number  of  children,  in  indigent  circumstances,  receiving  free  instruction  on  the 
Island,  does  not  exceed  twenty-nine^  The  yearly  salary  of  a  District  schoolmaster,  including  the  Legis- 
lative allowance,  averages  forty-five  pounds.  The  amount  of  the  fees  seems  materially  to  deter 
many  from  sending  all  their  children  to  school,  and  from  seeking  for  them  the  higher  branches  of  edu- 
cation. The  reduction  of  the  present  scale  of  school-fees  would  doubtless  afibrd  considerable  relief  to 
many,  and  in  all  probability  more  members  of  a  family  would  be  sent,  and  some  would  be  continued 
longer  at  schools.  But  without  a  corresponding  increase  of  salary  to  the  teacher,  to  be  derived  from 
some  other  souroe,  the  lowering  of  the  fees  would  be  an  evil,  by  diminishing  the  inducement  for  young 
men  of  talent  and  education  devoting  themselves  to  the  profession. 

Branches  taught. — ^The  attention  of  teachers  is  principally  directed  to  reading  and  orthc^[raphy;  but  it 
is  a  matter  of  regret  that.by  Ikr  too  many  children  quit  school  without  being  correct  even  in  these  branches. 
This  is  to  be  attributed  in  a  great  measure  to  the  vicious  habits  of  pronunciation  first  formed  in  tender 
years,  under  unqualified  teachers.  With  several  teachers  also,  possessed  of  the  requisite  qualification, 
to  be  able  to  read  perfectly  is*too  often  a  matter  of  secondary  consideration;  and  neglecting  this  great 
groundwork  of  instruction,  they  frequently  displfty  a  reprehensible  ambition  to  push  the  pupil  formrd 
through  branches  unsuited  alike  to  his  years,  capacity  and  attainments.  The  range  of  female  educatioD, 
I  am  happy  to  add,  appears  to  have  considerably  extended  of  late  years,  and  of  the  girls  who  now  leave 
gchool,  a  considerable  proportion  are  able  to  write,  and  possess  some  knowledge  of    '^^     "'      ~^'*~ 
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lererel  places^  their  attainments  in  grammar  and  geography  equal  those  of  the  best  educated  young  men. 
Put  to  return, — ^Arithmetic  is  taught  first,  princifKdIy  from  the  board,  and  then  from  books.  The  chil- 
dren, after  having  been  first  instructed  in  the  common  rules,  are  also  trained  in  mental  arithmetic.  Per- 
haps ten  out  of  the  hundred  leare  school  without  haying  advanced  beyond  the  Rule  of  Proportion. 
From  data  furnished  me  by  every  school,  I  find  that  one  out  of  thirt]^  receives  instruction  in  Mensura- 
tion, Practical  Mathematics,  and  Geometry.  Gramrnar  invariably  forms  a  branch  of  education  in  the  best 
conducted  8chools,when  the  children  have  made  sufficient  progress.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  so  im- 
portant and  useful  a  branch  of  human  knowledge  as  Geography  should  be  so  much  neglected  in  our 
country  schools.  Thetre  is  not  one  school  in  twenty,  in  which  it  is  taught,  and  even  in  those  schools 
where  it  forms  a  part  of  the  routine,  the  want  of  an  adequate  supply  of  books  and  maps  prevents  it  from 
being  taught  systematically  or  efiectively.  Out  of  St.  Andrew's  College  and  the  Central  Academy,  not 
more  than  a  dozen  pupils  will  be  found  learning  the  Latin  or  Greek  languages,  in  all  the  schools  of  the 
hiand.  The  Soriptures  are  daily  read  in  many  of  the  schools;  and  in  several,  different  Catechisms  taught, 
ud  the  mode  of  reading  mechamcally,  only,  is  gradually  disappearing  before  the  explanatory  system, 
vhich,  in  almost  all  of  the  best  schools,  is  effectively  practised. 

School  Books  and  other  school  REQ,nisiTEs. — ^The  Books  most  generally^ employed  in  teaching  are, 
for  reading,  Murray's  spelling  book.  Introduction  and  Reader,  New  Testament ;  for  Grammar,  Lennie's 
(E^MCuUoch's  Grammars;  for  Arithmetic,  Gray's  dk.  Walkingame's  treatise;  for  Mathematics,  Playfair'9 
£uclid  and  Davidson's  practical  mathematics.  The  expense  of  school  books  is  found  to  be  a  very  serious 
iflipediffient  in  the  way  of  a  good  education  ;  even  in  the  most  ordinary  branches,  all  the  children  have 
not  books.  These  are  consequently  shut  out  from  the  benefit  of  study  at  home,  and  in  a  great  degree 
/ram  the  benefit  of  emulation  at  school.  To  remedy  this  in  part,  several  teachera  have  meritoriously 
nude  efforts  to  supply  these  wants,  and  some  copies  of  the  reading  books  used,  are  kept  at  school  and 
^t  to  those  who  may  not  have  copies  for  themselves. 

Methods  of  teaching.-— The  explanatory  or  intellectual  system  is  daily  coming  more  into  vogue 
snd  practice.  The  monitorial  system  is  partly  employed  and  felt  in  many  respects  to  be  advantageous. 
The  plan  of  simultaneous  instruction,  and  the  elliptical  method  of  teaching,  are  occasionally  employed. 
Discipline. — Did  parents  more  frequently  co-operate  with  the  teachers,  for  noticing  and  punishing 
all  tran^ressions,  either  in  school  or  out  of  it,  a  salutary  influence  would  he  exercised  over  the  beha- 
viour and  morals  of  the  children,  and  less  necessity  would  exist  for  the  use  of  punishment  at  school ;  under 
tl^isbead,  tasks  are  prescribed  to  the  Children  when  out  of  school,  and  to  the  preparation  of  these  they 
keenly  devote  themselves.  Emulation  is  employed  as  a  stimulus,  and  in  addition  to  their  place  in  the 
€la»,the  practice  of  distributing  occasional  prizes  with  a  reference  to  the  merits  of  the  children,  appears 
to  have  a  powerful  influence.  In  one  or  two  cases  only,  test  year,  did  the  practice  of  inflicting  degrading 
<nd  unmerciful  corporal  punishment  come  to  my  knowledge — a  mode  of  discipline  which  appears  to 
IttTe  been,  in  former  years,  rather  too  extensively  practised. 

Acadian  and  othsb  Schools.-— There  are  six  Acadian  Teachers  among  the  French  population^  all 
partially  supported  by  Government ;  130  children  altogether  are  taught.  Sabbath  schools  are  on  the 
locrease.  Tliere  are  no  infant  schools,  or  schools  of  industry,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  now  in  courae 
<if  erection  in  Charlottetown.  Week-day  evening  schools  are  sometimes  kept  during  the  winter  months, 
tended  for  the  most  part  by  adult  scholars. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  account  of  all  the  licensed  Schools^  showing  the  state  of  eaeh  at  the  period 
<i(tbe  hat  examination. 

QUEEN'S  COUNTY. 
Charlottetown,  P.  B.  Dotle. — ^The  attendiance  on  this  School  has  fallen  off  dliring  the  past  year ;  24 
^y  being  on  the  roll ;   the  only  branches  taught  are  reading,  writing,  and  the  primary  rules  of  arith- 
i&etic.    A  congregational  fund  of  considerable  amount  is  set  apart  for  the  free  tuition  of  poor  children 
^  this  School,  and  as  yet  but  two  or  three  have  availed  themselves  of  such  an  advantage, 
i    Chariottetown  Royalty,  T.  A.  Maccabe. — ^This  school  number&ISS ;  the  state  of  impipovement  to  which 
[^  school  has  attained  is  highly  creditable  to  both  the  teacher  and  taught.     The  classes  learning  Eng- 
!  bfa  Grammar  are  rapidly  acquiring  a  correct  knowledge  of  that  branch;  several  read  and  write  well, 
NmI  the  method  of  teaching  pursued  in  the  school  is  very  praiseworthy.    The  sohooHiouse  is  neat  and 
^comfortable. 

'  Charlottetown,  J.  Pilchbr. — Another  licensed  School  has  beenin  operation  in  Charlottetown  during  the  last 
't»o  jetn,  attended  on  tn  average  by  40  scholars.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  elementary  branches,  English 
^■nmmar.  Geography  and  Bookkeeping  are  taught  with  considerable  sueceas;  the  children  generally  are

intelligent,  and  return  prompt  and  correct  answers  to  questions  on  the  sense  of  what  thej  read,  thej  displaj 
moreorer,  a  spirit  of  emulation  which  has  a  beneficial  efTeet  on  their  ioiprovenent. 

Hillsborough  River,  D.  MACKiNNoif  •— -This  school  has  been  tauffht  above  a  jear  bj  the  present  teacher, 
and  is  attended  bj  above  SO  scholars;  on  account  of  the  small  number  who  happened  to  be  in  attendance, 
wheji  examined,  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  slate  of  the  school  could  be  gathered,  from  what  was  then 
exhibited.  The  progress  of  the  children  has  been  much  retarded  on  account  of  the  want  of  a  school  at  this 
station  for  several  years. 

St.  Peter's  Road,  R.  RoBSRTsopf. — This  sustains  the  character  of  a  well  conducted  and  efficient 
school.  But  in  no  district  in  the  country  is  the  attendance  more  irregular,  and  the  school  on  that  account 
is  kept  more  stationary  in  point  of  improvement  Ihan  it  would  otherwise  be«  This  school,  although  on  the  list 
of  the  first  or  lowest  class,  is  capable  of  afibrding  instruction  in  the  Mathematics,  and  all  the  branches  re- 
quisite for  a  commercial  education.     40  appears  to  be  the  average  attendance. 

Lot  60y  Dona  to  Livinostok. — This  school  numbers  34  scholars,  a  class  of  whom  learn  English  Gram- 
mar, another  read  the  Scriptures  in  Gaslic,  and  the  greater  part  are  learning  writing  and  arithmetic.  The 
greatest  improvement  is  apparent  among  the  junior  classes,  who  have  made  very  satisfactory  progresa  in 
reading.     The  school-house  is  a  new  building,  and  comfortable. 

Murray  Harbor  Road,  Donald  MacLEaD.-— 30  on  the  list — the  majority  of  whom  are  in  their  first  stages 
of  reading,  writing  and  aritiimetic;  2  only  learn  English  Grammar.  So  far,  the  improvement  manifested 
is  creditable.     The  schooMiouse  is  commodious,  but  far  from  being  comfortable. 

Seal  River,  Archibald  Macnkill. — This  school  is  numerously  attended.  40  were  present  at  the  time 
of  the  last  examination  ;  the  improvement  was  highly  satisfactory.  The  branches  taught  include  Grammar, 
in  which  a  class  of  eight  have  made  considerable  progress.  A  new  and  commodious  School*house  has 
been  bailt. 

Belle  Creek.— A  large  School  has  been  in  operation  in  this  District,  for  some  years  past.  It  is  at  pre- 
aent  closed— the  teacher  having  removed  to  Brackley  Point  Road. 

Orwell,  Angus  Martin. — This  school  averages  from  25  to  30  scholars — the  best  progress  appeared  to 
be  made  by  those  learning  Arithmetic;  all  could  read,  but  not  with  the  same  correctness;  and  some 
tolerably  fair  specimens  of  writing  were  shewn.  This  teacher  resigned  his  charge  sometime  during  the  last 
summer.     The  School-house  is  newly  built,  but  rather  small  in  dimensions. 

Lot  48,  John  Butler. — This  is  one  of  the  largest  Schools  in  the  County,  numbering  76  scholars-^many 
of  whom  are  advanced  to  the  higher  branches  commonly  taught  in  District  schools,  viz.  Practical  Mathe- 
matics, English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.  The  thorough  and  extensive  acquaintance  with  these  branches 
displayed  by  the  senior  scholars,  and  the  rapid  improvement  of  the  junior  classes  in  general,  in  reading  and 
writing,  reflects  much  credit  on  both  teacher  and  taught.  The  School-house  is  insufficient  in  dimensions 
and  accoqimod^tions. 

Murray  Harbour  Road,  Alexander  Macdonald.-^25  attend  this  school,  their  progress  has  been  as 
great  as  could  be  expected  under  the  disadvantages  of  irregular  attendance  and  want  of  Books  ;  the  greater 
part  are  learning  to  read,  some  advance  has  been  made  also  in  writing  and  arithmetic. 

Campbellton,  Archibald  Mackinnon. — This  is  one  of  the  largest  schools  in  the  County,  attended  by 
upwards  of  ^5  scholars,  the  majority  of  whom  are  well  advanced  in  the  various  branches  taught;  including 
Geography,  £nglish  Grammar,  and  the  common  and  higher  rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  the  improvement  mani* 
fested  during  the  past  year  has  been  highly  creditable. 

Flat  River,  Thomas  Munro. — The  attendance  on  this  school  has  fallen  off  considerably  since  last  year; 
«ome  differences  having  arisen  between  the  Teacher  and  the  Subscribers,  which  have  had  unfavourable 
influence  on  the  prosperity  of  the  school.  So  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  the  teacher  appeared  diligent  and 
attentive  to  his  duties,  but  causes  of  complaint  may  have  arisen  over  which  I  have  no  control.  The  ordi- 
nary elementary  branches,  only,  are  taught  here.  The  school-house  is  too  small  to  accommodate  all  the 
children  of  the  district. 

South  Shore  and  Nine  Mile  Creek. — Both  these  stations  are  at  present  vacant;  they  are  eligible  situa- 
tions, and  teachers  are  niuch  required. 

Brackley  Point  and  Brackley  Point  Road. — In  these  Districts,  Schools  have  been  recently  opened  under 
new  Teachers,  and  have  not  been  yet  examined.  In  the  latter  settlement,  the  children  had  been  well  ad« 
vanced  for  the  most  part  under  the  preceding  teacher. 

Mill  Cove,  Tracadie,  ANtius  Maclean. — At  this  station  a  school  has  been  in  operation  a  year,  nnmbering 
30,  the  improvement  during  ^he  above  time  has  been  considerable,  but  much  inconvenience  is  felt  for  the 
want  of  proper  Books.    A  new  school-house  is  erected. 

Pisquid  and  Mount  Pleasant. — la  these  districts,  the  schools  are  also  vacant,  and  teachers  wanted.  In 
the  former  a  good  salary  is  offered. 

York  River,  John  Masdorald. — This  is  a  School  newly  established  and  attended  by  30  scholars,  wlio, 
with  few  exceptions,  could  scarcely  read  on  entering  school ;  several  are  now  (afler  a  twelvemonth's  tuition) 
learning  writing  and  the  primary  rules  of  arithmetic.  The  teacher  is  diligent,  and  has  the  advantage  of 
teaching  in  a  commodious  house. 
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Cav«i>diBh,  D.  Lam«it.^— The  prasdnt  (eaefaer  ha*  Bucceeded  to  the  cbarge  of  tbia  sehoel  but  a  few  months 
iiDce;  coasequentlj  no  ifqiroveoMfets  wertkj  ^T notice  eaa  yet  be  apparent.  The  children  here  are  generalJy 
ioteJiigeat,  and  inaaj  of  them  are  well  acquainted  with  Grammar,  Geography,  and  the  higher  rules  of  Aritii* 
mttic;  one  has  made  a  little  progress  in  Geometry ;  the  school-house  is  commodieus,  and  well  furnished; 
namber  on  (he  roll,  32. 

Lot49.««-In  this  TewDshIp  there  are  four  school-houses  erected,  and,  until  July  last,  three  Teachers  were 
flUtioned  here ;  but  in  coftsequenoe  of  aunton  of  the  several  Districts  having  been  effected,  there  are  at  ' 
present  but  two  schools  in  operation,  supplying  the  place  of  the  former  four.  The  Northern  District  School 
is ttugbt by  Jamks  £.  Mackbiixa;  it  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  and-numeroosly  attended,  bj  upwards 
of 00  scholars,  many  of  whom  are  considerably  advanced  in  English  Grammar,  Writing  and  Arithmetic;  the 
school-bouse  is  commodious,  and  well  finished  and  furnished,  and  built  chiefly  at  the  expense  of  the  Teacher. 
The  Southern  Section  is  taught  by  Albxandek  Macneill,  who  had  charge  of  the  school  at  Birch  Hill 
the  previous  year;  the  stiMe  of  improvement  to  which  that  school  was  brought  was  very  satisfactory;  all  the 
cbildren,  with  few  exceptions,  commenced  in  the  first  stages  with  this  teacher,  and  before  the  end  of 
tkeye^r  ail  were  able  to  read  tolerably,  and  several  had  made  some  progress  in  writing  and  arithmetic. 

i  regret  to  have  it  to  state,  ihat  the  individual  who  taught  at  this  station  during  the  past  year,  and  at 
IrishtovD  (New  London)  the  year  preceding,  has  been  notorious  for  g;rosa  neglect  of  duty,  and  for  conduct 
disgraceful  in  a  teacher;  and  notwithstanding  such  delinquencies  as  ought  utterly^  to  disqualify  him  from 
being  a  licensed  schoolmaster  on  the  Island,  he  has  obtained  his  full  share  of  the  legislative  allowance,  for 
t/ietwo  years  1m  held  the  cluirge  of  the  above  schools.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  in  future,  such  instances  will 
becoioe  more  rare,  and  that  the  intention  of  the  law  will  not  be  defeated,  by  bestowing  the  public  bounty  on 
tipdeserriog  objects. 

Lot  67,  Anderson's  Road;  James  Douglas,  Teacher. — At  this  station  a  School  was  opened  for  the  first 
time  about  six  years  ago,  and  has  since  lingered  en  with  comparatively  little  benefit  to  the  District.  This 
is  owio^,  in  some  measore,  to  the  inefficiency  of  previous  teachers,  as  well  as  to  negligence  on  the  part 
oftbe  inhabitants,  in  sending  their  children  with  regularity  to  School,  or  supplying  them  with  the  requisite 
ikok$. — 45  Scholars  are  on  the  roll;  the  greater  part  are  but  in  their  first  stages;  a  few  learn  English  Gram- 
mar and  Arithmetic.     The  School  House  is  commodious,  but  ill  furnished. 

Hikoa  and  York  River  Head. — This  School  has  undergone  frequent  changes  of  teachers  of  late  years, 
and  isuot  in  that  state*  of  improvement  which  might  be  expected  from  the  length  of  time  it  has  been  estab- 
iisbed.  The  Teacher  stationed  here  last  year  was  inexperienced,  and  did  not  give  general  satisfaction;  no 
chrge,  however,  of  wilful  neglect  of  du^  has  been  established  against  him;  there  is  no  licensed  teacher 
Rationed  here  at  present.     Number  attending  last  year,  33^ 

fracadie  Cross  Roads  School  is  vacant  by  the  decease  of  the  teacher— the  district  can  raise  about  Go 
scholars. 

i'Ot  67,  Prineetown  Road,  jTohk  Sinclaib.-^-A  school  was  opened  here  for  the  first  time  in  December 
•sst,  and  is  attended  by  about  ^  scholars— »the  majority  of  whom  are  in  the  first  stage  of  instruction,  and 
^sny  of  (hem  w^re  never  at  school  before.  Three  are  learning  English*  Grammar,  and  are  acquainted  with 
*<»ne  rules  of  Arithmetic-    A  neat  and  comfortable  school  house  was  erected  here  last  year. 

Ut  48,  FulJarton's  Marsh.— James  Maclean,  Teacher. — The  attendance  on  this  school  numbers  30;  the 
•Improvement  in  the  state  of  the  school  during  the  past  year  has  generally  been  satisfactory.  In  reading  and 
Orthography,  in  particular,  the  progress  has  been  most  conspicuous.  The  school  house  is  small  and  in- 
roScient. 

ih«  licenced  school  ait  York  River-^CHARLBs  Macdonell,  Teacher,'  has  been  lately  abandoned,  and  is 
•flwacant. 

tovehead  Road,  £.  J.  Maccormack — d6  on  the  list — the  improvement  of  the  school  at  this  station  is 
retarded  from  certain  disadvantages  attending  it.  The  School  House  is  small  and  uncomfortable;  the  chil- 
dren are  not  nufficiMtly  supplied  with  Books,  and  are  very  irregular  in  their  attendance.  The  progress  most 
^fparent  is  in  writing;  some  read  correctly,  but  are  generally  deficient  in  Orthography — none  are  advan- 
ced beyond  the  primary  rules  of  Arithmetic. 

Covehead  Road, — J,  Barry.— The  state  of  this  school  may  be  described  as  something  similar  to  the  prc- 
i  tiding  one.  with  the  exception  that  the  School  House  is  somewhat  more  sufficient,  and  the  number  attending 
jfreat€r — 45  being  on  the  roll.  The  common  elementary  branches  are  taught.  In  Arithmetic  and  Orthog- 
jUphv  the  improvefnent  was  principally  apparent.  The  reading  department  was  defective,  in  consequence 
^1  want  of  Books. 

'  tliot  River,-^An.AN  BHacphee. — The  school  at  this  station  was  taught  one  year  only  by  the  present 
;*«tcaer.  The  Scholars,  with  few  exceptions,  were  considerably  advanced  beyond  the  first  stages  before  he 
isacceeded  to  the  charge.  A  considerable  degree  of  improvement  was  made  during  the  past  year.  The 
.Mghest  branch  taught  is  English  Grammar.     The  School  House  is  sufficient. 

.Long  Creek.«T-DoNAi.D  SHAW.—The  teacher  here  has  laboured  during  the  last  three  years,  with  con- 
'>i^er«ble  success,  ia  bringing  the  school  committed  to  his  charge  to  a  satisfactory  state  of  improvement^ 
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and  notwithfltanding  manj  obstBcles,  has  advanced  the  scholars,  iii  general,  to  (he  saiiafacticui  ofhiB  snbscri- 
bersr;  perhaps  there  is  not  another  school  in  the  County  more  deficieal  in  books  and  other  school  reqoisites. 
The  branches  ttught  are,  reading,  writing  and  Arithmetic. 

Point  Prim. — On  account  of  the  continued  indisposition  of  the  Teacher  in  this  District^  the  school  has  not 
been  for  some  time  in  a  state  of 'efficiency, — it  is  at  present  altogether  closed. 

Orwell — D.  Graham.-— ^The  School  at  this  station  is  still  kept  up;  on  account  of  the  careless  attendance  of 
the  children,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  in  a  state  of  much  efficiency;  the  usual  elementary  bFanches  are  tauglit; 
a  class  also  read  the  Scriptures  in  Gaelic;  the  school  house  is  very  insufficiently  furnished  with  seats,  &c. 

Lot  32,  Boundary  of  Charlottetown  Royalty, — lA.  Mackenzie. — The  School  at  this  station  has  bees  in 
operation  four  years  under  the  present  teacher.  It  is  attended  by  35  pupils,  who  have  experienced  more  or 
less,  m  proportion  to  their  attendance,  the  beneficial  influence  of  the  approved  n^ethod  of  instruetion  pursued  in 
this  school.  The 'attainments  of  the  senior  part,  in  English  Grammar  and- Arithmetic  especially,  could  not  be 
exceeded  by  any  children  of  their  age;  the  specimens  of  writing  were  equally  excellent;  the  same  satisCactory 
improvement  was  not  raanifestin  the  junior  readingand  spelling  classes;  this  is  attributed  by  the  teacher  to  their 
irregular  attendance.  Notwithstanding  the  close  vicinity  of  the  Town,  a  very  culpable  negligence  is  shown  by 
the  parents,  in  not  providing  the  requisite  school-books. 

Dog  River— >The  School  of  this  District  has  only  been  open  at  intervals  during  the  past  year,  on  account  of 
the  indisposition  of  the  Teacher;  otherwise  there  has  been  no  falling  off  in  the  attendance  or  the  usefulness  of 
the  scheoK 

New  London  Ponds, — ^D.  Livingston. — The  school  at  this  station  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  two 
years  by  this  Teaolier;  the  school  is  now  brought  to  a  state  of  considerable  improvement;  English  Grammar, 
Arithmetic,  and  the  higher  reading  books,  are  taught  with  success.  The  attendance  is  but  limited,  2a  only 
being  on  the  list. 

Park  Corner,— John  MACLAUGHLAN.—^This  school  numbers  30.,  and  has  been  two  years  under  the  charge 
of  the  present  teacher.  The  improvement  in  the  state  of  the  school  has  not  been  so  great  during  the  past  year 
as  the  year  previous.  The  c6mmon  elementary  branches  only  are  taught.  There  are  some  correct  readers,  and 
several  are  considerably  advanced  in  Arithmetic  ;  there  are  na  good  writers.  The  attendance  appears  to  have 
been  broken  and  irregular  for  some  time  past.  The  School  House  has  been  lately  removed  to  a  ^art  of  the 
District  inconvenient  to  some  of  the  Subscribers,  who  have  in  consequence  withdrawn  their  support;  but  it  is 
probably  now  placed  in  the  most  central  situation  to  command  the  largest  number  of  Scholars. 

New  London  Point, — John-Macquarrie. — This  teacher  has  occupied  the  School  of  this  District  since  July 
last,  and  continues  to  give  much  satisfaction  by  bis  unremitting  attention  to  his  duties.  The  school  has  continued 
to  improve  steadily  under  the  judicious  method  and  discipline  enforced.  The  branches  taught  include  Grammar 
and  the  higher  rules  of  Arithmetic.  The  school  house  is  comfortable^  and  situate  in  a  central  part  of  the 
District. 

Long  River,  New-London ;  Innes  Rbid. — The  school  in  this  District  has  beenrecently  closed.  The  teacher 
has  been  stationed  at  this  place  and  in  the  vicinity  for  several  years  past;  in  the  school  above  mentioned  he  taught 
two  years,  and  has  now  vacated  the  school  on  accountof  some  differences  with  the  subscribers,  arising  from  alleged 
neglect  of  duty.  When  last  examined,  34  scholars  were  found  on  the  list;  20were  present,  but  none  much  advan- 
ced ;  there  were  a  few  good  writers,  but  no  progress  bad  been  made  in  Arithmetic.  The  school-house  is.  sufficient 
and  comfortable. 

Rustico;  Alexander  McLean. — This  is  a  school-  newly  eshiblished  in  this  Settlement  and  taught  during 
the  last  year  by  the  present  teacher.  The  scholars  for  the  most  part  commenced  in  their  first  stage,  and 
have  made  respectable  progress;  with  few  exceptions,  they  can  read  with  fluency^  and  have  made  conside- 
rable advance  in  writing  and  Arithmetic.  A  comfortable  school  house  is  erected,  and  the  few  Inhabitants 
connected  with  the  School  deserve  credit  for  their  exertions  in  its  support. 

Savage  Harbour — D  Scott. — The  school  of  this  District  has  been  several  years  under  the  charge  of  the 
present  teacher,  and  has  been  brought  to  a  state  of  considerable  improvement.  English  Grammar,  Arith- 
metic and  Reading  frre  taught  with  much  success.  In  writing,  the  improvement  has  not  been  so  great; 
number  attending,  36. 
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Lot  7, — J.  H.  Fitzgerald. — ^^After  a  vacation  of  more  than  a  year,  the  school  of  this  District  was  opened 
last  summer,  and  is  now  again  conducted  by  the  former  teacher;  when  visited  in  October  last,  such  of  the^ 
children  as  were  in  attendance  underwent  a  satisfactory  examination,  and  evinced  a  considerable  degree  of 
improvement  since  the  opening  ofthe  school,  in  Reading  and  Orthography;  the  best  writers  and  arithme- 
ticians were  absent.  A  School  sufficiently  supported,  and  properly  and  faithfully  conducted,  cannot  fail 
in  proving  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this   remote  District. 

Oascumpeque, — Herbert  B'ell. — This  teacher  succeeded  to  the  charge  of  this  School  in  November 
last.  The  previous  year  he  taught  at  Lot  12,  which  school  was  brought  to  a  considerable  degree  of  im- 
provement under  his  tuition.  The  former  school  has  not  been  visited  since  it  was  opened  at  this  time,  and 
no  reti^rns  have  been  made  ofthe  number  attending,  or  other  particulars. 
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Lot  11. — ^Thts  district  is  capable  of  supporting  a  good  Schooli  and  cao  raise  between  30  and  40  scholars 
within  its  bounds.  The  school  has  been  open  at  intervals  during  the  last  six  years,  and  many  of  the  chil- 
dren derived  considerable  benefit  therein,  but  the  school  at  present  is  vacant.    ' 

Lot  )3, — Thomas  KBr.-— This  IHstrict  also  can  raise  a  large  school,  and  could  afFord  a  respectable  sala- 
rr  to  a  teacher,  were  the  Inhabitants  united  in  supporting  a  school;  that  thifr  is  not  the  case,  is  to 
be  regretted,  inasmuch  as  the  discountenance  given  by  several  to  the  present  school  is  injurious  to  the 
Settlemeat  at  large.  The  School  is  not  in  that  prosperous  and  thriving  condition  that  could  be  wished,  and 
file  children  themselves  now  appear  to  |>e  as  careless  in  attending  school  as  their  parents  are  in  sending 
them.  When  last  visited,  23  were  present,  and  in  different  stages  of  Reading  and  Arithmetic.  The  Scrip- 
tures are  daily  read  here,  and  Catechisms  occasionally  taught. 

Lot  16— John  Macsinnoit. — The  principal  School  of  this  District  has  been  removed  to  about  the  distance 
ofamiie  from  the  old  locality,  but  is  still  conducted  by  the  former  teacher.  When  last  visited,  25  scholars 
were  in  tttendance ; — the  icourse  of  instruction  comprised  Grammar  and  History,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
elemestary  branches.  Some  of  the  junior  scholars  who  entered  school  without  knowing  the  alphabet,  were 
pertictflarly  noted  for  the  rapid  progress  they  made  in  reading  and  orthography.  The  School-house  is  ia 
good  repair. 

Lot  16— Dubois  Smith. — This  teacher  occupies  the  old  school  station  above  alluded  to,  and  the  District 
is  thus  divided,  and  maintains  two  Schools.  I  cannot  state  in  what  condition  this  school  is,  or  if  any  im- 
proveinent  has  been  made,  as  the  teacher  was  absent,  and  the  school  closed,  every  time  I  visited  the  Dia- 
trict  during  the  past  year.     The  school  house  is  still  in  a  ruinous  condition. 

St.  Eleanor's. — A  new  and  commodious  School-house  has  been  recently  erected  in-  this  District — it  was 
racflot  when  1  last  visited  the  District. 

Bede({ue— Samuel  Warwick. — This  teacher  has  taught  in  the  lower  Bedeque  District  upwards  of  a 
Year;  the  school  was  visited  shortly  aQer  he  succeeded  to  the  charge,  and  ^7  scholars  were  i'ound  in  attend- 
iQce;  since  then  the  teacher  happened  to  be  absent,  at  the  period  of  my  subsequent  visits,  so  that  the 
condition  and  improvement  of  the  school  is  not  known. 

Bedeque  Central  School — Richardson. — The  School  at  this  station  has  been  removed  to  some  distance 
irom  its  former  site,  and  is  now  in  a  more  central  situation,  uniting  the  two  extremities  of  the  District.  It 
"^  visited  a  few  days  only  afler  being  opened  under  the  present  teacher.  The  complement  of  scholars 
attending  will  be  30,  learning  Geography,  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  &c. 

Priocetown  Royalty — £.  S.  Blancuard. — This  is  the  only  School  at  present  open  in  the  Royalty,  and 
does  Dot  appear  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  attendance  throuj^hout  the  past  year,  has  been  bro- 
ken and  limited;  this  is  partly  owing  to  sickness,  which  was  very  prevalent  in  the  District  last  season,  and 
partly  to  the  carelessness  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  in  sending  their  children  to  school;  25  was  the  greatest 
Dumber  present  at  any  examination,  learning  in  addition  to  English  Grammar,  the  usual  and  common  ele- 
fflenlary  branches. 

Proposals  have  been  I'ately  made  by  the  parties  connected  with  both  the  upper  and  lower  schools  to  unite 
in  maiotaininof  one  Central  School.  Such  a  junction  would  enable  them  always  to  support  one  good  school, 
^d  aCord  adequate  maintenance  to  a  qualified  teacher. 

Darnley — John  Lb  Page. — The  School  of  this  District  has  been  conducted  upwards  of  two  years  by  the 
present  teacher,  and  is  new  brought  to  a  state  of  improvement  and  efficiency  surpassed  by  none  in  this 
County.  The  average  number  of  scholars  attending  is  35.  The  course  of  instruction  embraces  Geography, 
Jlisiory,  English  Grammar,  and  the  higher  departmentfi  of  Arithmetic.  Reading,  Orthography  and  Writing 
ite  taught  by  the  most  approved  and  judicious  methods;  and  the  children  generally  are  inteUigent,  and  dis- 
P-aj  a  spirit  ofem^jlation  which  appears  to  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  their  progress.  The  Schoolhouse 
13 one  of  the  best  furnished  in  the  Island. 

Oj^sterCove — William  Speedie. — The  average  attendance  on  this  School  is  25.  One  is  advanced  to 
trigonometry  and  Navigation  r  a  small  class  learn  English  Grammar,  and  the  remainder  are  in  different 
stages  of  Reading  and  Arithmetic.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  so  much  emulation  or  ambition  to  excel 
^ong  the  children  at  this  school;  as  could  be  wished.  The  Scriptures  are  daily  read,  and  the  teacher  pays 
idudable  attention  to  the  morals  and  behaviour  of  his  pupils. 

Indian  River — ^John  Tatlor. — This  School  has  been  taught  upwards  of  a  year,  by  the  present  teacher, 
aod  the  children  have  made  considerable  progress  in  that  time  :  the  common  branches  are  taught;  but  much 
uicoQvenience  is  felt  from  the  want  of  books;  35  is  the  number  on  the  list,  and  the  teacher  has  the  name  of 
^ing  attentive  to  his  duties. 

^ew  Annan — Donald  BethuxNE. — This  teacher  has  beeu  stationed  here  but  a  few  weeks  ;  the  school 
tutteoded  by  35  children,  not  yet  much  advanced  :  a  now  and  commodious  schoolhouse  has  been  erected, 
*bich  reflects  much  credit  on  the  settlement.  *The  teacher  is  attentive  to  the  morals  of  his-  scholars,  and 
■^ems  anxious  for  their  improvement. 

^tl4;  John  Ronatne. — The  present  teacher  has  been  stationed  here  several. years,  and  continuas  to 
P^e  general  satisfaction  to  the  Inhabitants.  On  account  of  the  frequent  changing  of  the  children,  the  im- 
Koremeat  in  the  state  of  the  school  is.  not  so  great  as  might  otherwise  be  looked  for;  the  teacher,  however^ 
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appears  to  be  zealous  and  diligent  in  imparting  inatraotion  to  the  best  oTbis  ability.  Some  are  adwneed  to 
tife  highest  rales  of  arithmetic  and  mensuration;  in  writing,  the  improvemeat  was  not  so  evident.  Ortbogra* 
phy  is  taught  with  more  success,  and  more  attended  to,  than  in  former  years,  by  the  children  at  thisSclMol. 

Cape  Traverse ;  A.Stewart. — Throughout  the  first  year  the  present  Teacher  taught  at  this  station; 
the  improvement  of  the  children  was  rapid  and  highly  satisfactory;  since  then  their  progress  has  not  kept 
equal  pace,  and  the  scholars  have  not  attended  so  regularly.  There  are  none  advanced  here  beyond  the 
primary  Rules  of  Arithmetic;  but  several  children,  of  a  tender  age,  read  with  much  correctness  and  fluency. 
The  school  house,  although  small,  is.comfortable.     Thirty  on  the  list. 

Searle  Town,  Bedeque;  S.  Davidson. — Forty-one  on  the  roll.  This  school  is  chiefly  remarkable  for 
the  proficiency  a  considerable  number  of  the  children,  and  some  very  young,  too,  have  attained  in  English 
Grammar;  there  are  several  correct  readers,  who  can  return  ready  answers  upon  the  sense  of  what  they 
read.  A  combination  of  causes  affecting  the  regular  attendance  of  the  children  appears  to  have  retarded 
their  progress  of  late.  The  improvement  during  the  past  year  has  not  been  nearly  so  great  as  was  manifest- 
ed the  preceding  two  years;  this  appears  principally  in  the  Arithmetical  and  writing  departments.  Few  can 
employ  a  better  method  of  teaching  than  this  Teacher.  A  neat  and  comfortable  School  House  is  here 
erected. 

Lot  18, — ALEXAifDEaRAEt  A.  M.,  Teacher.-*The  school  at  this  station  was  put  in  operation  in  the  month 
of  July  last;  it  is  situate  near  the  upper  boundary  of  Prince  Town  Royalty,  and  is  supported  by  several  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Royalty,  in  conjunction  with  the  settlers  on  the  Township.  The  School  House  is  a 
neat  and  commodious  building,  newly  erected,  and  placed  in  an  eligible  and  central  situation.  When  visi- 
ted in  November  last,  27  scholars  were  found  to  be  in  attendance,  the  number  on  the  roll  being  47,  learn- 
ing the  usual  elementary  branches;  several  of  the  children  were  in  their  first  stage,  never  having  been  at 
any  school  before,  and  many  could  read  but  imperfectly  on  entering  the  school;  at  the  time  of  examination, 
above  referred  to,  the  school  was  found  to  be  well  organized,  and  Reading,  Orthography  and  Arithmetic 
taught  systematically  and  effectively.  The  scholars  generally  displayed  an  intelligence  and  a  spirit  ot 
emulation  highly  pleasing. 

Upper  Bedeque;  J.  H.  Knila^nds. — The  Teacher  here  has  recently  succeeded  to  the  charge  of  this 
srthool.  When  visited  in  December  last,  30  scholars  were  found  in  attendance.  From  the  judicious 
method  of  instruction  pursued,  and  the  ability  of  the  teacher,  much  improvement  is  anticipated.  The  fre- 
quent changing;  of  teachers  here,  of  late  years,  has  been  prejudicial  to  the  advancement  of  the  children,  and 
the  vacations  which  on  this  account  so  often  occur,  very  much  interrupt  and  retard  their  progrt^ss.  The 
school-house  here  is  commodious,  but  uncomfortable,  and  insufficiently  furnished  witn  desks  and  other 
accommodations. 
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White  Sands,  Murray  Harbor — John  Brooks. — This  is  a  School  of  the  second  or  highest  class.  It  has 
been  in  operation  since  the  1st  of  August,  1841.  80  scholars  have  been  taught  therein  since  it  was  open- 
ed: it  numbers,  at  present,  46  ;  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  5  or  6,  are  able  to  read  the  Bible  and 
Testament,  and  can  answer  questions  on  the  meaning  of  what  they  read  with  much  readiness  and  accuracy. 
Several  write  a  fair  hand,  and  the  most  advanced  are  acquainted  with  the  higher  rules  of  arithmetic.  In 
consequence  of  a  want  of  books,  two  only  are  learning  English  Grammar,  one  Geography,  and  one  sea- 
faring young  man,  Trigonometry  and  Navig'ation.  Altogether,  the  improvement  in  this  School  is  creditable — 
the  greater  number  having  commenced  in  the  alphabet.  The  School -house,  a  new  and  commodious  build- 
ing, is  fitted  np  in  a  comfurtable  manner,  and  reflects  much  credit  on  the  inhabitants. 

Here  is  also  a  Sunday-school,  attended  by  a  large  number  of  scholars,  averaging  from  60  to  100.  It  is 
patronized  by  the  Colonial  Church  Society  of  London,  and  supplied  with  the  Scriptures  and  other  religious 
publications.  It  has  also  a  Lending  Library,  furnished  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Kichardson,  Agent  of  the 
above  Society.  The  school  is  conducted  by  5  male  and  ^2  female  teachers,  and  if  duly  appreciated  and  regularly 
attended,  cannot  fail  of  extending  a  highly  beneficial  influence  over  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

East  Point,  James  Slattery. — There  was  a  school  of  the  second  or  highest  class  opened  here  in  the 
month  of  August  last,  attended  by  25,  several  of  whom  were  well  advanced  under  the  previous  teacher  in 
English  Grammar,  Keading  and  Writing — thesoj  in  addition  to  Arithmetic,  were  the  only  branches  taught 
at  the  time  it  was  last  visited. 

liollo  Bay,  Patrick  Sweeney. — This  school  is  attended  by  28  scholars,  the  greater  part  of  whom  arc 
only  learning  to  read;  there  are  a  few  writers  and  arithmeticians,  hut  none  advanced.  This  is  the  only  Eng- 
lish School  which  I  found  attended  by  any  of  the  Acadian  French  children;  a  few  of  them  receive  instruction 
here,  and  are  as  remarkable  for  the  progress  they  have  made  as  any  children  at  the  school. 

St.  Peter's,  P.  Fitzqerald. — 26  attend  this  school;  from  the  few  who  were  present  at  the  different  exam 
inations,  scarcely  any  opinion  could  be  formed  of  the  state  of  the  school;  the  attendance  appears  to  be  eX" 
ceedingly  bad,  and  on  that  recount,  in  addition  to  the  want  of  books,  no  iniprovement  of  any  consequence 
could  be  looked  for. 
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Si.  Peter's. — P.  Bambrick  waa  the  teacher  at  this  station  during  the  preceding  two  years.  The  school- 
bouse  here  is  in  a  ruinous  state,  and  at  some  seasons  unfit  to  tenth  in.  The  want  of  {>ooks  among  the  chil- 
dren has  been  so  great,  that  in  addition  to  their  irregular  attendance,  their  progress  has  been  almost  station- 
ary during  the  paftt  jear. — This  station  is  at  present  vacant. 

fiearKiv.er,  John  MxcNBiLL.-^This  school  has  been  recently  established  here,  and  the  majority  of  the 
children  consequently  commenced  at  almost  the  first  stUge  when  examined  last;  46  were  on  the  roll,  a  few 
of  whom  were  learning  the  first  rules  of  arithmetic.  Although  the  school  has  been  in  operation  but  little 
more  than  a  year,  the  teacher  has,  thus  far,  given  proo&  of  his  diligence  in  promoting  the  improvement  of 
his  pupils. 

Litde  Sands,  Neil  BeIton. — This  school  has  been  vacant  since  the  month  of  June  last :  up  to  that  time, 
it  was  under  the  tuition  of  the  ab6ve  teacher  for  a  year,  during  which  time  the  number  attending  averaged 
from  25  to  30,  all  of  whom  could  read  and  write  tolerably  well,  and  the  school  was  likely  to  prove  of  much 
banefit  t  o  the  district,  ha<l  it  been  longer  continued. 

Souris— Kdmuivd  Shea. — 34  attend  this  School,  which  has  been  taught  two  years  by  the  present  teacher. 
In  consequence  of  many  of  the  children  being  withdrawn  at  different  seasons,  to  assist  in  fishing  as  well  as 
agrictfltural  operations,  thetr  progress  in  school  has  been  much  retarded;  none  are  advanced  in  Arithmetic 
or  Writing,  but  those  most  constant  at  school  have  made  fair  improvement  in  Reading  and  Orthography. 
Murray  Harbor — JoHir  Stewart. — The  teather  here  has  conducted  th^e  School  of  this  District,  up- 
wards of  a  year,  and  has  now  brought  it  to  a  state  of  very  satisfactory  improvement.  At  the  last  examina- 
tion, none  pi'esent  were  far  advanced,  but  all  shewed  by  their  correctness  and  accuracy  in  Reading  and 
Orthography,  the  care  and  attention  b'eslowed  by  the  teacher  upon  their  improvement.  The  School-house 
is  new  and  commodious* 

Three  Rivers — JAiiee  StEWART. — ^The  teacher  here,  has  entered  the  second  year  upon'the  charge  of  this 
KhooJ ;  it  is  attended  chiefly  by  very  young  children,  25  were  present  at  the  last  examination  ;  and  with 
the  exception  of  foiir,  were  not  advanced  either  in  English  Grammar  or  Arithmetic  :  the  junior  scholars 
can  all  read. 

Georgetown— John  Arb^cklb,  a.m.— -In  this  rising  town,  a  School  of  the  highest  class  is  established 
and  has  been  conducted  by  the  present  teacher,  during  the  last  year.  It  is  now  in  a  very  flourishing  con- 
(iition,  and  is' amended  by  upwards  of  50  scholars.  The  range  of  instruction  embraces,  in  addition  to  the 
common  elementary  branches,  the  Latin  Language,  Practical  Mathematics,  and  Geography.  English 
Grammar  also,  ie  taught,  with  great  success.  This  Seminary  is  a  model  in  its  organization,  and  effective 
systematic  arrangements  ;  some  young  men  are  in  training  in  it  to  qualify  themselves  as  teachers;  and  this 
iastitntion,  if  adequately  supported  by  Legislative  and  local  aid,  cannot  fail  of  exercising  a  beneficial  in- 
fiuence  over  the  prosperity  of  this  town. 

l^tSl,  Georgetown  Road— NATirAiriBL  Ma^^laun. — Th<^  School  at  this  station,  continues  in  a  prosper- 
oos  condition,  the  average  attendance  is  30.  Few  children  in  country  schools  are  more  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic—- they  also  read  with  propriety.  The  School-house  is  in  a 
Kate  of  good  repair. 

Murray  Harbor,  (South  side)~JoHN  M acdonali). — A  School  has  recently  been  established  here,  and 
*>aaght  for  a  year  by  this  teacher.  The  children  generally  are  in  the  first  stages  of  reading,  ^c.  Religious 
iostructioa  ig  imparted  through  the  medium  of  the  Scriptures  and  Catechism  :  average  attendance,  27. 

East  Point,-:-THOMAR  Bambrick-  The  average  attendance  on  this  school  is  26;  on  the  roll  41.  The 
coarse  of  Instructioh  comprises  Geography,  Practical  Mathematics  and  English  Grammar^  and  the  im- 
?rovenient  eflfected  in  the  School  for  the  time  taught  has  been  highly  creditable. 

^9si  i^oint.  Cross  Roads,— ^John  Stewart.  This  school  was  conducted  during  the  two  past  years,  by  this 
teacher,  and  was  brought  to  a  very  creditable  state  of  improvement  by  his  exertions.  All  the  branches 
coQmooly  learned  in  District  Schools,  wero  here  taught  with  much  success.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this 
ubool  id  at  present  closed;  the  average  attendance  was  35. 

Lot  47,  West  BLi^er, — Duncan  Robertson.  The  School  of  this  District  is  attended  by  abotit  SO  scholars, 
srcrage  daily  attendance.  In  some  of  the  branches  taught  considerable  improvement  was  visible  when  the 
^hool  was  last  examined.  The  coihmon  branches  required  of  licensed  teachers  are  all  taught  here,  and  the 
Inhabitants  are  making  very  praiseworthy  exertions  to  support  the  School. 

Lot  66,  Georgetown  Road, —  This  School  unfortunately  changes  its  teachers  so  frequently,  and  vacations 
■i^long,  iib  consequence  take  place,  that  no  improvement  of  any  account  could  have  been  effected,  and  al- 
though seiera^  y^ars  have  elapsed  since  the  building  was  raised,  and  a  teacher  employed,  scarcely  any 
perceptible  bepefit  has  yet  been  reaped  by  the  Children.  The  School  is  now  again  vacant,  the  last  teacher 
haTJDg  been  summarily  dismissfed. 

in  enumerating  the  above  Schools  and  aho  the  children  receii^ing  free  instruction  on  the  Idland,  the  Na* 
hooal  School  has  not  been  included.  This  usefisi  and  efficient  Institution  is  partially  a'lipported  by  Govern-* 
ftem,  and  affords  gratuitous  insttuctioil  to  the  ptipils. 

h 
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There  are  three  Female  Schools  also,receiving  Legislative  i^id  in  Charlottetown,  teaching  together  6D 
scholars:  In  these  the  common  elementary  branches  are  taug-ht,  and  in  two  of  them,  in  addition  thereto,  the 
course  of  instruction  embraces  Geography,  History,  English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.     These  schoolsaie 
well  conducted,  and  several  of  the  children  have  made  rapid  progress  in  the  various  branches,  and  some  of 
them  display  an  intelligence  superior  to  their  years. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  add|  that  the  foregoing  Schools  exhibit  different  degrees  of  efficiency  and 
improvement  according  to  the  skill  and  attainments  of  the  respective  teachers-  Several  of  them  as  might 
be  expected  from  the  low  scale  of  remuneration,  and  the  want  of  early  professional  training  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher,  are  but  imperfectly  taught;  the  returns  however,  of  benefit  to  the  youlig^  in  the  aggregate,  are 
noore  than  equal  to  the  outlay,  either  by  Parents  or  by  the  Public  in  their  supports 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 


Tryon,  (Eastern  section,) — George  Bynon,  Teacher. — The  School  of  this  District  was  closed  a  considerable 
time  previous  to  the  present  Teacher's  succeeding  to  the  charge  thereof.  When  examined,  25  scholars  were 
found  to  be  iu  attendance,  learning  the  usual  rudimental  branches  from  the  Alphabet  to  Ijiglisb  Grammar. 
The  method  of  teaching  pursued  is  judicious.  The  children  of  t|iis  District,  generally  sustain  a  character  for 
propriety  of  conduct — a  proof  of  the  attention  which  is  paid  to  their  morals. 

Tryon, — James  Gillender,  Teacher. — A  new  and  commodious  School-house  was  erected  at  this  station, 
^  and  opened  in  the  month  of  August  last,  under  the  present  teacher.  When  visited  in  December  last,  43  scholars* 
were  on  the  roll.  The  state  of  improvement  to  which  this  School  is  brought,  is  deserving  of  particular  notice; 
and  considering  the  tender  age  of  the  majority  of  the  children,  their  proficieacy  is  not  exceeded  by  those  in  any 
school  in  the  County*  The  more  advanced  classes  displayed  an  extensive  and  correct  acquaintance  with  the 
elements  of  English  Grammar,  and  read  the  higher  class-books  with  fluency.  Arithmetic  and  Writing  are  also 
tauirhtby  the  most  efficient  methods.     In  this  school,  religious  instruction  is  also  blended  with  secular  teaching. 

Within  a  mile  of  the  foregoing  station,  is  another  School-^DAViD  J.  TiiousoN,  Teacher. — Thus  School  wa^ 
left  by  the  former  teacher,  iu  a  state  of  considerable  improvement*  The  present  one  succeeded  to  the  charge  in 
August  last.  The  children,  with  few  exceptions,  are  well  advanced  in  Heading  and  Writing.  A  class  also 
learn  English  Grammar. 

Crapaud, — James  fiuLPiT,  Teacher.-— This  School  is  well  attended,  42  being  on  the  roll;  Reading,  Writins; 
and  Arithmetic  are  taught  with  success.  Those  who  commenced  with  the  present  teacher  in  June  last,  have 
made  very  satisfactory  progress.  There  are  several  excellent  writers  in  particular  in  this  school,  and  the  system 
of  discipline  enforced  is  judicious  and  highly  efficient, 

Desable-^DoNALD  Campbell,  Teacher.— There  are  40  Scholarsin  attendance  on  this  School,  who  havem 
general  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  past  year;  several  in  the  higher  classes  were  well  advanced  undet 
the  last  Teacher,  at  this  station.  English  Grammar  is  taught  in  addition  to  thecommoo  inferior  branches.  Tht 
School-house  is  comfortable  and  commodious. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  tbis  District  has  been  divided,  and  9.  second  School  (for  which  there  seems  to  he  lit- 
tle occasion)  opened  within  a  short  distance  of  the  above,  and  both  drawing  the  public  money.  30  scholar-^ 
attend  this  school.  Reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  are  taught.  A  class  have  made  some  advances  in  English 
Grammar  also.     Being  a  new  school,  the  improvement  bsfis  been  as  great  as  could  be  expected.

Whereis  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Her  Majesty's  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  with  the  Council  and 

Assembly  of  the  said  Island,  did  in  the  month  of  April,  1842^  pass    an  Act,  which   has  been  trans* 

mitted,  entitled  as  follows,  viz : — 
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No.  584,  '^  An  Act  to  alter,  and  in  addition  to  an  Act  made  and  passed,  in  the  10th  Year  of  the 
Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  4th,  relating  to  the  laying  out  and  altering  of  Highways, 
and  for  other  purposes  therein-mentioned." 

And  whereas  the  said  Act  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's  most 
Honourable  Privy  Council,  appointed  for  the  consideration  of  all  matters  relating  to  Trade  and  Foreign 
Plantations,  and  the  said  Committee  have  reported  as  their  opinion  to  Her  Majesty,  that  the  said  Act 
should  receive  Her  Majesty's  special  confirmation ;  Her  Majesty  was  thereupon  this  day  pleased,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  declare  h^r  special  confirmation  of  the  said  Act,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  specially  confirmed,  ratified  and  finally  enacted  accordingly :  Whereof  the  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  of  Her  Majesty's  Island  of  Prince  Edward, 
and  all  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  tdke  notice,  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

Government  House,  Newfoundland,  27th  February,  1843. 
Sir, 

In  transmitting  to  your  Excellency,  an  extract  of  an  Address,  which  has  been  presented  to  me  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  Island,  relative  to  a  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Light  House,  proposed 
to  be  established  on  the  S.  W.  Coast  of  Newfoundland,  and  in  soliciting  your  Excellency's  support  of 
the  measure  with  the  Legislature  of  Canada,  I  would  beg  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  fact,  (fully 
established  by  a  comparison,  of  the  losses  by  shipwreck  during  any  given  period,)  that  though  it  is 
intended  that  the  locality  of  the  light,  should  be  fixed  upon  the  territory  of  this  Colony  ;  yet  the 
the  advantages  expected  to  be  derived  from  it,  must  necessarily  be  enjoyed  principally  by  the  trade  of 
the  Colonies  situated  to  the  westward  of  Newfoundland,  and  more  especially  by  that  homeward  bound 
from  the  Bay  of  Chaleur  and  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

Canada  may  therefore  be  justly  said,  to  have  a  far  more  direct  personal  interest  in  the  establishment, 
of  this  proposed  National  Beacon,  not  only  than  this  Island,  but  than  any  of  the  other  Colonies  of 
British  North  America.  On  these  grounds  I  venture  to  invite, 'and  Jo  anticipate  your  Excellency's 
support  of  the  proposition,  which  it  is  the  object  of  this  communication  to  bring  under  your  notice. 

The  calculations  which  have  been  made,  of  the  probable  expense  of  maintaining  the  proposed  Light, 
(one  of  such  great  importance  and  situated  in  so  remote  and  isolated  a  location,)  based  upon  those  of 
similar  existing  establishments  in  this  Island,  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  it  cannot  be  safely 
assumed  at  less  than  £600  per  annum.  Of  the  relative  proportions  which  ought  fairly  to  be  contributed 
by  the  several  Colonies  concerned,  their  respective  Legislatures  will  be  the  best  judges ;  but  I  trust  I 
may  be  pardoned  for  suggesting  that  if  three  fourths  of  the  whole  expense  be  contributed  by  Canada 
and  the  Lower  Provinces  including  Prince  Edward  Island,  Newfoundland  will  willingly  charge  herself 
with  the  remainder. 
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The  Communication  addressed  to  me  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  df  this  City,  (of  which  I  enclose 
a  copy,)  will  enable  your  Excellency  to  judge  of  the  advantages  which  Cape  Pine  possesses  over  Cape 
Ilace,  as  the  site  of  the  proposed  Light  House.

May  it  please  your  Excellency — ^The  House  6f  Assembly  beg  leave  to  acquaint  your  Excellency  that 
from  a  copy  of  a  Despatch  sent  down  to  the  House  by  your  Excellency,  dated  "  Treasury  Chambers 
1 1th  May,  184 1 ,"  they  learn  that "  the  Elder  Brethren  of  the  Trinity  Hbuse  having  signified  their  opinion^ 
that  the  measure  of  Lighting  the  South  Eastern  part  of  Newfoundland,  would  be  effectually  accomplished 
by  the  erection  of  a  Light  House  on  Cape  Pine,  on  the  South  Easternmost  extremity  of  that  land,  and 
of  one  also  upon  Saint  Pierre ;  and  likewise  that  all  Vessels  bound  to  or  from  pdrts  or  places  situate 
between  St,  John^s  Newfoundland  and  Cdpe  Cod  in  the  United  States,  including  the  River  St.  Law- 
rence, would  be  benefitted  by  the  establishment  of  Light  Houses  in  the  above  mentioned  situations,''  and 
further,  That  "  My  Lords  adverting  to  the  measures  adopted  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  Light 
Houses  under  very  analagpus  circuihstances  on  the  Coast  of  Nova  Scotia,  are  prepared  to  recommend  to 
Parliament,  such  Grant  as  m^y  be  requisite  for  defraying  the  expense  of  constructing  a  Light  House  on 
Cape  Pine,  subject  to  the  condition,  th&t  provision  sh&ll  be  made  by  the  Legislature  of  Newf6undland3 
either  separately  or  with  aid  from  the  other  North  American  Provinces  interested  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Light  House,  for  the  future  maintenance  of  the  Light,''  and  said  Despat(ih  after  alluding  to  a 
Report  to  be  made  by  the  Commanding  Rbyal  Engineer  on  this  Station,  as  to  the  most  eligible  arrange- 
ments for  constructing  the  Light  House  continues,  -<'  My  Lords  would  further  suggest  to  Lord  John 
Russell,  that  it  will  be  advisable  to  call  for  a  similar  Report  from  the  Governor  of  Newfoundland,  or  from 
any  local  authorities  under  whose  directions  the  construction  or  management  of  other  Light  Houses  on 
the  Coast  of  the  Island  has  been  placed."  The  House  of  Assembly  feeling  the  great  importance,  not 
alone  to  the  Trade  of  this  tsland,  but  to  that  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  neighbouring  Colonies 
and  the  United  States,  of  the  erection  of  a  Light  House  on  Cape  Pine,  and  in  order  to  enable  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  to  carry  out  the  very  liberal  suggestion  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury, 
now  pledge  themselves  that  in  the  event  of  such  Light  House  being  erected,  they  will  pass  an  Act 
providing  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  ml^et  the  maintenance  of  said  Light. 

The  House  of  Assembly  request  that  your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  put  yourself  into  Communica- 
tion with  the  Government  authorities  of  such  of  the  neighbouring  Provinces  and  the  United  States, 
whose  vessels  ma];  be  benefitted  by  such  Light,  in  order  to  induce  their  supplying  their  just  proportion 
towards  the  annucJ  miaintenance  of  said  Light.

May  it  please  your  Excellency — ^The  Chamber  of  Commerce  having  been  encouraged  by  youi*  Excel- 
lency, to  express  an  opinion  on  the  most  adviantageous  point  to  place  a  Light  House  on  the  Southern 
Shores  of  this  Island,  have,  after  mature  deliberation,  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  Cape  Pine  is  by  far  the 
inore  eligible  situation,  possessing  these  advantages  over  Cape  Rice : 

In  the  first  place,  Cape  Pine  is  the  more  Southern  point  of  the  tWo,  it  is  very  much  the  higher  land, 
and  can  therefore  be  seen  over  Cape  Raee^  while  a  Light  House  on  Cape  Race  would  be  completely 
hiasked  by  Cape  Pine  to  Vessels  coming  from  the  Westward. 
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Secondly — Cape  Pine  is  surrounded  with  Rocks  and  Shoals,  and  therefore  more  perilous  of  approach 
than  Cape  Race,  which  is  a  bold  shore  and  free  from  such  dangers ;  and  Thirdly — the  rapid  Currrent 
constantly  setting  past  Cape  Pine  into  St.  Mary's  Bay,  deceives  Vessels  by  carrying  them  to  the 
Northward  of  their  reckoning,  and  causing  many  to  be  lost  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Shots,  which  is  but  a 
few  miles  to  the  N.  W  of  Cape  Pine. 

If  the  Chamber  were  to  give  an  opinion  founded  on  the  interests  of  Newfoundland  alone,  they  might 
perhaps  be  induced  to  consider  the  claims  of  Cape  Race  equal  if  not  superior  to  those  of  Cape  Pine ; 
but  considering  them  with  a  view  to  the  commerce  of  Great  Britain  and  her  North  American  Colonies 
generally,  they  can  have  no  hesitation  in  deciding  in  favor  of  Cape  Pine — and  the  experience  of  past 
years  has  shewn  that  ten  vessels  have  been  lost  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cape  Pine  to  one  nearer  Cape 
Race — thus  proving  the  necessity  of  guarding  British  shipping  against  those  dangers  which  more 
particularly  threaten  them  when  approaching  Cape  Pine.  A  Bell  at  the  Light  House  to  be  used  in 
foggy  weather,  or  if  not  attended  with  too  great  an  expense  the  occasional  firing  of  a  Gun  would  be  of 
great  service.

The  President  acquainted  the  House  that  His  Bscellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
had  provisionally  appointed  Alexander  Anderson,  Esquire,  by  Warrant,  bearing  date 
the  i4th  day  of  October,  1843^  a  Member  of  tnis  House,  who  desires  to  be 
admitted. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Dalrympk  and  Mr.  Taung  be  a  Committee  to  attend  Mr.

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and 
eing  seated),  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  B^  received  His  Excellency's  com- 
and,  to  desire  the  attendance  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  immediately  in  the  Council 
hamber. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  with  their  Speaker,  having  attended  accordingly,  his  Excel- 
cncy  was  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech; 
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Mr.  President y  and  Honorable  Oentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 
Mr.  Speaker^  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  call  you  from  your  homes  earlier  than  usual ;  but  considerations  arising  from 
an  error  in  the  Laws  relating  to  Statute  Labour  and  the  Small  Debt  Courts  have  rendered  your  meeting 
advisable. 

When,  in  the  last  Session,  you  repealed  and  suspended  all  former  Laws  upon  the  above  mentioned 
subjects,  all  appointments  un(jter  them  became  vacant;  but,  a6  some  of  the  Members  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  had  held  appointments  under  these  Acts  when  elected  to  their  seats,  and  as,  in  the  event  of 
their  being  re-appointed,  their  possession  of  them  might  thereby  be  unnecessarily  affected,  you  agreed 
to  a  clause  in  each  of  the  new  Laws  suspending,  as  far  as  regards  these  Members,  the  operation  of  the 
7th  of  William  4,  cap.  13,  '^  for  vacating  the  Seats  of  Members,"  the  only  Act  affecting  them ;  butbj 
mistake  the  words  ^^  5th  of  William  4th"  were  inserted  in  the  clauses  referred  to — a  palpable  error,  be- 
cause this  last  named  Act  had  already  been  repealed  by  the  other;  my  intention  was  to  have  named 
these  errors  at  the  usual  period  of  your  meeting ;  but  from  representations  made  to  me  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Assembly,  for  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  there  appears  a  determina- 
tion in  some  parties  to  use  these  errors  in  direct  opposition  to  the  manifest  intention  of  the  Legislature. 
for  which  reason  I  have  deemed  it  proper  at  once  to  bring  the  question  before  your  notice. 

I  again  bring  to  your  consideration  the  Laws  affecting  the  Debtor  and  Creditor  of  this  Colony.  It 
may,  possibly,  not  be  judicious  wholly  to  adopt  those  of  England  ;  but  a  nearer  approach  to  tbem, 
would,  I  think,  be  very  beneficial. 

The  re-consideration  of  the  <^  Act  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  Boundary  Lines  of  Counties  and 
Townships,"  &c.,   which  is  now   partially  suspended,  appears  to  be  highly  necessary. 

The  important  subject  of  the  Fisheries  is  worthy  of  your  deepest  attention,  with  a  view  to  affording  all 
possible  encouragement  to  so  valuidale  a  branch  of  industry.  It  is  most  obvious  that  an  extensive  and 
well  founded  estabUshment  in  this  department  of  commercial  enterprise  would  be  the  means  of  giving 
to  the  Island  that  Foreign  trade,  the  absence  of  lyhich  is  lamented  as  a  cause  of  the  depression  in  the 
pursuits  of  our  Agricultural  population. 

The  position  of  this  Colony  enables  you  to  commence  the  Fishing  season  even  earlier  than  New- 
foundland. You  have  advantages  of  procuring  bait  which  are  not  found  there.  You  grow  your  own 
produce.  Providence  has  bestowed  abundant  crops  ;  but  they  are  often  sold  in  the  neighbouring  Mar- 
kets at  a  ruinous  loss ;  and  yet,  with  Fish  abounding  on  your  shores,  an  organized  Fishery  is  wanting. 
The  true  friends  of  this  Island,  audits  people,  are  those  wfao^  by  advice,  influence  and  example  succeed  | 
in  bringing  the  occupation  of  the  Fisherman  as  an  ally  to  that  of  the  Farmer. 

I  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  expiration  of  the  Act  for  the  encoum^ement  of  Education  in  this 
Island.  It  is  impossible  for  me  too  earnestly  to  implore  yoiir  gravest  deliberation  upon  this  most  import- 
ant measure.  Connected  with  this  subject,  the  present  and  future  welfare  of  thousands  is  involved  in 
your  decisions.  To  educate  a  people,  is  the  first  step 'towards  rendering  them,  in  the  mass,  religious, 
honest  and  benevolent. 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

The  Public  Accounts  will  be  duly  laid  before  you,  and  without  that  delay  which  heretofore  has  retarded 
your  examination  of  ihem.    1  have  every  reason  to  suppose  that  the  Revenue  will  at  least  equal  that  of 
last  year — a  circumstance  which,  amidst  the  general  depression  which  has  so  long  prevailed  in  the  trade 
of  almost  every  part  of  the  Empire,  affords  a  sure  and  pleasing  indication  of  your  growing  prosperil) 
I  rely  upon  your  granting  the  necessary  sums  for  the  Public  Service. 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ;

We  agree  with  your  Excellency  in  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  due  attention  being  given  to 
the  Fisheries  of  this  Island,  and  we  shall  readily  Unite  in  giving  our  support  to  such  measures  as  may  be 
deemed  best  calculated  to  encourage  such  a  valuable  and  useful  branch  of  industry  in  this  Colony.

Your  Committee  regret  that  on  a  careful  examination  of  the  School'  Visitor's  Report,  for  the  past  year, 
a  considerable  diminution  is  apparent  in  the  number  of  Scholars,  and  a  proportionate  decrease  in  the 
number  of  Masters,  which  will  be  evident  by  a  reference  to  the  Tabular  Statement  accompanying  this 
report.  To  what  cause  this  is  to  be  attributed  remains  to  be  seen,  but  your  Committee  trust,  as  the 
subject  is  now  under  consideration  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  such  amendments  will  be  made  as  may 
be  calculated  to  render  the  system  more  effective.  Your  Committee  would  call  your  Honor's  attention 
to  that  pvrt  of  the  Address  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech  at  the  commencement  of  the  last 
Session,  in  which  this  branch  of  the  Legislature  expressed  its  ^^  full  concurrence  with  His  ExceUency  in 
the  great  importance  of  diffusing  civil  and  religious  instruction  among  the  poorer  classes,  together  with 
an  assurance  that  no  endeavours  should  be  wanting  to  promote  so  desirable  an  object ;"  and  your 
Committee  feel  assured,  that  in  accordance  with  these  views,,  the  Council  is  fully  prepared  to  act,  and, 
when  the  Bill  is  before  it,  give  the  whole  subject  of  Education  that  attentive  consideration  to  which, 
from  its  vast  importance  to  the  community,  it  is  so  justly  entitled.

^'  Because  where  the  owner  of  any  land  has  made  default  in  the  payment  of  the  assess- 
ment charged  thereon,  after  four  or  five  difierent  public  notices  to  pay  the  same,  and  in 
consequence  thereof  Judgment  of  a  Court  of  Law  was  regularly  passed  against  such  land^ 
but  a  purchaser  has,  nevertheless,  taken  a  Deed  of  some  part  thereof  from  the  owner 
who  made  such  default,  and  the  same  land  may  also  have  been  purchased  by  another 
person  at  Sheriff's  sale,  duly  made  under  such  judgment ;  the  House  of  Assembly  con- 
sider that  if  any  preference  be  given  by  enactment  to  the  Deed  of  either  person  purchasing 
as  aforesaid,  it  should  be  to  the  purchaser  under  the  judicial  sale  of  the  Court  of  Law,  and 
not  to  the  purchaser  from  the  owner  of  the  condemned  or  forfeited  land^  which  last  men- 
tioned purchaser  may  be  supposed  to  have  (unless  from  his  own  neglect,)  a  remedy  on 
the  covenants  in  his  Deed ;  while  no  remedy,  either  at  law  x>r  in  equity,  would  be  open 
to  the  purchaser  at  Sheriff's  sale  for  a  return  of  his  purchase  money,  if  his  title  were 
not  confirmed. 

'^  And  because  further,  unless  the  validity  and  efficacy  of  Deeds  under  Sheriff's  sales 
for  non-payment  of  Land  Assessment  be  duly  maintained,  the  prices  of  land  would  be  so 
reduced  as  to  cause  large  and  valuable  quantities  to  be  sold  before  a  judgment  and  costs 
of  a  very  disproportionate  amount  could  be  satisfied. 

**  Because  there  may  be  cases  where  cultivated  or  settled  tracts  of  land  have  been  sold 
by  the  Sheriff,  and  described  by  certain  bounds  at  the. time  of  sale;  and  there  are,  no 
doabt,  cases  where  a  purchaser  at  a  Sheriff's  sale,  not  being  able  to  find  wilderness  land, 
has  afterwards  selected  default  land,  which  may  have  been  wholly  or  in  part  improved ; 
there  are  also,  frequently,  cases  where  a  person  having  omitted  to  pay  his  land  tax  on 
improved  land,  has  purchased  it,  or  procured  it  to  be  purchased  in,  for  his  own  benefit, 
and  the  better  security  of  his  title,  in  all  of  which  cases  it  would,  be  a  hardship  for  a 
purchaser,  having  relied  on  the  sufficiency  of  the  law,  to  lose  his  purchase  money,  while 
it  may  be  supposed  that  any  of  the  improved  land  so  sold,  if  of  extraordinary  value,  would 
have  been  redeemed  by  the  owner  in  due  time. 

''  Because  the  suspending  of  the  Bill  from  its  confirming  deeds  for  the  space  of  two 
years  from  the  period  of  notice  published  as  proposed  by  the  amendment  pf  the  Council, 
would  appear  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  to  add  unnecessarily  to  the  delay  and  inconve- 
nience which  purchasers  have  already  been  subject  to  in  obtaining  a  title  to  their  lands  ;

The  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  believe  that  I90  serious  an  inconvenience  as  this  circumstance 
occasions  could  never  have  been  contemplated  ;  it  would  be  much  felt  at  any  period  of  the  year,  but  it 
will  be  more  than  ordinarily  so  at  this  particular  season,  because  the  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of 
Mercantile  orders  and  Bills  of  Exchange  is  so  essential  to  the  trade  of  Charlottetown,  and  the  Island  at 
large. 

The  Council  and  Assembly  have  in  consequence  thoij^ht  it  their  duty  to  request  your  Excellency's 
interposition  with  Her  Majesty's  Government,  that  steps  may  be  taken  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such 
a  circumstance. 

The  Council  and  Assembly  collect  from  the  published  Despatches  of  the  Right  Hon.  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies,  that  your  Excellency's  request  that  the  separate  Bag  made  up  at  the  General  Post 
Office  in  London  for  this  Isliand,  might  be  forwarded  by  the  Courier  in  charge  of  the  Mails  from  Great 
Britain  to  Canada^  was  acceded  to  as  far  as  respects  their  transmission  from  Halifax  to  Pictou  during  the 
^Summer,  and  we  are  at  a  loss  to  see  why  this  indulgence,  so  important,  as  respects  your  Excellency's 
Despatches,  as  well  as  to  the  Mercantile  Community,  should  be  withheld  during  the  Winter. 

Were  the  Courier  for  Canada  required  to  take  the.  Mail  for  this  Island  from  Halifax  to  Amherst,  no 
injury  could  arise  to  the  public  service  of  that  Province,  and  the  serious  inconvenience  we  now  experi- 
ence would  be  averted.     As  this  matter  now  stands,  your  Excellency,  the  Merchants  of  Charlottetown 
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as  well  as  the  Public,  are  precluded  from  the  possibility  of  replying  to  any>  the  most  important  correspon- 
deDce  that  the  Mail  of  the  Month  of  March  may  have  brought  as  far  as  Halifax,  until  the  departure  to 
Europe  of  the  May  Steamer  ;  although  it  is  ascertained  that  the  Courier  passed  through  Amherst  on  the 
Twenty-third  instant,  with  the  Canada  Mail  from  England. 

The  Council  and  Assembly  are  further  not  aware  of  a  greater  necessity  for  the  separate  Bag  made  up 
for  this  Island  being  opened  by  the  Post  Office  authorities  at  Halifax,  than  that  of  Canada,  and  we  can- 
not but  view  such  a  process  as  at  variance  with  the  intention  of  the  Post  Master  General,  when  he  con- 
sented, at  the  representation  of  Sir  Char]es  Augustus  Fitz  Roy,  made  through  Her  Majesty's  Colonial 
Secretary  of  that  period,  to  order  such  separate  Bag  to  be  made  up,  and  that  it  proceeds  from  the  sup- 
posed necessity  of  some  form  by  which  the  Post  Office  at  Halifax  derives  a  pecuniary  advantage ;  and 
we  believe  that  until  recently,  the  separate  Bag  from  this  Island  has  not  been  so  opened.

To  THE  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty. 

May  it  please  your  Majesty  ; 

We  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of 
Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  humbly  submit,  fpr  your  Majesty's  gracious  consideration^  that  the 
consequences  of  the  Despatch  of  your  Majesty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  prohibiting 
the  enactment  of  "  differential  duties,'*  by  the  Colonial  Legislatures  in  your  Majesty's  North  American 
possessions,  threaten  to  be  of  a  character  highly  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  your  Majesty's  subjects 
in  this  Island. 
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Your  petitioners  have  learned  with  regret,  that  the  Legislature  of  New  Brunswick,  finding  themselves 
under  the  necessity  of  imposing  prohibitory  duties  on  the  importation  of  Agricultural  Produce  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  are  constrained,  by  the  tenor  of  the  before  named  Despatch,  to  impose  the 
same  duties  on  inter-colonial  trade,  which  duties  amount  to  a  prohibition  of  the  trade  on  which  the 
principal  market  for  the  surplus  of  the  agricultural  productions  of  this  Island  has  hitherto  depended. 
In  consequence  thereof,  your  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  in  this  Island,  who  are  dependant  on  agriculture 
alone,  will  be  deprived  of  the  principal  market  for  their  produce. 

Your  Majesty's  humble  petitioners  conceive,  that  when  tl^e  Imperial  Government  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  your  Majesty,  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  trade,  to  be  carried  out  by  the  abolition  of  "  differen- 
tial duties,"  the  existence  of  any  intercolonial  duties  amongst  your  North  Anierican  Provinces,  on  arti- 
cles, the  native  growth  of  those  Provinces,  could  not  have  been  contemplated.  The  existence  of  such 
daties  is  a  subject  of  such  vital  importance  to  your  petitioners  and  their  fellow  subjects  in  this  Island, 
that  they  presume  to  lay  at  your  feet  their  humble  prayer  that  your  Majesty  will  cause  them  to  be 
annulled. 

Your  Majesty's  humble  petitioners  further  pray,  that  the  privilege  accorded  to  your  Majesty's  Canadian 
subjects  of  exporting  Wheat  and  Wheaten  Flour  to  Great  Britain,  at  a  very  low  rate  of  duty,  be  no 
longer  withheld  from  your  petitioners. 

Your  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  in  this  Island  have  no  articles  of  export  wherewith  to  trade  but  the 
produce  of  the  soiL  Without  minerals  or  manufactures,  or  any  fruits  spontaneously  produced,  they  are 
entirely  dependent  on  the  labour  of  their  hands.  The  productive  qualities  of  the  soil  are  capable  of 
any  extension,  and  the  produce  is  only  limited  by  the  want  of  remunerating  market^;  thus,  the  operation 
of  agriculture  in  Prince  Edward,  always  an  exporting  country,  have  beeq  hitbet^tq  liipaited  by  the.  high 
duties  on  the  importation  of  its  produce  into  Great  Britain, 

Your  humble  petitioners  hope  to  be  pardoned  for  honestly  representing  that  they  are  not  aware  of  any 
puculiar  claims  which  the  inhabitants  of  Canada,  much  less  those  of  the  United  States,  (whose  produce, 
onder  the  present  arrangement,  finds  its  way  openly  dpwn  the  St.  Lawrence  to  Great  Britain,)  can  have 
for  bdulgences  which  are  denied  to  your  Majesty's  humble  petitioners. 

Your  Majesty's  humble  petitioners  therefore  pray,  that  your  Majesty  will  cause  their  case  to  be, taken 
into  consideration  by  your  Majesty's  Government,  in  order  that  the  evils  which  they  so  justly  apprehend 
may  be  averted. 

That  your  Majesty  may  be  blessed  with  domestic  happiness,  and  your  reign  be  distinguished  by 
public  prosperity  and  peace,  is  the  constant  prayer  of  your  Majesty's  humble  petitioners.

Which  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  say  he  would  reserve  for  consideration. 

After  which,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  addressed  His  Excellency  as 
followeth :— 

May  it  please  your  Excellency ; 

The  House  of  Assembly  have  given  their  serious  comrideration  to  the  many  important  measures  brought 
under  their  notice  by  your  Excellency's  Speech  at  the  opening  of  the  Session ;  and  I  have  the  satisfac- 
tion to  acquaint  your  Excellency,  that  Bills  for  the  encouragement  of  Education,  of  Agricokure,  and  of 
the  Fisheries,  which  it  is  hoped  are  calculated  to  give  an  additional  impetus  to  our  trade  and  enterprise, 
have  been  so  far  matured  as  only  to  lequire  your  Excellency's  assent  to  become  law. 

The  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  have  failed  to  agree  on  any  plan  for  settling  the 
Fishery  Reserve  question ;  and  the  House  of  Assembly,  believing  that  a  speedy  and  final  determination 
of  this  difficult  and  important  measure  would  greatly  conduce  to  the  interest  of  this  Colony,  trust  that 
your  Excellency  will  call  the  particular  attention  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  this  sut^ect,  so  as  to 
enable  the  Legislature,  at  its  next  Session,  to  found  an  enactment  thereon. 

The  House  of  Assembly  having  cheerfully  voted  to  Her  Majesty  such  Supplies  for  the  public  service 
as  the. pecuniary  resources  at  their  disposal  would  warrant,  and  from  such  sources  as  would  be  least 
burthensome  and  oppressive  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  Island,  whom  they  represent,  have  sincerely  to 
regret  that  their  liberal  intentions  towards  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  should  have  been  rendered,  in 
part,  ineffectual,  by  the  Legislative  Council's  having  intercepted  an  aid  granted  on  all  Spirituous  Liquors 
distilled  or  manufactured  in  this  Colony.  The  means  of  preventing  a  sinular  occurrence  may  not  prove 
unworthy  of  your  Excellency's  consideration. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  present,  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  Her  Majesty's  faithful  and  loyal 
Commons  of  this  Island,  several  Bills  of  aid,  which  have  been  granted  to  Her  Majesty  during  Che  present 
Session,  and  pray  your  Excellency's  assent  thereto : 

An  Act  to  establish  a  reveard  for  the  destruction  of  Bears  and  Loupcerviers. 

An  Act  to  provide  Salaries  for  Sub-Collectors  of  Customs  at  the  several  Out  Ports 
therein  mentioned. 
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An  Act  to  alter  the  Act  authorizing  the  erection  of  an  Asylum  for  Insane  persons. 

An  Act  for  raising  a  Fund  for  the  encouragement  of  Agriculture,  to  be  expended  in 
the  erection  of  Lime  Kilns,  and  the  burning  of  Lime. 

An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Public  Wharf  at  Georgetown,  and  other  Wharves. 

An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Seal  and  Cod  Fisheries. 

An  Act  relating  to  Schools  and  Education. 

An  Act  to  alter  the  Act  relating  to  Statute  Labour. 

An  Act  for  imposing  duties  for  raising  a  Revenue. 

An  Act  for  appropriatmg  certain  Moneys  therein  mentioned,  for  the  aervice  of  the  year  of 
our  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four. 

To  each  of  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased,  in  the  Queen's  name,  to  give  bis  assent. 

And  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to  both  Houses : 

Mr.  Preridentf  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council; 

Mr.  speaker y  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

Although  circumstances  obliged  me  to  call  the  Legislature  together  at  a  much  wrlior  period  than 
usual;  yet,  by  your  ready  adoption  of  a  wise  and  just  course,  I  was  enabled,  in  a  few  days  after,  to 
relieve  you  from  further  attendance,  by  adjournment,  until  the  season  usually  set  apart  for  the  trans- 
action of  Legislative  business  had  arrived ;  since  which  time,  I  trust  that  your  zealous  exertions  have 
completed  many  measures,  calculated  under  Providence,  to  enhance  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony ;,  and  I 
hope,  that  in  returning  to  your  homes,  you  will  carry  with  you  the  approbation  of  our  august  and 
excellent  Sovereign,  as  well  as  the  gratitude  of  the  people  for  whom  you  legislate. 

Mr.  Speaker y  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ; 

I  offer  you  my  acknowledgments  for  the  Supplies  which  you  have  voted  for  the  exigencies  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government  in  this  Colony  ;  they  will  be  applied  with  care  and  fidelity.  To  an  important 
diminution  in  the  outlay,  you  have  united  an  expenditure  apparently  calculated  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  community. 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ; 

Be  assured  that  I  shall  employ  the  interval  of  time  which  will  elapse  before  I  shall  again  meet  you,  in 
earnestly  endeavouring  to  carry  out  the  objects  you  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  encourage,  and  other- 
^ise  to  forward  whatever  may  seem  advantageous  to  the  prosperity  of  this  Island,  in  wbich  pursuit  I  am 
confident  of  receiving  your  zealous  support,  far  as  we  may  be  separated. 

After  whicb,  the  President  of  the  Council  said — 
Gentlemen  ; 

It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  that  this 
General  Assembly  be  prorogued  until  Tuesday,  the  Second  Day  of  July ;  and  this  Gene- 
i^al  Assembly  is  accordingly  prorogued  until  Tuesday,  the  Second  Day  of  July  next.

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch,  No.  84,  transmitting  a  joint 
Address  to  the  Queen,  from  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  represent- 
ing the  difficulties  experienced  by  the  Tenantry  from  the  nature  of  their  engagements  with  their  Land- 
lords, and  praying  Her  Majesty  to  induce  the  Proprietors  to  remit,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  arrears  of 
rent  due  to  them,  and  to  accept  payment  of  their  rents  in  kind,  instead  of  in  money. 

Having  laid  this  Address  before  the  Queen,  I  have  received  Her  Majesty's  commands  to  instruct  you 
to  acquaint  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  in  answer  to  their  Address,  that  Her  Majesty  would 
not  be  justified  in  interfering  with  the  arrangements  which  subsist  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  respect 
to  private  Property,  and  that  Her  Majesty  must  decline  to  take  the  proposed  course  of  mediating  on  the 
subject,  between  the  Landlords  and  their  Tenantry.

Sir; 

I  have  received  your  Despatch,  No.  80,  of  the  17th  ultimo,  forwarding  a  joint  Address  to  the  Queen, 
from  the  Legislative  Council  and  J^nsemhlj  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  praying  Her  Majesty  to  cause  an 
anned  Steam  Vessel,  to  be  stationed  off  the  Isltmd  every  season,  to  protect  the  local  Fisheries,  from  the 
encroachments  of  the  Americans. 

I  have  to  instruct  you,  in  answer,  to  acquaint  the  Houses,  that  I  have  had  the  honor  to  lay  their 
Address  before  the  Queen,  and  that  Her  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased,  to  command  me.  to  refer  it  to 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  for  their  consideration,  whether  the  means  at  their  Lordships^ 
disposal,  would  enable  them  to  comply  with  this  application,  without  neglecting  other,  and  yet  more 
oigent  demands,  on  Her  Majesty's  Naval  Forces. 

Having  accordingly  communicated  with  the  Board  of  Admiralty  on  the  subject,  their  Lordships  have 
informed  me,  that  the  present  reduced  peace  establishment  of  the  Navy  will  not  allow  of  the  appropriation 
of  a  Steam  Vessel  of  War,  ^the  most  expensive  description  of  Vessel  of  War),  for  the  service  of  Prince 
Edward  Iriand,  and  its  Fisheries. 

Their  Lordships  have  further  informed  me,  that  the  protection  of  the  Fisheries  generally  from 
American,  or  other  encroachments  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  other  parts  of  the  North  American 
station,  is  one  of  the  duties  principally  pressed  upon  the  Naval  Commander  in  Chief,  in  those  seas,in  his 
Instructions,  and  that  if  you  would  communicate  with  the  Admiral  at  Halifax,  he  would,  no  doubt,  in 
conformity  with  his  instructions,  afford  to  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  its  Fisheries,  such  protection,  as  the 
Force  at  his  disposal  and  the  other  equally  important  demands  for  the  presence  of  Ships  of  War,  may 
admit.

any  such  Lands,  Her  Majesty  does  not  object  to  your  assenting,  on  Her  Majesty's  behalf,  to  any  such  Bill.

WESTIONS  UPON  THE  SUBJECT  OF  THE  FISHERY  RESERVES  OF  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 

FiBST. — ^The  Fishery  Reserves  are  described  in  some  of  the  original  Grants  issued  under  the  Order  io 
Couneil,  of  1767,  in  the  following  terms,  ^'  savii^  and  reserving  a  free  liberty  to  all  His  Majesty's  sabjects 
of  carrying  on  a  free  Fishery  or  Fisheries,  on  any  part  or  parts  of  the  coasts  of  the  said  Townships,  and  of 
erecting  stages  and  other  necessary  buildings  for  the  said  Fishery  or  Fisheries,  within  the  distance  of  500 
feet  from  high  water  mark.''  In  other  original  Grants  the  reserves  are  described  as  follows :  ^<  saving  and 
reserving  for  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs,  and  Successors,  500  feet  from  high  water  mark,  on 
the  eoast»  of  the  tracts  of  Land  thereby  granted,  to  erect  stages  or  other  necessary  buildings  for  carrying 
on  the  Fishery." 

In  these  two  cases,  in  whom  is  the  fee  simple  of  the  land  so  reserved  ? 

S£coia>. — ^What  is  meant  by  the  term  "  Coast"  ? 

Third. — ^Does  the  term  '^  Coast"  limit  the  reservation  to  Townships  that  abut  upon  the  sea  coast,  or 
does  it  extend  to  Townships  that  abut  within  Head  Lands,  Bays,  Harbours,  or  Rivers,  and  if  it  does 
extend  to  Townships  abutting  within  such  Head  Lands,  Bays,  HarborSi  or  Rivers,  how  far  within  the 
••me  does  it  extend  ?

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Fourth. — Several  small  Islands  are  situate  at  a  short  distance  from  the  coast  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
the  grants  of  which  reserve  a  liberty  to  all  His  Majesty's  subjects  of  carrying  on  a  free  Fishery  or  Fisheries, 
on  any  part  or  parts  of  the  coast  of  said  Islands,  and  of  erecting  Stages  and  other  necessary  buildings, 
for  the  said  Fishery  or  Fisheries,  within  the  distance  of  500  feet  from  high  water  mark ;  does  the  said 
reserve  extend  round  the  whole  of  these  Islands  ? 

Fifth. — ^There  are  also  several  small  Islands  situate  at  the  entrance  of  bays,  or  harbors  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  the  grants  of  which  contain  a  like  reservation.  In  cases  where  these  Islands  assist  to 
form  the  bays  or  harbors,  and  parts  are  inside  and  parts  without  said  bays  or  harbors.  Does  the  above 
mentioned  reserve,  extend  round  the  whole  of  said  Islands  or  does  it  only  extend  to  those  portions  of 
said  Islands,  which  form  the  outside  of  such  bays  or  harbors  ? 

Sixth. — Several  small  Islands  are  altogether  within  the  Bays  or  Harbors  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  the 
Grants  of  which  contain  a  like  reservation.  Does  the  said  reserve  extend  round  the  whole  of  these 
Islands  ?

Sir; 

We  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  of  the  3d  September  last,  wherein  you 
state  that  doubts  having  arisen  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  as  to  the  right  of  the  public  to  the  use  and 
occupation  of  certain  Land  in  that  Island,  denominated  '^  Fishery  Reserves,"  the  CommissioDcrs  of 
Colonial  Lands  and  Emigration  have,  by  direction  of  Lord  Stanley,  proposed  a  statement  on  the  subject, 
lo  be  submitted  for  the  decision  of  Her  Majesty's  legal  advisers. 

A  copy  of  that  statement,  you  were  pleased  to  enclose,  and  you  requested  we  would  take  the  subject 
tinder  our  consideration,  and  report  to  Lord  Stanley,  our  opinion  on  the  questions  proposed  in  the 
accompanying  paper. 

In  obedience  to  Lord  Stanley's  commands,  we  have  read  the  statement  referred  to,  and  have  fullj 
considered  the  matters  therein  stated,  and  beg  leave  humbly  to  report  for  his  Lordship's  information. 

1,  That  we  cannot  form  any  clear  opinion  on  the  points  submitted  tons,  without  seeing  the 
particular  Grant,  on  which  a  question  may  arise,  and  without  a  full  description  of  the  locality  and 
boundaries  of  the  premises  comprised  in  that  Grant.  But  as  far  as  we  can  collect  from  the  statement 
before  us  in  the  first  case  put,  (in  which  there  is  stated  to  be  a  rescrvatton  in  the  Grant  of  a  free  liberty 
to  Her  Majesty's  subjects),  it  appears  to  us,  that  the  fee  simple  of  the  Land  is  in  the  Grantee,  the  land 
itself  is  not  reserved  or  excepted.  In  the  second  case,  the  effect  to  be  given  to  the  supposed  reservation, 
must  depend  in  the  context,  and  the  other  parts  of  the  deed,  the  words  are  sufficient  to  except  the  soil 
itseIG  but  those  words  may  be  controuled,  if  there  is  an  intention  apparent  from  the  whole  of  the  deed, 
that  an  easement  only  to  enter  for  the  purpose  of  the  Fishery,  should  be  reserved  to  the  Crown. 

2  and  3,  The  word  coasts,  has  no  clearly  defined  legal  mining,  and  its  meaning  in  any  particular 
grant  may  depend  on  the  other  parts  of  the  Deed,  and  the  description  and  local  situation  of  the  premises. 
We  should  conceive  however,  that  generally,  it  would  be  taken  to  apply'  to  those  places  in  which  the 
sea  ebbs  and  flows,  and  that  it  would  extend  therefore  to  those  portions  of  the  bays,  harbors,  and  rivers  in 
which  there  was  an  ebb  and  flow  of  the  sea. 

4,  5,  and  6,  If  the  grants  be  of  the  whole  of  the  Islands,  the  reservation  would  appear  to  apply  to  the 
whole  extent  of  the  coast  round  the  Islands  that  were  granted,  and  in  the  grant  of  which  this  reservation 
occurs.

Sir; 

We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Letter  of  the  29th  ult.,  wherein  you  were  pleased  to 
observe  that,  with  reference  to  that  part  of  our  Report  of  the  22d  December  last,  in  which  we  stated, 
that  we  could  not  form  any  clear  opinion  on  the  points  submitted  to  us,  in  Mr.  Stephens'  letter  of  the 
3d  September,  respecting  the  Fishery  Reserves' in  Prince  Edward  Island,  without  seeing  the  particular 
Grant  on  which  a  question  might  arise,  and  without  a  full  description  of  the  locality  and  boundaries  of 
the  premises  comprised  in  that  Grant.  You  had  been  directed  by  Lord  Stanley,  to  transmit  to  us  the 
copy  of  a  Despatch,  from  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Colony,  enclosing  authentic  transcripts  of  the 
two  descriptions  of  Grants,  which  were  issued  to  the  original  Proprietors  of  Land  there.  And  that  you 
had  also  been  directed  to  add  for  the  convenience  of  reference,  a  copy  of  our  Report  of  the  22d 
December,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  case  originally  submitted  to  us  on  the  subject. 

And  you  were  pleased  to  request,  that  we  would  take  these  papers  into  consideration,  and  report  to 
Lord  Stanley,  whether  we  preceive  in  the  additional  information,  now  supplied,  any  ground  for  modifying 
the  opinion  which  we  submitted  to  his  Lordship  in  December  last. 

In  humble  obedience  to  Lord  Stanley's  commands,  signified  as  above,  we  have  read  the  additional 
papers  referred  to  us,  and  upon  full  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  for  his  Lordship's  information,  that 
as  it  appears  that  in  Lord  William  Campbell's  grant,  500  feet  from  high  water  mark,  on  the  coast  are 
saved  and  reserved  "  for  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty,"  to  erect  stages  and  other  necessary  buildings. 
We  think  that  the  Soil  is  reserved  ;  but  in  the  other  Grants  the  reservation  is  of  "  a  liberty  to  all  Her 
Majesty's  subjects,  to  carry  on  a  free  Fishery  within  the  distance  of  500  feet  from  high  water  mark," 
which  in  our  opinion  does  not  reserve  the  soil.     We  see  no  ground  for  any  other  modification  of  our 

opinion.

The  humble  Memorial  of  Samuel  Cunard,  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. 

Respectfully  sheweth — 

1,  That  in  the  year  1829,  your  Memorialist  became  the  purchaser  of  Townships  Numbers  3,  4,  5,  and 
6,  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  That  previously  to  his  purchasing  the  same,  certain  proceedings  h«d  been 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  certain  parts  of  the  said  Townships,  for  an  intended  Road  laid  off  by 
order  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  the  said  Island,  under  the  Act  of  10  Geo.  4,  cap.  10.  That  the 
Road  for  which  the  alleged  assessment  was  imposed,  was  completed  in  the  year  1842. 

2,  That  at  the  time  your  Memorialist  purchased  the  said  Townships,  he  had  no  notice  of  any  such 
assessment  having  been  made.  That  in  the  winter  of  1842,  your  Memorialist  was  called  upon  for 
payment  of  the  said  assessment,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  about  the  sum  of  One  thousand  Pounds. 

3,  That  your  Memorialist  feelin^^  himself  aggrieved,  and  being  advised  that  the  Inquisitions  and 
proceedings  under  which  the  said  Money  was  claimed,  were  wholly  void  from  defects  and  insufficiencies 
appearing  on  their  face,  caused  a  letter  to  be  written  by  his  Solicitor,  to  the  Colonial  Secretary,  making 
an  offer  of  a  compromise,  which  your  Memorialist  did,not  because  he  conceived  he  ought  to  pay  anything, 
but  with  the  desire  of  shewing  that  he  had  no  wish  to  take  captious  objections,  or  go  into  a  lawsuit 
with  the  Government  of  the  Colony.  That  the  Government  declined  to  accept  the  offer  of  your 
Memorialist.     That  your  Memorialist   therefore^  caused  proceedings  to  be  instituted  in  the  Supreme 
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Court  of  the  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  quashing  the  said  proceedings  which  were  defended -by  the 
Attorney  General,  on  behalf  of  the  Goveminent  of  the  said  Colony,  and  after  a  hearing  of  the  causes, 
the  said  inquisitions  and  all  proceedings  thereon,  were  ordered  to  be  quashed. 

4,  Your  Memorialist  further  shews  to  your  Lordship,  that  at  the  past  session  of  the  Legislature,  an 
Act  has  been  passed  (but  not  to  take  effect,  until  Her  Majesty's  pleasure  be  known),  authorising  new 
Writs  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  said  property,  of  your  Memorialist  again,  for  the  said 
road,  which  cannot  be  done  by  any  law  of  the  Colony  now  in  existence. 

Your  Memorialist  submits  it  would  be  improper  to  make  an  ex  post  facto  Law,  for  the  mere  purpose  of 
charging  the  property  of  an  individual,  and  more  expressly  as  in  the  present  case,  the  Government  after 
an  offer  of  compromise,  have  chosen  to  place  their  right  on  the  event  of  a  Trial  in  a  Court  of  Law ;  if 
after  a  decision  there  against  it,  a  Statute  could  be  passed,  in  effect  reversing  the  decision  of  the  Court, 
it  is  manifest,  that,  though  the  Law  might  be  open  to  ai>  individual,  it  would  be  useless  to  attempt  to 
avail  himself  of  it,  for  protecting  his  property  against  such  claims.  Your  Memorialist  most  humbly 
submits,  that  the  right  of  the  Government  of  Prince  Edward  laland,  to  the  money  claimed  in  the  present 
instance,  should  stand  or  fall  by  the  Law  in  existence,  at  the  time  the  suits  were  tried,  and  should  not 
be  aided  by  the  effect  of  a  subsequent  Statute. 

Your  Memorialist  further  shews,  that  even,  if  in  case  such  an  Act  could  be  made,  your  Memorialist 
having  purchased  without  notice  of  the  claim,  it  would  be  most  unjust  after  he  has  got  rid  of  the  claim 
by  restoring  to  a  Court  of  Justice,  to  pass  a  Statute  imposing  it  upon  him  again,  because  had  the 
inquisitions  been  valid,  and  the  claim  made  by  the  Government  under  them,  therefore,  well  founded, 
your  Memorialist  might  have  recourse  to  his  vendor,  or  his  covenant,  that  the  Estate  was  free  from 
incumbrances."  Whereas  if  the  present  Act  shall  receive  Her  Majesty's  assent,  your  Memorialist  will 
be  without  remedy,  inasmuch  as  it  would  be  a  good  plea  for  the  vendor  to  say  that  the  charge  upon  the 
property  arose,  not  by  virtue  of  any  Law  existing  at  the  time,  but  by  a  Law  subsequently  enacted,  and 
therefore,  that  when  be  sold,  it  was  free  from  incumbrance. 

Your  Memorialist  has  also  incurred  considerable  costs  in  the  trial  of  the  matter,  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
all  of  which,  though  the  decision  of  the  Court  has  shown,  that  he  was  correct  in  contesting  the  matter, 
he  will  loose  by  the  arbitrary  ex poMt facto  operation,  of  the  proposed  Act. 

5,  Your  Memorialist,  therefore,  humbly  prays  that  the  Act  of  theXegislature  of  Prmce  Edward  Island, 
intituled  '^  An  Act  to  authorise  the  issue  de  novo  of  certain  Writs,  under  the  Road  Compensation  Acts, 
in  certain  cases,"  may  be  disallowed.

THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL'S  REASONS  FOR  PASSING  ACT  No.  23. 

No.  XXIIL — ^^  An  Act  to  authorise  the  issue  de  novo,  of  certain  Writs,  under  the  Road  Compensation 
Acts,  in  certain  cases." 

This  Act  authorises  the  issue  of  Writs,  de  novOf  under  the  Road  Compensation  Act,  in  certain  cases, 
where  Writs  and  proceedings  under  them,  after  a  great  lapse  of  time,  and  after  a  large  outlay  of  the 
public  money,  under  them,  have  been  quashed  for  irregularity,  and  declares  that  all  proceedings  under 
the  Writs  to  be  issued  de  novo,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Acts,  and  reserves  to  the 
Proprietors  the  same  right  of  appeal,  against  them  as  they  had  under  the  former  Writs. 

This  Act  has  a  clause  suspending  its  operation  until  Her  Majesty's  assent  be  given  to  it. 

In  the  year  1838  a  Writ  was  issued  by  the  Supreme  Court,  under  an  order  of  tlie  Lieutenant  GoTemor 
in  Council,  under  the  Road  Compensation  Act,  and  Acts  in  amendment  thereof,  tested  the  Ninth  of 
October  of  that  year,  returnable  within  Forty  days,  from  the  teste,  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  Prince 
County,  commanding  him  to  summon  a  Jury,  to  ascertain  and  appraise  the  benefit' or  daooage  the 
Proprietors  would  receive  or  sustain,  by  a  new  Road  bemg  made  to  run  over  Lots  or  Townships 
Numbers  5, 4, 3,  2,  and  part  of  Lot  or  Township,  Number  1,  to  commence  on  the  north  side  of  Mill 
River,  on  Township  Number  5,  and  to  terminate  at  a  road  leading  to  the  Portage,  fromTisgnish  to  Neil 
Pond,  and  another  Writ  was  also  issued  at  the  same  time,  and  by  the  same  authority,  and  under 
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precisely  similar  circumstances,  directed  to  the  same  Sheriff^  commaDdiDg  him  to  summon  a  Jury,  to 
appraise  the  benefit  or  damage  which  the  Proprietors  would  receive  or  sustain,  by  a  new  Road  being 
made  to  run  over  Townships  Numbers  7,  8,  and  6,  commencing  at  the  division  lines  there  lately 
established,  between  Townships  Numbers  7  and  8,  and  terminating  at  the  Main  Western  Road,  leading 
to  Cascumpeque. 

The  Sheriff  returned  the  Writs  with  Inquisitions  and  Verdicts,  finding  that  each  of  the  said  Roads 
would  be  of  advantage  to  the  respective  Proprietors,  over  whose  lands  they  would  run,  and  assessed  the 
sum,  to  be  paid  by  the  Proprietors,  under  the  first  mentioned  Writ^  at  £1,143  5s.  Od.  Currency,  and 
the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  Proprietors,  under  the  last  mentioned  Writ,  at  the  sum  of  £523  9s.  6d. 
Currency. 

The  Road  Compensation  Act  of  the  10  Geo.  4,  cap.  10,  (under  which,  and  other  Acts  in  amendment 
thereof  the  Writs  issued'i  by  the  3d  section,  gives  to  the  Proprietors  or  Tenants  of  the  soil,  who  may 
"  think  themselves  aggrieved  by  such  verdict,'*  a  right  to  appeal  against  the  same  at  the  Term  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  next  after  the  finding;  and  if  after  hearing  the  Appeal,  it  shall  appear  to  the  Court,  that 
justice  has  not  been  done,  the  Court  is  authorised  to  direct  an  alias  Writ,  to  be  issded,  and  a  new  Jury 
summoned,  whose  verdict  is  to  be  final  and  conclusive. 

The  Proprietors  interested  in  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  said  two  Writs,  did  not  appeal  from  the 
finding  of  the  Jury,  and  in  fact  took  no  notice  whatever  of  the  proceeding,  and  the  local  Government 
proceeded  to  make  the  Roads  and  Bridges,  on  the  contemplated  lines  of  Road,  which  are  completed  solely 
d  the  expense  of  the  Government ,  at  the  cost  of  £166^  14s.  6d.  currency,  being  the  total  amount 
assessed  against  the  Proprietors ;  and  here  it  is  necessary  to  remark,  that  by  the  Act  of  the  4th  Will.  4th, 
cap.  16,  the  Government  is  required  to  make  the  Roads  and  Bridges,  on  the  lines  of  roads  laid  off 
under  the  Compensation  Act,  before  the  Proprietors  can  be  called  upon  for  the  amount  assessed  against 
them,  or  before  their  lands  can  be  taken  to  answer  the  sum  assessed,  if  they  make  default  in  the 
payment  thereof. 

In  the  autumn  of  1842,  the  Government  demanded  payment  from  the  Proprietors,  of  the  sum  assessed 
by  the  Jury,  under  the  said  two  Writs,  and  notified  them  that  in  the  event  of  non-payment,  measures 
would  be  taken  to  sell  a  proportion  of  the  lands,  to  liquidate  the  amount,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  and  they  then,  for  the  first  time,  started  objections  to  the  proceedings,  and  made 
an  application  to  the  Supreme  Court,  by  their  Agent,  to  quash  the  Writs  and  all  proceedings  under  them, 
for  irregularity,  and  after  argument  the  Court  quashed  the  proceedings  on  the  ground  of  irregularity  in 
the  notice  given  by  the  Sheriff,  without  any  formal  decision  on  several  other  points  taken,  as  to  the 
form  of  the  Writs,  and  wording  of  the  Inquisitions,  and  returns  thereunder. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Legislature  has  deemed  it  only  fair  and  equitable,  that  the  Proprietors 
in  question,  whose  waste  lands  have  been  rendered  infinitely  more  valuable,  from  the  expenditure  of  the 
public  money,  in  the  completion  of  these  Roads  and  Bridges,  should  contribute  according  to  the  true 
purview  and  meaning  of  the  Road  Compensation  Acts,  towards  the  expense  of  their  formation  and 
erection,  conceiving  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  Government,  if  they,  after  lying  by,  for  upwards  of 
four  years,  not  appealing  as  they  might  have  done,  against  the  finding  of  the  Juries,  or  coming  in 
with  their  application,  to  have  them  quashed  before  the  Oovemment  proceeded  to  expend  the  sum  of 
£1666  14s.  6d.  on  their  lands,  and  by  that  eocpenditure  rendering  that  valuable,  which  previously 
was  next  to  valueless,  should  now  be  permitted  to  escape  in  consequence  of  error  in  mere  technicalities 
from  a  contribution  which  the  laws  declare  just,  and  which  the  peculiar  local  circumstances  of  this 
Colony  loudly  proclaim  as  politic  and  proper. 

It  is  contended  by  the  Proprietors,  that  they  are  entitled  to  consideration,  because  they  say  (although 
no  proof  has  been  given  of  the  fact),  they  were  absent  and  not  represented  in  the  Colony  at  the  period, 
when  the  Writs  were  issued  and  executed.  If  this  be  true,  it  is  certain  nevertheless,  that  they  were 
Ttpresented  within  the  Colony,  long  before  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money,  on  the  Roads  in 
question  ;  it  is  however  conceived  that  their  absence,  and  non'*representation,  furnishes  no  good  ground 
for  any  objection  to  this  Act ;  the  paramount  evil  complained  of  in  this  Island,  from  its  earliest  settlement 
as  a  British  Colony,  until  the  present  day,  is  the  improvident  Grants  of  tracts  of  land,  of  30,000  acres 
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each;  to  absentee  PcoprietorS)  and  if  such  Proprietors  up  to  this  late  period,  can  by  continued  absence, 
and  such  utter  neglect,  as  not  even  to  authorise  an  Agent  of  any  description  to  represent  them  in  the 
Colony,  take  advantage  of  their  own  carelessness  and  neglect  of  the  public  duty,  which  the  ownership 
of  such  immense  tracts  of  waste  lands  imposes  upon  them,  and  thereby  reap  positive  benefit  by  the 
increased  value  of  their  lands,  from  the  expenditure  of  the  public  Revenue  of  the  Colony,  to  the  extent 
above  mentioned,  and  rendering  in  fact,  that  valuable,  which  was  previously,  (as  shewn  by  their  neglect 
of  it),  not  worth  looking  after,  as  in»  the  present  instance,  the  evil  complained  of  wUl  be  infinitely 
aggravated.  As  a  proof  of  the  increased  value  of  a  portion  of  these  lands,  viz :  Townships  Numbers 
4,  5,  and  6,  it  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  in  the  year  1839,  before  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money, 
upon  the  Roads  and  Bridges,  they  were  purchased  for  the  sum  of  £9600  sterling,  and  subsequently  in 
the  year  1842,  after  the  Roads  and  Bridges  were  made,  agreed  to  be  resold  for  the  sum  of  £25,000 
sterling,  affording  a  profit  of  the  sum  of  £15,400  sterling ;  this  gain  no  doubt  arising  in  a  very  great 
degree,  from  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money,  in  making  the  Roads  and  Bridges  in  question. 

It  is  apprehended  that  this  cannot  be  treated,  as  a  matter  between  private  individuals :  it  now  becomes 
a  question,  whether  the  interests  of  the  Government,  and  the  people  of  this  Colony  in  particular,  ought 
not  to  be  considered  before  those  of  individuals,  who  have  so  shamefully  neglected  the  duties  cast  upon 
them,  as  the  grantees,  or  representatives  of  the  grantees  of  such  immense  tracts  of  waste  land,  have  done, 
and  who  now  hope  to  reap  this  inunense  premium,  at  the  expense  of  the  Government,  for  such  their  own 
neglect. 

The  whole  policy  of  the  Imperial  Government  in  assenting  to  the  Road  Compensation  Acts,  and  of  the 
local  Legislature  and  Government,  in  passing  them,  and  the  peculiar  local  circumstances  of  this  Colony, 
it  is  humbly  conceived  should  be  duly  weighed,  before  Her  Majesty's  Government  dissent  to  this  Act 

This  Act  gives  the  Proprietors  the  same  right  of  appeal  against  the  finding  of  the  Jury,  as  they  bad 
under  the  first  Writs  issued,  and  under  this  right  reserved,  no  injustice  can  be  worked.

My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  Despatch,  No.  85,  of  the  3d  instant, 
commanding  me  to  report  my  opinion,  upon  the  Memorial  addressed  to  your  Lordship  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Cunard,  praying  that  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Island  in  the  last  session,  and  intituled  '*  An 
Act  to  authorise  the  issue  de  novo  t>f  certain  Writs,  under  the  Road  Compensation  Acts,  in  certain  cases/' 
may  be  disallowed. 

Having  given  the  Memorial  of  Mr.  Cunard,  my  best  attention,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you 
Lordship,  the  following  observations :  I  do  not  suppose  that  it  is  intended  to  attach  an  aigumentativ( 
value  to  the  representation  set  forth  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  Memorial,  because  when  Mr.  Cuaan 
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meditated  the  purchase  of  the  property,  it  became  a  duty  to  himself,  to  ascertain  what  liabilities  might  be 
connected  with  it,  if  he,  or  his  legal  adviser  failed  in  this,  surely  the  Colonial  Government  should  not  be 
held  responsible. 

Upon  the  second  paragraph  no  observation  appears  necessary,  as  the  objection  therein  falls  under  the 
foregoing  remarks  upon  the  first. 

With  regard  to  the  third  paragraph,  it  is  perfectly  true,  that  a  certain  sum  was  offered  by  the  Solicitor 
employed  by  Mr.  Cunard,  in  lieu  of  all  further  compensation ;  it  was  considerably  less  than  the  amount 
claimed  under  the  assessment ;  this  offer  the  Government  of  the  Colony  refused,  however,  solely  upon  the 
ground,  that  an  acceptation  of  it  would  have  rendered  nugatory,  the  award  of  the  Jury  appointed  under 
the  Act  to  assess  the  property,  and  this  when  that  award  seemed  originally  to  have  been  so  just,  that  no 
appeal  was  entered  against  it 

The  argument  in  the  fourth  paragraph,  and  indeed  throughout  the  Memorial  is  founded  upon  the 
illegality,  not  of  the  principle,  but  of  the  method  under  which  the  property  was  assessed,  and  when  the 
case  was  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court,  Mr.  Cunard  obtained  a  decision  upon  an  irregularity  in  the 
process ;  it  being  shewn  that  the  period  allowed  for  assessing  the  property,  was  forty  days,  from  the 
date  of  the  Writ,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  the  Writ  was  returnable ;  it  was  also  shewn  by  Mr. 
Cunard,  that  the  property  was  assessed  after,  and  not  during  the  forty  days  allowed  for  the  operation  of 
the  Writ,  consequently  no  authority  for  assessing  the  property  actually  existed  at  the  time  the  assessment 
took  place  ;  in  other  respects  the  law  upon  the  subject  appears  to  have  been  faithfully  followed  out 

It  is  hardly  possible,  that  any  one  could  purchase  property,  repeatedly  visit  it,  make  himself  intimately 
acquainted  with  it,  and  yet  be  ignorant  of  the  important  fact,  that  roads  and  bridges  were  being  constructed 
upon  it,  for  the  payment  of  which  that  very  property  would  be  assessed  ;  nevertheless  it  cannot  be  urged 
that  such  an  ignorance  would  justify  the  departure  from  the  law,  already  brought  under  your  Lordship's 
notice. 

The  whole  case,  I  beg  my  Lord  to  submit,  resolves  itself  into  a  question  of  equity  ;  the  assessment  was 
made,  and  in  accordance  with  the  law,  excepting  that  the  assessment  took  place  after,  instead  of  during 
the  forty  days  mentioned  before,  no  injury  whatever  was  inflicted  by  this  error  upon  the  owners  of  the 
property,  but  it  had  been  rendered  very  much  more  valuable  by  the  construction  of  Roads  and  Bridges, 
about  it ;  these  facts  are  not  combated  in  the  Memorial,  indeed  they  are  not  named,  and  the  latter  appears 
to  be  virtually  proved  by  the  sale  of  the  same  property  in  1842,  for  £25,000  sterling;  whereas  in  1839, 
before  the  completion  of  the  Roads  and  Bridges,  it  was  sold  to  Mr.  Cunard  for  £9,600  sterling. 

I  do  not  think  it  equitable  to  consider  the  Act  before  your  Lordship,  in  the  character  of  an  ex  post 
/ado  law,  because  in  reality  it  only  seeks  to  rectify  an  error,  and  if  allowed  to  go  into  operation,  the 
assessment  would  proceed  exactly  as  it  did  before,  only  that  it  would  be  made  during  the  existence  of  the 
Wnt  and  not  as  before,  after  it  had  expired. 

Therefore  my  Lord,  as  no  injury  has  been  inflicted  upon  the  parties  assessed,  by  the  commission  of 
the  error ;  as  the  property  of  those  parties  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  Colonial  Government,  in 
laying  out  so  much  money  upon  it,  as  the  assessment  could  not  be  legally  demanded  before  the  Roads 
and  Bridges  were  finished,  and  as  the  claim  to  exemption  from  payment  of  the  assessment  can  be 
founded  upon  no  other  case  than  a  mere  technical  error,  I  think  that  the  allowance  of  the  Act  in  question 

is  (^led  for  in  equity.

'll/'HEREAS  representation  had  been  made  unto  me  Edmund  Fanning,  L.  L.  D.,  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  Commander  in  Chief,  in  and  over  His  Majesty's  Island  of  Saint  John,  and  the  Territories 
adjacent  thereunto,  &c.  &c.  &c.,  by  many  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Charlottetown,  and  the  Island 
at  large,    that  it  would  be  attended  with  very  beneficial  and  salutary  public  purposes,  if  that  tract  of 
ground,  in  the  Royalty  of  Charlottetown  aforesaid,  as  a  Common,  should  be  laid  out  into  Pasture  Lots, 
and  Grants  of  the  same,  given  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions,  the  said  Common  being  useless 
in  its  then  waste  and  uncultivated  state,  and  even   considered  as  a  nuisance  and   obstruction  to  the 
settlement  of  the  town :  And  whereas  it  did  appear  unto  the  said  Lieutenant  Governor,  highly  important 
to  His  Majesty's  service,  and  to  the  convenience  and  advantage  of  his  future   Governor,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Island,  for  the  time  being,  that  a  certain  portion  or  part 
of  the  said  lands,  should  be  appropriated  and  a  Grant  thereof  made,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  said 
Island,  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  His  Majesty's  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief,  for  the  time  being,  there  not  having  been  any  reservation  of  land  theretofore  made,  whereon  to 
erect  a  Government  House,   for  the  habitation  and  residence  of  His  Majesty's  Governor,  in  any  part  of 
the  said  Island  :  I  the  said  Edmund  Fanning,  did  upon  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  refer  the  premises  unto  the  consideration  of  His 
Majesty's  Council  of  the  said  Island,  requesting   their  opinion  and  advice  thereon,  who  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  namely :  on   the  second  day  of  March,  in  the  aforesaid  year  of  our  Lord,  did 
unanimously  advise  the  before  mentioned  measure,  as  eligible  and  expedient,  as  in  and  by  the  Minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  His  Majesty's  said  Council  (reference  thereto  being  had)  may  at  large  appear. 

Now  know  ye,  that  I  the  said  Edmund  Fanning,  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  as  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  and  authority  in  me  vested,  by  His  Majesty  King  George   the  Third,  have  given,  granted  and 
confirmed,  and  do  by  these  presents,  give,  grant  and  confirm,  unto  the  Right  Honorable   Guy,  Lord 
Dorchester,  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  of  the  said  Island  of  Saint  John,  and   in  his  or  their 
absence  from  the  said  Island,  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Island,  for 
the  time  being,  forever.  One  hundred  Acres  of  land,  being  part  and  parcel  of  that  large  tract  of  land,  so  as 
aforesaid  formerly  appropriated  as  a  Common,  for  their  use  and  accommodation  respectively,  as  herein 
before  declared ;  which  said  One  hundred  Acres  of  land  having  such  figure,  description,  and  shape  as  is 
delineated  and  expressed  in  and  by  a  plan  or  map  thereof  made  and  hereto  annexed  is  bounded  as 
follows :  that  is  to  say.  Northerly  on  the  several  Pasture  Lots   of  the   said  Royalty  of  Charlottetown, 
distinguished  on  the  general  Plan  or  Map  thereof,  by  numbers  One,  Two  and  Three  ;  Easterly  on  a  small 
Creek,  and  all  the  other  parts  by  the  Salt  Water.     To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  One  hundred  Acres  of 
land,  with  the  appurtenances  unto  the  said  Guy,  Lord  Dorchester,  Captain  Geneml  and  Governor  in 
chief  of  the  said  Island  of  Saint  John,  and  the  Captain  General  and  Governor  of  the  said  Island,  for  the  time 
being,  and  for  their  use  and  accommodation  as  aforesaid  respectively,  forever. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  signed  these  presents,  and  have  caused  the  seal  of  the  said  Island,  to  be 
thereunto  affixed,  at  Charlottetown,  aforesaid,  this  sixteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  Twenty-ninth  year  of  the 
Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Third,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France  and 
Ireland,  King  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  so  forth;  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  Eighty-nine.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  VISITOR  OF  THE  DISTRICT  SCHOOLS  OF  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 


The  Visitor  of  Schools  in  eonformitj  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  submits  to  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  information  of  the  Legislature,  a  Report  on  the  present  state  of  the  District  Schools, 
ftnd  the  progress  of  Education  generally,  throughout  the  Island  during  the  past  year  ;  the  following 
Tiew  is  exhibited,  as  correctly  as  possible  being  the  result  of  infornuition  derived  from  personal  observation. 

la  comparing  the  Returns  of  Schools  throughout  the  Island,  generally,  for  the  year  1843,  with  those  for 
the  year  previous — it  will  be  observed,  that  an  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  aggregate,  although  a 
diminution  appears  in  a  few  instances  in  some  Townships  in  the  number  of  the  Schools. 

There  are  9S  District  Schools  now  in  operation  attended  by  S864  Scholars,  which  compared  with  the 
Returns  of  the  year  1843,  shews  an  increase  of  three  Schools,  and  Sixty  Scholars.  The  District  School 
Teachers  have  received  in  the  past  year  from  public  aid  £814  8s.,  and  the  people  contributed  £4140. 

There  are  in  all,  including  the  Inferior  Schools,  Female  Schools,  the  National  and  other  Schools,  in 
the  Town  of  Charlotte wn,  School  attached  to  St.  Andrew's  College,  and  the  Central  Academy — a  total 
of  115  Schools,  teaching  4690  Scholars;  towards  the  support  of  which|  the  people  pay  £5175,  and  the 
Public  Treasury  £1087  8s. 

Although  those,  from  various  causes,  are  not  all  in  successful  operation— many  of  them  as  will  more 
particularly  appear  from  the  appended  detaih,  are  conducted  with  ability  and  advantage. 

The  destitution,  and  deficiencies  in  the  existing  means  of  Education,  may  be  considered  under  two 
beads.  The  first,  where  no  attempt  at  Education  of  any  kind  has  been  made,  and  where  not  the  semblance 
of  a  provision  for  supplying  it  exists.  The  second,  where  an  attempt  to  educate  has  been  made,  but  where 
the  instruction  has  been  so  imperfect,  as  to  afiTord  no  results  of  actual  value. 

An  enquiry  directed  to  the  ascertainment  of  the  numbers  in  the  difTerent  Townships  unable  to  read  and 
write,  was  instituted  during  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  Schools^  but  from  the  tedious  nature  of  such  an 
enquiry,  and  the  difficulty  of  applying  the  usual  means  of  investigation  to  populous  and  extensive  settle- 
ments— the  number  in  the  state  of  inability  to  read  and  write,  has  not  been  ascertained  with  exactness, 
Dor  will  any  more  accurate  knowledge  on  the  subject  be  likely  obtained,  until  such  time  as  this  head  be 
authorized  to  be  included  in  the  returns  ef  the  Census. 

In  illustration  of  the  foregoing-— one  or  two  statistical  memoranda,  may  be  instanced.  In  two  contermi- 
nous Tewosbips,  out  of  210  Children  above  6  years  of  age,  97  only  could  read.  In  another  settlement — a 
section  of  a  Township,  the  number  of  Children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14  is  twenty-eight,  of  these, 
fifteen  cannot  read  and  are  not  learning,  and  twenty-two  cannot  write  and  are  not  learning. 

In  another  Township  numbering  fifty  families,  the  adults  who  can  write  are  but  29.  These  examples 
may  b«  held  to  indicate  the  state  of  many  other  settlements^  apparently  no  better  furnished  with  the  means 
of  Education. 

Although  these  statistics  are  thus  of  necessity  incomplete,  the  instances  adduced  have  however  es- 
tablished the  following  facts.  That  the  want  of  instruction  is  yet  considerable,  and  that  the  people  in 
tome  cases  from  indifference,  do  not,  and  in  others  from  poverty  cannot,  procure  the  services  of  Teacbera 
for  themselves.  That  there  are  43  populous  stations  at  which  Schools  are  required,  and  where  non^ 
now  exist,  and  1 1  less  populous  Stations,  also  in  want  of  Schools,  and  where  an  inferior  or  preparatory 
class  of  them  might  be  usefully  opened,  because  in  these,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  assemble  so  many 
papils  together,  as  to  form  a  regular,  or  a  common  District  School.  And  that  there  are  altogether  a 
large  proportion  of  Children  within  the  educational  age,  who  do  not  attend  any  school. 

The  disparity  in  the  efficiency  or  stste  of  many  of  the  Schools  is  attributable  in  a  great  degree,  to  in- 
sufficient attendance,  and  this  insufficient  attendance  takes  place  under  a  variety  of  circumstances. 

1.  The  School  itself  exists  only  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year;  at  other  seasons  the  Teacher  finding  it 
his  interest  to  betake  himself  to  the  more  lucrative  employment  that  labour  in  the  fields  ofifers.  This  oc- 
curs in  old  as  well  as  in  new  small  settlements,  but  the  instances  are  rare. 

2,  The  School  is  by  much  exertion,  and  amid  some  discouragement  on  the  part  of  the  Teacher,  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year;  but  the  attendance  of  many  of  the  pupils  is  only  for  a  portion  of  the  year. 
The  parents  cannot  pay  the  fees  for  a  whole  year's  instruction,  or  they  cannot  in  the  Summer  season  want 
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the  assistance  of  their  children  in  the  fields.  The  remedy  in  such  cases  as  these,  is  to  be  found  perhaps 
in  nothing  but  a  bettering  in  the  worldly  condition  of  the  parents — an  opening  of  their  minds  to  the  value 
of  Education,  and  a  conviction — and  many  in  the  circumstances  described,  have  never  yet  been  convinced 
of  the  necessity  of  making,  some  sacrifice  to  promote  the  proper  education  of  their  children;  and  to  the 
Ministers  of  Religion  must  we  look  for  that  instruction,  as  well  as  for  those  special  admonitions  on  the 
subject,  which  will  supply  the  best  correction  of  the  evil. 

In  many  instances,  a  culpable  indifierence  to  education  exists  with  regard  to  female  members  of 
Families.  Many  imagine  that  these  have  comparatively  but  little  need  of  education,  and  consequentlj 
the  proportion  who  attend  school  is  comparatively  small,  many  parents  who  make  no  small  efforts  to  seDd 
their  sons  to  school,  are  in  that  respect  totally  neglectful  of  their  daughters. 

Although  no  measures  have  been  aceomplished  to  wean  the  Aborigines  from  their  wandering  habits,  by 
giving  them  a  legal  right  in  the  soil,  and  thus  attach  them  to  a  home,  the  attempts  which  have  been  made 
to  afford  them  the  means  of  education  have  been  thus  far  successful.  The  prejudice  which  this  tribe  has 
been  known  to  entertain  against  learning  to  read  or  write  any  other  language  than  their  own,  appears  to  be 
gradually  giving  way ^  and  the  value  of  our  rudimental  branches,  is  now  beginning  to  be  known  and  felt 
among  them.  The  provision  which  the  Legislature  has  laudably  made  for  the  free  instruction  of  Micmac 
Children,  is  paving  the  way  for  a  more  general  difiusion  of  intelligence  among  them.  Although  from  their 
habits,  it  is  impossible  to  ensure  that  certainty  and  regularity  of  attendance  on  School,  essential  to  their 
improvement,  the  progress  which  nevertheless  has  been  made  by  three  boys  and  a  girl,  who  have  given  a 
desultory  attendance  at  different  schools  is  very  pleasing,  and  proves  the  capacity  of  the  Aborigines  for 
receiving  instruction;  this  disposition  to  learn  has  been  fostered  and  encouraged,  by  the  benevolence  of 
the  gentlemen  who  are  in  the  Commission  for  Indian  Affairs,  in  making  them  gifts  of  Books,  Stationary, 
&c.  The  eldest  boy  has  attained  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  English  Grammar,  and  the 
higher  rules  of  Arithmetic.  He  would  make  a  creditable  appearance  in  a  higher  seminary,  in  which  it  iB 
to  be  hoped  he  will  yet  be  placed. 

It  did  not  appear  necessary  to  occupy  any  farther  space  at  this  time  in  giving  a  detailed  account  of  a// 
those  schools  minutely  described  in  the  report  of  the  past  year,  and  in  the  state  of  which  no  remarkable 
difference  was  found  this  year  to  exist.  In  instances  where  any  were  found  deserving  of  especial  notice,  from 
greater  extension,  or  where  from  any  cause  they  were  found  to  be  inefficient,  all  such  as  well  as  those  put 
in  operation  this  year,  will  be  found  described  below.

METHODS   OF  TEACHING,  DISCIPLINE,  BRANCHES  TAUGHT,  fcc. 

The  utility  of  the  monitorial  system  has  been  sufficiently  tested,  and  its  advantages  acknowledged.  It 
is  occasionally  employed  in  the  schools  of  the  Island,  whenever  it  is  judicious  and  practicable  to  do  so, 
but  the  exclusive  employment  of  this  system,  notwithstanding  the  opinions  of  some  who  are  desirous 
of  making  it  obtain  in  all  our  schools,  is  quite  impracticable  in  country  schools  from  obvious  causes.  Jo 
numerously  attended  schools,  it  is  found  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  all  the  children  duly  sad 
regularly  employed,  and  of  allowing  the  master  to  exercise  due  surveillance  over  his  charge  : — the  want  of 
Books  and  necessary  apparatus  in  general  is  found  to  be  a  continual  impediment.  The  EUiptfcal  method  of 
teaching  is  frequently  resorted  to,  and  has  several  advantages,  in  connexion  with  themulual  Instruction  plan. 

There  are  no  schools  established  on  the  formal  system  professedly — a  system  perfected  by  the  incorpo- 
ration and  combination  of  all  that  is  most  valuable  in  every  other. 

In  regard  te  discipline,the  Master  is  always  instructed  to  exercise  all  control  and  superintendence  over  bis 
charge,  both  in  and  out  of  school.  Emulation  is  encouraged  by  places  in  the  class,  and  occasional  prizes 
of  Books,  Stationary,  &c.,  distributed  at  examinations.  Lessons  or  tasks  aie  for  the  most  part  provided 
for  their  employment  at  home.  Corporal  punishment  for  offences  is  still  resorted  to,  but  in  many  schools 
only  in  extreme  cases.  The  opinion  is  fast  gaining  ground,  that  the  most  effective  kind  of  punishment  is 
that  which  is  chiefly  addressed  to  the  moral  sentiments. 

The  proportion  in  which  the  children  acquire  the  different  branches  is  found  to  be  as  follows  :  about 
two-thirds  of  the  pupils  learn  to  write  and  cipher,  about  a  third  learn  grammar,  and  not  more  than  a  teotb 
any  of  the  higher  branches.     There  is  more  attention  paid  than  formerly  to  the  sense  of  what  is  read. 

The  improvement  of  many  schools  is  retarded  for  the  want  of  the  requisite  books  and  stationery,  the 
high  prices  of  these  putting  them  beyond  the  reach  of  the  pupils,  two  or  three  of  whom,  may  be  sometinet 
found  clubbing  about  one  book. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

With  a  view  to  remedy  and  supply  the  destitution  and  deficiencies  existing,  the  Visitor  would  respectfoHf 
submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board — that  a  number  of  common  schools  corresponding  with  the 
wants  of  the  inhabitants  would  be  ensured  by  the  division  of  the  whole  Island  into  School  Districts,  and  that 
the  provision  for  a  partial  imposition  of  assessment  be  continued  in  the  law.  That  a  maximum  ud 
minimum  salary  be  provided  for  Teachers  to  be  paid  half-yearly,  and  with  a  reference  not  alone  to  the 
Branches  they  are  capable  of  teaching,  but  also  to  the  variety  and  utility  of  the  branches  theyrealljdo 
teach  in  School. 

That  in  each  of  the  County  Towns  at  least,  a  superior  school,  say  a  Grammar  School^  be  maintained,  to 
serve  in  some  measure  as  a  Normal  School,  where  candidates  for  schools  may  be  familiarized  with  tb« 
mode  of  commanicating  instruction  in  the  most  dexterous  and  correct  manner.  That  it  should  be  tbs  dotj 
of  the  Board  to  regulate  the  school  hours,  and  frame  a  code  of  discipline  for  the  government  of  th« 
country  schools,   to  be  placed  in  aconspicous  part  of  the  School-room. 

That  it  would  be  advisable  to  adopt  the  following  suggestion  of  the  Central  Board  of  Education  t^ 
Halifax  from  their  Report  of  the  last  year.  A  plan  similar  to  which  was  recommended  by  the  Visitor  sow 
years  ago. 
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**  If  in  places  where  permanent  Schools  cannot  be  sustained,  two  or  three  well  qualified  Teachers  were 
to  be  encouraged  by  reasonable  aid  from  the  School  Grant,  to  establish  on  a  steady  plan,  circulating 
schools,  dividing  the  Teacher's  attendance  by  an  arrangement  previously  settled  on,  among  three  or  four 
of  the  settlements  in  the  same  County  where  Education  is  most  needed,  and  such  itinerating  Schools  may 
be  necessary,  giving  to  each,  such  portion  of  time  as  may  be  practicable  and  most  convenient." 

That  several  poor  Settlements  atpresent  scarcely  able  to  keep  a  School  open  throughout  the  whole  year, 
might  maintain  schools  during  the  Winter  months,  if  encouraged  to  do  so  ;  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  grant 
public  aid  in  certain  cases  to  Schools  taught  for  a  half  year  only  ;  and  lastly,  that  an  increase  be  made  in 
the  slender  salaries  of  all  District  Schoolmasters. 

Wbateyer  be  the  defects  yet  existing  in  the  system,  these  should  not  be  held  to  depreciate  or  detract  from 
(he  merits  of  the  improvements  already  efi*ected  ;  none  can  fail  in  discerning  the  good  effects  of  many  of 
(he  provisions  of  the  Law  upon  the  education  of  the  people — a  law,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped,  is  only  the  pre- 
lude to  a  more  comprehensive  neasure  from  the  Legislature,  than  any  yet  obtained,  in  favour  of  general 
ios(ructioQ.

(a.)  The  School  at  this  station  has  been  condncted  two  years  by  tha  present  Teacher,  and  hitherto  with  suecens ;  it  i^ 
oameroDsly  attended,  affording  instmction  to  a  few  adoltsas  well  as  to  the  juvenile  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  two  settlements, 
(hat  DDite  in  supporting  it.  Reading  and  Orthography  is  taught  on  an  improved  and  judicious  method,  a  few  learn  Grammar] 
sod  the  higher  rules  of  Arithmetic.  The  School-house  is  commodious,  and  the  inhabitants  are  laudably  contributing  much  of 
their  means  to  the  support  of  this  seminary. 

{b.)  The  only  occasion  on  which  this  School  was  visited,  was  at  a  season  when  almost  all  the  pupils  were  nnablei  from  the 
pre?aleDce  of  sickness,  to  attend  ;  the  few  who  were  present  were  examined,  and  the  result  showed,  that  mere  reading  was  the 
oDiy  branch  in  which  any  degree  of  proficiency  was  apparent.  The  examination,  however,  of  so  small  a  number,  could  afford 
no  fair  criterion  of  the  general  state  of  the  School.  It  must  be  observed,  that  some  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  by  the  Trustees 
St  the  inefficient  mode,  in  which  one  of  the  branches  was  taught ;  but  as  the  Visitor  had  every  reason  to  conclude,  that  all  the 
branches  were  taught  according  to  the  best  of  the  Teacher's  ability,  he  does  not  deem  himself  called  on  to  offer  any  further 
remark  on  the  subject. 

(^•6.)    A  regular,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped — ^a  permanent  School  has  at  length  been  established  in  this  populous  District,  am! 

gi?es  promise  of  great  usefulness.    The  higher  branches  of  English  are  taught  with  success,  on  a  judicious  method.  In  Latin, 

Geography,  Mensuration,  a  few  are  learning  and  making  progress.    The  School-house  is  neai  and  well  finished  and  furnished^ 

(c)    This  School  having  been  minutely  described  in  precedmg  Reports,  it  is  only  necessary  to  add,  that  it  continues  to  be 

taoght  by  the  Teacher  above  named,  and  with  that  ability  and  success,  which  have  attended  his  instiuctions  in  this  District. 

(c.  c.)  It  may  be  necessary,  in  alluding  to  the  state  and  character  of  this  School,  to  adduce  the  testimony  of  the  supporters 
ibereoi,  to  the  benefits  they  profess  to  derive  from  its  establishment — a  testimony  which  is  corroborated  by  the  efficient  state  ia 
which  the  School  was  found  at  the  different  visitations.  The  progress  made  in  the  ordinary  branches  of  Education,  and  which 
are  taught  therein,  was,  upon  the  whole  decidedly  favorable ;  not  a  few  who,  on  entering  the  School,  were  altogether  unable  to 
vrite  and  cast  up  Accounts,  are  now  capable  of  doing  so,  while  others  who  could  not  read  at  all,  or  at  best  but  imperfectly 
have  made  very  marked  improvement. 

(d  )  Although  in  this  School  nothing  beyond  the  inferior  branches  are  learned,  it  is  nevertheless  a  useful  School,  in  a  locality 
vhere  from  the  paucity  of  the  inhabitants,  one  of  a  superior  character  could  not  be  maintained.  The  Teacher  is  an  exemplary 
character,  paying  attention  to  the  secular  instruction,  as  well  as  to  the  morals  of  the  Children  committed  to  his  care.  The 
School-house  is  not  sufficiently  spacious,  and  its  unfinished  state  renders  it  uncomfortable. 

(€.)  In  the  state  of  this  School,  a  fair  average  improvement  has  taken  place,  the  pupils  generally  commenced  in  their  first 
>iage,  at  the  opening  of  this  School.  Frequent  complaints  have  been  preferred  by  the  subscribers  to  this  School,  respecting  the 
irregular  attendance  of  the  Vaster,  and  the  brief  duration  of  his  daily  hours  of  teaching,  but  as  the  Visitor  is  not  autnorized  by 
law  to  fix  or  prescribe  the  School  hours,  he  can  only  report  the  dissatisfaction,  existing  in  this  District  in  common  with  several 
others,  and  the  necessity  for  an  enactment,  regulating  the  School  hours  at  different  seasons  of  the  year.  The  School-house  is  not 
in  a  sufficiently  finished  condition. 

(/.)  The  School  established  in  this  settlement  has  been  opened  above  half  a  year.  The  Children  with  an  exception  or  two, 
are  yet  learning  the  primary  branches,  the  same  cause  ot  dissatisfaction  exists  here  as  in  the  School  immediately  preceding. 

(g)  This  School  in  consequence  of  a  vacation  occurring  thereat,  while  the  Visitor  was  on  his  tour,  was  examined  but  onco 
since  the  present  Teacher  succeeded  to  his  charge.  The  method  the  Teacher  employed  was  judicious,  and  the  progress  upon  the 
vbole  as  great  as  could  be  looked  for. 

(A.  I.)  The  Schools  at  these  two  stations  are  well  taught,  and  notwithstanding  many  disadvantages,  not  the  least  of  which  are 
insufficient  School-bouses,  the  pupils  continue  to  make  creditable  progress.  In  both  schools  are  two  or  three  Boys  of  a  tender 
ige,  who  display  a  remarkable  talent  for  Arithmetic — it  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  parents  will  afford  them,  ail  the  opportunities 
and  encouragement  in  their  power,  to  prosecute  the  science  for  which  they  display  so  great  an  aptitude. 

{k  }    After  having  been  a  considerable  time  without  a  school,  one  was  opened  in  this  part  of  the  Township  in  the  course  of 

last  Summer,   it  is  so  far  a  promising  school.    All  the  ordinary  elementary  branches  are  taught^insiruction  in  the  impof  tant 

departments  of  Orthography,  and  Reading,  are  communicated  in  the  most  approved  and  successful  manner.    In  the  higher 

branches  of  English,  no  progress  of  consequence  has  been  yet  made.    The  improvement  in  Arithmetic  and  Writing  is  so  far 

correct  and  plea&iog. 

e 
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(k.  k.)  Oa  the  occasion  of  the  last  visitation  of  this  Sckool,  it  was  found  that  a  minority  of  the  subscribers  had  withdrawa 
tbekr  children,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  Teacher's  discharge  of  his  duties.  On  ao  investigation  taking  place — it  appeared 
that  in  the  year  previons,  some  grounds  and  causes  for  such  complaints  had  existed,  but  since  then  the  School  has  been  eondacted 
with  greater  regularity  and  success.  The  Teacher  has  iMt  had  the  benefit  of  much  experienc«— which  may  in  a  great  measare 
account  for  the  dissafisfaction,  but  he  is  fully  capable  of  imparting  instruction  ia  the  ordinary  branches  required.  The  settlers 
on  this  part  of  the  Township  have  always  made  praiseworthy  exertions  to  support  a  Sdiool,  and  the  youth  in  general  have 
received  a  fair  share  of  education.    The  School  is  now  numerouiily  attended. 

(I.)  This  is  one  of  the  few  Schools  of  the  2d  or  higher  class  under  the  existing  law ;  it  has  been  conducted  with  considerable 
success,  and  the  improvement  is  as  great  as  could  reasonably  be  expected  under  a  Teacher  of  but  one  year's  experience, 
surrounded  too,  as  the  School  has  been  with  many  of  the  difficnlties  and  embarrassments,  too  weU  known  in  remote  Country 
Schools,  the  usual  English  elementary  branches  are  taught,  a  careful  foundation  was  laid  in  particular  ia  learning  reading 
and  spelling  correctly.  .The  station  where  the  school  was  taught  last  year,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  is  now  destitute.  The  teacher 
having  opened  School  in  another  part  of  the  Township. 

(m.)  The  School  of  this  District  was  found  closed  at  the  time  of  the  visitation  of  the  neighbouring  schools,  and  has  not  yet 
been  examined  since  the  present  Teacher  succeeded  to  the  charge. 

(o.)  The  School  at  this  station  is  numerously  attended,  and  although  not  in  a  high  state  of  improvement,  proves  of  mnch 
benefit  to  this  commnnity,  who  never  before  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  regular  School.  Many  ot  the  pupils  have  rapidly 
learned  to  read  although  not  correctly  yet.  The  School-house  was  incomplete  when  last  visited,  and  not  adequately  furnished 
with  desks. 

(pq.)  The  Teachers  of  the  year  preceeding  are  still  at  these  stations  and  continue  discharging  their  dntles  faithfniiy. 
Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic  are  principally  taught,  in  the  latter  branch  especially,  several  are  well  advanced,  a  class  in 
each  School  had  made  considerable  progress  in  Eoglish  Grammar,  but  their  uncertain  attendance  operates  against  their 
improvement.    In  the  latter  School,  Gaelic  reading  is  also  taught  with  success. 

(r.)  This  School  has  been  conducted  efficiently,  and  the  Scholars  shew  more  than  a  common  degree  of  intelligence  and 
avidity  to  learn ;  under  the  present  Teacher  the  school  does  not  present  so  high  a  state  of  improvement  as  it  formerly  did,  this 
is  owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  best  scholars,  those  remaining  are  not  yet  so  far  advanced. 

(s.)  Frequent  opportunities  have  been  afibrded  of  witnessing  the  benefits  derived  by  a  considerable  number  of  the  children 
of  this  Town  from  attending  this  School.  It  imparts  instruction  to  about  45  children  on  an  average  annually  in  the  ordinary 
branches  of  common  school  education,  it  is  deserving  of  being  sustained  and  encouraged  by  the  Legislature  and  the  public. 
It  is  the  only  school  receiving  aid  as  a  District  School  at  present  open  in  Charlottetown. 

(t.)  The  best  criterion  of  the  flourishing  condition  of  this  school,  will  be  found  in  the  fact  of  its  extension  and  enlargement, 
boib  in  the  number  of  its  pupils,  and  in  the  variety  of  the  branches  taught  therein.  From  this  increase,  the  services  of  an 
assistant  or  additional  Teacher,  were  found  to  be  necessary.  The  School  numbered  at  the  last  examination  filly  pupils,  learning 
the  ordinary  rudimental  branches,  and  Grammar,  Geography,  practical  Mathematics,  are  taught  on  the  most  approved  and 
successful  system.  That  the  School  may  be  conducted  with  the  greater  efficiency,  and  prove  of  additional  benefit  to  the 
i  nhabitants  of  Georgetown  and  vicinity,  by  affording  instruction  to  an  additional  number  of  scholars — it  would  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Visitor,  be  advisable  to  make  Legislative  provision  for  an  additional  Teacher  in  this  seminary.  It  only  remains  to  advert 
to  the  National  School  in  Charlottetown — an  institution  which  has  not  degenerated  in  character  or  utility,  under  the  present 
Teacher.  It  is  a  school  deserving  of  countenance  and  support  from  the  public,  affording  cheap,  and  in  several  instances 
gratuitous  instruction  to  Children  in  indigent  circumstancesi  Along  with  the  osaal  coarse  of  iastraction,  particular  attention 
is  paid  to  the  morals  and  behaviour  of  the  pupils.  /

My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  your  Lordship  two  Letters,  respectively  addressed  to  me  by  Mr. 
Hensley,  and  Mr.  Irving,  representing,  that  they  feel  the  payment  of  the  fee  charged  upon  the  Warrants 
appointing  them  to  seats  in  the  Legislative  Council,  to  be  a  hardship  under  the  present  circumstances  of 
this  Colony. 

This  subject  has  I  am  aware,  already  been  before  Her  Majesty's  Government,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Green, 
ivho  was  appointed  in  1839,  but  who  upon  declining  payment  of  the  Fee,  did  not  take  his  seat ;  upon 
another  occasion,  a  seat  was  declined  by  Mr.  Macgowan,  now  Sheriff  of  King's  County,  also  on  account 
of  that  payment  being  necessary ;  of  the  Twelve  Members  forming  the  Legislative  Council,  Seven  of  them 
live  at  distances  varying  from  five  to  forty  miles  from  Charlottetown,  none  of  these  gentlemen,  have 
residences  in  the  town,  nor  are  they  paid  for  attendance  during  the  Session,  as  the  Members  of  the 
Assembly  are.  It  is  necessary  to  select  Gentlemen  from  different  parts  of  the  Island  for  this  Council,  or 
a  dissatisfaction  would  be  created  in  accepting  seats.  1  cannot  imagine  them  to  be  actuated  by  any 
feeling  beyond  serving  the  Colony. 

It  is  very  important  here  so  to  construct  the  Legislative  Council,  that  it  shall  operate  to  neutralize,  or, 
at  least  to  modify  the  wild  and  destructive  spirit,  that  of  late  years  has  so  much  prevailed  in  another 
direction  of  the  Legislature  of  this  Island,  and  at  the  same  time  to  compose  that  Council  of  men,  who 
while  they  are  firm  in  the  prosecution  of  sound  measures,  will  not  captiously  overrule  those  emanating 
from  a  Body  from  whose  policy,  upon  some  great  questions,  they  dissent. 

I  cannot  conceal  from  your  Lordship  that  the  Executive  is  subjected  to  much  inconvenience,  in 
consequence  of  this  charge  upon  Warrants,  appointing  Gentlemen  to  the  Legislative  Council,  there 
being  a  very  limited  number  in  the  Island  qualified  by  their  attainments,  and  still  fewer  of  those  who 
are,  who  can  afford  with  ease  to  pay  the  charge.  It  therefore  has  occurred  that  the  Colony  has  been 
deprived  of  the  services  of  some  very  intelligent  men ;  that,  I  have  to  fear^  will  be  the  result,  in  the  cases 
of  Mr.  Hensley,  and  Mr.  Irving.  If  the  fee  cannot  be  remitted,  both,  I  apprehend,  will  resign,  and  the 
Council  will  lose  two  decidedly  superior  members,  whose  vacancies  I  shall  be  at  loss  to  fill. 

I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  detail  these  circumstance,  for  your  Lordship's  information,  to  which  I  may 
also  add,  that  where  the  gentlemen  who  is  appointed  to  the  Legislative  Council  is  engaged  in  business, 
and  not  residing  in  Charlottetown,  he  actually  suffers  a  loss  from  the  necessity  of  employing  some 
person  to  superintend  during  his  absence. 

I  have  troubled  your  Lordship  at  some  length  upon  this  subject,  because  it  appears  to  threaten  the 
necessity  of  selecting  for  the  Legislative  Council,  men  who  would  be  too  intimately  connected  with  those 
forming  another  branch  of  the  Government,  and  thus  destroy  the  wholesome  balance  of  power 
contemplated  by  the  Constitution  of  the  two  Houses.

I  am  desired  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  apprise  >ou,  that  as  the  Legislature  makes  no  aliowancfl 
for  Fuel,  for  the  Government  House,  it  is  not  His  Excellency's  intention  now  or  at  any  future  period,  to 
bear  the  expense  of  purchasing  more  than  is  necessary  for  the  use  of  such  part  of  the  building,  as  be 
intends  to  occupy  during  the  Winter ;  an  expense  which  His  Excellency  considers  unjustly  thrown  upon 
him,  and  as  he  believes  not  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  other  Colonies  similarly  situated ;  there 
being  many  Rooms  which  consequently  will  be  unoccupied  and  without  fires :  His  Excellency  is  of 
opinion  that  from  dampness  and  other  causes  dependent  upon*the  climate,  these  rooms  will  fall  into  a 
very  dilapidated  state,  a  consideration  he  submits  to  the  judgment  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  two 
Houses.

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and 
being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod,  received  His  Excellency's  com- 
mand, to  desire  the  attendance  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  immediately  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  with  their  Speaker,  having  attended  accordingly,  His  Excel- 
lency was  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech. 

Mr.  President f  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council; 
Mr.  tweaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

On  your  return  to  the  performance  Qf  your  Legislative  duties,  I  have  to  announce  to  you  the  birth  of 
another  British  Prhice  ;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  you  will  rejoice  with  me  in  every  addition,  Which  it  may 
please  Providence  to  make,  to  the  happiness  of  our  august  Sovereign  and  his  Royal  Highness  Prince 
Albert. 

It  is  imperative  upon  me,  to  call  your  immediate  and  deepest  attention  to  the  very  inadequate  means 
^opted  in  this  Island  for  the  prevention  of  smuggling ;  and  the  probable  loss  sustained  by  the  Revenue 
in  consequence ;  this  inefficiency,  combined  with  existing  duties,  offers  an  encouragement  to  the  illicit 
^der,  and  throws  an  additional  burden  upon  those  who  legally  follow  their  Mercantile  avocations. 
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Unhappily  connected  with  this  subject,  I  must  bring  to  your  notice  the  melancholy  death  of  the  late 
George  Tanton,  as  also  the  case  of  Isaac  Scales,  severely  wounded  at  the  same  time,  both  men  being 
in  the  execution  of  the  laws.  I  recommend  the  settlement  of  a  pension  upon  the  widow  of  the  former, 
and  that  a  suitable  compensation  be  made  for  the  injuries  sustained  by  the  latter. 

I  think  the  present  practice  with  regard  to  the  method  of  pajring  for  work  done  by  contract  upon  the 
Roads  and  Bridges  very  objectionable,  and  I  am  informed  that  it  is  much  complained  of  by  the  contiac 
tors ;  a  total  revision  in  this  department  of  the  Public  works  aeems  to  me  quite  called  for  in  justice  to 
those  who  undertake  to  perform  them. 

The  irregularity  with  which  fines  on  conviction  before  Magistrates  are  levied,  and  those  which  accrue 
to  the  Revenue  are  ascertained,  is  a  subject  that  requires  revision  and  regulation ;  the  general  improve- 
ment  in  the  administration  of  Justice  attendant  upon  the  establishment  of  County  Quarter  Sessions, 
calls  for  your  serious  consideration ;  and  the  growing  inconvenieoce  that  exists,  for  want  of  a  new  Index 
to  the  Laws  and  analysis  of  the  Statutes,  calls  also  for  remedy. 

Now  that  the  dangers  upon  the  Coasts  of  .this  Island,  and  the  numerous  obstructions  at  the  entrance 
of  the  different  Harbours  have  been  so  elaborately  laid  down  by  Captain  Bayfield,  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Royal  Navy  serving  under  him,  I  trust  that  you  will  make  provision  for  the  erection  and  future 
support  of  the  Light  House,  already  proposed  to  be  placed  upon  Point  Prim.  I  have  also  to  suggest  that 
the  important  duty  of  placing  and  keeping  the  several  Buoys  and  Beacons  in  their  stations,  should  not 
be  confided  to  a  Commissioner  of  Highways,  who,  it  cannot  be  supposed,  is  acquainted  with  such  opera- 
tions. These  important  guides  have,  I  regret  to  say,  been  very  frequently  found  out  of  their  positions, 
thus  tending  to  lead  into,  rather  than  out  of  danger ;  reflecting  upon  the  amount  of  life  and  property 
often  dependant  on  these  objects,  I  think  them  entitled  to  share  in  the  public  expenditure  proportionably 
with  the  Roads  and  Bridges.  I  also  think  that  a  salaried  Harbour  Master,  professionally  qualified, 
should  have  the  care  of  these  Maritime  affairs,  in  conjunction  with  other  duties,  and  that  that  office 
should  no  longer  remain  merely  nominal. 

While  there  is  much  to  congratulate  you  upon  in  the  improvement  evidently  visible  in  the  Agricul- 
tural system  of  this  Island,  yet  I  cannot  help  pressing  upon  your  attention  the  advantages  of  extending 
to  this  branch  of  industry,  every  possible  encouragement ;  and  I  trust  that  you  will  carefully  avoid  the 
introduction  of  any  measures  tending  to  increase  the  burdens  of  the  Agricultural  Classes. 

It  is  with  the  sincerest  gratification  that  I  notice  the  advance  of  the  Educational  Institutions  through- 
out this  Island,  I  feel  it  my  especial  duty  to  observe  upon  the  unwonted  position  to  which  the  Central 
Academy  has  attained  under  the  reorganization  of  its  system  lately  introduced  and  carried  out  with  great 
zeal ;  at  Georgetown,  also,  a  school  open  to  all  classes  of  Children  and  supported  with  a  most  creditable 
unanimity  by  all  parties  and  persu^^iojvs,  promisQ$'tp  convey  a  lasting  benefit  to  society.  You  will  I  am 
satisfied,  cherish  these  andvother  such  Institutionsy  which  uaid^r  I)ivine  Providence,  guarantee  to  the  Co- 
lony the  establishment  of  those  principles  which  can  alone  ensure  tranquillity,  prosperity  and  happiness. 
Mr.  Speaker f  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hatise  of  Assemblyj; 

The  Public  Accounts  will  immediately  be  laid  before  you^  and  I  rely  upon  such  Supplies  being  granted 
as  may  appear  necessary  for  the  service,  and  in  accordance  with  the  pecuniary  ability  of  the  Colony. 

In  deciding  however,  upon  the  amount  of  EUpeaditune^  IW  the  current  year,  I  coofideatly  expect  that 
you  will  not  exceed  that  of  the  Revenue  for  the  I^st ;  the  increasing  liabilities  of  the  Colopy,  as  coiapaied 
with  the  more  lingering  advance  oC  the  R^venue^  I  repird  with  ixHich cooeein,  audi  trupt  yea  will  not 
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only  decline  engaging  in  further  responsibility,  but  I  must  also  express  my  desire  that  you  will  take 
some  decisive  steps  towards  efiecting  a  reduction  of  the  public  debt.  I  have  certainly,  directed  your 
attention  to  several  important  objects,  but  I  consider  the  expence  of  their  execution  can  be  readily 
met  by  curtailing  all  exuberant  outlays  and  allowances,  united  to  a  more  general  distribution  of  the 
means  of  the  Colony,  a  measure  which  I  think,  the  advanced  state  of  some  heretofore  necessary  and 
expensive  operations,  will  now  permit  you  to  adopt  with  benefit  to  the  Population. 

Mr.  P resident y  and  Honorable  Oentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  4 
Mr.  Speaker^  and  Oentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

The  completion  this  year  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  is  a  source  of  gratification,  as  those  sufferers  who 
are  destined  to  require  its  protection  will  be  rendered  more  comfortable,  and  considerable  expenditure, 
will  I  believe,  be  saved  to  the  Colony.  I  must  however  take  this  occasion  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  present  system  of  affording  relief  to  Paupers ;  I  think  it  very  objectionable,  and  liable  to  much  reflec- 
tion, however  &ithfully  it  may  be  carried  through. 

I  shall  avail  myself  of  an  early  moment  to  lay  he£(xe  you  every  other  communication  that  may  be 
requisite  and  tend  to  facilitate  your  proceedings ;  and  T  offer  you  my  firm  assurance  that  I  shall  be 
ready  at  all  times  to  cooperate  in  every  project  constitutionally  appearing  to  enlarge  the  prosperity  of 
this  Island. 

The  Speech  being  ended,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  His  Excel- 
lency was  pleased  to  retire. 

Prayers  were  then  read. 

The  President  reported  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  being  read  by  the  Clerk— 
Resolved,  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House,  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day.

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We  agree  with  your  Excellency  ia  the  necessity  of  gtring  every  encouragement  to  the  Agricultural 
pursuits  of  this  Island. 

We  feel  with  your  Excellency  the  sincerest  gratification,  that  the  Educational  Institutions  of  the 
Island  are  becoming  more  efficient,  and  in  particular  that  the  Central  Academy  has  exhibited  such 
manifest  improvement.

May  it  please  your  ExceUency, 

We  the  Members  of  Her  Majesty's  Legislative  Council,  request  your  Excellency's  attentiofi  to  a 
Despatch  from  Her  Majesty's  late  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  John  Russell,  bearing  date  Downing 
Street,  31st  March,  1845,  a6d  addressed  to  Sir  Charles  Augustus  Fits  Roy^  at  that  time  Lieutenant 
Covemor  of  this  Island,  and  which  Despateh  is  as  follows : 

Sir, 

I  have  received  and  kid  before  the  Queen^  the  Address  contained  in  your  Despatch  (No«  14,)  of  the 
5th  May,  1840,  from  the  Legislative  Council  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  complaining  of  the  system 
pursued  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  appropriating  the  SuppUes  granted  to  the  Crown. 

Having  laid  this  Addrete  before  the  Queen,  I  have  reoeived  Her  Majesty's  commands  to  return  the 
following  answer  to  the  Legislative  Coundl. 

'*  The  practice  of  sending  up  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year,  in  the  same  Bill,  having 
prevailed  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  for  upwards  of  fifteen  years,  without,  as  it  is  asserted  in  the  Protest 
of  the  Three  Members  of  the  Council,  which  you  have  transmitted,  having  produced  any  very  evil 
coDsequences  to  the  Public  Service,  the  dueen  does  not  perceive  what  is  the  immediate  motive  for  the 
present  complaint.  It  is  of  such  consequence  to  the  Colony,  to  avoid  disunion  between  the  branches 
of  the  Legislature,  that  Her  Mejesty  would  regard  with  great  concern,  the  addition  of  any  fresh 
element  of  agitation*  Shduld  however  the  Council  still  persist  after  this  answer,  in  their  wish,  for  an 
alteration  in  the  mode  of  considering  the  Appropriation  Bills,  Her  Mdjesty  would  not  oppose  their 
decision  on  the  siibject ;  and  in  that  case,  you  will  consider  yourself  authorised  to  recommend  to  the 
Assembly  the  adoptioti  of  the  practice  pursued  in  New  Brunswick,  al  mofel  suitable  to  the  principles 
in  force  in  this  countfy." 

Without  tlie  adoption  of  the  measures  prescribed  by  this  Despatch,  we  remain  without  the  possession 
of  the  powers  vested  in  the  hands  of  the  neighbouring  Colonial  Legislative  Councils,  and  consequently 
a  very  material  safegiiiird  to  the  People  AgatAst  ittiprovident  expetiditare  k  withheld  from  Us.  We  are 
willing  to  recc^ise,  to  the  fullest  extent,  the  rights  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  matters  of  finance, 
but,  at  the  same  time,  we  are  not  willing  to  silfier  those  tthich  we  deem,  to  be  the  privilege  of  this  tlouse, 
and  which  lihtald  exist  foi'  the  ymblie  good^  to  renNtih  any  longer  in  abeyance* 

Ydur  Ezcblleticy  wiN  fiAd  by  enqiitrjr^  tMt  ia  the  adjoinkig  Coloaied  of  Nova  66oim  and  New 
BranswiclK,  the  appropriations  af  the  Revenue  ire  not  only  sent  up  by  then*  respective  Houser  of 
Assembly  to  the  Legislative  Councils,  in  seperate  items,  but  that  the  latter  Bodies  annually  exeroise 
a  very  large  discretion  in  rejecting  such  of  them  as  they  deem  objectionable. 
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We  should  regret  at  any  time,  to  find  ourselves  under  the  necessity  of  rejecting  the  whole  of  any 
Appropriation  Bill,  sent  up  for  our  concurrence,  and  yet,  this  is  now  the  only  alternative  in  our  power  to

Dissentient. — ^Because  the  practice  of  sending  up  all  the  appropriations  for  the  cartent 
year,  in  the  same  Bill,  has  prevailed  in  this  Colony,  for  a  period  of  30  years,  without  being  attended 
with  any  evil  consequences  to  the  public  service ;  inasmuch  as  the  Assembly  has  always,  with  the 
exception  of  one  solitary  instance,  in  the  Session  of  1838,  in  consequence,  situtk  out  from  the  Bill 
afay  items  objected  to  by  the  Council. 

Because  no  circumstance  has  occurred  since  the  reception  of  Lord  John  Russell's  Despatch,  set  out 
in  this  Address,  which  renders  it  necessary  on  the  part  of  this  HoUse,  now  to  call  for  a  change  in  ths

under  the  date  of  the  30th,  October,  1827,)  it  is  unwise  and  impolitic  again  to  agitate  the  question,  and

Because,  in  assenting  to  an  Address  to  the  Queen  in  the  Session  of  1840,  upon  the  mode  of 
veoeiving  Bills  of  Apppopriation  from  the  House  of  AssenMjr,  it  was  witfi  the  desire  to  «ee  the  piw^Ke 
of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  as  well  as  theit  which  then  ^verned  the  two  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lewtf 
Canada,  carried  out  in  this  Island,  "  by  providing  for  each  different  matter  or  subject  by  a  sepvate  Bill) 
'^  without  blending  in  one  and  the  same  Bill  grants  of  money  for  totally  different  and  independent  object! 
**  having  no  proper  relation  to  each  other,*'  fcy  which  system  a  vehblesonie  and  oonstitutioiial  oontml  ovei 
tiie  pttblie  expenditure  would  he  preserved  to  this  Bouse.    And  altfaoiq;h  Ae  prayer  of  Ae  aaid  Addiw 
alBo  embodied  the  akermrtives  that  the  HM»ise  of  AsseaMy  vbould  «i«her  adopt  that  method,  or  itetfl' 
fsmi  «p  Mmmy  vuto  iepanutdg  to  the  Legiekxtm  OouwcH,  thatpart  ef  the  Address  did  not  aoeoid 
with  my  view  of  the  constitutional  right  of  the  Coanoil^— ooBsequenrtly^  as  the  Despatch  ^  Loid  J^ 
Russell  in  reply  to  that  Address,  and  upon  which  the  present  Address  to  the  Lieutenant  Goveroor  is 
founded,  only  authorizes  His  Excellency  to  recommend  to  the  House  of  Assembly  the  adoption  of  the 
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practice  pontted  in  New  Branswick,  in  the  event  of  the  CSouneU  per»urting  in  ihm  wiih  for  an  dtemtion 
io  the  mode  of  considering  the  Appropriation  Bills,  and  which  practice  consists  in  the  House  of  Assembly 
sending  np  Money  votes  to  the  Legislative  Conncil  in  9eparate  Reaoluiions  previously  to  their  being 
embodied  in  a  Bill  of  general  Appropriation.  I  deem  it  highly  inexpedient,  particularly  at  this  tine 
when  the  utmost  harmony  prevails  between  the  Council  and  Assembly,  to  urge  upon  His  Excellency  the 
recommendation  of  a  measure  which,  if  persevered  in  by  the  Council,  will  not  fiiil  to  terminate  in  a 
collision  between  the  Two  branches  seriously  affecting  the  present  and  future  prospects  of  the  Island. 

Because,  the  daim  of  the  Council  to  receive  Money  votes  from  the  House  of  Assembly  by  eepimte 
Resolutions,  cannot  be  sustained  by  the  usage  or  principles  of  Parliament.  I  am  further  induced  to 
dissent  from  the  Address,  by  the  fact,  that  the  Council  has  allowed  Four  Sessions  of  the  Legislature  to 
ehpse  since  Lord  John  Russell's  Despatch  has  been  recorded  on  the  Journals,  without  taking  any  steps 
with  r^iard  to  the  claim  which  now  forms  the  subject  of  the  Address  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor.

Dissentient,  Because  this  Bill  contains  an  enactment  imposing  a  duty  on  Spirits  distilled 
within  the  Colony,  thereby  indirectly  affecting  the  interests  of  Agriculture,  inasmuch  as  the  price  of 
Grain  purchased  for  distillation,  is  likely  to  be  lowered  in  proportion  to  the  Tax  imposed.

And  the  names  of  the  Managers  being  called  over,  they  went  to  the  Conference  ;  and 
being  returned,  they  reported,  that  they  had  complied  with  the  instructions  given  them 
by  this  House. 

Mr.  Young  from  the  joint  Committee  of  the  Council  and  Assembly,  appointed  to 
prepare  an  Address  to  H«r  Majesty,  praying  that  Her  Majesty  will  be  pleased  to  signify 
Her  assent,  that  a  Bill  may  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  authorising  a  further  issue  of 
Treasury  Notes,  presented  to  the  House  the  draft  of  an  Address  as  prepared  by  the 
joint  Committee,  and  the  same  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth: 

To  THE  QufiEiv's  Most  Excellent  Majestt. 

Most -Gracious  Sovereign ; 

We  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  -and  House 
•f  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  most  humbly  submit  for  Your  Majesty's  gracious  consideration 
that  in  1825,  the  Legislature  of  this  Colony  was  induced,  from  the  scarcity  of  specie  in  circulation' 
and  in  anticipation  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  an  issue  of  Treasury  Notes,  in  forwarding  the 
internal  improvements  and  facilitating  the  mercantile  transactions  of  the  Colony,  to  issue  Notes  to  the 
amount  of  £5000,  equal  to  one  year's  revenue  at  that  period. 

In  consequence  of  the  advantages  found  to  be  derived  from  the  issue  of  such  Notes,  the  Legislature 
at  three  subsequent  periods,  increased  the  issue  to  the  extent  of  £11,800,  but  from  this  amount  £5000 
have  been  cancelled  out  of  the  moneys  raised  by  an  Assessment  on  land,  leaving  only  £1 1  800  at 
present  in  circulation.  ' 

The  Council  and  Assenably  humbly  represent  that  the  system  of  trade  carried  on  between  this  Colonv 
and  the  adjacent  Provinces,  which  are  the  markets  for  the  surplus  Agricultural  produce  of  the  Colonv 
is  such,  that  a  great  proportion  of  the  sums  brought  into  it  in  specie -or  Bank  bills,  is  immediately  collected 
and  returned  by  the  importing  Merchant  in  payment  of  his  Merchandize.  That  their  being  no  Bankine 
institutions  in  this  Colony,  it  is  impossible  to  retain  sifficient  specie  to  serve  the  purpose  of  an  exclusive 
circulating  medium  to  supply  the  wants  of  its  trade. 

That  an  increased  issue  of  Treasury  Notes  to  the  extent  of  £10,000  would,  in  a  great  measure 
relieve  the  pressure  now  severely  felt  by  all  classes,  for  want  of  b  sufficierft  circulating  medium  witheut 
at  all  endangering  the  public  credit.  ' 

The  Council  and  Assembly  submit  that  in  order  to  guard  against  the  depreciation  of  the  Treasury  Notes 
the  Legislature  passed  a  Jaw  (on  their  issue)  to  enaUe  the  holder  of  such  Notes  to  fund  them,  and  to 
receive  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum,  yet,  such  bos  been  the  estimation  by  the  public, 
of  the  security  arising  from  the  increasing  Revenue  of  the  Colony,  on  which  such  issue  was  originally 
based,  that  no  instance  has  yet  occurred  to  any  such  Notes,  having  been  so  funded,  but  they  continue 
to  be  received  at  their  specified  value. 

The  Council  and  Assembly  also  beg  to  represent  to  your  Majesty,  that  tbe  Annual  Revenue  of  the 
Colony  has  increased  since  the  first  issue  of  Treasury  Notes  in  1825,  from  jC5000  to  upwards  of 
£15,000,  whilst  the  population  has  increased  during  the  same  period,  from  S3,000  to  nearly  60,000. 

The  Council  and  Assembly  therefore  humbly  pray  that  Your  Majesty  will  be  most  graciously  pleased 
to  signify  your  assent,  that  a  law  may  be  passed  authorising  the  issue  of  £10,000  in  Treasury  Notes 
under  such  guarantee  for  their  redemption,  within  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  as  the  Legislatuire    with 
the  approval  of  your  Majesty  may  provide.  '

The  Memorial  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Asseimbly  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
Most  humbly  sheweth ;. 

That  during  the  year  1842,  a  Company  was  formed  and  incorporated  by  Act  of  the  L^;idature  of 
this  your  Majesty's  Island  Prince  Edward,  under  the  name  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Steam  Naviga- 
tion Company,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  intercourse  between  this  Colony  and  your  Majesty's 
Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  by  a  Steam  Vessel,  as  well  as  to  connect  the  comma* 
nicatfon  with  Canada  by  meeting  the  Mail  Steamer  Unicorn  at  Pictou,  once  every  fortnight,  dariog 
the  Summer  seasons. 

That  this  Colonial  Government  took  shares  in.  the  said  Company,  to- aid  in  the  procuring,  a  commo* 
dious  Steam  Vessel  and  safe  conveyance  of  your  Majesty's  Mails  to  and  from  Nova  Scotia ;  a  vessel 
of  1 10  horses  power  was  purchased  in  England,  at  a  heavy  outlay  of  capital^  and  was  employed  during 
part  of  the  Summer  Of  1842,  and  the  whole  of  the  Summer  of  1843,  in  running  twice  a  week  bctweeo 
Charlottetown,  the  capital  of  this  Island,^  and  Pictou,  in  Nova  Scotia,  where  she  received  the  British 
and  Colonial  Mails,  and  once  a  week  to  Miramichi  in  New  Brunswick,  and  during  the  past  year  I844r 
the  same  service  was  perfonoedi  with  the  exception  that  the  Boat  went  only  semi-moiithlj  to  UiMDichid 
instead  of  once  a  week,  as  in  the  previous  years*.  I 
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That  during  the  whole  of  these  Summers,  the  Mails  of  this  Island  have  been  regularly  conveyed 
twice  a  week  between  Nova  Scotia  and  this  Island,  and  once  a  week  to  Miramicbi,  during  the  two 
first  mentioned  seasons,  thereby  not  only  providing  a  safe  and  expeditious  transit  of  the  correspondence 
of  the  Colony,  but  affording  a  reguhr  intercourse  between  all  your  Majesty'^s  North  American  Provinces 
—an  intercourse  which  has  now  become  absolutely  necessary. 

That  in  perfecting  this  extended  communication  and  the  public  convenience,  the  said  Company  have 
expended  such  large  sums  of  money^  and  have  suffered  such  considerable  loss,  in  which  the  local 
Government  had  l^ne  its  share,  but  without  aid  they  will  be  compelled  to  desist  from  their  operations. 
That  the  expenses  of  the  transit  of  the  Mails  and  other  Post  Office  charges,  have  left  a  balance  against 
this  Colony  in  the  past  year,  of  372/.  over  and  above  the  receipts  from  this  head  of  revenue,  so  that  no 
aid  can  be  looked  for  from  that  source ;  and  moreover,  that  the  Post  Office  arrangements  are  not  under 
the  control  of  this  Legislature. 

That  the  Commerce  of  this  Colony  with  the  United^Kingdom  has  so  increased  as  to  render  it  necessary 
that  nothing  should  interfere  to  interrupt  the  accommodation  thus  so  satisfactorily  established  and 
conducted ;  and  a?  your  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  in  furtherance  of  an  extended  commercial 
intercourse,  to  supply  funds  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Mails  to  all  your  Majesty's  Possessions,  your 
Memorialists  are  induced  to  believe  that  a  distinction  will  not  be  made  in  the  supplying  them  to  thi» 
Island,  but  that  the  same  liberality  will  be  extended  to  it  as  to  the  rest  of  your  Majesty's  North  American 
Colonies. 

Your  Memorialists  therefore  most  humbly  pray  your  Majesty  to  be  graciously  pleased  to  grant  in 
aid  of  forwarding  the  Mails  between  this  Island  and  Pictou,  such  a  sum  as  will  prevent  the  inconve- 
nience and  injury  which  an  abandonment  of  the  present  communicatioa  would  inflict. 

Ordered,  That  tbe  said  Memorial  be  engrossed.

My  Lords ; 

I  beg  to  retarn  the  accompanying  Papers,  which  \f&PO  referred  to  me  on  the  28th  irithno,  and  to  state 
for  your  Lordship^s  information,  that  the  Letters  from  Prince  Edward  Island  are  made  ap  in  a  separate 
Bag  in  this  Country,  'both  in  Summer  and  in  Winter,  but  that  it  ia  indispensable  that  this  Bag  should  be 
H>pened  at  Halifax,  in  order  that  the  Depaty  Post  Master  General  in  Norva  Scotia,  who  is  responsible  for 
the  Postage  Revenue  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  may  check  the  amount  charged  to  him  for  the  Unpaid 
Letters,  and  may  correct  the  Rates  of  Postage  on  such  Letters  (which  are  marked  in  this  Country  in 
Sterling,)  into  Halifax  Currency,  the  Money  in  which  Postage  is  charged  throughout  British  North 
America.  At  the  same  time,  1  conceive  there  would  be  no  difficulty,  and  very  little  delay  in  the  Canada 
Correspondence,  in  forwarding  to  Amherst  the  English  Mails  for  Prince  Edward  Island,  by  the  Line  %i 
Expresses  despatched  in  Winter  from  Halifax  with  the  Mails  for  New  Brunswick  and  Canada;  and, 
indeed,  so  far  from  any  impediment  having  been  offered  to  the  adoption  of  this  course  hitherto,  I  belieTe 
that  the  only  reason  why  they  have  not  been  so  forwarded  was,  that  it  has  been  understood  that  the 
Courier  employed  by  the  Island  Government  to  convey  its  Mails  from  Amherst  in  an  Ice  Boat,  during 
the  Winter,  was  timed  to  the  arrival  at  Amherst  of  the  ordinary  Halifax  Mail,  and,  consequeotlj,  no 
acceleration  would  be  obtained  by  including  those  Mails  in  the  Express. 

As  it  now  appears  that  some  benefit  would  occasionally  be  derived  by  their  earlier  arrival  at  Amherst, 
I  Jiave  given  directions  that  in  future  the  Mails  for  Prince  Edward  Island  may  be  invariably  dispatched 
from  Halifax  during  the  Winter,  with  the  Mails  for  New  Brunswick  and  Canada.

Sir ; 

I  have  had  under  my  consideration  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  diiriog 
their  recent  Session,  intituled  (No.  632)  ''An  Act  for  raising  a  Fund  for  the  encouragemeat  oi 
Agriculture,  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  Lime  Kilns,  and  th6  burning  of  Lime." 

I  have  received  two  Memorials  objecting  to  the  confirmation  of  this  Enactment,  one  from  Mr.  Cooper 
of  Prince  Edward  Island,  the  other  from  V  isconnt  Melville,  and  otker  Proprietors  of  Laad  in  that  bHu^iy 
resident  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Cboper,  in  his  Memorial  alleges,  that  the  effect  of  this  Law  will  be  to  impose  an  additional  Tax 
upon  the  Tenant,  without  affording  to  him  any  adequate  benefit  in  return. 

Lord  Melville,  and  the  other  Proprietors  allege,  in  their  Memorial,  that  the  greater  portion  of  the 
Land  in  Prince  Edward  Island  consists  either  of  barren  Wastes,  or  of  Land  situate  at  such  a  distance 
from  any  Harbour,  or  other  place  where  Limestone  could  be  landed,  as  not  to  be  within  the  readi  of 
profiting  by  the  measure^  and  that  to  Tax  these  Lands  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  remainder,  would  be 
partial  and  unjust.  They  further  contend  that  the  discrimination  which  the  Act  makes  between 
cultivated  and  uncultivated  Lands,  by  the  imposition  of  a  double  Assessment  on  the  latter,  is  liable  to 
the  same  objection. 

Without  pronouncing  an  opinion  "on  the  validity  of  these  objections,  it  appears  to  me,  that  the 
procuring  and  burning  of  Lime  is  not  a  fit  subject  to  be  provided  for  by  the  imposition  of  a  Public  Tu> 
and  that  any  Enactment  which  might  be  passed  for  this  purpose,  however  carefully  framed,  could  not 
operate  otherwise  than  partially  and  nnjust. 

For  these  reasons  Her  Majesty  will  not  be  advised  to  confirm  the  Act.  As  the  Act  has  a  suspending 
Clause,  it  will  not  be  necessafy  that  any  Order  should  be  niade  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council  for  iu 
Disallo^'ance.

Her  Majesty's  Government  have  had  under  their  consideration  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
Prince  Edward  Island,  during  their  late  Session,  intituled  (No.  623)  "  An  Act  imposing  Duties  for 
raising  a  Revenue. 

I  enclose  an  Order  made  by  the  Queen  in  Council,  on  the  13th  instant,  leaving  this  Act  to  its 
operation,. together  with  those  No.  693,  630,  640  and  646. 

I  have,  however,  to  observe,  that  the  Duties  imposed  by  this  Act  upon  Boots  and  Leather,  Clocks 
and  Clock  Machinery,  and  upon  Wood  Manufactures,  are  considerably  higher  than  appear  to  Her 
Majesty's  Government  desirable. 

These  high  Duties  have  probably  been  iinposed  with  a  view  to  protect  some  local  Manufacture.  You 
will  report  to  me  such  information  as  you  may  be  able  to  obtain  on  this  point,  in  order  that  the 
expediency  of  the  continuance  of  such  Duties  may  be  considered  by  Her  Majesty's  Government.

I  have  had  under  my  consideration  an  Act  (No.  646^  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward

I  enclose  an  Order  made  by  the  Queen  in  Council,  on  the  13th  instant,  leaving  this  Act  to  its 
operation. 

Although  Her  Majesty  has  been  advised  to  confirm  this  enactment,  I  think  it  expedient  that  in  Acts 
of  this  class,  provision  should  be  made  for  giving  to  the  Shareholders  of  Policies,  and  to  the  Creditors 
of  the  Company,  a  direct  remedy  against  the  Shareholders  to  the  extent  of  the  unpaid  portions  of  their 
Shares,  in  case  the  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Company  should  be  insufficient.  The  Local  Legislature, 
indeed,  by  providing  in  the  present  Law,  that  Bonds  shall  be  taken  from  each  Shareholder  for  the 
amount  of  his  unpaid  Share,  would  appear  to  recognize  this  principle ;  but  I  conceive  that  the  provision 
made  i»  not  sufficient,  inasmuch  as  it  would  be  difficult  for  a  Creditor,  under  the  ^sent  enactment,  to 
put  such  a  power  in  force ;  and  as  the  Company  is  to  be  Incorporated,  he  would  have  no  remedy 
against  individual  Shareholders,  and  I  would  recommend  the  reconsideration  of  this  question,  with  a 
view  to  the  amendment  of  the  Act.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  VISITER  OF  DISTRICT  SCHOOLS  OF  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Education; 
Gentlemen ; 

Pursuing  the  duties  connected  with  my  department,  I  lay  before  you  another  Annual  Report,  on  the 
state  of  General  Education  in  this  Island. 
I   have  the  satisfaction  of  announcing  to  your  Board,  that  amid  the  occasional  depression  and  langor 
of  our  Colonial  sources  of  wealth,  causing  obstacles  to  present  themselves  in  the  way  of  rapid  improvement 
--the  cause  of  Education  has  of  late,  been  fast  gaining  upon  the  pablic  attention,  and  all  who  admit  that  the 
prevalence  of  ignorance  is  an  evil  demanding  instant  remedy  and  removal — all  who  regard  as  sound  policy 
the  principle,  that  the  shortest  way  to  a  country's  prosperity  is  not  to  wait  the  progress  of  improvement 
before  establishing  good  Educational  Institutions,   but  to  commence  with  them — have  cause  of  thankful- 
ness to  know,   that  during  the  past  year.  Education  has  been  making  a  steady  progress  in  this   Island, 
and  that  on  tho  whole,  advantages  have  been  realized  equal  at  least  to  the  means  employed  to  secure 
them,  and  that  the  Public  Schools  to  which  my  charge  extends,  are  not  only  increasing  in  number,  but 
in  some  instances  rising  in  character  and  usefulness,  and  thus  aiding  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  more 
rapid  advancement  and  difiusion  of  knowledge,  under  the  approaching  influence  of  more  prosperous  times. 
Although  I  hope  to  shew,  that  Education  is  in  as   thriving  a  state  in   Prince   Edward  Island  as  the 
limited  resources  of  the  Colony,  and  the  poverty  of  many  of  its  inhabitants  would  lead  us  to  expect,   still 
we  must  not  close  our  eyes  to  the  fact,  that  our  Educational  Institutions,   are  not  yet  commensurate 
vith  the  wants  of  the  population,   and  that  the  absence  of  funds  to  afford    adequate   remuneration  to 
deserving  Teachers,  continues  to  afflict  many  Settlements,    and  has  been  the  cause  of  closing  the  doors 
of  some  of  our  most  useful  District  Schools. 

To  afford  the  fullest  view  of  the  existing  state  of  Education  and  of  the  Schools,  in  the  briefest  space, 
I  subjoin  the  following  abstract  or  statistical  Schedule,  which  will  give  the  requisite  information  in  a 
much  more  comprehensive  and  succinct  manner,  than  can  be  done  by  any  lengthened  details. 

That  the  number  of  Institutions  for  public  instruction  has  increased  in  proportion  to  the  means  set 
apart  for  promoting  them,  will  appear  from  this  Table.  %

From  this,  it  appears,  that  the  increase  from  1833,  to  1844,  in  the  number  of  Schools  has  been  sixty, 
and  in  the  number  of  pupils  three  thousand  and  ninety*six— the  Legislative  allowance  was  in  1833,  £674, 
and  in  1344,  JE1644. 

The  population  statistics  of  most  countries  agree  in  computing  all  within  the  ages  of  6  and  14,  the 
legal  Educational  age— to  be  about  one-sixth  of  the  whole,  of  nearly  one^third  of  all  under  the  age  of 
Sixteen. 
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FollowiDg  these  data  with  reference  to  the  Islandi  and  without  allowiog  for  the  increase  of  pepulation 
since  the  last  Census,  we  find  one-sixth  of  the  wholej  or  all  those  within  the  above  legal  edacational  age  id 
the  Island  to  be  7,839,  from  which  dedacting  those  in  school  attendance  there  will  yet  remain  S,561 
children  of  both  sexes  unprovided  with  Education. 

From  the  foregoing  Table,  it  would  also  appear,  that  the  Schools  now  open  are  sufficient  to  edacite 
the  whole  juvenile  population,  in  the  proportion  of  one  School  to  every  sixty  scholars,  or  one  School 
to  every  351  of  the  whole  population  of  all  ages  ;  but  owing  to  the  scattered  state  of  almost  all  sew 
Settlements,  and  also  of  many  old,  this  standard  would  >be  found  too  great.  The  average  attendance 
now,  is  one  in  thirty-nine.  Assuming  this  to*be  a  fair  proportion,  sixty  additional  Schools  at  least  would 
be  requisite  ;  or  at  the  above  rate  of  one  in  sixty  scholars,  forty  in  addition  would  be  sufficient.  Bat 
allowing  that  the  average  attendance  on  each  School  should  be  fifty,  it  will  be  found  tjhat  twenty-two 
additional  Schools  are  requisite  to  supply  the  whole  with  education. 

Our  Common  Schools  are  of  three  grades  or  classes  according  to  Law,  and  are  supported  from  the 
following  sources,  viz:  The  Colonial  Treasury,  Subscriptions  and  Fees  paid  by  the  pupils— partial 
assessments  on  the  Inhabitants — the   Glebe  Land  Fund,  and  the  Colonial  Church  Society  of  London. 

In  the  difibrent  Legislative  enactments  for  Education,  the  impossibility  has  been  ollen  experienced^ 
of  being  able  to  give  to  a  mixed  population  like  ours,  an  Education  Law  adapted  in  all  its  detaiJsi  to 
the  peculiar  opinions,  wishes  and  perhaps  exclusive  notions  of  each.  Perhaps  no  enactment  oa  thL> 
subject  was  at  first  more  obnoxious,  than  that  relating  to  the  imposition  of  an  Assessment  in  certain 
cases.  I  am  now  happy  to  acquaint  you,  that  no  provision  of  the  Law  is  found  to  work  better  under  ill 
circumstances  than  this,  and  it  is  well  known,  that  under  its  operatioui  many  Schools  are  sustained,  that 
would  without  this  coercive  power,  have  been  otherwise  abandoned. 

Another  source  whence  some  Schools  derive  a  partial  support,  is  the  Glebe  Lands  Fund,  under  the 
controul  and  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  aiding  in  the  support  of  seven  Schools  in  the 
following  localities,  viz:  Charlottetown,  and  Georgetown  (Infant  Schools);  St.  Eleanor's,  Crapand, 
Milton  (Lot  32),  Rustico,  and  New  London. 

Aid  from  this  quarter  is  extended  only  on  these  conditions:— 1st,  That  there  be  an  Episcopal  Clergr- 
man  resident  in  the  Parish — School  to  be  subject  to  his  visitation  and  superintendence  in  religious 
matters.  2d,  That  the  School  House  and  Land  attached  be  held  as  the  property  of  the  Church. 
3d,  That  the  Teacher  be  a  Member  of  the  Church  of  England. 

I  have  found  considerable  opposition  raised  to  the  establishment  and  progress  of  these  Schools  in 
various  places,  in  a  great  measure  ocoasioned,  I  am  led  to  believe,  by  the  jealousy  with  which  the  Public 
have  always  regarded  any  thing  having  the  appearance  of  a  monopoly,  or  denominational  exclusiveness 
in  Educational  matters,  and  by  the  unpopularity  of  the  mode  of  appropriation  of  this  Fond,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  some  other  sects  has  been  diverted  from  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Colonial  law— m: 
its  application  to  the  encouragement  of  general  Educationi  without  any  conditions  or  restrictions  other 
than  the  existing  School  Act  might  impose. 

At  St.  Eleanor's,  the  Trustees  and  other  subscribers,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  District  Teacher, 

obliged  him  to  resign  his  charge,  but  on  opening  a  private  School  in  the  vicinity,  the  great  majoritj  of 

the  Pupils  returned  to  him,  in  consequence  of  the  conversion  of  the  Public  School  of  the  District  into  a 

Church  School,  while  the  Teacher  of  the  latter— an  exemplary   individual  has  under  his  tuition  hot 
twenty. 

At  Westmorland  Harbour  or  Crapaud,    another  of  these  Schools— a  neat  and  commodious  buikling 

has  been  erected  on  the  site  of  the  former  District  School,  last  year  destroyed  by  fire.     When  visited  a 

month  since,  it  was  found  to  be  under  the  charge  of  the  former  District  Teacher,  attended  by  thirty-five 

children  successfully  learning  the  usual  branches  of  an  English  Education— the  School  was  found  to  be 

in  an  efficient  state,  having  the  benefit  of  the  supervision  of  the  resident  Clergyman  who  takes  an  unwea* 

ried  interest  in  its  welfare.    Still  being  upon  this  foundation,  and  the  site  being  in  addition,  deemed  bj 

some  ineligible,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  District  are  not  unanimous  in  its  support,  and  I  have  been 
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requested  bj  these  latter,  officially^  to  take  measures  to  establish  in  the  Settlement,  another  School  ac- 
cording to   law.     Whether  under  these  circumstances,  the  School  in  question  will  be  recognized  as  the 
District  one  of  the  Settlement,  and  draw  the  public  grant  as  such,  or  whether  the  establishment  of  another 
as  contemplated  can  supersede  it,    and  on  conforming  to  the  provisions  of  the  law  be  alone  entitled  to  the 
Legislative  allowance,  or  whether  both  Schools,  (supposing  a  second  to  be  opened)  can  equally  share  in 
the  Public  grant, — must  rest  with  your  Board  to  determine. 

Whilst  alluding  to  this  subject-— which  I  do  for  no  other  object  than  to  put  you  and  the  Legislature  in 
possession  of  the  fullest  information  on  the  subject  of  Education  as  bound  by  law  to  do,  I  should  add, 
that  I  am  informed  by  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  authority  here  connected  with  the  Glebe  Fund,  that 
while  the  object  of  such  Schools  is  to  impart  secular  and  religious  instruction,  the  doctrines  of  the  Church 
are  not  taught  to  children  of  other  denominations  attending,  whose  parents  object  to  her  tenets. 

In  Georgetown  likewise,  an  Infant  School  which  is  intended  to  be  preparatory  to,  and  connected  with  a 
superior  Seminary  on  the  same  foundation,  has  succeeded  the   District  School  of  the  place,  lately  closed  on. 
the  removal  of  the  Teacher  to  the  third  Mastership  of  the  Central  Academy.      This  scheme  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  institution  on  a  more  comprehensive  plan,     and  which  affords  the  advantage  of  Infant 
training,  at  so  cheap  a  rate  as  to  be  almost  nominal,  meets  w  ith  great  favour  in  the  sight  of  some  portion 
of  the  population;  latterly,  however,  some  scrupulous  parties  have  withdrawn  their  support,  preferring 
rather  to  sustain  the  District  School  as  formerly,  apart  from  any  control  or  interference  not  provided  by 
the  School  Act,  but  they  find  a  difficulty  in  raising  sufficient  maintenance  for  a  Teacher,  and  the  District 
School-house  of  Georgetown,  built  at  a  cost  of  £11^ — £60  of  which  was  defrayed  by  the  Government,  is 
now  vacant.     There  are  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen  in  Town  and  Royalty  about 
100 — 45  of  whom  attend  the  Infant  School. 

In  discharging  my  trust  as  Visiter,  as  nearly  conformable  to  the  spirit  of  the  law,  and  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  as  I  was  enabled — I  need  only  refer  you  to  former  Reports,  from  which  will  be  found  that 
I  have  constantly  endeavoured  to  infuse  into  the  Schools  of  the  Island,  as  much  uniformity  in  the  method 
of  teaching,  as  under  all  circumstances  they  are  capable  of;  that  I  have  endeavoured  to  direct  the  system 
BO  as  to  secure  considerable  agreement  in  their  general  management,  making  all  needful  adaptation  to 
local  deficiencies.    I  am  however  daily  more  convinced,  that  no  plan  of  instruction  however  ingeniously 
devised,  can  be  prosecuted  with  much  success,  if  the  indispensable  pre-requisite  of  suitable  Books  is 
wanted,  notwithstanding  great  exertion   has  been  made  on  the  part  of  many  Teachers  to  supply  the 
deficiency  by  ingenious  contrivances,  and  extra  labour. 

Sometime  since,  on  callii^  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  this  subject,  I  suggested  the  propriety  of 
bringing  the  Schools  in  remote  localities  more  within  the  benefit  of  the  public  grant,  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  Books  at  a  cheap  rate,  by  establishing  various  depots  for  the  sale  of  those  Books  in  the 
country.  It  does  not  now  appear,  that  any  returns  have  ever  been  received  by  the  Government,  from 
the  different  depositaries  appointed  two  years  since,  among  whom  the  one  hundred  pounds  worth  of  Books 
was  distributed.  This  leads  us  to  suppose,  either,  that  the  Inhabitants  have  not  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  thus  put  within  their  reach  of  obtaining  Books  at  a  cheap  rate  near  home,  or  that  those 
in  charge  of  the  Books  have  overlooked  the  necessity  of  passing  the  proceeds  into  other  hands.  However 
this  be,  with  all  the  aid  afforded  by  the  Legislature,  Schools  are  yet,^in  no  one  point,  more  destitute  than 
in  the  article  of  Books;  and  those  whose  circumstances  are  such,  as  to  enable  them  to  surmount  this  difficulty, 
have  to  complain  of  the  inferior  paper,  and  catchpenny  binding  of  School-books,  which  render  them  un- 
fit for  long  service  in  the  Schools,  where  the  old  maxim  of  ''  borrow  and  lend,"  has  its  fullest  application. 
On  viewing  this  day,  the  lot  of  these  public  Books,  consigned  to  the  charge  of  the  late  Secretary  of 
your  Board,  I  found  them  all  intact,  except  two  or  three  sold  to  the  pupils  of  the  Academy,  and 
comprising  about  100  vols,  including  a  lot  for  a  country  station,  which  the  Depositary  appointed,  declined 
taking  charge  of.  It  may  be  concluded  from  this,  that  sufficient  publicity  has  not  been  given  to  the 
matter,  or  that  Books  can  be  procured  as  cheap,  if  not  cheaper  elsewhere,  but  to  this  I  shall  yet 
have  occasion  to  advert. 
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The  Legislature,  aware  of  the  great  moral  influence  which  the  men  to  whom  Schools  are  enlrasted,  are 
liable  to  exert  on  the  minds  and  characters  of  the  rising  generation — has  wisely  provided  that  the  indi- 
viduals to  whom  so  great  a  charge  is  delegated,  should  be  of  approved  character,  to  the  end  that  schools 
should  become  bulwarks  of  morality  against  ignorance  and  crime.  Avoiding  every  thing  which  might 
seem  to  sanction  or  foster  denominational  prejudices  the  law  provides  expressly  for  no  religious  instructioa 
in  Common  Schools  beyond  what  may  be  supposed  to  depend  on  the  character  of  the  Teacher,  his  own 
sense  of  duty,  and  the  nature  of  the  Books  used  by  common  consent  or  the  wishes  of  the^Parents.  I 
remark  this  principally  for  the  information  of  some  parties,  who  will  perhaps,  suspend  their  dissatisfaction 
with  the  manner  in  which  I  discharge  this  part  of  my  duties,  when  they  know  that  I  have  no  authonty 
to  introduce  into,  or  graft  upon  the  schools,  any  system  of  religious  instruction  in  my  official  capacity. 
The  scriptures  of  the  New  Testament  are  read  in  the  generality  of  our  District  schools,  principally 
because  they  are  found  to  be  good  and  cheap  Class  Books,  and  comparatively  easily  obtained.  Apart 
from  their  highest  aim — that  of  teaching  man  the  knowledge  of  a  Supreme  Being,  and  his  duty  to  him— I 
regard  the  scriptures,  in  opposition  to  the  views  of  some  others,  as  supplying  admirable  exercises  for 
reading,  enlarging  the  understanding  and  refining  the  tasfe,  nor  can  I  see  sufficient  grounds  for  the 
alarm  of  others,  that  its  use  as  a  common  Class  Book,  will  expose  the  volume  of  inspiration  to  any  thing 
like  desecration,  or  profanation,  so  long  as  it  is  regarded  and  read  by  the  pupils,  with  that  due  reve- 
rence and  solemnity,  which  a  right  minded  Teacher  can  always  inculcate.  Although  the  scriptures  are 
read  in  the  majority  of  the  schools,  I  cannot  say,  that  they  are  regularly  read  by  the  majority  of  the 
scholars,  being  commonly  used  as  a  reading  Book  in  the  stage  between  the  Spelling  Book,  and  the 
English  Reader,  or  some  other  advanced  Class  Book. 

The  great  majority  of  the  present  Teachers  are  young  men,  natives  of  the  Island,  or  who  have  received 
some  portion  of  their  education  here,  and  as  a  Board  of  Education  should  always  be  the  moving  power 
of  the  Well-working  of  an  Education  Act,  I  am  happy  to  know,  that  the  public  generally  confide  in  the 
qualifications  of  the  Teachers  licensed  by  your  Board,  and,  different  from  their  former  practices,  almost 
invariably  now,  make  this  test  a  sine  qua  non  in  their  agreements.  I  think  it  but  just  to  add,  that  those 
Teachers  who  have  spent  some  time  at  the  Central  Academy  previous  to  their  being  licensed,  are  more 
esteemed  and  sought  aflei^in  the  country  than  others,  as  the  insight  they  get  into  the  highly  intellectual 
and  systematic  mode  of  instruction,  carried  out  in  that  Institution,  gives  them  a  superiority  over  their 
brethren  who  have  not  enjoyed  the  like  advantages. 

On  this  head,  I  would  recommend,  what  for  the  last  five  years  I  have  been  urging  on  the  attention  of 
your  Board — that  a  Normal  or  training  class  for  Teachers,  might  with  ease  be  formed  in  the  Academy, 
"where,  without  any  additional  expence  to  the  country,  young  men  should  be  required,  preparatory  to 
obtaining  a  license,  to  devote  some  time  in  qualifying  themselves  for  elementary  teaching,  and  instead  of 
gaining  experience  as  now,  at  the  expense  of  two  or  three  sets  of  children  who  pass  through  their  hands, 
they  would  then  at  once  be  fitted  to  enter  upon  their  duties  in  the  high  position  of  masters  of  their  pro- 
fession. I  would  further  recommend  to  Teachers  the  benefit  of  passing  the  leisure  time  afibrded  by  their 
yearly  vacations,  in  the  Central  Academy,  and  familiarizing  their  minds  with  the  details  of  instruction 
and  discipline  therein  pursued. 

The  advantages  of  Education  are  not  confined  in  this  Colony  to  the  English  pupils  alone,  but  are 
extending  to  the  Acadian  French,  and  likewise  to  the  Indians.  There  are  six  Acadian  Schools  open, 
receiving  public  aid.  The  Acadian  Teacher  at  Mascouche,  having  qualified  himself  as  a  District 
School-master,  has  taught  the  School  of  that  Settlement  above  a  year  with  much  approbation  and  success. 
In  addition  to  the  French  language,  (^through  the  medium  of  which,  the  children  rapidly  acquire  a  know, 
ledge  of  English,,  by  familiar  translations),  the  higher  branches  of  the  Mathematics,  and  English  Gram- 
mar are  constantly  taught.  Two  or  three  young  men  are  here  preparing  themselves  for  Teachers.  The 
School-house  is  neat  and  comfortable,  and  I  consider  this  Teacher  entitled  to  the  allowance  of  a  combined 
District  and  Acadian  School,  as  be  fully  perfoims  the  duties  of  both. 
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The  children  of  two  Micmac  Indian  families,  continue  their  attendance  occasionally  on  School,  and 
seem  to  possess  as  great  a  facility  for  acquiring  learning  as  others  with  whom  they  are  brought  into  com- 
parison. It  is  an  interesting  spectacle,  to  see  these  children  of  the  aborigines  conning  over  their  lessons 
in  unison  with  their  more  civilized  schoolfe)Iows,  and  manifesting  a  disposition  to  teack  the  other  children 
oftheir  tribe,  what  they  themselves  know.  These  are  indications,  combined  with  the  improvement  in  their 
habits,  since  the  introduction  of  temperance  principles  among  them,  Which  lead  us  to  hope  that  a  greater 
number  of  this  long  neglected  race  will  be  led  to  receive  that  instruction  which  can  best  humanize  and 
elevate  their  natures,  and  that  as  the  '*  fortunes  of  the  chase"  become  yearly  more  precarious,  they  may 
thus  be  enabled  to  transact  to  advantage  the  ordinary  duties  of  life. 

Female  Schools  are  not  so  numerous  throughout  the  Island,  as  could  be  wished.  In  Charlottetown 
there  are  five,  from  those  of  a  very  high  order  to  a  primary  School.  Two  of  these  receive  Legislative  aid, 
and  are  in  a  very  efficient  state,  dispensing  instruction  in  various  useful  and  ornamental  branches  to  about 
fifty  children  yearly.  At  St.  Peter's,  two  female  Schools  are  also  open.  The  first  is  under  the  provisions 
ofthe  Act,  and  although  but  a  year  established,  has  already  proved  of  much  benefit  to  the  pupils  attending 
it;  the  usual  elementary  branches  of  English  are  taught;  the  School  gives  promise  of  much  usefulness, 
more  especially  as  there  is  no  District  School  within  several  miles  of  it;  it  is.  not  intended  to  supersede  this 
latter,  but  it  in  a  great  measure  supplies  its  place.  The  school-house,  erected  on  the  premises  of  the 
3Iinister  ofthe  Parish,  is  neat  and  commodious. 

The  other  female  school  in  this  vicinity  is  also  deserving  of  notice,    although  receiving  no  public  aid. 
The  Teacher  who  conducts  it,  is  in  my  opinion,  very  competent;  the  improvement  ofthe  children — many  of 
them  of  a  tender  age,    has  been   highly  satisfactory;  the  closing  of  this  school  would  be  felt  as  a  loss 
by  the  Settlement. 

There  are  three  or  four  more  private  schools  of  this  description,  making  no  more  than  half  a  dozen  female 
schools  out  of  Charlottetown.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  schools  are  not  more  numerous  in  the 
Colony,  as  they  afibrd  instruction  at  a  cheap  rate,  and  embrace  many  advantages  peculiar  to  themselves. 
In  some  European  countries,  and  in  the  New  England  states,  female  Teachers  form  nearly  as  numerous  a 
body  as  the  male,  and  In  a  great  measure  supply  their  places,  during  the  summer  months,  while  they  pursue 
the  more  profitable  avocations  of  agriculture  and  fishing. 

The  benefits  which  would  result  from  the  establishment  of  a  convenient  number  of  such  schools,  are  not 
to  be  overlooked,  as  those  who  cannot  afford  to  send  the  female  part  of  their  families  to  Charlottetown,  to 
receive  such  instruction  as  cannot  be  imparted  in  the  common  District  schools,  labour  under  a  disadvan- 
tage which  nothing  but  the  organisation  of  a  sufficient  number  of  female  schools  can  remedy  or  remove. 
With  respect  to  poor  or  new  Settlements,  which  receive  a  share  of  the  Grant  for  primary  schools, 
numbering  fewer  than  twenty  scholars,  I  would  observe,  that  the  roll  of  several  of  such  schools  will  be 
found  to  number  more  than  twenty  scholars,  still  I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  extension  of  the  bounty  in  such 
cases,  is  no  contravention  ofthe  spirit  ofthe  law,  as  the  pupils  who  exceed  nineteen,  are  taught  as  super- 
numerarj  or  free  scholars. 

Although  no  Teacher  has  refused  to  furnish  me  with  a  list  of  the  number  of  children  taught  in  his 
school,  which  it  is  his  duty  by  implication  at  least  to  do,  in  order  to  fulfil  the  law,  yet  I  regret  that  no  power 
is  invested  in  me  by  the  Act,  to  require  from  such  schools  returns  of  the  days  of  attendance  of  each 
pupil,  the  number  of  absent  days  of  the  Teacher,  with  the  cause  assigned,  &c.  In  many  cases,  my 
request  to  be  furnished  with  such  statistics  are  occasionally  complied  with,  but  in  the  majority  of  instan- 
ces, neglected.  In  this  position  I  am  driven  to  the  alternative  of  begging  that  as  a  favour,  which  it  ought 
to  be  my  undoubted  right  to  demand,  or  of  assuming  that  as  a  right,  which  is  constantly  liable  to  be 
disputed. 

It  is  evident  that  without  such  returns,  very  great  difficulty  and  uncertainty  must  attend  my  judgment, 
and  estimation  of  the  improvement  and  efficiency  ofthe  school  itself,  and  exposes  me  to  the  risk  of  giving 
publicity  to  erroneous  statements,  from  my  liability  to  be  in  some  cases  misled  and  imposed  upon,  neither 
am  I  permitted  to  have  any  share  in  the  regulation  ofthe  discipline,  or  course  of  study  of  any  school — a 
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duty  which  the  law  vests  especially  in  the  Trustees — nor  have  I  any  power  to  hear  or  determioe  disputt 
between  parties  of  a  school,  although  such  are  very  often  referred  to  roe.  This  latter,  perhaps,  wou) 
be  no  enviable  duty,  but  when  taken  into  connexion  with  the  other  disabilities  above  alluded  to,  it  affon 
an  illustration  of  the  absence  of  that  authority  and  influence,  which  the  efficient  and  useful  exercise  i 
the  functions  of  a  Superintendent  of  Education  imperatively  calls  for. 

By  tho  Canadian  Law,  Teachers  receiving  public  bounty  are  obliged  to  keep  a  regular  Journal  for  the 
schools  respectively.  In  that  Province  also,  from  considerations  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  ut 
avoidable  distance  of  some  from  school,  necessity  of  assisting  in  agricultural  pursuits — disadvantages! 
childreu — equally  existing  here,  the  scholastlo  term  by  law  is  nine  months,  and  the  Superintendent  i 
schools  in  a  recent  communication  to  the  Government  of  that  country,  recommends  the  reduction  of  tb 
time  to  six  months. 

In  the  State  of  New  York,  which  contains  upwards  of  10,000  organized  schools,  the  schools  we. 
kept  open  last  year,  during  the  average  period  of  eight  months  throughout  the  year.  It  has  been  shew 
that  some  remote  Districts  are  yet  without  any  means  of  instruction — the  circumstances  of  the  settlers  beir. 
such,  as  not  to  admit  of  their  raising  a  sufficient  salary  for  an  approved  Teacher  for  a  full  year,  or  if  the 
do  this — of  sending  their  children  to  school  for  twelve  consecutive  months.  Now  if  encoaragement  wer 
held  out  to  Teachers  engaged  for  mot  months,  such  inhabitants  might  become  participants  of  the  benei 
of  the  instruction  from  which  they  are  now  excluded,  by  employing  Teachers,  during  that  part  of  th 
year  in  which  they  could  best  spare  their  children  from  assisting  in  the  labours  of  the  field. 

Two  or  three  conterminous  Settlements  might  thus  afford  constant  employment  to  one  Teacher,  wbr 
if  he  were  encouraged  by  enactment,  would  be  disposed  to  divide  his  services  equally  amongst  them.  B 
8uch  an  arrangement  as  this,  the  wheels  of  the  machine  of  Education  might  be  kept  continually  in  motior 
bringing  the  most  remote  and  most  isolated  localities  within  its  influence. 

Deeming  it  my  duty  by  all  legitimate  means  to  give  an  impulse  to  Education,  in  so  far  as  its  directioi 
and  application  were  committed  to  me-^I  formed  the  project  of  bringing  into  competition  at  central  statioD^ 
the  most  meritorious  of  the  pupils  of  the  nearest  adjoining  schools,  and  by  gradually  extending  my  open 
tions,  thus  bring  the  youthful  minds  of  the  Colony  into  emulous  collision.  I  have  not  been  enable 
to  extend  this  plan  to  all  the  principal  Districts  of  the  Island,  and  until  I  can  comprehend  the  whoi 
in  one  Report,  defer,  with  one  exception,  publishing  the  result  of  what  has  been  partially  efiected. 
add  only,  that  these  exhibitions,  so  far,  have  aflbrded  me  a  very  favourable  opportunity  of  being  able  ( 
judge  of  the  progress  of  the  children,  as  also  of  the  talents  and  endeavours  of  the  Teachers. 

With  regard  to  the  15th  section  ofthe  Act,  I  would  observe  that  greater  success,  and  more  lasting  beoel 
would  attend  my  exertions  in  the  duty  of  establishing  schools  in  localities,  where  such  have  either  DeT( 
existed,  or  where  they  have  been  so  long  discontinued,  that  the  houses  have  fallen  into  decay,  if  a  su 
cif  one  hundred  pounds  were  appropriated,  to  be  hereafter  strictly  accounted  for,  to  be  divided,  as  i 
assistance  in  favour  ofthe  poorer  and  smaller  Settlements,  for  the  building  of  school-houses  in  proportic 
to  the  population,  and  the  efforts  of  the  inhabitants.  Were  the  Government  to  advance  this  aid  io  tl 
first  instance,  I  feel  confident  it  would  be  met  with  a  corresponding  readiness  on  the  part  of  not  a  fe 
inhabitants,  who  cannot  by  any  other  argument  be  stimulated  to  exertion,  and  who  from  their  poverty,  the 
great  distance  from  town  markets,  and  other  disadvantages,  in  many  cases  really  are,  and  in  many  mon 
fancy  themselves,  unable,  without  some  foreign  aid  to  accomplish  this  object.  The  Canadian  La 
provides  that  Government  shall  pay  half  the  codt  of  erecting  school-houses  at  the  rate  of  Fifty  pound 
a  house,  and  in  rewarding  the  children  who  make  most  progress,   at  the  rate  of  ten  shillings  a  scboo 

While  Literary  societies  and  public  Libraries  for  the  improvement  of  the  adult  population,  are  estal 
lished  in  various  places,  it  would  be  well  not  to  overlook  the  utility  of  doing  something  towards  proeorio 
school  Libraries,  and  thus  early  commence  in  the   fight  way  and  place,  to  attain  the  ends  of  Educatioi 

For  want  of  this  advantage,  many  young  people  leave  school  after  the  attendance  of  years,  and  (} 
loss  of  time  and  money,  sadly  deficient  in  their  amount  of  general  or  correct  information.  In  or 
instance  only,  out  of  all  our  schools,  have  I  met    with  any  thing  like  a  school  Library,  and  such  Clas 
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books,  as  History,  Geography,  with  Atlases  and  Maps,  are  lamentably  scarce.  I  feel  assured  your  Board 
would  readily  superintend  the  formation  of  such,  by  the  selection  and  recommendation  of  the  most 
approved  and  indispensable  Books. 

With  respect  to  the  Branches  taught,  the  method,  discipline,  Sec,  I  can  only  recapitulate  the  informa- 
tion given  in  former  Reports  generally.  In  the  preceding  year  it  was  found  that  in  addition  to  learning 
the  simple  elementary  branches,  a  proportion  of  about  one  third  of  the  whole  learned  Grammar,  and 
not  more  than  a  tenth  any  higher  Branches.  This  year^  the  number  learning  Latin,  and  the  Mathematics 
in  the  country  schools,  is  nearly  double  tfiat  of  the  y^ar  previous. 

The  schools  in  Road  District  No.,  10  are  in  this  respect,  superior  to  those  of  any  other  District  in  the 
three  Counties.  In  the  schools  of  Belle  Creek,  Portage,  and  Orwell  Head,  severally,  Latin  and 
Practical  Mathematics  were  taught  with  success.  The  school  of  Point  Prim,  although  not  a  classical 
one,  has,  for  several  years,  sustained  a  character,  as  one  of  the  most  deserving  schools  in  the  county. 
It  is  now  vacant  by  the  Death  of  the  Teacher,  an  amiable  and  exemplary  young  man. 

The  Groorgetown  school  already  alluded  to,  bore  a  high  reputation  up  to  its  close,  for  the  extent,  no 
less  than  the  attractive  form,  of  the  instruction,  imparted  by  the  most  improved  method  ;  these  considera- 
tions mainly  induced  me  to  select  this  station,  as  one  of  the  first  wherein  to  assemble  the  select  pupils  jof 
the  adjoining  schools,  to  compete  at  a  general  examination.  From  the  unfavourable  season,  the  scholars 
of  firudenell  River  school  as  being  the  nearest,  were  alone  enabled  to  attend,  along  with  their  Teacher, 
and  af\er  a  long  and  minute  examination,  the  scholars  of  the  former  were  judged  superior  only  in  the 
rariefy  of  the  branches  learned,  and  in  general  information  :  while  the  latter  by  their  general  proficiency, 
and  correct  reading  and  orthography  gave  the  most  ample  evidence  of  their  own  capacity  to  learn,  and  of 
the  zeal  and  ability  of  their  Teacher — himself  at  one  time  a  pupil  in  the  Georgetown  school. 

I  cannot  omit  calling  your  attention  to  entries  which  I  find  in  the  Warrant  Book,  of  payments  made 
through  the  course  of  last  year  of  £10  each,  to  two  individuals  represented  as  Schoolmasters,  on  Lots  17 
and  65  respectively  who,to  my  knowledge,  never  taught  in  these  Settlements.— Some  mode  of  providing  against 
the  recurrence  of  such  frauds,  by  a  more  stringent  enactment,  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the  Legislature. 
For  all  other  details,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  following  Tabular  statement  and  remarks;  observing, 
that  the  total  number,  including  quarterly  and  transient  scholars,  who  have  entered  each  school  through- 
out the  year,  is  given,  and  not  the  average  regular  attendance,-  which  in  every  school,  must  fall  consider- 
ably below  that  number.

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DISTRICT  No.  1. 

Lots  1  &  2.~In  these,  as  in  all  the  Acadian  Schools  on  the  Island,  except  that  on  Lot  17  above  alluded  to,  instruction 
is  principally,  or  altogether,  conveyed  in  the  French  language.  A  few  read  English,  learning  it  through  the  medium  of 
translations;  they  are  useful  Schools,  being  the  only  Class  which  this  part  of  the  population  support,  who  still  retain 
a  prejudice  against  educating  their  children  at  a  mere  English  School. 

Lot  5,  Cascumpec. — The  best  2$chooI,  and  the  most  numerously  attended  in  this  District. 

Lot  11. — With  respect  to  the  two  Schools  in  this  Township,  the  first  has  shown  the  most  improvement  through  the  year, 
both  have  been  very  irregularly  attended,  to  which  cause  and  to  the  want  of  Books,  more  than  to  any  other,  I  believe,  is 
ovvini^  to  the  inferior  condition  they  present  when  compared  with  other  Schools  in  this  County.  The  School  of  this  Lot, 
atone  period  under  the  Teacher  first  mentioned,  was  superior  to  any  in  this  or  the  two  nearest  Districts. 

DISTRICT  No.  2. 

Lot  7. — This  School  has  for  several  years  proved  of  much  benefit  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  remote  Settlement,  who  are 
laudably  ambitious  to  provide  for  their  children,  all  the  education  their  means  will  allow.  It  is  hoped  the  projected  improve- 
ment in  the  Road  communication  of  this  quarter  will  bring  the  settlers  within  reach  of  many  advantages  from  which  they 
baye  been  long  shut  out.  The  School  is  under  the  charge  of  one  of  the  most  experienced  Teachers  in  the  Colony,  and 
wliost  renumeration  is  not  equal  to  the  length  nor  to  the  utility  of  his  services  in  the  cause  of  iiistruction. 

There  is  also  an  unlicensed  School  in  the  vicinity  which  has  not  yet  been  visited. 

Lot  12— The  School  at  this  Station,  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  inefficient  state,  but  in  justice  to  the  Teacher  it  must  be 
remarked  that  he  had  but  recently  succeeded  to  the  charge,  when  visited  last,  and  had  bad  but  little  opportunity  then,  of  effect- 
injr  any  improvement. 

Lot  13. — The  School  here  was  found  to  have  very  materially  improved,  especially  in  discipline  and  regularity  of  method 
under  the  present  Teacher. 

DISTRICT  No.  3. 

The  general  state  of  the  Schools  of  this  District  is  protiising.    One  of  the  best  schools— the  first  on  the  list,  at  Lot  16,  ha 
been  closed  since  my  last  visit.    To  the  schools  on  Lot  17, 1  have  already  referred  above. 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 

liOt  18. — 1st,  In  a  high  state  of  improvement  when  closed  last  Summer,  and  still  continues  vacant.  The  school  enumerat- 
ed 2d,  un  this  Township,  was  found  to  be  at  almost  every  examination,  the  best  attended  on  an  average  in  this  District.  The 
closing  of  this  very  efficient  and  useful  school  will  be  felt  as  a  severe  loss  by  the  portion  of  the  community  connected 
with  it. 

Lot  21. — At  this  station,  a  School  has  been  in  operation  nearly  a  vear,  and  the  children,  who,  with  scarcely  an  exception, 
commenced  in  the  Alphabet,  or  first  staare,  have  made  very  material  improvement.  The  Pupils  here  arc  educated  this  year  at 
a  much  lower  rate  than  in  most  other  country  schools,  from  the  circumstance  of  the  teacher  having  had  a  prospect  on  opening, 
of  obtaining  a  share  of  the  Glebe  Land  Fund,  in  aid  of  his  salary. 

DISTRICT  No.  6. 

Of  the  Schools  in  this  District,  it  may  be  observed  in  general,  that  they  are  of  unequal  character  in  point  of  usefulness  an^ 
improvement.  The  first,  on  Lot26  (Bedequs),  althouj^h  open  little  more  than  a  year,  under  the  present  teacher,  is  already  th® 
most  superior  one  in  the  District,  and  the  different  examinations,  which  were  always  attended  by  the  parents  and  friends  tr 
|he  Papils,  gave  proof  of  their  emulation  and  satisfactory  improvement,  and  of  the  assiduous  attention  and  zeal  of  the  teacher' 
The  second  school  in  this  Township  has  been  languishing  for  some  years,  without  that  improvement  visible,  which  ous;ht  to 
be  looked  for ;  by  the  irregular  attendance,  as  shewn  by  the  roll,  it  would  appear  that  the  desired  interest  in  education  is  not 
sufficiently  manifested  in  this  portion  of  the  Township. 

DISTRICT  No.  6. 

Lot  21. — The  best  School  in  this  District,  and  the  most  numerously  attended. 

Lot  22. — Attendance  most  irres:ular,  but  the  school  steadily  improving. 

Lot  23. — Removed  to  Cavendish  School  recentlv,  and  not  yet  examined. 

IM  24.-— This  and  the  School  at  Lot  21,  in  addition  to  their  Legislative  allowance,  have  received  small  grants  from  the 
Highland  Societv  as  premiums.     Grants  of  Books  to  twelve  schools  have  also  been  made  by  this  Societv. 

Lot  67. — The  School  here  has  not  been  long  open,  no  school  having  ever  been  established  in  this  locality  before.  It  has  now 
arrircd  at  a  very  improved  state. 

DISTRICT  No.  7. 

Lot  29. — ^The  first  School  in  this  Township  is  that  at  Crapaud,  referred  to  in  a  former  part  ofthis  Report,  With  the  ex' 
ceptiun  of  two  additional  schools  opened  in  Lot  31,  during  the  last  Summer,  the  general  condition  of  the  Schools  here,  dif' 
f^r^  little  or  nothin:r  from  the  state,  as  described  in  last  vear's  Report.  The  new  schools  opened  in  North  and  South  Wilt- 
Mire,  give  much  promise  severally  of  proving  a  boon  of  no  little  value  to  these  settlements.  The  latter  is  partly  supported 
from  the  funds  of  the  Church  Society,  and  by  the  use  of  the  uniform  series  of  the  Sunday  School  Class  Books,  promotes  the 
Jrnprovcmentin  reading  and  orthography  most  materially.  The  schools  at  York  River  Settlement,  Lot  32,  are  both  receiving 
r^Mic  aid, but  are  so  contiguous  (being  within  a  mile's  distance^)  that  one  school  would,  in  my  opinion,  bie  quite  sufficient  to 
educate  all  the  children  in  the  Settlement. 
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DISTRICT  No.  8,  inclading  Charlottetown. « 

Lot  33.— The  Teacher  who  conducted  the  School  at  Brackley  Point  for  some  Tears  with  mnch  acceptance,  has  lately  t^- 
moyed  to  the  school  at  New  London  Point,  which  has  not  yet  been  visited.  The  other  school  at  Brackley  Point  Road,  is 
also  open  under  the  teacher  of  the  last  year.  The  children  attending  this  school  are  remarkable  for  their  quickness  of  appre- 
hension  and  capacity  to  learn,  although  by  frequent  changing,  they  have  had  teachers  occasionally  very  inefficient.  The 
very  useful  institution  of  the  National  School  which  has  dispensed  the  blessings  of  Education  to  a  large  portion  of  the  poorer 
classes,  was  never  under  more  efficient  management,  than  at  the  present  moment ;  Scripture  reading  forms  a  prominent  put 
of  the  instruction  given  in  this  school.  A  School  at  which  the  lar^e  number  of  135  scholars  attended  last  year,  is  still  open, 
being  the  only  District  School  of  the  Town — Walter  Phelan,  Teacher — it  is  very  successfully  taught,  and  imparts  gratuitous 
instruction  to  a  large  portion  of  the  children  attending  it. 

DISTRICT  No.  9. 

The  first  School  on  Lot  34,  is  the  best  in  this  District,  and  equal  to  any  in  this  County,  in  every  thing  which  can  constitute 
a  good  school.  Several  young  men  who  have  received  their  education  under  this  teacher,  have  proved  to  be  among  the 
most  competent  and  successful  Schoolmasters  on  the  Island.  The  School  on  Lot  34,  at  Covehead  or  Stanhope,  althouj^h 
not  long  under  the  charge  of  this  District  Teacher^  is  in  an  efficient  state.  The  children  attend,  in  general,  in  this  Settle- 
ment very  regularly. 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 

Lot  48.— I  know  no  school  in  this  County  meriting  higher  praise  than  the  one  at  the  Cross  Roads'  Settlement  in  this  Town- 
ship. All  the  branches,  from  Practical  Mathematics  and  English  Grammar,  to  the  Alphabet,  are  equally  taught  witli  success. 
The  schools  on  Lots  49  and  50  are  also  well  conducted.  At  that  on  Mount  Mellick,  or  the  Central  one,  the  Pupils  atteod 
more  constantly,  and  it  is  consequently  the  most  superior  among  these  last  named. 

DISTRICTNo.il. 

This  District  is  the  best  supplied  with  the  means  of  education  of  any  in  this  County.  The  schools,  with  scarcely  an  ex- 
ception, are  conducted  with  zeal  and  success.  The  rudiments  of  the  Latin  Inn?uaee,  and  the  branches  of  Practical  Mathe- 
matics are  taught  in  three  of  the  schools  of  this  District.  The  two  schools  at  Belle  Creek  and  Flat  River,  which  were  taa?bt 
with  mnch  acceptance  during  the  past  and  preceding  year,  are  at  present  vacant,  the  teachers  being  now  engaged  in  fuitber 
prosecuting  their  own  studies. 

DISTRICT  No.  12. 

Lot  38. — This  School  is  the  most  advanced  in  improvement  in  this  District — the  scholars  would  do  credit  to  any  District  school 
on  the  Island.  This  improvement  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  labours  of  the  former  Teacher — the  present  one  having  only  verr  late- 
ly succeeded  to  the  charge.  The  school  at  Sl  Peter's  Bay,  Lot  40,  was  vacated  by  the  Teacher,  the  past  summer — it  was  dili^ot- 
]f  tauj^bt  up  to  that  time,  and  is  alluded  to  here,  principally  to  shew  the  great  destitution,  with  respect  to  schools,  of  so  popDloa< 
and  thriving  a  District  as  that  oi  St.  Peter's  Bay. 

DISTRICT  No.  13. 

The  residue  of  the  schools  in  this  District,  excepting  that  at  Rollo  Bay,  Lot  43,  are  comparatively  newly  established.  That  at 
Lot  42,  North  side,  is  especially  deserving  of  notice,  from  the  successful  blending  of  vocal  music  with  the  ordinary  branches  of 
instruction  taught,  a  plan  which  would  be  productive  of  the  best  results,  if  introduced  into  all  the  schools  of  the  Colony.  At  Bar 
Fortune,  Lot  43,  the  school  trom  some  mistake  with  respect  to  the  class  to  which  the  Teacher  belonged,  was  omitted  in  the  cooise 
of  the  first  visitation  this  year,  and  on  visiting  the  District  a  second  time,  was  found  to  be  temporarily  closed. 

DISTRICT  No  15. 

The  school  on  Lot  52,  is  the  best  conducted  in  this  District,  and  the  scholars  the  most  advanced. 

DISTRICT  No.  16. 

Lot  59. — This  school  opened  in  the  course  of  the  last  snmmer,  was  examined  in  presence  of  several  of  the  Tmstees  and  Farenf<: 
alihoogh  very  recently  established — the  state  of  the  school  gave  high  promise  of  improvement,  and  the  approved  method  of  teach- 
ing pursued  bids  fair  to  place  this  school  (if  continued  open)  speedily  at  the  bead  of  the  schools  of  this  District.  The  school  on 
Lot  61,  also  continues  in  successful  operation,  although  the  progress  is  very  mnch  retarded  for  want  of  School  Book?,  and  from  ir- 
regular attendance.  The  Teacher  is  one  of  the  most  faithful  in  the  District.  The  school  at  Murray  Harbour,  Lot  64.  partlr  sov 
tained  by  the  London  Colonial  Church  Society,  is  dispensing  the  blessings  of  Education,  to  a  large  number  of  children  in  ii5  vi- 
cinity. 80  children  attended  during  the  past  year,  but  so  irregularly,  that  the  average  attendance  of  each,  did  not  exceed  tbrtf 
months  in  the  year.

Thus  afler  a  carefal  and  minute  examination  of  the  last  CensuSi  and  as  correct  and  accurate  a  Return 
of  the  number  of  Schools  of  every  Class  and  description  open  during  the  past  year,  as  personal  observa- 
tion could  enable  me  to  make,    the  result  may  be  summed  up  as  above: — Central    Academy  1. — Com- 
mon Schools  of  every  Class  receiving  grants  of  public  money  116 — ^just  equal  to  all  the  Schools  of  the 
year  preceding. — Schools    receiving  no  public  money,  the  Teachers  being  unlicensed,  17. — Total,   134. 
Seminaries  of  all  grades,  dispensing  public  instruction  to  5272  pupils;  the  people  contptbuting  in  Fees,  &c., 
about  £5,540  and  the  Treasury  £1,544  16s.— Total   £7,084  16s.,  in  support  of  our  whole  Educational 
Establishment,  exclusive  of  the  grants  for  Books  and   repairs  done  to  the  Central  Academy  during  the 
past  year.     It  must  be  taken  into  account,  that  besides  the  increase  above  shown, — of  licensed  Teachers, 
fifteen  have  discontinued,  and  three  deceased  within  ihe  -past  year,  none  of  whom  are  enumerated   in 
this  Aeport.   In  order  to  exhibit  in  a  clear  view  the  number  of  Schools  in  each  Township,  the  proportion  of 
Schools  to  Inhabitants,  and  the  proportion  of  the  educated  to  the  uneducated,   in  every  Township  and 
District  of  the  Island,  separately  and  coHectively — I  have    arranged  the  Statistics  on  these  heads,  derived 
from  the  Census,  all  of  which  I  subjoin  for  your  inspection  by  way  of  an  Appendix,  and  thesum  of  the 
items    which  will  be  found  to    correspond   with  the  Total  result,  I  have  above  presented ;    I  have  only 
to  add,  that  the  foregoing  summation  shews,  that  in  1833,  each  School  received  an  annual  average  bounty 
of  £9  2s. ;  and  at  this  day,  after  a  lapse  of  twelve  years,  the  District  and  Primary  Schools  of  the  Island 
receive  only  an  average  share  each  of  £9  183.  yearly,  of  the  Public  Money.    Having  already  experienced 
the  benefit  of  this  encouragement,  and  feeling  the  necessity  for  continued  and  increased  support — the  public 
are  now  looking  forward  with   anxious  expectation  to  a  greater  extension  of  the  means  of  Education, 
<oinmen8urate  with  the  growth,  and  growing  resources  of  the  Colony.

Tuesday,  February  17,  1846. 

THE  General  Assembly  having  been,  by  Proclamation,  prorogued  to  this  day,  the 
Legislative  Comicil  met. 

PRESENT  : 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Jlttorney  General,  President ; 
The  Hon-  Mr.  Brecken^  The  Hon.  Mr.  Irving^ 

Mr.  Dalrymple,  Mr.  Rice,

The  President  acquainted  the  House  that  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
had  provisionally  appointed  Charles  Hensley,  Esquire,  by  Warrant,  bearing  date  the 
Thirteenth  day  of  February,  1846,  a  Member  of  this  House^  who  desires  to 
be  admitted. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Irving  and  Mr.  Rice  be  a  Committee  to  attend  Mr.  Hensley, 
and  see  him  qualified. 

Mr.  Irving  J  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  attend  Mr.  Hensley,  and  see  him  qua** 
lified,  reported,  that  they  had,  according  to  order,  attended  Mr.  Hensley,  who  took  the 
oaths,  in  presence  of  the  Lieutenant  GoverncMr. 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Hensley  was  then  introduced  between  Mr.  Irving  and  Mr.  Rice, 
and  took  his  seat. 

The  House  adjourned  during  pleasure. 

After  fiome  time,  the  House  formed. 

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and 
being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Ilod  received  His  Excellency's  com- 
mands to  desire  the  attendance  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  immediately,  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  with  their  Speaker,  having  attended  accordlingly,  His 
Excellency  was  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech  i^^^ 
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Mr.  President f  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ; 

Although  some  apprehension  has  been  created,  in  consequence  of  the  partial 
destruction  of  the  Potato  Crop,  upon  which  the  great  mass  of  the  community  so  much 
depend  for  sustenance,  yet.  Providence  having  blessed  this  Island  with  abundant  crops 
of  other  descriptions,  I  have  not  felt  it  necessary  to  call  for  your  services  in  your  Legis- 
lative capacity  until  the  present  period:  I  will  however,  take  this  oj^ortunity  of 
observing,  that  it  appears  to  me  very  advisable  to  invest  the  Executive  with  general 
power  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  Agricultural  produce  in  cases  of  threatened  scarcity » 
which  can  only  be  now  done  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  ;  it  might  therefore  be 
necessary  not  only  to  assemble  you  at  an  extremely  inconvenient  period,  but  most 
injurious  consequences  might  occur  to  the  Colony  before  you  could  meet  to  avert  them. 

I  recommend  to  your  notice  the  Criminal  Law  of  this  Colony,  as  it  applies  to  the 
crime  of  Burglary,  which,  under  any  circumstances,  can  only  be  punished  by  death.  I 
think  it  very  essential  that  this  Law  should  be  assimilated  to  that  of  Great  Britain,  by 
which,  sentence  of  death,  instead  of  being  passed,  may,  in  certain  cases,  bo  recorded. 
I  also  recommend  the  revision  of  the  Law  passed  in  the  last  Session  for  the  better 
prevention  of  Smuggling. 

I  must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  state  of  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Roads  and 
Bridges;  it  is  obvious  that  the  former  must  from  necessity  be  for  a  great  portion  of  the 
year,  in  an  extremely  bad  condition,  while  the  Statute  Labor  can  only  be  applied  at  one 
particular  period. 

I  have  also  to  repeat  the  observations  I  have  formerly  made  respecting  the  method 
of  paying  for  services  performed  upon  the  Roads  and  Bridges;  numerous  personal  appli* 
cations  have  been  made  to  me  during  the  past  year  of  inability  to  obtain  payment  from 
the  Road  Correspondent,  who  was  himself  unable  to  meet  the  demands,  because  be 
could  not  procure  money  for  the  Treasury  Warrants  placed  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose; 
individuals  have  travelled,  in  some  instances,  more  than  30  miles,  in  order  to  lay  their 
cases  before  me.  I  feel  that  you  will  exert  your  best  endeavours  to  relieve  this  hard 
working  and  indigent  class  of  the  population,  from  so  great  a  hardship  as  that  com- 
plained of. 

I  shall  cause  to  be  laid  before  you  the  Report  of  Commissioners,  whom  I  appointed, 
to  enquire  into  this  Department  of  the  public  service,  for  the  purpose  of  carrymg  out, 
more  fully,  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  as  expressed  to  me  in  their  Address 
last  Session. 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

I  shall  cause  the  Public  Accounts  to  be  laid  before  you  without  delay.  Although 
I  have  satisfaction  in  announcing  a  further  increase  of  the  Revenue,  yet,  in 
making  provision  for  the  services  of  the  current  year,  the  existing  state  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Colony  will  demand  your  serious  deliberation  ;  the 
large  amount  of  outstanding  Warrants,  so  disproportionate  to  the  present  re- 
sources of  the  Colony,  will,  I  fear,  ultimately  operate  to  weaken  public  confidence  in 
their  stability  ;  therefore,  as  the  due  maintenance  of  public  credit  is  essential  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  Colony,  it  is  my  obvious  duty,  not  only  again  to  urge  the  necessity  of 
confining  the  expenditure  within  the  limits  of  the  prospective  Revenue,  but  also  to 
reiterate  the  importance  of  adopting  some  efficient  measure  for  the  early  redemption  of 
the  liabilities  wnich,  a  previous  excess  of  expenditure,  has  imposed  upon  the  Colony. 
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Mr.  President i  and  Honorable  Oenikmen  of  the  Legielaiive  Council ; 
Mr.  Speaker f  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ; 

I  shall  lay  before  you  some  papers  connected  with  the  present  state  and  prospects 
of  the  Central  Academy.  I  am  satisfied  that  in  placing  this  subject  before  you, 
Honorable  Gentlemen,  and  Gentlemen,  I  shall  find  every  disposition  to  give  this  Insti- 
tution all  possible  support,  advancing,  as  it  undoubtedly  is,  into  a  high  literary 
reputation  under  the  care  of  the  present  Trustees,  and  the  very  able  Masters  to  whom 
they  have  entrusted  the  educational  duties  of  the  establishment. 

The  Lunatic  Asylum  and  House  of  Industry,  although  not  quite  finished,  is  in  a 
sufficiently  complete  state  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  has  been  erected.  I 
therefore  hope,  that  some  material  change  will  be  made  in  the  present  objectionable  sys- 
tem of  affording  relief  to  the  destitute. 

I  shall  take  an  early  occasion  to  lay  upon  your  tables,  several  necessary  documents, 
and  shall  be  always  ready  to  facilitate,  to  the  best  of  my  power,  the  labours  in  which 
you  are  about  to  engage. 

The  Speech  being  ended,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  His  Ex- 
cellency was  pleased  to  retire. 

Prayers  were  then  read* 

The  President  reported  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  being  read  by  the  Clerk~- 
Resolvedy  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 

Governor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day.

We,  tlie  Members  of  the  Legislative  Comicil,  in  Greneral  Assembly  convened,  tender 
to  your  Excellency  our  thanks  -for  the  Speech  with  Mrfaieh  you  have  opened  this  present 
Session  of  the  Legislature. 

We  join  with  your  Excellency  in  grateAil  acknowledgment  of  the  mercifhl  dispen- 
sation of  Divine  Providence,  which;  through  the  general  libUndaace  of  the  last  year's 
harvest,  was  pleased  to  shield  the  people  of  this  Island  from  thesUifering  which  might 
otherwise  have  ensued  to  them  from  the  failure  of  the  Potato  crop. 

We  think  it  advisable  that  the  Executive  should  be  invested  with  discretionary 
power  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  Agricultural  Prodttce,  in  cases  of  threatened 
scarcity. 

The  amendment  of  the  Criminal  Law,  and  also  of  that  against  StaiuggUng,  alladed 
to  by  your  Excellency,  shall  receive  our  earnest  atteirtion. 

We  shall  readily  unite  with  the  House  of  Assembly,  ija  any  well  considered  measure 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Laws  relating  to  Statute  Labour,  and  for  the  more*  conve- 
nient disbursement  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  service  of  Roads  and  Bridges. 

We  participate  in  the  satisfaction  expressed  by  your  Excellency,  at  the  continued 
advancement  and  efficiency  of  the  Central  Academy,  and  we  shall  be  willing  to 
promote  its  prosperity,  by  the  adoption  of  any  judicious  improvement  in  its  constitution. 
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That  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  If  ouse  of  Industry  is  so  nearly  completed,  is  matter 
of  thankfulness,  as  we  may  be  enabled  thereby  to  Concur  vntfi  the  House  of  Assembly, 
during  the  present  Session,  in  such  beneficial  changes  as  it  may  be  found  requisite  to 
make  in  the  mode  of  giving  relief  to  the  really  destitute. 

We  assure  your  Excellency  that  any  communication  you  may  think  fit  to  make  to 
us,  shall  receive  our  most  respectful  attention.

In  dueen's  County,  replies  have  been  received  from  Eight  persons,  who  are  of 
opinion,  that  there  will  be  no  surplus,  if  exportation  of  Grain  be  permitted,  and  from 
ten  persons,  who  are  of  opinion,  that  there  will  be  a  surplus. 

In  King's  County,  Eighteen  person«^  are  of  opinion,  that  there  will  be  no  surplus, 
and  Thirteen  are  of  opinion,  that  there  will  be  a  surplus. 

In  Prince  County,  answers  have  been  received  from  Eighteen  persons,  who  state 
there  will  be  no  surplus,  and  from  six  who  think  there  will  be  a  surplus — ^making 
altogether  Forty-four  persons,  who  think  there  will  be  no  more  than  a  sufficiency  of 
Grain  for  Seed  and  the  sustenance  of  the  population  until  the  ensuing  harvest,  and 
Twenty-nine  who  are  of  opiinion  that  exportation  of  Gi*ain  may  be  permitted.

A  Message  from  the  House  of  Assembly  by  Mr.  Rae**- 

The  House  of  Assembly  having  taken  into  consideration  the  Message  from  the 
Legislative  Council,  of  the  17th  of  March,  having  reference  to  the  sending  up  the  Ap- 
pro|»riation8  for  the  public  service  of  the  Colony,  and  the  Resolutions  accompanying 
that  Message,  declaring  that  *' The  Council  cannot,  consistently  ^ith  that  grave  re- 
sponcdbiUty  which  belongs  to  it,  coritiime  to  receive  the  annual  Appropriations  of  the 
Public  Revenue,  in  the  miusner  in  which  they  are  now  usuaHy  sent  up  to  the  Council 
by  the  House  of  Ass^nbly,"  have  resolved  unanimously,  That  t^e  Houefe  of  Assembly, 
after  careful  investigation,  are  unable  to  find  any  precedents  for  the  extraor^Moy  and 
unconstitutional  course  pursued  by  the  Legistative  Council,  in  calling  the  attention  of 
the  House  to  the  manner  of  sending  up  the  Appropriation  Bill  to  the  Couneir,  for  their 
concurrence. 

The  House  of  Assembly  would  suggest  to  the  Legislative  Council,  that  it  is  most 
unusual  for  the  Legislative  Council  of  a  Colony  to  point  out  to  the  Colonial  Assem- 
bly what  course  they. ought  to  pursue,  m  thte  discharge  of  thos^  duties,  which,  by  the 
constitution,  more  particularly  devolve  upon  the  representatives  of  the  people,  in  voting 
the  necessary  supplies  for  the  poMic-  service.

The  House  of  Assembly  are  of  opinion,  that  the  best  rule  for  deciding  questions  of 
right,  between  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature,  is  an  appeal  to  the  law  and  custom 
of  Parliament.  The  fittest  evidafice  of  those  usages,  is  a  reference  to  the  most  au- 
thentic precedents.  The  House  of  Assembly  have  minutely  examined  those  precedents^ 
and  feel  justified  in  declaring,  that  any  departure  from  them  involves  a  violation  of  the 
most  essential  principles  of  the  constituti<m,  and  must  be  attended  with  serious  detri- 
ment to  the  public  service. 

The  House  of  Assembly  must  also  remark,  that  the  practice  of  the  Imperial  Parlia* 
ment  with  regard  to  appropriations,  which  has  so  long  prevailed  in  this  Colony,  is  a 
part  of  the  constitutional  law  of  the  Island,  and  cannot  be  constitutionally  suspended, 
but  by  a  local  statute. 

The  House  see  no  reason  to  apprehend  the  interference  of  the  Imperial  Government, 
to  curtail  a  popular  right,  at  all  times  in  this  Colony  exercised  with  great  discretion. 

The  House  of  Assembly  therefore  deem  it  unnecessary  to  enter  upon  the  discussion 
of  a  question  of  undoubted  right,  but  refer  the  Legislative  Council  to  the  Resoluticms 
of  the  House  of  Assembly,  of  theSlli  of  May,  1827,  in  which  Resolutions,  the  views  of 
the  present  House  of  Assembly  are  fully  expressed  ;  and  also  to  the  despatches  of  the 
Right  Honorable  William  Huskisson,  of  the  20th  of  October,  1827 ;  of  Lord  John 
Russell,  of  the  31st  March,  1841 ;  and  of  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Stanley,  of  the 
1st  of  September,  1845,  as  conclusive  on  this  subject. 

The  House  of  Assembly  cannot,  however,  but  regard  with  deep  concern  and  regret, 
the  apparent  determination  evinced  by  the  Council,  not  to  receive  tne  *^  Appropriations'' 
for  the  current  year,  in  accordance  with  the  constitutional  practice,  which  has,  since 
the  year  1786,  been  acted  upon  with  advantage  to  the  public  service  in  this  Colony, 
and  which  is  correspondent  to  the  usages  of  the  Imperial  Legislature ;  particularly  as 
such  determination  is  calculated  to  intercept  those  Supplies  to  Her  Majesty,  which  the 
exigencies  of  the  public  service,  this  year,  above  all  others,  imp^atively  require,  and 
which  the  Representatives  of  the  people  of  this  Colony  have  willingly  granted. 

The  consequences  to  the  poor  and  destitute  Tenantrv,  and  others  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Colony,  fbr  whose  support  the  House  of  Assembly  has,  during  the  present  Ses*- 
sion,  made  a  large  appropriation,  cannot  fail  to  enhance  the  regret  of  the  House  of 
Assembly,  at  the  determination  of  the  Council  to  reject  the  Appropriation  Bill ;  and 
which  act  of  the  Council  will  have  the  effect  of  depriving  those,  for  whose  benefit  it  waB 
intended,  of  the  relief  the  House  of  Assembly  have  felt  themselves  called  upon  to  afford. 
Should  the  Legislative  Council,  therefore,  adhere  to  the  determination  implied  in  their 
Resolution,  sent  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  the  responsibility  attending  the  loss 
of  the  Appropriation  Bill,  will  alone  rest  with  the  Legislative  Council.  Nevertheless, 
great  as  the  sufferings  of  the  people  may  be,  and  detrimental  to  the  public  interests  as 
such  a  Resolution^  on  the  part  of  the  Legislative  Council,  cannot  fail  to  prove  to  the 
Colony,  yet  the  House  of  A  ssembly  consider  that  they  could  not,  without  a  departure 
from  the  most  essential  principles  of  the  Constitution,  and  betraying  the  trust  imposed 
in  them  by  the  People  they  represent,  suffer  any  consideration  to  induce  them  to  yield 
to  the  unconstitutional  demands  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

The  House  of  Assembly  would  remind  the  Legislative  Council,  that  they  appear  to 
have  lost  sight  of  an  important  fact  in  the  Constitutional  rights  of  British  subjects, 
namely  :  that  the  sole  power  of  raising  and  appropriating  money,  is  a  right  inherent  in 
the  people,  independent  of,  and  antecedent  to,  Legislative  forms,  which  only  render  that 
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right  more  practicably  applicable  to,  the  dispatch  of  public  buBinesB,  by  delegating  it 
for  a  time,  to  their  representatives.  The  House  of  Assembly,  therefore,  being  directly 
responsible  to  the  people  for  their  Constitutional  rights,  which  they  exercise,  a»d  forthe 
use,  or  abuse  of  their  delegated  authority  ;  and  recognizing  no  such  responsibility  in 
the  Legislative  Council,  are  not  prepaj^d  to  admit  the  demand  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, to  interfere  in  any  manner  with.tbe  initiation  of  money  votes^  the  manner  of  their 
appropriation,  or  the  form  in  which  the  House  of  Assembly  may  deem  it  advisable  to 
send  up  the  Appropriation  Bills  to  the  Legislative  CounciL"

The  Order  of  the  Day  fpr  the  considerajtjoi^:  of  the  Message  from  the  House  of 
Assembly  on  the  subject  of  the  mode  of  sending' up  the  Appropriations  of  the  Public 
Revenue,  being  read,  the  House  went  into  the  Order  of  the  Day,  when  Mr.  Solicitor 
General  submitted  the  following  Resolution,  yiz :. — 

*'The  Legislative  Council  having, h^d  under  itfe  consideration  the  message  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  of  Saturday  the  4;th  day  of  April,  on  the  subject  of  the  mode  of 
sending  up  the  Appropriatibn^'froia  the  Assembly. to  the  Council, 

^^ Resolved  That  the  Co.uncil.learns  with  deep  regret,  that  the  House  of  Ass6rably 
declines  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Council  in  this  important  matter. 

"  The  Council  would  remark,  that  a  better  rule  for  deciding  disputed  questions  of  right 
between  the  twq  Houses  of  the  Legislat;ure^,than  that  suggested  by  the  House  of  As- 
sembly, may  be  found  by  examination  of  the  application  of  the  law  and  custom  of  the 
Imperial  ParHament,  which  is  made  in  older  Colohies,  under  similar  circumstances. 

'*  The  Council  has  cai-efully  considered  the*  Despatches  of  the  Right  Honorable 
W.  Huskisson,  of  Lord  JTohn  Russell,  fu^d  ofij^ord  Stanley,  referred  to  by  the  House 
of  Assembly,  and  which  that  House  appears  to'  deem  conclusive  in  its  tavor.  The 
Council  does  not  presume- to  question  thie  siujcerity  of  the  reliance  which  the  Assembly 
seem  to  place  on  these  Despatches,,  although  it- i^  unabie  to  comprehend  how  the  persual 
of  them  could  terminate  in  a  censtj-uetion  oCth^^  meaning  so  adverse  to  that  which  the 
Council  entertains,' and  which  the  Council  fully  believes,  to  be  altogether  in  favour  of  the 
right  claimed  by  it. 

''The  Council  is;  at  the  same  time,  aware,  that  wKen  two  parties,  entertaining  differ- 
ent opinions,  appeal  to  the  same  authorities  fort  confiucmation.  of  their  views,  but  unhap- 
pily arrive  at  opposite  conclusions^  that  sachidifi!!^ence  c^n  only  be  settled  by  a  resort 
to  some  highe;:  tribunal.  That  higher  tribunal,  and  the  only  one  folly  competent  to  the 
decision  in  the  present  instance^  the  Coun<^  conceives  to  be  the  Sovereign  :  by  whose 
decree  all  disputes  between  different  hraijiches  of  the  Ci^fiial  Legislatures,  relacting  to 
their  respective  rights  and  privileges  (not  capable  of  aijostmeht  between  themselves) 
must  be  eventually  settled.

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^^  The  Council  is  deeply  concerned  for  the  inconvenience  which  a  strict  adherence, 
on  the  part  of  either  Hoi}»e,  to  the  determination  expressed  in  their  respective  Resolu^ 
tions,  might  occasion  to  the  Country ;  and  is  willing  to  resort  to  any  expedient,  and  to 
adopt  any  middle  course  that  may  avert  so  serious  an  infliction*  Actuated  by  these 
motives,  and  perceiving  that  the  Assembly  appeals  to  documents,  on  which  the  Council 
also  str9ngly  relies  (without  presuming  to  aslc  forr^greater  consideration  of  its  construc- 
tion of  the  Despatches  alluded  tQ,  that  it  is  willing  to  accord  to  that  put  upon  them  by 
the  Assembly)  the  Council  proposes  to  abandon  the  determination  expressed  in  its 
message  of  the  17th  day  of  March  last,  provided,  that  the  Assembly  will  agree  to  the

"  That  the  Council  shall  proceed  to  embody  in  an  Addrdss  to  Her  Majesty,  its  rea- 
sons for  seeking  to  establish  a  different  mode  of  sending  up  the  Appropriations. 

^^  That  the  Assembly  shall  also  embody  in  an  Address  to  Her  Majesty,  its  reasons 
for  resisting  the  wishes  of  the  Legislative  Council  in  this  matter. 

^'  That  both  Houses  shall  proceed  further  to  pass  Resolutions,  expressing  their  d^e^ 
mination  to  regulate  their  future  practice  by,  and  in  accordance  with,  Her  Majesty's 
decision. 

'^  Upon  the  Assembly's  assent  to  this  proposal,  the  Council  will  enter  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Appropriation  Bill,  for  this  Session,  in  its  present  form. 

'^  The  allusion  made  in  the  Resolutions  of  the  House  of  Assembly  to  the  responsibility 
attaching  to  the  Council,  if  the  Appropriation  Bill  should  be  lost,  will  not  influence  or 
intimidate  the  Council  to  abandon  or  shrink  in  the  slightest  decree  from  the  responsi* 
bilities  which  the  faithful  and  conscientious  discharge  of  its  high  and  important  duties 
may  impose.  At  the'  same  time,  it  would  suggest,  that  should  the  House  of  Assembly 
decline  to  cojjcur  in  the  proposal  now  made  to  it,  and  thereby  compel  the  Council  to 
reject  the  Appropriation  Bill,  all  the  evils  attendant  thereon  will  be  justly  attributable

^^  With  respect  to  the  observation  made  in  the  Message  of  the  House  of  Assembly, 
asserting  the  discretion  with  which  the  Appropriations  have  heretofore  been  made,  the 
Council  must  express  its  inability  to  recognize  any  marks  of  that  discretion  in  the  pre- 
sent embarrassed  state  of  the  fiuiances  of  the  Colony. 

^'  The  Council  cannot  conclude,  without  remarking,  that  the  denial  of  the  right  of  the 
Council  to  interfere  with  the  initiation  of  money  votes,  contained  in  the  l^st  paragraph 
of  the  Message  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  seems  unnecessarily  intcodueed ;  the  Coun- 
cil neither  claiming,  nor  wishing  to  interfere  with  the  initiation  of  money  votes :  its  claim 
being  limited  to  the  desire  to  have  the  Appropriations  submitted  to  it,  in  such  a  form  as 
may  enable  it  conveniently  to  consider  the  proprietv  and  wisdom  of  their  disposal,  and 
that  it  may  check  any  lavish  and  uniiecessaiy  expenditure  of  the  public  money — a  right

The  House  of  Assembly  does  not  feel  itself  called  upon  to  consult  the  convenience 
of  the  Council,  by  the  surrender  of  its  most  essential  and  fundamental  rights  in  mat- 
ters of  Supply,  as  expressed  in  the  Message  of  the  2d  instant,  communicated  to  the 
Council. 

In  regard  to  the  reference  to  the  Imperial  <^ovemment,  proposed  by  the  Legislative 
Council  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  the  latter  body  have  to  remark  first,  that  the 
matter  has  been  frequently  brought  before  the  Imperial  Government,  and  that  their 
opinion,  appears  to  the  House  of  Assembly^  to  be  in  favour  of  that  procedure  to  which 
tne  present  House  adheres,  namely,  the  Ibng  established  use. 

Secondly,  that  if  the  Legislative  Council  consider  thefe  is  any  ambiguity,  in  tliai 
opinion,  the  House  of  Assembly  can  offer  no  objection  to  the  Legislative  Council 
making  application  to  have  such  ambiguity  cleared  up. 

Thirdly,  that  to  expect  the  present  House  of  Assembly,  by  one  of  the  last  Acts  of 
their  last  Session,  to  refer  as  if  of  doubtful  right  or  utility,  a  practice  which  has  been 
successively  used  as  a  right  by  preYious  Houses  of  Assembly,  for  the  last  Fifty  years. 
and  which  though  occasionally  challenged,  was  never  abandoned — appears  to  the 
House  of  Assembly,  unreasonable. 

Fourthly,  that  if*  the  Imperial  Gov.emment,  shall  on  the  request  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  entertain  the  matter,  and  shall  pronounce  an  opinion,  that  the  Legislative 
Council  ought  to  have  the  powers  they  demand,  and  by  Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament, 
shall  enforce  that  opinion;  it  will  be  fdr  the  ftiture  House  of  Assembly  to  adopt  such 
procedure  as  it  may  dieem  expedient.  ' 

Fifthly,  in  regard  to  the  few  instances  recurring  between  the  years  1805,  and  1810, 
wherein  sundry  items  of  Appropriation,  were  sent  up  separately  to  the  Council  for 
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their  concurrence,  the  House  of  Assembly  have  to  remark,  that  these  were  Appro- 
priations solely  out  of  the  permanent  Revenue,  over  which  the  House  of  Assembly 
then  exercised  no  control. 

Sixthly,  in  regard  to  the  tnght  always  acceded  to  Colonial  Legislative  Councils, 
as  alleged  by  the  Legislative  Council,  the  House  of  Assembly  cannot  admit  this  to  be 
the  fact ;  but  believe  that  on  examination  of  the  procedure,  of  all  the  Colonies  having 
two  Legislative  Bodies,  it  will  be  found  rather  the  exception  than  the  rule,  in  particu- 
lar the  Colony  of  Jamaica,  has  long  followed  the  same  procedure  of  the  Assembly  of 
this  Colony,  and  the  United  Colony  of  the  Canadas,  whose  peculiar  situation,  and 
whose  reception  of  a  new  Constitution,  tended  to  induce  a  searching  examination,  into 
the  privileges  of  the  Representative  Branch,  adopted  at  their  first  meeting  in  1841, 
the  following,  as  one  of  their  standing  Orders  : — 

^^  That  all  Aids  and  Supplies,  granted  to  Her  Majesty  by  the  Legislature  of 
Canada,  are  the  sole  gifl  of  the  Assembly  of  this  Province,  and  all  Bills  for  granting 
such  Aids  and  Supplies  ought  to  begin  with  the  Assembly,  as  it  is  the  undoubted 
right  of  the  Assembly  to  direct,  limit  and  appoint  in  all  such  Bills,  the  ends,  pur- 
poses, considerations,  conditions,  limitations  and  qualifications  of  such  grants,  which 
are  not  alterable  by  the  Legislative  Council." 

Therefore  unanimously.  Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Assembly  leave  the  Appro- 
priation Bill  with  the  Council,  together  with  the  ill-consequences  that  may  attend  the 
not  passing  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  Resolution,  be  communicated  by  Message  to  the 
Legislative  Council.

The  Honorable  Mr.  Haviland,  Colonial  Secretary,  informed  the  House  that  he  >vajf 
directed  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  lay  before  the  House  the  fol- 
lowing written  Message,  signed  by  His  Excellency : 

H.  V,  HUNTLEY,  Lieut.  Governor. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  oblserves  with  regret  the  differences  which  exist  between  the  Houses  of  the 
Legislature,  as  to  the  method  of  sending  up  the  Bill  of  Appropriations  for  the  consideration  of  the  Le- 
gislative Council. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  also  laments  that  the  conciliatory  proposals  of  the  Legislative  Council  have 
failed  to  effect  even  a  temporary  adjustment  of  these  differences  ;  therefore,  without,  in  any  degree  in- 
tending to  pronounce  any  opinion  whatever  upon  the  merits  of  the  course  adopted  by  either  House  of 
Legislature,  as  applying  to  the  general  question  in  dispute,  he  feels  it  to  be  his  duty,  at  this  juncture,  so 
far  to  interfere,  as  to  represent  to  the  Legislative  Council  the  very  serious  affliction  which  would  probably 
fall  upon  the  less  affluent  mass  of  the  people,  if  the  Bill  of  Appropriations  shotild  be  rejected,  containiDg 
as  it  does,  a  grant  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  Seed  for  raising  future  Crops,  as  well  as  for  providing  the 
means  of  present  subsistence  to  such  as  may  be  in  positive  destitution. 

Having  placed  this  view  before  the  Legislative  Council,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  can  only  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  Bill  of  Appropriations  in  its  present  shape  ;  and  he  accompanies  this  recommendation 
with  the  assurance  of  exercising  with  strict  impartiality,  his  best  endeavours  to  effect  a  settlement  of  the 
question  with  justice  to  all  parties,  by  immediately  laying  the  respective  claims  and  proceedings  of  the 
two  Houses,  before  the  Right  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  attended  by  an  urgent 
request  that  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  delineate  some  measure  that  may  tend 
to  a  satisfactory  termination  of  the  disputes,  which  have,  on  this  subject,  so  frequently  agitated  this  Colony.

The  Conimittee  further  remark,  that  there  are  only  £950  to  meet  the  eontingent  expenses  of  the  6o« 
Temment,  which  sum  is  barely  adequate  to  such  demands  on  it  as  may  be  considered  strictly  of  an 
ordinary  nature,  without  contemplating  any  accidents  requiring  imm^iate  expenditure,  as  the  carrying 
away  of  or  injuring  Bridges  by  floods,  &c.  &lz.^  or  indeed  any  ejpgency  tfaitt  may  arise  in  any  department 
of  the  public  serrice.

Resolved,  That  under  the  particular  circumstances  of  the  Country,  the  Council  has 
been  induced  to  pass  the  Bill  of  Appropriation. 

Resolved,  nevertheless,  That  Her  Majesty's  Legislative  Council  consider  the 
claim  which  they  have  made,  to  receive  votes  of  appropriation  in  seperate  items,  to  rest 
on  the  very  best  grounds  : — These  grounds,  however,  in  their  nature  are  not  susceptible 
of  any  great  variation  from  those  heretofore  adduced  by  the  predecessors  of  the  present 
Council,  when  advancing  similar  pretensions.  It  may,  however,  be  necessary  to  give 
them  a  brief  recapitulation ;  and  for  this  purpose  they  beg  to  refer  to  the  Royal  In- 
structions,  under  which  the  constitution  enjoyed  in  this  Island  was  organized.  These 
instructions  were  addressed  to  Lieutenant  Governor  Patterson,  and  bear  date  the  4th 
day  of  August,  1769  ;  and  it  appears  in  them,  that  after  setting  forth  the  various  con- 
stituent parts  of  the  Government  of  this  Island,  and  defining  their  respective  duties,  as 
well  Juaiciary  and  Executive,  as  those  of  a  Legislative  character,  the  following  word& 
are  made  use  of,  and  are  contained  in  the  17th  Section  thereof: — 

"  The  greatest  care  shall  be  taken  that  no  colour  or  pretence  be  given  for  the  as- 
sumption of  any  powers  or  privileges  by  the  said  Lower  House  of  Assembly,  or  House 
of  Representatives,  which  have  not  been  allowed  to  Assemblies  in  other  Colonies.  " 
And  they  then  proceed  to  set  forth,  in  Section  18,  that  reference  in  all  cases  of  doubt  or 
difficulty  must  be  made  to  the  instructions  under  which  the  Legislative  bodies  in  Nova 
Scotia  were  constituted.  On  reference  to  which  instructions,  which  bear  date  the  18th 
March,  1756,  will  be  found  the  following  words: — 

''  Whereas  the  Members  of  several  Assemblies  in  the  plantations,  have  frequently 
assumed  to  themselves  privileges  in  no  ways  belonging  to  them,  &/C.  &c. 

"  And  others  have  taken  upon  them  the  sole  framing  of  money  bills,  refusing  to  let  the 
Council  alter  and  amend  the  same;  all  which  practices  are  very  detrimental  to  our 
Royal  Preogative;  if  upon  your  calling  an  Assembly  in  our  province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
you  find  them  insist  upon  any  of  the  said  privileges,  you  ^re  to  signify  unto  them  that  it 
is  our  express  will  and  pleasure,  &c.  &.c.*' 

**  And  it  is  our  express  will  and  pleasure  that  the  Council  have  the  same  power  of 
framing  money  bills  as  the  Assembly." 

From  these  extracts  It  appears  to  the  Council,  that  nqt  only  heretofore,  but  at  the 
present  moment,  the  words  used,  taken  in  connection  with  the  mode  now  in  use,  of 
i^ending  up  votes  of  appropriation  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  Nova  Scotia,  to  the 
Council  of  that  Province,  strictly  enjoin  and  appoint  the  practice  which  the  Legislature 
of  this  Island  is  bound  by,  and  to  which  the  Council  claim  to  conform.  That  the 
practice  was  that  formerly  in  use  in  this  Colony,  the  Council  think  is  clearly  shown  by 
reference  to  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assemblv,  from  1803  to  1810.  It  has  been 
n^lleged  that  the  practice  which  the  House  of  Assembly  claims  to  adhere  to,  resembles 
more  nearly  that  in  use  in  the  Imperial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  than  that  in  use  in 
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any  other  Colonial  Government.     The  Council  fail  tt>  recognize  any  such  principle  of 
resemblance.     In  the  Imperial  Houses  of  Legislature,  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  in- 
troduce  all  votes  on  the  subject  of  supply,  or  appropriation;  whilst  in  this  Colony  there 
exists  no  analogous  body  or  person  to  perform  this  duty.     Neither  do  the  Council  re- 
cognize, that  in  any  of  the  Colonies  under  the  Uritish  Crown,  there  is  any  precedent  for 
the  manner  in  use  on  this  head  in  this  Legislature;  but  rather  that  the  custom  here  stands 
alone,  and  is  as  it  were  an  anomaly  in  the  history  of  Colonial  Legislation.    That  the  sys- 
tem now  pursued  has  been  reluctantly  submitted  to  by  preceding  Legislative  Councils 
in  this  Island,  is  sufficiently  evinced  by  a  reference  to  the  Journals  of  both  the  Council 
and  Assembly  in  the  years  1827,  1840,  and  1845,     The  present  Council  is  ignorant  of 
the  reasons  which  induced  the  Council  in  1840,  to  forego  its  claim,  or  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  to  neglect  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  Lord  John  Russell,  dated  Sep- 
tember, 1840.     The  Council,  if  they  should  be  reminded  that  their  present  undisputed 
right  of  rejecting  an  entire  Bill  of  Appropriation,  is  a  right  adequate  to  the  protection 
of  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  Colony,  must  reply  :  That  such  a  proceeding  involves 
every  interest  in  much  greater  difficulties  than  the  exercise  of  the  right  which  they  now 
claim  ;    whilst,   practically,  it  is   of  little   real  utility,  as  is  evinced  by  thfe  fact  that 
though  a  majority  of  their  body,  in  the  session  of  1845,   agreed  to   address  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  requesting  his  interference  to  put  in  effect  Lord  John  Russell's  Des- 
patch,  before  referred  to  ;    yet,  on  the  bringing  up  of  the  Bill  of  Appropriation  in  the 
same  Session,  it  was  allowed  to  pass,  through  the  unwillingness   of  part  of  the  same 
majority  to  intercept  the  public  service,  although  there  were  items  in  it  which  appeared 
to  them  of  an  exceptionable  character  ;  and  thus  a  practical  illustration  was  afforded 
that  the  system  now  in  use  is  an  injurious  one.     It  must  further  be  apparent  that  the 
rejection   by  the  Council,   of  one   item,  however  objectionable,  should  the  Assembly 
disagree  to  such  rejection,   involves  the  loss  of  the  whole  Bill,  and  the  entire  derange- 
ment of  all  branches  of  the  public   service,  and  the  various  public  and  private  interests 
dependent  thereon.     It  is  further  necessary  to  notice  that  the  present  system  occasions 
the  appropriations  to  be  sent  up  entire  in  the  Bill,  so  near  the  end  of  the  session  every 
year,  that  the  Council  is  thereby  deprived   of  both  the  time  and  opportunity  of  givin? 
them  that  calm  and  deliberate  attention  which  their  importance  demands.

Dissentient — Because  Governor  Patterson,  in  hisopening  Speech,  delivered  to  both 
Houses,  at  the  first  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  held  in  this  Colony,  addressed 
them  in  the  following  words : — 

"  As  this  is  the  first  General  Assembly  which  hath  ever  met  in  this  Island,  you  will 
find  it  necessary  to  make  many  rules,  orders,  and  forms,  for  the  regulation  of  your  pro- 
ceedings, which  I  recommend  to  be  the  first  business  you  take  up,  and  that  you  will  be 
governed  in  it,  as  far  as  situation  and  circumstances  will  allow,  by  the  rules,  orders, 
ai}d  forms,  which  have  for  so  many  ages,  and  to  so  high  a  pitch  of  glory,  conducted  the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain. '* 

And  the  present  practice  of  sending  up  the  Money  Bills,  we  conceive  to  be  in  strict 
accordance — so  far  as  the  situation  and  circumstances  of  the  Colony  will  allow — with 
the  rules,  orders,  and  forms  observed  in  the  Imperial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
thereby  carrying  into  effect  the  recommendation  of  Governor  Patterson ;  and  because, 
in  our  opinion,  such  practice  has  been  in  no  way  detrimental  to  the  public  interests. 

Because  the  Despatch  from  the  Risht  Honorable  William  Huskisson,  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies,  dated  the  20th  day  of  October,  1827,  to  Lieutenant  Governor 
Ready,  which  is  herein  embodied,  in  our  opinion  supports  and  affirms  the  present  practice 
as  a  constitutional  one,  and  was,  we  believe,  acquiesced  in  as  such  by  the  Council,  until 
the  Session  of  1839.  And  because  since  the  receipt  of  that  Despatch,  we  conceive 
nothing  has  occurred  which  warrants  the  attempt  now  made  to  change  a  practice  which, 
in  our  opinion,  has  been  in  no  way  detriQiental  to  the  public  service. 

"  Downing  Street,  20th  October,  1827. 
''  Sir  ; 
"  With  reference  to  your  Despatch,  on  the  15th  of  May,  No.  9,  addressed  to  Lord 
Bathurst,  upon  the  subject  of  the  unfortunate  misunderstanding  which  has  taken  place 
between  His  Majesty's  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  of  Pnnce  Edward  Island,  I 
have  to  express  my  sincere  regret  that  any  subject  should  have  occurred  to  disturb  the 
harmony  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature,  whose  mutual  good  understanding  is  so 
essential  .to  the  best  interests  of  the  Colony.  The  subject  matter  of  the  difference,  too, 
is  unfortunately  one  upon  which  the  pertinacious  adherence  of  both  parties  to  what  they 
respectively  consider  as  matter  of  abstract  right,  must  put  an  entire  stop  to  the  business 
of  the  administration,  and  plunge  the  Colony  into  irretrievable  difficulties. 

'<  You  will,  therefore,  do  well  to  express  to  His  Majesty's  Council  the  regret  with 
which  I  learn  that  they  have  thought  fit  now,  for  the  nrst  time,  to  act  upon  a  claim  of

at  least  doubtful  right,  which  has  beeninore  prudently  suflfered  hkherto  to  lie  dormant, 
and  which  in  its  nature  it  ^s  not  very  easy  to  reconcile  to  the  principles  of  the  British 
Constitution. 

**  On  the  other  hand,  you  will  take  an  early  opportunity  britti|)ressing  upon  the  House 
of  Assembly,  the  vital  importslnce  to  the  Colony  of  the  most  friendly  and  confidential 
intercourse  between  themselves  and  His  Majesty's  Council,  and  you  will  earnestly  re- 
commend to  their  adoption  such  a  temperate  and  conciliatory  course,  as  may  preserve 
the  Colony  from  those  fatal  consequences  which  a  rupture  between  the  two  branches 
cannot  fail  to  produce  to  those  for  whom  they  sit  as  Representatives,  and  whose  interest 
it  is  their  first  duty  to  uphold.

May  it  please  Your  Excellency  ; 

On  behalf  of  Her  Majesty's  faithful  Commons  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  I  have  now  to  present  the 
several  Bills  of  Aid  and  Supply^  voted  to  Her  Majesty,  during  the  present  Session,  to  which  I  have 
humbly  to  request  your  Excellency's  assent. 

An  Act  to  provide  Seed  and  Food  for  certain  Settlers,  and  to  regulate  the  distribution 
thereof,  and  mode  of  re-payment. 

An  Act  for  raising  a  Revenue. 

An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  several  Acts  relating  to  Dogs,  and  the  Taxation 
thereon. 

An  Act  relating  to  certain  Surplus  Moneys  arising  from  the  Sales  of  Land  proceeded 
against  for  Land  Tax,  and  to  provide  for  the  re-payment  of  the  same,  when  legally 
claimed  by  the  Owners  thereof. 

An  Act  to  facilitate  the  intercourse  between  this  Island  and  the  Provinces  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  New  Brunswick. 

An  Act  to  continue  an  Act  to  make  and  keep  in  repair  the  Pumps  and  Wells  of 
Charlottetown,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to  repeal  a  certain  Act  therein  mentioned.

To  each  of  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased,  in  Her  Majesty's  name,  to  give  his 
assent. 

And  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to  both  Houses 

Mr.  President y  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  ; 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentelmen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ; 

I  cannot  relieve  you  from  the  duties  in  which  you  have  been  engaged,  without  expressing  the  gratifi* 
cation  I  feel  in  the  suspension  of  those  differences,  which,  had  the  respective  Houses  adhered  to  them, 
would  have  caused  much  embarrassment,  and  probably  much  distress  amongst  those  who  may  be  sufTeriDg 
under  the  present  diminution  of  the  means  of  subsistence  in  this  Colony  ;  at  the  same  time,  when  each 
party  seems  so  confident  in  the  rectitude  of  their  respective  views,  and  when  each  sees  support  of  these 
views,  in  the  same  documents,  it  becomes  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  proposal  to  refer  the  question  foT 
the  decision  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  was  rejected ;  by  such  a  course,  the  harmonious  co-operation  of 
the  two  Houses  would  have  remained  undisturbed,  and  a  case  which  has  been  for  years  the  fertile  ground 
of  dispute,  for  ever  disposed  of. 

The  alterations  in  the  Act  for  the  regulating  of  the  Militia,  will,  I  hope,  tend  to  render  that  force  more 
effective,  should  circumstances  call  for  its  active  employment. 

Mr.  Speaker f  and  Gentlemen  qfthe  House  qf  Assembly  ; 

In  acknowledging  the  Supplies  which  have  been  granted  for  the  public  service,  I  have  to  observe,  and 
with  regret,  that  no  portion  of  the  Revenue  for  the  current  year,  has  been  specially  set  apart  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  debt  now  arrived  at  more  than  £30,000;  this  tends  to  the  continuance  of  a  heavy  interest 
charge  upon  the  narrow  resources  of  the  Colony. 
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With  i^gard  to  the  several  Addresses  confided  to  me  by  your  House,  I  shall  have  much  pleasure  ia 
transmitting  them  by  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Qentlenien  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 
Mr.  Speaker,  a7id  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

It  is  a  cause  of  surprise  to  me,  that  the  glaring  defect  which  I  pointed  out  in  the  *^  Act  for  the  better 
prevention  of  Smuggling"  remains  uncorrected  ;  the  Act  contains  probably  the  only  instance  on  record, 
of  persons  entrusted  with  the  duties  of  the  preventive  service  being  rendered  legally  irresponsible,  and 
beino*  further  allowed  the  uncontrolled  disposal,  for  their  own  peculiar  use,  of  the  ppoceeds  of  all  seizure^^ 
they  may  make ;  should  the  existence  of  this  Act  be  known  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Colony,  I  have  no 
doubt  of  an  enlargement  in  the  Smuggling  Trade  to  this  Island,  which,  although  before  attended  by 
natural  facilities,  was  not  legally  encouraged  by  human  art. 

During  the  period  that  will  intervene,  from  this  tin^e  to  that  of  the  harvest,  I  rely  upon  your  carefully 
examining  into  any  claims  for  relief  which  may  come  before  you,  arising  out  of  the  apparent  destruction  of 
much  of  the  produce  forming  the  general  subsistence  of  the  poorer  classes ;  and  I  shall  be  happy  to  receive 
your  opinions  upon  the  merits  of  such  claims  with  the  least  possible  delay,  in  order  that  the  means  pro- 
vided to  meet  them  may  be  applied  in  the  most  ready  and  efficient  manner. 

After  which,  the  President  of  the  Council  said  : 

Gentlemen ;

Sir; 
I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch  No.  61,  of  the  12th  May,  in  which  you  transmit 
a  joint  Address  to  the  Queen  from  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  praying 
Her  Majesty's  assent  to  the  passing  a  Law  to  authorise  the  issue  of  £10,000  in  Treasury  Notes,  redeem- 
able within  Fifteen  years. 

I  have  also  received  your  Despatch,  No.  65,  of  the  27th  May,  inclosing  a  Memorial  from  several  in- 
habitants of  Prince  Edward  Island,  objecting  to  any  such  issue  of  paper  money. 

Having  laid  the  Address  of  the  Legislature  before  the  Queen,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  Her  Majesty 
was  pleased  to  receive  the  same  very  graciously. 

I  regret,  however,  that  I  have  been  unable  to  advise  Her  Majesty  to  accede  to  the  prayer  which  it 
contained,  for  the  following  reasons  which  you  will  communicate  to  the  two  Houses  at  their  next 
meeting. 

Having  on  several  former  occasions  directed  your  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  finances 
of  Prince  Edward  Island,  I  have  looked  for  some  explanation  upon  that  subject,  on  receiving  an  applica- 
tion for  an  increase  in  its  liabilities,  by  the  proposed  issue  of  paper  money.  But  I  neither  find  in  the 
Address  nor  in  your  own  Despatch  accompanying  it,  any  explanation  with  respect  to  the  finances  of  the 
Colony,  nor  any  allusion  to  the  fact  of  which,  I  am  informed  by  this  memorial  enclosed  in  your  second 
Despatch  that,  independently  of  the  sum  of  £11,800  already  existing  in  the  shape  of  Treasury  Notes, 
there  are  Treasury  Warrants  remaining  unsatisfied  to  the  extent  of  £26,223. 

In  addition  to  the  objections  which  I  entertain  Co  the  issues  of  paper  currency,  not  payable  in  Specie 
on  demand,  I  find  that  it  is  represented  by  the  parties  signing  the  Memorial,  whose  opinion  you  consider 
to  be  entitled  to  great  attention,  that  the  Currency  of  the  Island  is  depreciated  20  per  cent,  below  that  of 
the  adjoining  Colonies. 

On  such  a  statement,  I  cannot  but  apprehend  that  the  issues  of  paper  money  have  already  been  exces- 
sive, and  that  the  depreciation  above ''mentioned,  and  the  absence  of  metdlic  circulating  medium,  are 
principally  attributable  to  that  excess. 

If  these  inapressions  be  correct,  it  appears  to  me  that  they  furnish  substantial  reasons  against  the  issue 
of  any  further  paper  money :  but  I  shall  be  happy  to  receive  from  you  more  explicit  information  on  the 
subject,  especially  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  debt  now  outstanding ;  the  actual  exchangeable  value  of 
the  GoTernnrient  paper,  or  of  the  Warrants  bearing  Interest  as  compared  with  coin,  and  the  arrangements 
that  either  have  been  made,  or  are  proposed  to  be  made,  for  rendering  the  Revenue  equal  to  meet  the 
current  expenditure  of  the  Isbod,  and  for  providing  for  the  redemption,  both  of  the  existing  debt,  and 
of  the  suggested  addition  to  it*

With  reference  to  my  Despatch  No.   134,  "of  the  1st  inst.,  I  have  to  acquaint  70a  that  Her  Majesty's 
Government  have  had  under  consideration  the  '^  Act  No.  648,  to  suspend  a  certain  clause  in  the  Land 
Assessment  Act,  relating  to  the  cancelling  of  Treasury  Notes,"  which  accompanied  your  Despatch,  No. 

61,  of  the  12th  May. 

In  my  former  De^p^tch  I  stated  the  reasons  which  prevented  my  advising  Her  Majesty  to  accede  to 
the  wishes  of  the  Council  and  Assembly,  for  an  extension  of  the  Paper  Currency  of  the  Island.  For  the 
same  reason  it  is  desirable  that  the  present  amount  of  the  Paper  Currency  should  be  reduced,  and  as  the 
effect  of  the  present  Act  if  permitted  to  become  Law,  would  be  to  divert  from  its  proper  object,  the 
fund  specially  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  the  Treasury  Notes  now  in  circulation,  Her  Majesty 
cannot  be  advised  to  confirm  it.

I  have  laid  this  Petition  before  the  Queen,  and  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  receive  the  same  very 
graciously:  but  as  the  whole  of  the  net  postage  collected  in  Prinee  Edward  Island  is  paid  into  the 
Colonial  Treasury,  in  aid  of  the  Post  communications  established  throughout  the  Island,  I  have  been 
unable  to  advise  Her  Majesty  to  sanction  any  Grant  from  the  Imperial  Funds;  towards  the  expense 
incurred  in  conveying  the  Isbuid  Mails  to  and  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia.

Sir; 

I  have  bad  under  my  omsideratioii  aii  Act  passed  by  the  Legisllttare  of  Prince  Edwaisd  Uand  at  tlieir 
last  SessioQ,  (No.  633)  "  to  consotidate,  afaeod,  and  continue  the  A.cl  relating  to  Merohant  Seamen." 

This  Act  was  framed  on  the  British  Statute  passed  in  1835|  relating  to  Merchant  Seameni  and  had 
that  Statute  been  no«¥  in  force,  the  Colonial  Act  might  have  been  left  to  its  operation :  But  it  was 
amended  by  the  Statute  7  &  8  Vic  cap.  112,  and  therefore  it  is  desirable  that  the  Colonial  Legislature 
should  reconsider  this  subject,  with  the  view  of  adopting  those  amendments. 

In  doing  so,  they  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  Merchant  Seamen  of  this  Country  are  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  British  Statute  in  question,  wherever  they  may  be,  that  the  Merchant  Seamen  of  the  British 
Colonies  are  likewise  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Statute  except  those  relating  to  agreements,  Ap- 
prenticeships, and  Registration  wherever  they  may  be,  unless  within  the  precincts  of  their  omrn  Colony ; 
and  that  the  Merchant  Seamen  of  any  Colony  having  a  Legidotiwei  ar^  not  sut>ject  to  tbe  provisions  of  the 
British  Statute  whilst  within  the  precinct  of  such  Colony. 

The  Colonial  Legislature  should  in  fact  only  legislate  respect^^  its  own  Seamen,  and  whilst  within 
its  own  precincts,  and  in  so  doing  they  should  place  them,  whilst  within  the  Colony,  upon  the 
same  footing  as  the  British  Seamen,  except  ia  the  respect  to  Apprenticeship  and  Registration.  With 
regard  to  Registration  it  would  be  advisable  that  they  should  postpone  the  consideration  of  that  subject 
until  they  shall  have  seen  how  it  has  been  dealt  with  by  the  Canada  Legislature. 

Her  Majesty's  decision  upon  this  Act  will  be  suspended  until  it  shall  be  seen  whether  the  Legislature 
of  Prince  Edward  Island  are  willing  to  ado^t  these  suggestions.

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SCHOOL   VISITER'S   REPORT, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1845. 

TO  THE  MEHBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUC4TI0Ji: 

QENTLEMEJH; 

THE  present  Return  comprehends  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  state  and  extension  of  Elemen- 
tary Education  in  this  Island* 

In  submitting  this  to  your  view,  I  would  respectfully  premise,  that  although  our  Educational  sys- 
tem, so  far  as  relates  to  District  Schools^  presents  various  features  of  interest,  I  cannot  flatter  myself  with 
the  hope  of  investing  with  a^y  attractive  novelty,  an  additional  description  of  a  path  already  so  frequent- 
ly and  recently  trodden ;  my  expectations  will  be  fuDy  realized,  if  I  shall  be  enabled  once  again  to  arrest 
public  attention,  and  fix  it,  however  feebly,  on  an  object,  which  apart  from  considerations  of  official  duty 
I  have  very  much  at  heart ;  or  prove  of  the  smallest  service  in  promoting  the  general  Education  of  the 
people,  by  adding  an  item  to  the  information  on  the  subject^  which  the  authorities  and  the  public  already 
possess. 

The  enquiry  which  first  suggests  itself^  is,  what  has  beei^  done  hitherto,  and  more  especially  in  the 
past  year,  in  the  extension  and  improvecpent  of  Education  on  this  Island  ?  To  supply  instruction,  and 
stimulate  the  people  to  receive  it,  the  Government  and  the  Legislature  for  a  considerable  period,  have  not 
been  wanting  in  enlightened  efforts,  although  it  has  been  denied  that  the  instruction  so  supplied  has  been 
the  best  of  its  kind,  that  circumstances  would  admit.  Obstacles  of  an  extraneous,  and  also  of  a  social 
nature  have  hitherto  been  opposed  to  the  e«tablishmenti  on  the  best  principles,  of  a  system  of  popular 
instruction  simple  in  its  organization,  apd  uniform  in  its  chief  features.  The  time  appears  rapidly  ap- 
proaching;— if  not  already  at  hand, — ^when  such  a  system  practicable  in  its  adaptation  and  appliances  to 
our  position  as  an  agricultural  and  commercial  community  must  exist  among  us  in  full  force^  and  be  no 
longer  an  experiment,  but  a  great  and  successful  and  permanent  institution. 

To  afford  a  view  of  the  eicisting  state  of  common  school  education,  I  beg  to  remark,  that  the  ap- 
pended Return,  embracing  such  amount  of  Statistics  as  the  Law  prescribes,  comprises  Six  District 
Schools  of  the  higher  ClaM,  £ip[hty-six  District  ^hools  of  M^e  Fiiat  or  lower  Class ;  Three  Female 
Schools,  Eleven  Primary,  and  Six  French  Acadian  Schools ;  total  112.  These,  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Academy,  tbe  National,  and  Infiint  Schools  form  the  whole  public  Educational  Establishment  of  the 
Island,  receiving  support  from  Gotisnimen^,  and  ia^parting  instruction  to  4600  children  of  both  sexes. 
This  exhibits,  I  regret  to  state — when  compared  with  the  Returns  of  the  year  preceding — a  decrease  of 
thsee^ii^.  the  Schools  drawing  public  aid*  I  find  also  a  decrease  of  six  in  all  other  public  uqlicenced 
Schools^-^the  number  oX  which,  last  year  waf(n-**thus  leaving  a  total  of  1S6  public  ^fn^tnaries  of  ^11 
grades  imparting  instruction  to  5040  pupikk 
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Daring  the  ten  years  preceding  1844, 1  find  the  Scheeb  to  have  iticreased  in  almost  a  steady  tnd 
progressive  average  of  Six  per  annum.  In  that  year  there  was  more  than  an  ordinary  increase  of  Se- 
venteen ;  bat  to  whatever  cause,  or  combination  of  causes  you  may  ascrit>e  this  resulti-rl  find,  from 
unerring  data,  the  decrease  to  be,  as  above  represented,  in  the  year  which  has  just  closed. 

In  a  tabular  statement  compiled  with  considerable  care,  and  appended  to  my  lajit  year's  Report, 
Che  total  juvenile  population  within  what  is  usually  reckoned  the  educational  age — Six  to  Fourteen— is 
ascertained,  and  from  a  comparison  of  that  summation  with  the  entire  number  of  pupils  who  now  fre- 
quent Schools,  it  will  be  found  that  not  more 'than  tworthirds  of  the  youth  of  the  Island  participate  id  tbe 
means  of  regular  public  instruction.  It  would  nevertheless  appear,  that  the  Schools  already  open  would 
be  nearly,  if  not  altogether  sufficiently  numerous  to  educate  the  whole,  allowing  to  each  Sebool  an 
average  attendance  ranging  from  60  to  70  Scholars,  which  with  uniform  Books,  and  appropriate  Sebool 
apparatus,  would  not,  under  favourable  circumstances  be  found  too  great,  but  from  the  scattered  natare 
of  many  Settlements,  and  other  causes  operating,  this  standard  would,  in  general,  be  too  high;  but  while  it 
is  evident  that  circumstances  call  for  the  erection  of  some  additional  Schools,  no  very  material  increase  in 
their  number  is  at  present  requisite ;  to  sustain  and  enlarge  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  those  already  iq 
operation,  is  a  matter  of  greater  moment. 

The  past  experience  of  this,  and  of  other  countries  will  shew  that  on  the  yo)untary  principle,  not  one 
half  of  the  children  pf  the  proper  age,  wilt  atteiid  schools  during  the  fnist  two  or  three  years  after  iheif 
establishment,  so  that  in  the  commencement,  the  number  of  Schools  need  not  be  so  great,  in  relation  to 
the  population  as  is  ultimately  proposed ;  as  the  benefits  of  Education  become  generally  fdt  and  under- 
stood, infinitely  greater  efforts  will  be  made  by  parents  to  support  the  system,  and  thus  fewer  Schools 
would  suffice,  till  the  benefit  was  felt,  and  the  spirit  and  necessity  grew  -tip  together.  I  am  happy  to 
know  that  the  growth  of  this  spirit  is  daily  extending,  and  supplanting  that  apathy  which  a  few  years 
back  was  too  general,  and  I  find,  from  close  observation,  that  much  is  now  voluntarily  done  in  support  of 
Schools,  which  woyld  fprrnerly  be  considered  ^  grievance.  While  I  am  thus  led  to  conclude^  that  Edu* 
cation  in  respect  to  quantily  is  pretty  generally  apportioned  to  such  of  our  population  as  are  willing  tp 
receive  it ;  it  only  remains  to  consider  whether  in  its  quality  it  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  public — the  necessities  of  the  times. 

It  is  known  to  yoqr  Board,  that  a  Legislative  enactment  provides  for  arid  organizes  the  Schools,  and 
stretches  its  view  beyond  primary  education,  by  encQuragjng  schools  of  a  hTgher  grade  wherever  called 
for,  and  presenting  no  limitation  to  the  instruction  tp  be  given  in  them,  hut  it  does  not  lay  down  any 
system  of  discipline,  or  define  the  objects  to  be  taught  in  any  class  of  schools ;  in  this,  I  submit,  is  a 
material  defect.  While  beariiig  in  mind  that  Education  has  been  to  such  ^n  extent  fqstered  by  the 
Government,  it  remains  to  exhibit  the  effect  of  such  encouragement  in  the  present  state  and  efficiency  of 
those  schools  provided  for  by  Statute ;  but  in  estimating  the  progressive  improvenient  jn  the  quality  of 
elementary  instruction  thus  imparted,  I  would  beg  to  brihg  to  the  notice  of  your  Board  the  fact  that 
thirteen  years  ago,  the  average  annual  salary  paid  from  the  public  funds  to  each  District  Teacher  was 
£9  2  0.  At  the  present  day,  the  yearly  amount  paid  from  the  same  source  for  the  like  object,  is  £9 
18  0 — an  increase  of  Sixteen  Shillings  only  in  the  Legislative  allowance^  in  all  that  period  :  the  share  of 
school  money  paid  djreptly  by  the  people,  I  do  not  believe  to  have  materially  increased  in  the  same  time 
beyond  the  same  ratio,  being  under  an  average  of  £40  per  annuin,  for  every  Teacher.  If  the 
standard  of  instruction  in  pur  common  Schools,  be  found  higher  than  in  1833,  we  must  refer  it  to 
other  causes,  than  any  direct  encouragement  from  an  iiicreas^  of  salary^  or  an  improvement. in  the  §tate 
of  Teachers' finances.

Of  this  descriplion  of  Schooh  it  may  be  stated,  that  the  attaioinents  of  their  Teachers  are  equal, 
and  In  some  instances  superior  to  what  the  peculiar  habits  of  that  class  of  our  population  require. 

I  find  that  two  of  these  Teachers  have  received  Licences  as  District  Schoolmasters  through- 
out the  year ;  the  parents,  although  clinging  to  their  native  language  and  antiquated  habits,  are  occa- 
sionally shewing  a  desire  that  their  children  should  adopt  modern  improvements,  and  a  wish  for  the 
advantage  of  an  English  Education  is  of  late  perceptible,  although  the  effects  are  not  yet  felt  among 
that  people  as  a  body. 

INFANT  SCHOOLS 

In  addition  to  the  one  established  in  Charlottetown,  another  of  these  seminaries  has  been  opened 
in  Georgetown  in  ttie  course  of  the  present  year.  Although  the  supervision  of  these  does  not  come 
within  tfie  sphere  of  the  duty  of  the  Visiter — not  being  provided  for  by  statute,  yet  as  a  small  grant 
lias  been  voted  by  the  Legislatiiro  to  the  encouragement  of  that  in  this  town,  it  may  be  proper  on  this 
occasion  to  bring  it  into  public  notice,  and  which  will  appear  under  the  bead  of  "  Religious  Instruction.^' 

NATIONAL  OR  MADRAS  SCHOOL. 
For  a  reason  similar  to  that  which  led  to  a  notice  of  the  preceding  class  of  Schools,  the  School 
of  this  name,  of  which  there  is  but  one, — and  that  open  in  this  town,  is  entitled  to  a  passing  notice. 
Having  on  a  former  occasion  described  its  condition  and  the  nature  of  the  instruction  both  religious 
and  secular,  imparted,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say  that  it  will  be  found  through  the  year  which  has 
closed,  to  have  sustained  a  reputable  character  as  a  Seminary  combining  cheapness  with  utility,  and  by 
its  effective  system  of  monitorial  discipline,  for  which  Schools  of  this  class  are  known  under  favourable 
circumstances  to  exhibit  admirable  models,  and  the  ability  with  which  the  preparatory  branches  are 
taught,  it  lays  a  solid  foundation.  In  the  common  branches,  of  a  usefnl  English  Education. 

FEMALE  SCHOOLS. 

The  influence  which  these  Schools  exert  wherever  properly  managed,  is  known  to  be  salutary. — 
In  these  comparatively  .silent  and  unpretending  Seminaries  much  valuable  instruction  is  conveyed,  to 
<:hiidren  whose  tender  years,  and  wayward  inclinations  require  the  exercise  of  mildness  and  indulgence. 
^hey  also  teach  those  branches  of  industry  wbidh  form  an  important  part  of  female  education ;  they  are 
the  nurseries  whence  District  Schools  draw  some  of  their  supply,  and  while  cheapness  is  an  important 
4X>n8ideration  in  our  School  economy,  they  ought  to  be  regarded  as  a  standard  part  of  our  educational 
establishment.  In  a  neighbouring  Province,  Female  Schools  form  a  full  third  of  the  whole  number  of 
pablic  Schools. 

In  Charlottetown,  two  receiving  a  share  of  the  public  grant,  are  very  creditably  and  successfully 
•conducted,  .and  form  the  best  preparatory  Schools  of  their  kind. 

At  St.  Peter's,  two  of  the  same  class  are  also  open  this  year,  and  after  a  careful  and  minute 
•examination,  appear  to  me  to  be  wdl  entitled  to  the  provision  made  by  law  for  their  encouragement. 

DISTRICT    SCHOOLS,    FIRST   CLASS. 

The  objects  of  instruction  in  Schools  of  this  grade,  are  principally  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 

English  Grammar;  and  in  these,  the  knowledge  generally  communicated — although  more  restricted  than 

could  be  wished — is  more  extended  in  its  nature,  as  well  as  higher  in  degree,  than  that  afibrded  by  the 

Primary  Schools.   Although  susceptible  of  much  amelioration,  itcannot  be  in  fairness  said  that  common 

School  education  is  in  a  low  state  among  us;  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  taught  in  an  inefficient 

and  unsatisfactory  manner,  the  Schools  of  this  class  sustain  a  character  for  general  usefulness,  and  not 

a,  few  are  exceedingly  well  conducted — their  peculiar  characteristics  will  more  fully  appear  under  the 

heads-of  the  Branches  taught,  to  which  head  I  beg  to  refer  you. 

DISTRICT  SCHOOLS,  SECOND  CLASS. 

The  observations  on  the  character  of  the  foregoing  will  be  equally  applicable  to  this  class  of 

rSchools,  being  distinguished  from  the  other  in  scarcely  any  thing  than  a  capability  of  imparting  in- 

structica  in  the  additional  blanches  of  the  Latin  Language,  and  the  Mathematics,  of  which  advant^ies, 

howeTCTy  but  few  of  their  pupils  have  hitherto  availed  themselves.    It  i^  oreditable  to  the  zeal  and 
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talents  of  several  young  Teachers,  and  indicative  of  t4iG  spkit  of  emulation  and  improvement  abroad, 
that  they  continue  every  year  by  dint  of  self  study  and  occasional  attendance  at  the  Central  Academy, 
to  raise  themselves  to  this  the  highest  class  of  oar  elementary  Schools ;  this  zeal  is  certainly  worthy  of 
more  encouragement  thftn  the  addition  of  Five  pounds  to  their  Legislative  allowance,  on  ptssing  an 
examination  in  this  class. 

INSTRUCTION    OF  INDIANS- 

To  the  philanthropist  this  must  always  be  an  interesting  subject.  In  not  overlooking  the  education 
of  the  Micmac  tribe,  the  Government  has  taken  an  important  step  towards  the  amelioration  of  their 
condition,  and  their  advancement  in  civilization. 

Four  years  since  a  sum  of  £15,  was  granted  towards  enabling  an  Indiatf  lad,  who  had  attended 
school  some  years  and  had  made  considerable  proficiency,  to  proeecute  bis  studies  under  the  most 
favourable  auspices,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  tbat  this  youth  could  not  be  inducod  to  avail  himself  of 
the  bounty.  He  is  at  present  with  his  wandering  tribe  engaged  in  their  accustomed  favourite  pursuits 
of  hunting,  trapping,  &c.  Whether  he  can  yet  be  reclaimed  and  made  the  instrument  of  oonveyiog  to 
his  tribe  the  instruction  he  already  possesses,  is  now  a  matter  of  doubt ;  I  would  submit,  however,  that 
the  grant  adverted  to,  if  not  soon  claimed,  be  applied  to  the  encouragement  of  other  Micmacs — two  male 
and  three  female  children  of  whom  are  now  frequenting  different  Schools,  at  Richmond  Bay  and  St. 
Peter's,  and  are,  at  the  latter  place  especially>  a  considerable  tax  on  the  charity  of  the  benevolent 
family  of  the  Teacher,

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  all  the  Townships  Lot  32  contains  the  largest  namberof 
Schools,  amounting  to  five  ;  the  next  tq  it,  in  point  of  Educational  means,  is  Lot  57,  numbering  fonr.  Uts 
24,  28,  33, 34,  47,  49  and  55  number  tiiree  Schools  in  each,  and  the  remaining  Townships  number,  wmt^fffo 
and  others  one  School  each,  excepting  Townships  2^  6,  9,  10,  44,  60,  63  and  66  which  have  no  public 
Schools  receiving  legislative  aid. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  may  be  expected  that  among  1 12  Teachers  scattered  over  the  Island,  and  differing  in  their  omental lod 
moral  endowments,  and  consequently  in  their  habits  of  thought  and  of  action,  a  very  marked  diversity  in  their 
manner  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  tuition  should  exist ;  but  it  will  be  found,  that  a  very  general  uniftfr- 
mity  now  obtains  in  the  mere  mode — the  routine  of  tuition.  A  general  uniform  system  of  sound  elemeotarr 
education  to  be  fully  efficacious  and  successful,  must  include  as  an  essential  element,  a  training  or  model 
School;  until  this  be  established,  some  diversity  must  always  exist.  But  difficulties  arising  from  this  want, 
which  could  not  be  overcome  or  removed,  have  of  late  years  been  considerably  modified.  At  my  periodical 
visitations,  conferences  of  teachers  are  generally  held  at  central  stations,  and  by  witnessing  the  examioatioa 
of  each  other's  Schools,  attending  Lectures,  &c.,  opportunities  are  afforded  of  profiting  by  the  experiesce 
and  labours  of  one  another.  Several  also,  as  already  stated,  yearly  attend  sometime  at  the  Central  Acsdeoj : 
all  this  has  insured  a  considerable  degree  of  uniformity  in  these  Schools. 

It  may  be  here  not  irrelevant  to  add,  that  while  Eaucalion  will  make  the  Scholar,  Naivre  must  form  the 
Teacher,  and  I  invariably  find  that  where  a  love  for  the  profession  does  not  exist,  where  a  tact  in  teacbiof  • 
uprightness,  energy,  and  a  judgment  in  adapting  methods  to  circumstances  are  not  to  be  found,  the  Scboo), 
despite  the  Teacher's  literary  qualifications,  always  bears  an  inferior  reputation;  occasional  diversity  iootber 
particulars  is  to  be  found,  where  one  rules  his  School  effectually  without  the  aid  of  corporal  punishment, 
while  another  does  not  see  how  it  can  possibly  be  dispensed  with;  one  excels  in  teaching  in  a  clear  and  per- 
spicuous manner  Grammar  and  Geography  without  the  aid  of  Books,  but  in  Arithmetic  or  Writing  he  itkss 
successful  than  his  neighbour,  who,  in  the  first  named  branches  can  do  nothing  without  hts  manuals.  A  Nor- 
mal School  can  alone  balance  such  excellences  and  defects,  so  as  to  produce  the  best  general  result 

BRANCHES  OF  INSTRUCTION— HOW  TAUGHT, 

READING. 
Until  within  the  last  few  years,  almost  every  School  on  the  Island,  imparted  instruction  ia  this  braoco. 
on  what  is  generally  now  called  the  rote  system  ;  it  was  considered  sufficient,  if  the  child  could  read  overhu 
lesson  without  blundering  ;  all  he  learned  was  to  name  certain  printed  symbols  or  words,  knowing  little  or 
nothing  of  the  meaning  of  what  was  read  ;  certain  Teachers  were  compelled  to  the  practice  of  this  systsD. 
more  from  want  of  Books  suited  to  the  capacity  of  the  young,  than  from  absence  <of  professiooal  skill;  froBi 
the  improved  series  of  school  books  now  in  general  use,  the  best  system  of  teaching  Reading  can  easily^ 
pursued  ;  the  new  edition  of  the  English  Header  lately  published  in  this  Town,  contains  in  the  addition! 
made  to  the  old  text,  adniiable  lessons  both  explanaimry  and  elliptical,  fitted  to  exercise  the  jndgment  ofthe 

fupils,  and  by  questions  on  every  lesson,  their  faculties  are  excited  to  listen,  to  comprehend,  andto  answtr 
am  the  more  anxious  to  draw  the  particular  attention  of  Teachers  to  this  head,  firom  the  cirnunistaiioe  o. 
«ereral  having  lastjrear  been  rejected  by  your  Board  of  Examination,  in  consequence  of  tbrnr  innbilit/  ts 
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read,  while  feonl  compeleDt  enough  (paradoxical  though  it  may  aeem)  in  other  hranchea  required.  I  re- 
mark anoHierdefeeihilbepraedee  of  several  Masfera  who  knowing  better,  habttually  speak  bad  jSngliah,  and 
the  language  of  theiridioiara  is  aure  to  be  equally  incorrect.  Indistinctneas  of  articulation  and  vulgar 
aod  provincial  diaieetsnr#  yel  loo  mudi  tolerated  in  Sehools.  A  greater  attention  paid  to  the  rules  for  cor* 
rect  reading  prefixed  to  the  lessoas  in  the  English  Reader^  and  similar  Class  Books,  would  be  found  useful 
to  Teachers,  as  explaining  and  enforcing  those  principles  which  nature  herself  must  dictate  to  every  Teacher 
in  preference  to  an  aflbdeid  ev  artifioial  mode  of  reading  and  elocution.  The  practice  of  reading  before  the 
pupils  without  knowing  whether  the  echo  of  eaeh  of  them  he  right  or  wrong,  is  highly  objectronable.  The 
Schools  where  this  branehis  best  taught  are  Nos.  3,  4,  6,  9,  19.  20,  SI,  33,  37,  49,  58,  59,  60^  6$,  77,  46, 
79,  84,  86,  98,  101,  lOt. 

ORTHOGRAPjar  OR  SPELLING. 

This  Branch,  which  may  be  termed  the  anatominin||^of  the  Langui^^e  into  its  constituent  letters,  is  more 
neglected,  I  regret  to  say,  than  any  other  braaeb  of  tmiion,  althoogh  it  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  good  read* 
ing  and  correct  writipg*  :  Constant,  praotiee  ia  Ibeonly  certain  mode  of  obtaining  accuracy  in  spelling.  A 
plan  of  late  successfully  adopted  is  worthy  of  remark;  a  teatcher  writing  on  a  blade-board  the  letters  forming 
a  word,  sometimes  correctly  as  well  as  designedly  iaeorrectly,  the  pupil  is  required  to  point  out  what  is  in- 
correct, thus  exercising  his  perceptions,  and  shewing  the  connexion  between  form  and  sound.  Spelling 
words  in  classes  by  naming  one  letter  at  a  time  is  objectionable,  for  although  exciting  the  attention,  the  be- 
nefit cannot  be  equivalent  to  the  time  consumed,  which,  by  this  plan  is  very  considerable.  I  beg  to  repeat, 
that  spelling  can  only  be  acqillirsd  by  constant  practice,  not  by  repeating  Jong  column,  but  by  practice  in 
reading  and  also  writing  from  dictation,  &c. 

WRITING, 

Which  if  performed  in  a  neat  ai^4  .clean  style»  would  indnee  habits  of  neatness  and  of  order,  is  taught  in 
a  very  slovenly  manner  in  Country  School?,  owing  principally  to  the  very  poor  appoiatoients  of  desks  and 
seats;  children  are  often  seen  shivering  from  cold,  and  unable  to  hold  a  pen  in  consequence  of  openings  in  the 
roofs,  walls  and  windows  of  many  school-houses  ;  the  desks  aod  seats  are  often  ait  such  inconvenient  relative 
distances,  that  children  cannot  possibly  reach  from  one  to  another  with  thesl^htest  degree  of  comfort  in  a 
sitting  posture,  and  are  thus  constrained  to  stoop  in  a  half  recumbent,  half  sitting  position ;  but  I  have  always 
observed  that  the  teacher  whose  style  of  writing  was  good,  almost  invariably  succeeded  in  spite  of  these  ob- 
stacles, in  imparting  a  similar  character  to  the  chirography  of  his  scholars.  TbeSehools  in  which  writing  in  a 
neat  elegant  and  business-like  style  is  most  successfully  taught,  are  Nos.  9,  14, 16,  17,  18,  23,  24,  84,  41,

ARITHMETIC. 
A  general  defect  in  thci  mode  of  teaching  this  Soience  is  by  confining  the  instruction  to  the  leirning  of 
dry  rules,  generally  unintelligible  to  the  young,  and  leaving  them  to  solve  as  they  best  tnay,  the  questions . 
propounded,  instead  of  accelerating  their  progress,  by  shewing  them  at  once  the  meaning  ef  rules  and  qnes- 
tions  by  examples  wrought  at  length  before  the  eye  of  the  pupil»    Insteadof  confining  them0lilves to  the' hare 
text  of  a  printed  treatise,  wer^  teachers  to  adopt  the  practice  of  extending  the  various  exeraseehy  praetical 
questions  of  every  day  business,  scholars  would  carry  from  school  into  the  world  a  maeh  greater  and  useful 
amount  of  information  on  this  head  than  they  now  do.     I  think  that  Arithmetical  eduoatioii  iroas  itsgreal 
utilitj  in  after  life,  and  from  its  tendency  to  generate  a  habit  of  correct  reasoning  night  be  pushed  mnch  flurther 
in  elementary  schools,  so  as  to  give  to  all  the  pupils  a  knowledge  of  vulgar  fraotions  and  deeimal  eatcniations 
at  lesut.     The  Schools  wherein  this  is  most  successfully  taught  are  Nos.  3,  6,  12,  14,  25,  S6,  38, 30,  37,  38, 
39,  40,  42,  44,  48,  49,  50,  61,  52,  61,  63,  65,  66,  68, 69,  77.. 

GRAMMAR, 
TVIiich  may  he  termed  the  gate  of  all  languages :  that  which  ought  to  be  considered  the  pupila'  grenteet  ac- 
coaxpli^ment — the  proper  ispeakiog  ao4  writing  of  bis  mother  tongue-^ia  yet  among  many  of  our  ftehools 
too  much  despised,  ori^t  least  desjpaired  of  as  a  thing  almost  unattainable.  Our  teacher»in  too  many  in- 
ststno^si  have  entertained  the  idea  that  nothing  could  be  done  in  this  department  without  a  book  in  the  hands 
af  ejaob.child,  for^r^ttiog  that  whea  addressed  viva  voc^,  the  scholar  oaturaliy  stirtves  to  eompreheod  the mean- 
iog,  wliich  is  of  greater  in^o^t  than  labouring  to  have  the  eg^sct  worda  of.a  bocriL  iaspriatad  on  the  memory, 
m,y  g|j*,wishlj  folkwing  the  wofds  rather  than  solicitous  at>out  theuisa*  Theiopinion  ingvadnaNy  extending, 
j^^t,  GrmnRmar  can  he  accurately  taught  ev^n  ini^identally.in  the .  conffse  <of  treading  eaeveiseh-Ma  knowledgo 
irbicb  iiBS  leading  to  a  Better  order  of  things  than  pupila  hnve  bit|hert»,ei^yed'in  thta  deprntment  of  th^ir^odu- 
rafirrffr  ^B^ercises  qn  Etyjpiology,, exhibiting  the  several  root^  of  the  English  Langnage^  and  a^gevesil  anax- 
7010  of' sts  structure,  are  now  beginning  to.be  more  generally  practised  in  Distri'^t  Schools,  in  connection 
mitH  Sp^l^^^E  ^^^  Grammar*  English  Grammar  is  most  efficiently  and  successfully  taught  in  Schools  Nos.

J9iear4*df  £d«ieatibn  baveimpotted  for 
the  use  of  the  District  Schools,  (but  only  one  of  which  have  yet  been  applied  for,)andthen  exercise  the  pupils 
on  the  relative  position  of  the  countries,  cau?lpg  them,,aa  X^i*  A?*  ppssiblp^  t(|  find  out  these  for  themselves,  and 
thus  by  an  easy  process,  convert  every  geographical  and^hi^tofical  Ifkct  into  a  familiar  interrogation.  In  many 
of  the  Primary  Schools  in  the  New  Eoglaod  States,  e^\  the  apparatus  by  'aid  <Hi\v4ifch  G^ogr^phy  is  taught, 
is  simply  one  map  exhibiting  the  two  Hemiapbieres,  aud  a  Black  B<Mfd  on  whieby  with  a  piece  of  chalk,  the 
teacher  draws  rapidly  off-hand  sketches,  akeletonniaps  or  bkte  outlines  of  cdiintries,  which  the  scholars  after 
being  .e^^oJoised  thereon,   very  soon  Leara  to  do  with  equal  despirt^h  and  aocuraey.

AUtJie  yQuth  of  thip  Jsl^nd  receiving,  .^(jui^ation,  associate  togetber  in« our  public^Sehoola  without 
regard  to  religious  p9,int$i.  Until  very  recently  Qateclysaia  were  taught  in  Day  Schools,  and  where  the 
teacher  and  children  did  not  belong  to  the  same  denomination,. it  happened.iB  not&few  instances  thai  the 
Catechisms  of  various  opposing  sects  were  taught  in  the  same  School;  but  this  practice  being  discontinued 
by  some  of  the  more  scrupulous  Teachers,  and.thelr  conduct  in  so  doing  leading  to  feelings  of  animosity, 
it  has  b.een  now  abandoned,  and  by  a  cediproanse  between' opt>osing  viev^ps^  Catechisms  are  now  banished 
from  mixed  Sch<K>ls  altogether.  The  N^w  Teatapient  is  generally  used  as  a  reading  book*;  the  series  of 
School  books  recommended  by  youf  Board,  and  now  in  common  use,  have  an  addi:ional  value  in  conse* 
quenc.e  of  many  of  their  lessons  inculcating  some  of  the  most  important  principles  of  Christianity,  and 
recooamending  ^  great  variety  of  moral  duties;  this  is  as  far  as  religious  instrnction  goes  in  our  common 
School^,  \fith  the  exception  of  the  following,  which  are  the  only  Schools  receiving  public  aid  under  the 
statute,  established  in  connection  with  a  religious  body,  but  open  te.  all  denominations,  and  in  these 
religion  i^  taught  directly  from  the  oracles  of  truth,  and  questions  thereon  syat'ematically  put  to  the  children, 
and  passages  and  chapters  of  the  Scriptures  committed  to  memoj'y— all  with  the  intention  of  inculcating  a 
knowledge  of  their  contents— these  Schools  are  those  numbered  14,  21,  27,  84,  91-. 

The  Charlottetown  Infant  School  may  be  classed  with  the  foregoing  in  this  particular — as  it  la  designed 
and  fitted  more  to  impart  scriptural  knowledge;  and  train  its  pupils,  by  regulating  their  habits  and  dispo- 
sitions than  tq  teach  them  ieither  accurately  or  extensively  the  common  and  primary  branches  of*  education. 
It  owes  it^  origin  and  much  of  its  support  to  the  benevolent  exert  ione  of  one  or  two  charitable  gentlemen 

iatheTowo,  and  a  Goonnittfie  of  Ladies  constantly  superintend  the  School,  and  the  eorafori  and  improve- 
.fue^'t  of  th^ic  intfi^reating  yoang  charge;  up  to  the  vacation  at  Christmas  the  average  attendance  was  95.     The 

room  ia  large,  commodious,  and  well  furnished  with  every  apparatus  necessary  lo  the  comfort  of  the  children; 

and  Qut-oP-dpor  amuaemeat  is  blended  with  the  delightful  and  healthy  exercise  ofeingittg.— e-It  la  wM  entitled 

io.public^/iupport.     ,    .  :  .  . 

.  Such  is.  a  genrefal  view-*-aa  extensive  as  limits  will  permit  of  the  state  of  the  common  Schools  of  this 
Island.  It  tnv^y  be  aaid  that  the  portion  of  inatruction  communicated  therein  to  the  productive  classes, 
should  be  strictly  confined  to  that  which  is  likely  to  prove  useful  to  them  in  tfaeir  condition  of  life,  as  the 
great  majority  who  participate  in  public  education,  are  found  amongst  those  whose  lot  it  ia  to  obtain  a 
livelihood  by  manual  labour;  but  if  each  of  the  population  should  receive  an  education  suited  to  h\^  cir- 
cnmata&cas,  by  giving  him  the  means  of  deriving  the  greatest  possible  advantage  from  his  situation,  is 
leading  him  to  learn  the  improvements  of  others,  as  w^ll  as  to  devise  improvements  himself^  then  it  is 
evident,  thai  the  instruction  so  aupplied  is  not  yet  adequate  to  enable  him  successtirlly  to  follow  his  natural 
pursuits,  and  compete  with  those  of  his  own  class  in  other  countries. 

Without  materially  burdening  the  public  revenue,  i^  very  moderate  share  of  encouragement  would 
soon  pat  a  few  of  the  most  efficient  of  our  District  Schools  in  a  condition  to  embrace  and  supply  a  wide 
range  of  instruction.  It  might  be  provided,  that  no  child^ should  leave  School,  and  go  into  tfae  world, 
without  a  knowledge  of  the  workl  and  the  laws  which  govern  it,  by  giving  hipa  a  distinct  and  cozaprehensiTe 
idea  of  the  elements  and  principles  of  natural  acien^e.

Your  Commissioners  have  likewise  entertained  the  question,  whether  it  mighf  not  be  of  public  ad- 
vantage to  adopt  some  other  and  better  means  of  superintending  the  publlb  Roadsf  and  Bridges^  as  well 
as  of  distributing  the  sums  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  on  these  heads. 

To  the  queries  proposed  to  the  Commissioners  of  Roads,  answers  have  been  received,  which  have 
been  attentively  considered  witi)  the  other  n)atters  proposed  for  consideration,  ^nd  the  fpllowing  con- 
clusions have  been  agreed  on. 

Report. — -Although  if  the  circumstances  of  the  country  permitted,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
great  advantages  which  might  be  derived  from  a  money  payment,  rather  than  the  performance  of  Statute 
Labour  on  the  Roads,  yet  since  at  present  one-thirtieth  part  only  of  the  whole  Statute  Labour  is 
voluntarily  commuted  for  money  payments,  it  does  not  appear  probable  that  a  money  Tax  coiild  be  paid; 
but  your  Commissioners  adverting  to  the  near  approach  of  the  period  when  the  present  land  Tax  will 
cease,  and  the  recognized  practice  of  Great  Qritain,  thi^t  the  land  shall  bear  the  expense  of  keeping  in 
repair  the  ordinary  Road  communications  ia  the  three  kingdoms,  recommend  that  the  approaching 
opportunity  of  re-enacting  a  Land  Tax  at  the  rate  of  48.  per  every  one  hundred  acres  be  made  use  of, 
and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  purposes  of  Roads  and  Bridges;  such  a  Tax  will  produce,  (together  with 
the  Assessment  on  other  descriptions  of  property  at  the  present  rate)  a  sum  not  widely  differing  from 
the  value  of  the  whole  Statute  Labour,  supposing  it  were  commuted  at  the  present  rate  as  fixed  by 
Statute,  but  when  applied  in  the  purchase  of  Labouf  it  would  be  much  more  valuable  and  advantageous 
|o  the  public  service;  against  such  a  plan  your  Commissioners  do  not  think  there  can  be  an^   reasonabio 
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eon^liiiiili  aiiied,  by  its  adoplioD,  it  is  prdpoeed  to  do  awfty  with  aR  StatiEite  Laboor,  whereby  peraomto 
j#iiMi  the  labour  d;  theb'owii  handg  is  of  the  utmost  valiie  will  meet  with  no  interrjDption,  whilst  otbm 
ha:? iiig  sttr|>Hit  tld>oui'at  their  disposal,  can  meet  with  empToyihent  and  remuneration^and  owners  of  estates 
will  by  means  of  the  improvement  which  real  property  always  derives  from  good  Roads,  receive  a  just 
equivafeut  for  the  stims  which  will  be  charged  on  the  Lands. 

Your  C6mmissiooers  are  not  of  opinion  that  the  present  number  of  Road  Commissioners  can  be 
diminished  without  injury  to  the  public  seryice— -they  are  of  opinion  however,  that  a  Board  of  superin- 
tendence to  direot  their  opeiatioiis  and  distribute  the  moneys  arising  from  the  proposed  Tax,  and  the 
sums  appropriated  to  the  aervice  of  Roads  and  Bridges  by  the  Legislature,  would  be  very  advantageoos 
to  the  pubCc  service;  by  the  labours  of  which  Board  not  only  much  valuable  time  would  be  saved  to  the 
Legislature,  who  wxMild  oe  thus  exonerated  from  a  disagreeable  duty,  but  an  uniform  system  would  be 
obtained,  whilst  it  being  the  duty  of  such  a  Board  to  ascertain  the  real  wants  of  each  district,  they  would 
haive  full  opportunity  to  discuss  and  examine  the  rel&tive  public  importance  of  the  claims  made  for 
assistance  by  different  sections  of  the  country,  of  which  the  most  ad vantageous  adjustment  might  be  thus 
made. 

Your  Commissioners  recommend  that  such  a  Board  should  consist  of  nine  persons,  six  of  whom  shall 
be  residents,  two  in  each  of  the  three  Counties,  and  the  following  should  be  their  most  prominent  duties. 

1 — ^To  decide  on  and  promulgate  a  system  (as  far  as  possible  uniform)  of  making  Roads  and  keeping 
them  in  repair. 

2 — ^To  collect  from  the  Road  Commissioners,  annuaUy,  Estimates  of  works  to  be  performed  in  their 
respective  districts,  and  to  lay  such  Estimates  before  the  Legislature  with  their  remarks  thereon. 

8 — ^To  supervise  all  Contracts  whatsoever,  as  well  as  the  specifications  of  Contracts  for  new  works. 

4 — ^In  case,  of  new  works  being  contemplated,  to  examine  the  application  relating  thereto,  previoodr 
to  their  being  laid  before  the  Legislature,  and  to  forward  them  with  a  report  thereon. 

5— *To  let,  if  they  should  think  fit,  the  repairs  of  any  main  Roads  or  any  part  thereof  for  a  term  of 
years. 

6 — ^To  hold  meetings  for  business  at  least  four  times  within  a  year,  and  extra  ones  when  necesary. 

Your  Commissioners  deem  it  their  duty  to  observe  that  great  inconvenience  occurs  from  the  maimer 
in  which  Road  Certificates  are  now  paid,  and  suggest  for  rennedy  thereof  that  in  addition  to  the  Road 
Correspondent  being  put  in  possession  pf  Warrants  for  certain  amounts,  he  shall  be  authmsed  to  pay  in 
eash  any  difference  or  balance  appearing  due  by  Certificate,  beyond  the  amounts  of  such  Warrants  res- 
pectively, as  well  as  the  amount  of  all  Certificates  for  sums  lest  than  five  pounds;  and  that  the  Cokmial 
Treasurer  be  authorised  to  place  in  his  hands,  from  time  to  time,  a  sufficient  sum  in  cash,  for  these 
purposes.

Sir; 

We  the  undersigned  in  obedience  (o  the  Instructions  contained  in  your  communication  of  the  I3iii 
instaQt,  and  agreeably  to  the  command  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  directini^  us  to  ex- 
amine and  investigate,  the  Accounts  and  Dealings  of  the  Honorable  John  Spencer  Smith,  Treasurer  of 
this  Island,  and  to  ascertain  and  strike  a  true  Balance,  between  that  Officer  and  the  Government,  on  such 
Account  and  dealings,  and  to  make  known  all  material  facts  and  circumstances  necessary  and  proper 
to  be  ascertained  for  the  well  ordering  and  conducting  of  that  department  of  the  Public  Service — Ha\c 
the  honor  to  report  to  you  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency,  that  as  soon  as  we  could  obtain  the 
necessary  documents  and  Books  of  Account  we  proceeded  to  the  said  investigation,  and  that  we  hare 
carefully  and  minutely  examined  the  same,  and  beg  to  submit  as  the  result  of  our  investigation,  the 
abstract  accompanying  this  communication,  with  the  following  remarks  thereon  : — 

That  the  accounts  of  that  department  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  investigate,  are«and  appear  to 
have  been  accurately  kept,  and  the  computation  of  Interest  both  in  favour  of  and  against  the  Government. 
minutely  and  satisfactorily  entered ;  though  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  state  that  the  modes  of  keeping  the 
accounts  could  not  enable  us  to  determine  the  sum  in  Cash  held  by  the  Treasurer  at  any  particular  period 
there  being  no  daily  Cash  Account  by  which  the  amount  could  be  ascertained. 

No  distinction  has  liitherto  been  made  in  the  entry  of  receipts  at  the  Treasury  whether  made  in  money 
or  Warrants  nor  any  definite  mode  pursued  by  which  the  date  of  payment  of  Warrants  can  be  fullj 
determined,  it  not  having  been  the  custom  for  the  payer  in  any  instance  to  endorse  a  receipt  thereon. 

No  Copy  of  the  Warrant  Book  has  been  obtained  from  the  Secretary's  Office,  by  which  the  authen- 
ticity of  Warrants  presented  for  acceptance  could  be  tested.  And  we  have  also  further  to  remark  that  the 
destruction  of  all  the  Warrants  paid  off  previously  to  the  21st  of  January,  1845,  at  which  time  the  Public 
Accounts  were  furnished  to  the  Legislature,  has  prevented  that  searching  investigation  it  was  our  desire 
to  have  made  from  being  carried  out  more  fully  beyond  that  period.  ' 

That  in  submitting  to  His  Excellency  the  foregoing  observations  we  feel  persuaded,  that  the  present 
inefficient  practice  has  been  followed  from  the  want  of  a  more  correct  mode  being  pointed  out,  and  we 
therefore  take  the  liberty  to  suggest  the  following  alterations,  which  we  believe  will  be  improvements, 
and  attended  with  benefit  to  the  public  service,  and  with  satisfaction  to  the  Treasurer : — 

1st.  That  in  future  the  Books  of  the  department  be  kept  by  Double  Entry. 

2d.  That  each  entry  show  a  true  and  correct  record  of  the  transaction. 

3rd.  That  a  Cash  account  be  opened,  and  a  copy  thereof  submitted  to  His  Excellency  in  Council,  at 
the  beginning  of  each  Month. 

4th.  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  cause  the  party  receiving  payment  of  Treasury  Warrants  to 
write  his  name,  and  the  date  of  payment  across  the  face  thereof. 

6th.  That  no  Warrant  be  destroyed,  until  the  whole  issue  of  the  year  of  which  it  bears  date  have  been 
paid  and  examined  by  an  officer  authorized  by  Government  for  that  purpose  and  compared  with  the 
counterfoil. 

6th.  That  the  Colonial  Secretary  be  instructted  to  furnish  the  Treasurer  from  time  to  time  with  an 
abstract  of  the  Warrant  fiook  shewing  the  number,  date  and  name  of  the  drawe»of  each    Warrant 

In  the  investigation  which  we  have  been  called  upon  to  make,  very  considerable  delay  was  occasioned 
from  the  fact,  that  the  accounts  of  several  Collectors  of  Excise,  (&c.  had  not  been  handed*  in,  and  this 
irregularity  is  of  greater  magnitude  when  it  has  a  tendency  to  delay  the  Legislature,  as  in  the  present 
instance  it  cannot  fail  to  have  done. 

In  the  abstract  which  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  (see  Appendix  F,)  a  balance  £11331  6s.  Hid. 
against  the  Treasurer,  Bonds  are  in  his  hands  and  the  Attorney  General's,  to  the  amount  of  £8571  4s.  3d. 
and  Cash  £2660  Ss.  8^d,  of  which  last  sum  £1601  17s.  2d.  appears  to  belong  to  the  fund  raised  by  7tfa 
William  IV,  Chap.  81. 

These  Securities,  Notes  and  Cash  we  have  carefully  examined  and  counted  and  found  the  full  sum  io 
the  Treasurer's  possession. 
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We  also  submit  a  statement  of  the  Balance  in  his  haads  derived  from  the  sale  of  Cjown  Lands,  fsee 
Appendix  G.)  as  also  the  surplus  monies  arising  from  the  sale  of  Lands  under  the  Land  Assesment  Acts 
(see  Appendix  H.)  which  monies  are  also  in  his  hands.  In  addition  we  have  taken  the  liberty  to  furnish 
for  information  of  the  Government  a  detailed  list  of  Warrants  (see  Appendix  A.  toD.)  outstanding  and 
l)oaring  Interest,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  iS  30,200  14s.  2jd.,  with  the  dates  when  the  annual  Interest  on 
cnch  respectively  becomes  due,  by  which  on  view  the  amount  of  Interest  payable  in  any  Month  during  the 
current  year  will  appear  and  by  which  calls  of  Warrrants  for  payment  may  be  regulated,  (see  Appendix  E.) 
We  feel  it  our  duty  also  to  report  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency,  that  a  complaint  having  been 
isiudc  that  a  certain  Warrant  had  been  re-issued  after  having  been  received  at  the  Treasury ;  we  have  made 
enquiry  respecting  this  circumstance,  and  believe  from  what  evidence  we  can  obtain,  that  such  irregularity 
had  taken  place  but  without  any  intentionalloss  to  or  fraud  upon  the  Government,  and  entirely  from 
inadvertance,  unduly  weighing  the  consequenses  of  such  irregularity. 

We  would  further  remark  that  if  the  particulars  of  such  W^arrants  as  are  paid  by  the  Treasurer  in  each 
Month,  were  published  at  the  end  of  it,  greater  confidence  would  be  established  and  any  irregularity  more 
easily  detected. 

In  conclusion  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  mention  that  the  Treasurer  during  the  whole  examination  evinced 
:^.c  utmost  desire  to  furnish  every  information  and  fully  to  disclose  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts 
hitherto  practised,  and  appeared  to  coincide  with  us  in  our  suggestions  made  to  him  as  to  the  advantage 
likely  to  arise  to  all  parties  from  the  adoption  of  a  better    system.

When  the  Board  expressed  its  opinion,  that  although  the  Potato  Crops  throughout 
the  Island,  had,  this  Season  been  most  seriously  affected  by  natural  causes,  differently 
accounted  for,  and  that  a  great  deficiency  in  the  production  of  sound  wholesome  Pota- 
toes had  been  occasioned  thereby,  there  is  qot  that  scarcity  to  be  apprehended,  which 
at  present  renders  necessary  any  active  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Executive 
Government,  and  that  the  Report  of  the  injury  which  the  Wheat  is  said  to  have  sus- 
tained, is  much  exaggerated,  as  is  sufficiently  exemplified  by  the  present  Market-price 
of  Flour,  being  from  Ijd.  to  2d.  pel*  lb.,  and  Oats  from  Is.  4d.  to  Is.  6d.  per  bushel 
the  Board  consequently  considers  any  official  inquiry  under  such  circumstances, 
uncalled  for.

THE  General  Assembly  having  been  by  Proclamation,  prorogued  to  this  day,  the 
Legislative  Council  met. 

PRESENT : 

The  Honorable  Mr.  dttorney  Generaly  President.

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and 
being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod  received  His  Excellency's 
Commands  to  inform  the  House  of  Assembly,  that  it  is  His  Excellency's  pleasure, 
that  they  do  attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber  instanter ;  and  the  Members  present, 
having  appeared  at  the  Bar,  The  President  of  the  Council  addressed  them  as  follows  : 

Oentlemen  ; 

I  am  Commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  acquaint  you 
that  His  Excellency  does  not  intend  to  declare  the  cause  of  calling  this  General  As- 
sembly, until  there  be  a  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly;  and  therefore,you  Gentle- 
men of  the  House  of  Assembly,  are  to  repair  to  your  place  of  meeting,  and  there 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  fit  person  to  be  your  Speaker,  whom  you  are  to  present  to 
His  Excellency  here  immediately  for  his  approbation. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  then  withdrew,  and  in  a  short  time  return- 
ed, when  Joseph  Pope,  Esquire,  addressed  His  Excellency,  and  stated,  that  agreeably 
to  His  Excellency's  Commands,  the  House  of  Assembly  had  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  a  Speaker,  and  that  their  choice  had  fallen  upon  him. 
The  President  of  the  Council  then  replied  : 

Joseph  Pope  ^Esquire; 
I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  acquaint  you  that 
His  Excellency  doth  allow  and  confirm  you  to  be  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly. 
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The  Speaker  then  addressed  His  Excellency,  as  follows  : 
May  it  please  your  Excellency; 

As  you  have  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  choice  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  ap- 
pointing me  to  be  their  Speaker,  it  now  becomes  my  duty  as  such,  to  request  of  your 
Excellency  as  the  privilege  of  the  House,  that  the  Members  thereof  may  be  freed  from 
arrest;  that  they  may  have  freedom  of  Speech  in  their  debates,  and  have  free  access  to 
your  Excellency  on  all  occasions,  and  I  do  also  in  their  name  and  behalf,  claim  all  their 
ancient  rights  and  privileges. 

Then  the  President  of  the  Council  replied  in  the  following  words  : 

Mr.   Speaker; 

I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  say,  that  His  Ex- 
cellency being  fully  assured  of  the  prudence,  loyalty  und  good  affection  of  the  House  of 
Assembly,  most  willingly  grants  to  them  all  their  privileges,  conformably  to  ancient 
usage,  the  Laws  of  the  Land,  and  Her  Majesty's  Instructions. 

His  Excellency  was  then  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech : 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council; 
Oentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly; 

I  have  called  the  Legislature  together  at  a  period,  perhaps,  earlier  than  is  quite 
necessary,  for  the  ordinary  affairs  of  the  Colony  ;  but  that  measure  appeared  to  me 
the  more  expedient,  in  order  that  ample  time  may  be  given  for  the  consideration  of 
any  difficulties  which  may  have  arisen  out  of  the  recent  Elections,  as  well  as  for  the 
execution  of  the  general  Business  of  the  Tolony,  before  the  Winter  shall  pass  away. 

I  derive  much  gratification,  from  my  ability  to  inform  you,  that  no  part  of  the  ad- 
ditional grant  made  in  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature,  for  the  relief  of  the  most 
necessitous  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Colony,  has  been  called  for;  a  fact,  which  should 
be  thankfully  acknowledged,  as  an  instance  of  the  Divine  care  having  been  gracious- 
ly extended  to  this  Island,  in  a  time  of  contemplated  distress  and  scarcity. 

During  the  recess,  I  have  appointed  Commissioners,  to  enquire  into  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  Currency  of  this  Island.  When  the  result  of  their  labours  is  before  me, 
I  shall  lose  no  time  in  presenting  it  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Law  relating  to  the  prevention  of  Smuggling,  will  expire  this  year;  at  present,  it 
is  in  operation  under  a  precaution,  adopted  by  the  Executive,  rendering  the  Officers 
who  may  be  appointed  to  that  duty,  more  responsible  than  otherwise  they  would  be. 

I  recommend,  to  your  consideration,  **  the  Act  relating  to  Statute  Labour,  and  the 
Expenditure  of  Public  Moneys  on  the  Highways,''  with  the  view  of  improving  the 
management  of  this  important  branch  of  the  public  Service. 

Although  the  important  subject  of  Education,  continues  to  engage  much  public,  a^ 
well  as  private  attention,  throughout  the  Colony,  and  the  care  of  the  Legislature  ha^ 
been  liberally  extended  in  its  behalf,  I  wish  I  could  entertain  the  hope  of  seeing. 
at  an  early  period,  one  uniform  system  of  instruction,  introduced  into  the  several 
Educational  Establishments,  a  practice  which  experience  has  found  to  be  extremely 
advantageous.  In  glancing  at  this  question,  so  deeply  interesting  to  all  classes,  I  cannot 
pass  over  the  great  and  impartial  attention,  given  by  the  Masters  of  the  Central  Aca- 
demy, to  the  important  duties  which  they  have  to  perform;  nor  can  I  deny  myself  the 
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gratification,  of  remarking  upon  the  benevolence  and  zeal  with  which,  many  who  are  by 
position  and  profession,  totally  unconnected  with  the  exercise  of  Scholastic  duties, 
have  come  forward  to  aid  in  the  important  work,  of  rearing  a  population  in  the  know- 
ledge of  its  religious  and  moral  obligations,  I  may,  I  feel  assured,  claim  for  the 
several  Educational  Institutions,  that  protection  which  the  means  of  the  Colony  will 
permit  you  to  bestow  upon  them. 

The  Lunatic  Asylum  and  House  of  Industry  has  been  completed,  and  I  have  ap- 
pointed the  necessary  Trustees  for  its  management.  I  am  happy  to  observe,  that  the 
Legislative  Grant  for  its  maintenance,  which  was  deemed  insufficient  for  that  purpose, 
has  been  augmented  by  a  voluntary  and  liberal  subscription,  which  although  contribu- 
ted by  a  limited  number  of  persons,  will  form  a  considerable  addition  to  the  original 
endowment  of  the  Institution. 

I  sincerely  congratulate  you,  upon  the  steady  advancement  of  the  public 
Revenue  of  the  Colony ;  the  receipts  of  the  Customs  Department,  especially, 
exhibit  a  very  considerable  increase,  over  those  of  any  former  year  ;  satisfactory  as 
the  present  state  of  the  Revenue  undoubtedly  is,  it  will  not,  however,  permit  a  depar- 
ture from  a  rigid  course  of  economy,  consistently  with  that  consideration  which  is  due 
to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Colony,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  Public  Service. 

Oentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

The  Public  Accounts  shall  be  laid  before  you  with  all  possible  despatch,  from  them 
you  will  see  that  the  Expenditure  has  been  conducted,  with  every  attention  to  the 
provision  of  the  Revenue  Act  of  the  past  year. 

The  Estimates  for  the  Current  year,  will  also  be  submitted  for  your  consideration 
without  delay,  and  I  trust  you  will  find  them  prepared  in  accordance  with  those  views 
of  economy  which  I  have  already  expressed. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council; 
Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ; 

I  shall  take  an  early  opportunity  of  laying  before  you.  Copies  of  the  Replies  which 
have  been  received  to  the  several  Addresses,  which  at  your  request,  respectively  have 
been  laid  before  Her  Majesty  the  Ctueen. 

I  have  now  to  offer  you  the  assurance  of  my  ready  co-operation,  for  the  constitutional 
advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  People  of  this  Colony,  and  further  to  state  that  I 
shall  communicate  by  Message  all  such  other  information,  as  I  may  deem  necessary  to 
assist  you  in  the  deliberations  which  are  about  to  occupy  your  attention. 

The  Speech  being  ended,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  His  Ex- 
cellency was  pleased  to  retire. 

Prayers  were  then  read. 

The  President  reported  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  being  read  by  the 
Clerk. 

Resolvedy  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Grovernor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House,  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Dalrymple,  Mr.  Young  and  Mr.  Hensley  be"a  Committee  to 
>repare  a  Draft,  pursuant  to  the  above  Resolution.

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  House  of  Industry  has  been 
completed,  and  that  a  voluntary  and  liberal  subscription  has  been  opened  in  this  com- 
munity, to  enable  the  Trustees  appointed  by  your  Excellency  to  carry  out  effectively 
the  design  of  such  an  useful  Institution. 

The  steady  advancement  of  the  public  Revenue  of  the  Colony  affords  us  great  sa- 
tisfaction; and  we  shall  readily  concur  with  the  House  of  Assembly  in  its  econ- 
omical disposal. 

Your  Excellency  may  rely  on  our  best  attention  being  given  to  all  communications, 
which  you  may  deem  requisite  to  lay  before  us;  and  on  our  ready  co-operation  for  the 
advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  people  of  this  Island.

Most  Graciaua  Sovereign ; 

We  Your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  ftnd  House  of 
Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  Legislative  Session  assembled,  most  humbly  submit  for  your 
Majesty's  gracious  consideration,  that  a  great  proportion  of  the  Trade  of  this  Island  consists  in  the  export 
of  its  agricultural  Produce. 

That  at  present,  out  of  the  seven  principal  Harbours  of  this  Island,  where  such  Trade  can  be  advan- 
tageously carried  on,  two  only,  namely,  Charlottetown  and  Three  Rivers,  are  Free  Ports,  and  of  those, 
the  former  only  is  a  Free  Warehousing  Port. 

That  a  considerable  Export  of  the  Agricultural  Produce  of  this  Island  has  been  of  late  years  made  to 
Foreign  Countries,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  Colony,  and  opening  out  to  it,  a  reasonable  expectation 
of  a  permanent  and  profitable  commerce  with  those  Countries. 

That  it  would  greatly  advance  the  prosperity  of  this  Colony,  if  the  Privileges  and  regulations  of  Free 
Ports  were  extended  to  the  Harbours  of  Bedeque,  Richmond  Bay  and  Cascumpec,  in  Prince  County, 
New  London,  in  Queen's  County,  and  the  Harbour  of  Souris  in  King's  County  ;  at  each  of  which 
Harbours,  there  is  already  stationed  an  Officer  of  Customs,  under  appointments  from  your  Majesty's 
Commissioners  of  that  department. 

That  we,  your  Memorialists  beg  further  humbly  to  submit  to  your  Majesty's  gracious  consideration,  that 
under  the  present  regulations  adopted  by  the  Officers  of  your  Majesty's  Customsin  this  Island,  in  the  onlv 
two  Ports  enjoying  this  privilege,  no  Foreign  Vessels  are  allowed  to  proceed  up  the  Harbours,  (which  are 
large  and  spacious,)  to  those  places  where  it  would  be  most  advantageous  and  convenient  for  them  to 
receive  on  board  their  cargoes,  whereby  great  loss  and  inconvenience  is  occasioned  to  persons  shipping 
Agricultural  Produce,  and  as  we  humbly  conceive  that  no  loss  or  detriment  can  occur  to  your  Majesty's 
Service  by  allowing  such  Foreign  Vessels  to  proceed  to  the  most  convenient  places  within  the  differe&t 
Bays  and  Harbours  in  this  Island,  now,  or  hereafter  to  be  established  as  Free  Ports,  to  take  on  board 
their  outward  cargoes,  first  having  discharged  and  landed  their  cargoes  inwards,  under  the  immediate 
superintendence  of  one  of  your  Majesty's  Officers  of  Customs  for  such  Port,  and  having  received  froo 
him  a  Permit  to  proceed  to  take  in  such  cargo — Most  humbly  pray,  that  your  Majesty  may  be 
graciously  pleased  to  cause  such  directions  to  be  given  to  your  Majesty's  principal  Officer  of  Customs 
for  this  Island,  as  may  facilitate  the  objects  prayed  for  by  your  Memorialists,  who  most  respectful!? 
tender  to  your  Majesty,  a  renewal  of  their  assurances  of  devotion  and  attachment  to  your  Majesty's 
Royal  Person  and  Government.

Mr.  President^  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council; 
Mr.   Speaker^    and    Gentlemen  of  the    House  of  Assembly  ; 

The  Legislative  duties  bf  the  Sessibn  having  terminated,  I  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  relieving 
you    from  any  farther  absence  from   your  homes,  where  I  trust  you  will  continue  to  iexert  yourselves, 
in  your  several  positions,   to  benefit  the  Colony  by  the  dissemination  of  prfecepts  which  tend  to  promote  . 
tranquillity,  and  to  encourage  industry. 

It  is  with  great  pain  that  I  advert  to  the  melancholy  results  which  attended  the  reCent  riot  near 
Belfast,  by  which  many  families  have  been  severely  afflicted,  and  the  Country  subjected  to  heavy 
expences ;  I  am  however  gratified  by  observing  an  intention  expressed  by  one  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  revise  the  Election  Laws  during  the  next  Session,  with  the  view  of  adopting  such  measures  as 
may  tend  to  render  the  events  to  which  I  have  alluded  less  likely  to  recur. 
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I  entertain  a  hope  that  the  improvement  exhibited  in  the  returns  of  the  past  year,  will  be  further  aug. 

mented  in  those  hereafter  to  be  laid  before  you ;  and  the  judicious  alteration  you  have  made  in  the  Laws 

for  the  8Ui>pression  of  illicit  trade,  will  necessarily  operate  to  the  encouragement  of  commercial  integrity 
and   enterprise. 

Mr.    Speaker,  and    Gentlemen    of  the  House    of  Assembly; 

I  thank  you,  in  the  name  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  for  the  Supplies  which  you   have  granted ;  they 
will  be  applied  with   fidelity  to  the  objects   for   which   they   have   been  voted. 

With  reference  to  your  Address  to  Her  Majesty,  upon  the  subject  of  the  introduction  of  the  system 
of  Responsible  Government  into  this  Island,  I  shall  forward  my  observations  upon  it  with  all  due  des- 
patch, and  I  feel  it  my  duty  now  to  slate,  that  I  shall  give  it  my  best  support.  Whatever  doubt  I  may 
at  one  time  have  entertained  as  to  tiie  ability  of  carrying  out  this  system  of  Government  in  a  commaoity 
circumscribed  as  this  is,  that  doubt  has  been  dispelled  by  the  experience  obtained  from  the  political 
events  which  have  distinguished  the  last  twelve  months  in  this  Colony,  the  consideratioa  of  which  has 
led  me  to  apprehend  the  introduction  of  the  doctrine,  that  those  who  are  termed  the  oonstitutiooal 
advisers  of  the  Head  of  the  Government,  may,  openly  or  covertly,  dissent  from  the  line  of  policy 
which  that  officer  may  think  it  necessary  to  pursue,  and  yet  retain  their  seats  as  advisers ;  believing 
that  the  relationship  between  these  two  high  offices  can  only  constitutionally  exist  under  an  unanimity 
of  political  views,  and  fully  admitting  that  the  Executive  Councillor  cannot  with  honor  to  himself,  or 
with  justice  to  the  country,  retain  his  seat  an  hour  after  he  disapproves  of  the  policy  of  the  Head  of 
the  Government.  I  am  convinced  that  the  principle  of  Responsible  Government,  duly  regulated  by 
wise  and  well  considered  provisions,  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  the  Colony,  is  as  requisite  to  the  free 
exercise  of  the  constitutional  authority  and  beneficial  influence  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  himself,  as  I 
trust  it  will  be  found  advantageous  to  the  people  of  the  Island  generally. 

Mr.  President,  and  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 
Mr.    Speaker,    and   Gentlemen   of  the  House  of  Assembly ; 

In  separating,  I  have  only  to  hope  that  when  you  next  assemble,  you  will  find  the  Colony  still 
advancing  under  the  aid  of  that  Providence  which  has  already  guided  it  year  after  year,  to  increised 
prosperity,  and  which  has  beneficently  sheilded  it  from  those  dreadful  visitations  that  bumaii  poweri 
though    It    may    mitigate,    cannot  avert. 

Afler  which,  the  President  of  the  Council  said  ; 

Gentlemen ; 

It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  that  this 
General  Assembly  be  prorogued  until  •  «  v/iesday  the  Twenty-second  day  of  June ;

Legislature^  it  will  be  necessary  to  amend,  by  new  Letters  Patent,   under  the  Great  Seal,   the  existing 

Commission  of  the  Government  of  Prince  Edward  Island;  and  the  amendment  will  be  made  as  speedily 

as  may  be  practicable.

Sir; 

Twenty-five  Acts,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  the  month  of  April  last,  having 
been  referred  by  the  Queen  in  Council  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  and 
Foreign  Plantations,  that  Committee  have  reported  to  Her  Majesty  in  Council  their  opinion,  that  the  said 
Acts  should  be  left  to  their  operation. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  herewith,  an  Order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  dated  30th  October, 
approving  that  Report. 

Among  these,  Her  Majesty  has  been  adfised  to  leave  to  its  operation  the  Act  No.  670,  which  empowers 
certain  Commissioners  to  make  Loans  to  poor  persons,  out  of  the  money,  voted  for  the  marking  of  Roads,  prin- 
cipally for  the  purchase  of  potato  seed,  l^ut  I  must  remark,  that  the  proposed  mode  of  obtaining  re- payment 
of  these  loans  by  labour  on  the  Roads,  appears  to  me  ill  chosen.  All  experience  shews  that  labour,  in  re- 
payment of  a  debt,  is  always  inefficient.  The  Settlers  should  [repay  the  advances  .made  to  them,  by  instal- 
ments in  money  ;  if  it  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  do  so,  they  might  be  given  employment  on  the  roads 
at  fair  wages,  which,  if  possible  should  be  paid  by  the  piece. 

I  must  also  call  your  attention  to  the  annexed  List  of  what  I  conjecture  to  be  clerical  errors,  appearing  in 
the  copies  of  the  Acts  transmitted  to  me.  Some  of  these  errors  are  material;  and  they  lead  me  to  recom- 
mend to  you  a  careful  examination  of  the  Acts,  as  they  appear  on  the  records.  If  these  are  defective  as  the 
copies  transmitted  to  this  Office,  you  will  find  it  necessary,  in  the  next  Session  of  the  Legislature,  to  bring 
forward  Acts  for  rectifying  the  several  inaccuracies. 

You  will  observe  that  the  Act,  No.  695,  for  regulating  the  sale  ef  Spirituous  LiquorS}  is  not  comprised 
in  the  accompanying  list  of  Acts  led  to  their  operation  by  the  Queen  :  under  that  Act,  every  Tavern-keeper 
is  required  to  take  an  oath,  in  which  he  declares,  among  other  things — "  that  he  will  make  only  fair  and 
reasonable  charges  against  his  guests." 

The  excessive  vagueness  of  this  oath,  and  the  hourly  temptation  to  perjury  which  {t  imposes  on  all  those 
whose  dishonesty  it  is  intended  to  check,  render  it  open,  in  an  unusual  degree,  to  all  the  objections  which 
have  induced  Parliament  to  diminish,  to  the  utmost  practicable  extent,  the  number  of  oaths  formerly  re- 
quired by  the  Statutes  of  this  Kingdom. 

I  trust  that  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  will  not  hesitate  to  repeal  so  much  of  this  Act  as  im- 
poses this  oath.  Until  this  amendment  is  made,  I  shall  not  be  able  to  recommend  the  confirmation  of  this  Act 
by  Her  Majesty. 

The  remaining  Acts  transmitted  in  your  Despatch.  No  40,  of  14th  July,  1846,  are  still  under  consideration. 
When  Her  Majesty's  decision  shall  have  been  taken  upon  them,  I  will  not  fail  to  communicate  it  to  you.

May  it  please  your  Excellency ; 

In  18449  Her  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to 
make  a  grant  of  £200  from  the  Crown  Lands  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  instituting  a  Geological  Surrey 
of  the  Island.  To  that  grant  a  further  sum  of  £  100 
was  added  by  the  Legislature  in  1845,  should  it  be 
required  to  complete  the  exploration.  Having  had 
the  honor  to  receive  the  appointment  to  perform  the 
Survey,  and  having  made  the  necessary  examina- 
tions, I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  the 
following 

REPORT: 

The  objects  of  a  Geological  Survey  are  to  discover 
and  examine,  and  thereby  bring  into  operation,  so 
far  as  may  be  practicable,  the  mineral  resources  of 
a  country.  The  advantages  such  inquiries  offer  to 
mming  are  manifest,  as  they  supply  the  proper  ob- 
jects of  that  branch  of  industry,  and  the  elements  of 
manufacture. 

Iron  enters  into  almost  every  mechanical  work  of 
civilized  life.  Coal  is  scarcely  of  less  importance, 
as  affording  fuel  for  the  multifarious  operations  of 
manufacture,  steam  navigation,  railway  transporta- 
tion, and  domestic  use.  Besides  these,  copper,  tin, 
lead,  zinc,  manganese  and  other  metals  are  of  vast 
utility,  and  other  chemical  compounds  of  the  metals 
are  extensively  employed  in  medicine,  chemistry, 
and  other  sciences.

Architecture  derives  from  geology,  the  discovery 
of  granite,  porphyry,  marble,  freestone,  slate,  <Slc., 
and  it  is  only  by  a  knowledge  of  its  mineral  charac^ 
ter,  that  the  durability  of  any  rock  can  be  determin- 

G»l 


ed.  Salt,  clay,  mineral  and  thermal  springs,  with  a 
variety  of  other  objects,  are  also  recognized  by  such 
surveys,  which  are  devoted  to  all  the  resources  sup- 
plied by  the  mineral  kingdom. 

A  Geological  Survey,  aided  by  mineralogy  and 
chemistry,  affords  to  agriculture  the  most  valuable 
aid.  It  discovers  and  applies  lime,  marl,  peat,  al- 
kaline earths,  alluviums,  and  various  other  substan- 
ces that  are  capable  of  improving  the  soil,  and  by 
the  analysis  of  the  soils  themselves  which  have  been 
derived  from  the  solid  rocks,  the  means  of  increas- 
ing their  productiveness  is  clearly  indicated. 

The  common  objects  of  nature,  and  such  as  the 
early  inhabitants  of  a  new  country  soon  become 
acquainted  with,  afford  the  first  objects  of  commerce, 
while  mineral  resources,  from  being  concealed  in 
the  earth,  and  consequently  more  difficult  to  dis- 
cover, are  frequently  overlooked,  and  their  manu- 
facture is  reserved  for  a  more  advanced  state  of 
science,  oi*  when  minerals  are  accidentally  found, 
their  properties  are  frequently  unknown  to  their 
discoverers,  who  are  sometimes  led  into  injudicious 
and  ruinous  speculations.  The  inquiry  under  con- 
sideration is  calculated  to  prevent  such  evils ;  and 
experience  has  proved  that  by  restraining  rash  en- 
terprize  in  the  expensive  search  for  minerals,  geolo- 
gical surveys  had  been  of  great  advantage  wherever 
they  have  been  made. 

There  are  still  many  benefits  that  might  be  men- 
tioned, as  being  the  result  of  a  careful  examination 
of  the  rocky  masses  of  any  country,  among  these 
may  be  reckoned  the  contributions  made  to  a  splen- 
did modern  science,  and  that  kind  of  topographical 
knowledge  that  facilitates  the  progress  of  husbandry, 
and  the  establishment  of  manufactures.  By  collect- 
ing the  valuable  minerals  and  the  soils  of  any  dis- 
trict, and  submitting  them  to  a  proper  investigation, 
assistance  is  given  to  industry  which  may  then  be 
directed  into  its  legitimate  and  proper  channels.  And 
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should  any  tract  of  country  be  found  not  to  contain 
any  valuable  deposits  of  fuel,  or  ores,  a  knowledge 
of  the  fact  is  desirable  as  being  calculated  to  correct 
ungrounded  hope,  and  check  fruitless  researches. 

The  practical  course  to  be  pursued  in  a  geological 
reconnoissance  will  vary  in  different  places,  being 
influenced  by  the  nature  of  the  country,  and  a  variety 
of  other  circumstances  which  can  only  be  understood 
by  the  practical  geologist.  In  districts  of  a  mineral 
character  continued  labour  is  often  required,  while 
in  tracts  known  to  be  composed  of  unproductive 
strata,  such  labour  is  unnecessary.  When  the  op- 
posite sides  of  an  Island,  or  a  peninsula,  are  found 
to  present  strata  similar  in  their  lithological  charac- 
ter, course  and  inclination,  and  sections  have  been 
taken  across  the  intervening  country,  the  actual  in- 
spection of  each  square  acre  would  be  useless.  In 
other  situations,  or  where  there  are  favorable  indica- 
tions of  coal  or  ores,  the  inspection  of  the  soils, 
rocks,  springs,  &c.,  is  rendered  imperfectly  neces- 
sary. 

During  the  survey  of  the  Island,  I  have  endea- 
voured to  visit  every  locality  to  which  I  was  directed 
by  the  Inhabitai^ts,  when  there  was  a  hope  of  making 
any  useful  discovery;  yet,  I  may  not  have  been  al- 
ways successful  in  convincing  even  well  informed 
persons  in  other  matters,  that  their  belief  in  the 
existence  of  minerals  at  certain  places  was  opposed 
to  well  established  facts  in  geology  ;  indeed,  during 
a  period  of  many  years  spent  in  this  kind  of  public 
service,  I  have  found  the  most  painful  part  of  my 
duty  to  consist  in  withholding  the  appropriation  of 
the  public  funds  from  the  curiosity,  or  misguided  en- 
terprize  of  well  meaning  persons,  who  often  hope  to 
discover  some  valuable  mineral  where  nature  has 
withheld  it. 

The  geological  survey  of  Prince  Edward  Island 
has  been  completed,  and  if  the  Province  has  not 
been  favored  by  Providence  by  any  very  rich  de- 
posits of  fuel,  or  the  metals,  it  is  presumed  that  the 
benefits  conferred  upon  its  agriculture,  will  amply 
repay  the  small  sum  expended  in  the  undertaking. 
It  had  been  proposed  to  construct  boring  appara- 
tus in  order  to  penetrate  the  deeper  strata  of  the 
Island,  but  it  would  have  been  injudicious  to  com- 
mence such  operations  without  some  previous  ac^ 
quaintance  with  the  rocks,  and  the  expense  of  boring 
to  any  considerable  depth  would  of  itself  have  ex- 
ceeded the  whole  sum  granted  for  the  survey.  A 
number  of  minerals,  soils,  and  other  substances  have 
been  brought  in  by  the  Inhabitants :  all  these  have 
been  carefully  examined,  and  the  results  communi- 
cated. A  collection  of  the  valuable  rocks,  minerals, 
die,  has  been  made  and  deposited  in  the  library  of 
the  Legislature,  a  Catalogue  of  them  is  appended  to 
this  Report,  and  the  whole  is  respectfully  submitted 


to  the  consideration   of  >our  Excellency,  and  the 
Legislative  bodies  of  the  Province. 

Pripce  Edward  Island  is  situated  on  the  soalh 
side  of  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence.  It  is  separated 
from  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  by  a  channel 
varying  from  ten  to  forty  miles  in  breadth,  called 
Northumberland  Strait.  The  Island  is  in  the  form 
of  a  crescent,  stretching  from  the  north-west  to  the 
south-east ;  its  concave  side  being  presented  to  the 
Gulph,  and  its  convex  coast  to  the  Main  land.  The 
principal  headlands,  North  Cape  and  East  Point. 
extend  into  the  Gulph :  the  former  is  in  latitude 
47  deg.,  7  min.,  and  the  latter  in  46  deg.,  30  min. 
north  ;  the  longitude  is  between  62  deg.  and  64  deg., 
30  min.  west.  Its  greatest  length  is  about  130  miles, 
and  the  breadth  36  miles  ;  but  from  the  depth  of  its 
bays,  inlets  and  indentations,  its  breadth  is  rerj 
variable,  and  the  tide  flows  within  six  or  seven  mite 
of  the  most  inland  places.  From  East  Point,  a  part 
of  the  western  coast  of  Cape  Breton  is  distinct]; 
visible,  at  a  distance  of  ten  or  twelve  leagues,  and 
in  clear  weather  the  Magdalen  Islands  may  also  be 
seen  to  the  east  The  tides  rise  from  4  to  6  feet; 
but  they  are  much  influenced  by  certain  winds,  and 
at  the  principal  headlands  there  are  frequently  rapid 
currents. 

The  Island  is  divided  into  three  Counties,  oannelj: 
King's  County,  Queen's  County  and  Prince  County. 
According  to  the  original  surveys,  it  contains  1,365,- 
400  acres.  The  excellent  surveys  of  Capt.  Bayfield, 
when  completed  and  published,  will  afibrd  macb 
valuable  information  in  regard  to  the  geography  and 
navigation  of  the  Island  and  the  surrounding  coasts. 

The  general  physical  features  of  the  Island  have 
little  of  the  bold  and  striking  character  obserrable 
on  the  northern  shores  of  the  Gulph ;  they  rath^ 
resemble  those  of  the  low  lands  on  the  neighbouring 
coast  of  New  Brunswick.  There  are  no  mountains, 
and  the  highest  hills  do  not  exceed  300  feet  in  ahi* 
tude.  It  is  true  there  are  ridges  of  naoderatelj  ele- 
vated land  extending  through  the  central  portions  of 
the  Island,  and  between  Tryon  River  and  New  Loo- 
don,  the  hills  have  steep  escarpments,  and  being 
separated  by  deep  ravines  and  river  channels,  the 
aspect  of  a  wide  distance  is  mountainous,  notwith- 
standing the  lands  are  not  high.  There  is  also  a 
chain  of  hills  beginning  at  Lot  48  and  at  the  head 
of  Hillsborough  river,  i^nd  running  aloog  the  rear  of 
the  shore  settlements  on  Lot  49.  Farther  east,  the 
land  slopes  very  gradually  down  to  the  aea.  The 
country  between  Charlottetown  and  Bedeque,  maj 
be  said  to  be  hilly ;  but  in  no  part  of  the  Islaod  are 
there  any  eminences  to  impede  the  progress  of  col- 
tivation.  The  highest  hills  have  fine  slopes,  and 
most  frequently  they  are  bounded  by  valleys  gently 
inclining  to  their  centre,  and  which  secure  the  pef- 
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feet  draining  of  the  soil.  Northward  of  Egmont 
and  Richmond  Bays,  the  country  is  flat,  and  the 
streams  are  sluggish,  the  central  and  oblique  ridges 
of  land  having  disappeared. 

The  chief  part  of  the  Island  is  beautifully  varie- 
gated with  hill  and  valley,  and  numerous  small  bays, 
rivers,  and  creeks,  lakes  and  lagoons  greatly  con- 
tribute to  the  beauty  of  the  scenery,  which,  al- 
though not  lofty  and  maje8tic,is  peculiarly  interesting. 
The  entire  surface  is  abundantly  supplied  with  springs 
and  rivulets  of  the  purest  fresh  water.  Descend- 
ing from  the  more  elevated  ridges  of  land,  numerous 
streams  fall  in  opposite  directions,  and  although  in 
a  low  country,  these  aflford  less  power  to  propel  ma- 
chinery than  in  higher  districts,  they  are  extensively 
employed  in  working  flour  and  saw  mills,  carding 
mills,  (tc.  The  mouths  of  almost  all  the  rivers  and 
creeks  are  skirted  by  small  tracts  of  salt  marsh,  de- 
posits of  marine  alluvium,  shells  and  plants.  Along 
the  eastern  shores  of  the  Island  there  are  extensive 
collections  of  drift  and  blown  sand.  These  move- 
able deposites  are  often  thrown  up  into  picturesque 
mounds,  and  by  being  stretched  across  the  mouths 
of  the  bays  and  rivers,  they  form  safe  harbours  and 
tranqu  1  lagoons.  The  channels  through  the  sand 
are  sometimes  intricate,  and  the  shifting  nature  of 
the  shingle  renders  them  liable  to  annual  changes. 
The  harbours  of  St.  Peter's,  Savage,  Tracadie,  Kus- 
.lico,  Grenville  Bay,  Richmond  Bay  and  Cascumpec, 
are  chiefly  formed  by  belts  of  sand  that  bid  defiance 
to  the  fury  of  the  waves.  The  sand  is  occasionally 
drifted  upon  cultivated  fields,  and  threatens  to  drive 
the  farmer  away  from  the  shore.  Those  accumu- 
lations are  scarcely  to  be  seen  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Island  which  is  protected  in  some  degree  from 
the  violence  of  the  sea  by  its  proximity  to  the  main 
land. 

Peat  Bogs  are  very  numerous,  although  few  of 
them  are  of  any  great  extent.  The  largest  and 
most  valuable  depoeite  of  Peat  on  the  Island  is  on 
the  south  side  of  Cascumpec  Harbour.  It  contains 
a  buried  forest,  and,  as  the  quality  of  the  Peat  is 
very  superior,  it  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  be  va- 
luable for  fuel. 

The  whole  surface  of  Prince  Edward  Island  has 
been  covered  with  forests  of  Beech,  Birches,  Ma- 
ples, Poplars,  Spruce,  Fir,  Hemlock,  Larch  and 
Cedar.  Great  inroads  have  been  made  in  these 
forests  by  the  progress  of  cultivation  and  the  lum- 
bermen who  fell  the  trees  for  exportation  and  ship- 
building. Fires  have  also  been  very  destructive, 
and  much  of  the  primeval  wood  has  been  destroyed 
by  its  ravages ;  but,  as  trees  spring  up  spontaneous- 
ly and  in  great  abundance,  with  care  and  foresight 
there  is  little  danger  of  a  scarcity  of  fuel  for  a  long 
period  to  come.    Almost  the  entire  area  is  capable 


of  succassful  cultivation,  and  in  no  part  of  British 
America  can  a  soil  be  found  that  is  more  congenial 
to  Wheat  and  other  kinds  of  grain. 

The  facility  by  which  Roads  can  be  constructed 
is  highly  important,  and  will  continue  to  promote 
the  settlement  of  waste  lands.  In  general  the  sur- 
face is  even  :  the  rocks  are  covered  by  a  thick  de- 
posit of  diluvial  sand  and  gravel,  intermixed  with 
small  holders ;  road  materials  are  therefore  abun- 
dant, yet,  there  are  beds  of  clay  and  occasionally 
light  sand  that  impede  travelling. 

The  configuration  of  the  coasts  is  very  favorable 
to  commerce  and  the  prosecution  of  the  valuable 
Fisheries  that  every  where  abound — Hillsborough, 
Cardigan,  Richmond  and  Cascumpec  Bays,  are  spa- 
cious and  safe  harbours.  Besides  these  the  shores 
are  indented  with  lesser  Inlets,  Rivers  and  Coves, 
which  afibrd  abundant  shelter  for  vessels  employed 
in  fishing  and  the  coasting  trade,  and  also  sites  for 
ship-building. 

From  these  brief  remarks  I  proceed  to  a  detailed 
account  of  the  exploration,  and  the  examinations 
that  relate  to  the  Geology,  Mineralogy  and  Agricul- 
ture of  the  Island. 


TOPOGRAPHICAL    GEOLOGY. 

Hillsborough  Bay  is  an  expanded  sheet  of  water, 
situated  between  St.  Peter's  Island  and  Point  Prim. 
It  embraces  three  lesser  Bays,  and  receives  a  num- 
ber of  rivers.  Of  the  latter,  Hillsborough,  York 
and  Elliot,  or  North  River,  are  the  most  important. 
These,  when  united,  form  the  Harbour  of  Charlotte- 
town,  the  capital  of  the  Island,  which  stands  upon 
the  extremity  of  a  peninsula  at  the  junction  of  these 
three  streams.  At  this  place  the  Survey  was  com- 
menced, and  the  descriptions  will  be  given  in  the 
order  in  which  they  were  made. 

The  Rocks  are  most  advantageously  examined  in 
this  quarter  at  the  entrance  of  the  Harbour  which  is 
only  half  a  mile  wide  : — ^They  here  present  perpen- 
dicular clifls  from  ten  to  twenty  feet  in  height — they 
are  frequently  undermined  by  the  waves  and  cur- 
rents, and  are  sometimes  seen  in  heaps  of  debris 
that  have  fallen  on  the  beaches.  All  these  Rocks 
belong  to  an  extensive  group  of  Red  Sandstones 
that  form  the  basis  of  the  Island,  and  also  appear  on 
the  neighbouring  coasts  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick.  At  the  mouth  of  the  harbour  they 
consist  of  brick-red  Sandstones,  micaceous  Sand- 
stones, grey  Sandstones,  Marly  Clay,  and  red 
Shales.  The  general  direction  of  the  strata  is  East 
and  West,  and  the  dip  it  from  ten  to  fifteen  degrees 
North.  The  strata  are  covered  by  debris  from 
those  rocks,  sometimes  to  the  depth  of  twenty  feet. 
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The  soil  is  also  red,  and  frequently  underlaid  by  a 
subsoil  or  stiff  red  clay. 

The  East,  North,  and  West  Rivers  were  explored 
by  the  aid  of  Indians  and  a  large  Canoe.  The 
shores  are  seldom  bounded  by  cliffs,  but  descend 
gradually  to  the  water,  being  frequently  skirted  by 
tracts  of  peaty  ground,  salt  marsh,  and  a  mixed 
alluvium ;  the  rocks  are  similar  to  those  above 
mentioned ;  and  a  section  taken  near  the  In- 
dian encampment,  at  the  mouth  of  the  West 
River  corresponded  with  others  taken  several  miles 
farther  westward.  Reposing  directly  upon  the 
rocks  there  are  frequently  thick  deposite  of  clay. 
One  of  these  occurs  opposite  the  town,  near  the 
Ferry  Wharf,  and  on  the  property  of  Mrs.  Desbri- 
say,  and  is  very  favorably  situated  for  an  extensive 
manufacture  of  Bricks.  In  this  district  and  at  many 
other  places,  a  black  porous  Sandstone,  containing 
lignite,  was  observed ;  from  its  colour  and  the 
presence  of  lignite,  it  has  been  supposed  by  some  to 
to  an  indication  of  coal,  but  it  seldom  accompanies 
that  important  mineral. 

Viewed  from  the  signal  station,  or  either  of  the 
old  French  Forts  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbour, 
Charlottetown,  and  its  surrounding  scenery,  are 
very  beautiful :  the  shores,  in  every  direction,  are 
cultivated,  and  tracts  of  native  forest  are  intersper- 
sed with  fine  fields  and  spacious  farm-houses,  with 
these,  a  number  ships  upon  the  stocks  afford  a  pe- 
culiar contrast.  In  approaching  the  town,  the 
residence  of  the  Governor,  the  Asylum,  Roman 
Catholic  College,  and  Provincial  Building  are  stri- 
king objects.  The  Buildings  in  general  are  more 
in  English  style  than  is  always  seen  in  British  Ame- 
rica, and  the  wide  Streets  and  open  Squares  con- 
tribute much  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  inhabi- 
tants. 

Outside  of  the  Harbour,  eastward,  the  cliffs  are 
from  30  to  40  feet  high  ;  or  thus —

From  a  prevailing  opinion  that  Limestone  did  not 
exist  upon  the  Island,  and  its  importance  in  an 
agricultural  point  of  view,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
describe  the  varieties  of  that  rock  and  the  several 
localities  where  it  may  be  procured,  with  some  de- 
gree of  minuteness.  Conglomerate  Limestone 
occurs  near  the  entrance  of  Charlottetown  Harbour 
both  Eastward  and  Westward  of  the  Blockhouse. 
At  the  before  mentioned  cliff  it  forms  a  strata 
between  the  Sandstones.  It  resembles  the  com- 
mon conglomerate  of  the  coal  group,  being  appa- 
rently a  collection  of  small  pebbles  cemented  tc^- 


ther ;  but,  instead  of  quartzoseor  flinty  pebbles,  the 
nodules  of  the  Limestone  and  the  cementing  matter 
contain  carbonate  of  lime.  A  piece  of  this  rock,  of 
medium  purity,  yielded,  of  100  parts —

The  Limestone  at  this  place  is  therefore  sufficieot- 
ly  pure  for  the  purposes  of  agriculture,  but  its 
situation  is  unfavourable  for  quarrying  any  great 
quantity.  A  thin  stratum  of  white  and  com|nct 
Limestone  appears  at  Bellevue,  on  the  farm  of  Mr. 
Charles  Haszard.  At  Lobster  Point  the  strata  are 
again  seen  in  a  bold  cliff,  and  dipping  N.  N.  £.  at 
an  angle  of  4  deg.  From  the  soil  downwards  to 
low-water  mark,  they  are  as  follows : —

A  similar  section  was  taken  between  Obsenration 
Cove  and  Salutation  Point,  westward  of  the  nar- 
rows. From  Lobster  Point  to  Gallows  Point,  the 
shore  is  low  and  the  mouths  of  the  Riven  and 
Creeks  are  bordered  by  tracts  of  marsh,  and  the 
shores  of  the  Bay  are  lined  with  sandy  beaches. 
Tea  Hill,  an  eminence  in  a  ridge  of  elevated  tami 
already  noticed,  discloses  at  several  places  rocks 
similar  to  those  just  named.  Between  the  bill  and 
Orwell  Bay,  and  embracing  the  fronts  of  Lots  49 
and  50,  a  large  tract  occupied  by  flourishing  vil- 
lages and  bordered  by  marshes,  is  very  low ;  much 
of  the  soil  has  been  improved  by  the  alluvium  brought 
down  by  small  streams  that  descend  from  the  higher 
grounds.  Marsh  alluvium,  or  marsh  mud  and  peal 
are  abundant,  and  may  be  cheaply  applied  as  coo* 
post  manure. 

Governor's  Island,  in  Hillsborough  Bay,  is  sitoated 
about  five  miles  from  the  main  land  of  which  it  once 
formed  a  part,  the  intervening  land  haTtng  been  re* 
moved  by  the  operations  of  the  sea.  At  low  tides 
the  separating  channels  are  still  very  narrow  and 
shallow.  The  Island  contains  upwards  of  1 90  acres 
of  excellent  soil,  a  part  of  which  is  still  covered  bf 
the  original  forest.  On  my  first  visit  to  this  Islaiid. 
I  accompanied  a  number  of  gentlemen  from  Cbar- 
tottetown  who  were  much  interested  in  the  discoverj 
of  limestone.  It  was  afterwards  carefully  examined 
on  account  of  pieces  of  copper  ore  that  had  been 
found  upon  its  shores. 

The  rocks  of  Governor's  Island  are  different  ia 
their  character  from  those  just  noticed,  and  froo 
a  few  fossils  contained   in  them  thej  appear  to 
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belong  to  the  coal  field  of  the  opposite  coast. 
They  are  compact  grey  sandstones,  conglomerate, 
red  and  blue  shales,  marls  and  limestones.  From 
the  southern  part  of  the  Island  a  long  reef  extends 
outwards  into  the  Bay.  This  reef  consists  chiefly 
of  coarse  sandstones  and  conglomerates,  and  lime- 
stone conglomerate :  the  latter  had  been  previously 
noticed  by  William  Douse,  Esq.  The  quantity  of 
lime  it  contains  is  variable,  yet  in  general  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  render  it  capable  of  being  calcined  and 
beneficially  applied  to  soils.  It  may  be  readily  quar* 
ried  after  the  tide  has  receded  from  the  reef. 

Grey  Sandstones  form  the  West  Point  of  the 
Island,  where  several  strata  may  be  found  that  are 
Useful  for  building  purposes :  by  being  exposed  to 
the  weather  the  rocks  will  harden,  and,  no  doubt, 
prove  durable.  With  these  beds  there  is  a  stratum 
of  white  marl,  three  and  a  half  feet  in  thickness, 
reposing  on  a  layer  of  red  marl  two  and  a  half  feet 
in  thickness.  These  marls  contain  upwards  of  60 
per  cent,  of  carbonate  of  lime,  and  will  be  found 
very  useful  in  renovating  worn*out  soils :  they  may 
be  applied  either  in  a  burnt  or  unburnt  state. 
These  marls  and  sandstones  have  been  broken  by  a 
fault — one  division  of  them  having  been  uplifted 
eight  feet,  whereby  evidence  is  afforded  that  the 
Island  has  been  under  the  influence  of  powerful 
terrestrial  disturbance. 

Pieces  of  Copper  Ore  had  been  found  on  the 
North  side  of  Governor's  Island.  Upon  examina- 
tion, I  found  that  this  ore  occurred  between  two 
horizontal  strata  of  coarse  grey  sandstone,  which 
rock  is  frequently  stained  by  the  green  carbonate  of 
copper.  By  making  narrow  excavations,  the  ore 
was  traced  to  a  distance  of  40  feet,  but  it  thinned 
out  in  all  directions,  and  afforded  no  evidence  of 
the  existence  of  any  metallic  vein.  Upwards  of  20 
pounds  of  the  ore  was  obtained — the  best  samples 
contain  40  per  cent,  of  pure  copper. 

The  site  of  the  ore  was  once  occupied  by  a  tree 
which  has  been  fossilled  by  copper,  and  the  vegetable 
texture  of  the  wood  can  still  be  traced  in  the  com- 
pact cupreous  masses.     Similar  ore  was  found  a 
few  years  ago  at  Bathurst,  N.  B. — Mining  opera- 
tions were  commenced,  but,  after  an  immense  fossil 
tree,  mineralised  by  copper,  had  been  removed,  the 
mine    was  exhausted.     Copper  ore  occurs  under 
similar  circumstances  at  Carriboo,  near  Pictou,  and 
other  places  along  the  coasts  of  the  main  land  ;  and 
I  have  observed  that  fossil  trees  of  the  coal  field 
there   are  sometimes  mineralised  by  copper,  iron, 
sulphate  of  barytes  and  carbonate  of  lime  ;  but  they 
are  not  evidences  of  the  presence  of  workable  veins 
of  ore.     I  cannot,  therefore,  recommend  the  sinking 
of  a  shaft,  or  that  boring  should  be  comm^ced  at 
Governor's  Island.

The  next  place  visited  was  Orwell,  or  as  it  is 
more  commonly  called  Gallows  Point.  This  is  a 
small  Peninsula  between  Pownal  Bay  and  Orwell 
Bay.  At  its  western  extremity  it  is  composed  of 
rocks  belonging  to  a  coal  formation — they  are  coarse 
and  fine  micaceous  sandstones,  conglomerates,  red, 
white,  and  blue  shales,  fire  clay,  and  blue  compact 
and  conglomerate  limestones.  The  general  direc- 
tion of  the  strata  is  N.  N.  E.  and  the  dip  E.  S.  E. 
8  deg.,  but  both  are  very  variable,  and  the  beds 
have  evidently  been  much  disturbed — at  one  place 
a  fault  of  four  feet  was  observed.  These  rocks  form 
a  low  indented  cliff  upon  the  shore,  being  covered 
by  six  feet  of  diluvium.  The  breadth  of  the  whole 
series  upon  the  shore  is  about  a  mile,  and  it  is  over- 
laid by  the  red  sandstones  of  Orwell  Bay  which  rest 
upon  its  strata  unconformably.  Some  of  the  grey 
sandstones  are  fine-grained  and  compact;  they 
could  be  readily  cut  and  would  be  durable,  yet  they 
are  not  equal  in  beauty  to  the  freestones  of  the  coal 
field  of  Nova  Scotia.  The  shales  are  rapidly  wear- 
ing away  by  the  operations  of  the  sea,  and  the  fire 
clay  has  been  mistaken  for  marl. 

Near  the  point,  and  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Tweedie, 
a  conglomerate  limestone,  like  that  of  Governor's 
Island,  appears  near  high  water  mark,  and  thin 
strata  of  that  rock  occur  in  the  cliff.  This  lime- 
stone also  appears  on  the  farms  of  Mr.  Young  and 
Mr.  Mutch,  where  it  gradually  rises  to  the  surface 
and  becomes  a  compact  blue  rock,  in  a  stratum  from 
4  to  6  feet  in  thickness.  It  is  here  well  situated 
for  being  quarried,  and  the  limestone  is  of  a  good 
quality.  Kilns  may  be  erected  upon  the  spot,  and 
the  Lime  heretofore  supplied  from  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick  may  be  obtained  upon  the  Island. 

The  sandstones  and  conglomerates  of  the  Point 
contain  the  remains  of  trees  and  other  plants  charac- 
teristic of  the  coal  measures.  The  trees  are  all 
prostrate  in  and  between  the  strata ;  the  original 
bark  has  been  changed  into  coal  and  the  woody 
parts  of  the  trunks  are  now  seen  in  masses  of  sand* 
stone,  iron  ore,  or  sulphate  of  barytes :  in  the  latter 
the  vegetable  fibre  still  remains  distinct.  So  far  as 
any  analogy  can  be  traced  between  them  and  the 
plants  of  the  present  period,  they  were  coniferous, 
or  belonged  to  the  fir  tribe;  still  they  are  quite 
different  from  any  of  the  trees  now  growing  upon 
the  Island.  Calamites,  and  other  plants  of  the  car- 
boniferous period  are  also  found,  and  the  remains  of 
their  leaves  are  widely  scattered  in  the  rocks.  I 
also  obtained  the  Mgmaria  ficaides  which  so  fre- 
quently accompanies  coal,  but  that  fossil  occurs 
rarely  at  the  above  locality.  A  very  thin  seam  of 
coal  was  found  in  the  face  of  the  cliff  in  which  there 
is  also  a  small  quantity  of  the  sulphate  of  barytes 
associated  with  iron  ore. 
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The  rocks  of  this  imperfect  coal  field  were  traced 
eastward  into  the  country  upwards  of  four  miles, 
where  they  seem  to  terminate,  or  they  are  succeeded 
by  the  red  sandstones  or  marls.  From  all  the  facts 
taken  together,  it  appears  very  evident  that  they 
form  one  of  the  extreme  points  of  the  great  coal 
fields  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  which 
I  have  recently  ascertained  to  be  united  and  form 
one  continuous  district.  A  part  of  that  district  is 
situated  beneath  Northumberland  Strait,  and  a 
wedge-shaped  tract,  a  mile  in  width,  enters  Prince 
Edward  Island,  appearing  at  Governor's  Island 
and  Orwell  Bay.  Notwithstanding  this  tract  be- 
longs to  the  great  provincial  coal  field,  and  which 
embraces  an  area  of  12,000  square  miles,  from 
its  situation  and  the  nature  of  its  rocks  and  fossils, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unproductive,  and  does 
not  contain  any  valuable  strata  of  coal. 

At  the  extremity  of  Gallows  Point,  and  opposite 
a  low  tract  of  peaty  ground,  there  is  a  submerged 
forest:  upwards  of  three  acres  aie  occupied  by 
stumps  and  roots  of  the  spruce,  fir,  and  hemlock, 
which  are  covered  by  every  tide,  being  from  four 
to  eight  feet  below  high-water  mark.  It  is  certain 
that  these  trees  grew  upon  the  spot  where  they  are 
now  seen  as  their  roots  and  the  soil  that  nourished 
them  are  all  present :  their  trunks  have  been  bro- 
ken down  by  the  ice,  and  at  low  water  the  tract 
resembles  the  clearing  of  the  new  settler.  In  this 
instance  the  barrier  of  a  peat  swamp  might  have 
been  broken  by  the  ocean — the  soil  drained,  and 
consequently  rendered  more  compact,  so  as  to  fall 
beneath  the  common  sea-level — or  there  might  have 
been  a  land  slip,  by  which  the  trees  growing  upon 
the  bog  were  moved  with  the  general  mass  into 
and  beneath  the  water.  But,  from  a  variety  of  facts 
that  will  be  noticed  hereafter,  it  is  more  probable 
that  there  has  been  a  submergence  of  the  land 
itself,  of  which  there  are  proofs  in  different  parts  of 
the   Island. 

Orwell  Bay  is  a  good  harbour,  and  the  small 
rivers  emptying  into  it  afford  many  facilities  for 
shipbuilding.  Its  shores  were  first  settled  by  the 
French  Acadians.  The  rocks  of  the  coal  forma- 
tion are  succeeded  by  the  red  sandstones,  which, 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Bay  form  perpendicular 
cliffs  from  36  to  70  feet  high.  The  strata  run 
East  and  West,  with  a  general  dip  South  of  15deg. 
They  are  coarse  and  fine  red  sandstones,  red  shales 
aad  marly  clay. 

At  Point  Prim,  and  thence  to  Flat  River,  Belle 
Creek  and  Wood  Islands,  the  coast  is  low  and 
often  bordered  by  shingle  beaches.  The  above 
rocks  prevail  in  the  interior  of  Lots  49,  50,  and 
57.  Near  the  Light  House,  at  the  Point,  they  in- 
cline to  the  northward.     Peat  Swamps  are  nume- 


rous. The  soil — having  resulted  from  the  disin- 
tegration of  the  rocks — is  red  ;  still  there  are 
small  patches  of  white  sand,  the  fertility  of  which 
might  be  much  improved  from  the  abundant  sup- 
plies of  marsh  and  muscle  mud,  situated  along  the 
sides  of  the  Rivers,  Creeks  and  inlets. 

Southward  of  the  Wood  Islands,  and  at  Burnt 
Woods,  the  cliffs  of  sandstone  and  red  marl  will 
average  35  feet  in  height.  The  direction  of  the 
strata  is  E.  32  deg.  S.,  dip  N.  30  deg.  E.  10  d^. 
From  Burnt  Woods  to  Murray  Harbour  a  rough 
road  has  been  opened,  passing  through  While 
Sands,  Little  Sands  and  Guernsey  Cove  ;  and— ex- 
cept where  it  has  been  cleared  by  a  body  of  settlers 
from  the  Highlands  of  Scotland — the  chief  part  of 
it  is  properly  called  Burnt  Woods,  and  is  covered 
with  charred  stumps  and  windfalls.  Near  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.W.  Le  Lacheur,  small  quantities  of  man- 
ganese ore  were  seen  in  the  soil.  Near  Bear  Cape 
there  is  a  collection  of  peat  exposed  to  llie  sea:  a 
similar  Bog  is  also  seen  near  Benjamin  Graham's 
farm.  Lot  63. 

Murray  Harbour,  with  its  narrow  mouth,  is  stud- 
ded with  pretty  Islands.  lis  shores  are  thinly 
settled,  and,  notwithstanding  it  is  an  excellent 
fishing  station,  the  inhabitants  do  not  appear  to  be 
thrifiy — from  them  a  boiit  could  not  be  procured  to 
explore  the  adjacent  shores.  At  a  short  distance 
from  the  coast  the  surface  is  covered  bv  the  oaiive 
wilderness — the  soil,  although  apparently  light,  pro- 
duces good  crops.  Notwithstanding  the  fires  have 
committed  great  ravages  among  the  timber,  the 
principal  streams  are  occupied  by  Saw  Mills,  from 
which  considerable  Lumber  is  exported.  Both  on 
the  shores  and  remote  from  them  the  red  sandstones 
prevail ;  and  excepting  small  collections  of  bog,  iron 
ore,  and  the  black  oxide  of  manganese,  no  minerals 
were  found  upon  a  large  tract.  The  shore  between 
Murray  Harbour  and  Panmure  Island  presents  a 
series  of  low  cliffs,  and  there  are  no  indenlaiions 
that  offer  security  to  Boats  in  unfavorable  winds. 

Georgetown  Harbour,  or  Cardigan  Bay,  in  King  s 
County,  is  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water,  and  is  a  safe, 
commodious,  and  very  accessible  harbour  for  fleets 
of  the  largest  ships — the  tide  rises  about  six  feet : 
it  receives  Cardigan,  Brudenell,  and  Montague 
Rivers,  which  are  navigable  some  distance  from 
their  motiths,  where  they  are  skirted  by  fine  fann?. 
The  lands  of  Dr.  Kaye,  a  gentleman  of  science,  at 
Brudenell  Point,  and  those  of  Mr.  Wightman  and 
Messrs.  Aitken  are  well  cultivated.  A  number  ot 
ships  are  built  and  laden  annually  at  Three  Rivers. 
as  the  place  is  frequently  called,  and  there  is  a  con- 
siderable export  of  Timber  to  the  mother  couno-ir. 
and  of  agricultural  Produce  to  the  neighboorini: 
Provinces   from   this   quarter  of  the  Island.    Tbe 
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harbour  and  coast  frequently  abound  in  Mackerel 
and  other  kinds  of  fish,  few  of  which  are  taken  in 
comparison  with  their  number.  From  the  boldness 
of  the  shores  large  ships  may  lay  afloat  within  a  few 
fathoms  of  the  land,  an  advantage  scarcely  possessed 
by  any  other  harbour  of  the  Island  except  Cascum- 
pec.  The  encroachments  of  the  sea  have  been 
rendered  very  manifest  here,  by  the  washing  away 
of  a  grave  yard  opposite  the  town,  in  which  many 
of  the  early  inhabitants  of  the  place  were  interred. 
In  consequence  of  the  rapid  transportation  of  the 
earth  by  the  waves  and  currents,  the  descendants  of 
those  persons  have  been  under  the  necessity  of 
removing  their  mortal  remains  farther  from  the 
Bay. 

Panmure  Island,  situated  at  the  entrance  of  the 
harbour,  contains  SOO  acres  of  excellent  soil.  I 
was  aided  in  its  examination  by  Dr.  Kaye,  and  Hugh 
Macdonald,  Esq.,  to  whom  I  am  also  indebted  for 
assistance  in  the  examination  of  other  places. 
Some  of  the  sandstones  here  are  quite  calcareous, 
and  are  stratified  with  thin  beds  of  conglomerate 
limestone.  Panmure  Basin  abounds  in  muscle- 
beds,  which,  by  proper  management  would  supply 
an  immense  quantity  of  compact  manure  to  the 
farmers  surrounding  the  Bay. 

Georgetown  is  situated  at  the  termination  of  the 
peninsula,  between  Cardigan  and  Brudenell  Rivers ; 
it  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  but  its  proximity  to  excellent 
fisheries  and  the  advantages  of  its  situation  for  com- 
merce, will,  no  doubt,  render  it  hereafter,  a  place  of 
much  importance. 

The  sandstones,  shales,  and  occasionally  the  con- 
glomerates already  noticed  appear  in  the  banks  of 
the  streams,  and  they  were  observed  at  several  places 
at  a  distance  from  the  shore  where  they  were  not 
covered  by  the  red  diluvial  detritus.  With  those 
rocks  there  occurs  a  reddish  gray  compact  sandstone 
that  may  be  quarried  conveniently  in  the  banks  of 
the  rivers  and  creeks:  it  appears  at  the  Mills  of  Mr. 
Philip  Beers,  and  other  places  on  the  Montague 
River.  It  is  a  dunible  freestone  that  will  bear  the 
operations  of  the  chisel.  A  coarser  variety  of  this 
rock  is  employed  for  mill  stones  to  grind  oats. 

Upon  the  road  from  Montague  River  around  to 
Oeorgetown  there  are  but  few  settlers ;  the  soil  at 
many  places  is  sandy,  and  some  extensive  gravelly 
beds  are  covered  by  beautiful  forests  of  hardwood. 
The  rocks  were  examined  near  the  head  of  Cardi- 
gan River,  where  they  are  not  covered  by  diluvium  ; 
and,  taking  the  direction  of  the  strata,  I  proceeded 
across  the  country  to  the  head  of  St.  Peter's  Bay, 
but  no  important  change  in  their  character  was 
observed,  in  a  distance  of  fourteen  miles.  The 
lands  adjoining  the  road  are  occupied  by  a  few  poor 
English,  Scotch,  and  Irish  settlors.  Much  of  the 
soil  consists  of  fine  white  sand :   small  peat  bogs  and 


swamps  are  very  common.  The  land  between  St. 
Peter's  and  Fortune  Bay  is  of  a  similar  kind,  and 
extensive  tracts  remain  in  a  wilderness  state. 

Returning  again  to  the  southern  coast — the  shore 
between  Panmure  Island  and  Fortune  Bay  presents 
nothing  of  any  geological  importance,  the  rocks, 
wherever  they  appear,  being  similar  to  those  already 
described.  Boughton  and  Howe  Bays  are  deep 
indentations,  and  well  adapted  for  fishing  stations. 
Little  River  is  also  a  good  harbour,  and  several  ships 
are  built  annually  upon  its  shores.  Agriculture  has 
advanced  rapidly  in  this  quarter  during  a  few  past 
years,  and  a  thin  but  industrious  population  is  rapid- 
ly improving  the  face  of  the  country. 

I  was  accompanied  by  William  Underhay,  Esq. 
to  the  farm  of  Mrs.  Dingwell  on  the  west  side  of 
Banks'  Pond,  Fortune  Bay.  Indications  of  ore  had 
been  observed  at  this  place.  Upon  examination,  it 
was  found  to  be  bog  iron  ore,  and  the  black  oxide 
of  manganese.  These  ores  occur  in  a  low  piece  of 
ground  directly  beneath  the  soil.  It  is  probable  that 
several  tons  of  the  manganese  might  be  collected  on 
the  above  farm  ;  but,  from  being  mixed  with  the  iron, 
its  value  is  much  diminished.  The  quantity  of  iron 
ore  is  insufHcient  for  the  objects  of  mining  and 
smelting. 

Rollo  and  Colville  Bays  arc  convenient  harbours, 
and  the  populous  villages  of  the  French  add  much 
to  the  beauty  of  the  natural  scenery.  The  rocks 
were  carefully  examined  at  a  number  of  places,  and 
the  same  strata  that  occur  farther  westward,  also 
appear  here  and  extend  to  East  Point,  lying  nearly 
at  the  same  levels.  Small  quantities  of  the  ore  of 
manganese  were  observed  at  several  localities,  and 
many  of  the  bogs  contain  the  hydrate  of  iron. 
On  the  East  side  of  Colville  Bay  the  strata  of  sand- 
stones, shales  and  conglomerates  are  nearly  hori- 
zontal, or  they  may  be  said  to  be  waved,  dipping  in 
different  directions  at  angles  of  a  few  degrees. 
There  are  several  Fishing  Establishments  in  this 
quarter,  the  most  extensive  of  which  is  that  owned 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Knight,  at  Souris.  This  shore  was 
evidently  inhabited  in  former  days  by  the  native 
Indians,  and,  from  the  character  of  their  relics,  they 
appear  to  have  been  Micmacs,  the  descendants  of 
whom  are  still  upon  the  Island.  These  relics  con- 
sist of  axes,  spears  and  arrow  points,  and  rude  pots 
made  of  stone — barbed  fish  bones,  which  they  em- 
ployed in  fishing  are  also  found.  Some  of  the  arrow 
heads  are  made  of  Labrador  feldspar,  aaates,  horn- 
stone  and  jasper.  The  feldspar  is  identical  with  that 
found  at  Labrador ;  the  agates  are  like  those  of  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  and  as  none  of  those  minerals  have 
been  found  i?i  situ  on  the  Island  it  is  very  probable 
that  the  pieces  used  by  the  Indians  were  brought 
from  those  places.  Alexander  Leslie,  Esq ,  of 
Souris,  has  made  a  fine  collection  of  these  relics. 
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Having  obtained  the  courses  and  observed  the 
principal  characters  of  the  rocks  upon  these  shores, 
I  crossed  the  Point  on  two  different  times,  and,  by 
the  aid  of  a  boat,  examined  the  north  coast.  The 
distance  across  Lot  Forty-five  is  only  ei^ht  miles. 
From  East  Point  to  the  entrance  of  Saint  Peter's 
Bay,  a  distance  of  nearly  forty  miles,  the  coast  is 
straight,  and  not  indented  by  a  single  river  mouth 
or  harbour,  Surveyor's  Inlet,  near  the  Point,  scarce- 
ly affords  shelter  for  boats.  The  coast  is  very  level 
and  the  main  road  passes  through  a  chain  of  farms 
that  front  the  shore.  The  central  portion  of  this 
peninsula  is  uncleared.  The  shore  is  bounded  by  a 
series  of  perpendicular  and  overhanging  cliffs,  which 
are  notched  only  at  those  places  where  the  rocks 
descend  into  the  sea. 

Near  East  Point  the  cliffs  are  low,  but  between 
Lot  Forty-four  and  St.  Peter's  Bay,  the  coast  is 
bold,  and  the  cliffs  are  from  50  to  75  feet  high. 
Against  these  natural  precipices  the  sea  dashes  with 
great  fury,  and  from  the  yielding  nature  of  the  rocks 
the  dilapidation  of  the  coast  is  very  rapid.  Soften- 
ed by  meteoric  agents,  and  expanded  by  the  frosts 
of  winter,  immense  masses  fall  in  the  spring,  and 
the  shore  is  covered  by  debr%$,  which  is  soon  broken 
up  and  removed  by  the  waves,  the  sand  being 
thrown  inwards  upon  the  land  by  gales  of  wind. 
Most  of  the  strata  on  this  shore  are  similar  to  those 
of  the  opposite  coast — indeed  they  are  the  same 
strata  continued  across  the  Island  ;  but,  from  a  grea- 
ter elevation  of  the  land,  a  greater  number  of  them 
are  exposed  than  on  the  southern  side  of  the  penin- 
sula: they  consist  of  coarse  and  fine-grained  red 
sandstones,  conglomerates,  red  and  blue  shales, 
with  streaks  of  white  limestone,  red  marl,  and  occa- 
sionally red  conglomerate  limestone  like  that  near 
the  entrance  of  Charlottetown  harbour.  Reposing 
upon  these  beds  there  is  a  dejposite  of  diluvial  sand, 
gravel,  and  clay,  varying  ftom  10  to  20  feet  in  thick- 
ness.

Small  quantities  of  red  conglomerate  limestone 
may  be  obtained  on  this  shore,  but  as  the  rock  is 
situated  beneath  thick  superincumbent  strataj  the 


expense  of  quarrying  would  far  exceed  its  profits ; 
the  layers  of  rock  are  nearly  horizontal  and  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  disturbed  since  they  were 
originally  deposited.  Two  trap  dikes,  neither  of 
which  exceed  a  foot  in  thickness,  were  seen  on  this 
part  of  the  shore.  They  are  evidences  of  the  former 
existence  of  volcanic  action  in  this  quarter. 

Many  of  the  fine  fields  of  the  fronts  of  these 
Eastern  Lots  have  been  injured  by  the  drift  sand 
that  is  annually  thrown  upon  them.  This  result 
would  have  been  effectually  prevented  if  a  broad 
row  of  native  trees  had  been  spared  and  per- 
mitted to  grow  along  the  summits  of  the  cliffs. 

St.  Peter's  Bay  is  a  narrow  but  deep  indentation, 
and  a  safe  harbour.  Its  mouth  is  protected  by  a 
chain  of  sandhills,  having  a  narrow  channel  between 
them  that  is  capable  of  admitting  large  ships  at  cer- 
tain times  of  tides.  These  sandhills  resemble  tiie 
cones  of  extinct  volcanoes  :  they  are  liable  to  con- 
stant change,  and  were  Ihey  not  covered  with  bent 
grass,  they  would  be  much  more  liable  to  drift  away 
before  the  winds  than  they  are  at  present.  Near 
the  mouth  of  the  Bay,  a  forest  of  hardwood,  con- 
sisting of  beech,  birch  and  maple,  has  been  buried 
by  the  drifting  sands  :  the  ancient  channel  of  the 
river  has  been  filled  up  ;  and  the  wharves  bailt  by 
the  French,  who  were  the  first  civilized  inhabitants, 
have  all  been  buried  in  the  shifting  shingle.  An 
opening  formed  by  the  sea  during  a  gale,  exposed  a 
thick  bed  of  oyster  shells  and  a  number  of  Indian 
relics. 

The  scenery  of  this  Bay,  with  the  surrounding 
country  and  its  fine  farms,  is  very  beautiful.  Ship- 
building forms  a  part  of  the  employment  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  at  the  mouth  of  the  Morell  River, 
a  deep  and  sluggish  stream,  there  are  large  shipyards 
and  timber  ponds.  This  Bay  has  afforded  one  of 
the  best  salmon  fisheries  of  the  Island.  Large  tracts 
of  Land  upon  Lots  39,  40  and  41  have  been  over- 
run by  fires  from  time  to  time  :  sometimes  several 
hundreds  of  acres  are  seen  in  a  single  block  covered 
by  ferns,  laurel  and  stunted  bushes ;  such  tracts  are 
called  <'  barrens,"  and  are  generally  supposed  to  be 
sterile.  The  soil  is,  nevertheless,  good,  and  its  pre* 
sent  state  and  desolate  appearance  have  resulted 
from  fires  that  have  swept  over  the  surfiice.  In 
several  instances  I  have  observed  excellent  Wheal, 
Oats,  and  Barley  growing  upon  cleared  laarel  and 
fern  land.  The  rocks  on  the  shores  are  frequently 
buried  beneath  the  sand,  and  in  the  interior  they 
are  deeply  covered  by  thick  beds  of  red  diluvial  sand, 
gravel,  and  clay,  and  lastly  by  a  deep  red  and  rich 
soil.  The  strata,  so  far  as  they  could  be  examined, 
are  not  dissimilar  to  those  before  described.  T%e 
Roads  in  this  part  of  the  Island  are  exoelleot:  the 
turnpike  between    St  Peter's  and  Cbariottetowa 
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passes  over  and  between  a  number  of  diluvial  gravelly 
mounds,  frequently  called  by  American  Geologists 
'*  saddle-backs.''  They  are  proofs  of  the  former 
existence  of  powerful  currents  of  water  that  have 
passed  over  the  Island  previous  to  its  elevation 
above  the  sea.  Boulders  of  granite,  scenite,  trap 
and  other  rocks  are  scattered  over  the  surface  of  the 
southern  division  of  the  Island,  although  they  are 
less  numerous  here  than  they  are  farther  north. 
To  these  I  shall  advert  hereafter. 

Between  the  head  of  Hillsborough  River  and 
Savage  Harbour  there  is  a  tract  of  low  land,  across 
which,  it  is  probable  the  tide  once  passed  between 
the  eastern  and  western  coasts.  Savage  Harbour 
has  a  narrow  and  shallow  inlet,  situated  between 
low  sandhills.  The  little  Bay  is  thickly  settled  on 
its  northern  side,  and  the  Messrs.  Coffin  and  others 
have  made  extensive  agricultural  improvements  in 
the  district.  By  the  encroachments  of  the  sea  on 
the  south  side  of  the  harbour,  a  number  of  Indian 
skeletons  have  been  exposed  and  washed  from 
the  bank.  These  skeletons  were  lying  together  in 
different  positions,  as  if  the  boilies  had  been  thrown 
into  a  common  pit,  the  top  of  which  was  only  one 
foot  beneath  the  soil.  From  an  examination  made 
at  the  spot,  some  of  the  bones  were  found  to  be  of 
|:^reat  size  ;  and  in  general  they  all  exceeded  in  their 
dimensions  those  of  the  race  in  its  present  state. 
The  site  of  this  pit,  on  the  extremity  of  a  small  point 
of  land,  supports  the  opinion  that  the  savages  had 
been  surprised  and  cut  off,  or  killed  in  battle,  and 
as  no  relics  of  war-like  instrumi^nts  were  found  at 
the  place,  except  those  of  the  aborigines,  it  is  pro- 
bable that  the  event  took  place  before  the  Island 
was  inhabited  by  Europeans.  From  an  old  tradi- 
tion of  the  affair  among  the  Indians  the  Bay  has 
been  called  *'  Savage  Harbour." 

The  sandhills  skirt  all  the  inlets  of  this  part  of  the 
shore,  and  bars  of  sand  and  shingle  are  frequently 
thrown  up  at  the  mouths  of  the  Harbours.  Bed- 
ford Bay  or  Tracadie,  is  protected  from  the  sea  by 
a  chain  of  sandhills  which  form  a  lagoon  along  the 
shore.  There  is  much  spruce  land  in  this  quarter. 
The  soil  is  good  and  no  change  of  any  importance 
was  observed  in  the  character  of  the  rocks.  I  was 
aided  in  my  labour  in  this  quarter  by  the  Reverend 
John  Macdonald  who  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
geology  of  the  district. 

The  red  sandstones,  shales,  and  marley  clay  are 
again  exposed  at  Cove  Head,  near  the  entrance  of 
X#ittle  Rustico ;  they  also  appear  at  a  number  of  lo- 
calities at  Grand  Rustico  and  Hunter  River.  At 
several  places  the  group  will  supply  freestone  for 
ordinary  purposes,  but  the  limestones  are  too  scanty 
f%»  be  of  much  value*  I  examined-  the  banks  of  the 
^«Mms  falling  into  these  estuaries,  but  was  umnio- 
cessfttl  in  making  any  useful  discovery.

Great  quantities  of  oyster  atid  other  shells  are 
found  upon  the  banks  of  the  rivers  and  sides  of  the 
bays :  they  are  sometimes  six  feet  in  thickness,  and 
are  covered  by  a  soil  containing  much  phosphate  of 
lime.  Some  haVe  supposed  that  they  denote  an 
elevation  of  the  coast  above  the  level  of  the  sea, 
but  these  collections  of  shells  were  made  by  the 
Indians  in  former  times,  and  they  are  now  only 
found  at  the  sites  of  their  ancient  encampments, 
where  they  derived  a  part  of  their  subsistence  from 
the  shell-fish  still  found  abundant  upon  the  shores. 
The  separation  of  all  the  bivalve  shells,  and  the  rude 
instruments  and  even  skeletons  found  in  these  de- 
posits, shew  that  they  were  made  by  the  savages. 
When  the  shells  are  in  a  state  of  decomposition 
they  afford  excellent  manure,  and  those  that  still 
remain  sound  may  readily  be  converted  into  quick- 
lime by  Durning.  The  limestone  employed  in  this 
quarter  is  brought  from  the  Magdalen  Islands. 

The  scenery  of  the  Bay  is  very  interesting,  and 
on  the  tracts  that  have  been  cleared  there  are  some 
excellent  farms.  Three  hundred  of  the  families  at 
Rustico  are  Acadian  French,  who  still  adhere  to  the 
customs  and  fashions  of  their  forefathers.  At  the 
fine  settlement  on  the  banks  ot  Glasgow  River,  the 
lands  become  more  elevated,  and  ihey  are  broken 
by  deep  ravines,  or  narrow  gorges.  The  rocks  in 
this  district  and  on  parts  of  Lots  22  and  24,  are 
chiefly  coarse  calcareous  sandstones.  The  soil  is  a 
bright  red  clayey  loam,  and  highly  productive.  The 
elevated  ridges  of  wild  land  are  covered  with  ma- 
jestic forests  of  the  hard  woods.  Advancing  south- 
ward from  Lot  22  to  Lot  67,  the  roads  pass  over  the 
central  ridge  of  the  Island.  The  surface  is  undu- 
lated, bold  and  occasionally  somewhat  broken. 
Some  of  the  soil  is  gravelly,  yet,  every  variety  of  it 
has  been  proved  to  be  fertile.  Swamps  and  peat 
bogs  are  rare.  A  similar  tract  is  seen  between  Lot 
67  and  Granville  Bay,  and  New  London.  The  Bay 
is  separated  from  the  sea  by  an  embankment  of  sand. 
It  has  a  narrow  outlet,  with  12  feet  of  water,  and 
receives  West,  Grand  and  Mill  Rivers.  At  the  en- 
trance of  the  harbour  there  is  an  extensive  fishing 
Establishment,  owned  by  John  Sims,  Esq.,  to  whom 
I  am  much  indebted  for  his  aid  and  hospitality. 

From  New  London  Harbour  to  Richmond  Bay 
the  distance  along  the  coast  is  about  ten  miles. 
1  he  shore  is  again  fronted  by  perpendicular  cliffs  from 
40  to  60  feet  high,  called  '^  the  Capes."  The  rocks 
are  thick  and  shelly  strata  of  red  and  chocolate  colored 
sandstones  with  their  beds  of  clay  and  occasionally 
streaks  of  white  limestone :  the  dip  is  very  variable 
and  at  many  places  the  beds  are  horisontal.  At 
Cavendish,  and  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  David  McNeill, 
an  ore  had  been  found,  which,  upon  examination, 
:proved  to  be  the  black  oxide  of  manganese,  h 
occurs  on  the  slope  of  a  hill  directly  beneath  the 
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soil.  It  is  in  small  rounded  nodules  and  evidently 
of  diluvial  origin :  the  ore  itself  is  valuable  but  it 
does  not  exist  in  any  quantity  to  render  it  an  object 
for  exportation.  Similar  collections  of  manganese 
ore  were  found  at  several  other  places,  but  none  of 
them  are  capable  of  affording  more  than  a  few  hun- 
dreds of  pounds.  At  a  small  island  in  Trout  River, 
three  miles  above  New  London  harbour,  there  is  a 
peculiar  calcareous  conglomerate  :  the  pebbles  are 
all  silicious,  and  the  cementing  matter  alone  is  capa- 
ble of  affording  lime.  Much  of  the  country  border  • 
ing  upon  the  coast  is  well  cleared  and  populated, 
and  the  lands  are  very  fertile. 

Richmond  Bay  is  a  spacious  sheet  of  water,  up- 
wards of  seventy  miles  in  circumference,  reaching 
across  the  country  nearly  to  Bedeque,  on  the  oppo- 
site shore  of  the  Island.  It  is  studded  with  a  num- 
ber of  fine  islands,  which,  with  their  sharp  points 
extending  into  the  water,  greatly  increase  the  beauty 
of  the  scenery.  Its  whole  front  next  to  the  sea  is 
bounded  by  a  few  small  Islands,  between  which  a 
series  of  sand  mounds  have  been  thrown  up  by  the 
waves  and  winds — excepting  two  ship  channels  and 
a  few  small  openings.  The  principal  Islands  are 
called  by  the  inhabitants,  Sandy,  Hog,  Bird,  Len- 
nox, Curtain,  and  Indian  Islands.  The  whole  of 
the  surrounding  lands  are  low,  but,  from  the  nume- 
rous swells  in  the  surface  the  tameness  of  a  view 
from  any  point  is  greatly  relieved.  Previously  to 
the  American  Revolution,  this  Bay  was  the  resort  of 
fishermen  from  New  England. 

A  number  of  fine  streams  fall  into  this  Basin,  and 
in  their  courses  propel  saw  and  grist  mills.  These, 
with  the  lesser  rivulets,  have  small  tracts  of  salt 
marsh,  and  collections  of  shells  and  alluvium, 
whereby  the  upland  soils  may  be  greatly  enriched  ; 
and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  are  not  more  ex- 
tensively applied  to  fields  that  have  been  exhausted 
by  the  production  of  grain  crops. 

Princetown — so  called  from  having  been  laid  out 
for  a  Town  and  Royalty — is  a  peninsula  projecting 
into  the  Bay,  on  the  side  of  Darnley  Basin.  The 
shores  of  Malpcque,  and  the  south  side  of  the  Bay 
are  pretty  closely  settled,  and  the  cultivation  of  the 
soil  has  been  much  improved  of  late.  Near  the 
Bridge,  at  the  head  of  the  Basin,  and  on  the  farm 
of  William  Beairsto,  Esq.,  there  is  a  very  extensive 
deposit  of  oyster  shells,  in  which  the  stone  axes, 
arrow  heads  and  spears  of  the  ancient  aborigines 
•are  frequently  found — the  shells  are  now  employed 
for  manure.  By  the  encroachments  of  the  sea  an 
old  Indian  cemetery  was  opened  a  few  years  ago 
near  the  bridge,  and  several  skeletons  were  exposed. 

The  red  sandstones  with  marley  clay  and  occa- 
sionally thin  strata  of  conglomerate  limestone  are 
predominant  at  Darnley  Point,  Princetown,  and  the 


adjacent  shores.     Earthy  manganese  or  black  wa<l 
occurs  on  the  farm  of  James  Mountain. 

Having  procured  a  Boat  and  two  men,  I  next 
proceeded  to  visit  the  before  mentioned  Islands, 
where  the  above  rocks  also  appear  in  low  cliffs, 
which  are  constantly  undermined  and  crumbling 
down.  A  part  of  Hog  Island  is  composed  of  rocks 
from  which  a  series  of  sand  mounds  stretch  awar 
southward  to  the  main  harbour  channel,  near  which 
a  fine  spring  of  fresh  water  rises  through  the  shingle. 
I  had  been  informed  that  iron  had  been  discovered 
at  this  place,  but,  upon  examination,  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  a  large  mass  of  volcanic  or  trap  rock 
had  been  forced  upwards  through  the  sandstone 
group,  and  now  forms  the  chief  part  of  the  rocky 
portion  of  the  Island,  or  an  area  of  an  hundred 
square  acres.  The  junction  of  the  trap  with  the 
marly  rocks  may  be  seen  at  three  different  places. 
Wherever  they  are  in  contact  the  latter  has  been 
changed  in  colour,  partially  citrified  and  sometimes 
rendered  sonorous.  The  red  marly  clays  have  been 
consolidated,  and  they  now  resemble  hard  burnt 
bricks.  The  nearer  these  rocks  approach  the  trap 
the  more  visible  are  these  effects,  and  where  thev 
are  in  juxtaposition  it  is  difiicult  to  discriminate  be- 
tween one  and  the  other. 

The  beds  of  sandstone  have  been  much  disturbed 
and  thrown  from  their  original  horizontal  position. 
From  these  and  other  facts  that  might  be  enuaie- 
rated  it  is  evident  that  the  sandstones  and  clajs  at 
this  place  have  been  forced  upwards  and  broken 
through  by  volcanic  masses  of  trap,  after  their  strata 
were  laid.  The  trap  is  of  three  varieties — namely, 
compact  trap,  amygdaloid,  and  breccia.  The  first 
is  of  a  dark  green  color  and  remarkably  hard ;  the 
amygdaloid  contains  small  open  vesicular  cavities. 
which  were  probably  produced  by  the  expansion  ot 
volcanic  gasses  ;  the  cavities  are  occasionally  occu- 
pied by  crystals  of  carbonate  of  lime.  The  breccia 
contains  masses  of  compact  trap,  embraced  by  a  more 
porous  rock.  Dikes,  eruptive  and  overlying  masses 
of  trap  rock  are  very  common  in  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick,  and  they  extend  in  all  directions 
from  the  mountains  known  to  be  of  volcanic  or^n  : 
but  it  is  remarkable  that  such  dikes  should  appear 
so  far  away  from  the  trappean  ridges  with  which 
they  are  piobably  connected,  and  whether  their  pro- 
trusion was  coeval  with  the  elevation  of  the  IsUukI 
must  remain  to  be  matter  of  conjecvare. 

At  Mill's  Point,  on  the  south  side  of  Richmond 
Bay,  the  strata  run  N.  E.  by  E.,  and  dip  sooth  5^ 
a  stratum  of  compact  reddish  colored  limestone,  from 
six  to  eight  feet  in  thickness,  appears  at  this  place 
between  high  and  low  water  marks,  and  extends 
nearly  a  mile  along  the  shore.  It  is  of  a  good 
quality  and  may  be  readily  quarried  and  cakuscd 
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upon  (he  «pot.  It  is  gocceeded  by  red  sandstone 
and  conglomerate,  and  contains  a  few  obscure  co- 
rallines, which  are  occasionally  separated  from  the 
rock  and  seen  scattered  alorg  the  beach.  This 
limestone  is  valuable  and  will  not  only  afford  a  sup- 
ply for  agricultural  purposes,  but  the  best  kind  of  it 
will  yield  a  strong  white  lime  for  ordinary  uses. 

The  shore  was  examined  at  a  number  of  places 
between  the  Point  and  St.  Eleanor's.  The  rocks 
are  similar  to  those  already  descril>ed,  except  that 
there  is  more  conglomerate.  The  limestone  also 
occurs,  and  a  sufficient  quantity  may  be  obtained  in 
the  Bay  to  supply  this  part  of  the  Island — a  chain 
of  farms  fronts  the  water,  and  many  fields  are  under 
good  cultivation.  The  surface  of  the  country  gra- 
dually becomes  low  and  the  soils  of  large  tracts  are 
not  elevated  more  than  ten  feet  above  the  sea. 

The  Village  of  St.  Eleanor's  is  situated  at  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  Bay.  It  is  a  cluster  of  houses,  with 
a  fine  Charch  and  Court  House,  standing  in  a  thick- 
ly populated  and  valuable  part  of  the  Island.  A 
number  of  excellent  ships  are  built  annually  upon 
the  shore,  and  exports  of  timber  and  grain  are  made 
to  a  considerable  amount.  During  the  recess  of  the 
tide,  carta  are  driven  off  upon  the  ''  flats"  and 
speedily  loaded  with  oysters.  Shell  fish  of  other 
kinds  are  also  abundant. 

Ellis,  or  as  it  is  now  called.  Grand  River,  is  a 
pretty  basin  of  water,  receiving  a  fine  stream  from 
the  low  lands  westward.  At  its  mouth,  and  near 
the  ferry,  the  conglomerate  limestone  appears  again, 
being  about  four  feet  in  thickness  and  sufficiently 
pure  to  supply  lime  for  the  soil. 

Ha\']n^  hired  two  active  Indians,  with  a  canoe,  I 
proceeded  to  complete  the  examination  of  the  Bay 
and  its  Islands.  The  lands  are  elevated  only  a  few 
feet  above  the  water,  and  extensive  flats,  shoals  and 
beds  of  shells  prevent  a  close  approach  to  the  shore 
even  by  small  boats.  Limestone,  similar  to  that  at 
Grand  Kiver,  occurs  at  Low  Point,  and  may  be  seen 
in  thin  strata  at  different  localities  wherever  the  rocks 
are  exposed. 

Near  the  Point  is  the  site  of  an  old  French  Village 
and  a  large  Chapel  which  were  abandoned  at  that 
eventful  period  in  the  history  of  these  Provinces 
when  the  Acadians  were  expelled.  It  is  now  covered 
with  a  thick  growth  of  fir  and  spruce.  At  this 
place  also,  the  sea  has  advanced  rapidly  upon  the 
shore,  and  has  intruded  upon  the  ancient  cemetery. 
A  number  of  human  bones  were  seen  scattered  along 
the  base  of  a  low  cliff;  and,  in  openings  resembling 
ovens,  which  were  the  graves  of  the  deceased,  ske- 
letons of  the  old  and  young  were  seen  protruding, 
the  coffins  having  decayed,  and  the  spaces  occupied 
by  them  are  now  open  cavities  containing  the  mor- 
tal remains  of  their  inmates.  1  collected  all  the 
bones  I  could  find  in  the  tide-way,  and,  by  the  aid 


of  the  Indians,  who  considered  it  a  very  unpleasant 
task,  they  were  reinterred  some  distance  from  the 
shore.  This  place  has  long  been  a  favourite  spot 
for  money  diggers.  If  the  persons  who  have  dug 
large  pits  at  Low  Point,  would  endeavour  to  place 
the  bones  of  their  race  in  a  situation  of  security, 
their  labours  would  be  more  praiseworthy  than  they 
now  are  in  fruitless  searchings  for  the  gold  of  the 
pirate  Captain  Kidd,  who  probably  never  visited  the 
Island. 

Indian  Island  has  long  been  the  resort  of  the 
aborigines,  several  families  of  whom  still  reside  up- 
on it  and  cultivate  small  patches  of  land.  The  have 
also  succeeded  in  building  a  small  Chapel,  and  a  few 
of  them  reside  in  comfortable  houses.  Near  Port 
Hill  is  the  residence  of  James  Yeo,  Esq.,  who  is 
engaged  in  agriculture,  lumbering,  ship-building, 
fishing,  merchandise,  and  other  pursuits.  He  em- 
ploys a  number  of  mills,  and,  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  he  had  nine  ships  upon  the  stocks.  Every 
kind  of  business  is  followed  by  this  persevering  in- 
dividual without  any  apparent  confusion  whatever. 
The  country  is  but  very  thinly  settled — the  lands 
and  timber  are  excellent ;  still,  at  a  short  distance 
from  the  shore,  the  surface  is  covered  by  a  dense 
wilderness. 

The  sandhills  extend  from  Hog  Island  to  Indian 
Island,  and  thence  to  Holland  Harbour,  or  Cascum- 
pec,  to  whole  distance  being  upwards  of  twenty 
miles.  They  are  only  interrupted  by  the  channel  to 
Port  Hill  and  Cavendish  Inlet,  and  forming  a  barrier 
between  the  upland  and  the  sea:  they  effectually 
prevent  the  washing  away  of  the  soil  by  the  tides  and 
waves.  Between  this  barrier  of  sand  and  the  main 
shore,  there  is  a  beautiful  lagoon,  averaging  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  wide,  and  with  sufficient  water  to 
allow  boats  and  canoes  to  pass.  While  the  sea  out- 
side is  agitated  by  gales,  the  water  of  the  lagoon 
remains  tranquil,  and  offers  a  safe  and  easy  channel 
of  communication.  The  shore  side  of  the  lagoon  is 
skirted  by  small  marshes,  and  the  sea-wall  side  by 
beaches  and  collections  of  alluvium,  which,  at  the 
time  of  my  visit,  were  occupied  by  great  numbers 
of  plover,  herons,  ducks,  and  other  kinds  of  birds. 
The  sandhills  are  covered  by  bent  grass,  which  pro- 
tects them  from  the  influence  of  the  wind.  This 
grass  is  sometimes  mowed,  and  employed  by  the 
inhabitants  for  fodder.  At  the  entrance  of  the  la- 
goon, and  occasionally  throughout  its  whole  length, 
there  are  boulders,  some  of  which  will  weigh  ten 
tons.  They  are  forced  towards  the  shore  by  the 
expansion  of  the  ice  during  the  severe  cold  of  winter. 
The  rocks,  wherever  they  were  observed,  do  not  differ 
from  those  already  described,  but,  in  consequence 
of  the  shore  being  very  low,  only  a  few  of  the  most 
superficial  strata  can  be  seen.  A  few  families  are 
settled  on  the  side  of  the  lagoon,  but  the  surface  of 
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the  eouotry  generally^  is  an  unbroken  wildernesB. 
At  one  situation  the  hardwood  forest  is  seen  stand- 
ing upon  the  very  margin  of  the  salt  water.  The 
sea  has  flowed  in  among  the  beech,  birches  and 
ina{rfes,  by  which  they  have  been  killed,  and  large 
pieces  of  drifted  wood  were  observed  among  the 
decaying  groves  of  the  upland.  A  similar  fact  was 
observed  at  Panmure  Island. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  circumstances  in 
regard  to  the  geology  of  the  Island,  was  observed 
at  Cascurapec  harbour.  On  the  south  side  of  the 
Bay  there  is  a  peat  bog  called  the  ^*  black  bank/' 
reaching  three  miles  aiong  the  shore,  and  contain- 
ing nearly  2000  square  acres.  It  reposes  directly 
upon  the  red  sandstone  and  marly  clay,  and  is 
from  ten  to  twenty  feet  in  thickness  This  bog,  with 
all  its  decayed  spagneous  plants,  is  of  fresh  water  ori- 
gin. Two  groves  of  spruce  and  fir  were  observed 
to  be  buried  in  it  at  different  levels,  and  their  trunks 
and  roots  may  be  seen  projecting  from  the  bank. 
The  peat  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  will,  in  the 
course  of  time,  be  valuable. 

This  deposite  now  forms  one  of  the  shores  of 
the  harbour,  and  at  high  water,  its  lower  part  is 
seven  feet  beneath  the  level  of  the  sea ;  it  is  con- 
stantly being  washed  away,  and  masses  of  it  are 
seen  scattered  along  the  borders  of  the  lagoon. 
At  low  water  the  side  next  to  the  bay  is  partially 
drained,  so  that  the  plants  from  which  the  peat  has 
been  derived  have  ceased  to  grow,  and  a  part  of 
the  surface  is  quite  dry. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  site  of  this  peat  bog 
was  once  a  Lake,  which  was  gradually  filled  up  by 
the  growth  and  decay  of  the  mosses  and  other  plants  ; 
bijit  if  the  Lake  had  been  below  the  common  sea  level, 
the  tide  would  have  found  its  way  into  it  through  the 
channel  necessary  to  give  exit  to  the  streams  coming 
in  from  the  adjacent  lands.  Under  such  circum- 
stances the  mosses,  spruce,  fir,  &c.,  could  never 
have  flourished,  as  sea-water  destroys  them ;  nor  is 
it  probable  that  this  bog  moved  forwards  like  a 
glacier,  into  the  sea,  from  having  the  barrier  between 
it  and  the  Gulph  washed  away.  It  is  no%v  as  high 
as  the  surrounding  land,  and  does  not  repose  upon 
an  inclined  plane,  over  which  it  could  move.  The 
water  of  Cascumpec  harbour  is  deep,  and  the  shore 
is  so  bold  opposite  Savage  Island,  and  near  the 
residence  of  Messrs.  W.  and  C.  Woodman,  that 
ships  may  lay  afloat  alongside  of  the  land  ;  yet,  the 
surface  of  the  earth  is  scarcely  elevated  seven  feet 
above  the  top  of  a  medium  tide.  From  a  variety  of 
facts  that  might  be  quoted,  it  appears  quite  evident 
that  parts  of  the  Island  have  been,  within  a  com- 
paratively recent  period,  submerged,  while  perhaps 
others  may  have  been  elevated; 


The  evidences  of  elevation  of  diflerent  parts  of 
the  shores  of  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence  are  efidesi 
from  the  collections  of  recent  shells  found  in  dar 
and  marl  beds  now  situated  from  10  to  200  feet  and 
upwards,  above  the  present  level  of  the  ocean.  In 
a  very  interesting  pa|ier,  addressed  by  Captain  Bay- 
field to  Mr.  Lyeil,  and  published  by  the  Geological 
Society  of  London,  in  1839,  this  elevation  of  the 
land  is  stated  to  extend  far  up  the  river  St.  Law- 
rence. Besides  this  uplifting  of  the  land  at  nume- 
rous places  in  British  America,  there  has  bee^  a 
sinking  down  of  the  surface  at  certain  localities;  or, 
as  it  is  understood  by  geologists,  there  has  been  t 
bending  of  the  crust  of  the  earth,  by  which  some 
places  have  been  elevated  and  others  depressed— the 
elevation  having,  as  it  is  supposed,  exceeded  tlie 
depression. 

Admitting  then  that  the  tract  of  country  where  the 
above  peat  bog  is  situated,  was  lowered,  the  sea 
would  immediately  have  extended  its  bounds,  over- 
flowed a  part  of  the  country,  and  finally  have  its 
margin  upon  the  border  of  this  bog.  Savage  lalaod. 
composed  of  red  sandstone  and  diluvium,  is  stilt 
above  the  water,  and  the  waves  have  raised  a  bar  of 
sand  which  the  winds  have  since  lifted  into  a  ridge 
that  is  now  stretched  across  the  mouth  of  the  bat. 

The  rocks  are  again  exposed  between  Kildan 
Creek  and  Cape  Kildare,  and  thence  to  the  Nortn 
Cape,  but  they  present  nothing  of  any  gcokgical 
importance,  and  contain  no  valuable  mineimls.  The 
uplands  are  so  low  that  springs  do  not  rise  to  the  Mr- 
face,  and  there  are  sunken  tracts  that  cannot  be 
drained.  At  Tignish,  near  the  Cape,  there  is  a  krjze 
Village  of  Acadian  French,  and  two  fishing  estab- 
lishments. Shore  fishing  is  carried  on  by  some  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Formerly  this  pla^e  and  the  Cape  were  the  resort 
of  great  numbers  of  the  Walrus,  or  aea-cow:  hun- 
dreds of  those  animals  were  killed  on  tlieiaodbv 
the  early  inhabitants,  among  whose  descendants 
pieces  of  their  skins  still  remain  in  use.  A  deep 
pond  near  Tignish  is  said  to  be  filled  with  tbev 
bones,  and  their  tusks  of  ivory  are  occasionally  foso^ 
on  the  shore,  or  in  the  forces*  Only  a  few  of  those 
noble  animals  are  now  seeii;  and  of  titeir  number, 
which  is  stated  by  the  fishermen  to  be  on  the  is- 
crease,  none  are  captured.  A  dangerous  reef  of 
sandstones  extends  from  the  Cape  into  the  Galph  ^ 
the  distance  of  three  miles — it  has  been  the  tbaao^ 
of  a  number  of  shipwrecks. 

Halifax,  or  Bedeque  Bay,  has  a  broad  open 
which,  in  certain  winds  is  much  exposed  ;  but  Wii- 
mot  Cove  and  Dunk  River,  at  its  eastern  extiesaiiji 
afford  fine  harbours  for  the  largest  ships.  It  is  seps- 
rated  from  Richmond  Bay  by  a  narrow  peninsala 
from  which  the  fine  foresla  of  hardwood  iiaas  bsv 
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chiefly  cleared,  and  where  the  land  is  not  cultivated 
the  birch  and  maple  have  been  succeeded  by  groves 
of  spruce  and  fir.  The  whole  district  is  well  popu- 
lated, and  many  of  the  farms  are  in  a  high  state  of 
cultivation.  At  Wilmot  Cove,  the  small  streams 
propel  mills,  machinery  for  carding,  &c.  The  shore 
is  so  low  that  at  high  water  the  soil  is  washed  by  the 
waters  of  the  sea. 

A  thick  deposite  of  diluvial  debris  covers  the 
sandstones,  some  of  which  are  calcareous.  There 
^e  also  thin  strata  of  conglomerate  and  impure 
limestone.  There  are  only  a  few  families  residing 
on  the  shore  westward  to  Fifteen  Point.  The  low 
tracts  and  swamps  are  covered  by  spruce,  fir,  and 
cedar  ;  yet,  wherever  the  land  is  dry,  there  are  fine 
groves  of  hardwood. 

The  main  road  passes  through  the  Miscouche 
Settlement,  a  large  Village  of  French  Acadians. 
At  the  Point  there  are  also  upwards  of  fifty  families 
of  these  frugal  and  orderly  people.  Beds  of  dilu- 
vial sand,  gravel  and  clay  cover  the  rocks  often  to 
the  depth  of  twenty  feet.  A  few  of  the  upper 
strata  were  seen  on  the  shore  and  in  some  of  the 
shallow  ravines.  Small  quantities  of  the  oxides  of 
manganese  and  iron  sometimes  occur  in  the  subsoil, 
but  none  of  them  are  of  any  practical  value.  A 
similar  tract  of  country  extends  to  Egmont  Bay  and 
West  Cape.  The  quantity  of  cedar  increases  to- 
wards the  north,  and  a  good  supply  of  that  valuable 
timber  may  be  collected  for  exportation. 

Egmont  Bay  is  a  shallow  indentation  that  aflfords 
no  safe  harbour  for  large  vessels.  A  long  bar  of  sand 
and  shingle  is  stretched  nearly  across  the  mouths  of 
Enmore  and  Percival  Rivers,  and  a  part  of  which, 
with  large  flats,  is  laid  bare  at  low  water.  The 
above  stream  pass  through  a  tract  of  salt  marsh, 
containing  upwards  of  2000  acres.  The  shores  and 
all  the  adjacent  lands  are  elevated  only  a  few  feet 
above  the  sea,  and,  from  being  imperfectly  drained, 
the  surface  abounds  in  swamps  of  ash  and  cedar 
<— the  soil,  in  general,  is  light  and  sandy.  Between 
West  Cape  and  Percival  River,  a  ridge  of  sand  has 
been  thrown  up  next  the  sea,  and  a  tract  of  marsh 
has  been  formed  between  the  sandhills  and  the  up- 
land. From  Cape  Egmont  to  the  farm  of  Joseph 
Higgins,  Esq.,  and  at  a  few  places  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Bay,  the  red  sandstones,  conglomerate,  marly 
clay  and  conglomerate  limestone  may  be  seen  occa- 
sionally :  the  latter  rock  which  has  previously  been 
described,  is  suflSciently  pure  to  be  employed  in 
agriculture,  and  with  the  great  quantity  of  sea  weeds 
thrown  upon  the  shore  during  gales  of  wind,  it  will 
aflTord  an  abundant  supply  of  manure.  Common 
tides  rise  only  three  feet  at  this  part  of  the  Island. 
They  aro  much  influenced  by  certain  winds,  and 
ere,  conseguentlyy  very  irregular.     Evidences  of  the 
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submersion  of  the  land  were  also  observed  in  this 
quarter,  but  they  are  more  obscure  than  those  of 
Cascumpec.  The  scenery  of  the  district  is  remark- 
ably tame,  and  its  geology  is  simple  and  uninterest- 
ing. A  road  has  been  surveyed  and  partially  im^ 
proved,  from  the  bay  to  the  North  Cape,  yet  the 
whole  interior  land  of  this  part  of  the  Island  is  in 
a  wilderness  state.  From  the  West  to  the  North 
Capes,  there  are  no  harbours,  and  a  few  inhabitants 
are  scattered  along  the  fronts  of  the  Lots.  The 
before  mentioned  rocks  rise  in  considerable  cliffg. 
The  limestone  occurs  at  several  localities,  and  at 
Lot  Seven,  it  may  be  advantageously  quarried. 
From  the  identity  of  these  strata  with  those  of  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Island — their  similarity  of  course 
and  position — it  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  pursue 
the  inquiry  farther  in  this  direction. 

Returning  to  Bedeque,  a  great  change  is  observed 
in  the  general  features  of  the  country.  The  lands 
are  more  elevated,  and  the  surface  is  diversified  by 
hill  and  valley.  The  soil  is  extensively  cultivated 
and  produces  excellent  crops  of  grain,  and  all  the 
vegetables  and  fruits  of  the  climate.  The  scenery 
is  revived,  and  a  view  from  the  fine  farm  of  Capt. 
Thomas,  or  from  any  part  of  the  banks  of  Dunk 
River,  is  very  beautiful.  The  mouths  of  the  rivers, 
celebrated  for  their  fine  oysters,  are  skirted  by  tracts 
of  salt  marsh  and  marine  alluvium,  abounding  in 
shells,  which,  with  the  limestone  that  may  be  col- 
lected at  difierent  localities,  offer  abundant  resources 
of  manure. 

Previous  to  the  geological  inquiry,  the  Hon. 
Joseph  Pope,  who  cultivates  an  extensive  farm  at 
this  place,  had  discovered  and  calcined  the  conglo- 
merate limestone ;  and  his  scientific  system  of  fann- 
ing has  had  a  very  beneficial  influence  on  this  part 
of  the  Island ;  to  him  I  am  indebted  for  much  valu- 
able topographical  information  and  aid  in  prosecuting 
the  survey. 

At  Salutation  Cove  and  Indian  Point  there  is  a 
general  dip  of  5  deg.  of  the  red  sandstones,  shales, 
and  conglomerates,  to  the  north ;  some  of  these 
sandstones  will  supply  durable  materials  for  build- 
ings. The  cliffs  are  from  15  to  20  feet  high,  and 
in  them  the  conglomerate  limestone  often  appears  in 
thin  and  somewhat  irregular  strata.  Entering  Dunk 
River,  there  are  no  cliffs,  and  a  bed  of  clay  suitable 
for  bricks  and  tiles  forms  a  part  of  the  low  bank 
touching  the  harbour  and  river.  The  clay  and 
limestone  also  appear  on  the  farm  of  Capt.  Thomas, 
and  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek.  The  black 
oxide  of  manganese  had  been  discovered  by  Mr. 
Pope  at  Kurd's  Point :  it  occurs  in  rolled  masses  in 
a  low  piece  of  ground  that  has  formerly  been  a 
swamp.  The  quality  of  the  ore  is  good ;  but  it  is 
not  probable  that  it  exists  in  any  great  quantity. 
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A  similar  deposite  occurs  near  Mr.  Bagnall's  Inn, 
Lot  2S.  The  same  rocks  appear  at  Graham's,  or 
Sea-cow  Head,  and  Salutation  Point.  At  the  latter 
place  the  cliflfs,  from  40  to  60  feet  high,  have  been 
worn  out  by  the  sea  into  deep  chasms  and  grottos. 
The  strata  at  this  place  are  irregular  :  the  shore  is 
thinly  settled,  but,  in  the  interior,  there  are  many 
fine  farms.  Near  the  Point  is  the  residence  of  Mr. 
Alexander  Anderson,  who  is  now  one  hundred  years 
old,  and  still  enjoying  his  mind  and  memory.  Such 
instances  of  longevity  are  not  rare  on  the  Island, 
and  they  are  good  evidences  of  the  healthfulness  of 
the  climate.  Sea-cows  or  Walrus,  were  formerly 
numerous  on  this  part  of  the  shore,  but  they  have 
long  since  disappeared.  Southward  to  Cape  Tra- 
verse the  coast  is  similar  to  that  just  described — ^the 
sandstone  group  at  many  places  being  thickly 
covered  by  debris.  The  shore  at  Tryon  River  is 
low  and  few  opportunities  are  offered  for  the  exa- 
mination of  the  rocks.  The  river  extends  through 
a  fine  village  and  a  tract  of  marsh — the  harbour  is 
too  shallow  for  large  vessels. 

At  Westmorland,  or  Crapaud,  there  is  a  very 
pretty  bay  and  river :  the  harbour  will  admit  vessels 
of  200  tons  burthen.  A  ridge  of  high  ground  ex- 
tends from  this  part  of  the  shore  across  the  country 
to  New  London.  It  bears  thick  forests  of  hard- 
wood, and  the  soil  is  remarkably  fertile.  I  had  been 
informed  that  large  fragments  of  fossil  trees  had 
been  found  at  Crapaud,  where  it  was  supposed  there 
were  indications  of  Coal.  Upon  examination,  it 
was  observed  that  those  fossils  are  only  found  in 
the  soil  and  drift.  They  evidently  belong  to  the 
boulder  formation,  and  occur  with  the  erratic  blocks 
on  the  surface,  to  which  I  shall  advert  hereafter. 
They  are  identical  with  a  variety  of  the  fossil  trees 
that  appear  in  the  cliffs  of  sandstones  of  the  coal 
field  of  Cumberland,  Nova  Scotia,  and  parts  of  New 
Brunswick,  whence  they  have  been  probably  removed 
by  the  same  causes  that  transported  the  boulders  of 
granite  to  the  Island. 

Between  the  above  place  and  Hillsborough  Bay, 
the  lands  are  elevated,  being  occasionally  broken  by 
steep  hills  and  deep  ravines.  Near  the  mouths  of 
Tryon,  Brokelby's,  Rice  and  Allan  Coves,  and  be- 
tween the  latter  and  Fort  Amherst,  there  are  per- 
pendicular cliffs  from  40  to  60  feet  high.  These 
cliffs  are  also  composed  of  the  red  sandstones,  shales, 
shales  and  conglomerates,  with  conglomerate  lime- 
stone. The  following  section  was  taken  between 
St.  Peter's  and  Allan's  Cove  : —

The  course  of  the  strata  is  N.  E.  with  a  general 
dip  of  5  deg.  N.  W.  From  the  facts  that  hare 
been  noticed,  and  others  that  might  be  introduced, 
it  appears  very  evident,  that  excepting  the  cnal  field 
at  Gallow's  Point  and  the  trap  rocks  of  Hog  Island, 
Prince  Edward  Island  consists  of  groups  of  red  sand- 
stone, the  strata  of  which  have  been  already  d^ 
scribed. 

Having  given  such  details  of  the  Geology  of  the 
Island,  as  were  deemed  necessary,  in  a  practical 
point  of  view,  it  is  relevant  to  the  subject  to  intro- 
duce such  conclusions  as  have  been  arrived  at  by 
the  science,  and  the  considerations  that  are  natu- 
rally produced  by  the  discovered  facta. 

The  rocks  of  the  Island  agree  in  their  lithologial 
characters  with  those  of  the  opposite  coast  of  New 
Brunswick,  where  they  form  the  shores  from  Point 
Escuminac  to  Bay  Verte ;  and  the  physical  geogra- 
phy of  the  country  corresponds  with  that  of  a  lar^ 
tract  bordering  upon  the  Gulph  in  the  Counties  of 
Kent,  Westmorland  and  Miramichi.  The  inclina- 
tion of  the  strata,  also,  have  a  general  agreement  on 
both  sides  of  Northumberland  Straits,  in  which  the 
water  is  shallow.  A.  dangerous  reef  off  Cape  Tor- 
mentine  extends,  in  the  direction  of  the  strata,  to- 
wards Cape  Traverse.  It  is  therefore  not  impro- 
bable that  at  some  former  period,  the  Island  was 
separated  from  the  main  by  the  breaking  through  of 
an  istmus  that  united  them.  How  far  such  a  result 
has  been  promoted  by  the  powerful  currents  of  the 
Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  it  would  be  difficult  to  de- 
termine, without  an  accurate  knowledge  of  their 
direction,  and  an  estimate  of  their  forces. 

ALLUVIUM. 

Alluviums  are  produced  by  causes  that  are  dailj 
operating  upon  the  surface  of  ths  earth.  Frost, 
snow,  rain,  changes  of  temperature,  &c.,  all  tend  to 
disintegrate  the  hardest  rock,  and  finely  divided 
mineral  matter  is  constantly  carried  downwards  br 
the  shower,  as  well  as  by  the  flood,  from  the  hillf 
into  the  vallies,  and  spread  along  the  borders  of  the 
streams  by  the  overflowing  of  their  vraters.  Tbe 
sediment  thus  produced  may  be  called  the  aUorittm 
of  rivers.  Again,  by  the  constant  operations  of  tbe 
tides  and  waves  of  the  sea,  the  shores  are  worn  awa;: 
the  sands  of  the  sandstones  and  pebbles  of  the  coo- 
glomerates  are  disunited  and  spread  out  in  beacbeS) 
while  the  fine  particles  of  clay  and  marl,  from  being 
mixed  with  the  water,  are  transported  to  great  dis^ 
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tances,  and  finally  thrown  into  the  river  mouths  and 
estuaries,  where  they  form  estuaries  of  the  sea. 

I'he  aHuvitim  of  rivers  and  the  alluviums  of  the 
sea  are  often  mixed  on  the  coasts,  the  one  being 
brought  downwards  by  the  fresh  and  the  latter 
inwards  by  the  salt  water.  Such  alluvial  matter, 
whenever  it  is  sufficiently  drained,  is  the  richest  of 
natural  soils^  and,  by  being  mixed  with  the  sandy  up- 
lands, it  will,  in  all  ordinary  cases,  greatly  increase 
their  fertility.  Alluvial  deposits  are  very  numerous 
on  Prince  Edward  Island.  At  the  extremity  of 
£gmoiit  Bay  there  is  an  alluvial  tract  of  2000  acres. 
At  Bedeque,  Lot  49,  and  other  places  such  tracts 
are  also  extensive.  As  the  tides  only  recede  a  few 
feet  it  is  not  probable  that  these  tracts  can  be 
reclaimed  by  dikes,  or  embankments ;  yet  they  may 
be  greatly  improved  even  in  their  present  condition, 
and  they  are  valuable  for  the  natural  grass  they 
produce  for  hay. 

PEAT. 

Peat  is  formed  by  the^growth  of  sphagneous,  or 
mossy  plants.     Ponds,    Lakes   and   low  tracts  are 
frequently  filled  by  tlie  productive  powers  of  vege- 
tation.    The  mosses  first  begin  to  grow  around  the 
shores  ;  each  succeeding  season  yields  a  new  crop  ; 
the  preceding  one  having  been  buried  beneath  the 
water,  where  it  is  preserved   from  decomposition, 
and   this   process  is  carried   forward  until  the  Lake 
or  Pond  is  filled.     These  plants   will  also  close  up 
the  out-lets  by  which  the  water   makes  its  escape 
from   low   tracts.     The  result   is  the    forming  of 
Ponds,  and,  as  forest  trees  cannot  grow  in  situations 
where   their  roots  are  constantly  submeiged,  they 
decay,  fall,  and  are  finally  buried  in  the  peat,  which 
spreads  its  annual  layer  even  over  the  surface  of  the 
water.     No  sooner  is  the  accumulation  thus  produ- 
ced raised  so  high  that  there  is  not  sufficient  mois- 
ture on  the  surface    to   nourish  the  peat   forming 
plants,  than  the  whole  process  is  terminated,  and  the 
site  becomes  a  barren  waste.     Peat  bogs  are  nume- 
rous on   the  Island,  but,  in  general,  they  are  small. 
The  most  extensive  of  them  is  at  Cascumpec  har- 
bour. It  contains  2000  acres.     These  bogs  will  sup- 
ply a  useful  article  for  compost  manure,  and  afford 
fuel,  should  it  ever  be  required. 

MARL. 

A  Marly  Clay  is  found  inter-stratified  with  the 
sandstones  ;  it  sometimes  contains  ten  per  cent,  of 
lime.  Its  value  for  manure  may  be  tested  by  the 
application  of  a  few  drops  of  muratic  acid,  the  quan- 
tity of  lime  present  will  be  indicated  by  the  brisk- 
ness of  the  effervescence.  It  will  be  useful  when 
applied  to  light  and  sandy  soils,  which  the  clay  will 
render  retentive  of  moisture. 


BOG  IRON  ORE, 

Or,  Hydrous  Peroxide  of  Iron.  This  ore  appears 
in  the  soil,  and  in  bogs  at  many  places.  It  has  evi- 
dently been  washed  from  the  soil,  to  which  it  im- 
parts the  color  of  the  rust  of  iron. 

OXIDE  OF  MANGANESE. 

Several  deposits  of  the  hydrated  oxide  of  manga- 
nese, or  black  wad,  are  noticed  ;  they  have  been 
collected  by  a  process  similar  to  that  by  which  bog 
ore  is  produced.  By  the  disintegration  of  rocks 
containing  manganese,  the  ore  is  set  at  liberty  and 
washed  by  rains  iato  shallow  basins  on  the  surface. 
It  is  frequently  found  associated  with  the  hydrous 
peroxide  of  iron,  and  mixed  with  clay. 

SUBMARINE  FORESTS. 

The  remains  of  ancient  forests,  now  submei^ged 
beneath  the  sea,  are  not  uncommon  on  the  coasts  of 
North  America.  The  trees  are  such  as  usually  grow 
on  low  land  and  with  them  peat  sometimes  occurs. 
Several  sunken  forests  are  mentioned  in  Professor 
Hitchcock's  Geology  of  Massachusetts.  During  the 
geological  survey  of  Nen  Brunswick,  I  discovered  a 
submerged  forest  on  the  south  side  of  the  Island  of 
Grand  Manan.  At  different  localities  in  Nova  Sco- 
tia there  appears  to  have  been  a  subsidence  of  the 
land.  At  Prince  Edward  Island  this  remarkable 
fact  may  be  seen  at  Gallow's  Point,  but  more  espe- 
cially at  Cascumpec,  where,  with  a  forest,  a  large 
peat  bog  is  now  beneath  the  level  of  the  sea.  Many 
theories  have  been  proposed  to  account  for  such 
phenomena ;  yet  it  is  probable  that  they  can  only 
be  explained  but  by  referring  them  to  movements 
which  are  known  to  take  place  in  the  crust  of  the 
earth,  whereby  certain  tracts  are  elevated  and  others 
are  depressed. 

DUNES  OR  SANDHILLS. 

During  storms  the  sand  of  the  shore  is  often 
thrown  up  by  the  spray  and  not  withdrawn  by  the 
reflux  of  the  wave,  and  having  been  dried  by  the 
heat  of  the  sun  it  is  driven  inwards  upon  the  land 
by  winds,  and  forms  considerable  elevations.  Such 
hills  are  called  dunes,  for  which  the  borders  of  the 
Nile  are  celebrated.  Chains  of  such  hills  are 
stretched  across  the  mouths  of  nearly  all  the  bays  of 
the  eastern  coast  of  the  Island,  where  they  form 
harbours  with  narrow  channels,  and  contribute  much 
to  the  beauty  of  the  scenery.  The  sand  is  also 
blown  upon  the  uplands,  where  it  sometimes,  by  its 
constant  accumulation,  proves  to  be  a  serious  injury 
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to  agriculture.  The  principal  dunes  are  covered 
with  bent  grass,  which,  when  it  is  iBrmly  rooted, 
prevents  a  further  progress  of  the  sand.  Trees 
and  beach  grass  are  soDiettmes  planted  in  other  parts 
of  the  world  to  arrest  the  moving  drift. 

On  the  inner  side  of  these  dunes,  a  good  alluvial 
soil  is  sometimes  collected,  upon  which  wild  plants 
grow  luxuriantly,  and  some  tracts  would  produce 
wheat  and  clover.  From  the  great  abundance  of 
oysters  and  other  molusca  upon  the  shore,  these 
sands  occasionally  contain  comminuted  shells,  and 
will  effervesce  in  the  strong  acids.  Such  sand,  from 
containing  the  phosphate  of  lime,  would  be  bene- 
ficially applied  to  heavy  clay  soils. 

BOULDERS. 

Along  the  whole  line  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
American  Continent,  where  it  skirts  the  Atlantic, 
loose  blocks  of  granite,  sienite,  trap,  greenstone, 
porphyry,  and  other  rocks  are  found  scattered  over 
the  surface,  and  on  formations  from  which  they  are 
altogether  different.  They  vary  in  weight  from  a 
few  pounds  to  fifty  and  even  a  hundred  tons. 
They  occur  in  the  plains  and  valleys,  and  upon  the 
table  lands  and  hills.  In  some  instances  the  angles 
of  these  masses  have  been  worn  off,  as  if  they  bad 
been  submitted  to  friction  upon  sea  coasts :  again 
they  appear  with  sharp  edges,  as  if  they  had  been 
recently  removed  from  the  quarry. 

These  masses  of  rock  are  called  boulders,  and 
may  be  properly  classed  with  a  variety  of  diluvium 
found  with  them  on  the  surface  of  the  earth.  The 
surfaces  of  the  solid  rocks  at  numerous  situations 
where  these  boulders  are  seen,  are  found  to  be  fur- 
rowed and  scratched  in  certain  directions,  as  if  hard 
and  heavy  bodies  had  passed  over  them  with  great 
force  and  friction.  These  are  called  diluvial  grooves, 
which  were  evidently  produced  by  the  passages  of 
the  boulders  during  their  transport. 

The  boulders  of  this  part  of  America  are  situated 
southward  of  the  mountain  masses  from  which  they 
have  been  removed,  and  they  have  been  traced,  by 
geologists,  to  their  birth  places.  I  have  found  erra- 
tive  blocks  of  stone  belonging  to  the  central  granatic 
ridges  of  New  Brunswick,  fifty  miles  and  upwards 
southward  of  their  original  sites ;  and  boulders  from 
the  mountains  of  Gaspe  are  scattered  over  the  low 
lands  of  the  northern  part  of  New  Brunswick,  having 
been  transported  across  the  Bay  Chaleur  to  the  dis- 
tance of  eighty  miles.  The  size  of  the  boulders 
usually  diminish  in  proportion  to  their  distances  from 
the  parent  mass. 

.  The  forces  by  which  these  blocks  have  been 
removed  have  been  directed  from  the  north  towards 
the  south.  The  diluvial  grooves  run  from  north-west 


to  south-east,  and   north-east   to  south-west,  and 
there  are  still  greater  variations  in  their  courses,  or 
such  as  would  arise  from  the  passage  of  a  sea  over 
submarine    mountains.      Without    entering  upon 
any  full  description  of  diluvial  drift  and  the  causes 
that  have  produced  it,  1  may  remark,  that  boulders 
of  granite,  sienite,   trap,  &c.,  appear  occasionally 
in  every  part  of  the  Province ;  they  are,  however. 
far  more  numerous  on  the  northern  part  of  the  Is- 
land, than  to  the  south,  a  circumstance  that  accords 
with  a  fact  already  noticed.    The  boulders  are  not 
only  found  upon  the  surface  but  also  lodged  in  col- 
lections of  diluvial  detritus.     The  largest  of  these 
erratic  blocks  will  weigh  five  tons  and  upwards,  and 
as  there  are  no  rocks  in  situ  of  the  kind  on  the 
Island,  some  of  them  must  have  been  transported  to 
a  distance  of  200  miles  and   across    the  Gulph  of 
St.  Lawrence  where  it  is  100  miles  wide.    Besides 
the  boulders  of  igneous  rocks,  among  the  drift  at 
Crapaud,   there  are  pieces  of  large  fossil  trees  like 
those  of  the  strata  belonging  to  the  coal  field  of  New 
Brunswick.    These  may  have  been  imported  from 
any  part  of  the  district  between  Bay  Verte.and  Point 
Miscou,   and  over  distances  from  20  to  100  miles: 
certain  it  is,   they  do  not  belong  to  the  Island,  and 
therefore   they  are  properly  referred   to  the  nearest 
rocks  which  contain  fossil  plants  of  a  similar  kind. 
Several  theories  have  been  proposed  to  explain  the 
phenomena  of  boulders.     Formerly,  by   many  thev 
were  ascribed  to  the  effects  of  the  deluge  recorded 
in  the  Mosaic  history;  but  it  is  now  known  that  causes 
are  still  in  operation  whereby  they  might  have  been 
transported.     More  recently  an  opinion  has  prevail- 
ed that  they  were  moved  by  currents   of  water  at 
that  period  when  the  districts  where  they  are  found 
were  submerged  beneath  the  sea.    Still  it  is  not  pro- 
bable that  aqueous  currents  could  ever  have  carrieil 
the  boulders  across  the  deepest  sea  channels  to  op- 
posite shores,  and  up   steep  acclivities  even  to  the 
summits  of  mountains.     Ky  such  causes  masses  of 
rock,  gravel,  sand,  &c..  are  daily  ui^d  forward  by 
the  currents  of  rivers,  but  they  do  not  afford  satis- 
factory evidence  that  the  boulders  and  diluvial  drift 
found  under   the   above   mentioned  circumstances, 
have   l>een   removed  from  their  native  situalions  to 
their   present   sites   by    the   unaided   operations  of 
water. 

If  we  look  to  causes  that  are  still  active  upon  the 
earth  it  will  be  observed  that  ice  performs  a  most 
important  part  in  the  transportation  of  mineral  mat- 
ter. The  immense  icebergs  and  sheets  that  are 
annually  formed  in  almost  all  the  bays,  rivers  and 
estuaries  of  the  North  American  coast  embrace  frag' 
ments  of  rocks,  gravel,  sand,  drift  wood,  and  every 
thing  that  was  in  contact  with  them  at  the  time 
of  their  congelation.    In  the  spring,  when  by  tk 
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heat  of  the  sun  the  ice  begins  to  dissolve,  it  is  loos- 
ened from  the  shores,  lifted  by  the  spring  tides  ud 
carried  by  currents  out  to  sea,  or  to  other  shores, 
with  many  of  the  materials  it  laid  hold  of  during  the 
months  of  intense  cold.  I  have  observed  also  that 
where  the  ice  loaded  with  boulders  is  forced  over 
the  surfaces  of  rocks  they  leave  parallel  grooves  in 
the  direction  of  the  currents,  like  those  that  occur 
on  the  faces  of  the  strata  now  elevated  &r  above  the 


This  natural  mode  of  transporialioB  is  carried  on 
in  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  from  the  high  latitudes 
where  icebergs  are  formed,  to  the  south,  where  wa- 
ter freexes  only  to  the  depth  of  a  fow  inches ;  as  the 
warmth  of  the  spring  or  summer  increases,  and 
the  ice  dissolves  the  transported  roeks,  sand  and 
gravel  are  liberated,  and  they  fstt  to  the  bottom  of 
the  sea,  are  lodged  upon  its  bordore,  or  on  the  shores 
of  the  bays>  inlets  and  rivers*  Minerals  peculiar  to 
the  coast  of  Labrador  are  therefore  found  on  the 
shores  of  Newfoundland,  Cape  Breton,  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island,  and  on  the  Atlantic  side  of  Nova 
Scotia.  The  rocks  of  the  Gulph  of  St  Lawrence 
are  carried  to  opposite  shores  and  thousands  of 
boulders  drop  annually  from  the  ice  to  the  bottoms 
of  the  bays,  and  are  scattered  along  the  coasts.  I 
found  blocks  of  red  sandstone  of  the  head  of  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  at  the  western  extremity  of  Grand 
Manan,  the  distance  between  the  two  sites  being 
upwards  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  miles.  The 
trap  rocks  of  the  south  side  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy 
are  exchanged  for  the  slates  and  granwacke  of  New 
Brunswick,  the  distance  between  them  being  from 
forty  to  seventy  miles.  The  sandstones  of  Cum- 
berland are  sometimes  brought  into  the  Basin  of 
Mines ;  and  manufactured  grindstones  were  iden- 
tified a  few  years  ago  that  had  been  brought  from 
the  former  to  the  lat^r  place,  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  forty  miles,  in  masses  of  ice. 

It  will  be  admitted  by  every  practical  geologist, 
that  the  chief  part  of  the  stratified  rocks  of  North 
America  have  been  formed  beneath  the  sea,  a  fact 
established  by  the  numerous  remains  of  marine 
animals  contained  in  them.  Long  since  these  rocks 
were  consolidated  they  have  been  submerged,  as 
may  be  proved  by  the  recent  shells  now  found  in 
beds  of  marl  and  clay  several  hundred  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  seav  That  Pfince  Edward  Island 
has  been  rused  from  beneath  the  waters  of  the 
Gulph,  few  will  doubt  iiirfao  earefuUy  examine  its 
valleys  and  beds  of  diluviumi  Guided  by  much 
corroborative  testimony,  a  part  of  which  has  been 
referred  to  as  briefly  as  possible^  I  eaonot  retrain 
from  expressing  my  opinion,  that  the  faouUers  of 
Prince  £dWm  Island  have  been  brought  hither  by 
ice  dartog  that  period  when  its  surfroe  was  beneath 
the  water*  bf  the  Gillph  of  dti  Lawrence. 
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DILUVIUM. 

At  many  situations  on  the  Islaed,  there  ase  beds 
of  small  rounded  stones,  gravel  and  sand,  varying 
from  five  to  fifty  feet  in  thickness.  These  e(4lec- 
tions  of  detritus  often  form  chains  of  oval  hills«  and 
skirt  the  flanks  of  the  valleys  in  sueb  a  manner  as 
to  imprew  the  mind  with  the  belief  that  they  were 
thrown  up  by  the  agency  of  water.  Indeed,  the 
stratification  of  the  gravel  and  sand  which  appeara 
occasionally,  renders  it  quite  evident  that  eurients 
of  water  have  been  active  agents  in  their  i^ccumu* 
klioQ ;  yet,  many  of  these  superficial  depositei  hear 
no  marks  <k  stratification.  By  an  examination  of 
the  materials  of  these  deposites,  it  will  be  obser^ 
that  the  rocks  and  minerals  of  wbioh  the  fragments 
are  composed  do  not  belong  to  their  present  sites^ 
being  different  in  their  characters  from  any  of  the 
strata  of  which  the  Island  is  composed.  Their  ori* 
gin  and  situation  may  therefore  be  properly  aspribed 
to  the  same  causes  that  transported  the  erratic 
boulders.  The  melting  of  laige  masses  of  stranded 
ice  loaded  vrith  gravel  and  sfind,  leaves  mounds  and 
elevations  upon  the  present  shores,  and  the  hiUs  of 
unstratified  diluvial  detritus  may  therefore  be  ac^ 
counted  for  by  referring  them  to  the  melting  of 
stranded  ice  during  the  boulder  period.  The  ap» 
pearance  of  such  deposites  would  be  much  modified 
by  the  operations  of  currents  of  water,  which  have 
evidently  opened  many  valleys  and  spr^  the  gravel 
out  in  strata. 

Another  kind  of  diluvium  is  composed  of  pieces 
of  red  sandstone,  red  sandstone  and  clay,  which  in 
general  repose  upon  the  solid  strata  beneath.  This 
debris  has  been  derived  from  the  red  sandstones 
and  shales  of  the  Island,  and  affords  a  more  fertile 
soil  than  the  imported  variety.  It  is  frequently 
mixed  with  the  foreign  drift  beneath  which  its  prin- 
cipal beds  are  situated.  On  the  road  leading  from 
Charlottetown  to  St.  Peter's  Bay,  and  the  lands 
between  the  Bay  and  Murrey  Harbour,  and  parts  of 
the  shores,  opportunities  are  afforded  to  examine 
the  above  dqnosites,  which,  from  their  situaition  in  ea 
isolaled  tract  of  country,  are  not  wilhout  interest.

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  the  minute  details 
of  this  part  of  the  subject.  The  combined  influences 
of  river  currents,  tides  and  breakers,  is  constantly 
wearing  away  the  solid  rocks  of  the  coasts  and 
spreading  their  mineral  ingredients  over  the  bottom 
of  the  ocean— in  beds  of  sand  and  shingle  alopg  the 
shores,  or  in  collections  of  alluvium  in  the  river 
mouths  and  estuaries.  The  configuration  of  the 
shoiesi  faasi  in  a  gtent  di^ee,  ariseii  from  the  chi^- 
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racters  of  the  rocks  presented  to  the  sea.  Whererer 
those  rocks  haTe  been  soft  and  yielding,  coves  and 
other  indentations  have  worn  out,  while  the  hard 
and  compact  masses,  by  their  resistance  to  the  sea, 
are  seen  projecting  in  capes  and  headlands.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  simple  operations  of  the  tides 
have  any  very  dilapidating  influence. 

By  the  dashing  of  the  breakers  against  the  soft 
sandstones  of  the  Island,  the  lower  strata  are  worn 
away,  while  the  beds  above  the  waves  are  under- 
mined, and  annually  fall  in  heaps  of  rubbish  in  the 
tide-way.  The  frost  of  winter,  rain,  and  other 
meteoric  agents,  also  contribute  to  these  effects  ;  and 
in  the  spring  season,  the  shore  where  it  is  unprotec- 
ted by  shoals,  bars,  or  sandhills,  is  covered  by  the 
detritus  of  the  rocks,  which  is  removed  by  the  ice 
or  broken  up  by  the  waves  into  pebbles,  sand  and 
alluvium.  Wherever  the  coast  is  low  and  the  water 
shallow,  the  result  of  these  operations  checks  their 
own  progress — shingle  beaches  and  sandhills  are 
thrown  up,  which  protect  the  strata  and  the  soil 
against  farther  dilapidation. 

On  a  part  of  the  north  side  of  the  Island,  where 
the  coast  is  exposed  to  gales  that  sweep  across  the 
Gulf,  the  shores,  after  having  been  greatly  intruded 
upon,  are  bounded  by  chains  of  sandhills.  Near 
the  North  Cape,  between  St.  Peter's  Bay  and  East 
Point ;  between  the  North  Cape  and  West  Cape, 
and  at  other  places  on  the  southern  extremity  of  the 
Island,  the  sea  is  still  making  rapid  encroachments, 
and  is  annually  reducing  the  area  of  Prince  Edward 
Island.  Even  in  some  of  the  bays  and  harbours  this 
encroachment  is  so  rapid,  that  the  cemeteries  of  the 
dead  have  been  broken  into,  and  the  mortal  remains 
of  their  tenants  have  been  washed  away  by  the 
waves. 

The  hard  rocks  of  Point  Prim  have  resisted  the 
advance  of  the  sea,  while  the  clayey  and  friable 
strata  of  Orwell  Bay,  are  yielding  to  its  sway.  It  is 
certain,  mineral  matter  thus  removed  is  again  thrown 
back  upon  the  coasts,  still  the  loss  of  the  dry  land 
far  exceeds  the  accumulations  of  sand  and  allu- 
vium lodged  in  the  bays  and  upon  the  shores. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  annual  dimi- 
nution of  the  Island  from  the  above  causes.  It  is, 
however,  very  considerable,  and  far  beyond  preven- 
tion by  human  means. 

AGRICULTURAL   GEOLOGY. 

The  Science  of  Geology  embraces  all  the  facts  that  hare  been 
ascertained  in  regard  to  the  Physical  and  Chemical  atructuTe 
of  the  earth.  Its  inquiries  extend  to  the  soil,  therefore  it  con- 
tributes much  aid  to  practical  agriculture,  and  by  explaining  the 
causes  to  which  the  superficial  covering  of  the  earth  owes  its 
origin,  it  points  to  its  impTovement  in  the  prodoetioB  •f  plants. 


The  chief  parts  of  all  the  stratified  rocks,  are  aaodttoiies, 
limestones  and  clays,  under  different  degrees  of  hardaeB.  If 
these  rocks  and  OTon  those  of  ▼olcanic  origin,  are  exposed  to  the 
operations  of  frost,  lains  and  the  atmosphere,  asoilsooDresalts. 
The  soils  hare  been  produced  by  the  disintegration  of  the  solid 
masses  of  the  crust  of  the  earth,  many  of  which  had  pieriouly 
brought  forth  the  plants  now  found  in  a  fossfl  state;  and  tliere- 
fore  they  partake  of  the  chaiacten  of  the  rocks  from  which  tbej 
have  been  derived.  The  surface  of  a  bed  of  diluvial  gnTel, 
soon  forms  a  soil,  after  its  covering  is  removed ;  and  the  planti 
that  grow  upon  it,  soon  deposit  a  quantity  of  vegetable  matter, 
which  increases  its  fertility.  Very  frequently  the  rocks  iie 
covered  by  a  soil  that  has  resulted  from  their  own  dilapidaikm: 
but  it  has  been  already  shown  that  diluvial  matter  has  beei 
transported  from  one  place  to  another,  over  great  distances,  sod 
from  being  intermixed  with  the  native  covering  of  other  distrietif 
a  great  diversity  of  roils  has  followed,  and  which  is  inunedittely 
recognised  by  Geology.  The  soils  of  granitic  and  tnppess 
mountains  are  peculiar  to  themselves.  In  gypseous  districts, 
the  soil  frequently  contains  so  much  sulphate  of  lime  that  it  ii 
sterile,  and  on  tracts  of  limestone  the  land  is  sometimes  bsireii 
fVom  a  superabundance  of  the  carbonate  of  lime.  Tt  is  bj  mix- 
ture,  of  the  mineral  ingredients  of  the  earth,  that  its  sur&ce  ii 
rendered  fruitful,  and  to  produce  that  mixture,  many  powerfsl 
natural  agencies  are  employed  by  the  beneficent  designs  of 
Providence. 

The  fertility  of  any  tract,  will  in  some  degree  depend  npon 
the  nature  of  the  subsoil,  sometimes  the  plant^beaiing  eaith  re- 
poses upon  pebbles  or  sand,  which  allows  the  water  to  escspe 
too  rapidly.  In  dry  seasons  the  crops  of  such  fields  wUl  sofiei 
from  a  lack  of  moisture.  A  subsoil  of  clay  will  prevent  tke 
water  from  descending;  too  much  moisture  may  therefore  be 
present,  and  artificial  draining  rendered  necessary.  Man;  «f the 
sandy  soils  owe  their  fertility  to  the  substratum.  Mineral, 
vegetable  and  animal  matter  when  exposed  to  the  open- 
tion  of  the  frost,  heat,  moisture  &c.  undergo  impoitsflt 
chemical  changes,  and  plants  themselves  frequently  change  the 
character  of  the  ground  upon  which  they  flourish.  The  tiees  of 
the  stately  forest,  and  the  indeginoos  plants  have  arranged  tbeoi- 
selves  in  groups  on  the  kinds  of  soil  most  favorable  to  their 
growth ;  when  these  trees  and  plants  are  cut  down,  they  sie 
succeeded  by  other  varieties;  the  rotation  of  crops  in  agricohiiie 
is  therefore  clearly  indicated  by  the  operations  of  DStnre. 

Soils  are  the  basis  in  which  plants  fix  their  roots,  and  sustain 
upright  positions,  and  they  supply  food  for  vegetables  donB{ 
their  growth.  This  food  is  of  a  complex  nature,  and  up  to  the 
present  time,  it  is  not  well  understood.  By  some  philosophen 
it  has  been  called  humus,  humic  acid,  dmin,  ulmic  acid,  crenic 
acid,  &c.  It  is  described  as  being  a  Uack  substanoe,  eapaUe 
of  being  dissolved  by  the  alkalies  and  ammonia,  and  whea  \ku 
disaolved,  it  is  supposed  to  enter  plsnts  and  supply  them  viih 
carbon;  but  from  the  experiments  of  Professor  Plsy^  ud 
others  it  appears  that  the  Carbon  of  plants  is  duefly  derived 
from  the  atmosphere.  Certain  itis  thalthe  dry  ssad  that  is 
driven  before  the  winds,  and  which  contains  neithar  legelshle 
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natter,  nor  Carbon,  will  produce  plants.  The  Island  that  is 
raised  from  the  sea  by  the  volcano,  and  the  crumbling  surface  of 
the  naked  rock,  where  there  is  no  appreciable  quantity  of  carbon 
will  produce  Tegetables,  and  cause  the  seeds  deposited  upon 
them  by  birds  of  passage  to  grow. 

Soils  consist  chiefly  of  sand,  lime  and  clay,  with  which  are 
mixed  certain. saline  and  organic  substances,  in  yariaUe  propor- 
tions. It  has  been  ascertained  by  chemical  analysis,  that  in 
order  to  be  fertile,  a  soil  must  contain  quantities  of  these  mi- 
neral, saline  and  vegetable  substances,  some  of  which  are 
found  in  the  ash  of  plants,  in  variable  proportions.  It  is  not 
only  necessary  that  those  substances  should  be  present,  but  they 
must  exist  in  certain  quantities,  and  it  is  their  proper  adjustment 
that  renders  the  soil  most  productive.  It  should  be  the  princi- 
pal object  of  the  farmer,  to  study  the  nature  of  the  soil  he  cul- 
tivates, the  kind  of  crop  to  which  it  is  most  favorable,  and  the 
means  necessary  for  its  improvement:  to  assist  him  in  his  labor 
chemistry,  mineralogy  and  geology  have  been  brought  to  his 
aid. 

The  objects  of  chemical  analysis  are  to  obtain  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  constituents  of  the  best  kinds  of  soil  for  differ- 
ent crops,  and  to  compare  them  with  the  elements  of  soils  that 
are  known  to  be  unproductive.    By  such  a  comparison,  the 
substances  that  are  deficient  in  the  sterile  covering  of  the  earth, 
are  readily  discovered  and  may  be  supplied  by  artificial  means. 
It  might  be  expected  that  from  a  course  so  simple  and  plain, 
knowledge  could  be  gained,  whereby  the  most  barren  waste 
could  immediately  be  rendered  fertile.    It  is  true  that  the  rapid 
advances  of  geology  and  chemistry,  have  brougth  this  desirable 
end  in  view,  yet  nature  sometimes  seems  to  mock  the  efibrts  of 
art,  and  science  is  unable  to  controul  the  operations  of  the  phy- 
sical world.     The  electric  currents  set  in  operation  by  the 
decomposition  of  mineral  matter,  are  but  imperfectly  understood, 
nor  has  their  influence  upon  vegetation,  been  brought  within  the 
controul  of  the  agriculturist.     Then  there  are  all  the  diflferenccs 
and  vicissitudes  of  climate,  the  variations  of  the  atmosphere, 
heat,  dryness,  moisture,  &c.  all  exercising  an  influence  over  the 
growth  of  plants;  their  causes  being  beyond  the  reach  of  art  or 

industry. 

The  analysis  of  soils  and  minerals  is  an  art  that  calls  for 
sound  chemical  knowledge,  skill,  and  practice  in  manipulation. 
Time  and  the  most  patient  investigation  are  often  necessary  to 
obtain  correct  results.    Heretofore  this  branch  of  chemistry  has 
been  undervalaed  by  agricultural  bodies,  and  ancient  men  have 
turned  away  from  the  pursuit  in  disgust,  or  they  have  only  ap- 
plied theraBclves  to  the  study  when  they  were  professionally 
employed.       Nothing  short  of  the^plainest  demonstration,  by 
actual  and  continued  trial,  will  lead  the  great  body  of  the  farm- 
ing population,  into  the   improvements  indicated  by  science  ; 
until  the  first  principles  of  a  sound  philosophy  are  generally  dif- 
fused and  receiTcd. 

The  soils  of  Prince  Edward  Island  maybedivided  into  two 
classes.  The  Tarieties  of  the  first  class  have  been  derived  from 
the  rocks  of  the  Island  :  they  occupy  the  greater  part  of  the 
iurlacey  and   Irum  the  presence  of  the  oxide  of  iron,  they  are 


ahnost  universally  red,  or  of  a  chocolate  color.  The  other  is  of 
foreign  origin,  having  evidently  been  brought  in  during  the 
boulder  formation  already  adverted  to.  The  soils  are  almost 
universally  of  that  description  called  sandy  loam,  but  probably 
in  no  part  of  British  America  can  a  district  of  equal  size  be 
found  where  the  soils  are  so  similar  to  each  other,  and  where 
they  are  so  generally  fertile.  I  have  divided  the  soils  of  the 
Island  into  &ve  varieties,  namely  : 

Silicious,  or  sandy  soil. 
Argillo-fiilicious — sandy  loam. 
Argillaceous — clay  loam. 
Calcareous — or  marly  soil. 
Peaty  soil. 

For  the  purposes  of  illustration,  it  may  be  stated,  that  if  100 
parts  of  dry  soil  contain  not  to  exceed  10  parts  of  day,  it  may 
be  called  a  sandy  soil.  If  it  contain  from  10  to  30  per  cent,  of 
clay,  a  sandy  loam— -and  if  from  30  to  60  per  cent,  of  day,  it 
may  be  denominated  a  clay  loam.  The  latter  quantity  of  day 
was  not  seen  in  any  soil  of  the  Island.  The  calcareous  or 
marly  clay  soils  contain  from  6  to  10  per  cent,  of  lime,  either 
in  the  phosphate  or  carbonate,  or  both,  and  it  has  been  chiefly 
derived  from  the  decomposition  of  oyster  and  other  kind  of  shells. 
Besides  these,  there  are  small  tracts  of  peaty  soil  in  which  ve- 
getable matter  predominates.  These  divisions  may  be  con- 
sidered arbitrary,  yet  they  are  useful  until  some  general  scale 
shall  be  established  by  analytical  chemists. 

Some  of  the  simple  operations  of  analasys  may  be  performed 
by  farmers  themselves.  All  the  roots,  together  with  the  gravel 
and  coarser  sand  of  the  dry  soil  submitted  to  examination,  may 
be  removed  by  seives  of  diflferent  degrees  of  fineness.  The 
sand  is  almost  universally  silicious  :  if  it  contain  lime  it  wil^ 
effervesce  in  diluted  muriatic  acid,  and  may  be  tested  as  a  cal 
careous  soil.  To  ascertain  the  quantity  of  lime  present  in  any 
soil,  a  quantity  of  it,  in  a  fine  state  should  be  burned  in  the  air, 
100  or  200  grains  may  then  be  well  stirred  in  a  pint  of  water 
mixed  with  a  wine  glass  full  of  muriatic  acid  (spirit  of 
salt)  after  the  mixture  has  stood  two  hours,  having  been 
occasionally  siirred,  the  water  is  to  be  poured  off";  the  soil 
must  then  be  heated  to  redness,  and,  when  weighed,  the  loss 
will  be  nearly  that  of  the  lime  it  contained. 

The  quantity  of  vegetable  or  organic  matter  may  be  deter- 
mined by  drying  the  soil  well,  and  then  burning  a  weighed 
quantity  in  the  air :  the  loss  approximates  nearly  the  quantity  of 
organic  matter.  By  these  simple  operatioivi  farmers  might 
make  useful  comparisons  between  their  richest  and  poorest  soils, 
and  be  directed  to  the  fertilising  substances  required  by  the 
latter. 

The  silicious  or  sandy  soils  are  found  on  every  part  of  th  e 
Island ;  their  colours  are  red  or  light  gray :  frequently  a  thin 
stratum  of  white  sand  is  turned  up  by  the  plough,  and  which,  in 
some  countries,  would  be  considered  quite  sterile,  but  this  white 
sand  most  frequently  rests  upon  a  pliable  red  sandstone  sub-soil, 
containing  a  small  quantity  of  the  carbon«^te  of  lime,  and  ofteQ 
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produoM  ^ood  cropft  of  wheat,  barley  and  oata.  It  would  be 
muck  imptoted  by  deep,  or  anb-toil  ploughing,  and  the  appli- 
cation of  clay,  and  more  especially  marsh,  or  **  muade  mud," 
would  piore  highly  adrantageoUB. 

The  argilloHrilicioua  aoila  are  alao  abundant.  In  general  they 
aze  a  brisk  red  iandy  loam,  well  adapted  for  all  kinds  of  grain, 
clorer,  lucerne  and  poUtoes.  When  fint  cleared,  manyjof 
these  lands  will  produce  two  crops  of  wheat  and  a  crop  of  pota- 
toes, and,  by  being  turned  out  to  pasture,  or  inclosed  for  mow- 
ing fields,  they  will  yield  a  crop  of  wheat  every  four  years 
afterwaids,  all  without  manure.  Few  lands  in  the  British 
ProTinces  possesses  a  similar  degree  of  fertility.  The  virgin 
soil  of  this  variety  sometimes  contains  four  per  cent,  of  the  car- 
bonate of  lime,  while  in  the  older  cultivated  fields  there  is  sel- 
dom more  than  9}  per  cent,  of  that  minenl.  The  difference  in 
the  quantity  of  lime  has  evidently  been  carried  off  in  the  crops, 
and  ahould  be  supj^ied  by  the  fiumer.  In  many  instances  there 
also  appears  to  be  a  deficiency  of  vegetable  matter  ;  compost  of 
peat,  with  peat  ashes,  er  lime,  are  therefore  required,  for  the 
renovation  of  worn  out  fields.  The  argillaoeous  or  clay  loam 
exista  but  in  small  quantities.  From  ito  retentive  properties, 
it  withstands  the  ^ught,  and  frequently  brings  forth  heavy 
crops  of  wheat  and  grass :  peal  ashes  or  lime  is  worthy  of  trial 
upon  them.  The  muscle  mud  or  marsh  mud  are  too  tenacious 
to  be  applied  to  the  stubborn  clays. 

The  calcareous  or  marly  soil  has  resulted  from  the  decom- 
position of  the  great  quantities  of  oyster  shells  brought  to  the 
uplands  by  the  native  savages  in  past  ages.  They  are  found 
upon  the  borden  of  the  bays  and  rivers.  Where  they  will  aflord 
rich  supplies  of  manure.  The  caibonate  and  phoephate  of  lime 
when  imported  to  the  soU  in  prc^r  quantities,  greatly  improve 
it,  but,  in  situations  where  the  surflwe  consista  of  those  sheOs 
almost  exclusively,  sterility  prevails.  By  burning  or  grinding 
these  ancient  Indian  collections,  and  distributing  them  widely 
over  the  land,  great  benefit  would  result  to  the  districto  where 
they  are  found.  Five  tons  of  peat  mixed  with  one  ton  of  cal- 
cined oyster  shells  forms  a  most  valuable  oompoet. 

Peaty  soils  are  limited  in  extent.  From  the  presence  of  too 
great  a  quantity  of  vegetable  matter  they  are  not  productive. 
Their  improvement  will  consist  in  proper  draining  i  the  applies^ 
tion  of  lime  and  the  argillaceous  earths*  It  has  been  believed 
by  many  that  the  soils  of  the  Mand  are  generally  deficient  of 
lime.  The  lands  that  have  been  under  cultivation  for  many 
years  would)  no  doubt,  be  improved  by  the  use  ef  that  mineral, 
if  cautiously  and  judiciously  applied.  It  should  be  remembered, 
however,  that  the  substrata  of  rocks— the  origin  of  a  grea| 
portion  of  the  soils-— contain  lime,  and,  by  repeated  experiments, 
1  am  led  to  the  opinion  that  those  soils  an  more  oakaieous 
than  those  of  the  neighbouring  Provinces,  which  may^  in  some 
degree,  account  for  their  greater  productiveness  in  wheat  and 
other  kinds  of  grain.  It  is  now  believed  to  be  impossiUe  to 
grow  wheat  from  a  soil  that  contains  no  phosphate  of  lime* 
This  phosphate  is  readily  supplied  from  the  sheUs  so  numerous 
in  all  the  bays,  riven  and  creeks,  and  by  the  bones  and  ofiU  of 


fish.  Even  the  fine  sand  that  is  sometimes  blown  to  eostidera- 
ble  ifistances  from  the  shore,  contain  a  portion  of  the  pbospbaie, 
an  essential  element  in  the  mysterious  process  of  vegetation. 

I  have  submitted  some  of  the  soils  from  diffiwent  psrts  of  the 
Island  to  a  patient  and  careful  examination,  and  I  was  struck 
with  the  similarity  in  composition  of  many  I  had  coUeeted 
daring  ihe  survey.  The  roots,  sticks,  pebbles,  coane  sand  and 
other  bodies  supposed  to  be  nearly  inert,  were  rsmoved  fxm 
the  soils,  only  the  fine  materiids  of  which  were  analysed. 

The  following  soils  were  taken  from  the  farm  of  the  Hod 
Joseph  Pope,  at  Bedeque : —

Before  leading  .this  j>art  of  the.  subject  some  notice  may  be 
.taken  of  the  sources  of  manure  and  other  fertilising  substances, 
jt  will  be  seen  in  the  topographical  part  of  the  report  that  lime 
.adapted  to  agriculture,  may  be  obtained  at  many  localities, 
although  I  am  not  confident  that  its  general  application  would 
.return  the  advantages  many  have  anticipated.  On  lands  that 
have  long  been  cultivated  there  .can  be  no  doubt  of  its  utility. 

Peat  is   already  employed  by  a  few  farmers,  who  generally 

cart  it  from  the  bogs  directly  upon  their  lands.    When  thus 

applied,  it  will. seldom  be  found  of  much  value.  The  water  that 

drains  from  newly  dug  peat  frequently  contains  the  sulphate  of 

iron,   and   acids  by  no  means  favourable  to  vegetation,  and  the 

peat,  when  dry,  will  impart  little  .to  the  soil  except  vegetable 

matter.     By  burning  a  part  of  the  peat  and  applying  the  ashes 

in  compost  with  the  unburnt  peat,  the  deleterious  acids  will  be' 

neutralized  and  the  mass  brought  into  a  state  of  fermentation. 

Lime  will  have  a. similar  and  still  more  jK>weiful  efi^t.    Peat  is 

very  advantageously  einployed  when  thrown  around  the  bam 

yard,  so  as  to  absord  the  urine  that  is  almost  universally  allowed 

to  escape,  and,  by  being  mixed  with  the  excrement  of  animals, 

its  properties  are  greatly  improved,  without  any  comparative 

loss  in  the  value  of  the  stable  manure. 

A  most  valuable  fertiliser  is  called  <<  muscle  mud."    It  is  al- 
luvium  containing  living  and  dead  shells,  the iatter  being  in  a.

State  of  decomposition.  Jn  all  cases  it  contains  a  very  conside- 
rable quantity  of  the  phosphate  and  carbonate  of  lime,  so  ne- 
cessary in  the  growing. of  wheat  and  other  Jcinds  of  grain. 
Experiment  has  already  borne  testimony  to  its  value :  it  may  be 
applied  directly  to  the  soil  or  thrown  into  compost :  the  latter 
is  preferable  when  the  shell-fish  are  taken  alive,  for  the  ammo- 
nia thrown  out  during  their  putrefaction  may  be  retained  by  the 
peat,  earth,  or  alluvium,  with  which  the  shells  should  be  mixed 
and  kept  excluded  from  the  air,  by  a  close  covering  of  clay,  or 
tenaceous  earth. 


Marsh  mud  or  alluvium  of  the.  sea,  is  abundant  at  the  mouths 
of  the  rivers  and  creeks*  It  contains  alumina,  and  silex  with 
.lime  and  decomposed  marine  plants.  Prom  its  tenacity  it  is 
peculiarly  adapted  to  l|ght  sandy  soils.  In  Nova  Scotia  it  is 
employed  as  a  manure  on  wheat-growiqg  lands  with  great  and 
permanent  advantage.  One  hundred  loads  are  a. good  dressing 
for  an  acre,  and,  if  they  are  laid  on  during  the  autumn,  the 
mud  will  be  pulverised  during  the  flx>stB  of  winter  jmd  incorpo- 
rated with  the  soil  in  the  ensuing  spring.  Black  jnud  or  muck 
consists  chiefly  of  decomposed  vegetables,  and  is  properly 
classed  with  peat. 

A  most  valuable  kind  of  lime  may  beobtained  hy  burning  the 
oyster  shells,  so  numerous  on  many  of  the  shores.  The  bones 
and  ofilal  of  fish  are  seldom  employed  for  manure,  and  during 
the  process  of  putrefaction,  the  gasses  are  not  prevented  from 
escaping  by  a  covering  of  clay  or  earth.  The  marly  limestone 
of  Governor*s  Island  has  been  already  noticed. 

Beach  sand,  when  it  contains  a  quantity  of  shells  in  a  finely 
divided  state,  would  be  advantageously  employed  on  atifif  clays. 
Some  of  them  eflfervesce  bnskly  in  diluted  muziatic  acid.  Sea 
weeds  may  also  be  gathered  on  many  of  ihe  shores,  and  thou- 
sands of  farmers  might  be  supplied  with  manure  at  a. cheap  rate. 
The  fertility  of  large  tracts  is  allowed  to  languish  with  all  these 
resources  at  hand,  and  many  fkrmers,  by  adopting  a  better  sys- 
tem of  agriculture  might  increase  their  crops  threefold.  From 
the  example  of  a  number  of  gentlemen  who  havr  of  Jate  devo- 
ted a  share  of  their  time  to  agricultural  pursuits,  general  im- 
provement has  become  manifest;  and  if  the  foregoing  inquiry 
shall,  in  anywise  have  contributed  to  the  public  good«  it  will 
galh  the  object  for  which  it  was  instituted.

REPORT  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  His  Excellency  Sir  H.  V. 
Huntley,  Knight,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief 
in  and  over  Her  Majesty^s  Island  Prince  Edward,  &c.  &c.  &c., 
to  examine  into  all  matters  connected  with  the  state  of  the  Currency 
of  the  said  Island. 

The  Comroissioners  appointed  by  Your  Excellency  to  enquire  and  examine  into  all  matters  connected 
with  the  Currency  of  this  Island — having,  at  different  times  and  opportunities,  addressed  the  questions 
hereafter  to  be  stated,  to  such  persons  as,  either  from  their  official  position  in  the  Colony,  or  their  stand- 
ing in  its  commerce,  or  from  some  other  accidental  circumstance,  they  believed  able  to  afford  them 
useful  information  upon  the  subject  of  their  labours:  and  received  answers  thereto;  and  having  also 
examined  into  such  public  documents  and  records  as  were  likely  to  contain  useful  matter  for  your  Excel- 
lency's consideration — beg  now  to  report  to  your  Excellency  the  result  of  their  investigations. 

The  first  point  upon  which  it  appeared  desirable  to  obtain  accurate  knowledge  was,  whether  there  exist- 
ed in  the  Colony,  by  Statute,  any  sufficient  and  well  defined  measure  of  value  by  which  disputed  settle- 
ments could  be  satisfactorily  adjusted.  A  letter  was  therefore  addressed  to  the  Honorable  the  Attorney 
General,  to  which  the  following  answer  was  received: 

**  In  reply  to  your  Letter  of  the  Ist  January,  requiring  to  know:  "  What  in  my  opinion  is  the  legal 
Currency  of  the  Island?"  I  beg  to  state  it  as  my  opinion,  that  moneys,  the  coinage  of  the  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  the  rates  at  which  the  several  coins  are  issued  by  the  Imperial 
Government;  and  Spanish  milled  Dollars,  at  the  rate  of  Five  Shillings  per  dollar,  are  the  legal  currency 
of  the  Island. 

''  If  I  am  correct  in  this  my  opinion,  it  follows,  that  the  debtor  has  the  option  of  paying  in   either  of 

those  descriptions  of  money;  and  that  carried  out  in  practice,  he  would  discharge  his  liabilities  with  the 

one  by  which  he  sustained  the  least  loss.

Questions  seeking  for  information  upon  the  origin  of  the  present  state  of  the  Currency  of  the  Island, 
were  then  addressed  to  several  parties;  the  substante  of  whose  answers  we  submit  here,  the  letters  in 
answer  being  appended  for  examination,  if  necessary.

''  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  letter,  in  which,  as  CommiBsionerB  appointed  by 
HiB  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  enquire  into  all  matterB  connected  with  the  currency  of  this 
laland,  you  propose  three  several  questions: 

"1.  How  and  when  the  present  rate  of  currency  was  originated? 

<<  ^.  Do  you  know  by  what  authority,  and  at  what  period,  the  Treasurer  proceeded  to  make  and  re- 
ceive payments  in  the  present  currency? 

<<  3.  Can  you  inform  the  Commissioners  of  the  amount  in  the  Treasury,  at  the  time  the  altered  rate  of 
currency  was  adopted  there,  and  in  what  manner  the  difference  arising  from  that  alteration  is  stated  in 
the  Treasurer's  accounts? 

"  In  answer:  I  presume^  the  first  question  refers  to  the  rate  of  premium  at  which  British  Sterling  coin 
is  circulated  in  the  Colony.  I  have  observed  that  the  current  value  of  such  coin  keeps  par  with  the  pre- 
mium paid  on  Bills  of  Exchange  on  England;  and  I  conceive  that  the  present  high  rate  of  premium  paid 
for  Buch  Bills,  arises  from  the  fact,  that  the  balance  of  trade,  as  it  is  termed,  is  against  the  Colony. 

"  I  regret  that  I  cannot  supply  you  with  the  information  required  by  the  second  and  third  questions.

**  To  your  first  question:  How  and  when  the  present  state  of  the  Currency  was  originated?  I  beg  to 
state  that  the  6rst  variation  which  occurred  in  the  Currency  of  the  Island,  subsequent  to  my  arrival  in 
October,  1816,  took  place  about  the  year  1826  or  13'27,  soon  after  the  first  issue  of  Treasury  Notes  made 
by  the  local  government;  when  the  relative  value  of  the  Spanish  Dollar  was  increa.sed  from  Five  shil- 
lings to  Five  shillings  and  sixfiCnce,  at  which  rate  it  passed  current  from  thence  until  about  the  year 
1833  or  1834,  when,  after  further  issues  of  Treasury  Notes  had  been  made,  the  value  of  the  dollar  in- 
creased from  Five  shillings  and  sixpence  to  Six  shillings,  and  has  so  continued  to  be  received  up  to  the 
present  time.  The  amount  of  Treasury  Notes  then  in  circulation  was  j^I6,500 — a  large  amount  of  paper 
currency,  when  compared  with  the  revenue  ofthat  period — and  I  must  believe  that  it  was  mainly  the  cause 
of  raising  the  relative  value  of  the  Spanish  Dollar.  I  may  also  remark,  that  the  chief  metallic  currency 
in  circulation  was  the  Bank  of  England  Dollar  token:  the  old  English  and  French  Crown,  and  half 
Crown;  the  Bank  of  England  Tokens  of  3s.,  and  Is  6d.,  and  the  old  English  smooth  shilling,  and  smootk 
sixpences,  which  passed  current  respectively  at  6s.,  5s.  6d.,  2s.  9d.,  3s.  4d.,  Is.  8d.,  Is.,  and  6d,  whilst 
the  value  of  similar  coins  in  Halifax  was  59. ,  ^s.  6d.,  Is  3d.,  lOd  and  5d.  respectively.  In  the  mean- 
time the  current  gold  and  silver  coins  of  Great  Britain  came  slowly  into  circulation,  and  passed  current 
at  an  advance  of  from  25  to  331  per  centum  upon  its  sterling  value,  until  the  year  1836,  when  at  a  public 
meeting  of  merchants,  and  others,  held  at  the  Court  House,  in  Charlottetown,  in  September  of  that  year, 
it  was  agreed  to  receive  the  silver  coin  of  the  realm  at  an  advance  of  50  percent,  upon  its  sterling  value: 
*four  English  shillings  having  been  considered  equivalent  to  a  dollar,  at  the  rate  at  which  the  respective 
coins  were  then  current  at  Halifax;  and  the  decision  of  that  meeting  has  continued  to  govern  the  circa- 
lation  of  Biitish  silver  up  to  the  present  time.  The  value  of  the  sovereign,  notwithstanding,  fluctuated 
from  29s.  to  30s.,  until  within  these  two  years,  since  which  it  has  been  received  at  its  relative  value  of 
thirty  shillings. 

''  To  your  second  question:  Do  you  know  by  what  authority,  and  at  what  period,  the  Treasurer  pro- 
ceeded to  make  and  receive  payments  in  the  present  currency? 

'^  I  beg  to  say  that  I  held  the  ofRce  of  Treasurer  of  this  Island  from  the  year  1830  to  1839,  and  that 
upon  my  own  responsibility,  during  the  whole  of  that  period,  I  received  and  paid  metallic  currency  at  the 
rate  at  which  such  currency  circulated  in  the  Island;  and  that,  in  exercising  my  own  discretion  in  that 
respect,  I  was  sustained  both  by  the  Legislature  and  Executive  government, 

'^  To  your  third  and  last  question:  Can  you  state  to  the  Commissioners  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  at 
the  time  the  altered  rate  of  currency  was  adopted  there;  and  in  what  manner  the  difference  arising  from 
this  alteration  is  mentioned  in  the  Treasurer's  accounts? 

'*  I  cannot  afford  you  any  information  regarding  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  the  relaiivs 
value  of  the  Dollar  was  first  increased;  neither  can  I  inform  you  as  to  the  amount  which  was  in  ike 
Treasury  when  the  said  increase  in  the  value  of  the  Dollar  took  place;  but  that  such  amount  did  sot 
embrace  a  single  Spanish  or  Me:iicaQ  dollar,  public  debtors  at  that  time  making  their  payments  alnosft 
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exclusively  in  Treasury  Notes,  Bank  of  England  Tokens,  old  English  and  French  Crowns  and  half- 
Crowns,  and  smooth  shillings:  nor  was  there  any  British  silver  or  gold  in  the  Treasury  when  the  pre- 
sent  advance  upon  its  sterling  value  was  agreed  to,  its  limited  circulation,  1  believe,  being  the  principal 
plea  used  in  favour  of  increasing  its  rate — the  importation  of  specie  from  Halifax  for  the  payment  of  the 
troops  having  been  a  measure  of  a  subsequent  date,  and  which  I  think  owed  its  origin  to  a  representation 
from  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Harvey,  to  the  proper  quarter,  in  its  favour,  in  the  autumn  of  1836. 

'^  I  have  searched  the  records  in  my  office,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  if  anything  like  a  definite 
currency  has  at  any  time  received  the  sanction  of  the  local  government;  and  such  information  as  I  have 
been  able  to  collect,  I  enclose  herewith:  Letters  from  A  to  H.     [See  Appendix.]

**  No  variation  has  taken  place  in  the  value  of  the  respective  Metallic  Coins,  since  I  have  conducted  this 
office,  except  in  Sovereigns,  which,  two  or  three  years  since,  passed  at  29s  Island  Currency.  The 
Halifax,  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Notes  were  current  at  the  same  time  at  ^23s.  Island  Currency. 

''  Dollars  sometimes  sell  at  6s  3d  Island  currency,  to  parties  requiring  them  out  of  the  Island,  as  they 
command  a  higher  rate  than  any  of  the  others  in  Nova  Scotia  and  the  United  States.

We  observe,  from  these  later  answers,  that  whilst  the  Custom  House  receives  aud  disburses  the  Dollar 
at  its  intrinsic  value  of  four  shillings  and  twopence  Stirling,  or  six  shillings  and  threepence  Island  currency, 
the  other  government  officers  receive  and  issue  the  same  Coin  at  the  reduced  value  of  4s.  sterling,  or  six 
shillings  Island  currency;  and  thus,  each  Dollar  received  at  the  Customs  undergoes  a  reduction  of  value 
in  its  progress  through  the  Treasury,  of  threepence,  to  the  manifest  injury  of  the  Revenue;  and  all  this, 
not  only  without  any  apparent  reason,  but  altogether  in  opposition  to  the  principle  upon  which  the  merchants 
are  stated  to  have  acted  in  April,  1836.  The  nominal  rate  of  the  Coin  was  then  raised,  ostensibly  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  it  in  the  Colony — but  here  is  the  Dollar  passing  at  three  of  the  public  offices  three- 
pence below  its  real  and  intrinsic  value,  constantly  offering  a  very  handsome  profit  of  about  4|  per  ceat. 
upon  its  exportation.  We  think  that  in  this  instance  the  Government  is  fully  warranted,  and  indeed 
called  upon,  in  justice  to  the  public  and  to  its  own  consistency,  to  order  that  the  Government  officers  shall 
take  and  issue  the  Dollar  at  its  well  understood  and  intrinsic  worth  of  4s.  2d.  Sterling,  or  6s.  3d.  currency, 
the  legal  value  at  which  it  passes  in  the  Provinces  around  us. 

There  is  one  part  of  this  subject  which  presents  itself  to  our  attention,  under  circumstances  of  extreme 
difficulty,  but  to  which  we  think  it  is  nevertheless  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  give  its  immediate  attention. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  letters  of  the  Hon.  J.  S.  Smith,  of  James  D.  Macdonell,  Esq.,  and  of  Thomas 
Owen^  Esq.,  that  these  gentlemen  have  been,  (upon  their  own  responsibility,  as  far  as  we  can  j<id<^e,)  re* 
ceiviiig  the  moneys  paid  into  their  offices  in  a  currency  not  reco$rtiized  by  any  law  of  this  Island;  that  the 
legal  currency  of  this  Island  is  (see  Attorney  GeneraTs  letter)  **  moneys  the  coinage  of  the  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  the  rates  at  which  the  several  coins  are  issued  by  the  Impeiial  Go- 
vernment, and  Spanish  Dollars  at  five  shillings." 

The  Revenue  Laws,  &.C.,  must  necessarily  be  understood  as  imposing  the  several  duties  in  the  legal  ccr- 
rency  of  the  Island;  and  it  is  not  fitting  that  the  Government  should  continue  to  act  with  such  stranc^e  incon- 
sistency, as  to  countenance  its  Officers  in  receiving  the  duties  and  assessments  in  any  other  than  that  which 
is  deemed  the  ^*  good  and  lawful  money  of  the  Island." 

The  long  continued  acquiescence  or  indifference  of  the  Government  to  this  great  irregularity,  has  io  some 
measure  transferred  the  responsibility  of  the  Officer  of  the  Government  to  the  Government  itself;  and  at 
the  same  time  confirmed  to  the  mioda  of  the  people  of  this  Island  an  iospression  which  is  certaiolj  enoae« 
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ous,  that  payment  in  the  common  currency  of  the  Colony  is  a   legal  and  suficient  payment  of  the  duties 
and  assessments  as  by  law  established. 

It  is,  we  think,  imperntive  on  the  Government  to  bring  the  law  and  practice  into  direct  agreement;  for 
nothing  can  be  more  pernirions  than  the  permitting  particular  Odicers  to  exercise  an  independent  judgment 
upon  matters  relating  tc  the  Public  Revenue. 

By  the  depreciation  of  the  Currency,  it  is  very  certain  that  a  great  reduction  has  been  effected  in  the 
actual  sterling  amunnt  of  revenue  receiveil  at  the  Treasury,  taken  as  it  i^  in  the  depreciated  currency ,  and 
not  in  the  Sawful  money  ot  the  i«>lHnd.  [See  tabular  stateui* nt.]  If  the  amount  of  revenue  paid  under 
this  reduction  is  considered  to  be  an  adequate  coiriposition  for  the  taxation  originally  imposed,  it  would 
perhaps  be  thou^^ht  au  advisMt>le  and  cnnvenieut  .settlement  to  frx  the  rate  of  currency  by  statute  (as  was 
done  in  Ni>vh  Scotia  in  1B42,)  at  Hie  point  of  depreciitiou  at  which  it  now  standi;  and  which  has  continu- 
ed for  such  a  period  of  time  as  to  have  entered  very  largely  into  all  the  transactions  and  contracts  now  in 
existence;  at  the  same  time  carefully  proviiing  .tguinst  any  compromise  of  interests  deriving  claims  from  ft 
different  state  of  the  circulation.     [See  page  44,  letter  A.] 

If  the  Land  A'^se^sment,  or  any  other  part  of  the  revenue,  should,  upon  consideration,  bethought  to  have 
been  placed  (by  this  variation  of  value)  below  the  point  at  which  it  was  intended  to  rate  them,  there  could 
be  no  allovvahle  ohjection  to  brincj^ing  them  back  to  their  originally  sterling  value.  This  might  obviate 
some  of  the  dstfimilties  wKich  be«»et  the  qie^^tion  as  it  stands;  and  under  the  provisions  we  have  adverted  to 
in  a  succeeding  part  of  this  Report,  we  think  that  all  parties  would  be  guarded  from  injury. 

The  careful  administration  of  the  Colonial  Revenue;  the  withdrawing  of  the  inconvertible  paper;  thd 
establishment  of  a  Bank  issuing  Notes  payable  on  demand,  under  proper  regulations  and  restricti<>ns,  would 
remove  the  disturbing  eleuiHrit  mow  infused  in  the  circulation,  and  thenceforth  we  might  entertaiu  a  reft* 
sonable  expectation  that  the  rate  of  currency  would  remain  under  all  ordinary  circumstances  without 
change  or  variation  of  any  importance. 

We  have  now  to  report  to  your  Gxcellency  upon  those  parts  of  this  important  subject,  on  which  we  are 
required  to  express  an  opinion:  the  policy  or  impolicy  of  the  present  state  of  our  curreucyi  and  if  impoIitiCy 
how  it  can  be  changed  or  reinedied  for  the  public  credit  and  advantage? 

CJpon  the  first  part  of  this  enquiry  (one  of  the  objects  of  which  we  believe  to  be  the  obtaining  and  diffu- 
aiDg  correct  views  up»n  an  obscuVe  and  ditficuU  subject,)  our  opinions  will  perhaps  be  most  satisfactorily 
fhowrn  and  justified,  by  our  entering  into  some  detail,  as  well  as  by  occasional  references  to  works  of  ack- 
nowledged authority  upou  the  matter  submitted  to  our  consideration. 

We  proceed,  therefore,  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  an  extract  from  the  work  of  Mr.  Harris,  as  quo- 
ted before  the  British  House  of  Commons  during  the  discussions  upon  the  Gold  coin  and  Bank  note  BiU| 
in  1811. 

<^  Btit  of  all  standard  measures,  that  of  money  is  the  most  important,  and  should  be  most  sacredly  kept 
from  anj  violation  or  alteration  whatsoever.  The  yard, the  bushel,  the  pound,  &c.,  are  applied  only  to  par- 
ticular commodities,  and  should  they  be  altered,  tbe  people  would  soon  learn  to  accommodate  themselves 
in  their  barj^ain**,  to  the  new  measures,  and  it  is  rare  that  the<e  have  any  retrospect  to  preceding  con- 
tracts* But  money  is  not  only  au  universal  measure  of  the  value  of  all  things,  but  it  is  at  the  same  time 
the  equivalent  as  well  as  the  measure,  in  all  contracts,  foreign  and  domestic." 

Is  it  not  self-evident  then,  that  no  alteration  can  be  made  in  the  standard  of  monpy,  without  an  appro- 
brious  breach  of  the  public  faith,  without  infringement  of  private  property,  without  falsifying  all  precedent^ 
contracts,  &.C. 

Allowing  the  justness  and  soundness  of  these  views,it  would  appear  to  b**  the  duty  of  a  government  to  direct 
its  attention  to  the  estMblishm»*nt  of  a  circuUtion  so  balanced  and  regulated,  that  it  shall  only  be  subject  to 
those  rare  and  almost  disregarded  vibrations  in  value,  which  the  increased  or  diminished  supply  of  the 
precious  metals  communicates  alike  to  all  countries  The  slow  degrees  by  which  these  metals  change 
their  value,  has  established  them  as  peculiarly  well  6tted  to  forfu  an  universal  standard  by  which  to  com- 
pare the  values  of  more  variable  commodities  ;  in  the  stkme  manner  that  we  fix  an  invariable  standard  of 
length;  as  we  adopt  invariable  measures  to  establish  quantities;  so  we  seek  to  measure  value  by  some 
standard  equally  unchangeable. 

It  is  evident,  from  the  answers  which  have  been  received  to  the  questions  submitted  to  the  several 
parties,  as  also  from  the  public  documents  whi?h  we  shall  refer  to,  that  these  principles  have  not  hitherto 
reeulated   the  mon<'tary  arrangements  and  operations  of  this  Colony;  but  that  it  has  been  subjected  to 
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Tarious  alterations  in  the  value  of  its  circulatinf^  medium,  and  that  its  currency  is  at  present  in  a  state  of 
very  great  depreciation.  The  cause  of  this  fluctuation  in  value,  as  also  of  its  great  depreciation  at  pre- 
sent is,  we  believe*  undoubtedly  the  introduction  into  circulation  of  an  inconvertible  paper,  and  its 
gradually  extended  issue  through  a  course  of  years.  The  plea  upon  which  this  inconvertible  paper  was 
first  issued,  we  and  to  have  been  the  scarcity  of  small  money  for  the  ordinary  and  retail  transactions  of 
the  markets. 

The  issuing  of  inconvertible  paper  under  the  plea  of  relieving  the  public  from  the  inconvenience  of  a 
too  restricted  currency,  has  been  very  frequently  resorted  to,  and,  as  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  with  an 
invariable  result,  namely,  the  destruction  of  the  equitable  measure  of  value;  a  great  confusion  and 
disturbance  in  all  settlements  of  accounts,  and  consequent  injustice  to  the  great  body  of  the  people.  It 
would  occupy  too  much  space  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  these  experiments;  but  they  have  ever  been, 
and  ever  will  be  considered,  as  a  kind  of  public  declaration  of  some  inward  debility  and  decay,  and  hare 
proved  most  injurious  to  those  who  have  ventured  upon  them. 

It  may  however,  perhaps,  be  useful  to  give  a  short  sketch  of  one  or  two  of  the  most  prominent  instances, 
and  we  shall  commence  with  the  American  States  when  Colonies  of  England,  as  their  case  bears  grest 
similarity  to  our  own. 

It  is  related,  that  after  they  had  substituted  an  inconvertible  paper  for  the  precious  metals  in  each  State, 
its  depreciation  speedily  followed  and  gradually  proceeded  in  its  course  during  a  period  of  Sixty  years,  ia 
times  of  prosperous  trade,  as  well  as  in  periods  of  advf^rnity,  until  the  British  Parliament,  consiiltmg  the 
principles  of  justice,  and  impressed  with  the  manifold  evils  resulting  from  the  system,  put  an  end  to  it  by 
the  4th.  Geo.  dd.,  cap.  34.  The  preamble  to  that  Act  ran  thus:  *<  Whereas  great  quantities  of  paper 
Bills  of  ^>edit  have  been  created  and  issued  in  His  Majesty's  Colonies,  by  virtue  of  Acts,  Orders,  Resolo- 
tions  or  Votes  of  Assembly,  making  and  declaring  such  Bills  legal  tender  in  payment  of  Money:  and 
whereas  such  Bills  have  been  greatly  depreciated  in  their  value,  to  the  great  discouragement  and  prejudice 
of  trade  and  commerce,  by  occasioning  confusion  in  dealings,  and  lessening  credit  in  the  said  Co- 
lonies, &c." 

Every  one  of  these  States,  it  is  stated,  had  its  own  paper,  and  in  each  the  depreciation  bore  a  propor- 
tion to  the  moderation  or  extravagance  of  its  issue.  In  .some  it  amounted  to  1100  per  cent  currency  for 
jf  100  Sterling.     In  Pennsylvania,  it  was  not  depreciated  more  than  130  per  cent. 

It  was  also  seen  throughout,  that  the  evil  had  no  tendency  to  self  correction,  and  was  hnt  little  infiaenced 
in  its  career  by  what  is  called  a  favorable  or  unfavorable  balance  of  trade;  and  although  great  fears  had 
been  entertained  that  by  a  recurrence  to  cash  payments,  they  would  be  deprived  of  a  measure  of  exchange 
for  retail  transactions,  it  was  found  that  although  this  currency  had  existed  for  more  than  half  a  centnrj, 
and  had  been  extented  to  the  most  minute  fractional  payments,  that  the  precious  metals  immediately 
assumed  the  place  of  the  former  depreciated  paper,  without  causing  any  embarassment  either  to  individa* 
als,  or  the  States,  and  after  a  little  experience  the  former  currency  was  decried  even  by  those  who  had 
clang  to  it  as  necessary. 

The  history  of  the  Assignats  of  France  is  too  well  known  to  need  much  remark,  bat  it  is  worth  at- 
tention, that  M.  Thiers,  in  his  history  of  that  period,  in  relating  the  speech  of  the  celebrated  Talleyrand, 
in  opposition  to  the  second  issue  of  those  papers,  makes  him  to  speak  thus: — *' The  Assignats  will  ao- 
doubtedly  have  a  character  of  security  which  no  paper  money  ever  had;  for  none  was  ever  erected  npoo 
so  valuable  a  pledge,  or  clothed  with  so  solid  a  sectirity.  Its  value  was  precisely  the  same  as  that  of  tiie 
land  which  it  represents;  but  still  never  will  any  national  paper  be  upon  a  par  with  the  metals;  never  will 
the  supplementary  sign  of  the  first  representative  of  wealth  have  the  exact  value  of  its  model, — the  veiy 
title  proves  want,  and  want  spreads  alarm  and  distrust  around  it." 

The  national  property,  upon  the  credit  of  which  these  Assignats  were  issued,  was  estimated  in  a  report 
presented  to  the  Assembly  by  Johannot,  at  £  i()0,000,000  Sterling,  and  the  paper  issoed,  at  little  more 
than  one  third  of  that  sum.  If  the  value  of  a  pap**r  circulation  depended  upon  the  credit  of  the  secority 
alone,  there  would  have  been  just  reason  to  expect  that  such  ample  security  would  have  sustained  the 
Assignat,  at  its  original  estimate;  but  its  deficiency  for  commercial  and  exchangeable  purposes,  and  its 
incapability  of  exportation,  when  too  abundant  at  home,  very  soon  destroyed  its  reputation — and  although 
every  expedient  that  human  wit  could  devise,  or  tyrannous  power  execute,  was  resorted  to,  to  naintainit 
in  circulation,  yet,  after  an  existence  of  about  six  years,  the  whole  structure  gave  way. 
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Mr.  Allison  makes  the  following  just  remark  upon  the  disastrous  state  of  the  French  finances  at  this  time: 
<<  The  consequences  of  the  excessive  depreciation  of  a  paper  which  was  still  a  le«;al  tender,  was  that  the 
whole  debts  of  individuals  were  extinjruished  by  a  payment  worth  nothing;  and  the  State  itself  compelled  to 
receive  its  own  paper  in  payment  of  Taxes,  found  the  Treasury  filled  with  a  mass  of  sterile  Assignats;'* 
and  further,  he  observes,  **  by  no  possible  measure  of  Finance,  could  Paper  money,  worth  nothing  ia 
Foreign  States,  from  a  distrust  in  its  security,  and  redundant  at  home  from  its  excessive  issue,  be  main*- 
tained  at  any  thing  like  an  equality  with  gold  and  silver." 

The  Austrian  Government  nearly  at  the  same  period,  pursuing  a  very  similar  career,  concluded  by  a 
dishonorable  composition  with  its  creditors. 

The  Bank  of  England,  during  the  Restriction  Act,  increased  the  issues  of  its  paper,  until  it  became  so 
depreciated  in  value,  as  to  cause  very  great  alarm  to  the  public;  and  it  is  probable  that  its  issues  would 
have  been  much  larger,  if  scientific  and  practical  men  had  not  been  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole 
matter;  and  who  pointed  out  the  fatal  cr^nsequences  that  must  ensue,  if  the  paper  issues  should  conti* 
nne  to  be  extended.  The  bullion  committee,  after  a  patient  and  laborious  mvestigation, expressed  its  con- 
viction, that  the  evils,  into  the  causes  of  which  it  had  been  insturcted  to  enquire,  were  to  be  attributed  to 
an  excessive  issue  of  Bank  of  England  paper;  and  it  stated  that  a  general  rise  of  all  prices,  a  rise  in  the 
market  price  of  bullion,  and  a  fall  in  the  Foreign  Exchanges,  will  be  the  effect  of  an  undue  quantity  of 
circulating  medium  in  a  country  which  has  adopted  a  currency,  not  exportable  to  other  countres,  or  con- 
vertible at  will  into  a  coin  that  is  exportable.  That  although  the  Bank  of  England  Notes  were  at  a  dis- 
count, that  discount  did  not  arise  from  want  of  credit,  or  confidence  in  the  bank,  but  merely  from  an  over 
issue.  And  that  no  sufficient  remedy  for  the  present  evil,  or  security  fur  the  future,  could  be  pointed  out, 
except  the  repeal  of  the  law  which  suspends  the  cash  payments  of  the  Bank. 

The  three  first  instances  are  the  cases  of  governments  who,  finding  themselves  involved  in  debt,  sought 
for  some  immediate  resource.  Their  paper  was  not  issued  for  profit, but  to  nneet  certain  exij^encies  arising 
either  from  over-trading  or  previous  improvidence;  and  as  the  disposition  to  lavish  expenditure  may  be 
supposed  to  have  been  rather  encouraged,  than  allayed  by  this  easy  method  of  gratifying  it,  and  as  the  de- 
preciation of  the  paper  operated  to  the  reduction  of  the  actual  revenue,  it  ia  clear  that  oo  other  termiDttion 
could  ensue,  if  persevered  in. 

The  Bank  of  England,  on  the  other  hand,  always  issued  its  paper  for  value  received,  and  endeavoured 
to  measure  its  amount  by  sound  views  of  commercial  advantage,  making  profit  of  its  transactions;  but  a 
review  of  those  periods  by  able  writers,  has  shown  that  those  issues  were  nevertheless  unnecessarily  and 
injuriously  increased,  and  that  much  injustice  was  inflicted  by  the  variations  in  the  value  of  the  currency 
consequent  thereupon,  and  by  the  fluctuations  in  the  value  of  commodities  which  it  caused. 

That  the  issues  of  inconvertible  paper  in  this  Island,  have  as  yet  been  productive  of  no  greater  amount 
of  evil  than  that  which  is  consequent  upon  its  present  state  of  depreciation  from  its  original  value,  is  (it  is 
to  be  feared)  not  the  result  of  its  own  foresight  or  prudence,  but  rather  of  the  control  which  the  Imperial 
Government  has  from  time  to  time  endeavoured  to  exercise  over  the  system  of  expenditure,  will  appear 
from  the  following  extracts  from  our  own  records,  as  well  as  from  the  Despatches  upon  this  important 
subject,  received  at  different  periods  from  the  Right  Honorable  the  Secretaries  of  State;  and  as  we  are 
often  enabled  the  more  clearly  to  perceive  the  tendency  of  a  particular  train  of  proceeding,  by  tracing  it 
to  its  commencement,  we  shall  endeavour  to  lay  before  )'our  Excellency  (with  as  much  correctness  as  the 
limited  means  at  our  disposal  will  permit),  an  account  of  the  paper  issues,  and  other  measures  having  any 
relation  to  the  currency  of  this  Colony,  from  their  earliest  date  to  the  present  time. 

The  first  instance  of  any  intention  or  desire  to  make  an  issue  of  Paper  Money,  is  to  be  found  in  a  Speech 
of  Lieutenant  Governor  Fanning,  addressed  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Island,  in  November,  1790. 

''Amidst  the  general  harmony  of  the  country,  and  these  sources  of  encouragement,  &c.,  the  incon- 
venience of  a  want  of  cash,  or  some  circulating  medium,  to  facilitate  the  intercourse  of  dealings  among 
themselves,  seems  to  be  a  difficulty  very  generally  felt  and  lamented.  I  therefore  think  it  a  duty  to 
recommend  to  your  deliberation,  in  order  to  remedy  the  deficiency  complained  of,  the  expediency  of 
framing  a  Law,  fi^r  emitting  (to  a  certain  limited  amount,)  Bills  or  Debentures  which  may  be  voluntarily 
accepted  by  creditors  of  the  public,  and  made  a  legal  tender  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Government,  (or 
the  discharge  of  any  Inland  Duties^  Taxes,  or  other  Debts  whatsoever,  due  to,  and  payable  at  the  Publio 
Treasury." 
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Iq  conformitj  with  the  above  recommendation^  a  Law  was  enacted,  authorizing  the  emission  of  a  cer- 
tain  amount  of  these  Bills,  but  at  the  neit  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  1792,  two  years  having  elapsed, 
we  dnd  the  following  passHge  in  Governor  Fanning's  Speech: —**  The  late  Act  of  the  General  Assemblr 
not  having  afforded  that  relief,  or  proved  that  eiiicieiit  substitute  for  the  want  of  a  circulating  currencj 
as  was  wished  for  and  expected,  and  which  the  state  of  the  Island  requited,  and  the  teriii  of  their 
circulation  approaching  to  an  end,  wh«n  the  holders  of  them,  and  Government  Warrants  on  the  Trea- 
surer must  be  paid  in  cash,  it  becomes  the  duly  of  the  present  Sessions,  to  turn  their  atteiilion  towards 
the  stale  of  the  Public  Revenue,  and  to  devise  and  adopt  the  proper  ways  and  means  for  satirtfying  the 
demands  of  the  public  creditors,  and  supporting?  tht;  public  faith  and  cre^iit  of  the  government/* 

It  is  evident  from  this  extract,  that  two  years  of  experience  had  sufficed  to  show  the  Lieutenant  Go- 
vernor the  delusive  nature  of  unexchangeable  paper  money,  and  the  remainder  of  his  speerh  is  occupied 
in  detailing  the  views  which  he  entertained  for  the  introduction  of  a  circulation  ofSpecie,  the  advantages 
of  which  would  be,  that  it  would  enable  the  Tenant  to  pay  his  Rents;  ami  the  Farmer  the  Merchant;  and 
the  Labourer  would  thereby  be  excited  to  redmibled  diligence  from  a  certainty  of  rer.eiviiijr  ni  Ccis^,  the 
reward  of  their  labors  aud  the  spirit  of  their  inuustry,  to  their  infinite  encouragement,  and  to  the  ooi- 
versal  benefit. 

We  have  given  these  extracts,  because  we  think  them  worthy  of  attention,  for  these  reasons:^ 
Although  the  Lieutenant  Governor  had  originally  advised  the  i.<sue,  he  had  thus  soon  discovered  that, 
although  dffijrding  perhaps,  a  momentary  relief,  it  eventimlly  only  aggravated  the  dist*nse  it  was  intended 
to  alleviate;  and  that  its  effect  with  respect  to  the  metallic  money,  was  something  like  giving  the  last 
stab  to  an  expiring  friend,  with  the  irrational  ex|ieciation  of  restoring  him  to  health  and  vif^or  thereby. 
He  thereiore  now  recommends  measures  lor  recalling  specie,  and  lor  restoring  the  prosperity  of  tht 
public  Revenue. 

The  candour  with  which  His  Excellency  admits  the  error  of  his  first  reconimendation,  and  the  Bonnd- 
nesB  of  the  views  entertained  in  the  later  Speech,  are  both  highly  honorable  to  his  character. 

1792.  On  the  13th  November  a  Bill  was  introduced  into  the  Assembly  for  raising  the  sum  of  jfSOOO, 
by  loan,  for  defraying  contingent  expences,  &c.  It  was  read  firat  and  second  times,  but  on  the  Allow- 
ing day,  it  was  deferred  until  ihe  next  Session,  and  we  find  no  further  account  of  it.  The  Legislatait 
did  not  again  meet  until  1795,  when  the  debt  of  iho  Colony  is  stated  at  £483  9s.  7d.,  and  iu  1796,  at 
£SSB  10s.  4d. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  that  any  attempts  were  made  to  tamper  with  the  ctirrency,  until 
the  Minute  of  Council  of  September  S2d,  1813,  [See  paper  Minutes  of  Council,  (B)],  ordering  ibalall 
British  coin  should  be  received  at  the  Treasury,  ana  pass  current  within  this  Island,  at  the  nterling  valtts 
M  hereunder  stated:

Spanish  Dollars,  limited  to  the  number  of  One  thousand,  to  be  cut  at  the  Treasury,  by  having  a  cirett* 
lar  piece  taken  out  of  the  centre  of  each;  the  dollar  so  cut  to  be  issued  from,  and  received  at  the  Trea- 
aary  at  the  rate  ol  Five  Shillings  currency,  each;  and  the  piece  so  taken  out,  to  be  issued  irooi,  and 
received  at  the  Treasury  at  One  Shilling  currency* 

It  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  make  any  observations  upon  this  extraordinary  measure,  for  we  find  that 
on  the  7th  May  following,  at  a  meeting  ol  the  Council,  the  following  minute  was  made: 

''The  circun»B!anre  of  sundry  fraudulent  and  unprincipled  per^ms  having  presumed  to  cut  nombertef 
dollars,  in  imitation  of  those  issued  from  the  Treaaury,  and  to  circulate  the  same,  being  brought  l>efi>re 
the  Board,  His  Excellency,  with  the  advii  e  of  the  Board,  was  pleased  to  order  that  a  proclaanalioo  be 
issued,  stating:  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  discovered  to  be  guilty  of  such  fraud,  and  high 
misdemeanor,  shall  be  prosecuted  to  the  utmost  rigour  of  the  law;  and  furtheratating,  that  nocutiloUai* 
will  be  received  at  the  Treasury  but  such  as  have  been  issued  from  thence. 
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At  a  meeting  of  CouDcil,  June  14,  1814,  the  Treasurer  was  ordered  to  issue  the  following  NoCi«e« 
without  delay,  to  be  printed  and  circulated  throucrhout  the  Island: 

'<  Public  Notice  is  hereby  given,  that  I  am  ready  to  receive  the  cut  dollar,  and  pieces  issued  from  the 
Treasury,  in  consequence  oi  1-J<8  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  proclamation  of  24th  of  Septem* 
her,  1813,  :;t  iho  raies  for  which  they  were  so  issued;  and  for  which  purpose  attendance  will  be  given 
at  the  Court  House,  eyery  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  from  ten  to  twelve  in  the  forenoon,  until  further 

notice.

'<  Charlottetown,  June  16,  1814/ 
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At  a  meeting  of  Council,  August  2,  1814,  a  notice  was  ordered  to  be  issued,  stating  that  the  Trea- 
surer's attendance  at  the  Court  House,  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  cut  dollars  for  others,  will  be  dis- 
continued after  Wednesday  the  28th  September  next. 

At  meetings  of  the  Council,  held  on  the  3d  of  September,  4th  of  September,  and  6th  of  September, 
1816,  it  was  ordered,  that  inconsequence  of  the  Bank  of  England  having  CHlled  in  the  dollars  which  it 
had  issued,  that  in  future  Bank  of  England  collars  shall  not  be  received  in  payment  at  His  Majesty's 
Treasury  of  this  Island;  to  take  place  from  the  date. 

The  proclamation  relative  to  other  coins,  issued  on  the  24th  September,  1813,  is  in  all  other  respects 
in  full  force. 

A  period  of  twenty  years  now  elapses  without  any  public  record  of  the  state  of  the  currency;  but  we 
have  found  that  in  the  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  of  1825,  a  bill  was  brought  in  by  the  then 
Attorney  General,  to  enable  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  issue  Treasury  Notes,  to  (he  amount  of  j£5000» 
We  have  been  unable  to  discover  the  ground  upon  which  this  measure  was  justified  either  to  the  House, 
or  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  there  being  in  the  Treasury  in  money  and  securities  a 
surplus  sumof  i£4494  5s.  Id.;  and  neither  in  the  Act  itself,  or  in  the  account  of  the  Legislative  pro- 
ceedings thereupon,  is  there  assigned  any  particular  exigency  requirmg  such  a  mt^asure. 

A  Law  was,  however,  passed  giving  the  proposed  power  to  His  Excellency.  The  third  section  of  the 
Act  is  as  follows: — 

**  That  all  Warrants  for  payments  of  money  when  produced  to  the  Treasurer,  shall  at  his  option  be 
paid  in  gold  or  silver,  or  in  the  said  notes;  which  notes  shall  be  again  received  at  the  Treasury,  and  also 
by  the  Collectors  of  Imposts  throughout  the  Island,  at  their  specified  value,  equal  to  the  like  value  in 
gold  or  silver,  when  and  as  often  as  the  same  are  presented  in  payment  of  Duties." 

7th  Section. — And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority,  &c.,  That  if  at  the  end  of  three  years  from 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  the  notes  wiiich  may  or  have  been  issued,  shall  not  have  been  received  and 
paid  into  the  Treasury,  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  pay  the  same  when  demanded, 
in  gold  or  silver,  out  of  the  monies  in  the  Treasury,  then  not  specifically  appropriated. 

In  2d  Session,  1825,  An  Act  was  passed  for  the  issue  of  an  additional  amount  of  Treasury  Notes, 
amounting  to  i£800,  in  notes  often  shillings  each,  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  issue  of  the  previous 
Session. 

In  the  year  1829,  an  Act  was  passed  '*to  authorize  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  negociate  a  loan,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Govern- 
ment House,  and  a  building  for  an  Academy." 

In  March  of  the  same  year,  (1829),  we  have  the  first  indication  of  a  disturbance  and  derangement  in 
the  measure  of  value;  which  Hppears  in  a  Petition,  very  numerously  and  respectably  signed,  soliciting 
the  Houae  of  Assembly — in  consequence  of  a  decision  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  to  establish 
some  fixed  rate  of  currency. 

A  Bill  to  that  effect,  passed  its  several  stages  in  the  lower  House;  but  was  rejected  in  the  Council,  at 
the  third  stage.  We  are,  however,  enabled  to  ascertain  the  rate  of  the  currency,  and  consequent  value 
of  the  paper  notes  up  to  this  period,  by  reference  to  certain  statements  in  it. 

The  preamble  is  as  follows — *'  Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  determine  the  value  of  coin,  in  which  tender 
may  be  lawfully  made  in  this  Island;  and  certain  coins  having  by  general  consent  passed  current  for  a 
long  term,  to  the  great  convenience  of  the  inhabitants,  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be  established  as  a 
lawful  payment. 
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<'  Be  it  therefore  enacted.  That  the  coins  hereafter  mentioned ,  shall  pass  current  and  be  a  legal  tender, 
&c.|  at  the  rates  following:—

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This  rate  of  currency  was  affirmed  by  Mr.  Owen,  as  well  as  by  the  introducer  of  the  Petition,  Mr. 
Cameron,  in  their  plac<is  in  the  Assembly,  to  have  existed  in  the  Colony  for  20  years. 

It  is  very  evident  from  these  proceedings,  that  after  a  period  of  quiet  and  confidence  in  the  money 
market,  which  had  endured  for  more  than  twenty  years,  some  new  element  had  been  introduced  into  the 
circulation  of  the  Colony,  which  was  gradually  disturbing  and  deranging  all  the  monetary  engagements 
of  the  Island,  and  creating  alarm  and  distrust  throughout  its  society.  The  ancient  landmarks  were  being 
removed  by  a  subtle  process  which,  eluding  the  o;eneral  observation  for  a  time,  is  nevertheless  not  the 
less  certain  to  produce  the  most  injurious  consequences.  Small  as  the  sum  already  issued  may  appear, 
amounting  to  only  £5,S00 — it  was  yet  enough  in  the  limited  transactions  of  the  time,  to  -disorder  tbe 
circulation  and  prepare  the  way  for  still  greater  chancres.  We  find,  however,  that  in  the  following  year, 
1830,  an  Act  was  passed  continuing  the  former  Acts  for  five  years,  (that  is,  leaving  in  circulation  the  sums 
which  by  the  terms  of  those  Acts  should  properly  have  been  withdrawn)  and  authorizing  the  issue  of  a 
further  sum  of  .£3000,  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  the  previous  issues,  and  to  continue  in  force  for 
five  years,  and  no  longer. 

In  1831,  it  is  again  deemed  expedient  to  make  a  further  issue  of  ^3000^-subject  to  tbe  same  pro- 
visions, and  to  continue  in  force  for  four  years,  and  no  longer. 

In  1833,  the  Act  10  Geo.  4th,  cap.  19,  authorizing  the  negociation  of  a  loan  for  the  erection  of  a  Govern- 
ment House  and  Academy  is  repealed,  and  a  further  issue  of  j^d,000  is  made,  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
established  by  the  former  Acts, with  the  following  additions:  3  Will.  4th  cap.  13,  sec.  3,  ''The  Treasurer 
of  this  Island  is  hereby  required  and  directed,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  date  hereof,  to  paj  off 
out  of  the  monies  arisins;  by  virtue  of  an  Act  for  raising  a  fund  by  an  Assessment  upon  Land,  S^,,  the 
sum  of  £l000  of  the  notes  now  in  circulation,  or  hereafter  to  be  circulated;  and  the  Commissioners  are 
directed  to  cancel  and  destroy  the  same;  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed,  at  the  expiration  of  every  suc- 
ceeding year  from  the  date  of  the  notes  so  issued,  to  pay  off  and  deliver  to  the  said  CommissionerS|  the 
sum  of  <£1000,  until  the  notes  so  paid  off  and  cancelled  shall  amount  to  J&5,000." 

In  1834,  the  time  appointed  by  the  Act  of  the  previous  year  for  cancelling  ^1000  of  the  notes  in  circs- 
culation,  an  Act  is  passed  to  suspend  the  cancelling  of  any  portion  of  these  notes  for  one  year.  This  Act 
being  transmitted  to  England,  was  disallowed  by  the  following  Minute  of  the  Lords  Commissionen  of  the 
Council  for  Trade  ; — 

''  11th  August,  1834. — It  appears  to  their  Lordships  to  be  inexpedient  to  divert  from  its  proper  object 
the  sum  appropriated  for  redeeming  the  Government  notes  issued  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  last  year: 
their  Lordships  are  therefore  humbly  of  opinion  that  this  Act  should  be  disallowed."     (See  Mi$uUtM.) 

In  1835,  the  Notes  in  issue  amount  to  £16^500;  and  in  the  course  of  the  year,  it  would  appear  that 
J^IOOO  of  notes  was  withdrawn  from  circulation.     But  how  is  this  accomplished? 

The  object  of  the  Imperial  Government  in  disallowing  the  postponement  of  the  cancelling  of  £1000  oi 
notes,  was  to  prevent  any  permanent  addition  to  the  paper  circulation  of  the  Colony;  and  it  expected  that 
the  fund  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  the  noteS|  would  be  actually  employed  for  their  redacttoa* 
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Instead  of  which,  we  find  that  a  more  pernicious  paper  in  some  respects  is  substituted ,  as  it  imposed  a  charge 
for  interest  upon  the  Island  revenue;  thus  the  years  1835  and  1836,  present  the  following  statement,  illus- 
trative of  the  system  in  its  progress,  until  the  present  time: —

With  reference  to  this  part  of  the  subject, we  insert  the  following  Letters,  and  extracts  from  Despatches, 
during  1836;  from  which  it  may  be  seen  that  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  as  well  as  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
were  somewhat  puzzled  by  these  operations;  and  thought  it  abundantly  necessary  to  ask  for  explanations, 
and  to  enforce  upon  the  oflScers  exercising  the  authority  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  necessity  of  rendering 
the  Government  notes,  payable  in  specie;  and  of  checking  any  further  issues  of  them. 

The  following  from  the —

*'Sir,— 
"  Having  laid  before  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury,  your  letter  of  the  13th  ult., 
on  the  subject  of  the  application  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Government  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  of 
certain  securities  lodged  in  the  Treasury,  for  the  redemption  of  a  paper  circulation  of  the  Colony;  I  am 
commanded  by  my  Lords  to  request  you  will  state  to  Lord  Glenelg,  that  it  would  appear  from  the  explana- 
tion now  furnished,  respecting;  the  Promissory  Notes  issued  by  the  Government  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
the  Treasurer  has  been  authorized  to  accept  Bonds  for  payments  due  to  the  Treasury  on  account  of  local 
duties;  and  as  the  amount  of  these  Bonds  could  not  be  immediately  realized,  certain  Promissory  Notes — to 
the  extent  of  £11,500,  Halifax  currency — had  been  issued,  in  anticipation  of,  au'l  virtually  secured  upon, 
the  monies  to  be  eventually  raised  under  the  Bonds.  It,  however,  further  appears,  that  the  amount  of  Bonds 
of  this  description  held  by  the  Treasurer,  had  diminished  without  any  corresponding  diminution  of  the 
amount  of  notes  left  in  circulation:  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  1834,  the  excess  of  Promissory  Notes 
beyond  the  Bonds  in  the  Treasury,  amounted  to  £6645  13.9.  2rf.,  Halif^ix  currency,  exclusive  of  a  separate 
and  further  issue  to  the  amount  of  ^5000,  the  redemption  of  which  was  specifically  provided  for,  and  con- 
sequently that  a  Colonial  debt  to  the  amount  first  mentioned  had  been  incurred,  without  any  ostensible 
period  for  its  liquidation.  My  Lords  observe  that  the  Treasurer  has  stated  that  no  application  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  notes  in  gold  or  silver  has  been  refused;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  they  are  considered  to  be  so 
payable  on  demand «  or  that  the  local  Treasurer  would  be  prepared  to  meet  such  demand,  if  circumstances 
should  occasion  it  to  be  made  in  respect  of  any  considerable  portion  of  the  notes:  and  my  Lords  would 
recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Colony  should  be  called  to  the  effect  of 
the  proceedings  to  which  they  have  adverted,  and  that  the  necessity  for  the  adoption  of  measures  to  provide 
for  the  redemption  of  the  notes,  and  the  liquidation  of  the  debt  already  incurred  by  the  Colony,  as  well  as 
for  preventing  any  increase  of  that  debt,  should  be  particularly  pointed  out  to  him.

**  I  have  to  desire  that  you  will  not  permit  any  Act,  or  Ordinance,  or  Proclamation^  or  Regulation  to 
come  into  operation  in  the  Colony  under  your  Government,  relating  to  the  local  currency  and  circulating 
medium,  or  to  the  rates  at  which  coin^  should  pass  current  or  be  a  legal  tender,  or  to  the  circulation  of 
Promissory  Notes  or  other  paper.either  by  the  local  Government  or  by  any  corporate  bodies  or  individuals, 
without  having  first  received  His  Majesty's  sanction,  conveyed  to  you  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

Observations  upon  Despatch,   8th  March,  1836. 

*^  That  although  the  first  issue  of  Treasury  Notes  in  this  Island  appears  to  have  been  intended  to  be  limited 
to  the  amount  of  the  securities  deposited  with  the  Treasury,  for  the  greater  convenience  of  individuals  hav- 
ing Provincial  duties  to  pay,  yet  it  has  long  since  passed  that  point,  and  I  consider  that  the  only  security 
now  looked  to  by  the  public,  as  regards  these  notes,  is  the  good  faith  of  the  Legislature;  in  other  words, 
that  the  Revenue  of  the  Island  is  considered  as  pledged  throus[h  the  Colonial  Legislature  for  the  redem[v* 
tlon  of  its  paper  currency.    After  stating  the  great  scarcity  of  coin,  ^c,  it  proceeds-*^ 
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*'  B<it  I  eanoot  od  the  other  band  close  017  eyes  to  the  fact,  that  they  (the  notes)  mast  have  bad  a  direct 
tendency  to  banish  specie  from  the  Island,  and  thus  to  reduce  it  to  the  distressing  state  in  which  I  now  find 
it,  in  that  respect.  Formerly,  as  I  am  assured,  the  purchasers  of  grain  and  surplus  produce  came  to  the 
Island  and  paid  for  it  in  specie,  or  remitted  it.  Now  they  buy  up  the  Island  paper,  which  in  the  adjolniog 
Provinces  is  at  a  very  great  discount,  and  pay  the  growers,  &c.,  with  the  notes. 

*'To  sanction  any  increase  (as  is  wished  by  some)  in  the  amount  of  Paper  currency,  would  be  direetly 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  instructions  in  your  Lordship's  Despatch;  any  sudden  or  material  redaction, 
would  create  much  temporary  embarrassment;  and  the  gradual  extinction  of  the  notes  is  already  provided 
for  by  law,  at  the  rate  of  £1000  per  annum  for  the  next  four  years;  before  the  expiration  of  which  period,  the 
increased  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  Colony,  and  the  probable  consequent  establishment  of  Banks,  issQiDj; 
notes  redeemable  in  cash,  may  have  superseded  the  necessity,  or  even  the  possibility  of  continuing  a  species 
of  note  which  will  have  become  almost  useless  as  regards  the  retail  tender,  (as  representing  nothing  tangible 
or  convertible)  although  affording  a  solid  remuneration  to  the  capitalist,  in  a  well  secured  interest  of  six 
per  cent."

*^  I  beg  to  state,  that  I  do  not  at  present  see  any  other  mode  by  which  the  Revenues  of  this  Island  caa 
be  raised  so  as  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  upon  it,  (themselves  a  proof  of  increasing  prosperity)  or  c&e 
by  which  it  can  liope  to  clear  off  the  debt  which  has  (perhaps  somewhat  incautiously)  been  contracted  by 
the  issue  of  a  paper  currency,  to  an  extent  beyond  what  appears  to  have  been  contemplated,  than  bjsa 
equitable  assessment  on  Land  generally;  nor  can,  in  my  judgment,  the  Public  burthens  (if  such  a  termia 
applicable  to  taxation  so  light)  be  by  any  other  mode  so  fairly  and  equally  distributed  among  the  differeat 
classes  by  which  they  ought  respectively  to  be  borne.*'

missioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury  to  request  you  will  state  to  Lord  Glenelg,  that  my  Lords  only  deem  it 
necessary  to  remark,  that  the  circumstances  adverted  to  in  the  Despatch  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
Prince  Edward  Island,  tend  further  to  evince  the  expediency  of  some  measures  being  adopted  by  the  locsl 
Legislature  for  rendering  the  Government  Promissory  Notes  payable  in  specie  on  demand,  or  redeemable 
in  some  speci6c  manner;  and  my  Lords  trust  that  the  Legislature  may  be  enabled,  upon  receiving  the  ia- 
tended  communication  of  the  Lleutenunt  Governor^  to  make  some  arrangement  in  that  respect.

In  1837,  a  clause  was  inserted  in  the  Act  for  levying  an  Assessment  upon  Land,  which  provided  that  oa 
the  completion  of  the  Colonial  Building,  ^3000  out  of  that  fund  should  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  that 
amount  of  notes. 

In  1845,  the  time  approaching  when  this  engagement  would  have  to  be  fulfilled,  an  Address  was  agreed 
to  by  both  Houses,  to  obtain  permission  not  only  to  suspend  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of  notes  in  issoe, 
but  seeking  permission  to  increase  that  amount,  by  a  fresh  issue  of  ^10,000,  to  be  ledeemed  in  15  yean. 
These  applications  were  not  acceded  to. 
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Id  1846,  the  House  of  Assembly  determined  to  address  the  Crown  for  permission  to  issue  J^  15,000  of 
Notes,  for  th«  purpose  of  calling  in  that  amount  of  Warrants,  to  be  redeemed  in  ten  years;  which  not  bein{ 
approved  by  the  Legislative  Council,  fell  to  the  ground. 

Having  thus  recounted  the  various  proceedings,  with  respect  to  the  Treasury  Notes,  we  feel  it  necessary 
to  pause,  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  their  operation;  to  observe  their  influence  upon  the  money  market, 
mnd  to  enquire  if  these  continued  issues  had  caused  any  deviation  from  that  steady  standard  of  value,  which 
ID  1829  had  been  stated  in  the  House  of  Assembly  to  have  ruled  the  currency  of  the  Island  for  so  long 
a  period.

<'  I  beg  to  state,  that  the  first  variation  which  occurred  in  the  Currency  of  the  Island,  subsequent  to  my 
arrival  in  1816,  took  place  about  the  years  1826  or  1827,  soonaflter  the  6rst  issue  of  Treasury  Notes  made 
by  the  local  Government;  when  the  relative  value  of  the  Spanish  Dollar  was  increased  from  38,  to  5s.  6<i." 

Soon  after,  in  1829,  we  have  a  trial  in  the  Supreme  Court  upon  a  disputed  value;  followed  by  a  Petition 
most  numerously  and  respectably  signed,  soliciting  the  Legislature  to  establish  a  fixed  rate  of  currency. 

In  1830,  £3000  of  these  notes  were  issued. 

In  1831,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  make  a  further  issue  of  £3000. 

Again  in  1BS3,  <£5000  more  of  these  notes  are  thrown  into  the  market 

We  refer  again  to  the  Hon.  T.  H.  Haviland's  letter,  and  there  it  is  stated  that  the  Spanish  Dollar  con- 
tinued to  pass  at  5s.  6cl.,  until  about  1833  or  1834,  when  after  further  issues  of  Treasury  Notes  had  been 
made,  the  value  of  the  Dollar  increased  from  3s,  6d.  to  ds.,  and  has  so  continued  to  be  received  up  to  the 
present  time,  &c.'' 

In  the  Royal  Gazette  of  1836,  we  find  the  following  requisition  to  the  High  Sherifi:  '<  We,  the  un- 
dersigned. Freeholders  and  Residents  in  Charlottetown,  request  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  convene  a 
Public  Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Charlottetown,  and  others  interested  in  the  Currency  of  this  Island, 
at  your  earliest  convenience,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  unsound  slate  of  the  present 
drculcUing  medium^  in  order  to  adopt  such  measures  for  the  remedying  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary." Tiiis  requisition  bears  the  signature  of  a  number  of  the  most  respectable  and  influential  members 
of  the  community. 

This  Meeting  was  held  on  the  16th  April,  1836,  and  it  was  there  agreed,  (owing  to  the  great  dearth  of 
small  silver  change — see  Mr.  Brenan's  letter,)  *' to  receive  and  pay  the  British  sterling  Silver  shillings 
and  sixpences,  at  the  rate  at  which  they  are  now  current." 

Referring  back  to  the  starting  point  in  this  career  of  paper  issues,  the  year  1825,  we  find  the  sterling 
shilling  could  then  be  purchased  with  13  pence  of  Island  currency;  but  at  this  time  it  will  require  18  pence 
of  Island  currencj^  to  efiect  the  same  operation,  being  an  actual  depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  Island 
currency  of  38^  per  cent,  in  the  short  space  of  eleven  years. 

If,  therefore,  any  example  had  been  wanting,  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  very  strongly  the  evils  of 
lOCORvertible  paper,  the  impossibility  of  foreseeing  the  consequences  of  its  adoption,  and  the  confusion  and 
distrust  which  it  diffuses,  as  it  becomes  more  extended,  as  well  as  the  great  difficulty  of  controlling  and 
arranging  the  embarrassments  which  it  is  perpetirally  giving  rise  to  in  its  progress,  it  is  abundantly  furnish- 
ed by  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  of  April  16th,  1836.  The  great  amount  of  inconvertible  paper  of  the 
Government  m  circulation,  together  with  an  issue  by  private  individuals,  of  notes  for  Ss.  6d.,  had,  as  is 
always  the  case,  driven  the  metallic  money  almost  entirely  out  of  the  market. 

The  gradations  of  these  issues  are  also  deserving  of  some  attention.  The  Government  commenced  by 
issuing  £5000,  in  notes  of  «£5,  £-Z,  and  ^1.  A  short  time  after,  notes  often  .shillings  are  issued:  a  further 
issue  of  five  shilling  notes  is  soon  ordered;  and  those  who  de«*ired  to  preserve  some  memorial  that  a  metallic 
currency  bad  once  existed  in  the  Island,  would  begin  to  turn  the  key  upon  all  that  they  could  collect;  and 
to  help  the  matter,  and  to  give  greater  rapidity  and  excess  to  this  declension  of  the  metallic  circulation,  a 
private  individual  is  found  issuing  notes  for  the  small  sum  of  2s.  6d.  If  the  spirit  of  competition  in  paper 
issue  had  been  but  carried  a  little  further,  and  notes  been  issued  for  pence  and  half-pence,  aitother  meeting 
inijiht  have  been  assembled  to  raise  the  penny  in  the  scale  of  value,  as  the  shilling  and  sixpence  had  been 
raued. 
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But  what  U  to  be  said  of  the  proceediog  ittelft  standing  as  it  does  before  the  publie,  without  satisfacloij 
explanation?  We  beiieye  that  we  shall  be  justified  in  asserting,  that  it  is  a  case  without  example.  It  ap- 
pears that  without  any  public  representation  to  the  Governneut,  without  any  pretious  infestigation  into 
the  real  causes  of  the  inconvenience  under  which  the  public  was  supposed  to  be  suffiering,  without  any 
pablic  Inquiry  Into  the  possible  consequences,  and  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  ascertain,  without  any  obserra- 
tioos  or  cooments  in  the  public  Press,  some  of  the  Merchants  and  Storekeepers  combined  together  to 
change  the  value  of  all  outstanding  contracts,  and  to  disturb  all  existing  accounts,  to  lower  the  Reve- 
nue, and  to  debase  and  depreciate  the  Government  paper  of  the  Island.  Do  we  intend  to  impute  to  those 
gentlemen  the  deliberate  intention  to  work  all  these  evils?  Certainly  not.  We  have  little  doubt  thai 
they  had  discovered  that  the  relative  value  of  coin  and  paper  had  been  greatly  changed  by  the  continued 
ssues  of  Notes,  and  that  the  coin  was  in  consequence,  becoming  daily  more  difficult  to  obtain,  even  at  a 
{premium,  and  they  sought  by  this  measure  to  retain  the  precious  metals  in  circulation.  It  was  one  of 
those  expedients  which  are  re9orted  to  in  times  of  difficulty,  without  a  sufficient  estimate  of  all  the  conse* 
quences  likely  to  ensue.  The  legality  of  such  a  step  is,  perhaps,  very  questionable;  and  it  is  ceKaialy  a 
singular  circumstance  that  it  should  not  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Officer  holding  the  office  of 
Lieutenant  Governor  at  that  time;  for  it  was  the  undoubted  duty  of  the  Executive  to  have  instituted  an 
inquiry  into  the  disturbed  state  of  the  Money  market  of  the  Colony,  and  to  have  taken  precautionary 
measures  for  restoring  the  Currency  to  a  healthy  state.  If  this  examination  had  been  entered  into  at  that 
time,  the  humiliating  position  which  the  Government  paper  of  this  Colony  presents,  as  compared  with  the 
Notes  of  the  private  Banking  CompanieS|  and  Bankers  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  might  have  been 
spared  to  us. 

Before  we  close  this  review,  we  beg  to  draw  your  Excellency's  attention  to  another  point. 

In  1834  and  1835,  it  appears  there  was  in  circulation  the  largest  amount  of  Notes  £16,500;  and  as  the 
Imperial  Government  was  resolute  that  the  Notes  should  be  reduced  according  to  the  understanding  at  the 
time  of  issue,  we  took  to  see  how  this  was  accomplished,  and  we  subjoin  the  following  table  in  explana- 
tion:—

By  examination  of  the  preceding,  it  will  be  found  that  the  plan  adopted  for  withdrawing  the  Notes  frm 
circulation,  was  by  the  substitution  of  a  paper  issue  of  a  different  character,  and  charged  with  iatereiti 
that  this  new  system  of  issues  rapidly  increased,  nowithstanding  the  recommendations  of  the  Home  Go- 
rernment  from  time  to  tiiAe— and  that  having  in  the  first  period  of  five  yean  called  in  ^1000  of  Notes, 
in  each  year,  by  the  introduction  of  a  more  chargeable  species  of  paper,  and  to  a  far  greater  ainoiint,  and 
finding  in  latter  years  that  a  large  debt  had  been  incurred,  imposing  a  heavy  burden  on  the  Revenue  of 
upwards  of  ;^1,800  per  annnm;  that  the  plan  devised  for  meeting  this  evil  and  discouraging  positioo  of  the 
Colonial  Finances  was,  to  reverse  the  former  proceeding,  by  issuing  an  amount  of  £15,000  Notes,  to  dis- 
charge the  same  amount  of  Warrants.  We  think  this  example  of  the  mode  of  avoiding  the  necessity  ef 
a  more  economical  expenditure  of  the  Colonial  Revenue,  by  first  substituting  Warrants  for  NeteSf  as4 
afterwards  proposing  to  substitute  Notes  for  Warrants,  will  fully  justify  the  observation  w«  felt  it  sir 
doty  to  make  in  a  former  part  of  this  Report,  that  it  was  not  the  result  of  its  owe  prudence  and  Iere9i{bt, 
that  the  issues  of  inconvertible  paper  in  this  Island,  have  as  yet  been  productive  of  no  greater  evil  thaft 
that  which  is  consequent  upon  the  present  rate  of  depreciation,  but  to  the  control  which  the  Impeml 
Government  has,  from  time  to  time,  endeavoured  to  exercise  over  its  expenditure. 
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Thus  ws  hft?ie  shown  th&t  the  issnini^  of  Notes  is  not  the  only  means  by  which  the  paper  circulation  has 
been  enlarged.  For  some  years  past  the  expenditure  of  this  Colony  has  very  far  exceeded  its  revenoe, 
and  it  has  been  the  custom  to  issue  Warrants,  bearing  interest,  to  meet  this  charge,  in  amounts  varying 
firom  £3  and  j£4,  op  to  the  higher  sums.  The  surplus  of  the  expenditure  oyer  and  above  the  amount  of 
Revenue  in  each  year,  remains  therefore  a  permanent  addition  to  the  circulating  paper  of  the  Colony,  for 
by  the  great  majority  of  the  Warrants  being  issued  in  sums  of  small  amount,  they  pass  in  the  settlement  of 
accounts  with  almost  equal  facility  to  a  Treasury  Note,  and  thus  the  evils  of  an  over  issue  of  incoovertible 
paper  Currency  are  aggravated  to  the  community  by  the  having  to  pay  Interest  upon  it. 

The  actual  inconvertible  Government  paper  in  circulation  is,  in  fact,  the  total  of  Warrants  and  Notes  io 
issue,  whatever  that  amount  may  be;  the  Warrants  being  less  active  in  the  circulation,  for  some  of  them 
being  of  large  amount,  and  being  held  for  interest,  afiect  the  value  of  the  general  circulation  less  than  the 
Notes,  but  they  are  from  time  to  time  selling  at  a  discount  to  the  great  inconvenience  and  loss  of  the 
persons  who  are  obliged  to  receive  them  in  payment  of  Salaries,  or  for  work  performed  in  the  service  of 
the  public.  Indeed,  the  inconvenience,  injustice,  and  positive  loss,  both  public  and  private,  arising  out  of 
tl)e  present  system,  can  scarcely  be  overstated.  The  loss  to  the  Government  is  not  confined  to  the  re- 
duction of  the  Revenue  consequent  upon  the  depreciation.  It  is  extended  by  its  consequences  over  all  its 
operations.  Every  contract  is  of  course  taken  at  an  advanced  rate,  because  the  contractor  being  aware 
that  be  will  be  paid  with  a  Warrant,  which  there  is  often  difficulty  in  turning  into  cash,  without  the  sacri- 
fice of  a  part  of  its  value,  must  make  allowance  for  the  delay  and  probable  loss  he  may  sufier.  And  if 
SMiy  one  is  found  to  omit  this  consideration  in  offering  bis  contract,  he  most  likely  suffers  loss,  if  not  ruin, 
by  bk  neglect. 

In  the  course  of  this  investigation,  we  have  naturally  had  our  attention  drawn  to  the  Law  which  professes 
to  give  to  the  holder  of  Island  Notes,  the  privilege  of  funding  them  if  he  should  be  minded  so  to  do,  upon 
presenting  them  at  the  Treasury  for  Gold  or  Silver,  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  be  able  to  pay  them. 
When  we  observe  the  conditions,  by  the  observance  of  which  this  privilege  is  to  be  obtained,  and  the  lu- 
satisfactory  and  inefficient  state  of  the  Law,  when  the  unnecessary  obstructions  placed  in  the  way  are 
overcome,  and  couple  it  with  the  fact  that  there  has  been  for  many  years  past,  a  preferable  Government 
security,  very  frequently  purchaseable  at  a  discount,  and  bearing  6  per  cent  interest,  payable  yearly  in  the 
market,  it  will  be  matter  of  surprise  to  no  one  tUat  not  a  note  has  ever  been  funded. 

In  the  first  place  then,  any  person  embarassed  with  notes  which  he  is  desirous  to  use  or  change  for  a 
more  profitable  investment,  must,  in  the  progress  of  his  experiment,  present  himself  at  the  Treasury  either 
on  the  3isf  day  of  March,  30th  of  June,  30th  of  September,  or  31st  day  of  December.  The  Treasurer 
not  being  able  to  cash  the  Notes,  the  party  wilt  then  have  to  make  application  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
in  Council,  that  permission  be  given  for  funding  them.  The  Governor  approving^  is  then  to  issue  a 
"Warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  direct  the  Commissioners  to  fund  such  sum  or  sums  of  Treasury 
Notes  as  shall  be  tendered  for  payment,  from  time  to  time,  and  to  grant  certificates  to  the  amount  on 
Interest. 

Before  he  proceeds  any  further,  he  will,  perhaps,  be  rather  aoxieos  in  his  eiiqniries  about  the  rate  of 
Interest  which  he  is  to  receive,  and  finding  no  definite  rate  mentioned  in  the  Act,  nor  any  time  appointed 
for  the  payment  of  the  Interest,  he  will,  perhaps  begin  to  entertain  some  doubts  whether  the  payment  of 
Interest  upon  Stock,  the  offspring  of  Island  Notes,  may  not  inherit  something  of  the  character  of  ita 
parent,  and  as  in  the  words  of  the  Notes,  the  bearer  is  eutitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  ,  which  he  know* 

▼ery  well  he  will  not  receive;  so  in  like  manner,  the  bearer  of  the  funded  certificate  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  interest  of  the  same  shadowy  and  intangible  complexion,  as  the  payment  of  the  Notes. 

If  the  Law  is  seriously  intended  to  enable  persons  holding  a  superfluity  of  these  notes,  at  any  time  to 
cleanse  the  circulation  by  funding  them,  it  will  be  necessary  to  amend  it,  by  permitting  the  party  to 
present  his  notes  on  an^  convenient  day,  to  the  Commissioners,  as  a  matter  of  course;  to  appoint  a  rate 

of  Interest  equal  to  the  other  Government  securities,  and  to  secure  payment  of  it  every  half-year ^points 

at  the  utmost  importance  to  persons  investing  money  for  an  annuity. 

Without  these  necessary  alteration  a,  it  needs  no  great  foresight  to  be  able  to  fortell,  that  it  will  remain 
as  heretofore^  a  dead  letter. 

As  we  believe  that  your  Excellency,  in  the  appointment  of  thie  Commission,  did  desire  that  we  sbonM 
lay  before  you  such  information,  in  illustration  of  our  views,  as  might  be  generally  useful  to  the  poUie, 
we  now  submit  the  following  extract  from  McCuUoch's  Treatise  on  the  Exchanges,  as  it  appears  in  a  little 
workj  the  British  Almanac  for  1846  :— > 
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*^  Subsequently  to  the  reatrictidn  of  Cash  payments,  in  1797,  a  measure  which  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  as  well 
as  the  Bank  of  England  was  allowed  to  adopt,  the  nominal  value  of  the  Irish  Shilling  having  been  raised 
from  12  to  13  pence;  or  what  is  the  saroe  thing  jf  108  6s.  8d.  of  Irish  money  having  been  rendered  only 
equal  to  ;^100  Sterling  British  Money,  it  followed,  that  when  the  Exchange  between  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  was  at  Sk  per  cent,  against  the  latter,  it  was  said  to  be  at  par.  In  the  eight  years  previous  to  1797, 
when  the  paper  currency  both  of  England  and  Ireland  was  convertible  into  Gold,  the  Exchange  between 
London  and  Dublin  fluctuated  from  7h  to  9  per  cent.;  that  is  from  5^6  per  cent  in  favor  of  Dublin,  to  i  per 
cent  against  it.  In  September^  1798,  it  was  as  low  as  6  per  cent,  or  9k  per  cent  in  favor  of  Dublin.  The 
amount  of  Bank  of  Ireland  Notes  in  circulation  in  January,  1797,  was  only  £621,917  ;  but  in  April,  1801, 
they  had  increased  to  £2,286,471,  and  the  Exchange  was  then  14  per  cent,  or  5i  per  cent  against  Dublin. 
In  1803,  the  Bank  of  Ireland  notes  in  circulation  averaged  £2,707,956,  and  in  October  of  that  year  the 
Exchange  rose  to  17  per  cent,  that  is  St  per  cent  against  Dublin.  The  fact  of  the  exchange  between 
London  and  DMblin  having  fluctuated  so  little  from  real  par  for  eight  years  previous  to  the  restriction 
shews  that  the  circulatiug  medium  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  had  then  been  adjusted  nearly  according 
to  the  wants  of  the  two  countries.  But  it  was  evidently  impossible,  anpposing  the  value  of  British  currency 
to  remain  stationary,  that  the  quantity  of  Irish  paper  could  be  quintupled  in  the  short  space  of  six  years, 
without  rendering  the  currency  of  Ireland  comparatively  redundant  and  sinking  its  value  below  that  of 
England.  Had  the  Bank  of  England  increased  its  notfs  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  Bank  of  Ireland;  then  as 
the  currencies  of  both  countries  would  have  been  equally  depreciated^  the  exchange  between  the  two  places 
would  have  continued  at  par.  But  while  the  notes  of  the  Bank  of  Ireland  were  increased  from  621,917 
to  2,70«'^,956,  or  in  the  proportion  of  4.3,  those  of  the  Bank  of  England  were  only  increased  from  9,181,- 
843,  in  January  1797,  to  16,505,272,  or  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  1.8.  When  the  course  of  depreciation 
changed,  and  the  currency  of  Ireland  improved  in  consequence  of  a  more  rapid  depreciation  taking  place 
in  England,  a  corresponding  change  took  place  in  the  Exchanj^es.  In  1803,  when  the  exchange  was 
nominally  tO  per  cent  against  Dublin,  the  issues  of  the  Bank  of  England  amounted  to  £16,505,272,  and 
those  of  the  Bank  of  Ireland  to  £2,707,956.  In  the  years  from  1805  to  1808,  the  issues  of  the  Irish 
Bank  diminished.  In  1810  they  were  increased  to  £3,251,750,  being  an  increase  of  not  more  than 
;f 543,794,  in  the  space  of  seven  years,  or  at  the  rate  of  2  6-7  per  cent  per  annum;  but  in  the  same  period 
from  1803  to  1810,  the  issues  of  the  Bank  of  England  hsd  increased  from  £16,500,000  to  above  J^32,- 
500,000,  or  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  per  annum.  In  addition  to  this  it  must  be  noticed,  that  in  1804 
there  were  50  registered  Banks  in  Ireland,  while  in  1810  there  were  only  33,  of  which  14  were  new 
Houses,  31  of  the  old  estHblixhrnents  having  disappeared.  The  diminution  of  the  paper  currency  of  Ireland 
was  at  least  proportional  to  the  number  of  Banks,  and  must  have  greatly  enhanced  its  value  sufficiently  to 
counteract  a  large  increase  in  the  issues  of  the  Bank  of  Ireland.  Now  the  reverse  of  this  took  place  in  Brit- 
ain. In  1800  there  were  386  country  banks  in  England, and  in  1810  they  had  increased  to  721, having  at  least 
three  times  the  amount  of  notes  in  circulation.  It  appears  therefore  that  when  in  the  period  between  1797 
and  1804.  the  quantity  of  paper  in  circulation  in  Ireland  was  increased,  and  consequently  its  value 
depressed  faster  than  in  England — the  exchange  between  London  and  Dublin  became  proportionably  on- 
favorable  to  the  latter  ;  and  on  the  other  hand  it  appears,  that  when  in  the  oix  years  subsequently  to  1804, 
the  paper  currency  in  England  was  increased  more  rapidly  than  the  paper  currency  of  Ireland,  its  relative 
value  was  diminished,  and  the  nominal  exchange  became  more  favorable  to  Dublin. 

*^  The  effects  produced  on  the  exchange  with  France  by  the  unlimited  issues  of  the  Assig^nats,  and  with 
America  by  the  extravagant  paper  issues  of  the  States  Banks,  are  additional  proofs  of  the  same  fact,  name- 
ly,  that  an  improper  issue  of  paper  currency  must  produce  a  nominal  adverse  exchange." 

Now,  it  appears  by  the  statements  we  have  submitted  in  a  former  part  of  this  report,  that  the  current 
rate  of  the  Guinea  in  this  Island,  in  1813,  was  £\  3s.  4d., — and  of  the  Spanish  milled  Dollar  five 
shillings. 

la  1829,  sixteen  years  having  elapsed,  we  still  find  that  although  the  currency  has  begun  to  exhibit 
signs  of  change  sufficient  to  excite  anxiety,  that  in  the  Bill  introduced 'into  the  Legislature  to  fix  the 
rate  uf  Coins,  the  Guinea  is  still  current  at  .£1  3s.  4d.,  and  the  Spanish  Dollar  at  Five  shillings;  the 
Sovereign  at  £l  2s.  6d.9  the  Shilling  at  Is.  Id.,  and  that  this  rate  is  stated  to  have  existed  for  more 
than  twenty  years.  The  £5fi00  of  inconvertible  paper,  had  as  yet  only  unsettled  the  old  rates,  bat  hsd 
not  materially  altered  them.  In  1836,  the  amount  of  Island  notes  afloat  was  «£l5,500,  and  previous  to 
the  public  meeting  which  was  held  in  April  of  that  year,  the  Sovereign  had  been  generally  in  circolatioft 
at  ^1  58.,  and  the  Sterling  Shilling  at  Is.  3d«;  that  at  that  meeting  it  was  agreed  to  take  and  receive 
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the  British  Sterling  Shilling  at  It  6d.  and  the  sixpence  at  9d.,  Making  the  total  depreciation,  id  thekhort 
space  of  seven  years  and  some  months,  of  38^  per  cent.  Is  it  possible  to  reflise  the  conviction  that  this 
depreciation  had  arisen  from  the  same  cause  which  produced  the  alternate  fluctuationi  of  the  British 
and  Irish  Currency  ?  and  it  is  another  umleniable  evidence  of  the  impossibilityof  maihtaining  an  inconverti- 
ble paper  in  issuci  without  the  utmost  danger  of  its  producing,  at  some  time  or  other,  the  greatest  injustice 
as  well  as  the  most  perplexing  uncertainty  to  all  who  are  subjected  to  its  evil  influence. 

We  are  obliged  then  to  declare  our  conviction,  that  the  currency  of  this  Island  is  not  only  at  this  time 
greatly  depreciated,  but  that  it  is  still  tending  to  a  further  depreciation,  which  is  proved  by  the  circum- 
stance that  the  Halifax  Bank  Note  of  ;^1,  which  could  purchase  no  more  than  23  shillings  of  this 
currency,  little  more  than  twelve  months  since,  is  now  generally  in  circulation,  and  is  received  and 
disbursed  at  the  Treasury,  Office  of  Imposts,  and  Post  Office,  for  24  shillings.  This  state  of  the 
currency,  we  believe  to  originate  in  an  eitensive  issue  of  inconvertible  paper,  both  Notes  and  Warrants, 
eombined  with  a  growing  distrust  in  the  economical  administration  of  the  finances  of  the  Colony,  arising 
from  the  continued  excess  of  the  expenditure  over  and  above  the  receipts  of  revenue  for  some  years 
past. 

That,  admitting  this  view  to  he  correct,  the  natural  remedy  is  to  reverse  the  order  of  our  proceedings, 
to  retrace  our  steps,  and  to  address  ourselves  earnrsily  to  the  diminution  of  outlays,  the  improvement  of 
the  Colonial  income,  the  gradual  abolition  of  the  Notes,  and  the  restraining  the  issue  of  WarJrants  to  the 
amount  which,  by  each  year's  estimate,  may  be  required  for  the  public  service  of  the  year. 

An  established  surplus  of  revenue  annually  appropriated  to  the  reduction  of  a  certain  amount  df  Notes 
and  Warrants,  would  at  once  arrest  the  tendency  to  further  depreciatioti;  a  steady  adherence  to  such  a 
course,  would  give  confidence  and  security  to  all  the  monetary  arrangements  of  the  Colony.  Among 
other   advantages  would   most  probably   arise,  the  establishment  of  a   substantial  Bank,  issuing' notes 

{ayable  on  demand,  and  affording  other  facilities  for  the  commercial  and  agricultural  operations  of  the 
sland,  which  is  so  greatly  wanted;  and  which  institution  could  have  no  secure  existence  so  long  as  the 
Legislature  exhibits  any  desire  to  exercise  a  power  which  so  invariably  results  in  a  disturbance  of  the 
measure  of  value. 

By  such  a  course,  the  benefit  sought  to  be  attained  might  be  effected  without  any  disturbance  of  the 
jpublic  mind  or  engagements,  and  a  sound  and  healthy  circulation  would  be  superinduced  by  almost  im- 
perceptible gradations. 

The  present  rate  of  the  currency  having  now  had  an  existence  of  some  years,  the  general  mind  has 
become  so  accustomed  to  it,  that  it  might  create  alarm  and  distrou  if  any  direct  attempt  was  made  to 
alter  or  disturb  it.  And  as  the  real  object  of  a  sound  economy  of  the  circulation  is  the  maintaining  of  a 
tftaple  value,  under  whatever  denomination  it  may  pass,  we  do  not  recommend  any  present  attempt  to 
Interfere  with  it.  Experience  has  iibundantly  shewn,  that  when  once  a  community  has  substituted  a 
paper  currency  for  a  metaiiic  one,  the  coin  has  a  tendency  to  escape,  and  although  a  very  prosperous 
trade  may  sometimes  bring  a  temporary  relief,  yet  there  i^ill  be  no  permanency  of  metallic  currency  §6 
long  as  the  substituted  paper  continues  in  issue.  On  the  other  hand,  «o  long  as  a  people  persists  in  the 
use  of  metallic  money,  that  is,  founds  it  paper  currency  upon  the  basis  of  the  precious  metals,  no  cir- 
cumstance can  long  draw  away  from  it  the  portion  which  it  really  requires. 

The  convenience  of  a  paper  circulation  is  undeniable,  hut  tt  should  only  be  received  as  part  of  a 
healthy  circulation,  when  convertible  into  coin,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder.  Although  we  believe  it 
would  be  possible  to  restore,  by  well  arranged  measures  and  legal  enactments,  the  nominal  value  of  the 
circulation,  without  inf^ictiiig  injury  upon  any  one,  yet  we  do  not  esteem  it  of  that  great  and  pressing 
necessity  to  render  it  absolutely  requisite,  until  the  general  mind  is  better  informed  upon  this  very  im- 
portant question.  The  mere  denomination  under  which  a  coin  passes  currerrt  in  a  country,  is  of  little 
consideration,  provided  its  real  value  is  well  ascertained  and  permanentfy  fixed.  Although  we  think  it 
would  be  very  convenient  that  these  Provinces  should  have  an  unvarying  standard  of  currency  in  which 
all  their  commercial  transactions  might  be  settled,  without  complication  or  embarassment;  and  although 
we  cannot  but  regret,  that  our  departure  from  sound  principles  has  placed  our  currency  in  a  state  of 
depreciation,  that  casts  an  aspect  of  discredit  upon  the  Colonial  Treasury,  which,  we  trust,  the  improve- 
ment and  vigor  of  our  commercial  and  agricultural  efi*orts  will,  under  more  prudent  management, 
speedily  remove;  yet  we  dare  not  hope  that  such  a  beneficial  arrangement  can  be  immediately  brought 
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about.  Time,  together  with  increafled  commanication,  and  its  usual  results,  improyed  intelligence^  will, 
in  its  course,  accomplish  that  which  premature  legislation  would  perhaps  only  delaj,  by  exciting  opposi- 
tion and  prejudice  upon  a  question  io  which  party  should  have  no  voice. 

In  the  meanwhile,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  injustice  to  debtors,  from  any  attempt  to  demand 
-payment  in  an  improved  currency,  of  that  which  had  been  engaged  for  in  a  depreciated  one,  a  Law 
should  be  enacted,  to  the  effect,  that  all  contracts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  its  promulgation,  and 
henceforth  in  all  time  to  come,  should  be  liquidated  at  the  actual  value  of  the  currency  in  which  it  was  con- 
tracted, to  be  ascertained  by  comparison,  either  with  British  sterling  coin,  or  by  some  other  approved  and 
comparatively  unvarying  standard — this  comparison  of  value  to  be  registered  on  the  margin  of  the  contract  to 
prevent  mistakes.  It  would  be  necessary  to  ascertain  what  quantity  of  Sterling  coin  of  the  standard 
value,  any  given  sum  of  the  common  currency  is  able  to  command  at  the  time  or  date  of  the  contract; 
and  the  payment  of  the  same  quantity  of  Sterling  Gold  or  Silver,  or  the  value  of  that  quantity  in  the 
currency  of  the  day,  will  be  the  equitable  fulfilment  of  the  contract  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  parties  at  the  time  it  was  entered  into.  A  payment  in  paper  money  of  inferior  value,  is  a  payment 
only  in  name  and  not  in  reality;  a  payment  in  good  and  lawful  money,  according  to  the  lettCFi  may  some- 
times be  a  payment  of  more  than  was  intended  by  the  spirit  of  the  contract. 

We  cannot  close  this  report,  without  one  or  two  observations,  which  appear  to  arise  naturally  from  the 
-subject.  It  is  to  be  remarked  then,  that  throughout  this  period  of  more  than  20  years,  in  which  these 
issues  of  paper  money  have  been  made,  that  notwithstanding  the  almost  uninterrupted  advance  of  the 
Island  in  population  and  in  wealth,  the  Government  paper  has  depreciated  to  a  very  inconvenient  extent. 
How  then  could  a  paper  circulation,  depreciated  in  a  time  of  peace  and  prosperity,  have  encountered  the 
blasts  of  a  period  of  turbulence  and  adversity?  By  the  Divine  Providence  we  have  been  shielded  from 
-those  calamities  of  fire  and  earthquake  which  have  afflicted  other  Colonies;  and  we  are  called  by  these 
warnings,  to  make  a  prudent  use  of  this  respite  from  suffering,  by  placing  our  whole  system  of  finance 
upon  a  substantial  basis,  that  when  in  the  ordinary  course  of  human  experience,  our  time  shall  arrive  to 
undergo  the  rigors  of  a  blighted  harvest,  an  extensive  conflagration,  or  any  other  of  those  yisitations 
which,  in  the  Eternal  Wisdom,  are  sent  from  time  to  time,  to  arouse  us  from  our  fancied  security,  we 
may  not  have  (to  increase  and  aggravate  our  other  griefs)  to  make  the  appaling  discoverj^  that  oar 
boasted  resources  had  no  real  existence,  and  that  our  capital  was  delusive  and  fictitious. 

We  beg  to  conclude  this  Report,  by  the  expression  of  our  deliberate  opinion,  that  whilst  a  paper  circa- 
lation,  based  upon  an  adequate  and  available  capital,  under  prudent  and  discreet  management « is  of  the 
utmost  benefit  to  a  commercial  and  agricultural  population,  and  will  contribute  largely  to  its  prosperity 
and  advancement ;  we  are  also  of  opinion,  that  an  inconvertible  paper  is  a  curse  and  a  deception;  that  it 
is  in  fact,  nothing  more  than  a  delusive  and  fictitious  capital,  which  leaves  no  solid  foundation  to  rest  upon 
in  any  time  of  reverse  and  difficulty.  We  take  this  opportunity  also  to  express  our  opinion,  that  no  pretext, 
however  plausible,  should  be  accepted  as  a  justification  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  Debt  in  the 
Colony,  as  the  evil  effects  arising  from  such  a  burden  are  not  confined  to  the  additional  charge  upon  the 
Revenue  created  by  it;  there  is  added  thereto,  the  absorption  of  a  capital,  which  would  be  mach 
l>eneficially  employed  in  commercial^  manufacturing  adventure,  or  agricultural  improvement.

In  r«plj  to  your  Letter  of  the  let  instant,  requiring  to  know  **  What  in  mj  opinion  is  the  legal  Carrencj 
of  this  Island/'  I  beg  to  state  it  as  my  opinion,  that  Moaejs  the  coinage  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  at  the  rates  at  which  the  several  Coins  are  issued  by  tbe  Imperial  Government,  and 
Spanish  Milled  Poliars  at  the  rate  of  Five  Shillings  per  Dollar,  are  the  legal  Currency  of  this  Island. 

If  I  am  correct  in  this  opinion,  it  follows  that  the  debtor  has  the  option  of  paying  in  either  of  those  two 
descriptions  of  money,  and  that  carried  out  in  practice,  he  would  discbarge  his  liabilities  with  the  ooe  by 
he  sustained  the  leaat  loss.

*'  Can  you  inform  the  Commissioners  c^f  aay  books,  papers,  or  records,  from  which  any  information  may 
be  obtained  on  the  above  questions?*' 

In  reply  to  the  foregoing  qoestioBS,  I  regret  thSt  the  only  infbrmatton  in  my  power  to  supply  on  the 
subjecti  is,  That  on  the  16th  April,  1836,  some  of  the  Shopkeepers  or  Merchants  in  Charlottetown,  (owiag 
to  the  great  dearth  of  small  silver  change,)  sgreed  to  receive  and  pay  the  British  Sterling  Silver  sAiOings 
lixpenccs  at  the  nde  at  wUeh  they  are  now  current, but  at  /M  /><hod,and  I  believe  ever  since.the  British  S 
silver  Crowns  and  half  Crowns,  and  Golden  Sovereigns  only  passed  current  at  the  rate  at  which  the  Pen* 
aioners'  Bills,  and  Bills  io  payment  of  the  Troops  here,  on  the  Commissariat  at  Halifax  sold  at  (It  was 
subsequent  to  that  period  that  the  Commissariat  was  established  here.)

In  answer,  I  presume  the  first  question  refers  to  the  rate  of  premium  at  which  British  Sterling  coin  is 
circulated  in  this  Colony  ; — I  have  observed  that  the  current  value  of  such  coin  keeps  pace  with  the  pre- 
mium fMiid  on  Bills  of  Exchange* on  England  ;  and  I  conceive  that  the  present  high  rate  of  premium  paid 
for  such  Bills,  arises  from  the  fact,  that  the  bakince  of  Trade,  (as  it  is  termed,)  is  against  this  Colony. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  supply  you  with  the  information  required  by  the  second  and  third  questions.

1  have  to  acknowledge  ihe  receipt  of  your  communication  as  Commissioners  appointed  by  His  Excellen- 
cy the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  enquire  into  all  matters  connected  with  the  currents/  of  this  Island;  and 
requesting  such  information  from  me,  relative  thereto,  as  I  may  be  able  to-suply. 
To  your  first  question.  **  How  and  when  the  present  rate  of  currency  was  originated  ?" 
1  beg  to  state  that  the  first  variation  which  occurred  in  the  currency  of  the  Island,  subsequent  to  my 
arrival  here  in  October  191S,  took  place  about  the  year  1826  or  1827,  soon  after  the  first  issue  of  Treasury 
Notes  made  by  the  local  Government,  when  the  relative  Value  of  the  Spanish  Dollar  was  increased  from  5s, 
to  5s.  6d.  at  which  rate  it  passed  current  from  then  until  about  the  year  1833  or  1834,  when,  a'fler  ftirther 
issues  of  Treasury  Notes  had  been  made,  the  value  of  the  Dollar  increased  from  5s.  6d,  to  6s.,  and  has  so 
continued  te  be  received  up  to  the  present  time  ;  the  amount  of  Treasury  Notes  then  in  circulation  was 
£16,500,  a'large  amount  of  Paper  Currency  when  compared  with  the  Revenue  of  that  period,  and  I  must 
believe  that  it  was  mainly  the  causeof  raising  the  relative  value  of  the  Spanish  Dollar*;  I  may  also  remark 

'that  the  chief  metallic  currency  in  circulation  was  the  Bank  of  England  Dollar  Token,  the  old  English  and 
^French  Crown  and  Half  Crown,  the  Bank  of  England  Tokens  of  Three  shillings  and  One  shilling  and  Six- 
pence, and  the  old  English  smooth  Shilling  and  smooth  Sixpence,  which  passed  current  respectively  at  f6s. 
5s.  6d.  2s.  9d.  3s.  4d.  Is.  8d.  Is.  and  6d.,  whilst  the  value  of  similar  coins  in  Halifax  was  58.  2s.  6d. 
Is.  dd.     lOd.  and  5d.  respectively  ;  in  the  mean  time  the  current  gold  and   silrer  coin  of  Great    Britain 

-came  slowly  into  circulation,  and  passed  current  at  an  advance  of  from  25  to  33|  per  centum  upon  its 
Sterling  valuOi  until  iheyear  1836,  when,  at  aPublic  Meeting  of  Merchants  and  others,  held  at  the  Court 
House  in  Charlottetown,  in  September  of  that  year^  it  was  agreed  to  receive  the  silver  coin  of  'the  Realm, 

«t  an  advance  of  50  per  centum  upon  its  Sterling  valuOi  from  English  shillings  having  been  'considered 
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equirftlent  to  a  Dollar^  at  tho  rate  at  which  tho  respectifa  coins.  w.ere  then,  current  in.  Halifax  ;  and  the 
decision  of  that  Meeting,  has-continued  to  govern  the  circulation  of  British  Silver  up  to  the  present  lime, 
the  valae  of  the  Soveretgp  notwithstanding  fluctuated  from  29s.  toSOa.  until  within,  these  two  or  three  years, 
sioca  which  it  has  heen  receiviedat  its  relative  value  of  30s. 

To  your  second  questioui  "  Do  you  know  hy  what  authority  and  at  what  period^  the  Treasurer  proceed- 
ed to  make  and  receive  payments  in  the  present  currency  ?'' 

I  heg  to  say  that  I  held  the  ofl&qe  of  Treasurer  of  this  Island  from  the  year  1830  to  1839— and  that  upon 
my  own  responsibility,  during  the  whole  of  that  period,  I  received  and  ^paid- metallic  currency  at  the  ratea^ 
whicfa  such  currency  circulated  in  the  Island,  and  that  in  exercising  my  own7 discretion  in  that  respect,! 
vasaustainedbothby  the  Legislature  andthe  Executive  Government  ?" 

To  your  third  and  last  question*  "  Can  you  state  to  the  Commissioners,  the  amount  ia  the  Treasurr 
at  the  time  the  altered  rate  of  currency  was  adopted  there,  and  in  what  manner  the  difference 
arising  from  this- alteration  is  stated  in  the  Treasury  Accounts  V* 

I  cannot  afford  you  any  information  regarding  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  the  relative  valae 
of  the  Dollar  was  first  increased,  neither  can  I  inform  you  as  to  the  amount  which,  was  in  the  Treasarj 
when  the  second  increase  in  the  value  of  the  Dollar  took  place,  but  that  such  amount  did  not  embrace  a 
single  Spanish  or  Mexican  Dollar;  public  debtors  at  that  time,  making  their  payments  almost  exclusivelj 
in  Treasury  Notes,  Bank  of  England  Tokens,  old  English  and  French  Crowns  and  Half  Crowns  and 
smooth  Shillings ;.  nor  was  there  any  British  silver  or  gold  in  the  Treasury  when  the  present  advance  upon 
its  Sterling  value  was  agreed  to,  its  limited'  circulation  I  believe  being  the  principal  plea  urged  in  favor 
of  increasing  its.  rate;  the  importation  of  specie  from  Halifax  for  the  payment  of  the  Troops  baviog 
been  a  measure  of  subsequent  date,  and  which  I  think  owed  its  origin  to  a  representation  from  His  Excel- 
lency Sir  John  Harvey  to  the  proper  quarter,  in  its  favor,  in  the  Autumn  of  1836. 

I  have  searched  the  Records  in  my  Office  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  if  any  thing  like  a  definite  cur- 
rency has  at  any  time  received  the  sanction  of  the  local  Government,  andsuch  information  as  I  have  beea 
able  to  collect,  I,  enclose  herewith^  lettered  from  A.  to  H.

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REPORT 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF    EDUCATION    TO    THE    HOUSES    OF 

LEGISLATURE. 


In  forwarding  for  your  consideration,  tlie 
Annual  Report  of  tlie  School  Visitor,  we 
deem  it  our  duty  (as  the  Education  Act  is 
on  the  point  of  expiring,)  to  communicate 
to  you  briefly,  the  views  whicb  experience 
has  led  us  to  form. 

In  the  first  place,  we  deem  it  indispensa- 
ble tliat  are-examination  of  Teachers 
should  take  place. 

We  are  far  from  asserting  that  there  are 
not  several  well  qualified  instructors  on  the 
present  list,  but  we  are  decidedly  of  opinion 
that  the  majority  are  not  capable  of  impart- 
ing that  knowledge,  or  maintaining  that 
discipline,  which  are  essential  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  sound  system  of  Education. 

It  requires  far  more  than  a  mere  Book- 
knowledge  of  a  few  useful  branches  (which 
is  all  the  present  system  demands)  to  con- 
stitute a  Teacher;  the  art  of  teaching  and 
maintaining  a  moral  sway  over  pupils,  in 
itself,  calls  for  a  course  of  trainings  which 
can  only  be  affi>rded  in  a  formal  School. 

That  the  same  object  cannot  be  obtained 
by  other  means,  appears  more  clearly  from 
the  fact,  that  the  School  Visitor  has  labored 
very  perseveringly  and  very  laudably  to 
bring  the  Teachers  into  a  proper  system, 
but  with  little   success. 

On  this  subject,  we  would  direct  the  at- 
tention of  your  Honorable  House  to  the 
subjoined  remarks  of  that  illustrious  scho- 
lar and  Educationalist,  Dr.  Dick. 

'^  It  may  be  affirmed,  without  the  least 
hesitation,  that  there  is  no  oflice  in  general 
society  more  honorable  and  important,  than 
that  of  an  Instructor  of  the  young,  and  none 
on  which  the  present  and  future  happiness 
of  the  Human  Race  so  much  depend.  But, 
in  consequence  of  the  circiimstances  stated. 


the  office  has  been  rendered  inefficient  for 
the  great  purposes  of  human  improvement; 
and  the  Teacher  )iimself  degraded  from  that 
rank,  which  he  ought  to  hold  in  the  scale  of 
Society. 

<'  It  is  not  a  little  unaccountable,  that, 
in  tbis  country  so  few  seminaries  have  yet 
been  established  for  training*  young  men  for 
the  office  of  Teachers,  so  that  the  important 
ends  intended  by  a  system  of  Education, 
may  be  fully  accomplished. 

^'  A  watchmaker — a  smith — a  mason — a 
carpenter  or  a  weaver^  serves  an  apprentice- 
ship of  from  four  to  seven  years,  before  he 
is  considered  qualified  to  exercise  his  pro- 
fession.— A  clergyman  generally  undergoes 
a  course  of  training  for  eight  or  nine  years, 
before  he  is  considered  qualified  to  enter  on 
his  sacred  calling.  Even  a  menial  servant — 
a  stable  boy — a  cook  or  a  laundry-maid, 
must  devote  a  certain  portion  of  time  and 
attention,  before  they  are  considered  quali- 
fied for  such  occupations^ 

'^  But  the  office  of  Instructor  of  youth  is 
very  generally  assumed  at  random^  and 
without  preparation. 

'^  Such  an  anomaly  in  the  state  of  civili- 
zed society^  in  regard  to  a  matter  of  such 
vital  importance  J  is  a  disgrace  to  the  cha- 
racter of  an  enUghtened  age,  and  ought  no 
longer  to  exist!'' 

Another  eminent  educationalist,  Kroeger, 
uses  the  following  emphatic  expressions  on 
the  same  subject : 

^^Do  you  demand  proofs  of  capability  and 
long  apprenticeship  from  a  handicraftmian, 
and  yet  confide  the  formation  of  your  child's 
heart  and  the  direction  of  his  mind  to  a 
person  who  has  undergone  no  such  trial — 
who  has  received  no  such  preparation?  Are 
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the  heart  and  the  soul  of  your  children  not 
more  important  than  the  manufacture  of  a 

shoe?" 

We  trust  that  the  opinions  of  these  illus- 
trious writers,  thus  strongly  expressed,  will 
have  their  due  weight  with  your  Honorable 
House,  and  that  they  will  tend  to  confirm 
the  suggestions  we  have  ventured  to  make, 
respecting  the  utility,  or  we  should  rather 
say,  the  absolute  necessity  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Normal  School. 

We  shall  conclude  this  part  of  our  obser- 
vations with  another  quotation,  of  which  we 
feel  assured  your  Honorable  House  will 
perceive  the  full  force  :  Mr.  James  thus 
concludes  one  of  his  letters  to  the  British 
Ministry : 

**  At  all  events,  whatever  may  be  the  opi- 
nion in  regard  to  private  schools,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  whatever,  that,  where  the  mem- 
bers of  any  Government  take  upon  them- 
selves to  supply  instruction  to  the  people — 
and  it  is  one  of  their  ^r5f  dw/ic5  to  do  so — 
they  should  secure  by  every  exertion  and  by 
every  safeguard,  that  such  instruction 
shaft  be  the  very  best  of  its  kind,  that  cir- 
cumstances will  admit  ! ' ' 

The  next  point  to  which  we  would  attract 
the  attention  of  your  Honorable  House  is 
the  method  of  laying  off  School  districts  : 
disputes  and  difficulties  so  frequently  arise 
under  the  present  system,  that  an  alteration 
is  imperatively  called  for  :  perhaps  some 
general  division  of  the  whole  Island,  would 
obviate  the  existing  difficulties. 

We  would  further  suggest,  that  no  cer- 
tificate of  qualification  as  a  Teacher  should 
be  valid  for  a  longer  period  than  the  duration 
of  the  School  Act :  and  we  would  especi- 
ally urge  the  utility  of  granting  to  the 
Board  the  power  of  suspending  any  such 
certificate  upon  proof  of  gross  misconduct 
being  given  against  the  holder  thereof. 

Some  alteration  is  also  required  in  the 
plaa  of  claiming  the  Legislative  allowance  ; 
the  Government  has,  in  two  or  three  instan- 
ees^  been  defrauded  by  forgery  :  one  in* 
etance  of  the  land  is  at  present  undergoing 


our  examination.  Perhaps,  if  some  printed 
forms  were  left  with  Magistrates,  in  the 
same  way  as  other  legal  certificates,  it  would 
correct  the  evil. 

As  one  chief  means  of  producing  unifor- 
mity of  Education,  we  must  suggest  the 
necessity  of  enacting  uniformity  of  books, 
and  an  amendment  of  the  present  system  of 
depositing  them  with  persons  in  various 
parts  of  the  Island.  The  Trustees  of  each 
school,  should,  we  humbly  think,  be  bound 
to  provide  a  sufficient  quantity  of  books  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board,  and  to  divide  the 
expense  equitably  among  the  subscribers. 

We  deem  it  an  act  of  duty  to  remind 
your  Honorable  House,  that  the  necessity 
of  a  Normal  School,  has  been,  on  more  than 
one  previous  occasion,  urged  upon  your 
notice  by  the  School  Visitor. 

Lastly,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Board  of  Education  is  vert 
much  hindered  by  the  limitation  of  its 
powers  :  to  fulfil  those  objects,  for  which 
it  was  instituted,  that  Board  should  have 
the  care  and  supervision  of  all  Educational 
matters,  under  the  control  of  the  Legis- 
lature. This  degree  of  responsibility 
pertains  to  every  other  Board  of  Education, 
with  which  we  are  acquainted,  except]  that 
of  Prince  Edward  Island.

REPORT 

OF  THE  VISITER  OF  DISTRICT  SCHOOLS  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDING  28th  JANUARY,  1647. 
To  THE  Members  or  the  Board  of  Education- 
QeniUmen: 

I  proceed  to  lay  before  you,  as  succtnctly  as  pos* 
sible,  my  Annual  Report  on  the  extent  and  nature 
of  the  Education  imparted  in  such  Schools  receiTiog 
public  aid,  as  came  under  my  supervision  during  the 
past  year. 

At  a  time  when  there  is  an  unusual  stir  abroad  in 
the  matter  of  general  Education,  and  when,  6xA  of 
of  all.  stand  the  asserted  determination  and  pledge 
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the  Imperial  Government,  to  set  a  great  and  effici- 
ent scheme  of  National  Education  at  work, — the 
eflfects  of  which  must  ultimately  extend  to  and  em* 
brace  the  Colonial  possessions  of  the  Crown, — it 
becomes  a  matter  of  more  than  ordinary  moment,  to 
ascertain  how  far  Education  in  quantity  and  quality 
has  been  supplied  to  the  rural  population  of  this 
Island :  To  this  enquiry,  I  first  beg  to  call  your  at- 
tention. 

From  official  returns  and  statistics,  ranging  over 
the  ten  years  imnr>ediately  preceding  1844,  the 
Schools  will  be  found  to  have  increased  in  number, 
at  an  average  of  six  per  annum  ;  in  that  year,  an  ex- 
traordinary increase  of  seventeen  appeared  over  the 
preceding  year,  but  in  1845  there  wns  a  falling  off 
of  nine,  and  in  the  year  just  ended  there  appears  a 
decrease  of  six — thus  leaving  120  public  Semi-* 
naries  of  all  grades  imparting  instruction  to  about 
5000  pupils. 

In  my  Report  of  the  last  year,  I  referred  you  to 
data  which  enabled  me,  with  tolerable  accuracy,  to 
ascertain  the  total  of  the  juvenile  population  within 
the  usual  educational  age — r6  to  14,  and  also  to  esti* 
mate  that  two-thirds  only  of  such  youth  enjoyed 
the  benefit  of  regular  public  instruction,  leaving  over 
tiOOO,  or  one-third  of  the  whole,  who  do  not  attend 
any  School.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  more 
than  one  half  of  this  number  represented  as  receiv- 
ing no  Education,  are  within  the  limits  of  Schools 
now  in  operation,  but  are  not  compelled  to  attend, 
it  is  evident  that,  allowing  an  average  of  Fifty  to 
each  School,  scarcely  more  than  thirty  additional 
Schools  would  be  required  to  bring  every  child  con- 
veniently within  the  sphere  of  School  instruction. 

Of  the  above  78,  arc  Schools  of  the  first  class, 
five  of  the  second  class,  two  Infant  Schools,  nine 
Female  and  twelve  Primary ;  the  remainder  are 
Schools  of  private  adventure,  receiving  no  support 
from  Government, — and  six  French  Acadian. 

When  I  represent  that  the  additional  Schools  are 
required  principally  in  the  new  and  back  settlements, 
where  Teachers  are  seldom,  if  ever,  permanently 
employed,  I  would  observe  that  there  are  now  near- 
ly, if  not  altogether,  a  sufficient  number  of  School- 
houses  standing,  if  suitably  placed  in  central  stations, 
adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  population* 

Thirteen  commodious  well  finished  School-houses 
have  been  built  during  the  past  year,  and  several  are 
in  the  course  of  erection ;  it  is  true  that  too  many 
are  yet  mean  and  falling  into  decay,  ill  lighted,  and 
worse  furnished,  but  being  of  the  dimensions  pre- 
scribed by  law,  the  inhabitants,  therefore,  have  no 
inducement  to  contribute  to  their  repair  or  enlarge- 
nient. 


Having  thus  ascertained  the  number  of  Schools, 
and  the  amount  of  attendance,  it  remains  to  shew 
the  Schools  in  their  different  classes — ^their  consti- 
tution, and  the  system  of  teaching  pursued  ;  from 
such  ifacts,  the  general  state  and  nature  of  instruc- 
tion, as  well  as  the  educational  necessities  of  the 
Colony  will  be  best  inferred ;  before  submitting  these 
details,  I  would  beg  to  premise  such  general  re- 
marks as  I  deem  to  have  a  more  particular  bearing 
on  the  subject. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  the  satisfaction  of  ac- 
quainting you  that  the  public  Schools  of  the  Colony 
are  in  a  more  promising  or  efficient  state,  either  in 
regard  to  the  branches  taught,  the  attendance,  or 
the  contributions  of  the  people  to  their  support, 
than  in  the  year  preceding.  You  may  form  an  idea 
of  the  state  of  Education,  when  I  show  that  there 
are  many  persons  who  never  attend  School  at  all,  and 
the  common  period  of  attendance  does  not  extend 
beyond  three  or  four  years,  and  does  not  embrace 
in  each  year  a  longer  average  term  than  seven  and 
a  half  months.  This  I  have  ascertained  by  com- 
paring the  different  returns  of  such  Teachers  as 
have  kept  a  journal  of  School  attendance,  and  I 
think  it  will  be  found  a  fair  criterion. 

The  cause  of  this  neglect  and  falling  off  must  be 
greatly  attributed  to  the  necessities  of  the  people, — 
the  depression  consequent  upon  the  partial  failure  of 
the  crops,  and  to  the  tardiness  and  difficulty  which 
are  generally  felt  among  a  scattered  population  in 
maintaining  any  thing  that  requires  combination 
among  themselves. 

There  can  be  no  great  relish  for  Education  when 
it  is  looked  upon  in  a  secondary  point  of  view ;  the 
pupils  are  not  always  furnished  with  such  requisites, 
as  are  indispensable  for  their  appearance  al  Schools 
nor  with  suitable  books.  Although  several  of  the 
children  are  not  sent  to  School  at  all,  and  the  at- 
tendance is  not  what  might  be  expected,  yet,  gene- 
rally, it  bears  a  proportion  to  the  industry  and  success 
of  the  Teacher. 

As  the  object  of  each  successive  enactment  on  this 
subject  has  been  to  diffuse  throughout  the  Colony  a 
well  ordered  system  of  Education, — ^not  to  educate 
especially  for  any  particular  business  or  calling,  but 
to  supply  that  general  elementary  instruction  neces- 
sary to  men  in  all  situations — I  am  borne  oat  in 
asserting  that  this  description  of  instruction  has  kept 
pace  in  character  and  expansion  with  the  statutory 
encouragement  and  support  it  has  received.  1 
brought  under  your  notice,  in  the  last  year,  the 
fact  that  the  amount  of  the  public  bounty  received 
by  each  Teach^has  increased  but  16s.  at  an  average 
since  the  year. 
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On  referring  to  my  first  Return  in  1841,  yoa  will 
find  that  I  represented  the  range  of  elementary  in- 
struction, with  few  exceptions,  to  have  been  limited 
to  a  mechanical  routine  of  dry  and  uninteresting 
reading  and  spelling  lessons,  with  writing  and  arith- 
metical exercises.  Although  many  were  found  to 
read  with  ease  and  accuracy,  the  attempt  was  sel- 
dom made  to  communicate  ideas  to  the  minds  of  the 
youth,  or  to  annex  any  corresponding  impressions 
along  with  the  elementary  sounds  of  language  ;  nor 
should  this  be  altogether  attributed  to  incompetency 
on  the  part  of  the  Teacher,  when  in  some  of  the 
best  regulated  Schools,  at  that  time,  the  mode  of 
instruction  was  necessarily  defective,  when  it  hap- 
pened that  two  of  the  pupils  were  seldom  in  posses- 
sion of  the  same  kind  of  book,  or  fit  to  be  entered 
in  the  same  class. 

I  need  {only  repeat,  that  a  decided  improve- 
ment has  taken  place  of  late  years  in  the  character 
of  the  instruction  imparted,  and  that  too,  although 
neither  the  public  allowance,  as  I  have  stated,  nor 
yet  the  standard  of  qualifications  required  in  Dis- 
trict Teachers,  has  been  raised  by  enactment  since 
the  year  1837;  that  the  latter,  by  some  oversight,  has 
even  been  lowered,  I  shall  attempt  hereafter  to  poini 
out.  If  the  District  Schools  are  not  improving  with 
that  rapidity  which  is  desirable,  the  fault  may  be  more 
fairly  ascribed  to  other  causes  than  as  some  suppose 
solely  to  the  want  of  scholarship  on  the  part  of  the 
instructor. 

Improved  systems  of  Education  require  addition- 
al and  better  accommodation — to  combine  all  in  one 
uniform  system— to  make  each  school  in  every 
respect  a  model,  some  extra  expence  and  encourage- 
ment are  required,  and  those  immediately  interested 
are  not  always  forward  in  furnishing  them,  nor  will 
they,  so  long  as  the  law  leaves  it  optional  with  the 
inhabitants  of  each  School  District  to  assess  them- 
selves or  not,  as  they  see  proper,  and  exempts  the 
landed  property  of  the  country  from  contributing  to 
the  support  of  one  of  the  first  necessaries  of  life  and 
the  best  defence  of  liberty  and  upholder  of  order — 
a  good  Education. 

I  have  continued  year  by  year,  to  exhibit  the  im*- 
mense  advantages  of  a  uniform  system,  and  the 
obstruction  to  its  introduction.  I  only  add,  that 
further  experience  confirms  me  in  the  belief  that  the 
only  mode  by  which  one  general  system  of  sound 
instruction  can  be  introduced,  is  through  the  medium 
of  persons  brought  up  or  trained  under  some  parti- 
cular system,  the  capabilities  of  which  have  been 
previously  tested,  for  the  purpose  of  educating  others 
in  the  same;  and  to  this  all  Teachers  must  be 
required  to  conform. 


One  Central  Model  School  will  be  suflicient  to 
exemplify  the  best  system  of  Education,  and  also 
serve  as  a  Normal  Seminary  for  training  Teachers^ 
by  the  daily  exercise  of  the  Class  Room,  thereby 
fully  preparing  them  for  their  future  functions  as 
Teachers  of  youth,  and  always  keeping  up  a  con- 
stant and  adequate  supply. 

I  have  alluded  to  the  circumstance  of  the  inte- 
rests of  Education  having  been  overlooked  in  aho- 
lishing  an  intermediate  Class,  who  were  required,  by 
the  Legislative  enactment  of  the  year  1834,  to  be 
qualified  to  teach,  in  addition  to  the  branches  re- 
quired of  District  Teachers  of  the  first  class — 
Geography  and  practical  Mathematics.  Several 
meritorious  Teachers  now  merged  and  undistinguish- 
ed in  the  first  or  lowest  class,  are  quite  competent 
to  teach  these  branches,  although  unacquainted  with 
the  Latin  language,  a  knowledge  of  which  they  must 
possess  before  they  can,  under  the  present  law,  oc- 
cupy the  position  of  a  Second  Class  District  School- 
master. 

In  a  country  where  agricultural  and  commercial 
pursuits  constitute  the  main  occupation  of  the  peo- 
ple, it  would  be  advisable  to  encourage  a  class  of 
Teachers,  who,  in  addition  to  English  Grammar 
and  Composition,  should  possess  a  competent  know- 
ledge of  Geometry,  Navigation,  Land  Surveying 
and  Geography ;  and  while  the  allowance  to  such 
would  be  proportionably  raised,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  have  the  benefits  derived  commensurate  with 
the  sums  expended,  and  with  that  view  I  would 
suggest  the  advantage  of  adopting  a  provision  simi- 
lar to  that  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  New 
Brunswick  last  year  with  reference  to  the  Grammar 
Schools  of  that  Province^  subject  to  some  modifica- 
tion, viz  :  that  there  should  be  a  daily  average  at- 
tendance of  twenty-five  pupils  under  ten  years  of 
age,  to  be  ascertained  by  a  register  kept  in  the 
school,  wherein  there  shall  be  entered  the  days  of 
presence  and  absence  of  every  scholar.  That  at 
least  twelve  shall  be  receiving  instruction  in  English 
Grammar,  Geography,  and  Composition,  and  six 
in  Trigonometry,  Mensuration,  Land  Surveying, 
&c.  That  copies  of  such  returns  be  transmitted 
semi-annually  to  the  Board  by  the  Trustees,  for  the 
information  of  the  Government  and  the  L^islature. 
That  if,  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  from  such  Regis- 
ter and  Returns,  that  any  School  is  deficient  in  any 
respect  from  the  prescribed  requirements,  then  a  lea 
sum  than  that  fixed  by  Statute,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  appear  equitable,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  Council,  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  Treasury  for  the  support  of  the  sfeme ;  and 
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not  only  to  this  contemplated  class,  but  also  to  the 
higher  class  under  the  existing  Law,  should  similar 
conditions  be  prescribed  and  extended. 

A  formidable  obstacle  to  any  plan  which  aims  at 
capability  and    respectability  on   the    part  of   the 
Teacher   is  the    insufficiency    and    uncertainty  of 
remuneration.      A   public    Teacher    ought   to  be 
put  in  a   position  to  earn  as  independent  a  living  as 
an  industrious  ingenious  mechanic  or  a  scientific 
enlightened  agriculturist.     I   feel  assured  that  this 
encouragement  would  be  politic,  for  I  have  generally 
found  the  best  Teachers  of  the  elementary  branches 
were  those  who  were  capable  of  teaching  more ;  and  | 
«o  far  from  the  teaching  of   the  higher  branches 
prejudicing  that  of  the  lower,  I  have  observed  that 
the  latter  are  most  effectually  taught  in  those  schools 
in  which  the  attention  of  the  Teacher  is  occupied 
with  both.     As  such   Class,  if  established,  would 
consequently  receive  a  large  share  of   the   public 
grant,  the   greater  amount  of  salary  would  be  an 
inducement  to  promotion,  a  right  which  I  submit 
might,  with   advantage,  be  vested  in   your  Board. 
This  advancement  of  the  Teacher  would  be  made 
with  safety  and   assurance  when,  at   the    Normal 
Seminary,  they  would  first  give  evidence  of  their 
ability  for  teaching.     The  government  Inspector  of 
Schools  for  Scotland,  in  his  Report  for  1845,  says, 
*^  that  the  first  test  of  a  Teacher's  qualification  is 
his  power  to  excite  and  sustain  the  attention  of  a 
Class ;  if   he  cannot  do   this,   he    is  pronounced, 
without  further  inquiry,  incompetent ;''  how  easily 
and  unerringly  this  test  might   be   applied    under 
the  system  above  proposed^  is  evident. 

While  on  this  head,  I  wooM  suggest  that  it  would 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  vigorously  carrying 
on  the  business  and  keeping  iu  motion  the  machine- 
ry of  the  Schools,  that  the  Board  of  Education  should 
be  entrusted  with  a  greater  degree  of  oontroul,  and 
more  extensive  authority  generally,  t  have  also 
heretofore  represented  that  the  right  of  supervision, 
on  the  part  of  the  Visitor,  has  always  been  too  much 
restricted  for  the  due  and  effectual  discharge  of  his 
responsible  duties.  Although  I  have  frequently 
called  for  Returns,  the  form  of  which  I  prescribed, 
to  enable  me  the  more  satisfactorily  to  determine  the 
extent  of  improvement  during  the  intervals  of  my 
visits,  I  have  yet  succeeded  in  procuring  but  com- 
parativeljr  few,  and  these  not  complete  Rettirns,  as 
may  be  seen  from  the  speeiiiiens  I  herewith  enclose. 
In  soliciting  your  attention  to  the  number  and 
condition  of  the  School^houses  to  which  I  have 
above  referred,  I  would  add,  that  several  of  those 
lately  built  or  in>  the  course  of  erection,  are  on  or 
aaaf  Che  site  of  the  old  School  houses  which  had 


fallen  into  decay,  while  others  have  been  built  at  a 
remote  part  of  t^e  District,  where  the  sopporteni  of 
the  School  had  become  the  majority,  leaving  the 
former  locality  entirely  deserted,  and  the  inhabitants 
at  the  other  extreme  at  too  great  a  distance  from 
the  new  School. 

Grievances  exist  in  some  places  where  Magis- 
trates have  been  called  to  define  the  bounds  and  fix 
the  sites  of  School-houses,  and  which  cannot  be 
altered  but  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  inba* 
bitants — the  interest  and  wish  of  the  majority  being 
thus  disregarded. 

An  instance  which  occurred  at  the  York  River 
Settlement,  where  the  Teacher  of  the  old  station — 
and  one  of  the  most  deserving  in  the  Island — ^was 
deprived  of  the  public  allowance,  was  submitted  to 
a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  who  deci- 
ded-that  the  Law,  in  some  of  its  provisions,  operated 
unequally ;  and  at  Lot  49,  where  the  bounds  of  two 
adjoining  Districts,  as  laid  off  by  Magistrates,  inter- 
fere with  each  other,  and  as  the  Schools  of  both  are 
i  in  regular  operation,  and,  in  all  other  respects,  com- 
;  plying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Law,  and  both 
claiming  the  public  allowance,  the  question  will  have 
I  to  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Council  which  Dis- 
trict is  entitled  to  the  grant.  The  Secretary  of  your 
Board  is  in  possession  of  the  merits  of  the  case  from 
the  returns  of  the  Magistrates  as  well  as  from  per- 
sonal inspection,  and  evidence  taken  with  me  oa 
the  spot. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  instruction 
afforded  to  the  pupils  generally,  I  found  that  ia 
twenty-five  Schools,  nuaibering  in  the  past  year 
950  pupils,  122  left  who  were  not  able  to  read  tole- 
rably correct,  75  ufjable  to  write  have  left,  and  with- 
out any  knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  and  70  out  of  a 
hundred  advanced  as  far  as  the  Rule  of  Proportion^ 
before  leaving  schooK 

The  proportion  of  pupils  who  receive  instructioli 
in  practical  Mathematics  and  (Seooietry,  are  as  1  in 
90 ;   in  Geography,  in  200 ;  in  Grammar,  as  1  ia  6. 

FRENCH  ACADIAN  SCHOOLS. 

These  Schools  are  giving  evidence  of  knprovt- 
ment  aadr  increased  usefulness ;  the  pr^dices  which 
formerly  existed  against  instruction  in  any  other 
than  their  own  vernacular,  are  gradnaHy  giving  way- 
among  this  portion  of  the  population.  English  read- 
ing is  now  regularly  taught  in  almost  all  their  schools. 
When  the  Acadian  commences  learning  to  read  the 
language,  the  meaning  of  the  English  Words  in  the 
lesson  is  told  him  in  the  language  which  he  under- 
stands, and  in  that  manner  is  soon  able,  not  only  to 
read,  but  also  to  speak  English,  he  will  thus  acquire 
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a  knowledge  of  both  languages  as  well  as  the  other 
elementary  branches,  in  a  period  of  time  very  little 
longer  than  he  would  require  for  the  acquisition  of 
French  alone.  The  Catholic  Clergyman  resident  at 
Tignish^to  whose  influence  and  zealous  efforts  for  their 
improvement,  much  of  this  change  is  to  be  attributed, 
has  stated  to  me  his  opinion  that  the  Acadian  Schools 
will,  in  a  few  years  be  qualified  to  rank  among  the 
District  Schools  of  the  Island.  In  the  meantime  it 
would  be  wise  to  increase  their  Legislative  allow* 
ance  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  learning 
English  in  each  school. 

THE  FEMALE  SCHOOLS 

Receiving  aid  from  the  public  funds,  number  nine, 
and  are  exceedingly  useful  in  localities  where  the 
maintenance  of  District  Schools  would  be  found 
burdensome,  and  in  other  places  form  preparatory  or 
auxiliary  Schools,  without  interfering  with  the  latter. 
The  common  branches  of  English,  as  well  as  all 
kinds  of  useful  and  ornamental  needle  work  are 
taught,  and  they  resemble  the  Infant  Schools,  of 
which  there  are  yet  but  two  on  the  Island — ^atChar- 
lottetown  and  Georgetown — in  being  careful  to  cul- 
tivate the  moral,  as  well  as  the  intellectual  qualities 
of  the  pupils. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

When  it  is  considered  that  Children  have  but 
little  time  to  spend  at  School,  and  still  less  to  im^ 
prove  themselves  afterwards,  they  ought  to  be  sup- 
plied with  such  Books  us  are  fitted,  by  easy  steps, 
quickly  to  lead  to  ease  and  elegance  in  reading,  and 
in  which  pronunciation,  orthography  and  grammar, 
should  be  most  simply  and  effectually  taught. 

Although  a  highly  approved  series  of  School 
Books  have  been  chosen  and  recommended  by  your 
Board,  and  depositaries  appointed  in  some  distant 
parts  of  the  Island,  I  regret  to  say  that  very  little 
benefit  appears  to  have  resulted  from  this  arrange- 
ment. All  public  Schools  should  be  restricted  to 
the  use  of  one  set  or  kind  of  Books,  as  a  condition 
of  receiving  public  support — one  uniform  set  alone 
secured — an  extensive  circulation  and  demand 
would  follow,  and  thus  afford  the  means  of  selling 
such  treatises  at  a  rate  greatly  below  any  now  in  the 
market.  I  may  add  that  the  Executive  Government 
of  New  Brunswick  have  imported  800  copies  of 
Dunn's  Normal  School  Manuel,  for  distribution 
among  the  Teachers  and  Trustees  of  Schools  in 
that  Province. 

Methods  of  Teaching,  Discipline,  d^c. 

In  addition  to  the  old  routine  method,  the  expla- 
nitory  or  intellectual  mode  is  beginning  to  be  adopt- 


ed ;  in  addition  to  the  signification  of  the  word,  the 
whole  class  or  family  to  which  it  belongs  is  ascer- 
tained ;  the  pupil  learns  all  their  roots,  derivatioo 
and  compounds,  and  is  thus  prepared  to  make  the 
proper  discrimination  between  anahigous  words. 
This  mode  is  generally  practised  by  such  Teachers 
as  have  been  pupils  at  the  Central  Academy. 

The  monitorial  system  is  seldom  or  ever  employed 
in  country  schools,  because  the  time  of  those  who 
could  be  employed  in  such  is  so  limited,  irregular 
and  uncertain,  that  they  could  not  afford  any  por^ 
tion  of  it  in  teaching  others. 

The  EIHptical  method  of  teaching  is  now  fre- 
quently resorted  to  since  the  last  edition  of  the 
I'iUglish  Reader,  published  in  this  town,  has  come 
into  use — it  has  several  advantages-^ — it  affords  scope 
to  the  pupils  for  exerting  their  ingenuity,  and  is  the 
most  effectual  method  of  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
the  meaning  of  words,  and  of  their  proper  appli- 
cation. 

With  respect  to  discipline. — In  some  Schools 
the  pupils  are  distributed  into  classes,  ac- 
cording to  their  proficiency  and  emulation  encouraged 
by  places  in  the  class  :  in  others  this  is  not  practised. 
Corporal  punishment,  for  offences,  is  only  resorted 
to  in  extreme  cases.  Tasks  are  generally  prescribed 
for  their  employment  at  home. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

The  District  and  other  Schools  receiving  public 
aid,  are  open  to  all  sects.  In  several,  the  Catechisms 
of  different  denominations  are  taught  to  the  respec- 
tive children  when  requested  by  the  parents.  The 
Scriptures  of  the  New  Testament  are  daily  read  in 
the  great  majority  of  the  Schools,  as  reading  exer- 
cises or  lessons.  Sabbath  Schools  are  generaUj 
encouraged ;  for,  beside  the  immediate  benefit  of 
Sunday  school  instruction,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
character  and  tone  of  the  week  day  school  are  affect- 
ed in  a  very  desirable  manner  by  its  being  kept  on 
the  Sabbath  for  the  peculiar  exercises  of  the  day. 
The  Schools  which  more  particularly  partake  of 
this  character,  are  those  numbered  12,  13,  23,  28, 
82,  88,  97  and  35. 

READING  AND  ORTHOGRAPHY. 

The  Schools  in  which  these  branches  ar«  most 
successfully  taught  on  the  explanatory  or  ioteHectml 
method  are  those  numbered  48,  2SS,  4,  8,  13,  SI, 
23,  28,  29,  42,  3,  70,  74,  86,  82,  76,  3,  85. 

WRITING. 
The  general  want  of  school  requisites  in  this  de* 
partment,  and  the  want  of  suitable  desks,  beochob 
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dec,  very  much  retard  improvement  in  this  branch. 
Several  schools,  however,  exhibit  fine  and  correct 
specimens  of  Penmanship,  viz  :  those  of  number  5,  8, 
11,  12,  48,  29,  35,  38,  60,  70,  75,  78,  79,  84,  87, 
85,89,  93,  94,  96  and  41. 

ARITHMETIC 

Is  taught  both  orally  and  on  the  black  board.  In 
a  few  of  the  schools  the  pupils  display  much  readi- 
ness and  aptitude  in  mental  calculations.  The 
schools  where  this  branch  appears  to  be  most  suc- 
cessfully taught,  or  where  the  Scholars  have  attained 
the  greatest  proficiency  therein,  are  numbered  48, 
11,  8,  7,  3,  15,  21,  22,  25,  29,  39,  40,  24,  27,  37, 
32,  31,  47,  49,  50,  51,  52,  65,  66,  67,  76,  56,  87, 
79,96,77,41. 

ENGLISH  GRAMMAR 

Is  taught  on  the  most  approved  and  expeditious 
manner  in  Schools  number  48,  4,  8,  32,  29,  42,  52, 
60, 67,  70,  74,  76,  78,  86,  85,  93  and  96,  Tj,  83. 

The  above  detailed  Schools  I  have  endeavoured, 
with  as  much  impc^rtiality  as  possible,  to  shew  clas- 
sified in  the  order  of  merit  in  which  they  appeared  to 
me  to  stand.  I  must  add,  that  several  Schools  are 
omitted  in  the  above  list  of  numbers.  Where  the 
Teacher  has  recently  succeeded  to  a  vacant  school, 
or  where  the  children  are  too  young  to  learn  the 
advanced  branches,  or  where  the  school,  from  the 
absence  of  the  Teacher  at  the  time,  or  being  newly 
opened,  has  not  been  examined, 

The  schools  of  general  merit,  and  which  are  satis- 
factorily taught,  although  not  superior  in  the  tuition 
of  any  particular  branch  above  named,  are  num- 
bered 72,  62,  26,  56,  43, 49 ;  and  those  not  examin- 
ed are  numbered  17,19,46,61,63,71,80,100, 
99,  82  and  68. 

While  I  say  that  the  present  system  has  raised 
several  Teachers  of  ability,  who,  under  various  dis- 
couragements, have  successfully  wrought  out  sys- 
tems for  themselves  in  accordance  with  those  prin- 
ciples which  nature  herself  must  dictate  to  every 
Teacher  of  sense,  previous  to  artificial  contrivances: 
it  cannot  be  expected  that  under  the  circumstan^ 
ces  the  intellectual  part  of  reading  is  taught  in  a 
thorough  manner,  or  that  the  mental  activity  or 
celerity  with  which  the  exercises  or  daily  operations 
of  the  schools  are  conducted  has  yet  come  up  to  the 
desired  standard,  I  beg  to  quote  what  the  Hon. 
Horace  Mann,  says  in  his  Report  in  }84$,  to  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  on  this  head — 
^^  I  do  not  exaggerate  when  I  say  that  thp  niost 
active  and  lively  Schools  I  have  ever  seen  in  the 
United  States  must  be  regarded  almost  as  dormitor 
ries  if  compared  with  the  fervid  W&  of  the  Scotch 


Schools ;  and  by  the  side  of  theirs,  our  pupils  would 
seem  to  be  hybernating  animals  just  emerging  from 
their  torpid  state,  and  as  yet  but  half  conscious  of 
the  possession  of  life  and  faculties.  It  is  certainly 
within  bounds  to  say  that  there  were  six  times  as 
many  questions  put  and  answers  given,  in  the  same 
space  of  time,  as  I  ever  heard  put  anc}  given  in  our 
country :  actual  observation  alone  can  give  anything 
approaching  to  the  true  idea."

The  Schools  of  the  second  or  highest  Class  deserv- 
ing  particular  notice  from  their  locality,  are  those  of 
Princetown  and  Creorgetown,  and  which  appear  in  a 
thriving  condition  and  highly  meriting  increased  sup- 
port, in  the  former,  more  especially,  the  higher 
branches  of  the  Mathematics  and  the  Latin  Classics 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  branches,  are  taught  with 
success.  In  the  latter  School  the  attendance  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  so  regular  of  late,  yet,  res- 
pectable proficiency  has  been  made  in  Geography, 
History  and  English  Grammar — a  class  not  present  at 
the  last  examination  have  made  some  progress  io 
Geometry.  These  are  the  onl^  District  Schools  fur* 
nished  with  Maps.  The  latter  School-bouse  b  cenk 
modious  and  well  fuf  nished  :  that  of  Princetown  is  vet 
in  an  unfinished  state. 

Such  is  as  accurate  a  view  as  I  am  enabled  to 
exhibit  of  the  state  of  Elementary  Education  up  to  the 
present  date,  partly  from  personal  inspection  and 
partly  from  Returns  of  examinations  held  by  the 
Head  Master  of  the  Central  Academy,  and  also  by 
the  third  Master,  who  kindly,  as  well  as  zealously 
devoted  the  period  of  their  late  vacations  to  the  exami« 
nation  of  such  Schools  as,  on  account  ofindispositioo, 
1  was  precluded  from  visiting  Considering  that  the 
School  Act  is  about  to  expire,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to 
add,  with  reference  to  the  appointment  I  have  the 
honor  to  hold,  that  while  able  to  traveU  i  have  endea- 
voured tofulfil  the  duties  of  the  important  charge  intrust- 
ed to  me  I  submit  for  your  consideration,  and  that 
of  the  Legislature,  that  the  salary  attached  is  very 
inadequate  remuneration  for  the  due  and  efficieo 
performance  of  those  duties— ^that  no  individual  can, 
without  other  means  of  living,  hold  it  witnout  serious 
loss,  as  the  grant  will  not  more  than  pay  the  necesssry 
expenses  of  travelling.  I  only  add,  that  tb)s  feeliag 
throughout  the  country  is  general  that  some  enlaife- 
mentand  improvement  in  common  School  instrodioo 
are  necessary.  As  in  other  countries*  the  establtsli- 
ment  of  an  Agricultural  Seminary  will  follow,  so 
soon  as  our  District  Schools  are  increased  in  point 
of  numbers  and  character — all  engaged  in  a  course  of 
successAjlly  advancmg  Education  compreliensiv^e  ia 
its  scope  and  varied  in  its  details  embracing  alt  thai 
is  elccellent  of  sound  and  profitable  inatruetioo.

Province  of  Nova  Scotia. 

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Trade  between  the  British  North  American  Possessions, 

Passed  11  th  March,  1847. 

Whereas  it  is  desirable  that  the  Trade  between  the  British  North  American  Provinces  of  Canada, 
New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Newfoundland  and  Nova  Scotia^  should  be  conducted  in  the 
most  free  and  unrestricted  manner  : 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly,  That  whenever,  from  time  to  time, 
the  importation  into  any  other  of  the  British  North  American  Provinces  hereinbefore  mentioned  of  all 
articles  the  growth,  production,  or  manufacture  of  this  Province,  (excepting  Spirituous  Liquors,)  shall 
by  law  be  permitted  free  from  duty ;  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  shall 
forthwith  cause  a  Proclamation  to  be  inserted  in  the  Royal  Gazette  fixing  a  short  day  thereafter  on  which 
the  duty  on  all  articles  (excepting  Spirituous  Liquors)  being  the  growth,  production,  or  manufacture  of 
any  such  Province  as  aforesaid,  into  which  the  importation  of  all  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  this  Province,  (excepting  Spirituous  Liquors)  shall  be  so  permitted  free  from  duty,  shall  cease 
and  determine:  And  from  and  after  the  day  so  limited  and  appointed,  all  such  articles  the  growth, 
produce,  or  manufiacture  of  any  such  Province  in  such  Proclamation  to  be  named,  (excepting  Spirituous 
Liquors)  shall  be  admitted  into  this  Province  duty  free,  upon  such  proof  of  origin  and  character  as  may 
fromt  ime  to  time  be  required  in  and  by  any  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until  the  Thirty-first  day  of  Marcb> 
which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Forty-eight)  and  no  longer.

Gentlemen^ 

I  beg  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  means  being  provided  for  the  compktioQ 
of  the  Colonial  Building,  while  the  Legislature  is  in  Session. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  original  Grant  of  Ten  *rhousand  Pounds,  was  barely  sufficient  to 
cover  the  amount  of  the  several  Contracts,  although  the  dimensions  of  the  Building  had  been  conader- 
ably  reduced,  and  every  thing  removed  from  the  design  that  could  possibly  be  dispensed  with,  in  order 
to  bring  the  whole  of  the  expenditure  within  that  sum.  That  the  Legislature,  and  the  community  at 
large,  expressed  their  disappointment,  and  their  decided  disapproval  of  the  alterations  which  had  been 
made,  as  they  became  manifest  during  the  progress  of  the  works,  which  led  to  an  additional  graat  of 
Two  Thousand  five  Hundred  Pounds.  That  the  application  for  this  grant  was  occasioned  by  a  very 
strong  expression  of  the  disapproval  referred  to,  made  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  on  looking  over  the 
original  Plans  at  the  close  of  the  Session  of  1845,  when  there  was  but  one  day  left  to  prepare  a  sketch 
and  estimate  of  the  remedial  alterations  and  additions  which  it  Was  intended  to  embrace^  and  which,  if 
not  adopted  then>  could  never  be  done  afterwards^ 
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That  Grant  was  expected  to  corer  the  whole ;  but  the  pieces  of  stone  required  for  the  additions^ 
being  much  larger  than  the  pieces  specified  in  the  Contract,  the  difference  in  price  per  foot  was  found 
to  be  much  greater  in  Pictou  than  in  other  places  where  the  trade  is  carried  on  more  extensively,  and 
the  facilities  for  quarrying  and  transporting  large  blocks  of  stone  consequently  much  better. 

It  was  also  found  necessary  to  put  arches  over  the  openings  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  Porticoes,  and 
also  over  the  large  openings  above,  because  the  Contractors  for  Nova  Scotia  stone  were  not  able  to 
furnish  pieces  of  sufficient  length  and  suitable  dimensions  for  these  purposes ;  but  the  work  will  be  more 
substantial  and  durable  in  consequence. 

The  ornamental  Plastering — viz.,  Cornices,  Centre-pieces,  Arches,  &c., — were  likewise  found  to  be 
indispensable  to  the  proper  finishing  of  the  Building,  as  will  be  evident  to  every  person  of  taste  and 
judgment ;  as  also  the  Columns,  Pilasters,  Galleries,  Balustrades,  and  fitting  up  the  Court  House.  All 
the  above,  though  done  with  care  and  economy,  have  unavoidably  increased  the  expense,  and  that  very 
considerably ;  so  that  about  Two  Thousand  five  Hundred  Pounds  more  will  be  required  to  pay  off 
the  claims  of  the  Contractors,  cStc,  (a  large  portion  of  which  is  due  for  Nova  Scotia  stone)  and  to  com- 
plete the  Building,  as  intended^. 

The  above  estimate  is  not  made  from  an  actual  measurement  and  valuation  of  the  work,  because  some 
of  it  is  unfinished,  and  cannot  be  correctly  done.  But  it  may  be  relied  on  as  a  near  approximation  to 
the  truth,  as  will  be  found  when  the  data  supplied  by  the  Contracts  are  applied  to  the  extra  work  in  the 
valuation  which  must  be  made  when  the  Building  is  finished. 

As  nothing  more  can  be  done  until  additional  means  be  provided,  it  is  desirable  that  this  should  be 
done  without  delay,  as  the  materials  are  chiefly  provided,  and  the  work  cannot  be  deferred  without  injury 
to  the  Building,  and  ultimately  an  increase  of  expense.
